leaning his wife Veſcs endowed largely of poſleſſions. His 
death was noyous and ſozrowfull to Veſca his wife, which 
cauſed her to wape out of meaſure, + his ſons and daugh- 
tors alſo, they did his obſequie teuetently, in abounding of 
great and bitter ſozrow. The obſequie done(their weping 
and ſozroty yet during( Veſca ſaw that Titan het eldeſt ſon 


pꝛetended to haue t inioꝝ the ſucceſſion of his father ; the on 
à dap called her deare ſonne Saturne with Inan, g other of 
the Countt ep, and there rehearſed and ſaid vnto them, that 
her pong ſonne Sacurne ſhould ſaccavs,, t haue theheritas 
ges of her huſband. Titan hearing the will ot his mother, te⸗ 
doubled his ſozrow,x it cauſed him to weepegreat plent ie ot 
teares, and kneled befoze his mother humbly,and ſaide in 
this wiſe : Bother, J am right infoztunate, when ye will 
that my right patrimonie be put from ms, t that naturally 
I ought to haue by right, ſhonld be giuen from mo:and yet 
becaulethatZamnot ſo wel fozmedofinembers,as my b20- 
ther Saturn io, which ſoꝛt ow is to mepaſſing nopous,ye wil 
put from ine my foztune and byꝛth, which ye may not do by 
lawfullreaſon.J am vcur firft ſonne,ye haue nouriſhed me 
with the ſubſtance of your blod, as your child, boꝛne in pour 
bellienine moneths. Alſo I am he that ficſt dwelled and in- 
habited your feminine chambers:none beloze me toke their 
any ſeiſin : when J tokethat, then ve gaue me your dug 
lone,andſozted to me the ſucteſſiou oi your hetitages. The 
whence cometh this, that ye now ſabuert and deftroy that 
nature hath once ioyned t giuen me: every mother is bouns 
den to holde the conuerſation of the right ot her child. Alas, 
mother, will pe make me a baſtard fi5 my rightzam Jabs 
card was not Vranus my father? am not I he that pe were 
ſoglad foz, what time ve elt firſt i was conteiued in the

When dame Veſca heardher ſonne Titan ſpeakeſo ſadly 
and p2ofoundly the hay pittie on him: yet the pittie was not 
of ſo high vertue, that might ſurmount the great loue that 
was toted betwene her and Sarurne, and then ſhee ſapdeta 
Titan het ſonne: Tusa any ſonne, I denie not that thou tws 
keſt thy ſubſtance between my Mes and were bought into

Be thou content, thou ſhalt 
lacke nothing, and it thou lacke,fpeake to me, and I hall re- 
medie it: but ſpeake neuet moze to me (02 the heritage, fo 
Saturne ſhaKKobfaine it, by the fauour of his TWiiſedome, , 
mekeneſſe and benignity,and alſo becauſe the common ſoꝛt

Titan was ſozetroubled fo: the woꝛds ot his mothex, ans 
he began to change colour, and ware red, haning ſuſpition 
to Saturne, that hee had contrined this matter againſt him: 
whereupon he dzew him apart to him, and ſaid: Sarurne the 
ene that thou haſt to raign aboue me, hath now ingendzed 
in my hart thy moztail miſchiefe, wherof the hate ſhatl en- 
dure vato the moztallfeparation of thy lite, and of mine, and 
of my childzen. Thou knowelt wel that J am the — 
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efourfather Vranus, holy art thou ſo hardy t hꝛeſumptu⸗ 
ous, to inhaunte thy ſelfe abone me by conſpited imagina⸗ 
tion ? I will that thou know verily , that like — halt 
conſptred in my tempozall damage, ſemblabip 3 hal t d pite 
to thy eternal damages hart. And name me from henceioʒih 
thy moztall enemie. When Saturn heatd theſe burning and 
enflamed manaſſes of his bꝛother Titan, he ercuſed him ſelle 
and anſwered, þ he neuer thonghtin his lite to cos to ide 
ſucrofl1s of theic father oz nenerhad imagined no ce nipi · 
res it. Chen Veſca theirmother,Cibell and Ceres, tue th 
modes cb $acurne, and ſa to Titan, that his theatuing 
to Sarurne was foz naught , fo; hee ſhouldraigne t be L420 
and mailter.

ſigne of tuſtice. Be did iuſtice on malelad outs, and enhauns 
(@th{m that were god, bo did build a Citis, 
| nam 
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named Crete, betauſe the Ille bare the ſayde name, and hee 
was the firſt Jnhabiter and dweller. When he hadfounded 
tze City, he 02dayned his Pallace and dwelling plate in the 
midale thereof, in example, as the heart is in the middeft of 
the body, to miniſter to the members, ſo he would infiruct x 
gousrne his people. And after this hee choſe an hundꝛed and 
foure Iliſe men, which her inſtituted and oꝛdayned coun⸗ 
ſellozgand gouernours of his Realm. And then they of 
Crete ſ@ingtheright great wiſedomeof their King, allem⸗ 
bled together diuers times, and named him a God: and yet 
moze, they founded vato him a Temple, an Altar, t an J- 
doll, bearing in the one hand a ſickle, in ſignification that 
he deſtroied the vicesin ſuch wile, as the ſickle cutteth hert's 
and deſtroyed the wedes: and in the other hand he helde a 
Serpent, that did bite his tayla, fozaſmuch as Saturn ſapd, 
that every man ſhould bite the tayle of the ſerpent, that is to 
ſay, that euetie inan ſhould feare and flee the evill end: Fo: 
the end oftentimes is venemous,as the tayle of a Serpent: 
and that appeareth yet dayly bythe end of many eutil diſpo+ 
ſed and (nuenomed men, 

By the meanes of theſe thinges, the renowne of King 
Sarurnegrewe, and that UWozld was the time of Golds: 
That is fozto ſay,it was much better, and moze aboundant 
inthe dayes of mans life, and in plentis of ſruites of the 
earth, then in any other time after. Mhe Poets by this co- 
lout, compared the wozld at this time to golde, whichis moſt 
paetious of all mettals:w herefozo men ſap, that Saturne 
was the firſt man that found the maner to melt mettall, t 
fo affine golde, and made his veſſels g vtenſi's ofhis houſe , 
ol diuers mett al. And vnder this colour, they figured at that 
time, the wozldfo be of gold. Then began the men by the 
doctrine of Saturne to vſe and were gold, to mine therecks,

Realme, and a Kingdome, and was in 
poſſeſſion of their frſtKing, (he ſame 
time in the Citie of Corinth which tv 
in Naples, raigned Ootinthus their firſt 
Aing, and Corinchus hay to his wife one 
| of the daughters ofKing Atlas of Libie, 
named Electra. They raignod together, and atchioned 
pzolperorfly theirlife: they leſt after them two ſonnes, 
whereof the one was named Dardenps, and that other la- 
fus, Home (en that this Dardanus was ſonne to lupiter: 
but Bocczce ſappoſed he was lawfull ſonnt of Corin 

as it appearetb in t he ſixt booke ofthe geneologie of 

at danus then and Iaſius, (after the death of their Father 
Corinthus, and oftheir mother Electra) would ſutce de in 
the Realmes,and in no wiſs they could act od. Dardanus 
hada high and haughty cour age, and laſius in like wile: they 
argued and ſti oue together, che ont againft the other, oft en- 
times of this matter, and conſpired and made ſetret menaf- 
les vnder touert, iu ſuch wiſe that Dard anus on a day aſ- 
ſembleyaft the people that hee could get, ſoꝛ todeſtroy his 
bꝛother laſius, and his friendes were then allembled in a ſe 
ctet plate, ſoʒ to treate the peace , and to ſ doo they might 
content and pleaſe Dar danus. 

then laſs ſuw his bzother come all in Armes, all 
his blond beganne to chaunge, and ſeeing that his bꝛother 
was mooued, and full ot euul will, dernung that this —

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ſhould turne togreatemiſchiefe, he cryed and ſaid; Alaſſe, 
what auayleth fo2 to ſpeaue and counſell,andſeeke means 
of peace betweene my Bzother aud mee: wee bee betray- 
ed, los heere is my bzother that commethvppon vs all in 
Armies, each man ſaue himſelfe that may. With theſe 
woꝛdes Dardanus came ts the Conſiſtozy , ſmote his 
bꝛother vnte death, and ſapp, Iaſius, theu maiſt nat abſtain 
thy lelle from thy imagmations: Thou haſt enhaunſed thy 
ſclfe againſt me, but now J ſhall make an end ol ther. Ia ſius 
fell downe dend among the fete of his friends, and ther: 
cloths were all beſpꝛent and bebled with his bloud When 
the lriendes of laſius ſaw this tyʒanny, they ſaued them⸗ 
ſelues as well as they could to theit power, and fledde from 
thence all enraged. Then Dardanus returned to the roiall 
Palace, and the fiiendes of laſius gathered them, and 
wont. to armes, and made a nopſe, and murmur ſo greate, 
that in littleſpaceall the City was ſtrangely. troubled foz 
the death ol Iaſius, which was greatly in the grece and fa- 
ucur of al the people of Corinth, Foz when thep hadrehears 
ſed the death of la ui, they twke great ſoate w, and mengy 
ted Dardauus ta death. And fozth with in effec they allem · 
bledbp great vautes in ti e ſttates, and ſapde ane ta the 0- 
thet: Alaę, ne w is dead toe loue of Corinthus, that had moze 
auutie and lcue tp the common weale then Dar danus. Let 
vs gor and azenge his death; Gas we and punich the male- 
kadoꝛ, let va no langex tar: Met ſhall dae a meritagio 
wozke. Cho that euer dolh imuſtice and tyzarny, is not 
woꝛthie to be chiefe and head olclemencp, noz of iuſtice. If 
we ſaffer.a mul deret totaigne ouer vs, neuet ſhalthere god 
come thereof Wheretpebead is ſicke and cuill, the mei 
hers maꝑ not bæ hole na god. Dardagus bath Cain his 
bꝛother laſius wꝛongfullp. It is very likely, that he wilfea 
v3 after his will. Let vs take from hun his puiſſance, and 
ut vs ſhebo that wer bee men, deſtroiers of vice, and enemies 
vato all them that ſerke and ingender fyzany in their coura- 
zes. Buch were the clamonts ol the Coriuchians ; by ſuch 
nox(s 
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noyſe and ſemblable clainours,they chaſed themſelaes, and 
in the end aſſembled in oneplacs, and were of ardent appes 
tite;tocozren the male actoʒ D ardanus, and bis con plicos. 
In this tenipeſt and ſwelling ſuro z; they went vato ths 
Pallace, where Dardanus had put himſelfe fo; refuge, but 
they found the gates hut, and ceuld not enter into it:wher 
ſozo they belicged the plate, making a greate noyſe, and ſo 
great ficre, that Dardanus was abaſhed, and anont hee 
aſſembled his friendes,and asked them their counſcl. They 
aunſwered and ſayds, that hee and they were in greats 
aduenture andperill,/and that the people ſo meoucd might 
not lightly ber appeaſed, and foz thts they ſapde to him:ſaue 
the ſelle, and vs alſo with the: Thou haſt ſlaine th bzo- 
ther laſius, whome the people loued maruelicuſly fo2 his be- 
nignitie: the treſpaſſe is great, ſ&ing it is {o done, the beſt 
may ought to be taken: wa counſel the that thau leaus 
this Pallace,and finde meanes toifſuc.out, and wee ſhall 
follow the, and gee with the, and ſcarch our aduentutes in 
other lands: foz it ſhall be great paine, by poſſibility, cuer 
focontent and appeaſe this people: Fo2 it is ſo, that the 
Corinthians be terrible to al men that they haue in hate and 
in deſpight. | | 

Dardanus hearing theſe wa mes, beganne to ſigh, and 
condvering that he muſt depart ſrom his City by his mil- 
derde, faulte and deſert, he ſmate himſelſe on the bꝛeaſt, and 
ſarde: Ma, ſoꝛtune vnſtedfaſt, what is to me bet alnet My 
hands be ſoule and filthie, with the bloud of m lawful bꝛo⸗ 
ther. Che inſurrraion and the rebellion of my peeple, han- 
gingbefoze mine eyes: it is beſt that I flee ſoz to ſaue my 
lite, and purpo'eto line of cauin and theft. ZUhat iniſchancs 
whateuiilzappe is this : Sinceit is ſs, I pceld ine ſugitiue, 
and ſhall gos my mam, at ail aduentuxes bee it. Ihen the 
friendes of Dardanus had vnderſtood that hee was conclu- 
ded and purpoſed to ſane his life, they ioyncd to him, and 
appcinted together that the next moꝛning in the firſt bꝛea⸗ 
lung of theyay, they woulde depart ſrom the Pallace,

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and take the aduentur to paſſe by their enemies, ſaviug. that 
il they might eſcape,they would gor ta therinage of the (ea, 
and fake the Kinges Barge. And all they ſware to helpe x 
companie each other vnto the death. - The 
day appeared, and then Dardanus that had not reſted that 
night to his pleaſure, but had watched with his armed men, 
and were readie to take the aduenture that the Gods and 
loꝛtune would gine and ſend them, iſſued out of the palace, 
and found the moſt part of his enemies a ſlape: hee thzuftey 
among the villaines, and paſſed fozth with little reſiſtance , 
(that notwithſtanding, the waking Corinthians)heecame 
to his ropall ſhip,andtokethe ſea, and ſaued himſelſe, wher- 
of the Corinthians had great fozrow. | 
When Derdanus ſaw that hee was ſo quit of the fanonr 
of the Corinthians, hes went ſayling by theſea, and lan⸗ 
ded firſt at ſhepo2t of the Citit of Samos, being in Thrace, 
x there viftailed him, and went to feaagaine, and arriged 
in Aſia, in aquatter where the land was ioyning ts the ſea 
of Helleſpont: nd finving this land right god and fruitfull 
fo2 fo enhabite, hoe made there his habitatton, and there ſet 
fe firſt ſtone of a right great Citu that het heganne, and afs 
ter finiſhed. . This Citie was that time named Dardane, 
after the name of Dardanus, birt aſterwarn'it was called 
Troy. Dardanus peoplen and fijted his City with men and 
weinen, which her gate by ſwetacCrand fay2e pzamiſes; 
And the other part he conqueced by fozce, thett andpillage ; 
Me madt hinſcite ung of Dardade, am vitthed toe Citie 
about with great ditches. Afterl6a tune he palledout of this 
woꝛlo, and left a ſau ofhis wiſe Canda ma, that mas ſecond 
king of Dardane.,. This uiug wasnamed Eruronivus, and 
raigned ſeuen pare in augmenting and enrceaſing his Ci 
ty and people, and at taſt came to the end oſ his peattes: and 
there raigned after him Troos his ſonne. This Troos wag 
the third king ol Dar dane, and was a ſtrong man, fierce , 
and hardy in armes and increaſed greatly htsſeigniozy and 
his Crowne, inſomuch as the Dardanians ſapde, 4 
ede

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there was no King but Troyes: and named them Tro- 
jans And thus was Troy enhaunced mozedhen al þ realns 
$f Greece highly that the King Tant alus of Frigie had 
great enuie, and gaue his heart and courage how he might 
anull, and put downe the name of Troy that was his neigh» 
bour. Anm began to aſſay to bzing it down, as hereafter ſhall 
be ſayd.

Of the great warte that was moued betweene the Pela- 

jens and Epiriens,and how King Lycaon of Pelagy was 

de ſtroyed by lupiter. becauſe of a man put to him to ho- 
ſtage, which King Lycaon did toſt. 


cn rehearſeth, that the wiſe and ſubtle 
* VT. Urgine Minetue ſhewed her ſelſe in this

time by the ſtang oz riuer called Triton, by 
9! the greatneſſe and ſubtiltie of her Engine: 
oz ſhe found the maner to ſoꝛge and make 
armes. And to thts purpoſe Ouid rehear- 
ſeth that ſhee had foughten againſt a Gyant named Pallas, 
and ſlelo him by the flond of Triton. In the fame time 
tat the armes were founden, andthe Sciences of Mi- 
nerve werte pꝛadiſed dy all the Wozld, a frerce diſſention 
engend2ed betwanethe Epiriens and the Pelagiens,that 
after were named Archadians, Andhereofmaketh men 
tion Boccace in the fourth Bookeofthe Genealogie of the 
Gods. Among the Pelagians xaigned that time a king nas 
med Lyceon, cideſt ſonne of Titan. Che Epiriens then en⸗ 
ferpziſed vpon the Pelagiens, and ſo made that a right great 
noyſe axoſe and ſourded. Foz which cauſe they aſſapled each 

other by feates of armes, ſo felonic us and aſpire, that both

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partics ſuffered many fonle moztall ſhonres, Ulhen the 


Wile 
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wiſe men ol Epire, ſaw this warreſo diſolute, i; that they 
of their partie ardvaiuſt'y and vnrightfully- vndertaken 
and begun this warte, they acknowledged their fault, and 
went to the king Ly caon, beating bꝛanches of Oliue. in ſig⸗ 
nification of peace and loue, and him tequited that he would 
condiſcend ta accoꝛd and peace ol both peoples. Lycaon cd⸗ 
ſidering thal his people had as much loſt as wenne by this 
diſccntt6, and that the battailes were perillous, act oꝛded to 
the Lpiriens the peace by condition that they would deliuer 
Im one of their moſt noble men, ſuch as he would demaüd, 
foʒ to be his ſetuant᷑ a ſpace oftime, in token that they had 
vntightſullp engendꝛed this dilcentien. The Epiriens cons 
ſented to this condition, and deſiueted to king Lycaon in 
ſcruitude the moſt noble man among them: and thus ended 
the warre. 

Che tearme and the time dꝛew ouer, that the Epi- 
rien ſetued king Lycaon his due time: and then when the 
time was expired, the Epiriens aſſembled tht᷑ togither, and 
by dellbetation el councell, ſent an Ambaſſage to Lycaon, 
foz to treate the dehveranco of the Epirien. Theſe Ambaſſa⸗ 
dours depatted ſtom Epue, and tame to Pelage, t ſhewen 
to the bing, how thcir wan had ſerusdas long as her was 
bound: and required him that he would tender and deliner 
him, and ratiſie the peace, lo the end that ener after that 
hey might bee the moꝛe iriends togither. When Lycaon 
that was hardie ol courage,fierce and euil vnto al ien, and 
alc vato his ownepecple, vaderſtod the wozdes and re- 
queſtes ofthe Epiriens, he had great ſozrow and anger in 
himſelſe, and ſayde to thein with his mouth (thinking con- 
tratie with his heart) that on the mozrow he weuld feat 
them, and haue them to dinner, and then he would do like 
as thep had demaunded. With theſe woꝛdes the Epiriens 
de pat ted iorouſi from the pzeſence of king Ly caon, and on 
the mo2row they came to the feaſt that wasrichly ozday» 
ned, and made ſe; thenin great plentiouſne lle, which was 
richt ſayze at the beginning, and in the ende right foule 

* and 
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and abhominable : foz when it tame to the perfozining-of 
the feaſt, the king Lycs on roſe from the Table, and went 
vnto the Kitchen, and there tale the bodie of the Epirien, 
his ſeruant that he had murthered the ſame night, and all 
roſted and ſodden, bꝛought it in a great platter to the feaſt, 
and pzeſented it tothe Epiriens, ſaying: lo, here is the 
Epitien that hath ſerued mee, which was cauſe of the el⸗ 
chuing ofthe ruine and per dition of Epire, I aide yeſter - 
dap, that I would deliuer him this day:take him who ſo wil, 
I diſcharge e quit my hands fr6 him, and will haue him no 
moꝛe. All they that then were pꝛeſent, as well his ſeruants 
as ffranngers, as well Eperiens es Palagiens, had anon 
great hozrour, when they heard and vnderſtod the woꝛdes 
of king Lycaon:they had great ſhame and furoz to beholp ſo 
ſhamefulland abhominable a wozke,aud outragecus linne: 
and were ſo froubled,that the blood went fro their faces, and 
they laid their hands befoze their eyes, as they vᷣ᷑ abbozredto 
behold the pwze martyze Epirien. Andthere was no man 
wif what to ſay of the infamie of King Lycaon , vuleſſe, 
When the king ſaw them ſo troubled, and that cuery man 
began td frowne and grudge aparte,heloft them, and went 
from thence into his chamber: and then eucry man aroſe 
from the Table, abhozring and eſchewing the ſent and ſas 
tour ol the dead man, and would haue departtd and gone 
their way al contuſe, had not lupiter the ſon of Saturn bene, 
which the Epiriens had bzought with them in their legatien 
and AmbaCage,foza'much as he was a ſayꝛe child an iable 
and gentle. Da then when her ſaw that eueris man 
dew apart his way , put ' himſelfe in the miodeſt of the 
Epiriens, and beganne his glozious -enterpziſes; and 
latdt to them inthis wiſe: O, what is this? Theres ths 
blod ol the Epiriens? Are they baniſhed out ol hardineſſe⸗ 
be they rriled out ofvalour, and of honeſtie / Which be the 
Epiriens that by fozce will expoſe themſelues to the ven- 
geaunce of ſo faule and hozrible adede? Chis caſe is not 
tobebozne, And the terublenelle of the tyꝛant Lycaon, 
ä is

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ſing foule and pittious: anon, as they thallknow what he 
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is not to bee bettered, when it abideth vnpuniſhed. Yee ſeo 
that the Pelagiens mak ſeniblance that they be tuill apated 
with him: he muſt be puniſhed. J ſay asfoz me, J ſhall ne- 
ver haue pleaſuxe in my life, till I ſ him reſtrayney of his

ky;anny. 
Mhat time the Epiriens has conceiued the great con- 
rage of Iupicer that wasſoyoung of age,they thankedtheir 
gods of that. that they had bꝛought him with thein, and ſzy0 
to him all with one voyco : Childe, bleed bee the Monde 
that bare the, and bleſſed bee the Gods that fozeſaing this 
iniurie and wꝛong to va, haus ſo inſpired vs. foz to bing 
thee with vs. Ne had beene now without courage, hardi⸗ 
nelle and will to dot well, and had not heene ſo hardy, to 
haue taken any tearme of vengeance. Thy Modes haue 
awakened and quit hened our Spirites, which were deade t 
a fleepe, and had paſſon by the counterpepied in ſamie of the 
Cyꝛant L ycaon, Chy hatdineſle hathj made vs hardy, thy 
valiantneſſe hath made vs valiant and louers of valiancie: 
and thy wiſedome hath uluuined vs. In this caſe thou 
ſhalt be condugoz and leader of this wozke,q commannper 
and we ſhallobey vnto thee. | - 
Jupiter anſwered and ſapde, Wozſhipfull Lozdes, and 
ſirs, Jam not wiſeinough toreccins the honour that pe da 
me, noz my tender yeaces ſhall not accept it. Alway by 
fourme of counſell humbled vnder all coꝛtedion, J. will 
well (ay to you that me thinketh expedient foz to be done, If 
ye finde no man ſap better, then vou ſhall do by my counſel 
and aduiſe: ye ſhalltake this pe Epirieo, in the ſame e- 
ſtate that he is delinered to von, and beate him unto the 
cummon place ofthis Citie: foz it is this day Sabbeth and 
Moly day, the Pelagians being there in great number, and 
multitude, paſſing theu time with diuers playes and ſpaats.

there they ſhewed him openiy in euery nas fight. 

When the Pclagiavs ſa this dead man, oi whom the skin 
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Jopirer puthiinſelſe aur ng the Fpiriens,and by his hardi · 
neſſe @montthed them to coſpirt againſt their king. With 
tho wazdes of Jopirer wert ie agrauble to them, and his 
manetx; hat they put in his hand Se death and deſtruction 
ol their ning Liczon. And to the ende that he ſhould truſt 
and have afftance in them, they ſent fo; their armes and 
habillemeutes of warte, aud armed them. Aﬀer they aſſem- 
died about lupicer; and ſaid to Him, that he ſyould be their 
captains und theircondurter, to achieve this ſayde woe. 
lupiter being ioyous of ſo great an housur and wozlhip, 
ercuſed hunſelte. But his ercuſations had no place, thc 
Epitiens and the Pclagiens ozdeyned and conſtituted him 
head ouer them. And de being conffituted in his dignitie, 
fet his people in oꝛder, and afcerbid themto march toward 
They had not tong gone on the way, when they 
faw King Lycan ius aut of his palace with great toinpa⸗ 
ny df his endes ul armed as had bin aduertiſtd 
bfthe ſayd tonſpiratid made againft Lyc aon: g ſeling that

And it that as Iupit ex ſought him thus from 
chamber tochamber , he found in cp 
daughter ofthe King Ly eson, named Caliſto, which 
paliing fayze,young and freſh ofcolour.

wayle. Me was a leute reaſonable man then a ning ouabt 
to ber.

of Attique, and bozne in this land. TWWrherrupen ought to 
be remeiobzcd, that right anctently iſſued cut of Pelagie, a 
wile Noble man name d lupiter, of whome Roccace ma- 
keth mention in the firſt beoke of the Genealogie of the 
Gods, which lupirec was B. of Artique, who o: as much 
as he induced the people to honeſt lawee, and did firſt o:dain 
and dallow marriage: Foz befoze that time the (Artictans 
married them not, bot vſed Wlomen in common) and of 
this lupirer came a Daughter named Diane, the which 
willing fo abide in the ſtate of Wirpinity, made a Cloiſter 
in the Woods of Archadie, where thee aſſembled manis 
Unrgines tbat paTed their tune, with hunting andchaſing 
the wilde beaſtes, Foz to turne to our parpoſe: this 
noble Mirgin Diana, liued the ſame time of the ſabuerſion 
of the raigne of Lichaon. When lupiter vnderſtcove of 
Caliſto, that ſhe would yelve her ſelfe with the Tirgins,he 
veheld her, and ſayde vnto her: And how Damoſell bes 
y& ſo deſpay2ed fo2 a little tribulation, that teucheth not 
your perſon? pee be poung and fayze, among none of 
pot! that fo gos into Keligion, may growe no fruite of 
Childzen. Aduiſe you well, It were better that yet abode 
among the wozlolp people, that repleniſh the UWozlve. 
Pany Women, and alſomen, enter into Religion in 
their youth, and repent them in their age. yz, ſayds 
Caliſto,tempt me na moze. If there beany gentlenes in vou 
recepue the pzaver andrequeſt of one ſo deſolate andinfoztu- 
nate Gentlewoma,mnoze deſirous obthehealth of ny ſonle, 
then ol tempo all pleaſures. During theſe deuiſcs, Tupicer 
C 3 beheld 
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vehelde without ceaſing this damoſel, and could not enough 
complayne her beauty: ſoꝛaſmuch as ſhe would into Reli⸗ 
gion, with great paine, when he had heard her aunſweres, 
and had ſerne how ſweetely ſhee had taken it, and woulde 
not bee turned from her Mill: hee ſayde to her, that her re- 
queſt ſhould be accompliſhed. Chen hee called the Epiriens, 
and requiceo them that they would be content to ſuffer this 
Uirgine to enter into Religion, Nhat ſhall J ſay? Tho 
Epiriens put the rcquelt in the Will of Iupiter: and lupi- 
tet did ſo much, that ſhee was conducted and ledde into the 
Religion of Utirgins. After hee ſearched all the Pallace of 
King Lycaon,and made the Epiriens to ſeiſe his riches:and 
there lupiter made abode a certainetime with ſs great woz- 
thip,that the Pelagiens 4+ the Epiriens would hanecrow- 
ned him to betheir Bing: But he would neuer conſent ther · 
to: as he that conſidered over his young age, and the vari⸗ 
ations of foztune, and ſayd, that it auaylethj moꝛe to a man, 
and is to hun moze ſurt, to bet made n ing in his olde age, 
then in his youth, foz the diuers pertls that may fall. Alway 
he accozded,that he would be captaine ofthe Kealine,x was 
aman of great tuſtiie, ſwate andcourteous vnto all maner 

ofpeople,qc, | 
This was the firſt comming vp of this Noble Childe, 
hen he hadbzonught in ſubiection to his pleaſure the Pe- 
lagiens. hee buried the Epirien that Lyc2on had murthe- 
red, as it is ſayd befoze,anddidhis obſtquie ſolemneip, and 
and alter he did burne into aſhes the Pelagiens, that had bin 
ain in the helpe of Lycaon. And after that he ſent Moꝛde, 
and did all theſe things to be knowne and ſhewed to the E- 
piriens that were leſt at home in Epyre, as to the . Meli - 
ſeus , wherof all the Eptriens,and the ding Melliſeus gaue 
thank es vnto their Gods. But fozaſmuch as A muſt tell 
all: after this he gaue not his heart and courage ſo much 
to accompliſh theſe thinges, but that other while hee gaue 
himſelte to remember, and to thinke on the beautie that he 
bad ſeene in the religious Caliſto, whereby the ſparkles 
N ol 


'ofloueenutroney frongly his heart , in ſuch wiſe that day 
and night, he wiſhed her in his armes, and repgnted him 
that he had conſented that ſhe went into religion. And ſo 
{avouredin this maner,that his tei in the night was taken 
from him, and he was not now his owne man, ſoencreaſed 
he to loue and deſtre this virgin : and foz to ſer het. he made 
— — and continually to hunt 
the the Fozrolt with Dame Diana, where, 
by Foztune and adueatute vtherwhileh@encountred and 
metts the mai Caliſto. And when he had once feene her, 
that day h@'was all joyous. And ii het ſaw her not, hes 
dad aboundaunce of many thoughts, that ranns readily in 
dis wunde. J may not all day tarvie on this matter. Yeo 
thought lein ho wo hee might come to the grace of this retys 
gious Caliſto, and all thoughts redaced andbzoaghtinto 
one, hes concluded on a day in himſelſa, that ha would put 
him in the dab ite of a religious woman, and would go into 
the Cloiſter of dame Dunn, ſagnmg tobe a woman, and te- 
quiring to be recemed with the virgins. 

This concluſſon taken and ratified in lupiter, by mas 
fy deliberaftons in diverſe dayes, hee did make his wo⸗ 
mans eloathing by aſecrete wozkeman, which pꝛomiſen 
him to kepe his ſecrotos. UWhen his cloathing was made, 
heaſembled the Epiciens in an euening, and toke his leaus 
of them fo2 a tettains time, ſaping : that he would go alone, 
fo2 to docertaineſecrete things. Tho Epiriens were all 
diſmayed and deſolate, when thoy heard the intention 
of Tupiter : and pꝛayed to the govs that they would condua 
and (ped him in his tourney : requiring himinſtautl, that 
he would teturne ſhoztly againe to them. And he pzomt- 
ſed them that heeſo- Would : and then hes withdzew him 
into his Chamber, and toke the reyes ol the great gate, and 
on the mezrow betimes, when he was arrayed + d2eſſed in 
the veſture andcloathing of a maid, hedepurted from thencs 
alone, and entred into the wade, and ſo behaued hiniſelfs 
that hee camo to — the teligious maydeus.

And ——ů—ů—— 
fo defired to labout this matter, that they 
Sicill with a great hoaſt, and tas the en, £ — 
tonkneyes with god (pave, that in fewe dayes they ſavled 
vnto Crete, at the Pozte arrined, and to land. And then 
entering fiercely into the land, they deſtroyed and waſtsd al 
befoze them ſo cruelly, and continued in their warte ſo moz- 
tallie, that they came vnto the City of Crete, where King 
Saturne dwelled and was reüdent: and then Saturne was 
aducttiſed of their comming and deſcent. And Ticas that 
might no further paſſe without battell o2 aſſault, ſent-to 
Sacurne gletter, whereofthetenour followeth, O Saturne, 
glutted with wozipty honour, and couetous ofglozie: fog as 
much as thou art occupyer of ths ſeignozie that by right be- 
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tongeth to me Tiran thy Load e elver bzother: further moe. 


becauſethov art falfly pet iured, foz thy wifehath diuers mr 
childꝛen that thou haſt not put to death, in like wiſe as thou 
wertbound: know that J am come to take poſſeſſion of thy 
kingdome, not apperfapning to the, but to me. — 
tome to mercy, and make thy ſelie to grace, v2 elſe make 
the ſure of thy perſon,foz i! it be poſſible foz mo, wil come 
and haut reaſon of thee. 

When Saturue hadread this letter, as a man all ama- 
zed,ſon( fe2 his wife Cibel, and tooke her apart,and adiured 
and charged her to ſay the trath, and tei him what ſhee had 
done with his childꝛen. With this charge the pooze La 
dy chaunged colour,and ſæing that ſhe was conſtrapned to 
ſay the truth, ſhe ſayd, Sir, thou knoweſt that J am a wo- 
man, the heart of a waman naturally doth wozks of pitty. 
Nad not J beene in nature an abominable monſter, if A 
ſhould haue deuoured with my hand the Childzon of my 
wombe :? where is that mother that will murther her Chil- 
den? Certes,my hand was never man-ſlear,no2 neuet ſhall 
be. I haue erred againſt tho commandement, in the fauour 
of nature, and linceit muſt needes beſo, I had rather to bee 
murther d hea a murtherer, and to be named pittious, then 
cruell,fo2 murther is crueltie appertaining to vnceaſonable 
beaftes and to Lyꝛants and pittp it is naturally appettap · 
ning to a woman · Andtherefoze I conteſſe te haue bon; 
ſonnes concepued of thy ſed, which J haue cauſed to be nou⸗ 
riſhed ſecretly : but demaund me no further, fo2 where they 
be they ſhall tine, as long as it pleaſethfo;tune, will Titan 03 
not ; and thete is no death whereof any woman may bee 
kozmented with, that ſhall nian the places to be diſcouered 
here they be. 

Saturnc heating theſe words ofhis Mie, was ſo aſto⸗ 
niſhed, that be wiſt nat what to aunſwere. Notwithſtans 
ding tra the better he aſſemble all the Wiſe men ol his Cis 
ty,andfothemſapd: Þy bꝛethꝛen and friends, what is beſt 
tobe done? Titan my bzother hath begunne warre in this 
+ realm: 
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realme: my Mile hathconfeCed, that ſh& hath recepned of 
me thas ſonnes which cher dat nouriſhed in a fframngs 
kinde, vnder the colour that J ſhould not flee them. Titan 
allayleth mee. What ſhall wee doe ? p2, anſwered the 
Wiſe men, wherfozeis enhaunced by auer great 
tion, there muſt bee policic to conduc wiſcly, and to put 
the hand to withſt and it. Thou haſt afrong City, and ful- 
filled with great people, thou art wiſe fo219 gouerne them: 
pnt thy ſelfe in armes , and take no cegard to the quarrels 


of Ta. A wen is not wo2this to be a ing, but it it bes in 


his vettue and gentle mauners. Crete Was neuer Realing 
but now: Tiron hath beene in all his life inclined fo vices, 
and is all wzapped in finne. in which purpoie hee ſeeketh 
to come to thy Crowne, Jfhe extollhimſelfe: thou muſt de. 
baſe and put him downe, This is the cemedie, helpe thy 
ſelte, and we ſhall helye ther. Hee that flyeth, cauſeth his 
enemies tochaſehim. Thus now it may not beeſchewed, 
but wee muſt withſtand and aſfault out enemie, and that 
couragionfly. Fo2 what a man may do this dap, let him not 
put it ouer till to mozrow. 

Arme ther then well and ſurely, and aſſayle from thy Ci⸗ 
tie thine enemies. It thou ſo do, thou ſheweft thy con- 
rage to be aduanced greatly, and not lightly to be ouercoms 
by any: and ſo thou mayeſt abate ſomewhat their pzideand 
pꝛeſumption. If thou behane otherwiſe thy ſelfe, und let 
them take their reft, that ſhall bee matter andcauſe foz to 
encourage them: vpon which they will waxe pꝛoud, hoping 
to come to theix puipoſe, which thall bes to thee moze har⸗ 
ming then auaileable: Foz courage and hope oftentimes, 


(men ſap) make men to attaine to become Conquereurs, 


great and hie. Notwithſtanding, thou art Bing: thy will 
be accompliſhed and fulfilled, 

Saturne aunſwered and ſapde, Bꝛethzen and frlendes; 
it were great ſhame ta vs andour Citie, it wee ſuffered it 
to. be dillipate and deſtroyed: At is of fozce, that the 

war 
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warre begunne and open, and euerie man diſpoſe him to 
ſaue his wo2ſhip. Titan afaylcth mine hon our, and ti qui 
reth my diſhoendur. Since it muſt be that of this matter 
ide armes and warre be iudges , wee ſhall arms vs this 
houre , and purſue the entertainment ofthe right god 
aduenture of Fo2tune that ſhall comsto vs. And um beart 
telleth mee, that as ſodainlie as our enemies bee en- 
tered into this lande, as ſodainlie wes ſhall make them to 
go and iũſue out agatne. With this anſwere all the wile 
andnobl? mea of Crete take great pleaſure, 

Lhen Saturne gaue the aunſwere to the Peſſenger 
of Titan, and ſayde vnto him: if Titan returnednot within 
twohoures , that hee would come and take the baitch a/ 
gainſt him. With this auntwer the Peſſenger retired 
to Titan and tolbehim the intention of Sarurne, Titan 
ſwozethen that hee woulde neuer turne back e warde, till 
hee han attended and abiden the bat taile. Saruroe was a 
man ol great valour, and high wil, her the Pefſenger 
of Titan as departen, hee made ſound to Armes , at 
which ſound the poung and olde armed them, and made 
them read. What thall J makelong pꝛoceſſe: in fhe2t 
teme they wers rradie at tho point 2 am when 85. 
rurnt ſatp that his enciarpes made uo ſenwblance to mne, 
hee went and aſcended into his Chapꝛe (ſes in this tyme 
the Kings went to batt ale in Thayzes/) * After her iſſued 
out ofthis Cittie and caunged his people about him, and 
ann afterhee cauſed tem to match agaimſt his beo her

As (one as the it anoys [aw the d aturniens come they 
mere ciabt glad, and made themſelues the greateſt chere of 
the wald and moued thenfſeluesiopouſly ag aint the; and 
wich a great tcie, they had gtaat ches 6fttxs,macts x pol- 
ts. and guiſarmes of range fashion, and chey were all 
on foteercept I itan, and his ſong; which as kings had their 
Cucces and Chayꝛes, in which they were bꝛought and cars 
ryed,not by the [ozcs othoaſe , but by theptigannice of men.

the ſunne decking, 6s coustous of glozie and wozſhippe, 
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They aypꝛoched lo nigh,that they came to fighting, and bo⸗ 
gan to fall to wozke : then the archers of king Saturne bes 
gan to dzaw and ſhate, and made the Ti1ranoys to ſtay ana 
ſtand as long as theix ſhot dured, and lit w t hurt many of 
them. When. the ſhot ſailed, the Titanoys, that had great 
ſozrow foz to be ſo ſetued ofthe Sacurnyens, ozdered them⸗ 
ſelues again, and ſwoꝛe the one to the other, that they wold 
be auenged, and came fozth and fought haud to hand: in 
which they beſtirred them ſo eagerly, that fo2 the nopie and 
dinne that their ares and guiſatmes ſiicte vppon then 
ſhieldes, it ſemcd as it had bene thunder. At the encounte- 
ring then the battayle was right fell:Lichaon,Egeon, Ca- 
on, Iiphon, Eacheladus, ere in the firſt ront: there was 
many a ſhield bzoken, with the waight of club a 4 polaxes, 
and uiany heades bzoken, Caon and Tiphon, at the begin- 
ning maintained themſelues right vatiantly,and conducted 
their folke all within the battaile by the rigour of their 
ſtrokes, inlomuch that whom they met of theSarucniens, 
they beate them downe. By their well doing they wets 
knowne q doubted of their enemies, inſomnch that Sarurne 
made his chaite to be led out ofthe way, foz the great bzuit 
and noyſethat they made about hun. There was great effu/ 
Gon of bloud, fo2 the Titavoy+dtd what they coulafohaus 
endured in their b2zuit and crie: and theSacurniens with da. 
turne labouted fo2 to abate it and bzeake it. And ſo the com 
ming of Saturne was cauſe of pzoweſſe bppon pzoweſſe, 
and of many one dead, and they intended ons and other ſo 
buſily to their wozke, that the moſt part ol the day they 
foughtſo,that none uught glaꝛis ſoꝛ victa;te,nozbe troubley 
fo2 diſcomfiture. But in the end when the Ticanoys (aw

many of the Saturnyens te death, and oueti hae w the in diſ-

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comfiture. And that wozleis, they were ſv diſcouraged, 
whenthey vnderſtoed that Saturne was taken, that they 
loſt the vigo:s and ſtrength of their hearts, and the might of 
their armes, x turned their backs and fled all ſ6 out of oꝛder, 
that the Titanoys entred withthem into the City, and toke 
it, and wan it withoat any tefiſtance, beating downe the 
RO eee Cann, women, and of nan 
zen. 

At this time men might ſee the Ladies and M atrones 
of Crete, take the duſt, and caff it into the ayꝛe, and runne 
by the ſtreetes, now hert and now there, ail without 
kerchiefes, with their hayze about their heads, ca- 
king away their attire, litfle childꝛen crying al⸗ 
ter them, The wiſe men ofthe Towne, ſeemed out of 
their wittes,and the Citie was fo they might 
not be moꝛe Among allother, Cibell, Veſcs, es made 
great fozroww likewiſe, without ceaſing : foz Titan, that ne- 
ner loued them, came then into tho Pallace, and put in pꝛiſd 
Saturne and his wave. neuer departe 

thente,tiilthey had that were 
tomie ol them. And tan did tauſe himſelſe to 
be crowned king of Crete. Mo auayled not the in ſinit pzat- 
ers and oziſous that Dame Veſca made to Titan, in the 
compaſſion of her Sonne Saturne, and of Cibell,foz they 
drliuerante, noꝛ the fare ſpeaking of Ceres, noztheteares 
mwued of charity, wert of no value.

The damoſel departed from thence, with the wozrg 
ol lupiter, and tt turned into Crete, and tolde vato Saturn 
and Cibell all that hee had done. Anon alter the Damſell 
was departed, /vpiter ſent foz Arcbas his ſon haſtily with 
the Arcadiens, aſſo ſeat foz the Epitiens and the Parthc- 
niens, with them ofthe Citie of Analcre, All theſe pecple 
loued Jupiter with great loue, and came at his commande- 
ment in great number, men of warte. Jupiter welcomed 
them as well as der could, q told them the cauſe wby he had 
ſent loʒ them, and tolde them that he was ſonne vnto king 
Saturne, After thee things he did cauſe to be made ready all 
things that wereneceſary vnto his hoaſt; and ſo they de- 
patted from the City of Olon, with aright fayzs company 
of men of armes, vnto the number cf fixe thouſand fighting 
men: and ſo well ſytt, that in ſhozt time he bzought them 
within a mile nigh the Citte of Crete. 

And there /upitet word tarry vpon the top of a Moun · 
taine, and called to him his ſonne Archas that then had 
but thirt@ne pcare of age, but he was right wiſe and wel 
beſpoken, and gaue him in charge, that he ſhould goe into 
Crete to give ſummons vatothe king Titan, that he ſhould 
go out of the City, q dcliner tu him his father Saturn, with 
his mother Cibell. The roung Arches (that was hardy, 
and had his heart high cnhavnſed) with the wozdes of his 
Father, went vnto Crete to the King Titan, to whom hee 
gat to be pzeſented,and ſaid vnts him theſe wo2ds that fol- 
low: Titan q teme vato the in the obepſance of my Father 
Jupicer, firſfſonne of aing Satyrne, that theu holdeſt 
in taptinitie.

Erith this Woyzd Archas departed from the pꝛeſence of 
Titan, and returned againe vato hisifathes..Whon lupicer 
heard theanſwers of Titan, he was tulle gladneCe,fo; hee 
deſired nothing but foz ta be in armes, and concluded with 
his people, that on the mat otu he mou aſſault the City, in 
caſe that Tiran ſutniſhed not hi to battell. ' Anon wers 
there tentes made ofbows and leaues, and tabernacles the 
Oſonpens, the Arcabians, and the & pitiens, lay dpeu the 
gteene verdure, and made their hoaſt to watch: Titan 
was then in Crete And it is ta mit, mhen Art has was de · 
parted ſtom his pꝛeſente, hes allembled all his Donnes, t 
tolde them thefe tidings, which were to them pleaſant and 
agreeable : Fo they deſired nothing but ſtrife and debate: 
and affuredtheinſcluts to haue uitozy of Jupiter, as well 
as they had o Saturne. In the ſamehowze they ſent ſoure 
Spyes,toeſpie thenumber of their enemies, t made readie 
their harnes theſe ſyyes went ſo far, that they ſaw the hoaſt 
of Jupiter. t made theit repazt to Titan of the plate where 
his enemies were, and ol what number ofpeople they were: 
after thorepoꝛt oftho Spies, Titan * 
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his enemies were but a mile ſcom the Citie, that they ſhuld 
make them readie,and go tothe battaile againſt th, on the 
moꝛne carly, The night paſſepfaſt, andthe day came on, 
and then about the ſunne tiung Titan mounted vppon his 
chaixe that was right rich, and made his Tiranoys to tange, 
in battaile, and lett an hundzed within the City,fozto kaps 
it from Rebellion, oz from treaſon, and take all the o- 
ther withhim vnder his conduct, and ofhis ſennes and his 

e pics, tc. 
lupiter, that was not idle, had the ſame heure (ct all 
bis men in eder: and had then brought all his folke, 
into a faire plaine, hoping of hatt alle. And this Iitan had 
not farre ridden, but hee ſaw the hoſt ol lupiter, fo2 this 
plaine was all diſtcueted on all Cdes, and as fartt as each 
might (& other, each of them full · of tops, enfozced him to 
make ſhouts and cties, and with great courage they mars 
ched the one againſt the other, vnto the ioyning e (mitiag 
of ſlteates. Then luplter put himſclſcin the front of the 
battaile, and having his, bowin his hand, and his arrowes 
by dis (ite, by his ating began a ſkirnuſh that was right 
fierce, foz on the one ſide and the other, there were tight 
good archers, and manꝑ caſteis ofpalſhedoncs that ſailc d 
neuer: and that was the cauſe of the death of many. ccheu 
the ſhot and caſting ol ſtcaes lailed, they began to gotoge⸗ 
ther with ſye ares, and then Ia ingatall fghting hand 
to hand, that was ſo ſharp the bzeaking ofthe ſprats 
and the ſhieldcSreſounted vntothe walles of Crete, and 
tame ta the cares of Saturne,andof Cibell, at the nopſe 
whereof they began to rctoyce,foz they had a good hope that 
lupicer mondo gbtaino the viaozy againſt Titan. This 
houre Veſca went vppe vppon a high Tower, that ſhce 
might ſeeinto the Fielde, and there ſheeſaw the fighting 
olthe battell. Then helde /upirerhis ſwozde in his one 
hand, and his ſhielde in the other, and with his [wende 
hee ſmote into the thickeſt of his Enemies: and with 
his ſhielde bee ſaued himſelſs fromjtheic ſtrokes, And 
D 4 with 
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And with one ſkroke ol his \wo2d hee diuided the body of 
Enceladus,oneofthe ſonnes of Titan, and caſt him on the 
ground at the ft ofthe Tnanoys, that were right ſozry fo2 
the death of their fellow, / upiter aſſayled them right ſharp- 
lr, x one cryed Nlea,flea, but he that ſo cried was flaine anon 
by the hands of Jupiter, that deſtroyed the blond of his ad⸗ 
uerſarics, Ye was ſtrong, fierce, yeung and boiſterous, & 
ol high enterpaiſe. Me detended him vigozoufly ag a Lion, 
vightily as an Clephant, and eagerly as a Tiger,andint#- 
bed not onely on the defence of his body: but to ſave and 
reſcue allthem that were in perill vnder his charge thee did 
marutllous things, on all ſides the nciſe and bzuit doubled 
and redoubled about him. The Titanoys began to be ouer⸗ 
thꝛowne by great routes ane ſell en his ſhoulders, an other 
on his ſhield, and he charged ſo ſoꝛe vpon them, that his 
ſtrokes might not be luſtained ol men, they wert ſo ſrong 
and puiſlant, et. | 

This battell was eruell andhardy at beginning foz both 
the two parties, there were many of the Titanoys of Ar- 
tadiens : the Epixiens hurt, dead i caſt vnder fat, Archas 
was there anied with fifkio Arcadien s, appoiated 
vnto the guard of his bodie, fozaſmuch as hee was young: 
aud pet he made and pnt himſelfe to the armes. Meliſeus 
faylednot,noz Titan, Lycaon, Egeon: on the other ſive al- 
fo, each man did his beſt that her might, I cannot ſay how 
many men lay dead on the ground, noz how oftentimes the 
one ſet vpon the other : but pet ſhall vnderſtaud that there 
was none comparable vnto lupiter, in ſtrength, in leading 
his men, noꝛ in pzowes : there was nothing to him impol⸗ 
fible He overcame the ouertommers, de flew the lears, ha 
fmotedowne the ſmiters, he put hiimſelte ſo farre foʒth, and 
in ſo many places in the battell of the Titanois, that in a 
ſtraight hee cameand found Titan in his chaice,th at ouer · 
chꝛelo the Epinions with ſtones t round plumncts,thathe 
eaſt on them and ctycd. T tan, Titan, fezaſmach as hee ſup⸗ 


poſed he fought well. When Tupiter knew that — 
| ert 
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there ,hedzew towardhim, and as Tiran aduanced his 
arme fozto ſmite vpon an Epirien, lupiter lifted vp his 
ſwo2d, and charged ſo (oze vpon his arme, that he (mote it 
off, and parted it from his body,whereofhe had great toy, x 
trped, lupiter, /upiter,and Titan ſohurt,had great ſozrow, 
that hefelldown within his chaire. 

At this time the Epiriens began ts courage themſelues 
and the Titanoys were diſccuraged. Licaon and Egeon 
were there faſt by, where they ſaw their fathers atme flte 
into the field: then they began ta aCayle lupicer, as men 
diſpapꝛed, and ſo began a new combat, where much blouds 
was ſpilled. But notwithſtanding the ftercencs of Ly caõ 


that had lupitet long time in hatred, fo as he had 
taken from him his L o2dſhip, Tupicer followed (9 eagerly 


to put Titan to fople, that he bzake his thapꝛe into paces , 
by the help ofthe Epiriens, t with the ſwoꝛd that he l;note 
off his arme, de partedthe life from the body of Titan, by 
a moztall ſtroke that he gaue vnto his heart:and then bent 
he his endeuaut and pzoweffe to perſecute Lic aon and E- 
geon, that had giuen to him many ſtxokes and hoꝛions, # 
he imott with his (wozd vpon che head of Licaon ſo . 
iy, chat the ſwoꝛd went to his heart, whertat Egeon had ſo 
great ſozrow and dꝛead, that he fled and ſaued him from the 
ſkirmiſh in which ſkirmiſh the Titanois ſo vameaſurably 
had the wozſt, that all were put to death, : to flight in the 
ficlds, ſome here, g ſomethere: one ofthe ſonnes of Ti- 
ton named Tiphon,(@ing the diſcomfifure,came vnto lu- 
piter, and ſaid : Jupiter, (@ here thine enemie : die not after 
themthat flie: it ſhal be vato tha moze honourable to fight 
again me that vdefieth the, ihen to run after the fugitiues: 
Neuer pet was I found fleingbefoze mine enemies, no2 
vet will J. Thou haſt daine Titan my father,and my bzo - 
theris lain and vanquiſhed by fozce and ſtreng(h, and ſoit 
behoaneth that this N ealme muſt be thine 02 mie: noi 
let vs ſ& who ſhall doe beſt :1f J may J will var quiſh tha: 
and il J onercome the, certainly thou ſhalt not by glaiue 
ncz 
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no; ſwoꝛd, but by the water of the floud that runneth rey, 
and dyed by the bloud of my kin, tothe cud that thoudzinke 
of the bloud that thou haſt made runne out of theit bodies, 
whercof Jhaue great ſoztcw and griefe,fo; by thecourſe of 
nature J ought to take diſpleaſure,and anney thereof, and 
alſo to turne to great deſpigbt the diſplcaluce that thou hat 
done to me, ec.

How Ivpiter vanquiſhed in the field Tiphon, and caſt him 
in the riuer,&c,

a did all that was in his heart, lupiter 5 
e 6 Il bad then beheld and vn der ſtod hun, an- 
OY ©) (wered to bim: vaſſaile, haſt thou no 
N LS knowledge whatreaſon t rigtt Þ gods 
l + foztune baue done foz mee? thou art 
ſtrõg of mi bets:t there p2oceed from thy heart wozdes mozs 
outragious then wiſe,q ſoꝛaſmuch as theu demandeſt bat- 
tell, theu art welcom:make the ready ſhoztly,e dee the be 
thou canſt, and haſt ther, ſoʒ the cauſe requirethit. With this 
woꝛd Tiphon ſmots lupicer ſo rubelyvpontheboade of his 
ſhicld,that he bare away agreat quarter, i made lupiter to 
ſtoupe with the right leg. There were many Epiriens, that 
ſeing Jupiter ſo ſmitten,ran i came oz to reſcue him: but 
Jupiter would nat ſuffer them that they ſhould helpe him in 
any taſe, but bad Meliſeus and Archas_ that they ſhauld fol⸗ 
low the chale ol thẽ that fled. And then he began ta aſayle 
Tiphon by great vertue and foꝛta, in ſuch wiſe that hee gaue 
him many wounds in his body and thus began the battel of 
1 iphon 4 lupiter: they were both ſtrong and able in the 
craft of armes,thep charged one vpon that other fiercely and 
eagerly. Jt is no ned that I declare how many ſtrokes the 
f one 


: 77 Hen Tiphon that was great and full of 
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on gaue bnto the other:but I mug tel how lupicer ſo fough! 
and ſmots his enemie,that hetwke from hin his ſwoꝛde and 
ſhield, and when he was in that point, he charged him vpon 
his ſhoulders by fozce of his axmo, and bare him to the riuet 
that was all dyed with the loud of dead men: and there lee 
made him die miſerably,caſting him into the floud. with the 
head dowrioward, foz aſmuch as hee had mengced lupiter 
with ſuch a death Nhat ſhall J ſay moze ofthis battell:af⸗ 
ter the death of Tiphon lupiter went againe to thepurſuite 
cf his enemies, vntill the ſun began to decline into pb welt, 
and followed on with great laughtor:but in pꝛoteſſe of time 
when hoſaw that Titan and the moꝛs people were ſo fee- 
ble and ſo diſperſed by tho fields that they might neuer riſe 
againe, he ſounded the retreat, and aſſembled his folke in the 
bett wiſe he might, and after hoe tobe the right way to the 
City, hauing great toy and exultation of his vidoꝛie. Aid he 
had not tarried long, hut that fours Citizens ol Crete came 
vnto him a ud folds him, that all they ol the party of Titan 
Ders ſled, and that they had taken out of pziſon his father. 


CHAP, XII. 


How Jupiter and Saturn reconciled themſelues together 
and how Tupiter by commandement of his father, went 
ſor to deſtroy the King Apollo of Paphos, and of the 

- medicine of Eſculapids, 


>| Vpicer reteyued theſe Citizens and their 
Wiſtidurgs intigbt great gladnes, deſtring 
with all his heart to be with his father 4 
mother, did ſo much ſpend him that he en- 
2 \ — Crete, Saturne g Cibel, with 
& > AF Veſca were at thegate, which reteypued 
- SEEN | Jir{Hhenourably, and bought him vnto 
the Pallace, where he wa#feaſted with the Bing Mcliſcus 
and 
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and Archas, in ſuch faſhion that it might be no better. At 
the comming of lupiter many teates were wept ſo; — 
dame Cib ell and Veſca,Cidet) kiſt and beclipt 
herſonne : and all thep ol the countrey came thither into ; | 
Jallacs,fo2 to feaſt and wozthip lupiter, 4 alſo they — 
him many great gifts. And it is not to bee fozgotten, how 
Saturne recsnciled himſelie unto him, and gaue him a ſtate 
as to his ſonns. During theſe things the body of Titan was 
ſearchod among the dead bodies,by the commandement of 
Saturn, t there was made foz him his obſc quie ſolemne, as 
it appertained fo a king,and likewiſe vato his ſonnes that 
were found dead in the bat tell. All the ſons of T itan were 
not periſhed and dead in the battell: foz among al other, lo⸗ 
petus and Briareus were left aliue and fled:. that is to ſap , 
Brlareus was fled into an Ale of Greece, named Nericos, 
and lopetus fledinto a part of Libie where hee inhabited; 
and he had with him the ſonnes that he had by his wile, 
whercof the eldeſt was named Athlas, theſetond Heſpe- 
rus, and the third named himſell Prometheus. Athlas dwel 
led in Libie , and He ſperus taigned in Spaigne, and were 
both vanquiſhed by Hercules, - tt hall bes laid in the le 
condboke. 

Foz to hold on our purpoſe : : when Saturne and Jupiter 
hav done the obſequies o! the Titanoyt, tidings came to 
Iopitet that Apollo ing of Paphos had faken part with 
the that fled from the battell ofthe Zitanoys. This ſaid A- 
pollo had made alliances with Saturn, and was ſonne of 
Jupiter of Attique. When lupicer and Saturn heard theſe 
tidings, anon Saturne required lupicer thothe would take 
vengeance on lo that was his allie,and that he would 
deſtroy his the requeſt of Saturn he 
the war,andinhaſte wont and beſteged the City of Ma⸗ 
phos,and tooks it with aNanlt, and put teſwozy and de · 
fraction all the fugitives that he could finde: and mozeo-s 
uer, he ſpoiled Apollo of all his riches and of his lodſhips, 
leaning him ſo nakedlꝑ, that —— 4 
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a king, but asapaze beggar! and foztune was to him ſa 
contrarie , that he was conſtrained to kæpe the ſhape of 
king Admecusof Theſlaly. In this place ſome men ſap, that 
in the time that lupiter beganne to mount in his reigne, 
and to embzace honour, Eſculapius ſonne of Apollo, which 
was right expert in medicine, and ſearching on a dap his 
aduentures, as bes went by a wood ſide, hee ſaw from 
farre, where an hearde man with his little hozne, fought a⸗ 
gainſt the baſilique, that of his nature ew the people 
mel with his fight When Eſculapius ſaw this, hes 
greatly metuailed, and tarried, and he had not long abiden, 
but that the heard man had ouercome the baſiliſque, and 
conftrainedhim to withdꝛaw him vpon a Rocke that was 
there nigh by. Eſculapius was al amazed with this thing, ſo 
that he wilt not what to ſay : foz he thought it was impoſ· 
ſible foz a man to ouexcome one ſo moꝛtall a beaſt. Then 
when that the baſiliſque was withdzawne vpon the rocke, 
Eſculapius went haſtily vnto the heardman, and finding 
that hes had on his head a chapeltet o garland made of ma- 
ay diverſe hearbs and flowers,beiudged tucontinently,that 
in this fozeſaide garland was an hearbe ol ſuch vertue that 
kept him from the death, and alfofrain the ſubtile venome 
of the baſiliſque. Then he intreated ſo, that the heardman 
oz ſhepheard,gaue him his chapellet oz garland, as ignozant 
of the vertue thereof: and then the ſaide deardman went 
againefoz ta aſſaile the baſtliſque : and ſovainely with one 
pꝛoper light of his cyes, the pe ſhepheard fell dead vnto 


the earth, 

Eſculapius was then well aſſured , that hee had well 
thought that zin the chapellet was an hearbe that ſuf- 
fiſed to withſtand againſt. the malicious intorication of- 
the venemous eyes of beaſts: and with the ſaide chapellet 
be went to the Recke, and bought ſo ag ainſt the baſtliſ⸗ 
que that he leu him. Uhereofhe had ſo great iop, that 
a heart aſpiring to woꝛſhip might haue no moe. Uhen 
hir had thus dene, ha went vats the heardman, and hauing 


pittg 
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pitie on him, take all the hearbs one alter another, where» 
— was made : and put them ſrutxally each by 
bimſelfe in his mouth. And at laſt ha touched one iy the 
lcaues of the vertuous bi athe, and bamſe? it in dis mouth, 
ſo putting it in the dead man ge toſe from 
death to liſe. matualous vettut of an he ate: men teade 
that by the ſanie hearhe. Hippolitus ( mach came vuto his 
death by the meanes of bis ſtepmother, whoarcaſey hum 
falſely) afterward was taiſed to ufe againe, and after hes 
bad bene long dead, and d2a wncth2ough buthes, hedges, 
mountaine t thoznes,when his dodu wag found, and they 
that found hun laide Him in a meddow upb a plat of hearbs 
luke vnts the hearbe wherof ts (paken bete, by vertue of 
the ſamechis wounds werehoales , and his alt was ginen 
and pelded vnt o him again. 
Fm to holde on the matter: when Eſculap ius hay 
raifed-the heard man 02 theapheard, hee toke the hearbs 
and the baſi{iſque,and bare them vnto the Citie of Pophos, 
te lung his.aduenture , and from thencefozthheraiſedmen 
from death to lle, by vertuc ofthe heurbe, and fought and 
ouercame bafiliſques, Aud foz this cauſehee gat hineſy 
bigh aname, that lupiter was m(pleafrd at hisglozie,eud 
vadertwke warre againft bim, and flew hum: whereof 
his father Apollo te ſo great ſaro in hiniſelſe, that he 
enterpꝛiſed the warre againſt Iupiter, hut lupiter ouercams 
bun, and conſtrained him ta ſuch an extremitie, that fo to 
hide his nne, be went and (erued the kung Admerus of 
Theſlaly,as is ſaide befoze,, And thus when Iupiter had 
vanquihed Apollo by ane meane on by other, her returned 
into Crete with great glozy , and found there Neptune 
and Pluto his hꝛethzen, and luno his filter, mads them 
hun god cheace. This luno was the moſt beaufefull wo- 
man and ſatreſt maide in all the:countrey. A 


ſtet the ro- 
turne of lupitet ſheeconuerſtd; with him certaine ſyare of 
time, albeit they Kicourred nottheir mindes at this time, 
And iu pzocefie oftuns luno mttaned into Porthemcj with 


the 
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the other virgins which ſhe dad bin nouriſhed with. + there 
mode in many thoughts and veſires * x mane neuer other 
p2as rs vatathegovs, but that they onely would giue her 
_ gracefo2 ts bee wife vato her bother. And it is not ts be 
fozgotten, that as ſhe was frongly fot in lene with her bꝛo⸗ 
ther lopiter, as much az moze was lupit er firmelre in lone 
with her. Fozts her onolp (after that he had ſent home all 
his men of warre into their owne Countries, and that bee 
had eſtabliſhed his father Sacurne in his Sercniozie, and 
RKe2dlhip )vrderthecolonrof devotion he went often times 
lato the Citie of Parchenic, and fake pleaſure to bes with

CHAP, XIII. 


How luplter with great ioy ſpouſed his ſiſter uno. And 
how che King Saturne beganne war againſt lupiter his 


lonne,&c. 


Nd as lupiter Was thus baſie fo folitite 
ide virgineTuno in the Citic Partheny, 
"oof tos to haue the better occaſion fo abide 
chere he builded atemple and ded rated 
WJ it viito his mother Cibell, and at laſt 
did make an image oꝛ Statue of a wo⸗ 
— mon in vorall attire, that gaue meate 
| vnto many (mail Images of liftlechit- 

mat, in romemb2zance that ſheehadfanedthe life of her chil 
dzon. Aud when this templo was perfocted and made vnto 
the Dedication, Sarurne and Cib ell together came thither 
with all the'Nobles ofthe Countrey, and there made a 
groat ſolemmtis, that dured fifkeene dayes in great glavnes. 
And at this great feat and merriment faytod not lupitet 
ns; -Iuas, fo; abont the ende vf tis: ſolemnikis; the No- 
es 
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les ofthe countrey treated their marriage, and the pzicffof 
the temple of Cibell aimed and betrothed them together. 
And anon after, in the ſame temple their ſpculals were 
made-and celebzated, with ſo grrat gicaie.iop, and ttuumph, 
that it is not poſſible tobe rehearſed. And lupicer and luno 
lay together, and engend2cd a daughter, that they named 
Phebe, The Partheniensfo2 memozie of this marriage, 
founded there a temple, wherein they ſet the image of luno, 
in habite of a maide that married her. And'alway after that 
ſame day that lupiter wedded luno, they made in that tem⸗ 
ple an annyuerſary, and a great feaſt, which was heide in 
manner ofa wedding. After all theſe things, Saturne tetut⸗ 
ned into Crete, and Pluto tetuintd into a part of Theſſaly, 
where he founded the city of Helle, whereof ſhall be ſpcken 
in the ſccond ble, e Neptune returnedinks Athens, where 
the Atheniens made him king, as well ſo; his vertues, as 
loꝛ that he was ſonne ol Saturne, at that time the moſt re- 
nowmedking of the wozld. 

In thoſe daies,when Stur ne ſaw him quit of Titan, and 
ofhis generattons,and that he ſaw his childzen mount from 
low places into reignes ot high Chaires, all his ſozrowes 
vaniſhed awap, and then beganne the clearenefſe of 
bis raigne to bee peaceable : all doubtes , all dzcades, 
all ſuſpitions were put away: Mee had ofthe gads of 
Foztune as much as hee woulde : None was then fo 
hardpe that durſt conſpire. againſt his dominion : hee 
founde himteiſe in peace generall. And it is ta be 
ſed and gathered by the '\Reignes of this time, that 
was in ſo great peace and franqurlitte, that hee might haue 
fintſhed and ended his dayes in the ſame, iſhimſelfe had not 
ſought to beginne and thacaten Marte: foz hes had lupi- 
ter his Done bnts his helpe, at that time the moſt ali · 
ant in Armes that was in allthe Wezlde.And when King 
$acurne ſaw ((inſelfe thus in peace a long time it happened 
on aday, when it came vnto his minde, that his G O D 
Apollo had Pzognoſticated, that this Iupicer ſhould — 
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bim out ofhis Realine, ſedenly there began fo cagender in 
him a moztall hate againſt lupiter that had done vnts him 
ſo many gend dades, And ſwing that cuetcie man held him 
in loue, and was buſle to pleaſe him, bite was the mort 
incenſed and gane credence vnts his cu fed pꝛognoſticati- 
on: and ſo her ſuffered himſelſe to bæ thtangled with 10 
great afolly, that he could neuer dzaw it cut after : and 
thus her returned vnto his auncientſpzrowes, and fanta- 
ſies, in ſuch wiſe that he made them appeace .cutwaide , 


it. | W | 

hen they of Crete ſaw Sacurne fo troubled, the moſt 
pꝛiuie of his ſecrete Councell endeudured tocomfozt him: 
but it helped nonght, nozthey could not gette from his 
mouth tha caute of ſuch melancholy, -bnto the time that 
he hadde determined in his heart, that ha would perie- 
cuts vnto the death his ſonne /upiter. And then hoo did 
cauſe to aemble his Pzinces and his C aunſciloꝛs, and 
ſayde to them: I charge and adjure you alk by the names 
of all ourglozious Goddes. that ve ſar to me the traut h 
and aduiſe met what thing ſhall, oz ought a ning toe 
with a man that her doubteth, by a dunne aua ſwere that 
hath bene layde to him, that this man ſhall put him 
out of his Naigne and Kingdame,s ; thepet Crete 
had vnderſtode the charge and adiuration of the Bing, 
they aſſembled themſelnes at a Councell, and there they 
oꝛdained, and appointed one, thatfozallthe other ſhould 
haue charge to giue this auſwerr. Dy2,the Councel know 
eth that long ſince ys had an anſwere ol gour God, cantai⸗ 
ning that ye had engendzed a ſon that ſhould put you out of 
your raign, i that dame Cibel that time was engendꝛed of 
Iupitet:the counſel pꝛapeth pou, that ye will conſider,how 
what time yt were depꝛiued of pour croton, and had loſt it, 
he deliuered pou , made p cu quit of all out enemie. it the 
cauſe of your charge and adiut ation touch not this matter 
counſel is of opinion,s il the king haue puiſſance might 
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ouerhim that he doubteth, and that he haue cauſe euidenk, 
a king then ought to make him ſure from that man, and fre 
from daungers. 

Certes, ſaide Saturne,the aduice oftheconncell is reaſona⸗ 
ble encugh:and foz aſmuch as I muſt declare fo you,and ſay 
toyou what J meane: J am the King that J ſpeake ol, and 
the man that Jdoubte, is Iupitet my ſonne: him J feare 
and dzead much moze then the death, in ſo much that J max 
not endure, noz take reſt ſoʒ him: Foz eping I dꝛeame 
that hee riſeth againſt me, and allapleth me in armes, with 
a great multitude ot Ar cadiens, and of Epiriens, and reffeth 
conquetoꝛ and victoꝛious ouer me: and waking, J haue 
alway mins eares open-fo2 to hearken and eſpie, ii het bet 
about to tome on mee with men ol armes: and thus IJ can 
haue no ſolace, pleaſuxe, no2 reſt, and am a man loſt. Thus 
conſidered : 3 will that he be dead: and A take the culp and 
ſinne vpon me. And, J wil that ye know, y J am your king 
and that ye fo me owe obeyſaunce: e fo; that, Jcommannd 
vou, vp d pain of veath.that their bo not one man thatiis ſo 
hardy fo withſay aup thing contrary to my will, and that 
each of you be to mozrow foundready in arincs befoze this 
Pallace, foz fo ſaccour i; ſetue me in this wozke, which is 
the-greareft thing that euer ſhall come to me. 


CHAP, XIII. 


How they of Crete, when they had heard the commaun- 
de ment of daturne, were fore troubled and grieued: 
and how be gathered his forces againſt Iupiter his ſon, 


V Hen they ol Crete had heard the reſolation of 8a. 

V turne, they were greatly abaſhed: fo2 they knew 

well, that Sarurne tokt this matter greatly to his 

heart and that he was a tertible man to offend; and _ 
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knew, that wzongfully he willed the death of his ſonne u- 
picer , that had teſtoꝛed hun to his Loup Ly pzowelge t 
valiance. {any there were that went into an other kings 
dom, becauſe they would not be with the father againſt the 
ſonne, no: with the ſonne againſt the Father. But there 
was no man that durſt be ſo hardy to reply agaiuſt Saturn, 
noꝛ ſay that he did euill, fo they dzeaded moze his ite, then 
to offend iuftice. That ſhall I tay ? Aſt ex the cammaunde⸗ 
ment of Saturne, each man withd2evz him vnto his houſe, 
full ofgriefe and bitter ſozrow in geatt. And there was 
not one man, but he had his face charged with great gricſe 
andheaup annopaunce. ac. 

Che day thendzew paſt: and on the mome,Saturne,ar« 
med himſelſe and ſouuded Trumpetes vatoarmes. They 
of Crete aroſe this mozning , and many there were of 
them that knew the intention of Sarurne : And alſa there 
were many that inaruapled of that, that the King would 
do, and could find nareaſon wherefoze he made this arniie: 
Foz all Crete was in peace, and all the Titanoys were dils 
perſed , and put vnto deſtruction lud euer. Among all o- 
ther, Cibell wiſt not what to thinks ; S&ing that Saturn 
ſent not foz lupiter, ſhe demaunded him oftentimes whi- 
ther he would go, and fo2 what reaſon hs tookenat Iupiter 
with him in his company ? lupiter was at that time in 
Parthenie with his wife Iuno. 

When Sarurne had heard the demaund of his wife 
Cibell,all his blond beganne to chaunge,and he ſayd to her, 
that all in tuns cher ſhould know the place that hee 
woulde gos to. Cibell was wiſe and ſuutill: when hs 
heard the aunſwere of the amg, and ſaw the faction 
of his countenance ,her heart gaue her that he had ſome e⸗ 
uill will: and ſhe had ſuſpition that he would do harmeto 
lupiter»- Wherefazeſhe! went into her chamber light pen⸗ 
ſiue, and at all aduentute he ſent haſtely into Pacthe- 
ny, and ſignified to Iupiter , that he ſhould depact ha- 
ſtelp thece:xthat ſhe imagined p Saturn his father would do 
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him diſpleafure, fo: he made a right great aſſemblis oł men 
of armes and there was no man that could tell the canſe 
wherelſoze.

of armes of ing Satutne: that gaue to him a great pꝛoſe 
ol the aduertiſement ol his mother. And foz to ſa what way 
ha bent his courſe, he tartied ſtill an the mountain, hauing 
his eyes alwayes vnto the Citie. And anon her ſaw his 
father Saturne mounte into his chapze, and all his Ar- 
mie iſfae out at the ſame gate where her came rom and 
tokr the ſame way that hee had taken : And that gaue him 
verily to vnderſtand and know that his father ſought him. 
Ind ſo he departed from this mountaine, and went to Ar⸗ 
tadia, and told his ſonne, and to the Arcadiens the cauſe 


wohereloze he was come, and pꝛaied them, that they wold 
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furniſh him with good armours, tothe end he might defend 
their Citie,ifnade were. 4c. 

The Arcadiens,at the requeſt of Iupiter, made ready thetr 
arni es, and their titie, and ſent out ſpies vpon the way. An d 
anon, aſter they were come from the Pallace, the eſpies al- 
ficcaed to Iupicer and Archas,that they Fad ſane the cham⸗ 
pine countrey, and the warts of Arcacia all full of! men ot 
armes. Anon there was pꝛoclaimed in the Citic in p name 
of their ſoueraigne Loꝛd lupitet, that euetie man ſhould 
make good watch, and kape his ward. Ulith this ctye 
the Arcadiens armed them with helmets andarn.cs oflca- 
ther: and went vppon the walles and towers, having 
in their handes arxes, Swozdes , Pnylarmes, Glapues 
and Paces. Andther had not long faricd there when they 
ſaw come from farretwo men of Crete, which came to the 
gate andaſkcd of the pozters,if lupitet were within / The 
pozter,when he bnderſtood what they aſued:anſwered the, 
— Jupiter Was in the Cittie: and if they hadde to doe 
, they Qhould finde him in the Pallace, whers 
— nd with bis ſonne Archas ; and, that hee 
was newly come vnto the towns to vit hun. When they 
of Crete hoard this, they were ſo28 troubled ; fog they 
ſoughthim that they would not finde. Notwithſtanding 
they went in, and paſſed foozth vp to the Pallace , and 
there finding Ivpicer with thencbles of Arcadia, after the 
reuerence-made , one of them ſpeake, and ſapde: pa, 
weſake thee; and we haue no will to finde the, fo: we 
comme againſt our null, fo execute a cammigion, by ths 
which may ſ@ner come ruins : trouble then peace to Crete 
and vs. Saturn thy father commaundeth the p thou alone 
tome ſpeake with him. he hath ſought the in all the placcs 
of Partheny, His daughter Iuno thy wile( not thinking 6 FP 
will) hath aſcertapned unzthat thou ax

hen lupiter had conſidered and well pondeted in his | 
minde the adidurnement oꝛ ſummons, with his eyes ſull 
efteares, hee made his aunſwere, and ſapde thus: I war- 
uell ol the right ftraunge demeanour of ay father: and 
peraduentare it is not withont great ctauſe. Vis Reahme 
is in peace. J haue put and ſet him againe in his Realme, 
he putteth himſelle in armes without my knowledge , and 
now hre ſendeth loꝛ ms , that J ſhould alene come ſpeake 
with han: that is to ſtraunge a thing vnto mee. And, 
he behauethHimſelfenst as hee onght to doe: fo2 men 
ought to pꝛaiſe them that haue deſerued it, and bee cf va- 
lie. J haue anayled him as wuch as his Realme is 
weꝛth: and hee hath other tymes ſent foz mec to make

Lhe Wiſemen departed from the hoſt, at the commean- 
dement ot Sarurne , and did well theyz deueier to ſums 
mon the Archadians: and ſatde to the King and pcopla 
of Archa die: lte become unto peu, ſoaſmuch as ve (us 
ſtaine lupiter, whom the Bing Ssturne-holdelh fo; his e⸗ 
nemie, telling veu, if re deliver him vnto Satur ne, ye ſhal 
de his friends : and if not, hee dooth pcu to witte, that 
ree dos kecpe you with goed watch and ward, ſo2 he hath 
not in the woꝛld whome he reputeth greater enemies then 
route 
By this commaundement knew Tupiter, that it 
was heehimſelfe foz whome Saturne made his armie. The 
Archadiens aſſen Hen Ib copncell without Iupiter, and 
ſpake of this matter ,and made anſwereto the wiſe men 
pf Crete, how they were bounden to ſetus Jupiter , and 
how they would keepe him, and liue and die with him, 
againſt all men, aboue all other. When the Wiſe men 
had their anſwere, they returncd vnto Saturne, and tolde 
him the anſwere of the Archadiens, anon, having ſoze 
chaſed and enflaming with great ire, hes commanded that 
the Citte ſhould bee aſſapled. Anon, went to armes they of 
Crete im ſuch wiſe, that they appznached the Wallcs and 
fo;tes. And when the Atchadiens (aw thetr encmics ap- 
pꝛoch, anon they ſoundt d to armes and came to 5ᷣ fight, 
ond plxed them to defend their walles with great cons 
rage. Then was daawne and chette many an arrow, 
and many a ſtone caſ 7 and many beaten and hutt, as 
well within as withont ;' Guns, Bembardes, no: great 
artilleric was none in this time in the Realuies. Alway 
they of the Citie had well the craft to caſt vpon their ene- 
— burning bꝛands and oyles, and waters boylurg with 

atyce., / — ' 
And foz to doe this, Tupiter had induced and faught 
the Archadien people, men- and women, that when 
C 4 they 
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rycy of Crete came moſt ſtrong to the aſſault, and ſuppo- 

ſing to haue entred the Citie, they were charged with firs 
oples and ſcalding waters, that effozce conſtrained them 
fo goe backe, with great loſſe of people, and to ſound the re- 
trait Satutpe then taking the moſt ſozrow of the wald, fo 
that he might not obt aine his will, toz that dy the wals lay 
moꝛe then fourehund2ed ol his dead meF, returned ul hig 
Tent, aſter the aſſault, paſſing ſozrowſfull and deſolate: x 
had ſo great griefe at his heart, that he could neither eats 
no2 dztnk. But this notwithanving he thought right 
well on his hurt people, and wont to their Tents, & did 
cauſe to miniſter medicines vnto them that were hurt. 


CHAP, XVI. 


How Tupiter ſent his Embaſſadours to his father Saturne 
for peace: and how Saturne would not heate not in 
tend to peace. 


198 were paſſing io vous, when they ſaw 
and toke herde how they of Crete ceaſed with ſhame 
thetr aſanlt;and after the aſſault and retreats of both 
ſides, alway Saturne applyed to heals and gtue medicines 
vnto his hurt men. {The Arcadiens then aſſembled a coũ⸗ 
tell, and by greate deliberation they ſont ſeuen of they} 
honourable Councellsurs in Cmbaſſage vnto Sacurne,of 
whore the one (pake and ſaive. Sacurne, thou knoweſt x 
onghteft to know, that tustie King oaght to labo2 to liue 
in peace: Foz the moſt fapze thing ofthewozld is peace : 
Peacenouriſheth p2ofite : by peace are pzoſpered men 4 
children. townes and Cities are baited and knit together 
by charitte,and made as one by amozous communication: 
by peare,realmes p2ofet,in beautiſping and building faire 
houſes :inlabonring and earing the earth, and in * of 
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life. By peace mens bodies be whote audeuuet: andit ts 
that thing that cauſeth a man to deviauad ſouet aignty. 
Saturne it ſemeth-that thou reckeſt not of this god vertue, 
fozraigning in peace and tranguihity there is no ing, no 
Paince that date ſhew him againſt there. Thou halt not 
onely tronb'ed thy Name, but thou ar? abuſer of wart, 
fo; tohauepeace, a man ought to onder and di paſe to the 
warte. Thou doeſt all otherwiſe ; and tegardeſt not, that 
thy ſon lupitet hath delivered tha from the bonds of thine 
other oneunies, and hath ſet thy Diademe in 4 ſuretie of 
peace, which then might not doe without hani?(aril thou 
not, that vy making im war, thou canſt not haus peace: 2 
that thou dettrox eſt and bꝛeaueſt this peace, (oft thou not 
that this is thy ſonne,by warring agatalt whom thou att 
Monſter in naturs?

of people. They doubted lupiter, and had no power to 
withſt and and fight ſo well as they would haue done, if 
they hadfelte the quarrell god: and by this maner was the 
battel demeaned, to the great p2etudice ofthe Sarucaiens, 
Jupiter ſubmitted hunſelfetohis Father, and oftentuncs 
cryed in his eate that he ſhould withdzaw him, oz the bat - 
tell would be wozſe, o2 be loſt. He with@ve his ſtrokes a 
great while, wayting that hee wouldconfozme and con- 
uert hianſelfe from his euill opinion. But then at laſt when 
Tepireriooke hade, and ſawe that he would in no wiſe 
heare him, he opened and diiplayed his valour,and the great 
might of his armes, and of his\wo2d, and made ſuch affcay 
vpon his adnerſaries, bzeaking theirhelmes, and hewing 
their harnes,not in manner ofa man,hauing all day ſuftat- 
ned the feareof great trokes andconflicts of the Saturni- 
ent: but in the manner ofa Champion freſh and new , of 
whom the ſtrokes redoubled. 

Thus then it ſemed unte the Daturniens, that in 
multiplying of the hozions and ſtroakes, the ſtrength 
and puiſſance ef Iupiter beganne to teuiue and grow. His 
well doing and . valiance, gaus unte the Acrchaniens 
ſtrength vpon ſtrength: and unto his enemies greate 
loſe of bloud,and alſo of life. There was the ground be- 
dewed with new bloud: There were dead bodies coue- 
red withnew dead men. There was the Chaire of Saturn 
ſnutten intopeeces. Saturne helde a long while the Bat- 
taile, as long as his might mould endure: and in no 
wiſe would flee, But in concluſion, when his men ſawe 
that the warre went with them alway from euill into 
wozſe, they then beganne to retire, and turned the backe 
and fled: and then Sacurne turned and fled in like wiſe:the 
thep were followed in th2cya'e, ſo th wpely and ſo deadly, 
that ſome wore ainein the way, and ſame ſaued thein⸗ 


ſelues aow eece and now there. Jad among all other 
Saturne 
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Saturne was ſo nigh purſued by Archas, and ſoine of the 
Archadiens, that he had no leaſure to returne into Crete, 
but was dziuen by fo2ce,till hee came vnto a Pozt of theſea 
that was thereby, where he ſaucd himſelſe by meancs of a 
Hip that he there found: ano tec het went unto the (ca, 
with ſome of them that led, ſo ſoze gricued and penſiue 
that he might net ſpeak: Fc. 

Thus this batte!' en dev, and ofthe Father and the ſon, 
When Archas ſat that Saturne was ſaued in the lea, hes 
returned to lupicer his father, and aſſembled againe his 
people, and t olde them theſe tidings, and alſo ge aſſembled 
his counſell, foʒ to wit,what lupitet Could doe. And they 
ok the counſell were al o: the opinion, that lupicer ſhould go 
into Crete, andthat they would make him King: ſaying, 
that the gods had ſhewed clcarelie, that thep would that hee 
(hsald ſucccde as Ring in the Realme, which his Father 
was fled from,fo2 as much as they had then no head. To 
this counſell acco2ded lupitet, and went to Crete by ſpace 
oftune,where he was receyucd foz King, fozthe Citizens 
durſt not gaineſay it, foz as much as they wilt not where 
Saturne was become, And although Cibell and Veſca 
made great ſozrow fo2 the miſfoztune of Saturne, pet they 
tucned their ſozow infogladneſſe at the Cozonation of lu- 
pitet: and ſent foz luno. ctind then began Iupirer ts raigns 
in diſtributing and departing vatothe Archadiens the trea- 
ſures ot his father,whereof they had great ioꝝ and gladnes, 
and foz this cauſe(ſay the Poets) that Iupiter gelded, and 
caſt bis genifozs into the ſca, ol whom was engendzed Ye- 
nus: That is toſay,that he caſt the treaſo2s ofhis Father 
into the bellies of his men, whercofengendzed all voluptu⸗ 
ouſues, which is compared and likened vnto Venus, 
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He &rchifius had a daughter named Danae, the whieh 

nue did cauſe to be ſhut in a tower, ſota ſmuch as he had 
an anſwere, that ſhee ſhould haue a ſonne the which

that ot Tupiter boꝛns of Archade, and of a damoſell named 
Iſis, came a ſon named Epapbus:this Epaphus engendzcd a 
ſon and a daughter, the ſon was named Belus, and ratgned 
in a paxt pt Egypt, and the daughter had to name Libia, x 
dwelled in Atricke, where ſhe conctiued a ſon named Buſi⸗ 
ris, that was an vnhumane ty ant, as ſhall bee ſaid hereaf- 
ter in the derdes ol Hercules. Belus then engendzed two 
ſons, Danaus and Egyptus, Danaus had fiſty daughters, x 
Egyptus had as many ſons. And theſe ſons 4 dangh:ers 
werecontoyned together by marriage, weening Egyptus 
well to haue married his ſons, but he was deceined of his 
weening,foz Danaus foz enuie andcouetonſneſſe to hane y 
ſucceſſton made y by hig daughters,trayterouſly ſhoulde 
be murthered all the fiſtie (ons of the ſaide Egyptus, the 
night of their eſpouſals as thep ſlept. And allthey conſented 
in this ſoule hoꝛrible crime of fin, except one alone named 
Hypermneſtra, which had a ſtedfaſt heart of pittie:foz whe 
ſhe ſhould haue perſecuted her huſbaud Linceus, ſhe (aucd 
his life mercifully and alſo conteiued ofhis ſad, a ſon that 
was named Abas,that atter was king of Argos :aud he er - 
gendzed 
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d ed the king Acriſzus,whereofis mate mention in the be 
ginning of this chapter. Zheſe were the parents and pꝛo⸗ 
genitours of king Acryſius:he was right puiſſant in riches 
but he named himſelle pwze: foz he had no chrivzen but one 
daughter onely,which e named Danzes: and fo; to haue a 
ſcune, de went day by day into the temples and ozacles of 
the gods: and there made pꝛapers and ſacrifices inough,fas 
ſtings, almeſſes , and other ſuffrages, All theſe things 
might not helpe to bzing to paſſe the accompliſhment of 
his deſire, Vis wife came vato her barraine peares, and 
bee was ont of all hope to haue any childe male, and 
then he comfoztedhimin Danaes his daughter, and ſet his 
lous ſo greatly on her, that he had no pleaſance but onely 
to behold her: and hee purpoled that neuer man ſhoulde 
baue her, but il it were the moſt noble and valiant man ol 
the woꝛld. But foz as much as in this wozld is nothing per⸗ 
durable , this loue · was ol little enduring, and that by the 
pꝛocuring of the king Acryſius:foz that the lous hee had in 
Danaes grew in aupliation of naturallieleuſie, hee went 
into the ozacle of God Belus his olde Grand-father, and 
ſearchingywhat ſhouldbe the deſtiuie ol his daughter, he did 
cauſe him to be anſwered, that of her ſhould come a ſonne 
that ſhould turne him into a ſtone . 

By this anſwere, Actyſius beganne to fall from the great 
lone that he had to his daughter: hee returned ſozrowſfull 
and penſtue into his houſe, and became all melancolike, 
without taking ioy 62 pleaſure in any thing that hee ſaw.

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tweene them:and from this crueltis made him to tent i cd 
to pittie, and put away his ſ od, and let the ſhedding of 
þloud, that was come of his owne blond, the which ſhould 
come vnſo the ſucceſſion of thecrowne, which his ancient 
Pꝛogenitoꝛs had ozdained befoze,qc. 

Foz fo ſay the veritie: this Bing Actiſius frem thence 
fozth take his reft croſied with many ſighes, and could not 
be aſſured of himſelſe. * grewe, aud became 
a woman: ſhe was palling layae, and tight comely. Mane 
Kings and great earthly Lozds deſiced to haue her in ma · 
riage, and would haue endowed her with noble crownes, 
But the King Acribus refuſed all them that required her, 
and imagined y that his daughter, fo2 her great beautio, 
might be taken away audtaunſyed, by which ſhee nught 
by aduenturs haue a ſonue that ſhould turne him vnto a 
ſtone. And to the ende to eczew this perill and daunger , 
he thought,that he would make a Tower the ſtrongeſt in 
the won, and that ia the ſame Tower ſhoalo his daughs 
ter Danaes be cloſed and ſhut duting her liſe withont com · 
ming ol any man to her: {oz he was ſo iealous ofher , that 
de beleeued her not well when he ſaw her. In the ende he 
ſent foz Wozkmen,and fozgers of teeje,and of copper fits 
all pacties,and bought them vnto a ſtceng place, ail en / 
uitontd with l aters, wycre was no entry but in one 


place. | 
When he had bought thither all his Wozkemnen , he 
ſaid to them, that hee would aue a Tower made all 
ol copper, with a gote ſeugrall com. the Toer, to put 
in foure and twentie men of arines,: fox to keepe the To⸗ 
wer ifit were neede. The UWiczkemen -barganed with 
king Actiſius, ta make the To act and tho gate, and ſett 
on hand to the wake; the To wer was made ia pieces ol 
tune: and then when al waz gichioued,! Ac many þagught, 
thither his daughter without letting her know his onten- 
tion.

And then 
tame the aged Moman that had firft ſpoken with him, and 
ſaide to him: My Donne, the Paiden Danae thanketh the 
Ring Iupiter of the courteſte that it hath pleaſed him to co 
her Damolelles: and, ſh& taketh her ſelfe greatly behol- 
den to him, and te pou that haus taken the paine to bzing 
them: and if there ma pleaſe you any thing herrein, ſpars 
not this houſe. 

Dame(anſwered lupicer) v do me to much honour by 
the one halle: If there be any thing in Crete to pcur plea⸗ 
ſure, Aſke you it, and tertainely pee ſhall hau e it with heart 
and god will, And thus they talked ſo long that it was time 
to withyzaw him thence. lupiter te leaue of the Damo- 
ſells, and concluded that he would returns into his countrep, 
on the mozrow-early. What ſhall J ſay moze? lupiter 
twk this night as much reft as he might,and had the heart ſo 
ſurpztzed,that he awoke moze then he needed: foz the hours 
was not come that he attended to ſpeake to Danac, Yee 
returned ſecrefly into Crete. and cauſed to bet made newe 
Jewells, much njo2e rich and moze pzecions then the others 
wete,foz to got againe, and pꝛeſent to the Damozells.

Madam 
anſwervd lupiter the wo2ll that they may ſay,ſhall be that 
men will name pou diſdbedient vntothefoliſh conimande- 
ment of poricfather ,-which as all men knoweth ; holbeth - 
you fondly in this pziſon here lat iht in. And if ys will 
thus helpe poor ſelſe, and ſteale Pour ſelſe awap, men 
would hut laugh. fozyour youth ſhould excuſe your doing, 
and yeſhould be repoztev to haus done this derde by great 
wiſdome.

fozce nette, and ſaw the biner ofthe king lupiter appeare, 
by which he vnderftod verily that it was Topiter and his e⸗ 
nimies, and not Saturne that he abode foz. 

Chen was Ganimedes ſoze troubled, and called his com- 
panies , and ſhewed the the banner with the golden Egle, 
and aſked them what was belt to do? They anſwered to 
him and ſaid: that Saturne had abandoned them and giuen 
duer, © that they onght not to abide and tarry , but onely 
euery man to ſaue hurfelſe. Ganimedes would fainchaue 
abidden the battaile, ſoʒ to pzone ifthey were as foztunate, 
and happie on the ſea as they were on land; but when hee 
knew the minde ofthe Troyans , that deſited nothing but 
ref! he made to weigh vp ancres, and ſax te fw2th, fla ing 
and withdꝛawing from them of Crete, as much as in thein 
was poſſible, Jupiter and his Centaures then ſaing the 
Troians lying at ancre, began to furniſh and fit them with 
their harneCe ; and when they ſaw their enimies take 
bp thoirancres , they begantoſhoute and folow, The 

was ſtrong, t dured th2& dayesand thze nightes ; 
andin themozning of the fourth day Ganimedes and his 
company eſpying land and that was Troy that they ſaw) 
they dzew to the poꝛte with great top, but that ſoone wes 
entermedled with ſozrow. Foz when they had taken land, 
they behelde and.ſaw that their enemies followed them, 
and came ts the pozte all pꝛouided and readies to battaile. 
andloſſe mate vnto the heart of Ganimedes, 
in ſuch lation, that he cryed and ſaide in this wiſe vnto his 
men. 

My bzcthzen,and my felldwes, foꝛtune hath don to vs 
a grate by which we be bzought and conduged hither, but 
this grace is fo vs littte p2ofit as we may plainly t onceiue. 
Loheareis the King lupiter, which hath done to vs great 
ſhame, foz to chaſe vs into our owne territozic ; and 
what ſhame will it be to him that will now flie ? and moe 
auer, who is he that now- will not holde the br dle by the

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teth: now behoneth not to flye,but nowit behoueth fo; to 
fight. It is meet and neceCſary foz to revenge his {ofſes and 
his bloud,and fo; to recover woathip, Wie be in our owne 
Countrey,if we renenge bs nat, we ſhall e into pepe - 
tuall diſhonour. Ofſurcour wee canaot fails ; foznow the 
Troyans be pponths Maltes. and go vppon tho high Evifi- 
ces ofthe Cittie,that behold our Landing. And many thers 
be that make themready to welcom vs. And who that now 
is not well couragious,never fare hee well t lot euetꝑ man 
enlaꝛte the vertue of his freagth. #02 as ſu mee,fo; to be 
he wen in pieces, J will nomoze fie: I pa you that yo 
take conrage and abide with me.

Two things hapned whiles he ſpake and vttered theſs 
ſpeeches vnto his people, the Crovans were aduoctiſtd of 
the coming of thetr men,and of the follotving and Landing 
of their aduetſaryes, and they diſpoſed them to teſiſt and 
withſtand them. And lupirer-and his men appzoched the 
Pozt,and with that Gavimedes leſt waming his ſella wa, 
and can vato the Poꝛt, holding in his hand a ſtrong ſpeare: 
His company toke example by his right high courage, and 
followed him. Then began both the parties to make theit 
tries, that went vp into-the aire. lupirer and his Centaures 
inſo:ced them to take Land, Ganimedes the Troyans in- 
fozced them to defend and to put them from the land. Great 
and ſoꝛt ſtrokes were giuen: Many of them were periſhed 
in theea,and many there were that theirbloud was ſhed 
on the Land. But lupiter that had no fellow in the place, 
got Land in a little ace, and ſuſt ained the fiercenes of the 
ſky2miſh,by helpe of ſome of the Centaures, ſo that hs mads 
Ganimedes to retire backs to his fellowes, and ſo exploited 
by the hewing of his ſharp ſwoꝛd, that he made all his men 
to fake Land,and had lightly put Ganimedes and his men 
fo the foyle, if out of Troyehad not comen the King Troos 
and his Sonne /lion, with a great multitude of people, that 
rannevnto the reſkewe and helpe of the hardy and valyant 
Ganimedes , who fo; to ſaue neee 
od 
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bodie ko incredible trauoii and lad out. 

0 The King Froosandhis Banne lion then made a ſul⸗ 
lie ont of Troxe, in reght faws oder, and expoſed them to 
bearea parte in the tranell of they? bloud. Jupiter with 
Ixion and ths Centaures, left then them that hee eſtemed 
vanquiſhed and ouattame, and direutd they; foxces againſt 
King Troos and ilion, and them that followed them, not- 
withſtanding that they had ben febled by the Apze,and be- 
ing on the ea, whish vid them littis god. The Centauies 
weregroat and huge, and ſtrong asClephants,hardy as K i⸗ 
ons, and eager as Tygres. At this time the weather was 
fay20 and eleare,the@unne ſhone bzight, when they began 
to ſkyʒmiſh: it was a bzaue ſight to behold the bickerings, 
and a great noyſe to heare the'cryes : There was many a 
ſpeare bzoken,and-many an arrow ſhot,and many a taffc 
and Guiſarms ſhiuet i, Volmesinough fcuſhed,and many 
ſkinnas ot Lions, Beares and Bozſes ſinitten and fozne in 
pietes. Troos and llion were right aſper and fierce in the 
reſkew of Ganimedes, Iupiter and lx ion were valiant and 
deſrans fo get honeur, and ſofought,and laid on the Troy⸗ 
ans /on ths right de, and un the left ſide, that befoze then 
was noreſitance,noz a2der halden, xt. 

The Banner of the Cagle ol Gold was alwapes in the 
molt Harpnes and furte of the Batt ell. The ing Troos 
that had-neuer ſaneBannervſed in Battoll, was greatly 
amarnayles what it: chou fignifts , and oftenimes did 
what he could to fight againſt; than that heis it, and would 
faine haue put it downs, and ſnutten it into pieces, but als 
wayes he fund there ſo great ſtrokes, and ſo well layd on, 
that he lu as tonſtraine d toretirs agfarre-backe as he came 
uigh . Yewas valiantfoz hes perſon, and well knew the 
Arte of Warre, lupicer appzwnedhim many times and 
often, and fought with him in many plates, and noted him 
in his minde fo; anotable man: there was in him no fare 
ne-dzeave, 192 alſo in both his Donnes llion, and Gan- 


medes i they xalded vuto Armes thepz denoyzs. They did 
woz- 
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woꝛchiplullp deale with they; bodyes, vnto they puiſſance 
without end They wzought & fought with their enemyes, 
making their ſwo2ds red in the bloud of the Cretians. hep 
followed with great furie, in ſuch wiſe, that they fought all 
that dax, otherwhiles afoze, and ſometimes behinde. And 
it was ſo in the ende, that when the @nane beganne to g 
downe, Gaaime des thinking on his great loCes,jand defi- 
ring torecouerhis wozſhip,tokea terrible and mightyAre, 
and enflamed with right Noble courage, fought about the 
Banner of the Eagle ofgalv,where was the moſt ſtrength, 
and ſinote oowne on the one ſide and un the other, ſo vn-, 
meaſurably,that-his Axe changed colout, and he cried with 
an high voyce, Troy, Troy, | 
Iupiter hadalway an eye on the Banner, 
the cry of Ganinaedes,and ſaw his behanioz,he knew him, 
whereof he had great top,foz he ſought no man but him: hs, 
gaus ouer the place where he was in, and ioyouly addzeſſed. 
him vnto him and ſaid. O valiant Troyan, thou haſt ſhews-

us her was alone. And now heedcfended himſelfe againſt 
the axe ol Ganimedes,q belaboured him with his ſwozy,the 
moſt beſt wiſe that to him was poſſible. 

Thus began the battellof the two champions of Crete 
and ol Troy. They were both right expert, to do the feats of 
armes, their cries were high and ficrce, they ſinote each 
other frercely and eagerly,the fire ſpzang ont of their helms 
by the mint of their Grokes. But when foztune was on 
the part of lupiter, what miaht Ganimedes dothis ſtrokes 
were great, and he gaue vnto Ganimedes many wounds: 
and inderde twke away his axe, by the meane of a great e 
wound that he had in the right arme, x might haue put him 
to death at her luould· But fo to make ſhozt pꝛoceſſe, when 
he had taken his weapon from him, he had pitty on him, 
laued his lile and cauſed him to be kept by four Centaures:

This concluſſure 
pleaſed king lxion, andthe Centaures, fozaſmnchas thay 
bad heard ſpeaks of the Tower ol Dardan: and they 
thought wel that the Argiens might not holdagain{theic 
ſtrength. Wlhen that they had eaten, they entrevinto their 
chips, and thcught ainong otherthings, on the-Wounds of 
them that were hurt, z alld of Cammedes. And after chey 
lapde them downe on the ſtraw tofl#pe, and aboute two 
hourcs befoze day they weighed anchoz,and deyarted ſo ſe⸗ 
cretly, that the 7roians had no knowlevgethereof. And on

In this hope tho 
maunteg oftimes into high windowes ofthe Tower, ca- 
ſting her eies ol hither now thither,vpo the mountains 
wales g trats,fo; tb lk if he came. o⸗ , 
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his men ol arms. and his people of warte and without end, 
ſhee had alwayes her eares open, to liſten if ſhe might hcare 
the Trumpets, Cabouts, and Clarion. This hope durcd 
lung, vnto the laſt day that lupiter had pꝛonuſed: and ſoꝛe 
ſhe complainedin this time of his abiding: and ſaid vnto 
herſelfe,that he would come. But certes, when Cuening 
was come of the day that he had ſet, and he was not come, 
no2 thee hearde no tydings of hun, when ſhe ſawe that he 
tame not, and that the fruit of her belly appeared : ſhe went 
down from the window of the hie Towet, ano all ſurpꝛiſed 
with diſpapꝛe, to behold her great belly, ſaide: poꝛe belly, 1 
may no longer hide thee, A hane couered the vnto this time, 
hoping the coming of lupiter: the day is come and paſt that 
he ſhould haus come, and there is no tydings of him. Alas, 
and hath hee alſo foꝛgotten me? Where art thou lupiter ? 
Art thou dead 02 aliue: Af thou be dead,fpeake to me in ſpi⸗ 
rite, in epcufing ther of thy defaulte. Tell me what J ſhall 
do with thy ſeed : And il thou be aline, what miſchieuous cuil 
Aduenture holdeth ther? Art thou weary ol me: DfDanac? 
ol her that thou enfozcevſt by raning Gold ? ol her that thou 
ſo much deſiredſt / Alas, thou pꝛomiſed ſt me thy loue, and 
gaueſt it vnto me: and I recepued the giſt in god part, and 
gaue vnto the mine heart, in uke caſe, and moze then thou 
wieneſt.

In theſe and ſuch like wozdes , Dante paſſed ouet this 
Night, without leping oꝛ rell: from thencefozth ſhe began 
to be all melancholiaus, and toke this ſo ſoze to heaxt, that 
the feil into a right grieuous maladie. Then the maidens 
that nothing knewe of this caſe, ſaw her ſo euill diſpoſed, 
they ſignified it vnto the King Acrifius. And t hen tame the 
King to viſite his Daughter, and betoke her to the care of 
his Phyſitions and cunning men, and demaunded of them 
what maladie the had, They anſwered him in the pzeſence 
of Danac,that ſhe was great with Thild,and that in ſhozt 
time (hee ſhould be deluered.. Danze anſwered, that they 
failed to ſay the truth, and that ſhe had neuer knowne man: 
and deapedher fact as much as-in her was poſſible , hoping 
way ta liue: foz ſhe knewe well that her Father would 
condemne her to death, if he knew that che were with child. 
And about this, all the Maydens oſ the hauſe ſtraue with 
the iſtreſle, ſaying , that they had well and ſarely kept 
the Tower, that no man ſane the King had ſpoken to her, 
but if hee were come inuiſible,ſince that they had receyue 
her into they2 gauernance- Whereat the King was great 
iy abaſhed, and ſoꝛe wondered 

hen the King heard theſe wo2ds, and ſaw the ſtats 

of his Daughter, he was ſoꝛs troubled. Fo2 by experience he 
ſaiv well, and it appeared that Danae was with Childe: he 
truſted and belieued better the Phyſitians, then the ercuſa/ 
tions of the Paidens,t of his Daughter, And foz toknow 
the truth, he ſent all the Maidens of theplaceinto pziſon ts 
Argos, and betake Danae inkeping to other women, am 
commanded them vpon paine of death, that they ſhould tell 
him, if ſhes were oꝛ hapned to be deliuered of Childe oz no. 
Within a certain time, when Dante ſaw herſelfe in this 
caſe,ſhe beganne to fall into weping. The Ring Acriſius, 
from this day loꝛth, came euery day to know how ſhee did, 
Shee wept without ceafing: ſhee ſpake not, but vnto her 
heart ; and ſhe bewailed her loue, and complained on Foz 
tune 
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tune ſozrowfally. But when ſhe had laboured long in theſe 
werpings, and that her faire eyes were made great and 
red, about fiftene dapes befoze ſhe time of her childing, 
ſhe beganne to — the cauſe why ſher was put in⸗ 
to the Tower. And that the gods hed pꝛognoſticated that 
ſhe ſhould haue a ſonne, that ſhould be ing of Argos. In 
thisremembzance ſhe was coinfozted a litle: and when the 
time came p nine months was expired, ſhe bzought fozth 
a paſſing faire ſonne, which the Ladyes and women re- 
ceived and named him Perſeus : And after that ſignified 
it vnto the King. But at the birth of this childe, ſhe excuſed 
and put out of blame all the damoſcls , and ſaive that they 
were all innocents ofher far. | 

Anon then as the king Acrifius knew the veritie ofhis 
Daughter, and that ſhe had a faire ſonne, he had in his 
heart moze of ſozrow then of toy, and condemned her to 
death inderde, and commanded two of his mariners, that 
they ſhould take the mother and her childe , and put them 
in alittle Boate , them both alone, and that they ſhotuld 
carrie them farre into the high ſea , that after ſhould neuer 
man ſ& them noz haue knowledge of them. The ma⸗ 
tiners durft not refaſethe commaundement of the King : 
but by his commandement, they went vato the Tower 
Dardane,and toke Danaec,and her ſonne Perſeus, and ſaid 
bntothe damoſell all that they had charge to doe, pzapying 
ber humbly that ſhe would pardon them. And this was a⸗ 
bout midnight, when Danse vnderſtod that ſhe ſhould be 
taſt into the ſea, and her ſonne with her. Pet ſhe had hope 
toeſcape this perill, by the meane ofthe foʒtuns ofher ſon, 
This notwithſtanding, the teares ran downe from her 
epes,and weping tenderly, ſhe toke her leaue ol the ladies 
and damoſels that had her in keeping: and they let her be ca⸗ 
ried vpon the ſea, making complaint e pitious bewailings. 
When the mariners had bzought her vpõ the ſea, they left 
her in a litle boat. put in her lap Perſeus her faire ſon. And 
as haſtily as they might ,thep cõducted her into the deepe (ea 
I 3 without 
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without meate oz dzinke, and without ferns oz goner- 
naile, and gaue her ouer to all indes. Then was there 
many ateare wept among p mazriners, and Danae, and 
Perſeus the young childe. The matriners bewailed with 
great compaſſion that they had to ſ& ſuch a Damoſell aban- 
doned to perill ofdeath. Danae weptin confidering the ri- 
gour oſ her father, ⁊ the fault that Iupiter had done to her, 
and alſo foz the perill which ſhe might nat reũſt: and Per. 
ſeus wept fo; the blowing ol the winde, and foz the groſſe 
ay2e of the ſea, that his tenderneſſe might not well ſuffer 
to endure. In this faſhion the Patrones returned to Ar- 
gos i the tight diſcomfozted Damofell Danac went fozth 
vpon the waues of the ſea, at the agreement and will of the 
windes. The waues were right fearefull,and lifted them- 
ſclues into the ayze as Pountaynes, the windes blew by 
great ſtoꝛmes, the little Woate was bozne and caſt vpon 
the waucs, and oftentimes Danse {oked , and ſuppoſey 
to haue periſhed : but ſh& had alway hope in Foztune, 
And ſo wel it happened, that in this aduertitie and trouble, 
ſhe was caſt into the Sea of Apulia oz Naples, And 
there ſhee was found by aduenture of a Fiſher, that fo; 
pitie and charitie twk# her into his Shippe, and her ſonne, 
and bꝛought her on lande, fozaſmuch as hee ſawit was 
great net de. / 

At this time the noble Danae was as a dead bodie, 
and halle gone; when the marriner had bꝛought her a land, 
fe tokea ring of gold ſhe ware on her finger, and gaue 
it vnto the god man pzaying him, that he would being her 
into ſome honſe, where ſhe might warme and cheriſh her, 
with her childe,foz hs was nigh dead fo2 colde, aud was all 
in a traunce. The marriner take the Golde Ring, and 
bꝛought the Damoſell, and the little chilze into his houſe, 
and made them a god fire, and bought them meats and 
vatnke. As ſoone as Perſeus felt the ap2e of the fp2e, his

She then made 
ready andatrayed her ſon, and her colour tame again: t the 
did eato and dzinke, What ſhall J ſay, the Fiſher behelde 
her, andthe ſingin herfomach beauty; that the lin ta 
her,he (aw neuer nons,he went vato-the Court ofthe king 
ofNaplics, ans told him his aduentuce,pzaifing focertain- 
ly her beautꝑ, that the king ſent haſtily foz to letch her: this 
King was named Pilonus, awd was ſonne to the ancient

This king leff thꝛ daughters 
that had not but one exe, as the Poets ſay : that ts to (ay, 
their pzincipall care was foz the vanities ofthe woꝛl d. and 
therefoze they were called Gorgons,that is to ſay,ffudiotis 
oz louers of theearth, ſoꝛaſmuch as they intended vnto 
vices, that holdofearthly thinges, Dftheſe daughters one 
was named Meduſz, the other Euriale, the third Senno. 
Meduſa, that was the eldeſt of al the other,ſucc&ded in the 
Empire, and in the Realms. And the Poets ſay, that ſhe 
had the head of a ſerpent: gining by this fo vaderſtand, 
that ſhee was wonderfully wiſe and ſubtill. Alter the 
death ol Ring Porcus, this Meduſs gouerned mightily her 
Realine, and maintained Pyzats and men of warre, and 
in her beginning ſhe occupied and hanted the ſea of Europe 
at pleaſure, and with right great triumph. And landing on 
a dap at the Pozt of Athens, he ſent vnto ing Neptune 
to require him that he wold grant vnto her, that ſhe might 
enter into his City, foꝛ to wozſhip in the temple of the god⸗ 
deſſe Pallas, which was newly made. Neptune did greate 
honour vnto the Pefengers of Meduſa, and acc oꝛded vnto 
her, that ſher ſhould enter into his Citie, and — — 
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Temple, vpon condition that ſhee ſhould haue none with 
her but her damſels. Mhen Meduſa heard the anſwer ol 
Ning Neptune, ſhe concluded that ſhe weuldgoe into the 
Temple, whereof was a great talke. And ſhe was ac- 
companied with many Damoſels ſo richly arayed, that it 
was a gallant ſight ſoz to ſæ. he entredinto the temple,x 
into the City, and there ſhe turned into ſtones,not only the 
men that beheld her, but alſo the women, and among all o- 
ther eſpecially a Quæne that was named Ida. 

By this it is to be vnderſtad, that this Meduſa was of 
ſo excellent beautie, and was ſo paſſingrich , that allthey 
that behold her. gaue themſelues cuer wholly to conet her 
beauty, and her riches, And therefoze waitethe Poets, h 
they were turned into tones: F02, they that diſpoſe them · 
ſelues,4 giue them to the delights ofthis woꝛld, he likened 
and compared vnto hard ſtones, wherof may no good 
come» Thus then Meduſa entering into Athens, cons 
nerted and turned many men into ſtones: inſomuch 
that Neptunus heard theſe tidinges, and defiring to ſe 
this Nueene, har went into the Temple, where ſhes 
was in contemplation. And hee had not long behelv 
her, when her felfe himfelfe ſo deſirous of her, and of 
her beanteous loue , that her ſapde to himſelfe, that ſhe 
— bee his Mile, and that ſhe ſhould neuer eſcape from 

un. 

This Meduſa was long ſpace in contemplation, during 
which Neptune deſired her beautis moze and moꝛe and his 
heart gaue hi, that hee ſhould obtaine his purpole. And 
anon aſter, that his heart had thus charged him, hee a little 
pauſed, conſidering the extellencp of her griele, and thought 
tragerſed, and aro(# in his minde, that conſtraintd him to 
ſap theſe woꝛdes that follow : Alas, in what matter, in 
what ſozrowe, and in what right great and enflaming 
paine bes they that bee burning in loue, by long lpace of 
time, that J already beginne to finde mee in ſo manie 
great ſighes and paines , that J wot not how J may in 

time 
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time come vnto this Lady,foz to require hex to be my wife 
She is ſhining in all beautie, and in tight aboundant ri 
ches. This is it that J lack: ſhe beholdeth me otherwhiles 
in her pꝛayers:it map happen ſs well, that loue may turne 
her heart. foz fo make allyance bet wixt her and me. And 
what is this ? men ſay that loue hurteth ne man, butiſ it be 
by his epes. N the cies be not made fo2 to (&, I wil ſay that 
my deftro ſhallhap well. NAhere am J, where J am, put 
me out. here is my heart, where is m deſire? A know 
not what I thinke, my thought may bet abuſed, and my a⸗ 
buſe may well be reuerſed: mine eyes peraduenture thinks 
they (@ that they ſe not. Mine eyes imagine to heare, and 
pet they ber deafe. I finde my ſelle in a great perplexit and 
very at ainder: and pet moꝛe, in a ſupet ſiuous extour, moꝛe 
then any man may haus. Foz when I ſeo this Lady moze 
excellent then all other in riches and beauty, reaſon telleth 
me, that ſhe is not come hither ſoz me: and when J behold 
that ſher is alone without men im my Cittie, who ſhafl 
againe ſay my will? J will require her tobe my Mike, 
after that ſhe had done her deuotion: andifſhe acco2pe 
to my requeſt, my labour ſhall doe well. And if che gain- 
ſay and withſtand it, then J muſt be of fozce +4 authozitie 
ropall, 

Thus, when Neptune cams fo this conclufion, Meduſa 
aroſs from her contemplation, and lwked right fayze,Nep- 
rune went to her, and did her renerence, 4 after pꝛaied her, 
that ſhe would go to his royal pallace fo; torefceth her. Me - 
duſa thanked him ot his curteſte, and ſayd, that ſhe might 
not well tarry there at chat time. When Neptune vn- 
derſtoode that ſhe was to returne, without ſtaying longer 
in his houſe, no2 in his Citie, he was ſoze diſpleaſed 
in his heart, pet he helde her in parle, and dꝛewe her a 
parte , and ſayde vnto her (changing colour) Madame, 3 
am ſozric that pte refuſe to take harbour in my houſe. 
am Qing of this City, the goddes haue not ginen to 
me (0 great happe, that Jhaue pet any wile, ang Lady

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oz Damoſell: it is ſo now hapned, that the gods i foztuns 
haue inſpired you to tome hither, Certes, it is ſo that your 
right high beautie bath pꝛepared tho exe of my heart, and 
hath made me ſo deſirous ofyou,that J giue vnto you hart, 
body, and gods, and all that a louex may giue vnto his loue 
and Lady, 92 any King may gine. UWhorefoze A pzay you 
that pe will goo vnto my Pallace, to the end that I may 
haue communication moze ſecrstly there, and tel you ofthe 
right great loue that A haue to pou, 

Anon, as Meduſa vnderſted the requeſts of the i ing, cha 
began to frowne,and not willing to be other wi ee intrea- 
ted ſhe anſwered to hun. Six ing. if it were ſa that mins 
heart deſired acquaintance and communication with one 
man moze then with another, in truth, i I ſo faund me diſ⸗ 
poſed, J would holde my ſelf right happy, finding my ſelle 
in the grace of pour eyes: but the matter goeth with mee 
far otherwiſe, Jloue men, as much one as another. A haus 
a purpoſe ta abide x continue in my virginitie;ye be a king: 
you haue giuen to mee ſale conduct ſoꝛ to perfozme my pil- 
grimage. deſire pou that ye hold you content, and that ys 
beare peur ſelfe in ſuch wiſe, as il vir had neuer (@ne mee: 
Madaine (ſaid Neptune) ha ſhall J doe that ye ſav, oh 
my heart is all giuen vnto you? Sir (anſwered Meduſa) it 
behoueth firſt to now, z alter that to loue, J haue told you 
here, that J haue a purpoſe to abibe a virgine, what may 
it p;ofito you to ſay, that pe haue ginen me your bca.t*theſs 
be but loſt woꝛds. Dame (larde Neptune) the Diamond 
ſhineth not till it be poliſhed: xe were neuer peraduenture 
delired noꝛ tequeſted of lone befoze now: wherfoze pe haue 
no mozeloueto one man then to another, Therefoze ye 
miſt vnderſtand that acquaintance ba deth loue: and it 
p& will come and abide with me, J make no doubt, but p 
your mind will change, and that ye will make a League 
with me. Sir (anſwered Meduſa) my wil is vnchangeable. 
Notwithſtanding( laid Neptune )it muſt change be nat a- 
bathed. Sir (anſwered Meduſa) I ſa nothing that gineth 

me 
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me cauſe of abaſhment,foz I fale my heart firme end ſtable 
in his operations. Ya be a King, and haue given me ſafe 
conduct, os to fiarſh my denofion at the Temple of the god» 
deſſe of your Citty, Reaſon and hons; ſhould gouerne peur 
courage. Dame(ſaid Neptune if pour beauty ſurmeunted 
not the beantie of other women, J woulo conſent anone to 
pour teturne: But when I conceive in n minde you fe2- 
med in fo high a degte of Nature, that nothing lacketh in 
rou. Andfurther, when I ſe that the great Codveſſe P. l- 
las hath inſpyꝛed you to come to this my Cittie, tea n may 
haue no place: howſoeuer it be by loue 03 by fozc2,yve ſhall 
be my wife: fo2 J has lex er die, and runne into all the diſho- 
nouts of the woꝛlo, then los to faile to haue your louc. 
When Meduſa that was wiſe, had vnderftod the words 

of Neptune, and ſaw well that hee was concagiovfly infla- 
med with her amo2ous deſire, and that ſhe might not eſcape 
his power,foz her beautie, vnleſſe it were by an aduenture : 
then ſhe changed her Haite into colours: that is to ſay,that 
where fo2ce raigned,ſhe w2ought by ſubtilty, and ſaide vnte 
the king. Dy, J know that pre be a great andpuiant 
Loꝛd and that ſotiohath moned you by fozce fo ta moe to 
pour wile. Since pour pleaſure is ſuch, J am content to do 
all what ſhall pleaſe you,in ſuch wiſe as pee haue demaun- 
ded, and that this fame day be made the Parriage betwene 
you and me: but, the moze folemnlyto halow the Feaſt of 
dur Wodding, Jrequyzevorrof twothings : Firlk, that 1 
may returne vnto thePozte, to my people, lo: to aray and 
dꝛeſſs mee with my coftly Jewells,foz J nay not emplore 
them to moze great gloy2,then to vſe this dap of my arti⸗ 
age! Andſecondlp,that ye wil cauſe to aray and adꝛeſſo the 
Ladyes of this Citfie,fo2 to teteyue ms as it appertaineth: 
foz J willth at ye well know, that in all the remmant of La⸗ 
dies ol the woꝛld, pe ſhalnot find any that hath moze moue⸗ 
ablegods no? riches then J haut. 
Neptune was then as one al ramtthedin toy, when ho heary 


this anſwer of Meduſa: hs thankedher fo2 her ſwat wods 
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and agrerd to her, to do in ſuch wiſeas ſhehad d2uiſed. And 
anon he ſent agains this Meduſa vnto the Gallers hoping 
that ſhe would returne againe to be his wiſe: but when (0 
by the ſubtiltie of her wit, was delivered againe at the Pozt 
where Neptune had nothing to do: in ſtead fo2 toreturne to 
the Citie, ſhe cauſed to weigh ancres of all her ſhips, s hoyſt 
ſaule, and in all haſte withdzew them ſroin the Pozt: and in 
ſtead to array her in veſtments nuptiall, ſhe toke her atm, 
and made all her men to Arme them. And thus the tſcapid 
from Neptune, who was in great ſozrow maruellouſly, and 
in great anger ſaide, that ſhe had the head of a Serpent, and 
that her haires were turned into colcurs, tothe end to hide 
mo2e graciouſiꝑ the malice of hor heart: he repeated the ma⸗ 
ner how the had deceyued and beguiled hum, ac. 

Thus then eſcaped Meduſa the hands of Neptune, by the 
meane or her head ſerpentine tand Neptune abade conuer- 
ted and tur ned into a ſtone; that is to ſay,hauing his mjnde 
ſet on earthly atfed ions, and on the Riches of Meduſa, and 
went not after her, fozas much es her power of men ſux? 
mounted much all the power of Athens. Ok this thing ran 
che ten owne though all Greece, Andthe beautis of Me. 
duſs was ſa tommended, that from thoſe parts, went cuery 
day inany Anightes ta ſa her, and many of them were tur · 
ned into ſtones, and many loſt their teeaſs2s: innumerable 
entozcuxthemelues by 4 ts cor quer this Lady, who 
withſod alway their allaults and indewurs;and alway a- 
bode conquetour of them. 

Meduſa ſet nought by King no2 Pzince , that would 
haus her to Uliſe-: Sher was all (et to get and gather the 
Treaures of the wozld. Uhereas ber Father had len 
very touetous, ret was ſhe mos couetous: and comming 
againe from Athenes int her owne Nealme, after that 
ſhee had bzonght vader ſubiecion the Greekes that rebetled 
againff her, (as it is ſgide.,,): ſhes wag ſoplunged in the 
deepe ſwallow of couetculueiſe and anatica, that ſhe made 


warie againſt all her Neighbours, and Conquered their 
cen⸗ 
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tõſtraining them to pay her ycarely large tribntes. Wher- 
by hor eſtate and name aroſe, and was ſo great, that the 
fame thereof ran into many farre regions : and among o⸗ 
ther tu the Citie ol Naples, whetereiqued the King Pilo- 
nus, as afozeis ſad, 

In the tim that the reno lone of Meduſa woeg in this 
credit, Perſeus ſonne of Danse and Iupirer was in the vas 
lour and pzime of his ſtrength : and he daply required his 
mother. theking , that (hey would giue him leane to ſœbe 
his adu*nture. UWhen then Pilonus heard ſpeake of the 
mightineſſe of Meduſa, ofherrapines,4 of het auatice, he 
thought that his ſonne in law ſhould do a vertuous wozke, 
il hee might cozrecther: ſo he told to Perſeus that he wouln 
ſend him thither. Perſeus thanked him, and ſayde , bee 
wouldemploy there to all his puiſſaunce. Then the King 
Pilonus ſent foz men of Armes, and made reavie thictie 
Gallyes foz the'armie of P et ſeus, and dubbed him knight, 
fo; the oꝛder of chiualrie began that time to be vſed in al the 
wozld. And it was decreed that ſame day Perſcus ſhould 
go tothe ſea. 

And when the king had accompliched all the ceremonie 
to the taſe requyzedmn the Painims wiſe, Pericus tooks 
kraus otthe ing Pilonus, and ot bis mother Danse, and of 
the damolels, and right ioyouſip entred into bis Galley : af- 
terward they weighed ancres , e departed fcom the poꝛt of 
Naples, with a great nopce of Tabozs and Trumpets and 
with bangerviſplayed, t ſayled into the depe ſea. It wos a 
good and faire ſight to ſ& his departing. There was many 
ateare wept + euerie bodie loned Perſeus,foz ſo much as hee 
was humble and courteous. The Apulicus departed ncuer 
as long as they might (@ him 2: then after they retumed 
home, pzaying vuts the goddes, that good and right happie 
might be the loꝛtunt of FerſeusAnd the noble knight went 
by the ea, the coaſts at all aduenture. What (hall I (ap: 
he ſo haſted on his way that he came to Affricke, that was 
named Libie at that time, and there wauld hane refreſhed 
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him at a poꝛte, befive the ſttayte of Gpbzalfer where ag 
wos Bing Arhias,thegreat Aſtrolcgren. Lat this king 
put him n om landing at this pozte, and came in arines 
agaiuſt him and hewer by ſigne a fare ci, that he would 
keepe his countrey with his (wszd. Then Pert ſtus which 
would not there einpleye his armie , withdzew him from 
thepozte meaning to auenge him an other time, of that 
hard vſage, iffoztume weutd helpe him. Mee palſed the 
ſtrayte, and fought id long the Keahve of Medufa, that 
an ou after he found it, had tydings by certain merchants 
that he found trauailing on the Sta, who kelde him that 
ſhe and her tris ſolourned in a citie which ſtove on the 
ſea roaſt, 

Scrat was theiove of Perſeus , when her under ſtot de 
thele tydings: his folke had great norde of dit tayle wherc- 
foze he called them aland bad thatthep ſhoulde make them 
ready and arme them, {oz they were nighthe plate that 
they ſoughtzandth#,as they ſapled away fozth , about tht 
hour es befoze theeurning they ſaw the citte where Mech! 
was in, 4mo2eouer they ſaw Meduſa : and her ũſtets with 
a great aumdet oſ men of war 5 were trained on the pozt, 
ſo richly araped q furtuſhed lo that it was meruaite to ſe. 
When Perſcus ſaw this, de dunded his armte in thier 
quall batfaileg ,-each had ten galyes, and o2dapned and 
put in captaines of wat: and Wiſelp enfozmed them how 
they ſhould come nigh and appzoachthe pozte. And after he 
put himſclfe in the firlt batfails-: and the Poets ſap, that 
the geddeſſe Pallas gatte to him then a ſhieide of erpKall: 
that is to vrderſtand, i; he appzoched tigt wiſely the pozt 
that. was vpon the great ſea ot Spayne, that he conduced 
hunſel by ſuch paudece which is linenedto criſtal.ᷣ he came 
and feught hãd to had Agia p puiſſante ot Meduſary that 
by the ſhining of p ritt cle are ſhield of his pzudence, in re- 
reiuing calving infireift rokes, he gate lad and coftrained 
Me duſa foreturnetohercaty,by foꝛte o arin es, and by pz0- 
meſſe and with agocd ozvering e fiahtmg ot his 9 
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— pd 1 leryent / like of Moduſa might not 
withſt and his fr foztmes, fo; the that was accuſtamen 
to put vader late, and qaercome all them that expoſcd then 
in armes againſt her, at this time was put to the ſame ex 
tremite chat ſhe had put other to.

ſted ſo much that he came to Perſeus, who twke his refedi- 
on vpon a table that he had made of a great ſtone el marble 
and ſayd to him in this wir: Sr, the canquerriſe a min 
hath ſent me ko the, fo; to enquire: hat ting thou wilte 
de in her coũtrp, to the end ſhe may knowWwhatthe hath lo 
do? Meſſenger (anſwered Perſeus) N haue a purpoſeta cn- 

franchiſe and make free all men ſrom the ſeruitude that thy 

miſtreſſe holdeth ehem in: and te mate her that hath but 

one eve, that he connett and turns min noano2e ants 

ſtones, and that her tiches ſhall be no moze — 
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125 .Fo2 againtt of the ſerpent, J will b atmet 
with pꝛudence, — ſhe know, to niozrow, with · 
ont longer delay, J will giue aſanlt vntothe City, in caſe- 

ſhecomenot againſt me in battell. 

With this anſwere, the Heſperien teturned vnto Me. 
auſa, and recounted vnts her allfhat he had heard. Meduſa 
aſembled then all her men of warre,and ſaid ts them: it is 
no matuell though J haue my heart ſo troubled, when af- 
ter that I haue vanquihed-greatecompantes of men of 
arms, I ſe that ſhamefully we bee dzinen backe, and with- 
dꝛawne into this City by the pzoweſſs of a handfull ot 
men. O what griefe is this to them that haus bin accuſto- 
med to duertome, and to triumph in af manner of warres? 
Tahere- bee. the high enterpꝛiſes, by which wer made all 
the Weſterne tas to feare and vzead? Where bu the 
ſwo2ds that haue bene ptelden to vs, by the Kinges cur 
Tribut axies: Where be the armies and ſtrengthes that 
haue made to tremble tho Pountaines;  and-Rockes: of 
Lidis, Where be they that this day haue taken; fears fo; 
pꝛoweſſe, dzeadfo2 hardineſſe, biſhonour foz honour : At 
teaſt ſince this thing is ſo handled, it bchoueth to deale the 
beſt wiſe we map: but now it behoueth alſo, that euery ma 
intourage aud ſhew himſelfevaliant, and that tomozrow 
it be recduettu, that by vs this day is tuſt. The enemies 
ol the City haue done vs to vnderſtand, anden lo, that to 
moꝛto they will giue vs aſſault, if we furniſh not the with 
batt eil. And fozaſmuch alſo as they be trauelled on the ayze 
of the ſea,if ts much better that we furniſh them with bat⸗ 
tell at this time, then that we-ſhould abide longer Out enc- 
mies be ſtrangers here ſycth our triumph. oz euer moztall 
miſaduenture. Jf we overcome the,it ſhall be a memozy foz 
vs far andnigh in allſþonoz. If the caſe gocontrary,we ſyal 
run with the loſe of our liues into derifion,andurcockery of 
Ape ple. And what is this, ſyal the bloud be ſpꝛe ad 1 
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of(hemthat hays mana ſhygrapnd red lvith the bloud of a4 
thers : @hallths honour A was 8 
world tant to them nn be 
as nend full in warrs,as the Armes, and without was ſhall 
neuer man aftaine tothscrowne of vieozie. Ah then take 
heart to pou, and make ready vour H arneſſe and Armes: fo 
inozcow mu ſt be the day that ye muſt nades make to ſhine 
your deenes the beſt wiſe ye may, and that foz to kæpe your 
92 op of honozable pꝛoweſſe. 
Dame (aunſweredons of the Captaines) it is great pit- 
tie, that ye were not aman,foz if it had bin ſo, it is apparant 
that ye would haue conquered and put vader all the monar- 
chis of men. As ye ſap, we muſt nada kape our renowne, 
ifFoztune hath bene to vs this day foward, to mozrow the 
ſhallturne to pꝛoſit.

- This concluſion was thought gov vnto all: and 
each man ,fo2 to take theyzreſt,and foz ta make 
ready their Harneſe, Meduſa flept not much this Night, 
as ches that had the heart alway great, and ſo2e charged 
with gredie deſire of vengeauce: and at midnight then ſhe 
ſounded to arms, and made them to be ready and furniſhed, 
Shs toke her Baners that were right rich,q her men were 
diligent inougb to Arme them, foz in that Arte they were 
wsllinftructed.

fled. Anvha hadnotonely made edde hl Lr 
right hand with her bled, but the ſea by ſnail gutters was 
made ted with warme blod : though which Meduſa lot 
her ferocilie, al et pꝛeſumption, alt her ſttength and al he 
digour : ſo eulll went the game on her ſide, that when the 
had ſerne her banner deſtroyed, when ſhe had (&ne the mol 
victoꝛious ofher knights cõ founded by ſight, and when ſhe 
ſaw her mon of armes leaue tha battaile g flie beſoe Fer- 
ſeus, agbefoze the ùnage at death. Finally, ſhe ſaw all he 
-phfFance turns into deſtrumon gener all, whereof the ende 
was, that each man gane it ouer, and euery man that might 
ſaue himſelle, ſaued him by taues, and buſhcs, here ona, and 
there another, ſo ſoze aſrayaa that it was a piticus thing to 
heare their cries and many ſaued them in the Citie, and 
mam were llaine in the ſlxing, by Perſcus and his men.

Andamong ofher 
as Perſeus found Meduſa, that was hid in a Tiſterne, hir 
had pitty af her: howbeit he (mote off her head. And of the 
bloud that (Mued. auf, there cagendzed Pegaſus the flp- 
inghazſe. By the head that Peiſcus (mate off from Mecdus 
fn is vnderſtood, that hee toke from her her Realme , 
and dep2ined her ol it, and baniſhed her paze and naked. 
And by the fixing hozſe that was engendered ofthe n 
iNnedfram n that of her richts iu 
ing ol that Realme, he founded an V mabe.a ppe, athed 
Pegaſa, thut is as mach to (ay,as god renolyne : and this 
ſhip was likened vnto an hozie flying,fozaſmuch as Þ god 
renowne of Perſcus was then bozne from tegion ty region 
in ſuch wiſe, es ,vpou a hose fy ep paw rare as Pers 
eus went in vis {hip,into diuers Tountries, Where he gate 
him a great name. 

By this faſhion Perſcus conquered the head of Meduſa, 
and did viake Pegale the molt (wilt ſhip that was in al the 
wozd, and abope cher ꝗ cectaine number ofd1fes,ſxking.

her ſiſter had ſet their delight, and their hearts. I

Vith this woꝛd Perſeus dzew out his [wozp, and gaut 
to Danaus the oꝛder of inighthad:and afterward cõman⸗ 
ded, that each man ſhould furniſh him with his armes, 
and then made to diſplay the baners, ſtanders and penons, 
and other cogniſances,+ enſigns of war. After he did cauſe 
to ſound his Trumpets,clarions and daboz2s, e then p2epa- 
red al his galleis, and they ſet in right fay2e and gend oder, 
and ſayled ſo mach that he tame to ths poꝛt, which was all 
full,and enuitoned with Libiens, that they were ready to 
caſt on themſpeaces, darts and · ſtones: foz they of that 
countrep were expert in the warre, And to come a ſhoze at 
this pozt, there was a right great burly burly, a grieuous 
conflict, Perſeus was in Pegale, and aſſailed the Libiens 
at one und, and Danays Was in the gallep,and allayled the 
in likewiſe. And they put them bothin the moſt banger of 
tho aſſault they had great ſhields and large, wherwith they 
couered them. 

Thepd;cadedno ſtroke et glaue ne ; [wozd,no2 of tones: 
they put theinſelues into the middeſt of the Pozte, and 
there they gaue the allault: where many were dead on the 
one part,and on the other there were plenty of fighters, in 
ſuch wiſe that at the ontuie there were many Apuliens, gs 
necthzowne and put backe,(sz they were then hote aud sa- 
£8: :butafter this, when they had gatten land, Perſeus and 
Danaus began to ſmite ſo vngieaſurably vpon the Libiens 
that they beate them cue without remedy, now here, 
5 e No dat the left ſide, all made red 
With their a Ferſeus gaus ſo great a ſtroke with 


bis aaa le, that purpoſed to haue come — 
bzokon the rankes, that neuer after Athlas had no hope, n 
darſt not come 8 neee that he — 
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To much ceuetous ofvictozis were Perſcus and Danes 
us and they ol Naples: the Libiens had not bene actuſto 
med to finde ſo fierce and moꝛtall arms, as them of Perſe” ' 
us. The King Athlas wiit not whatto ſap: he enccuraged- 
his people the beſt wiſe he could. This notwithtanding» 
he law them beaten downe of his enemies without num; 
ber and without meaſure, and ſawfurther, that they of 
Naples wan alway. And when he hap ſane all this, and 
alſo beheld that theſe men had vanquiſhed the . Meduſa, 
heiudged in himſelfe that hee was not puifſant inongh to 
reſiſt their ſtrength, and that the hardineſſe ofthis battell 
ſhould be to him ino2e dangerous then aoaileable: io ſoun⸗ 
ded he the retreate, and lodde, not into this City, but into 
a right hie mountaine that was thereby: and therefoze ſay 
the Poets, that Athlas by the ſight of the bead of Me dul 
was turned into a Pountaine.and from thencetozth was 
this hill calle Athlas, and vet endureth the name vata this 
day. And foz\much as Athlas ſaued him there among the 
ſtones, he founded afterward a caſtle there,where he dwels 
led vntill the time of Hercules,

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Citis,whereofthe gates twere not ſhut noa kept cloſe tnith 
any man, and eatring in, they found nonelataliflenum- 
ber of matronts and ont child: en, which made a terrible 
great lamentatien. All the poung men and women were 
fled vato the fields, and had abandoned the city, wih thtir 
folke and gods: when Perſeus and Dardanus were with 
within, and lal that it was abandoned to them andtheir 
people, they fooke ali that they found, and paſſed that night 
with great iay e gladnes, making great chcare, 4 thanking 
their gods ofthetr victazte that thep had giuen tothenrand 
on the mo:row,Perſcus made to be beaten downthe gates 
ofthis City, afterhecommanded that eucry man ſhoulde 
take his ſpoile.and when thep were laden with ali. Perſeus 
and D anavs went ta the ſea into theirgallyes, and ſayled 
foꝛth, leauing Atlilas ta the mountaine, where he gaue him 
vato the ſtudp of Aronamie. | 
In this /upirer made aliance with King Troos, by the 
names of C mime des: and in ſigne oflaue and friend 
be gaue vntu Illion a piqute ot goe, which was ſet in the 
pallace o? Ilion, as it ſhall be ſayde in the thirde hoe. Aun 
it was not long after that King Troos came to the courſe : 
end of his raigne, and his obſequie as halowed, and kept 
ſolemnely at Troy in great aboundance of tears. And 
then Illion was crowned Ning ofthe Citie, where he len 
in ampliation and encrealing ofhis ſeigniozy e Lo2vthip, 
and wedded a nchle Lat of of whom hee rettiuet 
a ſon named Laomedon. Anddaſmuch as I find not that 
Lion did any thing after his Cozunation, noz made ether 
thing, ſaue that he finiſhed and made his Y 
{peake h:ncefo:thof Laome don his þ 
ter him. And here I willleaue the noble 
and yet ere F waite of Laomedou, J will part@g& uy 
matter af Perſeus. And los tocomethereto,J willceromt 
an hiſtoꝛie that fell after that Perſeus had turned Athlas 
into a mountaine. | 
In this time then that Perſeus began fo gius his life 
vnto 
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vnfo right woꝛthy dds, and wozks of noble Fame: Acri- 
{us Grandfather of this V erſeus, and naturall father of Da- 
nae, was put out of his Ringdome and Realme, and all the 
Seignozte of Argos, by a conſpiration that Prycus his bꝛo 
ther made againſt him. And there was left vnto Acriſius of 
all bis Realne, no moze but onely the Tower of Oardan, 
whereto he fled fo2 refuge. This Acriſius and Prycus, were 
natural ſonnes of Abas, lawfull ſonne of Linceus, that wes 
only left aliue, ot the fifty Sonnes of Egiſtus, by the mercie 
ol his wife Hypermneſtra, daughter of Pan: us, 

Pcrycus then, hauing bſurped from his Bꝛother Acrifius 
the (zignozy of the Realm of Argos, had a wifenamed Au 
rea, that was ſo bzought vp, as of cuſtom ſthe had no delight, 
but to liue in voluptuouſneſſe. And on a day the behelde a- 
mong her ſeruants one ſo comely a night, that nature had 
nothing fozgotten in him, touching his bodie: of whom ſhe 
was enamoured. Shs was young, and herbufbandPricus 
was ancient in his demeanme g conditions, and mich lcffe 
deſired carnall concupiſcencs then his wife did, though they 
were both right neare one age. This a night thus beloucd, 
had to name Bellerophon, Mhen Aurea had begunne to 
loue this knight, ſhe ſolicited hbm with her eye glaumces, x 
with hor countenances,d2awing him fo delight and ſleſhly 
la, But the true night, that had his heart firme and ſtg- 
ble, which perceyued well her countenance, diffimuled, and 
fained that he was blinde in this part. And in the end when 
the Ladie ſaw that by coſitenance noz ſigne Amozors that 
the ſhewed,he employed him not once foz topleaſe her, but 
fledher companies : in the moſt euill wife that the might,ſhe 
intended to turne her loue into hate, and her fatrecounte- 
naunces into fierce maltce,ſo ennenomed, that foz to make 
him dye,ſhee accuſed him beſdze her Huſband the Ring Pry- 
cus,ſaping : that he would haue enfozcedher;wherefo;e ſhe 
rcquypzed iuſtice inſtantly, 

At this accuſation-made,/Bellerophoriwas pꝛeſent, and 
beeing — at the beginning, but 
hearing 
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hearing the Ladie ſpeake, at length he cleared himſelle, and 
excuſed him, ſaying: Madame neuer pleaſe it vnto the 
gods, that foz tocouer mine henour , I do diſcouer the dil- 
woꝛſhip and fault ofanother.Let neuer man aduance him- 
ſelle by defaming another: This knowing, J will ay the 
truth, and if there be any man that may wozthily pzoue 
this againſt me, and ouercome me,no bleſſing to my heart. 
I will ſtand fo the ludgement of all ne ble men that haue 
knowne my behauiour. Alas ladie, from whence is come 
this abuſton, foztocharge me that J ſhould haue willed to 
enloꝛce pour when oꝛ in what place was it done, oꝛ where 
be the witneſſes of the crie that ye made at p affray where 
be the pꝛmues that ſhall ſay that euer in my life J was with 
peu alone: Jt giueth ine maruaile from what heart depar- 
ted this diſhonour that ye note in me? and loꝛ what cauſe it 
is imagined againſt me: foz J will well that all the woz2ld 
knaw,. I haue ſeruedyeu truely and lopaliy, and that 
I neuer thought diſhonour vnto you noꝛ vato the king, to 
whom I p2ay that he will take and make infozinauton vp6 
my liuing, and to vnderſtand in like wiſe yours. And ifit 
can be pzoned and appeare that I haut treſpaſled, that J 
may be puniched: but J pꝛap alſo, if I be ſounde inno⸗ 
tent, that J may haue ſpædy abſolution. 

Sir ſaid the Ladie, that ſtrongly was obſtinate in her er- 
reur, I make me partie again ſt him. At then 5 accuſe him, 
it is truth, it ought not to demand witnefſes of his folie. Jn 
this caſe. J am wozth two witneſſes : foꝛ al d woald knows 
eth, that when an ill man willdiſhonour a woman, he cal ⸗ 
leth no witneſſes noz no pꝛoucs thereto, but doth his dis 
nable will the moſt ſecretly that in him is poſſible. And 
ſo wancd Bellerophon ta haue done with me, where- 
foze I rcgaire ſentencs and iudgement of him. With 
theſe wozyes,, Pricus aſſembled his Counccit , and it 
was indged that the ladie ſhoulde bee belaxucd, and that 
Bellorophon ſhould beculpable of death. Then ſpake 
P;icus to Bellerophon « ſaid. Faire ſonne, thou knowef 
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and haſt found that J haue loued + nouriſhed thee louing⸗ 
ly : thou vnderſtandeſt the accuſation of thy Ladie, the caſe 
is ſo fonle, that it may not be purged bydenying. Foz if it 
were ſo, the euill boyes and bad fellowes, would all day diſ⸗ 
honour as many of our wouten as they could find. In this 
caſe the Ladyes haue a pzerogatine foz to be beleeued, and 
needenot to bzing fozth witneſſes. And fozaſmuch as thy 
miſtres hath vanquiſhed ther, and required iudgement of 
thy treſpaCe, thou art condemned to die. But fozaſmuch as 
befoze ti is tune I haus had great loue vnto thee, and that 
JI-know the a valiant man of thy bodie, J will mitti- 
gate and attemper this ſentence in this wiſe, that thou 
ſhalt go fight againſt the Chyinere of Sicell, andiftheu 
mayſt ouercome and maiſtet her, Igiue thee thy life, and 
giue the plaine abſolution of all, vpon iondition that nener 
after thou tenue noz rehearſe this treipaiſc, 

Sir( anſwered Bellerophon)fith that toztune conſents, 
that J be attained of any infelicitie:and that the pziuilevgs 
ofthe Ladies take place, and go aboue reaſon : I had much 
leuer to be vanquiſhed by wꝛong cauſe 4 euill, then by iuſt 
and.gad cauſe, and thanke yon ofthe moderation of your 
judgement,and make vow here in your pzeſence,that in all 
haſt J will go into Sicil, to pzoue me againſt the Chimere, 
and will (&@ if foztune will belpe me to get againe the life, 
which che hath made me loſe by your iudge mont. Then tho 
noble knight departed, and twke leaue ol the king, of the 
ladies and damoſels, tos alſo his armours, and gods, and 
made couenant and bargained with certaine marriners,t9 
bꝛing him to Sicil, When they were agrav,he went to the 
lea with little company, and was euill at eaſe at his heart, 
when hee ſaw that Faztune was to him ſo cantrarie: 
pet hee comfoz1cd himſelfe in his god quarrell: and 
{ayling on a day on dhe Sea of Helleſponte, his Mar⸗ 
rinecs loked into the Meſt, and ſaw come a- right 
great floate of Shippes of warte, which diſcomfozted 
them ſo ſozrowtfilly, that it was wonder, and they —

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Bellerophon that at that time ſlept, x ſaide that they were 


but dead andcaft away. | 


Bellecophon comfozted his marrinersthe beſt wiſe hee 
could,and tc them that diſtomfoꝛt couldaot helpe them: 
and as he was thus ſpeaking, a gallie of atuantage wert 
out aſoꝛe his fellowss, t flying on the ſea like vnto a bud 
ad2efſedhec vnto the ſhip , wherein was Bellerophon, ga 
boꝛded it. And who that wil demaund what the name was 
of the gallie, and what men were therin : J will ſay to the, 
that this was Pegas, and that Perſeus was within it. fg 
ſwne as he might ſpeake to hᷣͥ martiners that caried Belle- 
rophon to Sicyll hee aſked amd demanded the, what they 
were, 4 into what region they would gor Then Bellero- 
phon heard Perſeus ſpeake, he behelde his behaviour and

my Mother, the King Acriſius. And foz to let you haue 
moze greater knowledge ot this matter, J tell you that J 
am ſonne ta Danae : that very ſame @onne that was con- 
teiued in the tower Dardan,ofthe (&be of Iupite r, and that 
lame in perſon;that ing Acriſius made caſt into the Sea, 
But this not withſtanding, I ſhall take no vengeance on 
his demerits, but fa the hoanoz of the bloud, of the wombe 
of whom XifſuedA ſhall ſucco2 and aide him, and pꝛap t au 
that pe will be my follows and bzother in Arms, and that re 
will come into my Galley,and ſend home againe pour mar⸗ 
rigors into they Countreys, iſ it pleaſe you, 

When Bellorophon had heard the gad w.:2ds and an⸗ 
ſiver of Perſeus, he made Alliance with him, and entred in⸗ 
to his Galley,and gaucleaue to his Martiners, and accoms 
panyed with him Perſeus and Danaus, that foz loue of tim 
tz the way into Sicil:wher * arriued in ſpace ol time, 

and tok land: and that ſame dap Bellorophon atmed him, 
deſiring to find the Chimere, and tone leaue of Perſeus, in 
L 3 ſuch 
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ſuch wiſe that he put hunin perill of death. The Poets 
waite that this Chimere had the head ofa Lion, the womb 
of a goate, and the tayle of aſerpent;bat foz truth,it was a 
mountaine inhabitable, that had in height aboue a paſſing 
great causof Lions, and in the middle ofthe hill it was full 
of gdates. And at the foot beneath, it was ennironed 4 let 
round about with Derpents. Thel Lions and Berpents 
were paſſing dangerous, and nopcrs vnto the Countrey 
about and nigh. When Bellerophon then ſaw the moun- 
taine, he went thither, and Perſeus and Danaus kollo e 20 
him. They had not long marched, when they ſaw and be- 
helde moze then a thouſandiittle Serpents with mange 
great Dꝛagens, ol whom ſome came abbut Zellerophon 
and caſt out theit venome, and the other paſſed ſoozth, and 
came running vppon Perſeus and Danaus, which had 
pꝛomiſed to Bellerophon, that they wold there do no da ds 
no2 enterpꝛiſe al armes, but if it were by conftraint,and i in 
defending their bodies. 

Anon, as theſe thꝛer valiant Knights ſaw theie curſe 
beaſts , they fooke their ſwoꝛds and ſmote vpon them, and 
beheaded many of them, but with this they had great pain 
aud trauell, toz theſe beaffs lere cruell and full of pʒide, 4 
dardened them eagerly to them, and if they had not bene 
well pꝛouided with abiliments of warte that had there (a 
ner have found death then life, Bellerophon went al- 
way afoze, and ſmote downeright, and headed, and ſmote 
in paces many. Per ſeus noz his Bother Danaus fought 
not, but with the beaſts onely that came vpon them. Mh 
Zellerophon had a little ceaſed tho fight and battell a- 
gainſt this vermine,and had found it moze ſharpe, and 
moze biting, (fo2 the point of his {1nozd was made tert. 
bly blunt, with ſmiting againſt their hard ſcales,andſktns) 
then there leapt downe, and out of their holes the Goates 
' andthe Lions,and came downe fo2 to aſſarie the knight 
in ſo great number, that he was all enuironed with the, 
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Some of theſe beaffes eſcaped from him and came to 
Perſeus, andgaue him his hands ful ta employ his ſtrengti 
and pꝛo welle: the Lions leapt abcut the necks of Belle» 
rophon,fometime in ſuch num ber, that in no part he might 
be ſcene. Yet by his abilitie he could well ſaue himſclfe, 
but hee had neuer sſcaped, there came ſo much venone'vp - 
on him there, and beaſts,+ cn Perſcus and Danaus, which 
ſo fiercely aſlayled them, and il h had not wonne arocke , 
bpcn which he gate bp with great paine, and right greate 
ſweate al bis body. Foz to go vponthis recke, there wa g 
but one ſtraight way. Then compaCed him the Lions. x 
with them the other beaſts, which ſtayed on the way of the 
rocke, and at the foote, rozing t waking great noyſe about 
him, fo that Perſcus t Danaus had none other hope fo; the 
Kuight but that it had bene his laſt day,fozhe had ſo many 
beaſts about him, that it was likely that the edge and cut- 
ting of his ſwozy not log endure,without it had bin 
wozne 6zbzoken. Lhen ths Lions when they might not 
touch his body, bote the ſtones, aud did feare them with 
theirclawes, the ſerpents flew vp into the ap;o, and liſted 
bp their bodies vpon their taples, and caſt fire and ſmoake 
out vftheir thadates vato the rocke. And the moſt har deſt 
ofthe Lions, one after auother trained theſolues in battell 
againſt him, and ſhewed their teth:receyning his ffroakes 
fo;e ſet. Aud they fled not, but abode as beaſts familiar, and 
ſoze couetous of mans bloud, in whome raigned excæding 
great fiercenes,as much as in any wilde beaſt at that time. 

Hard and maruellous was the battell, as Perſeus and 
Danaus beheld, and thought in what faſhion they might 
ſuccour Bellerophon. The noble Knight defended him to 
his power, and ſaking how hee might laue him from this 
petill, he caſt his eyes vpon a great ſtone that hanged ouer 
the way ol the rocke, whereupon he was mounted, 4 then 
hs thought i he might make that ſtone to fall da done, that 
he ſhould llea the moſt part ofthebeafts. Then he began a 
little and a littls to wag the ſtone, g to lecke the ng

Ven Perſeus and Danaus awaited gladly 
the aunſwer of Bellorophon, and heldbim 
foz the moſt beſt accopliſhed knight that es * 
uer they ſaw, , hat (hall A make leng 
pꝛoteſſe ofthis matter? Pei ſeus and Dana- 
us ſearchedthis mountain, went into the 
caues of the beaſtes, but thep lound none. And ſtill late 
Bellotophon von v rccke; ſoʒ he might not go fo2 the hui t | 
and byifing of his ſate. iind then es the two knights had | 
etched a compaſs and gen about the hill, theyreturncdto 
Belloropbon, g; then Pe: ſeus ſaide to hum. y bother, © ＋ 
how well art thou wezthy to haue of ms pꝛay ſing 4 ces 
mendaGen?then haſt this day done a god and holy wozke, 
by thy wozthy -behauicur , thou haſt gottẽ vnto thy name 
the crowne of gloꝛious lame. Thou taſt paſſed the firayte 
way epafſage of infoztane', from whence theu att 1ſued | 
cleare as the ſun. And not ouely thou haſt labourcdſc2 thy 
wenle and vids, but fog the weale and pꝛofit of this regs 
en. Fea ſheu haſt ſlarne the warts of theſceipentes 
and thepozters of the Lyons that tcpt this countriy inha⸗ 
bitable, which <all x6 bencefezward be inhabited and cc⸗ 
cupud ut peaple, Bellorop hon was all abathed wizen be | 
head tha glgap N Perſeus gaue vate him, by makencs end 
huanzlity that was in hin.

Andthithercame all ihe Apr 
lens, whert they made great cherte. Aſtei wart they take 
all the ſ kin oftſheLyons, and the heats of the ſerpentes 
that were dead, in ugne of vidozie, and ladded them in theit 
galies, and thep bats the with them into fheir galey with 
Bellotrophon which might not go, q finally thcy went vn⸗ 
fo the ſca,'e ſayled and te rd toward the poze of Arthames 
\chichþ was nigh by, but when they thevght to haue dzawne 
unto this pozt, ſcdainly thers aroſe a tempeſt on the ſea ſo 
great and hideous, that they were cenſttayned to abanden 
them vnts the wind, and paſſed lozth by the hauen, e their 
foztune was (vch that they were bought info Sirie, bpd the 
f:a,of Paleftine, Andthcy came into the pozt and hauen of 
Joppe,where reigned Amon, and in Paleſtine raigned Ce- 
pheus and Phineus. gt. e 
The ſame time that Perſeus arrived there by meanes of 
this tempeſt, the pozte was ful of men and women e chil- 
dꝛen, pᷣ it ſeemed that all the wozld had bin aCembled, Per- 
ſeus came thither alone, fo2 his folke were diſperſed vpon 
the ſea, ſome here and ſome there in the galtes. When the 
Siriens ſaw him arine by fo2ce of the winde, they aſenibled 
in a great number about his flying hozſe.And þ king Amõ 
ſering that it was loadẽ with p heats di lions, he was ſoze 
abaſhed. And foz fo know ſtõ whece was that galey come, 
he enquired who was p maifter? At which inquiſition an- 
ſwered Perſeus, and demaunded of the king curtcovfy, in 
what Countrey hee was arrived : The King folde him 
that he was in Sirie: and that the Realme appetl ax ned ta 
him, When Perſcus knew that he ſpake to the king: he 
ſarte. Sir Jam deſcended vnto this pezte by the diſ- 
pefitien offeztune, alfo my men bs ſoze trausiledby the 
leu peſt ofthe ſea, that hath bane long troubleus unte 
them, J require and pꝛay the that thou be content, that J 
and they may teme a land here ſoꝛ to reſteſh vs. And if 
it happen in time comming that thon 02 any of thine haut 
rade ol like ccutteũe in N⸗ples, which is the place of out 
dominion, 
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dominion, IJ p2omile thx,by the pꝛomiſe and wozd of a no⸗ 

ble man, that p like merit x thanke halbe ctdꝛed vnto ther. 

The king anſwered :nobls knight there be ſo many ſpyes 

now a dayes ſapling by realmes and countryes,that aman 

map not well know to whome he map affy and truſt. This 
notwithtaving, J (@ well by your behauiour, that A trow 
that ye wil not giue vs to vnderſtandany otber thing then 
truth. A abandone to pon oll my countrey : and pꝛaꝝ pot 

that ye will come and take paciencein my houſe, and ſur⸗ 
thermoze Jcouncell pou , that ye depart and come out et 
your ſhippe: foz if ye abine there long ye Gall be in great 

perill, Fa aſmuch as we know certaynly , that into 

this pozt will come anon a monſter of the ſea that ſhall vc - 
uour a tight fayze virgine and mayde , which is hare by, 
bounde vpon a ffons, fo2 the cryme of her mother, and 
by my ſentence. And if pe tarye here till his coming, it is to 

doubt, that it ſhall be the woꝛſe foz pou. Boccace in the ge⸗ 
nealogie of the goddes toucheth not otherwiſe the cauſe 
why this mayde was thus expoſed to the monſter. Ahere⸗ 
foze I paſſe it ouer: and who demaundeth the name of this 

— 9 Boccace ſaith , that ſhee was named Andro- 

meds. 

When Perſeus had vnderſtode that there wos bound 
this mayde, he deſired to ſ@ her, foz the meruatlons iudge⸗ 
ment that was giuen vpon her, andarayed him with rich 
befkments and cloathes, and thẽ᷑ iſſued out of the galer, and 
toke out alſa Belleroph6 which might not pet help hiniſelf, 
and aftcrhe went vnto Andromeda, There were her pa⸗ 
rentes 4 couſins in great number, which labozed in ſozow 
and great plentie oftearcs. When Perſeus ſaw this in aide 
that was paſſing faire in her degre , which ncuerſaw her 
like o2 match, hee hadde pittie of her, and ſaide to him 
ſole, that ifhee might hee woulde deliuet her ſrom this pe⸗ 
rill, Then her called her friendes, and ſaide vnte them in 
the pzeſenceof Amon: J haue certainly great pittie and 
£6paſſion ofthis ſo faire a damoſell: x alſo am amaſed 2

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ik it lo ſoꝛtuned that J had thegrare to on 
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the goꝛdes ſuffer and endure that ſh& is (6 koꝛtunt i in her 
ttder pears. If it ſo hapntd that ſhe might haue any knight 
o2 noble man that would vndind det, and foz charity rxpoſe 
his bovy, againſt the monſter« ſoz the «loue ot her ſhould 
ſhe be quitc? They anſ\wercd ea, Qhthen ſad Perſeus, if 
I would fo2her ſake aduentute mx tenth aa ke: and 
ercome anp ſur⸗ 
mount the monſter, and fo; to put dim to the fople, will pa 
be content that the maide be inp wife; They anſwered,yca 
yea. And J pꝛomiſe vou, ſaid Perſeus, and ſweare; that ſhe 
tath found me, «Kntght that ſhall put his vody and lite in 
ieopatdy ſoꝛ her, ic. 5 3 
With this woꝛd Pei ſcusfent to fetch his armes: and 
aſter went to the Damoſell and vnbound her from ; ſtone 
and deltuered her to her kriends and kinſmen Saint Augu⸗ 
ſtine in the boke ofthe City of God, xcheaxſeth, that pet in 
the ſame Pozt is the ſtone that Andromeda was bound v⸗ 
pon, that they ot loppe kept foꝛ a ſigne and memoꝛp ot 5 
vicozie that Perſeus had of the monſter. All they that 
werether,maruelled greatly at the enterpꝛiſe ofthe knight 
aud knowing ide n.oafter,they indged him to be but derd, 
allowing his hartines to them that ſeemed was tw great. 
One and another ſpake of this matter. Perſeus armed him 
idytulip. Ab en he was armed, he came to Andromeda and 
lift her, taking leane of her, and ſapde Fapꝛe maide, pꝛare 


ye vnto the godds ſoꝛ rout Champion, that fo2 pour lous 


ſubmitteth himfclfc vnto the perill of death, to the end that 
by rour cnly mean J may come to the enioping of L one, 
that wa together may be to7mrd in marriage, which J 
L uy at the pꝛice ot my life, ct le night, aunſkvered the 
mayde, J am n. oꝛc bcholding to you then to all my kinſmi 
and friends, Unc w pe, that ik my pzapers may obtaine 
of thegoddes, re ſhall returne ſafe from this enterpꝛiſe. 
len Peiſcus wentbefoze the fone, and Andromeda 
ki. cled wiſhgreathun rity, with both her kners vpen the 
cai ih, in calling on her gods to helpe her champion, x there 
Wers 
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were many matrones vpon the banke of the Sta, that ſo 
compaſſion put them in contemplation , and by this cx- 
ampleofthem all, the Sirtens heganne to pzay fo; the p:0+ 
ſperitis of the Knight, excepting oncly the king Phinevs, 
Ohich p2ayed (02 his death. And that foz this cauſe, foz as 
much as befoze the iudgement giuen on Andromeda, hee 
had fianced and betrethed him to her, Ss had ba withed, 
that the monſter had deutured Perſeus, to the end, that tho 
marriage ol him and of her might haue bene ended: TWhbat 
ſhall I ay mo2e, When Perſeus had ſo put himſelte i002th 
by the ſtone, he looked toward the (ea, e held in his handen 
a good and paſſing ſtrongſwoꝛde, and he had not long be⸗ 
held the ſituation, and taken leaſure to ſa the place, when 
there ſpꝛang out ofa ſwalow oz depth of the ſea, a monſtec 
ſo great and o hoꝛtible, and ſo dzcadfull, that it ſenicd that 
bis had bans made foz to deſtrop all the wozld: hee was 
rough and went on foure fete like a beaſt, and his fozme 
was ſo dilfigurcd, that none wiſt whereto he might bee 
likened, 

- When then the Siriens ſaw him put his head out ofthe 
depe, there was none ſo well aCured, that hee trembled 
foz feare. And many were ſo afraped, that they fledde into 
their honſes, and reentred into their Citie : This notwith- 
ſtanding, Perſeus as ſoone as he ſaw him riſe vp, he came 
to him as hardie and right well aſſured and ſatote him with 
the point of his fine: de, ſa full bpon the tight eye, that on 

that ide he made dim bünde, wherco! the Monſter felt ſg 
great paine, thut he came out ofthe Sea with open mouth 
and thought to haue ſwallowed Perſeus, And Perſeus wit 
backe a litt le, and put his (wo:ds betwane his tawes into 
his thaoate, ſo farce fozth, that her could not dzaw it out 
againe, ſo of foce it abode in his thzoat moe then foure 
fate. 

At the ſecond ſtroks the Monſter made a maruelloug 
trie, lifitng'vp his head, and waning:to haus caſt aut the 
pace oi the woʒos which abode in his thaoat, but ut wor D

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not be. Away the Ponſter aſſayled Perſeus and wende 
to haue ſwallowed him into his thzoat: and Perſeus alway 
ftroke at him with his ( woꝛd, and put him at defence, and 
ſmote alway at his thzoat, and about nigh his other eye, £ 
ſo well intended the wozk, that after he had giuen him ma⸗ 
ny woundes he made him blinde on the left exe, uke as he 
did on the tight eye. And then as the monſter went here £ 
there, and made many walks without ſ&ing 02 knowing 
where he went, purſuing his enemp, Perſcus gaue him ma- 
ny wounds, ſearching his heart, and at laſt he founde it. 
And finally, hee boſtirred him ſo that hee pearſed the heart, 
with which ſtroke he made him to fall downe dead.

"great pleaſure to ſ& his dealing, e ſ&ing 
the Monſter labouring in his death, her went downe fo 
him, embꝛacing him and ſayde, Sir, the Gods gouerne 
thy foztune, and ſince they haue recepued the in their fa- 
nour and grace, there is none that may annop ther: in 
a good houre wert thou here arrived: demaund what thou 
wilt, and J will cauſe thee to haue it. Sir, aunſwered 
Perſeus, 3 haue pꝛeſerued from death the Damoſell : J 
deſirenone other thing but her. O valiant Knight,ſaide 
Phineus, that was there awaighting, chou doeſt much 
gloꝛiñte thy ſelſe: foz thou haſt gotten in a halle daye, 
moze honour, then an other Knight hall get in an huuvzed 
years. 
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peare. And greatly thou onghteſt tobe commended. But 
beware that the beauty of this maid deccive the not:know 
thou that J haue betrothed her, and by tight che ought to be 
my wiſe. Pany dayes be exſpired and gon ſince, that in the 
pꝛeſence of our biſhoppe we pꝛomiſed to take each other in 
martiage. This miſfſo:tunets aftercome to her, thou haſte 
relæued her, and wouldtt therfoze haus her. The beginning 
is fayz8, but the end is ſoule. And il it ſo happe that thou do 
me w2ong, I let tha know that J will not ſuffer it, ſoꝛ in 
this countreꝑ J am a ing, and haue great puiſſance:al the 
glozy tyat thou haſt gotten ſhall be here quenched:wherfoze 
Ipꝛaꝝ thee that thou fozbeare in this caſe,and that thou ſt:- 
ler me to take that is mine, and take thou that belongeth to 


thee, 

During theſe woꝛdes, Perſeus looked towards the ſca, 
and ſaw from farre his gallyes comming the one after the 
other, direcing them towards thispozte, Whereofhe had 
right great ioy, and ſayde vnto Phincus.King, I make no 
doubt that thy power is great in this countrep, but knowe 
thou right well, that J know no man lining that ſhall cauſe 
me to leaue that belongeth to me. When J camehither, J 
found this maide condeiuned vnto death, At that time ſhe? 
was all abandoned to the death. J haue ſaued her: and 
I ſay to th ſhe is mine, and thou cughteſt to haue no 
regarde lo any pꝛomiſe that ſhe hath made to th, oʒ ta any 
other. And ſo J haue intention that ſhe ſhall be my wile : g 
if thou wilt combat, and fight foz her, aſſemble thy power, 
and make ther ready in thy battell. Loe here come my Ga- 
lyes ready foz to receive thee; and although I haue not peo- 
plepnough , pet I haue in my coffers the moſt part of the 
treaſures of Medula,fo2 to ſend foz men of armes in al pla- 
ces where I map get them. 

When Phincus vnderſtood this anſwer,andnew » he 
was the knight that had vanquiſhed Meduſa , wherect 
the renolvns was great, and ranne though out the 
2 Wozlde, bee coulde nons other wie anſwere to

Perſeus, but that h& might doe his pleaſure. All t he kinſe- 
men of Andromeda were angrie with Phineus foz hisfol- 
lie, and made him ſo aſhamed, that he departed thence,and 
went into the Citte. After they went to beholoe the mon⸗ 
ſter, and then came ſayling and rowing the Apulicns vato 
the Court, and being come, they bzought Pericus 4 Andro- 
meds into Ioppe with great ttiumph:and pet that moꝛe is 
Perſeus aud Andromeda gfpoulſcd cchother that ſaime dap, 
and lay to guther. And the ſotemnitie of their wedding en- 
dured fifteen dayes. During which time, the Siriens came 
tothe pozt daply,foz to ſe and behold this monſter, Plinius 
rchearſeth, that of this monſter was bozn fo Rome a bone 
offoztyfote long, ſo great as an Elephant. A et them then 
that reade this hiſtoꝛy, ſearch how great and huge this ind- 
ſter was, when onely one of his bones as ſo great. The 
Romanes foz a great maruell, hang and kepte that bone. 
What ſhall J ſay moze : At the end and expiration ofthis 
feaſt ofthe wedding of Perſcus and Andromeda, Perſeus 
tokeleaue ofthe Siriens, and furniſhedhis Gallyes- with 
victuals, and departed from loppe,and went to the Sea, 
leading with him his wife Andromeda, And foztune was 
to him ſo good, that in a little time hee paſſed the Seas of 
Syrie, and came to land at the pozte and hauen of Thebes, 
Where he was teteyued courtecuſly of King Creon, that

cus, to ſummon him that yes ſhoulde perde the realms 
bato the King Axriſius. Danaus went to Arges, and 
accompliſhedthe Suuwnons. The king Pricus anſwered 
ta him that he was King, and that he mul holde that ho 
helde, and monaced Petſeus unto the death, if he departed 
not the Conntreyp haſtily. Danaus returned vato the yoaſt 
ofPerſcus with this aunſ mere. and made to him the ves 
poꝛt. Perſeus then hope that ning Pricvs would come to 
dim, and giut him battell, and had thereof right great lore 
and pitaſure: fo2 bee deſirednothing in the wozld moꝛe 
then to he in armes: ndfoz to be thebetter able to with- 
ſtand his foe, he:o2dayned that night, that ha would parte 
his battelinthze, whereofhe:gaus charge of the firſt but» 
tell to Bellerophon, whichrequired and deſired of him the 
Uawary with right great inſtance: and he himſelle heloe 
theſecond hattell. And to Panus he betooke the thirve:and 
thus when he began to ſetf0:th Bellerophon on his way, 
de had not karre gone, whenhe ſaw from far king Pricus, 
P that 
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that knew oftheiccoming by his eſpyes, and had ſet his 


battaile in god oꝛder. 

Bellerophõ had with him but two theuſãd fighting men, 
When the king Prycus, ſaw him come with ſo little a tom⸗ 
pany, he ſuppoſtd that it hap bin Perſeus : thought to hau: 
had all won beſoze hand by aduantage, e made his people 
to ſet againſt them, by which within ſhoꝛt ſpace begã acru- 
ell and hard battaile. And of this battaile was Pricus right 
topous at the aſſembly, and wel imployed his armes this 
ſwozd, & did meruails, but af that time he ſuppoſes bp ſoꝛce 
to haue abidden victozyous# conquero2 of his cuunies, bs 
caſt his eyes toward Thebes, and ſaw Perſcus and his bats 
t aile, that diſcauered and ſhewed humſelſe: wherein his fo;- 
tune was (uch, that in the beholding the head of Meduſa, 
Which he bare painted in his ſhalve of criſtall, he and allhis 
falke , in a moment, mere turned all into fones, 
That is to ſay, that hed and all his 1neanie had loſt their 
firengthes and courages , and that they might no mozs 
lift their ſwozves then might the ſtatues oz images. 
And that Prycus fled,. and-allthep that conlve, fled ſos 
into thecittis, and (ams ints the ſteldes at all adwenture. 
Perſeus paigned not to follow thechaſe , becanſe of theit 
poꝛe caſe. And thus Prycus eſcaped the death, and abando- 
ned x gaue over the country, and went with them that fled 
into Calidonie , where he was afterward put to death by 
Hercules, And Perſeus wanttnto the citie of Argos, aher 
of þ gates were open and without any men that made any 
defence. When be was in the citie,he made an edict charg⸗ 
ing vyõ paineofdeath,that none be ſo hardy to vſe any fozcy 
noz violence there.  Afrer that he ſent ta ſake his grandfa- 
ther Actiſius, and told him he he was, and (6 deliuered to 
him againe his citie and his realme. 

Of this curteſie Actiſius held himſelle greatly beholden 
vnto Perſeus, 4 aſked him, 4 enquired oſ his daughter Da- 
nae, and of their aduentures. Perſeus tolde him all that he 


knew; and then Accrifius was right ſoze — hor 
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that hard vſags that he had dont: and fo2 to amend all, hee 
adopted Perſcus to his forme, and gaue him the full power 
ta gouern the City, and himielſe withdzew him into the 
tow2e of Dardane,and then ſent _ vato Naples Dar- 
danns his bother, with whom went Bellerephon:and he 
'gaue vnto them, and to theircompany, great Treaſozs at 
their departing- | Perſeus ſent many Argiens into Licie , 
and madethan ta inbabite thecountrey. Anv thus abods 
Perſeus in Argos with his wife Andromeda,ofwhome he 
gat many childzen. That is to werte, Sthelenus, Blache 
Demon, Ericteus and Gorgophon, which all became men 
and take Wines; rot raigning the King Acrifius, And 
among allother Crgophon had one wiſe, of whome he 
had two ſonnegAlcevs and Electrion, Alceus engende- 
red Amphicrion, and Electtion engendered Alcumena, of 
whome cums Hercules. What hall J make long pꝛoceſſe 
ofthe late and ofthe generations of this Perſcus, Ve go⸗ 
uerned paſſing well tho realine, and loued much the Ring 
Acrifius; hut thexe ſoll an hard foztune vnto him in the end, 
foz as he lugutian a night alone vnto the Coe of Dar- 
dan to die hing, the garders and kepers ofthe To⸗ 
wer known not, and (oil vpon him and hurt him: when 
he lelte him ſinifken, hee put humſelle to defence. The 
noyſe waxed great, the Kingheard the noyſe, he came 
running downe fo part thefray, thauſted into the p2eaſe, 
in ſuch wile that Pecſrus knew bim not, and with his 
(ws2dhe ſo ſinote him, that he flew him, and allthe people 
with him: and anon after, when he came in, and found him 
dead, he remembꝛed and thought he had put him to drath, 
after the pꝛogneſtication ol the geddes, and arade great 
ſoꝛrow, and did oꝛdains his obſequie right ſolemulp. And 
at this obſequie happened fa2 to be there, lupiter and his 
ſonne Vulcan, which at time pꝛadiſed together the ſcience 

ol magicke and negromancie, ge. 
At this time Vulcan koꝛged and wzought the thunders 
2 vnto 
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bnto lupicer, That is to ſap, chat heebuſied hunſelſe with 
mit ing and froubling by-fire and ſwoꝛde, the Realms of 
dis neighbours, and the Poets ſay, and maus many fas 
bbes of him, whereofnocdeth to make uo mention at this 
ti me Perſeus then did gte at honour and wozſhip vnto his 
facher Iupitet, and in like wiſe did Iupiter vats Perſeus: g 
ga ch told other, and rehearſed their avuentures: but ohen 
the obſequir was done of hing Acriſius, and Tupitet beheld 
and ſaw Perſrus ſa heauie that he could haut no io, here 
tutued ints Crete vnto his wife uno, ans there heerecciſed 
himielle in the ſcience of Magicke. And then when Perſeus 
found himſelſe alone in Argos, ant ſaw that hes might re- 
couer there no tov, he depatted ſtom thente, and went vnto 
the Citie of Miſene, but hee i aigned there not long, fozaſ- 
much as the death of Acriſius renued alwayp, and he couly 
not put it out of his mind, ſo he depatted thence, FX with 
d:ew him with agreat hott into the Dzient;whore ho gate 
and conquered by armes a great cdountrep, which he nam ed 
Pcrica,after his name, and there founded the Citie called 
Perſcpolis, afterthathee had vanquiſhed aud put to death 
Liber Parer which made hin warre. And Iden when hes 
had ſovonehepuruated fo; his chidzen in ſach-wils, that 
bis two ſonnes Alceus and Electrion, with Imph ĩtrion g 
Aalcumena.dwelledin Thebes, and Hrachman rained in 
Perſia, rictreus vponthe red ſev,q Stelenus in Pilenerbut 
to-ſpeake of them all I will ceaſe at this time, and will tell 
only vf Ampbitrion and Alcumena that loued ſo well to⸗ 
gether, that they twke day the one to wedthe other. And 
the tauſe that moued mo to wzite oftheſefwo, is fozal- 
muchas of Alcumens came Hercules, who ficlt deſtroyed 
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HAP. xX XVIII. 


How [upiter lay with Acumena, and hoWQueene luno 
ſent two ſerpents for to ſlea Hercules, and how Hetcus 


les ſtrangled the two Serpents, 


A this time when lupiter came again 
into Crete, and that hee with Vulcan 
dis ſen and Iuno pꝛadiſed by their ſtu - 
the ltience of magicke, after that 
Vulcan had fozged the thunders of 
7 Ampbhitrion wedded the faire 
5 cumena in the Citie of Thebes with 
great hogour, and alſo with great company. of Ringes, 
Aueen anp Ladies. The feaft of this wedding was 
great. Tupicer the King of Crete, and the A. Juno were 
there. During the feaſt, /upirercontinually beheld Alcumes 
na, foz her great beautie(foz Alcumena wat the moſt faire 
woman that euer was ſeene ) all his delight, and buſis care 
was in beholding the Lavies. Pevdeftred nothing but fo; 
to be alway among the Ladies, £4 alway had the eye vpon 
them: but in the end he beheld Ficumena moſt in eſpccial, 
in whom he had a ngnlax pleaſurs. In the abundance of 
his ght, he ſoſoze fixen his eye din her excellency, that his 
heart began to be troubl:d, in ſuch wile, chat he was amo; 
tous and couetous ofher loue. In this his ſo gravy co⸗ 
ueteuſneſſe and deſtring, he let paſſe the ſolemnitie ot the 
wedding, and returned into Crete, but hee had not long ſo- 
lourfied when the laid couetouſnes ſo wꝛought behemently 
in him, that on a dap he began to ſpeak of Alcumena in the 
zeſence of Iuno, t ſaid onto Ganimedes his Eſquire, Ga- 
nime des, what ſemeth pou of the beauty of Alcumena:Gr, 
ſaid the E quitt, me thinkery, the ſhinoth in al in aner extel⸗ 
; Þ 3 lencyp 
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of a Lad, and foz that to compꝛiſe all her vertues, there is 
no king lo great, but that he might well ſme to be ol alli 
ance with one that is ol leſſo beautie then ſhe is. 
Mhen the Aucene luno vnderſtood that Iupitet 
talked ſs ninch of Al cumena, at ; ſame time ſhe was ſoz 
mooued with new iclouſie: Fon ſhe hadoſtontimes bene ie, 
lous of lupitet, and thought in her ſclle, that if ſhe might, 
che wouldcan:e to flie and put to death Alcumena. Altet 
there ſpeeches, lupiter found himſelfe ſoze intangled and e- 
uertome with loue, and fo to ouetmaiſter it, and to let it 
palle, he tocke his bow and artowes, in purpoſe to go to the 
wood foz to flea ſome wilde beaſt. And went fozth accdpa- 
nicyonely with Ganimedes,bat as ſoons as he wes ifſued 
out oc the gate,therecame and mot him one ofthe knights 
of Thebes, and did reuerence vato the king, and ſaide vnto 
him, that the ing Cicon of Thebes ſent him unte 
dim, and required him that he Would aide and 
to werre agaiuſt᷑ the king ol Thel poly, that had 
againit him. When the king lupiter had heard the ineſagt 
of the king, he was right ioyous of the requeſt of the king 
of Thebes, and tone the knight by the hand, and bzought 
dim to his pallace, and there feafted hum and made hun 
right god cheere, and after hir ſaide, that with right good 
heart and will, he would ſnccour and helpe the king Cre 
on in his warte. The knight of Thebes with this anſwer 
tooke leaue ot king lupiter,qrefurned vnto Thebes, where 
pꝛeparation and ezdinance was made te gobato Thelipo- 
ly, It was not long after that ſhe Bing lupitet mate 
his armie, and haſtedhim as much as he might , that 
thoztly ſhe might come to the houſe! of Thebes , whert da 
hopcd to finde Al cumens. UWhen all things was reaty 
' hetooke his way, e ſpedhimin bis iourney, that ha cams 
to Thebes, where he was tight honourably and wozthily 
tecriued ot the Bing, the Quæne, and of the lady, Tye 
king lupiter at his coming fo22at not to looke, if he might 
le Alcumena: hut hee ſaw her not, wherefoze hes A* 
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in great grafe , and wift not what to do. And he lakes 
alter A mph itrion, but he could no where ſe him, whereat 
he was moze abaſhedthe he was befoze. Inthis abaſhmẽt 
be appzeched to King Creos, demaundcd af him, where 
Amphitrion was ? The ing Creon, anſwered him, that 
he woulve Choztly come, and that he aemblecd his men 
oſarmes at the Caſtle of Arciancie, which bee hadgiuen 
him. This Caſtle Rods betwene Thebes and Athens 
bpon the river, and was a paſſing fap2e place and ſtrong. 
Anon as lupirer had vaverſtod, that King Creon had gt- 
uen Arciancie to Amphittion, he imagined ſone p; Aicu . 
mena was in that place. and was in will to haue gon to 
that place il it had nat bene 5 he dzcaded the talking ol the 
people, and alſo he feared to make Amphitrion iglous. 
This conſidered, the king lupiter abode in Thebes not 
wellpioaſed, foz almnch as ha might not ſæ Alcumena, 
and paCed there that time the beſt wiſe her coulde, till 
22 t other were come. Then they departed from 
Thebes fromthe king Creon, and went foz to lape flege to 
the citie of The ll ipoly, actompanied with the king lupitet, 
and many other. the ſiege, they of thecitie aCapley 
oft time by battaile againe their enemies. but they of The · 
bes had alway ſo good foztune, that in the ende they of 
Thellipoly yalzed them in all pointes tothe will of king 
Creon; and thus when ſheking of Thebes hadouercome 
and ſubdued thecitis, he returned vnto his countcey with 
great io, tc _- 

When Amphicrion ſaw that their enimies were cner- 
tome, and that there was no moze perill, be had great deſire 
to go ſ&@ his wife Alcumena: and fo to haſt him the moze 
ſoonertobee with her, hee departed fromthe holt, with 
leaue ofthe king, accompanied with an Cquire onely, 
When king lupicer ſaw Amphitrion ſo depart vpon his 
way, he began to thuike and aduiſe him ofa great ſubtilty, 
foz to come to his intent. And he departed fcum the holt 
with Ganimedes enely;and as ſoone as he was in — 
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on the way they two being fogither,lupicer entred into cõ 
ferfco with Gabi me des and ſaid to him: dme des, 3 haue 
great affiance in poo, moꝛs then in any mau that iiueth, 
whereloꝛe J will tell vou pꝛiniſ a thing ſecrete, which J 
ſhall accompliſh as A hope : And pe muſt holde and kerpe it 
ſecret, Truth it is that J am amozons tertibly oł dame 
Alcumena. By ns ineane in the wozld J map yrt ſbaget 
her noꝛ put her rom mp deſire. She knowethnot the paine 
hat fo2 her lou aboundeth in ine, fo J ncuer was ſo har⸗ 
die to diſconer to her mp caſs, noꝛ neuer durſt ſhe lo it to 
her, foz as much as J uno her wife, chaſt and ver. 
tudus. This confidered-, thinking on this thing, I felc 
and finde me full of troubles, andconfeſſs my follte, fo2 J 
am in a manner in diſpayzsnow :* Inaſmuch as J had 
ſuppoſed to haus founde Þ like anſwere of lone in Alcume. 

na. But the ſedaine departmg of Amphitrioh yet giueth 
me in a maner an hope, foz at the time that J ſatw him de. 
part from the hoſt, (oz to go ſe his wile act ompanied with 
his Eſquire, Jimagined that in all haſt J would go unte 
Arciancie, by & moe nate and ſhozter way: fo2 Flihotv 
the paſſage long ſince, and that J would ttanſfigure wy 
ſeife into the fozme of Amphittion, and you into the ſoꝛme 
of his Eſquire, foz to go vnto Alcumens , and to make 
her vnderſtand that J were Amphitrion. Ganimedes, 
vpon this intention and purpoſe, J am come on the way, 
ro go thither with pon, we mut 'needes win bpon Am. 
phittion this wap a night and day, and therefoze let 
vs go now merplie. Mae thinketh that love ſhall helpe 
me, and when Alcumens ſhall ſer me tranſfozmcd into 
the ſhape of 4mphrtrion,eyou as his Eſquire,ſhe ſhall not 
be ſo wiſe to perceive mine enchauntment. 

Ganimedes hearkened rightdiligently to the wil and pur⸗ 
poſe of lupiter ſpꝛom iſed that he would imploy him in this 
a faite as much as in him was poſſible, t ſo they rode with 
god will and great deffre the readieſt way, and in ring 


and going, lupiter went about his enchauntments, oſped 
him

him ſo, chat he artiued in an turning at the Caſtell of Ar” 
ciancie. When bo was there attiued, he franſfigured hin!” 
ſelfe and'Ganimedes infach wile as hee hadbefoze purps* 
ſed,and then at the ſame houre that Alcumena ſlepte, and 
that each man was a ben, they came ta the Caſtell,and ſo 
kaocked at the gate, that (hey awoke the pozter. The poꝛ⸗ 
tet tame to the windowe, and locked doton: bencath, and 
ſaw Tupirer and Ganime des by the mom light, him thogbt 
andſ@med that it was Awphicrion g his Eſquire, where · 
foꝛe he opened the gate and recepued him, in ſuch wiſe as he 
would haue done his Loꝛd Amphitrion. After het bzought 
him vnto the dozs ol che chambat where alcumena flept,q 
awoke het ſaping; that her L020 was tom. After he tetur · 
ned to kepe the gate, bycommandement of lupiter, 4 Al- 
cumens herchamber vnto lupiter, which entered 
in with grent toy, and at the entrieinto this chamber, I pi. 
ter and Aleumena tante tach other in armes, and kiffed, 
Alcume na thinking that it had bane Amphitrion:t when 
they were ſs berlipt euch in others armes, Alcumena de- 
— 1 — whenet he came: Jupiter anſwered £ 
rame from Thellepolis: and that after the giuing 
dner or the to whe and per wing ot theit enemies; he depar 
ted ſtom the holt, loz the lous of her, atcompanied enly with 
his eſquier,tocome haftily to her:then Alcumena was wel 
content withthe woꝛds of lupiter, and asked him, if hee 
wonld'eafe 65 dzinko: lupiter anſwerrd,that be would nc- 
thing but go to bed willi her. That hall J ſay mc2e, bee 
jay with her and had that he deſired : the Ning lupiter had 
neuer ſo great toy ik himſelſe. And going te bed ward, hee 
bad G anime des that he ſhould got ta the Chamber dooze, 
and abide there without. And ſo Canimrdes departed 
from the Chamber, and lupitot appzoachtd to Alcumena 
with grrat loue, and ſo coplatſed het in lone as much as his 
power might ertend. In this wiſe,q by this faſhion, came 
lupiter vnto the ſeerets and iop ol loue, ſo that to acquaint 
himſelle with this Lady ſeemed expedit̃t ſoꝛ to 2 
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all them that dwoll in the place. And then hee llept w ith 
Alcumena, and aſter he aroſe,q came to Ganimedes which 
kept the watch at the doꝛe, and tolde him, that — 
matter ſccretly hee muſt enchant all them ofthat place, in 
ſuch wiſe that they ſhould not awake vntill the comming 
of Amphicrion, And he willed that he ſhould go fo the gate, 
to wayte if Ampoicrion came, And if it happen he ſaid, that 
det cams by the day light, I ſhall deliuex toyou a poder 
that ye ſhall caſt in the apze againſt tum, and this powder 
bath ſuch vertue,that it ſhall keepe Ampbicrion from aps 
pꝛoching this plece as lung as the day endurettz. And then 
when it is uight and he knocke at the gate, pe ſhall cam 
to me, amd we will open the gate, and bꝛing him to his wits 
and after that — hence. 
The king lupirer with theſe wordes w2ought in his 
ſcience,and made bis charmes and ſozceries, in ſuch wile, 
that all they that were in the place night not awaken with 
out aremedie againſt his enchentment, When her had ſo 
done, hee trailſſo Ganimedes inte the likencs of 4 
Pozter, and appointed him to kepe the gate, Aster he 
returned into the Chamber of Alcumena, and ſhut laſt the 
windowes that no light might come in. And after he went 
fo bed, and lap with t , and aweke her, and there 
ſpent all the reũdus ol the night,and all the day following , 
faking his pleaſure with her,ſo long that heebegate on het 
a right fay2z8 ſonne, conctined vnder theraigne of the bel 
conitellation of heauen. In the end when R. Jupiter had 
beno with her a night and a day, about the hours when the 
Dunne goeth downe into fhe weſt, and that him ſ@med 
that Amphitrion ſhould come; he made by his ſcience Al- 
cumena foz tofleepe. After he roſe vp, and made himſelfe in 
fozme of one efthe ſeruants of the place, e hee had not long 
farried after,but amphicrion :; his Eſquixe came knocking 
at thegate,fo2 it was then night. When Ganimedes heard 
him knocke, hee came to the gate, and openedit, Amphi. 


trion wernde it had berae his Pozterzſo he ſaluted him, and 
deman- 
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demaunded him where his luiſe was: The valiant pozter 
ſaid to him, that ſhe ſlept, and ſo bzought him into her cha- 
ber ; and lJupicer ſo going, charmed him that he had no de⸗ 
ſice to tate noz to dzinke. When he came into the chaun- 
ber, he awake Alcumena that tuas all abaſhed when ſhe 
ſaw Amphicrion,foz ſhe ſuppoſed fo2 truth, that tha had 
ſene him a god while belpze, and thee groped about her 
inthe bed, and thoaght ſheꝛ had dacamed. And when ſhe 
had groped in the bed, and that ſhe ſound no perſon there, 
then ſhe was moze amazed then befoze. Notwithſtanding 
ſher aroſe,qcameta Amphitrion, ſaying to her ſell.that ſhe 
had ſuppoſed to haus ſen hun befo2e : notwithſtanding ſhs 
mads cherrs to her husband, ſaping to him, that ſhe had all 
the night dzeamed of his cõming. Aſter theo talked oł ma · 
ny things. Finally. he went to bed with hit, 4 lay with her 
that ſauis houte, and then Aleumena tonceiues pet a ſon 
af Amphitrion, lupiter and Ganimedes departed then ſrõ 
the Caſtell, and there left ail la ping, that were withinths 
place, that none awoke till it was in the mozning, 4 they 
had wernd that they had dept but one nigdt, vut they liept a 
day e two nights. Und this matter was handled ſo ſecretly 
that neuer perſon could oſpie it. By this meane the lape 
Alcumena conceiued two ſonnes, the ons of lupiter, and 
the other of Amphitrion, 

By ſpace of time the ſruite of her weambe beganne to 
appeare, the tidings wers bozne all about, and ulſoin- 
to Crete, and cau to the cares of ning Jupicer, and of 
Anne Juno, The ing (vpicor this bearing, was 
paſſing topous, and glad in the pzeſcnce of Queen Juno, 
Ye beheld Ganimzedes, and beganne te ware red, and al- 
ter ſhewed a right gupdcoimtenance, aud gaue pꝛaples to 
the goddes, fog the conception of Alcumena, and ſpate 
much gad of her, ſo that the icalouſie at this old Quecns 
renued and reſreſhed , and chere planted in her heart a 
right great ennie, and deadly hatred againſt Alcume- 


With 
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With therenving of this enuie, the Aueene Juno ton/ 


cluded inherminvs that was mevled with hk ped mm 
ans of icalouſie, that ſhe would den aus tauſe to tie Aleus 
inena by enchantment of fozcezie : foz in that etaſt ſhe was 
an experienced miſtrt ſſe. © olbe turſed woman: ſhee helde 
muling in her heart her curled iralous thought, and laid het 
eates tu heate lopirer ſpoakef Ads} Withouk any 
any thing replying againe. 

But finally, when th@ kriew that the time ot chilving 
of Alcumena apt ached, ſhe departed from Crete ſecretly 
al alone,andſaid to lupiter, and did him to/vnderfand, 
ſhe would goe diſgmted on tertaine ſettet 
and went foozth vnto Arciancie, where was atempl6 t&- 
ding tight nigh the caſtle, and was made in remembzance 
of the got delle Diana. This olde Qutene then entre d 1 
this Tomple, nothing foz beuotion that was in her, but 
toꝛ to eſpieif any perſon come from the Caftle; ſo⸗ to ei 
q ire the ſtate of Alcumena. @h& was diſfigured by het 
tratt.Chis craft vſed afterward Simon Magus in the fime 
of Saint Peter, and of the Einpetout Nero, When thee 
had beene therealittle,Galancis that gonerned/Alcument 
was there long in oꝛiſons, and pzayers befozethorep2eſr+ 
tattonof the goddeſſe. At the end, when ſho had done, ſhes 
aroſe fcom her contemplation, andthought to haue retar- 
ned. But this olve Qurene came againſt het, i ſalnted — 
ſoꝛ to come to het putpoſe,ths 
J am all abafhed, wherefoze arſiſtptredGalaricis, fo; 1 
muth ſaid che as J am not in tettaine where J am. Lous 


ſaidGalanris, pee bee at the Caſtle of Arciancie, foz this 


Temple is ofthe appurtenances of the-Caftle, and ffan- 
vethbetwweene Thebes and Athens Dame (ſayde the old 
Iuno) à trow that this is the place; that Ampbitilon an 
dame Alcumens diwill in: Pee ſay ttuth, ſaids Galantis 7 
and heufate thy (ſapde lune) Right'well (ayde Ga-

Galantis with this woꝛd went to Alcumens, which bega 
to trauaile and fiele the paine of childing, and the falſe olvo 
quzn abode in the temple, in intention to canſeto die and 
lay Alcumena,in fuch tviſe as ſhe had purpoſed. Then, in 
ſterde of ſaying of oꝛiſons, ſhe began to make certaine fiend 
ly and diuꝛliſh wozkes. Chis done ſher laide hor legges to 
croſſe one oqer the other, and ſatein that wiſe, and then the 
ſame momet and time that ſhe had ſo doone, Alcumena by 
the ſtrength ol fozceriebegd in the fame wile, her legges to 
troſſe one ouerthe other, and ſate in the ſame manet as the 
olde uno did. In ſuch wie, as there was no man no wo- 
man that might make her do otherwiſe. The pooꝛe Alcu- 
mena felt then the moſt grevous and ſharpe p aines of the 
wozld, fo her ſtuit would come out, and it might not in no 
wiſe, foz as much as her legges and thighs were lo crofſs 
one onerthe other: ſhecried and complained pittiouſiy, and 
was in right greenous martirvome. Che mdwines could 
fndeno temetie:ſhe was thyee dayes holden in this point. 
atway her legges ttoſſer ont oner another. During theſe 
thee dayes, Oalantis and the ladies and women, one after 
mother came to the temple of Diana,foz to pzay foz the de- 
liueranceof Alcumena, and alwaꝝ they ford the old queen 


let with her d one ouer another. But they 
found her 8 one ſemblance and likeneſſr. Foz at 
each time che med her into diuers liken tiles and 


iigures ol beaſts oʒ of women, to the ende that they ſheuld 
not her, noꝛ her craſt. Netertheleſſe, ſhetoulo not 
fo une her felfe,but that Galantis that oft tame into 
the temple, toke heede of her, which ſound alway there a 
veaft 02a woman, ſet in the maner j Alcumena ſat in her 
chamber. l cumena had bene then thꝛte dayes in paine. At 
the fourth day, then Galaritis wared melantholis + angry 


at that the ſaw in the temple; fo the affembled the women, 
and 
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and ſaid to them.Cerfainly faire dames, it muſt ni dea ba 
that the peine (hat my lady Alcumena ſuffereth, commeth 
of ſome ſozcerie t witchcraft, foz all the pains that ſhe hath 
commeth of that, that ſhe may not depart her legs and bn- 
fold them. This is mine imagination, and J am ofaduice to 
puruey ſone ſoʒ it: Foz J haue ſa ne in the Temple, at all 
times that J haue beene there, moze then thaæ daies a wo⸗ 
manioz a beaſt, with legges crofſed 02 ſolden, as my Ladie 
hath hers: meſ@meth fo2 truth, that it is ſome euillcrea- 
ture, which willeth euill will ts my Ladie, and that by her 
ſo;ceryes, conſtraineth her to (et as ſhe doth. Ilit beſo, J 
will deceiue her ? Foz one of pou and J will go info the 
Cie mple, ſayning right ioy ous and glad chere, and will 
thanke the goddeſſe Diana,ſaping all on high, that my Lady 
is delivered of a faire ſon. And then whe that creature that 
alway is there, andchangeth hex into diuerſe loꝛmes, haue 
heard out pꝛayſixg, if it be ſo ſhe will any ill to my la⸗ 
dy A doubt not but Ge ſhall —＋4 an ho. - 
kroubled theethall depart, t to haue fay 
onchauntmet. And then Ki be truth that 3 e las 
die map haue ſome inanet of deliuerauce from 
Thi women during theſe wozds, remenbzed HARE 

they had ſ@ne in the Temple, the woman and beaſts that 
G»lantis ſpake of, and were of opinion, p Galantis — 
do like as ſhe had ſuppoſed. pi ng Galantis and ont of the 
women departed figun Þ cha went to the temple, 
and entringtherein, thep ſaw on 2 one n the 
falle old quenn ſate, as ſhe was wont to do, g had tranſfoz- 
med herſclfe into the guiſe and foꝛme sta Cew. Ther 
paſſed foꝛth by conſidentlip, without making a. p thew of 
ſoꝛrow, a other thing,ſaue onely of top: 4 when : eh 0118 
tome btloze the alter, they kneeled do wne andiopn:  thel: 


\, hands together , and ſapde Diana: ſeucraigne god ell, 


thy name bee pꝛaiſed in heauen and in earth, ſoꝛ thou hal 
giuen this houre to my x adie Alcumena,,. apdhelped het 
to bzing ſoꝛth into this wozlde, the mot faireſt * 
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the wozld. With theſe wo2ds they roſe vp and returned 
agairie : and as they went, they ſaw the cow ſuddenly de- 
part out o the Temple, and ran vpon the fields, and in the 
ſame time and inſtance, Alcumena aroſe, ę was deliuercd 
of two fayze ſonnes, befoze Galantis and her fellow were 
come into the chamber. | 
When Galantis was come bnto! Alcumena,and founds 
there two fap2e ſormes which ſhee had bzaught ſoꝛth, ſhe 
was full of iop, foz that ſhe had beguiled and deceiued the 
falſe olde 1uno.She tolde then vnto the Lavies,and to Al- 
cumenaghow ſhe had ſeene the Cowe, and how ſhe was de⸗ 
parted from the Temple, and aſſured them that it was 
ſome euill perſon,and that ſhe had held Alcumena in this 
danger by fozcerie. The Ladies ſent after to ſeke the cow, 
bat they heard neuer afcer tidings of her: 4 greatly alway 
they ioyed in the natinitie of theſe two ſonnrs. Df theſe 
twaine;the one ol them was great and right ſayze, and of 
erceding excellence, and the other was little and febls. The 
great childe was the firſt that was boꝛne, and was named 
Hercules, and the othorhadtoname Ypeclcus, Hercules 
asfome ſay, was theſonne of lupiter, and well reſembled x 
waslikevnto him, and Ypecleus was the ſon of Amphi- 
trion. The tidinges of this natiuity anon ranne all about, 
and all they that heard ſpeakethereof,madeiop, and were 
glad thereoi,ſaue onely Juno: fo ſhe had neuer ioꝝ in her 
heart after the had heard in the Temple, that Alcumena 
was deliuered, and had bꝛought fozth a ſon. Shoe departed 
fcom the temple, as is ſaid in the ſom of a Cow, deſpiſing 
in her heart the goddefſe Diana, and was ſo troubled that 
ſhe had neither wit noz vnderſtanding, thus foto wing, 
when ſhe was a little withdzawne from the temple, ſhe 
toke againe her owne fozme of a woman: went vpon the 
mountaine of Olimpus,there ſhe wared penſine,and began 
to think what ſh& might do, aſter ſhe ſmote her ſelfs on the 
b;eſt with her fiſt x ſaid: what auaileth me to be bon ofths 
toial blond of Saturne, What auailech mee my — 
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in an euill houre:nꝑ craſt and ſozcerig augyleth not again 
tes J will pꝛous my ſelfe againſt her ſonne, to the end, that 
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of the woꝛld of golde: what auaileth mer the Diadem of 
Crete what auayleth mee the ſtiences of the odd, that 
I haus learned by great ſtudy and labour, when tho ge ds be 
againſt and contraty to me in all thinges, The King my 
husband careth not foz me, no2 ſetteth nought by me, no 
moꝛe in my olde daycs, then he did in mp pouth. O what 
de ſtinie, foztune wilt thou-neuer turne thy Uthoele? ſhall 
J alway fuffer ſtill tribulations and this paine, Certos,ſc- 
ing thou fauouceſt me not, and that Jbebold that of all u 
deüres, there is not one that nay attain to effect,al ſhame 
and vexation redgubleth in me, Jam lo put inveſpayze, 
that wp naſſoztunemuſt needs bes cauſe of ſhoztning and 
leſqning the naturalcourſe of my paycs: With theſe wozds 
the beheld the earth, and not the heauen,e pauſed aclvhile , 

and after that ſayde:Andam A nat welliafoztunate,cbozn 


mine enemꝑ Alcumens,J haue fayled againſt her, but ce 


bis mother may bee my fellow, and hold me company to 
make ſozrow- F92 F will dea her ſonne, and by this meant, 
foʒ that (hs is a woman and a moiper, à hal gue her caui 
of anger, griefe, and dilple aſance. 

O unſed olde Vyrago conſpiring then ag aint the peoze 
innocent : then ſhe unagined that ſhe would take two ſer- 
pents charmed and coniured, to weozke the death of the (op 
ofherenemy,and that ſhe would ſome night put them in 
to his chamber, to the end that they ſhouldſtrangle him. 
With this concluſion, ſhe departed from the mountains, 
and returned into Crete. There being, ſhe ſo laboured by 
her ſciencs, that ſh@ did affemble on a day ſecretly, all th 
ſetpents oftheCountrey. She was alone, and well vv 
derſtogd,and knew this marchanpile. When ſhe had all 
bled them al, he choſe two of the moſt lellonious, and mol 
enuengmed,and put them in het lap, and hare them home, 
and after wayted a day when Ning lupiter had gone into s 
latte voyage: and then fapning that ſha woulde * on

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ſome pilgrimage, ſh« departed alone from Crete, and did 
ſo mach, that in deſyoiſed ſhape ſhe came into the Caſtle of 
Arciancie, The king Eg eus Athens, the king Euriſte · 
us of Artique wers at þ tuns come into the caſtit to make 
god chere: and it was in theenening when luno entted. 
When ſhe was within, che made hyrſelfe inuiſtble by her 
craft,and ſought al abont to find the chamber, wherin was 
the ſon of Alcvmena. he ſought ſo long till the came to the 
dooze of the chamber , where there was a window open. 
whe went to the window, and loked in: and in the behol- 
ding, the ſaw two nacſes, and twofonnes, whecool the 
was all abaſhed, and began to inuſe much. Thus as ſhes 
was penſife,Alcumena cams fog to ſe her ſons, and feaſted 
them in ſuch faſhion , that the olde lono perceiucy and 
knew, that beth of them were her ſons, wherrofſhee had 
great iop. Fo2 ſhe concluvey in her falſe and evill minde, 
that the would &cangle both two by the @erpents. 
Alcumena departed from the chamber, by the ſpace of 
time, and Juno let the night ware darke. The neues 
lude the child en in their cravies to «pe, and they lept.

Mhen tbey were within, they lefted vp their heads, 
and ſmelling the two childzen, made bnto them, gi⸗ 
uing the fic# aCault vnto Ypeclcus, in ſuch wiſe that 
they tcangled him, and there mardered him. After 
the death of Ypeclcus , theſe two ſetpents tame to the 
cradle of Hercules,that was awake the ſame time. Wihen 
the Derpents were come ts the cradle, they went the one 
onthe one fide, and che scher on the other ſide, and men 
ted on tho Crad le, hut this was to their enif{ eaſs: Foz as 
ſane , as they cams vppe, Hercules perceiutd them, and

paſſing great maruell of the power and trength of Her - 
Foles, that was ſo poung a childe,and that hee ſoughte a- 
gainſt the ſerpents, and by exceſlius ſtrength and might 
had ſtrangled them. 

The night paſſed in the faſhion and manner that J 
hauerehearſed. On the moztow betime, Amphitrion wold 
ſhew and maniſeſt this maruelloug and glo2ious vide ie, 
wherofoze he did cauſe to fake Hercules, and made him to 

oꝛns to Athens, into the templs of the god Mars, with 

wo — he in pecſon went accompanied with 
—— Euriſteus. The falis old witch luno followed a farre 
alter in a diCembled fozine and ſhape. When Amphbicrion 
was come into the Temple, hs ſent foz . Egeus, and als 
ſembled the people, and alter twk Hercules, pꝛeſenting hint 
vnto the god Mars, thanking him ofthe vid ozie that hee — 
ſent to Hercules againſt the Serpents. After this he lif- 
ted him vp, and ſhewed Hercules vnto the people, recoun- 
ling and telling to them his maraellous anuenture. And 
thus ercules was ſhewed and put into the canm 
view and ſight ol the people, 4 that enerie man gaze him 
laud and pzayſe : the falſe olde Inno being in ths pꝛeaſe, 
with other,after that ſhe t; ad i the noble child, 
that in all his members he was like to King 
Iupiter, fo2 to put Amphicrion in ol his wife, £ 
fo; to make him to haue Hercules in ſuſpition, ſhe ſaxve 
vnto them that were about her: Certes Amphicrion is a 
very foole, it ha weneth and thinketh that Hercules is 
his Donne: behold the members of the Bing Tupirery 
and the members of this Childe, pe ſhall finde no diffe- 
tente. This Childe and Jupiter, bs both/ofone ſcm 
blance, and haue like favonrs and ſhape. And enerie 
man ſapeth, that this Childe is the Sonne of Iupiter , 
and none other. Then this olde Juno had ſown theſe 
N 3 cur⸗ 
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curſes od, he withozew her apart ovt ofthe pꝛeaſe, and 
tooke another ſhape, to the end ſhe ſhnold not be knowne: 
And then theſe w92ds were ſowneab2oav,and told fozth of 
them that heard them in ſuch wiſe, that a great mutmuting 
grew and aroſe touching Ampbicrion, And it was repoztch 
to him, that men ſaid ſo by avuertiſement of the old luno, 
When Amphicrion heard theſe new tidings,hes began to 
beholo the child,and in tho beholvinghine, thought verilis 
that this thilde had wholy the very ſemblanco and likeneſſe 
ol ding lupiter. And then began to enter info his heart xa 
right great griefe and ſo cow, and thus after he entttd into 


{ealouſiepet he kept lente, and made as good countenice 


as he might, could to eſchue the flannder. And anon, ab 
tet that the people were withvzawne, he called the N. Eu⸗ 
riſteus and pꝛaꝶ ed hum, that bee would bing bp Hercules, 
ſaying, that neuer aſtet he woulda him, t that hee beltrurd 
verily that he was the ſonn of luyiter. Eu iſteus cum ⸗ 
ted Amphitrion the beſt wiſe he could, meaning to Hane 
put this icalouſle out ol his minde but he could uot. What 
chall J make long rehearſall/ Euriſtzus entetpꝛiſed to Rep 
and nouriſh Hercules, and ave him to bee boane info his 
houſe, Amphittion retutned buto Arcianey, where hee 
found Alcumena ſoze diſcomfozted ſaʒ theſe tidings which 
ſhe had teceiurd: andfoz to excuſe her (olfe to Amphitrion, 
and the faiſe olvs Queens luno, the went vnto Crete. Of 
which matter J will tay now,and will come to ſprake of 
the ficlt aduentares of Het cules, 
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CH AP, XXXIX. 


How Hercules began the Olimpiades, and how he waxs 
ed amorous of Megara, the daughter of the King of 
Thebes,and how he ſhewed vis ſitength in all manner 
of games and exerciſes, 


Heſe fidings ofthis adventure of Hercu- 
les were anen ſp;rad thzcugh alltke pꝛo⸗ 
uintes of Greece, Hom fard that he wes a 

dada, andtheſon of lupitet:at d (0 te- 

1 counted Plautus in his firſt comedy, and 
other held that hee was the dery ſonne of 

Amphitrion, as tecounteth Boccace in his booke of the 

genalogie of gcds:but whoſe ſon ſarnerhe was, Euriſters 

had him in keeping, and nouriſhed him hardly, and net 
tenderly, without the City of Attique: foʒ the Kings and 
the Citizens, and dwellers in fownes, in this time, made 
their childzen to bee nouriſhed out of god townes, and 
made them fez to e vpon the bare earth, and naked,fo;to - 
be moꝛs ſtrong, without entering into Cities, vntill the 
time they had power and ffrength to exertiſe Armes. Ly- 
curgus had 02dzined this law and many other that foflow, 

Firſt, hee o2vapned that the people ſhould cbeye their 

Pzince, and that the Pzines ſhould be firme in iuſtice, 

and lius ſoberly, aud that Marchants ſhoulde doe they2 

marchandize, giving one ware fo2 another, without 
any money, and that each man ſhoulo aduenge himſelfe 
openly, and that a young man ſhould haut in a yar but one 
gowne,and that one man ſhould not bee moe gallant, noz 
quaint then another, and that no man ſheuld renue the me- 
mozp of wꝛong paficd:and that men of arms ſhould haueno 
wiues,to the end that they might ba moze cager and fiercs 
N3 in 
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in the warre: and to content the fragilitis of men, h oꝛ⸗ 
dained, that night the hoſtes ſhould ber certaine women 
common, in plates called Forni ces, whereofcommeth fo» 
nication, Theſe were the lawes that the Greeks vſed in y 
time of the beginning, and comming vp of Hercules, And 
fo; to come againe to my purpoſe ; Hercules was nouri- 
ſhed in an houſe, that ſtood in theplaine fteldes, and was 
oftentimes put out into the raine and wind,e lay the moſt 
part of that time vpon the earth, without any other bed: 
he lap oftnet ſo then vpon hay oz dzyed ſtraw. Wlith this 
nouriſhment he wared and grew in all beantte, ſtrength, 
and pzudence; hes was humble, courteous and gentle, 
All geod manners beganne to grow and ſhine thin: het 
was ſober in eating, and in deinking: he flept the 
ficlos : he ſhotte and dzew the bow dayly. When the R. 
Egcus of Athens had heard (peak of him, Hee made tobe 
nouriſhed with him his ſonne, that was named Theſeus 
Hercules and I heſeus ware bath of one age, and» loue 
right well together. Theſeus was ſtrong and mightie, 
aud a fapzechild, and hee had wi! tnough. Bot Herculcy 
paſled him, and ſhone ag farre abaua dim as the Sunn 
ſhigetht aboue the ſtatres . When he was ſeuen perres ald, 
he crexcl;ed u aſtling, ard ouerthzewandcaffthe greateſt 
aud{tronget that came ta him. Not one and one at once, 
but five 63 iro, 03ag many as bes nuaht ſet his hands on, 
and did ſo great feats of ſttengteh, that aut ol Thebes, 4 
chens 4 At tiequepaꝑlꝑ came men, women and childzen, 
to ſæ him. The moze q elder he grew the moꝛe ento;ced ha 
his ſtrength. Nahen ho was ten yeres old, there might no 
man tgido2 abide in his hanv. At thictan peaxes of age e 
began io handle and vſo arms, and ot his mepet mation he 
thought he would go vp to the mount Olimpus, ann there 
he would abide and anſwere all maner inen thither com 
nung by the (pace of a 5.dapes, and receive them in arms, 
2,inwzaftling,0oz at any other pzwfe oz afſay of ftrength ! 
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and fo2 to tome to the effect of this enterpꝛiſa, he awayted 
a day when Euriſteus came fo; tu ſi him, and ſaid to him. 
Dit, ye haue nouriſhed me vntothis time, like as I were 
pour owne ſonne, iffaztune wete tome as contrary as na⸗ 
ture, acknowledge that J chould be the moſt infoztunats 
childe (hat euer was hoꝛne. Some ſap that I am ſonne to 
lupiter. g other ſay of Amphitrion, howbeit J haue no fa- 
ther but you onely, that haue nouxiſhed me with your ſub- 
ſtaunce. Wherefoze Jyalde vnto you as to iy father, 
and aduertiſeyou, how that J am purpoſed foz to bes on 
the mount of Olympus, in as ſhozttimeas I well may, 
and there J will abide all them that thither ſhall come, fi 
tene dayes fully togither: and foz to deale with them at 
theſpeare, at ſwoꝛd, at wꝛaſtling, and at running: alway 
fo;eſaene, that it bee by your licence and leaue, and that it 
pleaſeyou of your courteſie to gius to him that ſhall do beſt 
fone pꝛiſe, to the ende fo2 to encourage the hearts of noble 
men vnto valiancie, that they might attaine to rene lome. 
Eutiſteus anſwered and ſaid; Hercules, faite ſonne ve can 
require me of nothing that is honeſt and wozlhipfall, 
but Jwill be thereto: agreeable.' Yt be young , and pet 
ke he ſtrong and puiCaunt , and J wote well there is no 
man that may endure againſt you, Since it is ſo, that pe 
haue the wil ſo to do, J am right wel content, that ye mahe 
the pzoofe,, and ſhew the trength of pour ysuth : and ſoʒ: 
to effect and vzing this enterpziſe vnto your credite, J 
will aray yon as richly as if ye were ny p2opcr ſonne. 
Sy father (aunſwertd Hercules) IJ thanke pou of this 
grate and kindneſſe, and ſince it is ſo pout pleaſure, it bes 
hoouethpon to chooſe a man ol great vnderſtãding and aus 
thozitie 4 that ſhall go vato all the Nealmes of theſe 
Coaſts, - fo2 to ſhew vato the Kings, M unces, and Gen⸗ 
fiemen, the purpoſe and enterpꝛiſe that I haue takeu in 
hand. Faire ſonne(ſaid Euriftevs)peſaptcath,ye ſhatmake 
hour letters contapning your intention, and ſend them to 
me, and the when I haue receined them, I will vie ſo good 
N 4 dilizencty 
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diligenee, that ve ol reaſon ſhall be content. 

After theſs ſpteches and many other, the king Euriſtev: 
went home. and Hercules tokemke and parchment, ę (et 
him to lite in letters $ fozms ofapzoclamatib, which he 
made, 5̊ contained in this wiſe. Grating be to alt kings, 
Pzinces, knights, Gentlemen , Ladies and Gentlcws- 
men, from the eſquire vunno w ne, andwellfoztimed. We 
let pon haue kitowledge , that the firſt day of the moneth 
of ay next following, the eſquice vnknowne, will be on 
the mount Olimpus , foz to hewhimſelſe in habiltments 
conuentent vato armes, at the pleature of the gods and fo).

At the anenth, he will caſt a tone again all 
men, t he that doth beff thereat, thail dane a right good db 
amond. At the eight dap, t other following to the fifteenth, 
he will exerciſe armes: and if any will pꝛoous himſeiſt one 
alone againſt him, he ſhall be reteiued ( fozeſene p during 
the firſt fire daies he Hallcome t pzeſent himſelfe vnto tho 
tudges( he that ſo doth beit, all haue a rich fwozy. And il 
it happen that they that ſhal come to this ſeaſt wil tourney 
kogither in mauer of a battatle, in iouſting with launces 03 
ſpt ares, i ſighting with (wozvs c2 baryers the iudges (hall 
o2daine captains, ſuch as ſhal ſeme conuenient, t who that 
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All theſe things\befo2o waitten,the ſaiv Eſquire bnknown® 
pꝛomiſeth to accompliſh , and pzayeth vnto all Nobls men» 
Ladyes,+ Genflewomen,that they will vourhſafe to come 
and ſee this meeting of Robles, whichthall be perfozmed by 
the pleaſure of the immoꝛtall Gods, oho will gtue dnto the 
accepto2s of this wo2thy Chatenge,multipliance of honour 
andencreafing of god Foztanegxc. 

When Hercules had wzitten this J3:oclamation,and 
engroffed it, hes ſent if to Euriſteus, who read it, and him 
ſeemer that the Jnuention of the Authour and maker was 
god, and right wa;thy to ber kept in memozie, and cal- 
led one of his A nights, and gaue him the charge and Off ce 
to goe publiſih this Pyoclamation. in the Courts of all the 
Kings of Greece. 

The Kntght entetpꝛiſed with right god heart fo doe the 
ſaid offtco: (aud this was the firſt Dfficer of Armes that e- 
ner was.) Ye went to Athens, Thebes, Argos, Lacede- 
monia, Archadia, Perelye, Magneſie, Crete, Epheſe, Pe- 
pos, Trypolic,and Theflalie, and all about he publiſhed the 
P2oclamation : without declaring who it was that ſhould 
keeps the Exerciſe. hep that heard ſpeake of the Squpze 
bnknowne,andvnderſtod his high E nterpꝛiſe, iudged him, 
that this came of a Noblecourags, and that hee might not 
favie to get Honour and Fame. The Knight, fo to finiſh 
this voy age, had foure moneths trarme fo2 to accompliſh it. 

During this time Hercules diſpoſed him fo2 to furniſh 
his pzonifion foz the Exerciſes, and fs did the ings and 
Noble men, ſoʒ to come thither. What ſhall J make long 
pzeceſſe? Mhen the euenbefo2s the firſt day of the Exet⸗ 
ciſe was come, the King Eur iſteus bzought Hercules vpon 
the Bount Olympus, andfrom all partes ca.ne thither ſo 
many 'Noble inen, Ladyes, and Gentle- women, that the 
number might not be eſteemed : the Mount was full on all 
ſides. All this Night there was great ava, and noyſe of 
one and other, foz to make they; Tentes and Lodges , of 
Voughes and leaues, and to pitch they Pauylions. And 
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it cught not fo be fozgotten, whe the tuen was come hold 
the Knight that had publiſhed the challenge, aſlembled in a 
temmen tent all ihc Bnights hat were come thither, any 
required them in the name and on the behalle ofthe eſquire 
vnknowne, that they would choaſe among them, ſuch as 
ſhonld be iudges, and gius the p2ize. when the kings that 
were there, heard and vnderſtoode the requeſt of the noble 
Eſquire they thanked him, and they chole th2e kings to be 
their indges, that is to wit, the king of Thebes called Cre · 
on the king of Argos named Gorgophon, and the King of 
Myrmidon, named Eſon, which was Fatherof laſon,they 
were wiſe and diſcreet, they enterpaiſed the office with a 
god will. And that night they paſſed ouer with great top, 
fo; they aſſembled in a tent, which was made foz to dance 
ur,t the kings with the knights yong and olde went toge- 
ther: and thus began the feaſt, which endured till midnight 

in danſes and ſongs. ” 
The Ring Iupiter and Amphitrion were not at this aſs 
ſemvly by the counſell of king Euriſteus, that let hun haue 
knowledge ſerretly, that Hercules was he that ſhould hold 
and ke&pe this ſpozt oz exertile, ſoʒ to eſchue all wozds and 
languages that might grow 02 riſe vp,becauſe of the Nati- 
uitie of Hercules: ſeʒ Amphitrion on the one ſide belaues 
not that he was his ſonne, and Jupiter onthe other ũde⸗ 
layde that he appertayntd nat to him. He ſent them Wozd 
thereſoze, that they could dae no better, then not foz to com 
te this ſolemnitie, which was a moſt ſpecial thing, and the 
moſt ſtrange that euer was ſpoken of befoze that time: the 
firſt day of Map, at the houre what time the ſunne caſt 
his heate vpon the earth, Hercules did cauſe to ſound a 
trumpet,foz to make the Ladies to go vp into the ſcaffolys 
and places appointed: and anon after they being mounted 
and ſet, Hercules lept out of the tent apparelled to w2aftle 
and camt into the midſt ofthe place oz fielde, making reue- 
rence vnto the iudges, kings, and to the ladies:he was then 
14. cars old full accon;vliſhed:anon as hee had done the re⸗ 
urerence 
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rence the Knight that was officer of arms, made acris and 
ſaid: High x excellent iudges, we let pou haue knowledge. 
with all kings, knights, and gentlemen of armes, Ladies, 
and gentlewomen, that here is the quite vnknolon reas 
dy pꝛeſent in his perſon, vpon the mount Olimpus, and 
offercth himſelfe to fulfill the contents of his challenge, by 
ozder, and after the manner that the particulars thercof 
make mention. TWherefozeifthere bee any man that will 
pꝛoue and afſay him at wzaſtling,let him come, and he ſhat 
bercc2tued. 

Theſeus of Athens, at the end of this pꝛoclamation, and 
at the commandement of1kz,Egcus his father, entred then 
into the field:hee was a paſſing ſavze child anda gentle, at 
his comming he ſaluted Hercules, ſayd to hun, aſter of 
all bodily execciſes, J am coms hither, not of pꝛeſumption, 
bat ſo to learne thoſe things that J have neve of, and 
therefoz& Jrecommend mee vato pour grace. Þy B29- 
ther Theſeus, anſwered Hercules, J may moe learne of 
pou, then vou of me : wherefo2e let vs endeuoutr to winne 
the p3ize, it muſt be begunne by ſome body. Theſe woꝛdes 
accomplithed, the two noble Eſquites appꝛoached, and 
ſeizedelch other. Thoſcus imployed his puiſſante, 1 Her- 
cules ſuffered him to doe as much ha would 02 could, with 
out ſhewing and putting out his fozce and might againe 
to him. Andſo they ſhokoand lugged each other, but in 
the end Her culis caſt᷑ Ihe ſeus, the moſt ſoftly and ſauou⸗ 
rabip that he veuld . VA hereat the laughter was greꝛ te a» 
mong the Ladyes and Gentlewomen, Theſeus then de- 

parted from the place, and went among the Ladyes and 
Gentle women praying them that they would fake in god 
part that h had dom thea tame unto the place many pong 
ſquires, ot whom I know not the names they indeuoꝛed 
and trauelled al! that they might fozto get hon o and woz- 
ſhip, but their labo2 pꝛofited little vnto them, in cegarde of 
getting the pzizo:fo2 Hercules taſt and fopled all them that 


came, and the wa ting dured foure honres continually :

At the laſt, af the requeſt ofthe Ladies, the Judges made 


the w2aft ling to ceaſe fo2 that day, becauſe that they ſaw + 


thaf1erculcs was pong, and that he had don a great wozk 


ac. 

When Hercules had vnderſtoode that the Judges hay 
made ceaſe the wzaſthng,he was right (02rewhull, foz in 
bis wꝛaſtluug bee had a ſingul re. The Judges 
the with Euſteus cams to him, made him do on hiscloaths 
and aray him. After they hꝛought him into the common hal, 
whereas thek adies Werte dancing, and ſinging iopouſly ; 
and it it was ſayde to him, that he muſt dance and ſing like 
as other did. Hercules excuſtꝭ him much, but his excuſe 
might not auaple. Me was ſet on to daunce in hand with 
Megera aright ſapze Gentlewoman,of ycung age, but ſhe 
was right weil furniſhed with wit and vndet ſtanding: and 
ſhe was daughter of King Creon, 

When Hercules (aw him in the hand of one ſo noble a 
Sentlewoman, ha was ſoze abaſhed and aſhamed, 
The Gennlewoman on the other ſids was allo ſhamefaſt, 
fo2 as ſoone as ſh had («ne Hercules wꝛaſtle, hee had ſet 
all herloue on him. And they wilt none of them both 
what to ſap : howbeit, in ſtead of wo2ds they vſcd pzinie 
and conert countenances. Hercules fooke a ſingular pleas 
ſure to behold and ſes the gentlewcman,and the moze nat 
the Gentlewaman was to Hercules, the mo2e the (et her 
heart on him. What ſhall I ſax? loue in this night enfozced 
and conſtrained them to loue each ether, without ſpeaking 
and their beauty was cauſe theieof: men ſhevld not haus 
found in all Greece was ſo fayzechildzen,no of hattet qua« 
lities. They were incugh behvlden and looked on, and in 
eſpecially Hercules fozhis pzoweſſe; and euety man mars 
uclicdofhim,and of his behauiout. 

By ſpace of time, then Hercules was bzought from the 
feat into his tent. is tent no2 the tent of the kings, and of 
the ladies were not made but df bzanches, with leaues and 
herbs,giuing god odour t ſaugur. It was not knowne how 
to 
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to make tents ol cloth, no: d! nue then, Hercules parted 
this night, moe intending to thinks on the beauty ot Me- 
gan, then fdz to ſlepe. Che day following at houre cones 
nienk ſhe came to the „thert were mary peng mou, 
ſtrong and actius, the of all Greece, hut Hercules 
with one arme thꝛew aud caſt them, and that dap and the 
dar ſelowing de caſt and flang ts the carth, moze thithze 
hundzed, aud ihert could not fb many tome to him tut ba 
caſt thein do one, and put them fo forle, Without anp ch 
ling him ir w ne grieuing, and at time he gat a tight greats 
glo;y and hene there, Megara oſtentim 8 him, 
and in kur wiſe did the K adies and Gentiewomen, and 
many there were that ſet them lous on him. And thus hen 
paſſed the exerciſe of wzeffling to his wozlhip ail 3. vayes 
At the forth day hee aſſembled all them fhat were come 
thither fo fo run, and hee made them that were moſt ſa b ie 
fo ride vpon the beit tomſets that were in-Greece, g aſter 
he ſhewcd them the furlog 02 fade, mad them take their 
way and tun, and he run afker the hozſe and men, but he 
paſſed all th that ran, and without taking once his bzeath, 
he tan thefurlong, and cams theretd-befoze allthe riders, 
and runners : wherefozcho was greatly pzaiſed, and had 
igreat lan foins ſay,that he tan as ſwiſtly as a Matt. 
Ofthis courſe that Hercules made, all the wozild wond:ed 
—— a maruellous thing, — wzote it in bwks,a- 
mong things wozthy to tin memozy. 

At the ie dew bays following, Heteulcs tons bis 
bow and his atrows,znd went unte the place that was 
02dained fo2 to te in with the bow, andthe Ladies any 
thegentlewomen were there, Hercules and many other 
hot at a moſt traif,and nearethe mathe, but ſhot by ſhot 
he excooded all the nigheſt:fozheſhotalwates in aliftilering 


ofgold:and as fo; hating at along me, hes paHSa h&e— 


furthel in the field twenty fourefrides: his dow was 
ſogreat that it was the load and bacthen of a man. No: 


man could bend it hut humſell. Jt was a pleaſure to ſa =

Then they that. mere come to this foal abigh 
voice, the Eſquire vnknowne is neither the ſongs of Am- 
phitrion, nog the ſonne of Iupiter, but he is the ſonne of 
the god ol nature, which haf h garniſhed him with double 
fozce , and redoubled it an hund zed ſold; in higantauce 
he vanquiſhed the ſerpentes, and in his youth he ſurmoun 
teth in wit ſozcs and valiance all the wozld.35lefed be the 
wombs that conceined him and bare him, foz to glozify 
Greece; Foz textes the time ſhall come oncs that he ſhalbe 
the glozy of the Gteekes, and their trpumph,and wel Gall 
heipethemifthey haue nende. 

Such were the wo2des ol the Kings, ofthe Ladyes, and 
ol the Damoſels, of the nobles and ol the valiant,each man 
p2apſed him in his guile, The fapze Megara gladly, 
thecommendation t ax ung that men gaue him, but pit 
the ſaw him mozegiadly dohis feates and yaliances, and 
it is no maruaile though ſhe ſaw him gladlx, end gaue her 
tobehold him: foz in Hercules — not in other;

After that each man 

he went into the common — — 
man was with his lady , and there he began to put him⸗ 
ſelte fozth a lutle, and bis ſpach with one and othey well 
became him ſaa hee had a night high and a cleave vnder⸗ 
ſtanding, My-gorz Hercules in this euening oftentunes 
beheld each other ſteret ly, their couutenaunces were fixed 
as Ay x menen of loꝛc we mee N 
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In this chaunging ofcolour, there was not a vaine in 
them but was mooned. And by this moouing grow ame - 
tous dofires in abourdannee, with depo fighes, which 
were nouriſhed in the abiſmes and bottomes of their 
hearts. 
Among all other things, ſoz to ſpede the matter, the 
kings and ancient Knights aſſembled thenrin'connſell,fo; 
as much asvheyhad many yong Rights that were tome, 
and had abidden from the beginning of the 'Feaſf,fo; to do 
feats of armes againſt Hercules, The puiſſancee ſtrength 
of Hercules was wellconfidered of in this Councell, and 
fozaſmuch as if was very likely, that n man might ſtard 
againff him, it was eꝛdained that he ſhould do no deds of 
armes hand to hand, and that the dapes that were pet to 
coine of the reſidue of the ſtaſt fr6 two day es to two dates, 
they ſhould turney in maner of baltell, whereof ſhould bo 
Captaines two Kings that were there, that is to witte, 
T:ndarus that was father of Menelaus, husband of fayze 
Helene, and Ixion that was king of Theſſaly, Theſe two 
kings tooke on them with a good will this charge, and it 
was 02dayned, thar' Hercules ſhould let them Turnep 
vntill the time that the one party were at wozſe, and that 
then he might helpe that pactie ſo ſuffering the wozſe, 
bito the time that hee had bzought them to match they; 
betters, This ozdinance was ſhewed in the tent by the 
officer of armes. What ſhall J make long count: they that 
were afo20 named foz to fight, andfodovedes of armes, 
man foz man ag ainſt Hercules, were right iopous of þ new 
ozdinance. The feaſt then ceaſed, and one another with- 
d;ew them vnto their tents:on the mozning they came to 
the fields fo2 to begin the firſt turney, and there were ftue 
hundzed Eſquiers, and th2& hundzed Knights, al ermedss 
fo; to go into battell,ſauing that their ſweꝛdes wersreba- 
tues and not charpe, and that their ſpeares had rochets of 
tr&,0z of wood, The king Tandarus and the King Ixion 
was richly arrayed, and well Jozſeo, and armes well 
with 


(the other, there were wany (peares bzoken, and ſhicids vn 
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with boCed curots,andranne in the moſt hardeC place of 
this allen. blx:thece was no maʒe but an hunt nights 
on ho2cback,fe2 ho: ſes af that tima were but little hus da 
n02 bſed: all theꝝ on hoꝛſeback and they an fat were parted 
into twe Companies. The ont ofthe Companies was de / 
lured to Taade tus, and the pther to /xivn. And When 
Tandarus and Ixion he all that they enght to hans, they 
that hed hozic6,at the ſonnd of the ttumpet Wore ready ia 
{0ut,and ranne one ag aluaſt ano thet, ſo couragiouſly, that 
they troub cd all the aire with duſt and powder that roſe by 
their hozſs f@t, It tho vickoring each met with other oltey, 
tune, ethers wert (one cuorthaeien unter the þoZle, am 
tuucbled vplde do hons at iopning © and ſorne there wert 
that bzake their (pears kuightly and cheralrouſly,foz there 
were plenty of vakant knights. But in the ond,when the 
knights on hezſabacks had gone their end uo i, and that 
ther ſet their bands an their won, the Hus oz lot 
men began t renuethe Turney with ſe great a ſtix am 
ue yſe chat all the mount redounded,on the ons ide, and on

that did bett: he ha alſahis(wozd in his iff, K 
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that they that were put to the wozſe made, he went vnto 
their ayde and helpe, and began to turnep on the fide where 
were the greateſt &cokes ginen,ſd pleaſantly, that it was 
io» to behold. The King [x:0n came againſt him fo: to 
maintains his pzoweſſe, and to holde together his olke: 
but certes,foz his welcome, Hercules ſmote him on þ ſhielo 
in ſach wie, that all aſtonied he bare him to the earth, and 
downe from his hozſe. Then began there a great ſhout, and 
laughter, g as well one as the other began to apply thein to 
the reſcuꝛ of lx ion. Hereules put himſelfe into the p2cale, 
and made hen pes on all des, ſagreat that Tandatus and 
his folke recouered, and entred into the battell with their 
counterpartis. At that time began again the turney ſtrong 
and ſhatpe: they that cight now fled, (oksheart.fozce,and 
vertue to them againe by the well doing of Hercules, and 
recouered vigour and ſtrength. Hercules, ofall them that 
were there was taken herde ol, his ftrokes ſutmounted all 
other without all meaſure, e he bzonght again Tandatus to 
match his better with little labour. Finally, hee did ſhewe 
ſo great pzoweſſe that day, t in the dapes following, that 
he was commended aboue all the men of the wozld. What 
ſhall J make long pꝛoteſte ofthe Turney,and of the plea- 
ſant ſpꝛots of this feaſt. There were tha great Turneyes 
andnotable, at each Turnep, as ſoone as it hapned Þ ons 
party was put hack, and to the wozſe, Hercules by his wel 
doing recoucred then, and put them vp aboue againe. No 
man tooke hede but to his glozy: euer man ſayd well of 
him at dances, ę at feafts,cuery inan lousd him, cucry man 
woꝛſhipped him, there was no tongue ol noble, no; ot baſe, 
but that gaue him laud and pꝛayſe, wheresftheconcluſion 
was luch, that all the pꝛi;es abode with him, and alſo there 
were giuen to him many giftes of the kings 5 were there, 
The dapes af this ſolemnity daew ouer, ʒ the laſt night, the 
Kings and the ladies, and nobles aCembled in the common 
tent, and ol one common acco2d they wold that irom yeare 
topeare, they and their hcyzes 8 hold g tenue the feaft 
that 
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that Hercules had begun & effabliſhed,fo2 they ſawe that it 
was the mo honozable paſtime: that curr was made in 
Greece, and named the feaſt 'Olimpiades, becauſe of the 
mount Olimpus. Andthey had it ſo tetommended, y from 
thence foꝛth they dated their evics, and then letters ofch- 
tinuance with the yeare of the firſt Olimpiade, c. In ſuch 
wile ag we ſay the yrarr ofthe Incarnation. Chele thungs 
oꝛdained giuen and pꝛomiledi the ofſicet uf arms of Hetcua 
les, thanked all them that were tometothis Olimpiade:al- 
ter that each tookeleaue d other, and departed on the moz⸗ 
row and au tans and rude his feaſt.

Where ia the region ol Heſperie, ſaid 
Eutiſteus, and what manner Ceuntrey is it: Uexily aum⸗ 
ſwered une & thein; J trqws that in all the Noꝛlde is no 
better Countrep, foꝛ there 1s aboundance of all things that 
ba neceſſaxie foz Mans life, and I can tell you, that in the 
plates il dur dwelling, and where we haue our hannt, tuete 
ba many Jlands lying about the lutthrſt perts of Mavree, 
beyond Ampoleſie, where growe alt the beſt things that 
men can thinke, and there ia a King named Philotes, ſonne 
in law ta a King named athlas, which be the generation of 
Greekes': and it is uot to be burenumbꝛed, how the Ning 
Philores; tt ompanpeu with the Daughters of King dh 
las, lately found an Jle right pleaiaunt, as was his aduen⸗ 
ture. This Ile is all plaine without Þountaine oz Uals 
ley, it is in ſuch wiſe as is 4 Garden,all greene ; and there 
be thorein ſo many Shape t uttons, that it is matuelt, 
which bes kepf aud charihoythers as diligently as if they 
were of fine Golde. @DfthelsHuttons that J ſpeake of, 
we haue our Roabes and Gownesunade : we and they 
that may haue them, muſt buys them at a great pꝛice of 
Golde. Wee eatthefleth,andicloath vs withtheſkinnes, 
And know y&foz tcextame, that into this Ile is but one en» 
trie, and her entereth not therein that would, toz the Ling 
Philotes and an other Giant which be wie and ſabtill, and 
maruelloufly ſtrong] alway keepe the entiie ct the Ale , and

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might find aman moze ſtrong and puiſſant then he is, he 
would neuer aſter beate arines to fight in battaile, during 
thelife of that other, 

The king Egeus then gauelcaue to the ſtrangers to 
departfrom his pze race, andcommavnded that no man 
ſhould let them in thcir returning toward their Countrey, 
and they went and departed. Euciſteus abode with Egeus, 
and Eutiſteus came fo Hercules, The ſeus, and wiſhed by 
© great deſite to haue ofthoſe muttens,ſaping fo them that 

he would that it had coſt him as much Golde as a pape of 
muttons weigh: and that he had a Ramme, and an Cwe, 
fo2 to ingender in his Countrey. In p time were no ſherpe 
in Greece. MVhen Hercules had heard the deſite ol ung 
Furiſtcus,ſodainly he ſaide to him. it, ys hare a deſire to 
haue a pape ot muttons, appertapning *o the daughters 
of Achlas, by the conqueſt and axmes of the ſtrong Giant 
Philoces. Ipꝛomiſe ycu hete foʒ truth, vporrmy gentle- 
neſte, that by this day tha werkts, J will depart by wa- 
ter, oꝛ by land, foʒ to fetch and get them: and that J will ne⸗ 
uet tetuins into Greece, vntill the time that J haue found 
the Jle, and that J ſhall oppoſe my ſelfe againſt the Gi⸗ 
ants that kepe it, and will aſſay if A can get the z le from 
them, like as Philotes hath gotten it from other. When 
the king Euriſteus had vnderſtade the enterpꝛiſe that Her. 
cules made, he was paſſing ſozie, foz he louet Hercules ag 
much as he had bene his owne ſon. e diCwadcd him from 
that enterpꝛiſe, wening to haue bzokenit :but Hercules 
aunſweted ſo wi ely, and ſo diſcreetly, that Euriſteus was 
content to ſuſfet him to go vnto this aducnturs, Theſcus 
with him. N 

Che renobome of this voyage was ſp2cd anon in all the 
Countcep; Egeus and Eutiſteus made teadie fo2 their two 
ſonnes a right good Gally, t well furnithed it with all ma⸗ 
ner things. The Galley 4 all cther habillin ents were all 
ready in good tune. At the end of ta wakes they went to 


the ſeazand with them right many neble Sreekes ons 
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ſofo2th till they cams into the dipe Sta, where they ſay» 
led and Rowed many dayes, Without finding of any Ad⸗ 
venture to ſptake of. oz at that time the Sea was bat 
'litle vſed, neither of Thienes,no2 pet of Parchants. What 
ſhall J ſay : they: $aiſteroz Pylote, in pꝛoceſſe of time 
bzonght them unto Heſperia, that afferwards wag named 
Spayne, and there ſought ſo long the Jle with the Sha pe, 
that at laſt they arriued there at the place. TheGpyant that 
was appointed to kepethe Entry, and the ward of the Ile, 
llept nat at that time when the Greekes landed. Da then 

iſſued out of his hanſe,and came · all Armed vnto the ſtrayts 

paſſage,whereuught no man gos vp bat one at once, and he 

criedtothe Greeks, ſaying: ps, what ſ@ke pe herr? Her- 

cules aunſwered : Me («ke the Buttons that bee in this 

Ile, fo2 to carris ſome of them into Greece. The Giant 

aunſwered,haneys Menep inough : if pe haue ſo, ye ſhall 

have enough. Bow(ſaid Hercules)ſhall we not haue them 

otherwiſs? No,(ſaid the Giant.) Then ſaid Hercules, at 
ths leaſt let vs have them at the pꝛite that ye haue gotten 
them ſoz. Vo ( ſaid the Giant?) The King Philores hath 

Conquered with his Swozde, the Je and tho Muttons. 

Hercules anſwered : Pine intention is in likewiſe to con- 
quers the Als from him. It ys will deſend it, haſte pon: ys 
ſhall haue the Battel againſt ine,o; elſe let me hj ane the Ile, 
that JI may de therein my will. 

Anone, as the Giant had vnverove the concluſton of 
Hercules, hee made him ready foz fo defend the Place, and 
blewe a great Yozns which was there hanging on a Tree, 
At ſounding of the Yozne, the Daughters of Acli|as awa⸗ 
ked Philores, and told him that ſome were there tc get the 
place: and that the Giant hadblownethe Pozne., Philores 
with theſes wo2des aroſe vppe, and found that Hercules by 
mains fozcehad put backe his Giant, (that excepting Phi- 
lotes, was the moſt ſubtile man of armes in all Heſperia,), 
h2 was ſo ſozeabalhed that he beganne te ah and be ſo;te: 
But this notwithſtanding, her had not long aboade there, 

O 3 when 
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when Hercules ſinote the Ginnt on the right Gonlver with 
ſuch &:ength and kozce,that the ſhield ol the giant was fal- 
len from him, and his Armes all tob2unſed, and his we. 
entred ſo farre into his bodie, neate vnto his heart, that he 
ſmote him downe dead at his fa te. 

When Philotes ſaw the Giant dead, he came vnto Her. 
cules, fo2 to defend the place, laping: that he would anengs 
his Giant il he might. Hercules had great top, when he ſaw 
Philotes tome to the place, and ſaid to him: King, thou att 
welcome, J haue nod io in my heart, ſince J ſhall p2\oue 
mp ſelle againſt the. Men ſays there is no troake but of 
the Maiſter: Row let vs (& how we thall wozke together, 
Il ell, and happie be he, that well all do and pꝛout him 
ſelfe. Pailores in the heatin 3 of theſe woꝛds, camevnta 
the place, and held a great Molaxe, with which he ſmote ſoze 
vppon the Shtelde of Hercules, and made him to tage 
ger a little, UWheceat Philotes beganne te laugh, any 
thought ta haue (mitten againe Hercules with that Pal 
are,who was aſhamed of the other ſtronke. And her then 
kept him well, and wayted ſo,that un the ſmiting,he caught 
it, and plucked it out of his Fiſts, and caſt it into the Sed. 
Then was Philotes all abaſhed of the foace of Hercules: 
and when he had loſt his Poleare,he take his mo, and 
cume foto fight with Hercules. Philotes had the aduan⸗ 
tage,foz Hercules was vnder him. They afſayled the ons 
the other right fiercely, and weilthey kept them bath two. 
All tais D ay they fought without ceaſing , ſo long as the 
ZDayendured : the Night came on, that they mut ceaſe, 
then they lay there both twaine vpon the place. They ſlept 
not hing, loꝛ it was no time, both to kepe the Watche , and 
they endured it well, foꝛ they were acc iſtemed foto wake. 
Thus waking Philotes had man Wozds onto Hercules, 
and demaunded from whence he was: and Hercules toloe 
vim the truth. After they ſpake of they: Battell: and at 
the dellre aud tequoſt of Philores,thep pꝛomiſed cache vato 
other, that if any of them both were vanquiſhed and ouer 

come, 
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come,fo2 fo ſave his life, he ſhould be holden to ſerne truely 
the vanquither all his life aſter, t. 

During theſe ſpeches and pꝛomiſes, the Day· ſtarre that 
the Poets call Aurora, begann to ariſe in his raigne. The 
Ares was faire and tleaxe, the ſtarres ſhone. At this houte 
Hercules taſt his eyes among the Starres, and ſceing there 
Aurora ſhone abone all other, he beganne to remember his 
Ladie Megara, ſaping: Alas Padame, where be ye now?: 
J would it pleaſed the Goddes, that yt temembꝛed as well 
mee, as I temembet you. In truth the light of this ſame 
Starreinflameth theamozous fire where with J was late 
ſeiſed by the adininiftration ol yout beauty. Peebe as farre 
ſhyning in Beanty aboue the Waydens of Greece, as this 
Aurora ſhineth abone allthe other St artes, of whome the 
number is ſo great that no man can tell. O Noble Mega- 
ta, the right cleare Starre, your remembzannee illumineth 
mine heart like as this Dfarre iſtumineth the Heauen, and 
me thinketh that by this remembzance when J come to the 
Battel,F ſhall pꝛenaite the better. Uherefozs J pzomiſe 
yon,if Foztuniehelpe me, like as I deſixe, ye ſhall haue your 
part of all tha: J ſhall conquer, xc. 

Cho Night dꝛewe ouet, and the Day began, and at the 
poynt ofthe Dunne ting, Hercules was glad of the thin⸗ 
king and remembzance that he had of his Ladie, and toe 
his worde, and ſald fo Philoces, wee haut pawoſes long e⸗ 
nough, loe it is Dax, and the Sunne riſeth, it is better that 
we exerciſe dds ol Atmes now, then when the rapes of the 
Dunne be greater: let vs take the time ere the great heate 
tome, and let each of vs dw his beff. Philotes that was alt 
readis, was right toyous when hee heard Hercules, foz he 
thought in his minde that he chonld ſone,and in little ſpace 
ſpeve this matt er, ano he ſaide vnto him. Hercules J am 
readie, and was fincs yeſterday , to atehieue this Battelt: 
kepe you as well as pecan,yechaneſlaine my Giant, the 
moſt ſtout ehardie(ſf man th it was in all the Nleſt, where. 
los J haue greats ——_ but at the leaf, ſince his 
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death map not be recouercd by death of a man, wil do my 
beſt and deuoir, to haue a new ſouldicur, andthat ſhall be 
you, oʒ els my ſwoꝛd and ſoztune ſhall fayle ine. Shall J 
ſo ſaide Hercules ? andif pour [wezd and foztune ſhall faile 
you, what tivings:15y my genfleneſſe ſaide Philotes, that 
belell me neuer. And ik any illfoztune and miſaduenture 
run vpon me, that J maſt needes be pour ſeruant, let it bs 
vpon tonditid.p 3 (cal ntuer go aſter into battails at mine 
opwne aduenture 02 none other during pouc life:neither ſoz 
you, 192 fo; other I ſhall neuer fight, but if it bemy ſelle 
defendant, Without other wozdes the two champions 
aſrapled each other, and ſanots togither ſo ſadly , and (0ze, 
that the place redaunded with their ſtrokes. Jn alitle while 
they had their ſhields vnfaſtened bygroat blowes. Philo. 
tes did not fapls fs ſinite.on Hercules: but bis ffrokes 
were nothing ſo great, but that Hercules might beare 
them well enough without grerle oz ſuffering great da- 
mage. . f , 
Thus began the battaile againe ofthe two Giants. Her. 
cules was as high as a giant:he was right fiercein armes, 
het did much to get the ſtanding, but yet he might neuer 
att aine to ſmyte Philotes a full troke,ſozaſmuch as Philo- 
tes was aboue on the paſſage, which contained weltwo cus 
bitcs of height. When Hercules ſa and knew that Phi- 
lores kept his ſtanding without abaſhing oz adurturing to 
tome downc, he thought ſubtilly that he would laine him- 
- ſelſe wearte, and by litle and little after he began to ſinits 
moꝛs fable then he did befoze: alter that he reculed himy 
ſelle, and ſuiote fromfarre,as if hee hadde fapled,and bens 
Wwearve, The Greekes were affcaid,and wernd he might 
nomozz 4 and then Philotes ſpzangBowne from the ſtan⸗ 
ding, werning to haue put him to the fople: but then when 
Hercules ſaluc him beſoze him, and that ene was no 
moꝛe higher then an other, then Hercules came to his place 
a-gaine , and gaue ſo great a ſtraake to Philotes, that 
he made him reculc, and gos backe moꝛe then foure fete. 
Thilotes 
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Philotes was then all abathed, and repented him, that her 
deſcended from the ſtanding : but that was foz nenght,fo; 
the repenting might not auaple. Then be the courage 
and enhaunſcd his ſwoꝛd, and ſmete Hercules on the left 
arme, ſo hard that he guue him a wound that the blends 
ſpꝛang out. 

When Hercules ſaw the armes of Philotes beſpꝛinck⸗ 
led with his bloud, he made none other countenance, but 
that he would ſuddenly be auenged of the ſtroke. In giuing 
to Philotes thate ſtrokes, with the firſt he bzake his helme, 
and ſmote him on the head, q with the ſecond he gaue him 
a great wound on the right ſhoulder, and with ths thirds 
froke, he made his ſwoꝛd toKie aut ot his fiſts :: and then 
he caught him in his arms, and afterlong wzaſtlinghe caſt 
him fo the earth, in ſuch wiſe that Philores yeelded him ſer⸗ 
nant vnts Hercules, and pꝛomiſed him to ſerne him tra« 
lp all the reſidue of his life, and that hee would beare 
his armes after him in places where ho ſhould gor. Her- 
cules recepued to mercy Philotes, And then called Theſcus 
and his company, who came, and were right glad and iop · 
ous ofthe victoꝛie that he had obtained. Then He: cules , 
Philotes, andall the other-went info the ple where they 
found the daughters of Arhlas greatly diſcomſo2tev foz the 
death ofthe Syant. And fozaſmuch as Hercules had alſo 
conquered Philotes their A per. Hercules and Philotes 
coinfozted the daughters the beſt wiſe they could: x there 
the Greekes refreſhed themſelues log the (pace of tha 
dayes. 

Che fourth day h&@ fogke 30. rammes and zo. C wes e 
bꝛought them into their ſhip, after they went to the ſea, 
without any harme doing in the Ille, foz the lone sf the of- 
ticwounen : they departed thence and went to the ſea, accõ⸗ 
panied with Plilotes, which was conqueredby Hercules, 
na is ſaid and after loued Hercules well and truly. ſerued 
him euer after. But of their iourneys, I will ceaſe fo2 this 


tine,and will ſpeake ofa monſter of the ſea that the _

How Hereules fought at the Port of Troy againſt a mon- 
ſtet of the ſea, ſor the daughter of K. Laome don. 


2 8 N that time ag Boccace rehearſeth in 
bis Genealogie ofgods, in the thirds 
. 2 Chapter of the ixt boke, Laomedon 
2 «Xx the B. of Troy was bude to wall and

tothe end to make it moze ſtrong. 6 
| 2 => >) was not well furniſhed with treaſures 
no with money: faz to accompliſh his 
deſire;he went vnto the temple of the gods of theſun and 
ofthe ſea, that were paſſing rich, and fooke all the money 
that he could find,p2omiling topay it againe all at a certain 
day x time ſet. By the meant ol this money, be cloſed am 
fuztrficd the City of Troy with wals and fowers:the wozk 
was coftly, howdeit in litle time he finiſhedit : ( was not 
long after that the wozke was finiſhed, but the day came, 
in which Laomedon ſhould pay and render vnto * 
ples of the gods the mom that he had taken ebozrowed.At 
which day the pꝛieſts ofthe temples came vnto Laome don 
and demaunded hien, ilhe would tender the oblations und 
offiings that he had taken out ofthe Temple? Laome don 
daigned not to ſpeake to the pꝛieſts, but ſent them wode 
ſhametullp, that they ſhould returne and keep their teples, 
wherfoze he was alter ſoze puniſhed, ſoʒ the ſame night al⸗ 
ter he would not heare the pꝛieſts, the great winds began 
to riſe g beat one againſt the other j cauſed the Sea to riſe 
in ſuch wiſe , that it entred and went into the town ſo - 
that 
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that it helde the ſtreetes full of water, andvzowned a great 

ofthe towne. Beides this, in cight dayes following, 
the ſun ſhone ſo ardently,and ganefo great heat, that the 
people durſt not go into the ayzeby day time, and that dar · 
ed the ſuperflnitic or the aboundancs of the water of the 
ſea. that wasleft ,whereofroſe a toꝛrupt and a moztall va · 
pour, that infected all the Citie, whereof engendꝛed ſo great 
a peſtilence, that the moſt of the Trotans wert ſnitten to 
death by the great influence of thecozrupt ayꝛe. 

By this peſtilence they of Troy fell in great necolation , 
the Citttzens men and women, yong and olde vyed(wit!:- 
ou tſpeakting,) ſodenſy, The Father could not, 10; 
might not helpehis childe inncerfitie, noz the chude the 
father. At ths time raigned in Troy nepther lone no2 cha⸗ 
rity: foz each man that might ſaue himſelfe, fied away fo2 
ſoʒ rate ofthis moꝛtalitie, and gau quer, and leſt the City 
and went to dwell in the fretbes, , and among all other, the 
king Laomedon ſceing the deſtruction of his realm, went 
into the Ifte of Delpho3,vnto the temple of the god 4po!- 
lo, foz to haue the counſell of the god touching the health of 
his Citie. With Laome don went the moſt noble and the 
moſt puiſſant men of Troy: woben they were tome into 
the Temple, thep put them in contemplation t deuotion 
befoze the doll, and ſhedinell that was thersin anſwered 
them and ſayd. The monep which was taken ont of the 
femples, and not rendzed and paide agatue, is canſe of the 
maladie and vengeance of 7roye, And doe all the Tro · 
tans to wit, that neuer ſhall Troy bee quit ofthis nil ivict 

onto the fine that the ſaid Citie pzontde to appeaſe Þ gods 
in this wiſe : that is to wit, that every moneth they inuft 
chooſe one of the Airgins and maydens, which muſt bee 
ſet on the ſea fide foz to be dendured by n monſter, that tho 
gods ſhall fend thither: and the ſayde virgin ſhall be choſen 
by lot 03 aduentute. And in this mis matt the Citie de, 
foz to appeaſe the Godves perpetnallꝑ vntili che time that 
they unde ene men that by his armes, and by his 9 
24 
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ſhail ouercome the ſaid Monſter. 

After theſe woꝛdes thus anſwered, Laome don and the 
Troyans afſembled to connſell vppon this matter, and con. 
cluded, that ſoz the common - weale and health of Troy, they 
would put they; Wirgins in that ieopardie and aduenturt, 
to the ſpoyling ofthe Monſter, without any exception oʒ ti⸗ 
ſerumg. Then they returned vals Troye, and foke they; 
Uirgins,end caſt lots among them: and on her that the lot 
ſell ſhee was taken 4 bzought to the Sea · ide, and anon af- 
ter was ſ@n to tome out of the dæpes oz (wallew of the ſea, 
ſo great a teimpeſt, that the (cargſs aud was troubled. The 
Sea wzought,unda right great floud of water lifted vp the 
Monſter by times out ofthe Sea: Mee was as great as 
Mhale 02 a Hulke, and then he ton the Uirgin,+ſwalowen 
het in, and went away again into the ea, and from thencs 
loꝛth the peſtilence ceaſed, Thus was Troy deliuered from 
their ſicknes and malady,by the oblation of they; Uirgins, 
that were offred vnto the Þonſter,frd moneth ta moneth; 
and thus (as is ſaid)their Airgins wore delivered. It hap- 
ned in the ende ol the moneth,that the Dozte 02 Lot fell on 


ene of the Daughters of King Laome don, named Exiona: 


this Daughter was young and faire, and well beloued ol all 
people. Uhcn this Lot was fallen on her, che was not on⸗ 
ly be waxled and ſoʒro wed ol . Laome don her Sather, and 
of his Soune Pryamus, and her Siſter Antigone, f of her 
Cezins g Allyes : but of all the people, men, women, i chil 
zen: notwithſtãding their wepings,noz the godrenown 
ol het, could not ſaue her, ſhe was put to the diſpoſing of the 
Monſter. The Noble virgin was ready to obey the King 
Labmedon,anb bought hertupon to the Dea-ſide,accom- 
panyed with Nobles, Ladyes, and Gentit women, with a 
great trayne ol I rayans, Citizens, Marchants all which 
made (czrow foꝛ her. What ſhall I ſap? at the inſtant that 
che was bꝛeught thither. Hercules at aduenture arriued at 
the poꝛt of Troy, with his Puttons: che willing t« refreſh 
bin khere, made es caſt his Anckers out, and gaing _ 
f \ tak 
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taking Land, hee beheld on the one ſide, and ſa the Troy- 
ans weeping andbewayling Ex ions in cafting abzoad their 
armes,and wzinging theyz hands, that he had pitie to ſa it. 
And he deſii ing to know what them ayled, put humſel e ins 
to the pꝛeaſe, and ſaw there where they bound the faire Ex- 
ona in the tout, attired with royal attire, all diſtelout ed and 
full of teares, as ſhe that expeded nothing but the Death. 
Hercules maued with tompaſſion to the Damoſell, addꝛeſ - 
ſeo his language vnto King Laomedon, fog as much as it 
ſæmed, that abous all them that were in the place, he was a 
man of authoꝛitie: and demaunded him, where foꝛe that the 
Damoſell was there bounde? Laome don caft his eres all 
bewept, on him, and was al abaſhed to ſ& his greatnts, and 
his beauty: neuertheleſſe hee anſwered him, what art thou 
that art ſo hardy to demand me of my milkfoztuie,which is 
to all common in Troy ? Sy2(ſaid Hercules) Jam aftran- 
ger, and J loue the wozſhip v hong; of Ladyes and there is 
nothing that J might do fo2 them, but J would do it vnto 
my pawer: and foꝛ aſmuch as I (& this gentlewom an thus 
mireated,in the fauo2 of all Ladies, à haue aſked ot y ou the 
tauſe, and J will know it, o: put my ſelſe in Aduentute fo; 
to bye with her And thereloze J demand pet againe, what 
treſpas oꝛ ſinne bath ſhe dene, that theſe men thus bind her? 
Hy Sonne (anſwered Laome don) J ſa well that pe be ig 
noꝛant, and know not the reaſons and the cauſe whercſoꝛe 
my Daughter is heere abandoned: there is no man but he 
may well know it,fo2 ſhe ſhall dye fo2 the ſafety and health 
of Troy: and J will fell you how we be come thereto, Tha 
gods of the ſea and of the Dunne haue plagued and gricucd 
Troy with a right great peſtilence, that take his beginning 
with a ſuperaboundance ofthe Sea, whereby the ſtreets of 
Troy were full in euery place of water. After this Deluge 
and flod the time was maruellouſſy and entramorfly hote, 
by the great heate of the Sunne, wherby this ſea was d2ted 
vp. Ol this dyn Te 02 dzonth engendꝛed a vapoꝛ infected, 
and ot this vapour inſued a peſtilence. And oꝛ to reſiſi thts 
petty 
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Ihaue had ancwer, ſoz to appeaſe the gods. wn eals the 
peſtilence, the goddes of the ſunne and of the (eg hill. that 
from moneth to moneth, be taken in Troy, one ofthe vir- 
gins by ſozte oz lotte, foz to be expoſed and offred, in thiz 
place, vnto a monſtet of the ſea. The Troyans wers cõtent 
to fulfil the will ol the goddeg, and J with them. Ne haue 
caſt aur lottes upon our virgins, whereofanany he (wales 
wed, and deuoured by the monſter, and now the ſozt 92 lot 
is fallen on my daughter, will ſhe oz not, ſhe muſt na des 
obey, and appeaſe the goddes. AEST IIS $44- 14, } (17 
Alter her ſhall came another, there is.nvremedy:and this 
Cal endure vpon the virgins of Toy perpetually: ſoʒ it is 
the deſteny that Troy ſhall neuer de quite of this right hard 
ſeruitude g thzalbom, vntill the time that they haue found 
ainan that alone ſhall vanquiſh and cuercome the tozeſaid 
monſter, by his puiflance and pꝛoweſſe: which will hs im⸗ 
poſſible, fo2 becauſe that it is true, that all the men ot the 
greate(t cittis ofthe wozld, cannot finde any way to van⸗ 
quiſh him, he is lo great and dzeadſal.And theſe things con; 
üdered, demaund me no moze, mp paughter ſhat die los the 
tũmon weale ofthe place of her natiuitie. She was bozne 
in a god houre, when the goddes will, that by lot, and this 
ſoꝛtuns ſhe be tothe offred. Sjr( anſwered Hercules) fru- 
ly I thinke vnder heauen is no eitie ſo hound and thaallag 
pouts: howbeit, if aught to be vnderſlodthat the goddes 
will not ſuffer that this malt diction ſhall holde and endure 
continually. Ye muſt liue in hope. If foxtune and the 
goddes will dome that grace, that J might vanquiſhe and 
otiercome the monfter, aud make Troye fre from this (cr 
nitude, what rewaco would ye giue me; Zruely ſapde La- 
omedon, Itkinkenot that it be poſſible that pe ſhould van- 
quiſhe theimonſler. Whois hee that will cxpoſe him to ſo 
great d follye, Hercules auſwered , vnto a vallant heart 
is nothing impoſſible. Jf I trynmphe vpon the manſtery 
and ſaue thy daughter, what reward ſhall J haue, kern 
me don 
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medon unſwertd. It thou mapeſt do that thou ſayeſt, I 
haue fwo Hoꝛſes, the belt that be in all the Nloꝛlde, which 
J lous as well as halſe inp Realm, J wil gine them to thet 
as to the beſt night of nights, and as to the moſt hardy ⸗ 
eſt of hardy. Sy2(faid Hercules, it is enough to mee, an d 
it luſſiſeth me to haue the twoozſes. Let me alone with 
your Daughter. J haue a fruſt and hope that this dap I 
ſhalllabour foz the weale of Troy, and that I ſhall Fraun⸗ 
chiſe and make fee the Airgins and Maidens ofthis Citte. 
But I p2ay you tf there be in vout City any great barre of 
pꝛon 02 of mettall, that ye will ſend foz to fetch it to me, lo 
to defend me withall, | 
The Ring Laome don, and the Troyans were all aba⸗ 
ſhed, when they ſaw the enferp2iſe that Hercules had made: 
and at the Wo2ds of Hercules, the Bing remembꝛed him ct 
a great Clubbe or pꝛon, ꝛhat lap at tho entry of his Pallate 
of lion, that was ſo heauy chat the ſtrongett man of Troy 
had enoigh to do to lay it on his ſhoulder. Me ſent fo2 it, 
and pꝛeſonted it to Hercules, and Hercules liſted it vp as it 
had hene n · little glage. Philotes and Theſcus were pꝛe⸗ 
ſent at a theſe ngs. Hercules toke leaue oſ them, ad 
ol the pꝛeaſr, and retoimnended him vnto their pꝛapers and 
loꝛthwith all the Sea beganne to roze terribly. Laomedon 
andthe Ladyes, and they that were there teke leaue of !xi- 
one and of Hercules, aud recommended themvnto the ers 
tie ofthe Gods, and went vpon the Downes,fo2 to ſe the 
ende. Thus abode Exione alone, and all diſpapꝛed vpon 
the grauell with Hercules: who knaled down on his knas 
byon the grauell, turning his Face vnte the Eaſt, and made 
his pꝛapers vntu the Gods hat made the monſters and ters 
nibſe Bealls, requiring him that hee would giue him force, 
ſreagth, and vertue ol power, foz to deliver Exione ſtoi 
her miſtoʒtune of the Wonſter, This oꝛpſen accompliſhed, 
Hercules entred into alittle Zoate, that Exione was ing 
and anone after; the Dev roaring-moze and moꝛe, arewe 


and aroſe in ſuch wiſe that the Boat floted,q4 was liftcd vp, 
and 
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and boꝛns by diuers wanes. After this, in great frevbling 
of winds, when the ſea was tiſen in great aboundante of 
waters, Hercules and the Troyans ſaw comming the great 
honible and vumeaſurable monſter, bzinging with him a 
tempeſt ſo terrible, that it ſeemed that all the monſters of 
hell had bene with him. De made the waues to redovble hi⸗ 
deoullp, he lift him vp aboue the water, and put out his uno⸗ 
ſell vnto his ſhaulders, ſo that by the ſwallo wing, ol tze was 
ter, ſpꝛang out ol his mouth great flouss ot the ſea, and 
mounted ſo high, that it ſa med that it had bene a gulſe that 
had pearied the cloudes. Foz to ſay the very truth of this 
monſter, he was ſo hozrible and fearefull, that onely fo2 tg 
{oke and behold if , the moſthardie and reſolute of Troy, 
trembled foz ſeart as aleafe on atre. his not with ſtan- 
ding, Hercules was nething afcarbe, but alway hc comfoz- 
ted Exiona, 5 felldowne as dead. Pe toke his club, the 
monſter came by the beate, gcathis moſell bnto Exiona, 
weening toſhaus ſwallo wed her in, as he had done the other 
virgins afoze, Hercules kept her, ſoʒ he ſmote him ſo vehes 
mently vpon the moſell, that her gaus him a right great 
wound, ſoſozeandheaute to beare, that he made him to go 
backe and recule into the bottome ol the ſea. Then in the 
falling ol the monſter into the ſea, the waucs aroſs high in- 
to the aite, whereby Hercules and Exiona were all wet 
with the waſhing e ſp2inckling ofthe wanes: x their boats 
was bozne with p waues vpon a bancke of ſand, where the 
ſea was ſo low, that the menſter might not wel ſwim with 
his eaſevnto them. The monſter alway ſwam after thein, 
and comming nigh ts them lifted vp his head, and in the 
lifting vp. there iſſued out of his thꝛoate ſo great aboũdance 
of the water ofthe ſea, that the boatc was ſull of water and 
ſunke, in ſuch wile that Hercules was in the ſea vnto the 
great ol his thighs,and E xiona fled in the water vnto tho 
middle. 
Anor s as Hercules ſaw him in this caſe,he had great dif 
pleaſurc in hin ſclſe, moge foz the pains and — 
Ilona 
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Exlone had, then fo2 the dꝛea that he himſelle had. The 
king Laome des, Theſeus, ( Philotes, and all other, ſupps- 
ſed then that Hercules and the damoſell, without redemp⸗ 
tion had bene deueured of the monſter. The monſter then 
ſ&king his pꝛey, leapt againſt Exione, with a terrible 
waue. Hercules had his club tradie on his necke, 4 away · 
ted nothing but the monſter, defiring to zucnge him of the 
diſpleaſure that ha had, x that he weuld haue done to him: 
he then diſcharged his club on his head ſo mightily, thatthe 
barre en tred there in, and the blood ſpꝛang cut, Then wag 
the monſter mene wo vpon Hercules: ee 
ſault ol the dampſel, e afailed Hcrevles, angaſvay a3he 
liſted his head out ofthe water, he ind the vali⸗ 
ant champion great floods ofthe ſea. But this not with ſfan- 
ding, he could not do ſo much harme vnto Hercules, but that 
Hercules did much wozſe to him. | Hercules followed him 
with his club, and mads him to linke againe into þ bott ome 
ofthe ſea, by the huge weight of his ſtrokes. 

The battaileenduredlong betwe&ne Hercules and tho 
menſter. Ifthemonſtcr might onte haue tenched Hercules 
het would at one mouthfnll haue deuourcd 02 ſwallowed 
him in. He had a wide and a great thzoat, out of meaſure: 
he mads a great noyſe and cry: he was flette in exerciſing 
his ſury. But Hercules fought with him boyſtrouſiy, and 
held the virgine by him: and fo2 what thing that cuer the 
monſter did, he could not lo ſadventy lift vp his head out of 
the water, but that with one ſkroke ol his club he was dꝛi⸗ 
ven backe alwapes vnto p bottome ofthe ſea hat ſhal J 
ſap ? Hercules was oft times in perillfe2 tobedzowtred, 
Theperilbwas great, and moꝛe then I can r2hearſe. F02- 
tune was with him and the damoſell, fo that he fought und 
beate the monſter valliantly , and ſo endured in ſmiting 
continually on his mozelt and on his head, that þ ſca, with⸗ 
dzow, and toke from him the ſpirite of liſe, and then he all 
to bauſed his bꝛaine, and ſo vanquiſhed him, and ſiue him. 
And after whe the Sea was withdzawne and farre 2 
P her 
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he tooke Exiona by the hand, and bzought her vppon the 
ditch, and delinered her vnto her Father theKing Laome⸗ 


don. 


CH AP. XLII. 


How Lzomedon ſhut Hercules out of Troy: and howe 
Hercules ſware that he would avenge him, 


hen the hing Laomedonſaw his danghs 
ier thus deiiuered from the M on ber, any 
roy made quite from. the baungers, 
25 hebowed and thankedgreatly Hercules: 


after he came to the ſeaſide, . 

ed with. Hercules, Theſcus, Philores, 
" andwiththe Troians.. And went fo; te 
ſ& and behalde the Pontter that was ſo great, that tha 
hudzedhozſes might not maue him from the place where 
hs was. One and other looked foz to ſ« the ſtrokes that 
Hercules gaus him, and they could not ſ@ all. But᷑ af that 
they ſaw they maruelled: foz Hercules had bzoken bones, 
that it ſamed not poſſibletobzeaks , and thoy had founy 
ths head hurts in fo. many places, that with great paine 
they could not know. whether hs had a head a nen. Of 
this high and incvedible vicozte,the Trotans reiviced mar 
uelloufly, and had Hercules moze in grace, then any 
man in the wozld. WNihen they had ſ@ne and behelde 
the Monſter inough, they departed thencs, and bzought 
Hercules into Troy. Thty cams not ia ſoone unto the pa · 
lace , but᷑ they ſound Exionaclothed with new aray and 
viſtements. And as foz Hercules all that he had vpen him 
wos wette and nothing d2ie. The King Laomedon 
woube- deus bim had him fs haue chaunged his wette 
habites,” and would haue giuen him new. But the vas 
lant Eiqgore retuſed it all, ſaying, that be — at⸗ 
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cuftomed not fo bs alway well at hiseaſe, In this eſtats 
the Laomedon b:zought Hercules vato Troy, vnto b caſt le 
of lion, and his Greekes with him, and ſeaſted them as it 
appertained. Herculcs t his Greekes were foure dayes tri- 
umphant in 1lion, During theſe fenre dayes, the Troyans 
went oat in great routs, foz to ſee the monſter, and gane ſo 
great laud and pꝛaiſs to Hercules, that Laomedon had en- 
nie theceat, doubting that the people would tous better 
Hercules then him. Me thereupon fent Hercules and his 
folke out of the tone foz to hunt: and as ſans as they 
wers out of Troy, hee dae bp the hinge, and ſhut the 
gates againſt him. When Hercules thought fo to haue 
enfred, ZLaomedon ſpake to him, and ſaids to him from 
farre , that hee had money by conſpiration the Cittie a- 
gainſt bim, and that hee would no moze roceine him into 
the Towne. Hercules was paſſing w2oth, when be vn- 
derſtod the accuſation of Laomedon ? any anſwered 
him , that neuer in his lite her han thought any villany to 
him,wherofhe charged and offered himſolſs to pzous hin; 
ſells cloare by battails in the fields, and to aduenturs his 
bodie againſt thirtis other, that would ſay 02 maintains 
the contrarie, which offer Zaomedon would not recnuue. 
Then Hercules requized him, that at 5̊ leaſt he would de · 
liuer him his hoaſes, i; hee had pzomiſed him fo; the victo- 
ry of the monſter. Laomedon anſwered him, that he would 
deliuer himnous. Wherefo2e,ſaid Hercules? Laomedon 
anſwered, log as mach as it is my willand pleaſurefo to 
do. Ma falſe any vntrus king ( ſaid Hercules ) thou with» 
holdeſt mes the pziſe and rx ward of my labour, and thou 
yeeldeff me euill toꝛ god, Jſwears to thee by the puiance 
of all my gods, that as I hang deiuered Troy patpetually 
by myclab, from tho monſter ofths ſex, and confequently 
from the ſwozh of peſtiience : in like (ot , and auen ſo, by 
theſame clubde, J will yeold and render vato Troy the 
t, oz death, and warre, if thegoddes gins mee 
the OO the 9 
2 k 
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fay,that they werehappie that died in the time ofthe peſti- 
lence that is paſt. - - 

Hercules fall ofgreat ire departed with theſe wo2ds am 
leſt there the ling Laomedon, that ſet little ſtoze by that 
he had ſayd to him: fo he truſted and put all his affiance in 
the ſtrength ofthe walles of the Citie, he thought that ng 
man might annop os grieue him. And then Hercules went 
againe to his ſhip, and mounted on the ſea with his clubbe, 
and his ſhepe,and with his fellow Theſcus, Philotes held 
bimſelfe well happy foz to haue beene vanqtuſhed of one ſo 
valiant aman ast ercules was, and he toke-on him the 
office ſoꝛ tobeatehis harneſe in all places where ho went: 
That ſhall-J ſap 7 from Troy vnto Thebes fell nothing 
woꝛthie to be put wmemezy, that is of recoꝛd. In the ende 
he arriuedin Greece, knew by ſame certaine man there, 
that the King Euriſteus was in Thebs: whereof he made 
great toy,(8z he thought hefaw tho lady Me gata, which he 
veſiredts ſe by great deſire. Her went then dnto Thebes, 
where he was ſolemnely receyued of the King Creon, that 
had him in great good account foz-his valiancie. One and 
other tame and welcommed him: he ſent his ſherpe em. 
tons vnto the ing Euriſteusby Philotes, Philotes Hims 
ſelfe told and recounted, how Hercules had conquered the, 
and him alſo, and how he had ſlaine his Giant at the paſ- 
ſage, of theſe tidings was King Euriſſeus paſſing iopeus, 
and fo were all they that were there, oz heard ſpeake of it. 
Cucrp man gloztfied Hercules, & abies and gentlewomen 
came and wticommed him. Among all other Megara fay- 
led, ſhe came to Hercules, and welcommed hun, and well 
became her to wetſomeand make him theatre: Fog, tha 
was wiſe, and of good manners, and tettes her comming 
gaue moe ſolcce vnto Hercules, thenall th louings and 
pꝛayſings that that were then giuen vnto him, albeit that 
all the woꝛld pzayſed and cxalt ed hum, foz this voyang a 

boue ali tha cr. And the thope Were ſo de ted, 
Yinges bought them taz the weight ol gelde: whereſo:s 


the 
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the Hiſtozisgraphers & Poets put this conqueſt in perpe⸗ 
fuall memozie , waiting among his da des in this wiſe. 
Subſtulit mala aurea,that ts ag much to ſay,that he bare as 
way the muttons of gold, foꝛalmuch as they were eſtemed 
at pziſo of the weight of geld. Foz Mala in Grake is as 
much to ſap as thepe in Engliſh:oꝛ muttons in French, x 
ſo tet ounteth Boccace in his genealogte of gods: and ſo aps 
pꝛoueth Varro, which wziteth likewiſe in his Booke de 
Agricultuta. 

By this conqueſt, the name of Hercules beganne to lie in 
heigth and excellencie. The Poets haue fained vpon this 
Hiſtozie, that the daughter of Achlas had a garden kept 
night and day by aſcerpent waking, wherein grew Apples 
ofgold, and that Hercules firw this ſerpent , and gathered 
andbareaway the Apples. By this garden is vndecftood 
the Ne: by the ſorpent waking, the ſabtill giant commiled 
to kia it, that alway awoke at the paſſage. And by the ap- 
ples of golde be vndetſtod the ſher pe aſte med to the valour 
of the weight of ſine gold. After the this pzoſentation made 
to Euriſteus of þ hape aa muttons,as cach man maruaized 
of thepzoweſe of Hercules, Philotes added and gaue to his 
ouercomer Hercules pzayſes vpon pꝛayſes, and laude vpou 
lauds, and hongur vpen : honour: Foz hearing kings and 
pꝛinces, ladies and gentle women, and ſ&ing that Hercules 
held his peace at things, whoreof he might haue embꝛaced 
honour and woꝛſtup. he declared from point to point his ad⸗ 
uentuxe, not credible ofthe monſter of Troy, and ſhewey 
the club wherewith he had put him to death:but after that 
he rehearſed the honsur and grace that hee had gotten in 
Troy, and the wong that Laomedon had done to him: bs 
ſaid ſs much therof, that they ent erpꝛiled all to go to warre 
bppon the king Laomedon, foz to take vengeance of, the 
wong that he had done to Hercules, 
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CHAP, XLIII. * 


How Hercules had battell againſt the K. Laomedontand 
how he yanquiſhed and deſtroyed Troy the ſitſt time. 


Hat my pen can w2ife the grace and ex- 
! cellent tenowne that Hercules gatte in 
Greece at his comming from Trop, it is 
not poſſible. The Kings and the Pzinces 
reputedthemſelues ſoztanateand happie 
— fo2 to haue their raigne in his time. Am- 
x phicrion his father putatiue began fo haue 
him in grace, and into Thebes to him. Mid mother Al- 
cumena tame alſo, and certes ſhes ſapled not to haue a⸗ 
boundance oftoy, when the might ſet her eyes to ſes her 
ſonne, which was ſo greatly renowmed. The Noble 
Lady had not ſeene him in long time beſo2e ſhe ſaw him 
triumph in honour, in valiance and in pꝛoweſſe, anyoyes, 
griefes, and diſpleaſures that ſhe had foꝛ him, becauſe that 
he was named the ſoune of Jupiter, wherof ſhe held her ſell 
innocent, were then all fozgotten and put in obliuion: 
Che feaſt was great in Thebes fe the loue ot Hercules: 
men ſpane not of any thing but of him and his pzowege, 
Creon, Euriſteus, Egeus, Amphittion, and many o ther, 
Afembled them together, and made their muſters and aſ⸗ 
femblies ſoꝛ to goe vnto Trap. By ſpace of time their army 
was ready, and then they tooke their leaue, g Hercules was 
made captaincofthis Armie: Me went to the ſea acampa · 
nied with the kings avoneſayde, ano ten thouſand men all 
choſen ſoꝛ the nonte. At the time tonuenient the martners 
di ankred and went fo ſayle: They ſapled ſo long by they? 
teurſe without ſtay o2 lotting. tha: pct during their viauais 


tha came on aday into Frigie, vntoapozt ofa City nas 
med 
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mcd Laryſe being nigh to Tenadon. This Citie was ol the 
demeane of Troy foz whichcanſe the Gceeks aſſapled it 
and tooke it by fozce of atmes, and aſtet that tied it, and 
tooke all that wes thercin. And when they had ſpoylcd it, 
they went to Tenadon, which wagagentiemanly Cittie, 
they alſapled it, and toke it as they did the City at Latiſe, 
and they put there in the fire,and burned it, ſo that the ay;c 
was enflamed in ſuch wiſe,that it was ſune in Troy, how 
the Citie burnt. Che aſſault ef Tenadon dured net long, ſoʒ 
aſmuch as the Troians were not aduertiſed of their coming. 
When they ſaw the ayꝛe ſo en flamed, ſoz to ſee from what 
place the flame came, they mounted and went vppon the 
high Towers and buildiags of Illion, andlocking towards 
Tenadon, ſaw that the Citie was all on a fire , whereat 
they that ſaw it were tight ſozry , and greatly abaſhed. A 
bout this they looked into the (ea, and eſpied then there the 
floate ot the Greekes, whereof they were moze abaſhed 
then they were befoze. And then without any longer tarrye 
ing, they deſcended and went dow ne into the hall of King 
Lꝛomedon, and ſapde to him: Alas Sir, what is beſt to bs 
dons, the Greekes come vpon vs with a right great flote: 
we haue ſene them and know them. The ſtrong Hercules 
menaceth you foz to deſtrop your City, Cerfes I belcus it 
is he. F02 now, foz the beginning of the feaſt,he hath burnt 
Tenadon, and that is it that cauſeth the ayzs to be ſull of 
fire, 
The king Laomedon hearing this tiding began to ſighe 
andtaſt ofthe cuil and treſpaſſe that he had committed and 
done againſt Hercules. This notwithſtanding fo; to gius 
courage vnto his men, and to his ſon Priamns, that was 
at that tune of the age of 20,yeare, he did cauſe to ſaund to 
Armes, and made him readie,and with his arms ſhewed a 
right fierce.and hardy ſemblance.This done, he armed Pri- 
amus his ſonne, that neuer had birne in battell beſg2e, and 
dubbed him knight, alter hee tooke hun by the hand, 


=. and iCued out of /lion. Jn iſſuing out hee mette manie 
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Troyans, that tolde him, that at his Pozt were Landed ma⸗ 
ny Greekes, and had de ſtroyrd Tenadon, and that vnles he 
haſted him, they would ſwne take Land. 

Laomedon without ſpeaking any woꝛd, paſſed fw2th by 
them that had bzought him theſe tydings, and came vnto a 
place thal was there vy Illion, whore he found maze then 
twenty thouſand Troyans Armed, And ſeing them, he be- 
gan to to ioy in himſelfe,and called the Pzincipals,and iam 
to them: Lozds,yo'be renowmedin all the Mold, by the 
high pꝛoweſſe of your Aunceſtozs : Befozethat Troy was 
CA alled, they defended it with the Sword againft their E- 
nimies: therenowme? King lupite r ol Crete. cauld not get 
this Citie, noꝛ the Theſſalonians by their warte, might ne- 
ner ſubdue this Citie. It is now happened this dap, that a 
new aſſembly of Enempes come vppon this Citte, and as 
men ſay,they haue put the Fire in Tenadon : let vs go te- 
ceyne them couragtoufly, and let vs make of them liks as 
our Fathers haue made with other, c. 

Mhen the Troyans had heard theſe wo2ds of they; 
Ving, they anſwered all, that they would live and dye with 
im, foz the Weale of the City: and that they had intenti- 
on to his Bonet, and fo: to make grow they; aun- 
tient glozy. Without holding of long Þ2oceCſe, the King 
L 2omedon didthen diſplay all his Banners. After he iſſues 


ont of Troye , ſetting and trayning his Pon in god o2der, 


And then as he began to conduct and leade them fwzth lud · 
denſy he heard at the oꝛt, a paſſing great nopie and b2nite 
of Trumpettes, Clarions, and Tabours, of the Greekes, 

Chen his blod begun to chafe,'then his haire of his head 
beganne to ſtand vppe, he knewe that they were his Ene 
myes : And as ſone as they knew the Greckes , without 
holding of any oꝛder 02 meaſure, they diſlodged them, and 
began to runne to the Pozt , one beſoꝛe an other. Mhen 
they appꝛoched the Poꝛt, they eſpied the Greekes that W ans 
ded with great forces. Then they Challenged them dnto 


the death, and ran . ſharply. The Greckes — 
rni⸗ 
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furniſhed with good armours, and put ther todefence,und 
began to skirintſh the one with the other (a vnmeaſucably 
that in the aba: ding and meeting there were many dead, 
hurt. Hercules was there among the Greekes, He began 
to fight ſharpely among the Troians, and had his clubbe. 
Certis, he welcommed them in ſuch wile, that the moſt 
ol his enemies durſt not abide him: hee fought fiercely, in 
deſire of reuenge ment, in coueting of wozthtp, and to get 
him a names. Lifting vp his had, he ſhewed to the Croians 
his club, and made them to (ele the weight thereof, and the 
firength of his arme, and he labourcd ſo earneftly, and did 
ſo valiantly,that they thatſaw him, doubted him moze 
then death, and (aid the one vnfothe other: behold Herculcs 
but come not nette him. It were folly ſo to doe, all that her 
reacheth de ſleaeth,+ bꝛeaketh to pieces. We do euil to ſight 
againſt him: this is the delinerer from the tervible ſetuage 
and tyaaldome a Troy, hom would wo teſiſt his club, whe 
the huge d2eadfull monſters be by the ſame put to the fople. 
Such were the wozds of the Troians Hercules fought 
againſt them fiercely : he was (tout and ſtable: hee went 
befoze, all the Gree kes follewedbim,and toke pleaſure to 
behold him. The crie was great about hum. UWWhat thall J 
ſayzbe fought vnt ill the night, and neuer ceaſed vntill the 
going downs at the ſan, and then the Trojans ſcunded the 
retreat, and they departesboth parties, La omedon put his 
ſwoꝛd inta his ſheath, which was all Woody wuh Greeks 
blosd, and in like wile did Ptiamus his fon:they reontred in 
to their Citis after the akirmiſh e they concluded, thac on 
the mozrow they would furniſh their enemies with bat- 
tell. AndtheGreekes furnifhed them in the champame,and 
made godcheare;fo2they dad loſt but little of thric people at 
their comming on land. The night paſſed ener, when y dap 
appeared to the Trotans,+x the Grekes, each in his mancr 
made him tedy to the battell; many oi the T1 0i2ns woulde 
gladlp h ue baoken this battell, and pꝛayed . Laowe don 
that he would tender and dehuer to Hercules the ** 
c 
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he ought to him. Laomedon would not do it, hut anſlyerey 

that he doubted nothing his enemies. Vee had then aboute 
fiftie thouſand of fighting men, all ready, of thete fiftie 
thouſand he made two batteis, ene oftwentptheuſend, . 
that hee ledde himſelle, and the other of thirty thouſand, ol 
whieh he made Priamus captaine, This done, he iſſued out 
of Froye, with twenty thouſand fighting men, ꝛ came vafg 
the fi eids, entting vpon the Greekes, 4c. | 

Ulhen the Greckes eſpyed Bing Laomedontomming, 

they were full of ioy, as they that were ready fo2 torecepue 
them, at the point of their ſpeares, 4 with hewing oftheir 
ſwoꝛds. They had made ol their hoſt fourebattels, In the 
firſt was Hercules, and in the ſecond was Amphitrion, 3 
Theſeus. And in the thiro was Bing Greon, and in the 
fourth was Euriſteus. Hercules then that had the firſt bat- 
tell marched when it was time againſt the King Zaome+ 
don,andhce had foure ancient Knights well appointed in 
the ſeates of Armes, that ſet and conducted his folkein ar» 
ray and oꝛder. They marched ſo nigh, the one to the other, 
with great noyſe of Trumpets and Mabours, that the 
Archers, andCroCe-bowes begarme the battelt, - aſter 
that that Hercules ſummoned Laome don ts pape him 
that he had pzomiſed him, and that Laomedon had made 
reſtiſall therto. The Greeks were furniſhed with tronger 
bowes and ſhot then the Trotang were: and by that 
meane they flew abciindance of their enemies: and eſpe 
cially Hercules bare him ſo well with fozty arrowes, that 
he himſelfe het, one alter another, that he flew foztie of 
his enemies, ſuch as ha would choſe, without let 03 
fapling. 

Hercules was at that tim: the beſt archer, and moſt 
ſure at mark that was in all Greece, g alſo in al the woz!, 
He and his men(asts ſaid)caſt many of the Troians to the 
ground by t he ſhot. When the ſhot failed, Hercules dell 
neced his bowe vnto Philotes, that bare his harnefſe, and 


tote a ſtrang \ſwozd and ſure. Ulhe it came to the ſwozds 
and 
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and bzeaking and foyning with ſprares, Nerculesthat was 
alway in the firlt front, leapt againft the King Laomedon, 
that was departed from his Yoaſte afoze all other, fo as 
much as herode vpon one of the Hoꝛſes that he hadpzomi- 
ſedto Hercules. Andrunning one againſt the other, as 
ſwiftly as they had flowen in the Ayze,mnet and ſmole each 
other ſo ſoze, that they @peares (Hiuercd in pieces, which 
ſpꝛang about them. Hercules paſled ſoo2zth , and ſinote a⸗ 
mong the Troyans, and Laome don in like wiſe entrcd in- 
to the Hoaſt of the Greekes: they beganne to handle their 
Swoꝛds, and to hew each vpon his Enemyes, Then a» 
roſe there a matuellous neyſe: they that had @peares and 
Ohieles, mploped them foz to topne Battell. The Fight 
was great, the ftcokes were hard, the Baltel was general, 
foʒ of the one party and the other many men were diitcel- 
fed and beat en, not withſtãding that the Greeks Were molt 
boyſtrons and moſt hardy in armes, and moze valiant then 
the Troyans,and bett er held them together,then they olle 
Battell of King Laomedon. Hercules wzought and be- 
ſtyꝛred him faſt with his S woꝛd, that he had conquered fi 6 
PHilotes. At cuery ſtroke and cuery ſtep he killed a Troy- 
an, and ſmote off theʒ heads 4 Armes in great auoundancc, 
that it ſeed that they that he touched, had not bin armed. 
Laome don was buſte on the one fide, and fapled rot, but 
bare him right well vpon his Ho e, and tanne ſtomranhe 
to tanke among the Greekes : he reſted not. but conduaẽd 
his people B night lip, and his people were great in nuu. ber: 
he ſet vppon his Enimics ſo cageiſp, that he incloſed lhem, 
and then was the murther and ſlaughler ſo great, (hat en 
all ſides 4 man ſhould not haue ſen ano thing but bloud ano 
heads and arms fe in the plate and the Ficld. 

When Theſeus and Amphicrion beheld the Battell of 
Hercules fotacloſcd with the Troyans, they bethoght them, 
and caine lo his helpe ere he had ned. Attheir coningthcy 
made a tight great cpꝛoare, they t auſted and ceuched ther a 


S wozds1panthe Troians, which were te fac lo: ward — 
iopne 
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topned fo them with ſuch pꝛo welle, that they ſmote down 
the moſt table and trong, and ment ſo farre among them 
that they made them that were lo farre come to retire a- 
gane, ind gs backe by tozceandſtuength. In (his going 
backe andreculing, the hoaft of Laomedon was al afraide 
aud abaſhed, The tha ſwoꝛds of Hercules, of Theſeus, g 
Amphittiou were ſeen baandiſhing aboue all other in well 
doing and in thoxt ſpace they began td vangaiſh and overs 
come their enemies, and would haue bought them to the 
fople and ſhame. Then that yang Priamus with his thirty 
thoufand appeared to cams to the afſault, making ſo great 
a noyſe that all theearth trembled, and gaut a marnelious 
found, and they that were vpon the walles andodifices of 
Troy, made withall a great crie, Hercules, Theſcus, and 
A mphitrion beholving Priamus comming, e the puiſſance 
efTroy,ſet their people in aray, and in bat teil od t went 
with a great trains of Gree kes agatnft them, fo2 to with- 
ſtand their enterpziſes. Tbeſcus was the firſt that ſpyed 
Priamus,who ſet and couched his ſpeare again him, and 
he came with a great courage mounted vpon the ſecond 
hoꝛſe ol . Laomedon his father, andgharged with ſo great 
might vpon Tho ſeus, that he bat him to the ground, tur- 
ned vpüde downe, bzuifing him vpon bis ſhield, Theſcus 
relaued him being tight angrie at this fall, g entted amog 
the Troans, ſmiting and hewing on them with his [wozde 
in ſuch furie, that he (mote off the heads ol moe then thir- 
ty Troians ere he ceaſed, The hauit and noyſe was great as 
beut him. The Troians would haue reuenged them of his 
ſweꝛd, but theit ſwoꝛd was not ſo great: thep had wozke 
in ough to ſaue themſelues, many Greekes cams in the aids 
— hclpe of ſhefeus, and then they beganne tarenue the 
aktell. | 


At this time, and at this skirmiſh Het cules and Amphi⸗- 
trion were nothing idle: they were on one five, The ſeus 
on the other: at mating there was many a man hurt and 
llaine. Pamus did maxuailes vato the Greekes at the be⸗ 

ginning 
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ning, he bare him ſo valtantly among his enemies, that hs 
ſound ns man that did him any har me oz annoy. — 
his ſwoꝛde loꝛ to tat ſtxonqiꝝ th blond of 

then as ho was in this caſt he heard about Herculesja right 
hie, and a great pearſing crie of his people, crying, Troye, 
Troy, in deſpayze to hauepzenapled. And then Priamus 
wening to haur holpen, aud to mite downe dend all them 
that wers beloze him, xan vnto the reſcue tu hia iniſaduen ; 
ture, ſoʒ as ſong as he was come befoze Hercules, und het 
ſaw jim ſo on he ſebacke, hee temembꝛed him that it was 
bes that had onerthzowne Theſeus to ths ground, and ſaid, 
that he wduld auenge him, and lifting vp his faozd; ber 
ſmote ci mus (0 ſtercely vp on his helme, that her wan aut 
aſtonied,and that his ſwoꝛd ſlid downe on his hozſenecke, 
and ontred ſo farre,that there felldowneboth Priamus and 
the hoꝛſe. 

Then priamus luda ſo ouerthꝛo lone hozſe and man, 4 
alſo ſo aſtonied, that he wiſt not wzere he was, Hercules 
was aduertiſed that it was Priamus ſonne ot u. Laome- 
don, then had pitty of him toke him pꝛiſoner, a did ſende 
him out of the bat tell. The Troians ſwing this, were (028 
and grieuoufy troubled, and foꝛ the reicus ot hun they en; 
deaoured themſelues, and were incouraged ſo tertibly,that 
Hercules might uot ſuſtaine al therigouc oſ the battell, and 
that the Gr#kes were conſtrained to loſe plate. The hing 
Creon then diſplayed his Banner, and his battell, and in 
likewiſedid Eutifteus, x they put them in two wings, ons 
on the right nde, and the ather on the left ſide : they came 
running in vpon the Troians with ſa great noyſe, and ſo 
great tempoſt, that allthe Croians felt wel theix coming, 
foz at that timathey wilt not whereto turne them. They 
were ſmit ten hero: and behind ſo ſoe that they loft the 
— — of Priamus, aud Hiſt not where he was become, 


A this tn teniuceting andshinmich, Leomeden was out 
ofthe pzeaſe and refreched him. When her heard ſay on 
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his @onne Pryamus was taken: he was there foze paſſing 
toto full, and had ſo great pain, that the ſweat camo to his 
heart,and fromfhencovuts all his members, wherefoze be 
went himſeife againe to Battell, halle out of his minds: ths 
15attell was then fell and enuenamed, and there was moſt 
hard fighting, But, foz to augment and increaſe the ouer⸗ 
great ſozrow1of this Laamedoo,he found that bis folke has 
the weꝛſe and lofſe, and little fought, On the other five,hs 
ſaw the hoziens and ſtrokes of the Greekes,ſo gxtat, and ſo 
vameaſurable,that his men were bzonght ont of rann, and 
the Acrayes bzoken, and charged. with ſuch ſrokes of the, 
brauy mods, that they went and turnen back, and began 
to llie: and then when it rams to the diſcomfiturs, Laome- 
don abodenot with the lait, but entred again into his Citis 
as haſtily as he might. The Greekes purſued the Troyans 
eagerly, and ſo nigh, that they entered in with them, with 
great effuſion of bia. Hercules was the fir that wan tze 
Gate : and as foztheGreeks he was Pozter,andput in all 
them that wore of his knowledge. Þany Troyans, paſſes 
by the edge of the © woꝛd, and many fledaway by the fields 
aud buthes. W!hen Laomedon ſam, that by fo:ce his Citit 
was taken, and ought into the hands andgonernance af 
the Greekes, (right ſoze diſcimio ten, and all in diſpay2e)be 
tok his Daughter Fxiona and Antigons, and his moſt pze- 
tious Je wells G emmes, and flev away pziuily,thinking 
that his Entun es would make there 2 deſtruc⸗ 
tion and pillaging, as they did: Foz when Hercules had put 
his men within the Citie, he let his men robbe e pill, Thus 
the Troyans wers perſecuted. The chanels were tempꝛes 
with theyzblod. The Houſes wore/beaten downe,and the 
great Kiches were patiafoJ32ayes and of all thegops of 
dhe Citix;therewereſeftnothing tohole;hat the JPallace of 
lion, whithertheLadies and ths Mains were withdzawn, 
Hercules would in no wiſe deſtrey this Pallace,fozaſmuch 
as the Ladyts made t himartiguett fog toſpare it. At this 
pziſe Hercules ſdught log Laoα dn in the palace of owe 
| an 
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and in all places ofthe Citie, but he could heare no tidings 
of him, whersloꝛe he was ſo2edifpleaſant,and when he hav 
beaten downs the walles — — the mo ⸗ 
ney ofthe gods, he e, returned into Greece 
with great glozy. And in this wiſe was Troye deftroped 
the firft tine. Wherefozs J will thus now maks an end cf 
this firſt booke,and wil begin the ſecond books, where ſhal 
bo ſhewedhow Troy mas reedefied,q how it was deffroi- 
tothe fecond time. And hom Priamus rayſed it, and made 
it againe. In continuing t he noble labours of Hercules, 
now new begun.

ment, in maner of armour, to anne him withail. On the 
mozrowhe tone leaus of his ſfepmother , and departed to 
Crete, eſolongtourneyed on the way with Philotes, with⸗ 
out finding of adventure, wherofany meinozy ts had, that 
or a dap, hecame tv the gate ofthe city Mephis, that was 
in Egypt, where ths tyzant Buſire held his reſidence. 
When Hercules was come nigh vatothe gate, be toke 
his club that Philores hate, and left Philotes there, and en» 
tred himſelſe into the citle. Me had not bene long there, 
no; fatre gone, but Buſtre, which was apuertiſed of his 
commingby his oſpies, tame again ſt him with his compli- 
ces, and without ſpoa ing of any won, ranne vppon hun. 
Hercules was well appointed, foz hee knew the tyꝛant 
dy his geſture , and by the ſigne that was tolbe bim: 
ſo her liſted vp his club when bes ſaw him come, and as 
the tyꝛant would hates ſmitten him with his ſwo2d with ⸗ 
out any woꝛd ſpeaking, hie ſmoteths tyʒant with his club 
bpon the right ſide fo vehemently, that not onety bee bare 
him vpon the earth , but alſd hee bꝛako all his ribbes of his 
dodie. Anvfo may med hun, that het might neuer telaue 
hunſelratter The Egyptians ſamg Bulito ſd duerthꝛo won, 
ſome ranme to him fo2 torelæue him, which they could not 
do,foz he was fo heauie, and the other afſayled Hercules. 
Then was the Eitte all in an vpzore. Hercules right 
topvus that hee had beaten the tyzant, beganne to 
learneths Egyptians toknow his club. He lew many of 
them, and the te nnant ho made to flit. Yis ftroakes were 
ſo heauie and ſozeible, that the complices of Buſite, that 
were accuſtomed to ſhed mans blond, had thetc blond ſhed 
abꝛoad, andeouldnot, no2 might not remedie their iniſ⸗ 
chance, which was ſo great, that Hercules filled al the place 
with dead bodies. And after long battaile, he found hiunſele 
alone, foz there was no man ſo hardie that durſt be ſane 
be'ozxhim. The people and the communalite ofthe C- 


gpptians gaue no hede ol the reſkew of their king. 3 
thep 
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they ſawe him beaten, they all hatedhiw,and behelde the 
Batttel from farre by very great routs. When then Her. 
cules had ſo much laboured, that hee found no man to fight 
with him, he · ſet down his Clubbe, and addzefſev him vnto 
a great company of Ægyptians that ſted there, andaſſurey 
them, that he would doo nothing vnto them, 
what people they were that had aſſaxled him: Whey aun; 
ſwered him,kneling on theyz knes, that they were Pan- 
flears, Hang - men, and people cf Uicious and cuill lining: 
and that they2 King,that hes had firſt beaten downe, was 
the woꝛſt of them all, and had putpoſed to put him to death, 
as a ſtraunger, and fo2 to make @acrifice vnto the goddes. 
And tbey pzayed him that he would ſacrifice theit ſaid king, 

Hercules graunted they2 petition, aud acco2ded it vntg 
the peeple: And anon he tone this curſed Tyzant Buſire, 
that liued vet, and bare him pppon his ſhoulders, vnto * 
Temple, which the Egyptians ſhewed to him. The falſe 
CTyꝛant cries aſter helpe terribiy: but this crys auapled him 
not. The Egyptian cryed vnto Hercules, ſacriſice, atri- 
fice him. When Hercules came inte the Temple, he s. 
cri ficed him, aſter that he had ſhewed to him his curſed and 
euill lite. And then when the Fire was put vato the ®a- 

crifice,it beganne ti Raine, and the great vzought began to 
falle: Whereofthe Egyptians were ſo iopous, that nont 
tould expꝛeſſe. Ther ſongglozy and pꝛay to Hercu- 
les, they bzought him vnts the Pallace, and P ilotes alſo, 
which had ſcene all, and they oꝛdained and conſtituted Her- 
cules King auet them: Mhich he refuſed ; but he oꝛdax⸗ 
ned Judges koz to gouerne them, After he departed and re 

turned vnto the Nucene luno, which had great ſaz- 
row : and to Ring Creon , Which had great 
toye ,*foz'to heare tolde and rc- 

counted his Pzowelles,

Theſecret Conſpyzacies of luno, and her curſed enyres 
might not hurt, noz miniſh the vertus of Hercules. The 
moꝛe that ſhe thought to put downe and hurt him, the moze 
ſhs was the cauſe of his Exaltation. As he was putCant 
and ſtrong of bodie,he was yet moze ſtrong of veriue: Foz 
vertue was ſet in him, as the p2ecious ſtone is in Gold, and 
as the ſwante ſmell is in the Flower, ind as the tape of the 
Dunne beame is in tho @unne: he was beloued cf Kings, 
of Pꝛinces, ot Ladyes, ot Geatlewomen,of Nubles, and cf 
baſe folk : in eſpecially Me gata, the Daughter of King Crc- 
on loued him. And verile ſhe was no? deceyued: foz Her- 
cules loned her alſo, and was neuer hurt, but he thaught cn 
her. Pet they durſt none of them ſpeake to other of ti is 
mater: they were aſhamed to diſtouer that, whereby theo 
had hope to haue honour and wozſhip. They behelde cach 
other, ind often they bewayled, azdcomplavned to them⸗ 
ſelues, und deſired the day, that they might tau e cache other 
in Partiage.

Hercules reſolute in his parpoſe,ſurpziſed andenflamed 
with great deſire of Loue, camalrom the Mod, and aban- 
doned the wildboaſt, and gaus it ouerfo2 to come vnto Me- 
gata, thinking hob, and by what wo2dshe might come, and 
ſhew vnto her that which lay on his heart. e went then ſo 
farre, that he tame vnto the garden al the d allace, where he 
was with many Ladies e gentlewomen. Me made to them 
teuerence, vntill he eſpycd the tuns that he might ſpeake to 
Me gars, and hee wared (o penſiſe that it is : be en- 
termitted nothing ts conferre with the L adyes, but there- 
with he dzewhim apart info the garden.

of Eppꝛe, whereof was Quern Hypodamia, the Lady and 
bꝛide of the wedding.

Wihenthe Ladies ſaw this great outrage, they cryed out 
all araide. The affcaie was ſo great, that Hercules, Iaſoo, 
Pytothus and Theſcus, ranne vntothem, and when they 
knew that the Centaures had — Lady , at few 
woꝛds they went and them anon. 

Hercules did on the ſkinneof the Lion,and tooke his 
ſwoꝛd, his bow, andhisarrowes, and then went afterths 
giants without abiding foz any othercompany 02 perſon, 
The giants were withdzawen vnder {re , and there they 
trained them in battaile , as thep that wilt welland yes 
lp, tha? the firft that ſhouls come to them, ſhould be Hereu- 
les. They hated Hercules ſecretlp , and had enuie at his 
gloꝛie.

nie. Hercules was all alone, and came not a pace ſoſtly 
as a man, but hee came running as nimbly and ſwittly, as 
the Hart runneth in the Aalley, and it ſeemed that he flew 
in the Ayze, The (wiſtnee of Hercules abaſhed noꝛ a⸗ 
frayed not the Centautes: they were about foure- ſco2e,and 
they were all of great cqurages i they tooke they Speares, 
Polares, S woꝛdes, and other weapons of Marte: and 
ſome of the ſtrongeſt of them were againſt Hercules : on

them in battell,fo2 to eſcht w the effuſion ol bloud. And they 
let you know, that they haue good right to ſubdue you, and 
that il there be among you two Unghts, that againſt two 
of them will doe feates of armes to trie their liue s, they will 
deliuer to pen two Ladics in plate conuenable, vppon con- 
dition, that if the Ladies vanquiſh and cuertome peu, r 
ſhallb& holden as vanquiſhed, and bee at their tommaun⸗ 
dement: and ik pour men ouercome the Ladies, they ſhall 
be reputed as ouertome, and ſhall bee ſubit a vnto you, 

Hercules hearing this greeting and meſage of the La⸗ 
dies, annſwered vnto the Peſſenger. Damoſell, ſince (hat 
the Ladies of Scythiebe ſochiualrons, that they haue con- 
quered the great Realmes of Egypt, of Cappadoce, and of 
Ada, they be ſoze fo to doubt. euertheleſſe, foz to eſcheloe 
the effuffon ofbloud, and to deſend the Africans from 
their bondage, ye ſhall returne fo them and ſay, that the 
battell of fwo Knights againff (wo Ladies, is acco2ded 4 
agreed vnto them, fo2 to be done to mozrow, vpon the con- 
dition that ye haue ſaid. Then Hercules, Affer, and manie 
otherſwo2e and pꝛomiſed to hold theſe things, and did great 
honour andrenerence vnto the Damoſell. 

The Damoſell hauing done her meſſage,as is ſay d, ce⸗ 
kurned vnto the Ladies, which were entred a great way in 
Affricke, and toloe them wozd foz wozd the aunſwere cf 
Hercules. The Pzincipall oz miſtreſſe of all theſe Ladies, 
was named Synope, and had two ſiſters, ſo expecte and 
ſtrong in Armes, that they dꝛead no Knight of the Told, 
the ons wes named Menalippe, and the other Hippolits. 
Anen, as theſe Ladies had receyucd theſo tidings of the Af- 
fricanes, they had greaticy, and holding cpinion that Af- 
ſrique was wonne by the ſtrength of Hypolite and Men - 
lippe,whtch did maruailes in Armes, they ozdayncd that 

A they 
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they ſhould fight with the two knights : and ſo ſoꝛ to doe 
they warned Hippolite, and Menalippe, which were on the 
mozrow ready in the ſtelds. 

At the houre that was o2dapncd, Hercules and The- 
ſeus (ſitting on twa firong hoz{cs with a great company of 
Affvicanes,) rode into the place that the adies had cho · 
fea ſoz to do feates 6f armes in. There wers the two L 2 
dyes abiding in a fayze place armed and wellmeunted on 
good ſtades, and by them were the other Labyes in great: 
number. As ſoone then as Hereules and Ihe ſeus had eſpi⸗ 
ed the two daunſels, they made them that followed to ſt and 
and comte no neare, and (cnt vnto the ele, to wit, 
what they would do. The Damoſels aunſwered, that they 
abed2 thetwo Knights, and that they wers ready ta dee 
dee ds of armes againſt them, vader the condition of their 
quarrell. Ind il they were come, they wauld came fozth, 

Net cules and I heſouia, with this anſwere tooks they; 
ſpeaxt s, and ö dels; and made ſigns vnto the 
Damoſels. And they furnithed with Shiebdes, aud with 
Spearcs, ran againſt them ſo chwakeuſy, that it feemed 
that they belde ol heauen, not of earth, and at the coping 
al theix ſharpe fpearcs,the takes wer e fo huge and gti at, 
an both ü des, that Hippolita and Theſeus bare eachother 
vnto the earth, and in likewiſe did Menalippe and Hercu- 
les, The Atfricans matuelled much to ſe thetwo Pꝛin⸗ 
ces bozne downe,and pet the Ladies of Scyihia matuelled 
much moꝛe of the Danoſels, ic. 

When the k nights on the one five, and the Damoſels on 
the other ſide, und themſeluss lying an the earth, ſhame 
aad abaſhment ſinote them vnto their heatis.cuertheic 
each of them got them vp as lightly, and with great cou⸗ 
rage tooke their ſweꝛds. and appzoached each other. g char- 
ging and ſmiling the one vpon the other ſo fiercely,that the 
Ladies and Knights ſelle the frokes. Hyppolita purſued 
her man Theſevs,and Menalippe held her vnto Hercules. 
The ſtrokes of Hippolita were great, and did greate 
griefe 
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grieſe bnko Theſeus. Theſeus enfozced himſelfe frongly 
to auenge, him, and might not well ceme to his purpoſe, 
Heccules put vnder and ouercame Menalippe lightly with 
his lwoꝛd, and put het in his metcie, but Meta mains 
tapned her ſoce ſo mightily ag aint Iheſeus, that ſhe had 
put hi in to fople, had not Hercules beene, that ſaid to him: 
Bꝛother, what ſhall this bee where is the pꝛowelle of The- 
ſeus : Shall thatbe daunted ur the chiuaitit of a Damo- 
ſell? Ifit be ſo, cectalaly all men ſhall haue ſhame of your 
diſhonour- | 

Theſe w22ds began to quicken, and to wake againe 
the bloud of Nheſeuꝭ that was afaze aſlape, am ts lighten 
the courage, in ſuch wile that he rernuerod anew fo2ceand 
firength, and put hunlcife fozth , andbeganto fmite with 
ſuch pzoweſlethat he made the Damolkll recant,and tooke 
from ber, hex ſ ne, and conquered ber :whereofthe Las 
dyes were mach greeusd and ſezrowſull, aud in eipetiall 
the Queens Dynope, Which then font to Hercules her 
armes, in token ch t ſhe was him that 
he would vreld agaime and tender g two Da moſels. And 
Hercules tos the armes of the A uerne, and ſent to her 
Menalippe, and made peace with her ſoz the Amicanes, 
vpon condition , that the ſhonldgrue Hyyonta in matiage 
to Theſcus, which was amagons of Yypolita. Do then the 
wedding was made in Aﬀaque with great hono: and woz- 
ſhip. Any the Ladies hearing tell of the maruailous acts 
and deeves di Hercules, pzapſed him al, and held thẽſelues 
happis and fozta nate to be vanquithed of hun.

The king ol that plate had fo name Oeneus, 
and had two daughters, the one named Deyanira, and the 
other Gorge, Deyanita was the faz eſt, aud that was the 
that Hercules tame ſdʒ to ſ. Nlhen Oeneus had vnderſtã⸗ 
ding and knowledge that Hercules tame into his country, 
he had great iop, and went againſt him, recti ued him, em; 
bꝛacing htin ſo honourably as was to him poſſible. In en- 
tring into his pallace, the Queens and his two daughters 
Gorge and Deyanira welcommed Hercules, zutontinent 
as Hercules caſt his eyes vpon Deyanita, that was þ moſt 
ſapzcſt woman that euer he ſaw,and that ſhe by deũre tight 
d&pe was ſetled and toted in ths molt dæpe place of his 
heart, he ſelt himſelfe maruellouſip rauiſhed. This deſire en 
lred into Hercules all full of rapi s of loue, and pearſed into 
his heact as ſuddenly as the rapes of the ſunne paſſe thaegh 
the alaſſe, 

Deyanita had ſo much beauty, and was ſo well accompli⸗ 
ſh ed and ſo gliſtezing and ſhone among the Ladies, that to 
her might be made no compariſon, not all onelp in _—

7 Fter the conqueſf ol theſe ladies, The. 
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but with that in wiledome and beuntte, She was the moſt 
pꝛetieus treaſure of C alct douie:and thithet came many La 
di es, Gentle women and other. Her neighbeurs were all a- 
moꝛous ol her, and eſpecialſy R. Ichelous that was ſtrong 
and puiſſannf, This i ing had great ſeignioay, and march d 
thꝛough the Realme of Calcedonie. UWhen then Hercules 
hadbeenefhere a ſpac e, in paſſing the time lopoufly, and in 
beholding the behauiour of Deyanara, it hapned en a days 
that the Mellenger ol King Achelous came tg Oeneus and 
ſayd to him, that Achelous demaunded of him, if hee would 
gius him his daughter, and that it hee would not giue her to 
him at this time, he would mole and grieue his countrey , 
and would make him warre. At this meſſage Ocneus was 
troubled, and anſwered the meſſenget that on the mozrow 
he would gius him an anſwere. All that dap Oencus was 
penſlue, and ſoꝛrp, and abode alone : and ſoꝛ to paſſe his me⸗ 
lancholy, he came to Hotcules. Then Hercules ſaw hun 
ſo penſtue, he adiured him in earneſt wiſe that he ſhould tell 
him the cauſe of his penſineneſſe: who told it him, and ſayd, 
Load Hercules, finco it pleaſeth you to know of mine anei⸗ 
ance and griefe, J will anon tell peu the cauſe. There is 
hereby a king in neighbour namen Achelous, great and 
flerce, and pꝛoud, which many times bath required to haue 
to his wife Deyanira my daughter. I haue not ben in will 
to accoꝛd the marriage, fozaſmuch as J know this king a 
man ok right euill life. And fo2 this cauſe J heue had many 
menaces of him, and allo this day his meſſenger is pet come 
ag ains to me and hath ſayd to me, that if J giue him not 
my daughter at this time, he will make me warte. Certes,

On the mezrowe 
Oeneus called the meſſenger of Achelous, and ſai to him, 
that heſhould conie no moze to demaund his daughter, any 
that he was not mtnded tu giue hex to his maler t and 
farthermoze, ilhit moued warxe againtt him fo2 this cauſe, 
he had intention to defend hunſelfe vnto the death of the 
laſt man olhis people. The Pedenger returned With 
theſe wo2ds, and tolde them to Achelous,and all that be 
ſound with him. Achelous was enill content with King 
Oecneus, and as he that was guermuch ſmitten with the 
loue of Deyanira, beganme ts aCemble his men of armes, 
in intention to make warte on King Oeneus, and to take 
from him his Daughter, Hercules was then in Calcedo- 
nie, and oftentimes hee was with Deianyra in gracious 
con- 
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conferences. Ye found her ſo wel addzeſſed in all houc ſt ma- 
ners, that all the day he was moſt part with her, nd in the 
night her did nought but dꝛeame and thiaks an her:howbes 
it, he ſayde nothing ta her that touched his amozougdcines 
willing firſt to ſhew there his power in armen.

Then ha (ct all his minde to 
contemplate the exceſſiue beauty ofher, After hee deſired 
her, andinconeting and veſiring ſayd, © Deianira, thou 
that hat not the pzerogatine to know the hearts and the 
thoughts of men, if I ſhould ſay to tha the tenthpart of 
the love and deſire J haue to tha: thou mighteſt not be- 
leueit. IJ haus gone many a Country, and ſane many» a 
Realmo, andmany a Triaſure, J baue defired mante a 
thing.

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TUith theſe wo ds the ceaſed a little, and began to thinke 
on many other things. At this point, es ſhæ theught on 
Hercules, and Hercules an her, tivings came thither, that 
Achelous was tomming foz to beſiege the Citie, by land : 
by ſea, and that he was very neare by. Foz theſs tidings a/ 
roſe in the pallace a greate. murmuring, that came to the 
eares of Hercules and of Deys dir: th̊tit ſpirits were tra- 
nexſedin ſuch faſhion, that Hercules left to behold Deya» 
nira, and the Damoſell left to thinke on Hercules, and both 
two went vato the ing Ocneus, 

Anon as Hercules came vnto the King, and that the 
Ning ſaw him, her went againſt him, and ſayd to him, that 
his enemies were very neare the Citie. Hercules aunſwe- 
red iopouſly, that it behooueth to goe feaſt them: and wil- 
led that he put his people in armes. At this aunſwere of 
Hercules, the king did ſound to armes, and with (his 
ſound all Ca'cedanie was mooued, and each man made him 
ready, Hercules and his tires were ready in a little 
ſpace, The Calcedenians aſſembled by great companies in 
the pallace. When they were aſſembled, the king and Her- 
cules bzought them into the ficld, and Hercules put them 
in oꝛder, that done, he vid cauſe them to march, z the Calcs- 
donians and Greekes ſo ſpedde them on after dinner, that 
they came and found their enemies, and appꝛoched them ſo 
nigh, that there was nothing to do but fo ſinits and lay on. 
Net cules had made two battels, ene and the firſt with his 
people, and the other with the C alcedonians. When they 
caine to the peint to me te, Hercules went tothe Calcedo 
nias s, and in the pꝛeſince ofthe king, ſayde to them. Lee 
heere yce may ſec pourenemics that ſet little by pou, fo; 
foz theÞ become into your Loꝛdſhip to aſſaple ycu, J pꝛay 
you that the great ccurage ef them abate not, noꝛ dimi⸗ 
niſhycurccurage, Ye eight hecrein to haue the fierce- 
neſre of a Lon, the puiſſante of an Elephant, and bee 
grec dy as a Griffon, foz to deliuet you without ende, ſro 


the fierce enmitp of the king Achelous, in kteping peur 
coun- 
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Country, your Dominion, yourhonour, your treaſures, 
your wives, your chuldʒen, and that moꝛe is, your lues. Be 
pe then ſtudious to doe well, ba ye inflamed with deſire o. 
vengeance, be ye couet aus to get wozſhippe and glozy. I f 
pee ſhew not your ſelues valiant at this time, pee n ay not 
haus any thing but beggerte., 02 ſetuitude to death: fo; 
your enemies will doe vntorou allthe euill ofthe wezlde, 
il they haue victozy ouer pou Theſe wozdes w2oeught in 
the hearts of the C a'cedontans, and geue to them courage 
marrelloufly. And all they with one right good Hull deſiie d 
the battell. UWihen Hercules had fintſhed bis exboztacton , 
he went to the battel: fo it was come to the point to fight. 
Then were thers great cries on the one (idc, and on the o- 
ther, taboꝛs, trumpets, clations, harneſſe and weapons bes 
ganne to ſound : knights began to ftirre at the entry of the 
vattell. Hercules and the Greekes ſhot, and dꝛew largelie 
vpontheir enemics, and made Ache lous all abaſhe d, fozal- 
much as he hoped not to hane found ſo great teũ ſtance with 
the Calcedonians. Then they caſt their eyes vpon the ban · 
ner of Hercules, andſceing the great Lion that was pain- 
ted therein, they began to imagine that therenngbt bee 
Hercules, of whaurwasg ſpoken thꝛaughout the wozld, fo; 
great Naughter ofthem of the party of Achelous, When 
the ſhot was ſo failed. Hereules thoke his (wozd, 4 wente 
bp and downe among them of Achaie, that were in the 
firſt front of the batfell of Achelous, and there made an 
hole ſo great, that the Calcenonians t the Iconians wan 
vpon them at the ſtrſt ioyuing, and made the other paxtie 
to tecule, and gae backe, whereof Achelous had great ſo:- 
row : and he tooke to him twenty knightes which were 
choſen,and came and ranged with them there; where Her- 
cules ſcattered and bzake the battell of the Achaians . 
There hee appꝛooued his _ luſtily, This ſtrong 
a giant 
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giant, and his hozſeman ſo valiantly fought , that the 
Gcaxkegentring taried and abode, and alſo Hercules: fg; 
they died their ſwozdes and the earth with their blcup, 
aud beat downe man Iconians. And there was the flrife 
ſo great, that men might ſee nothing elſe Lut heades and 
armes flie into the flelde, Hercules ſmotens ſtroke but 
it coſt to Achelous the death of a man. Achelous whke 
maner ſtroke fo2 ſtroke (mote down one ot tis enemies. 
The reſidue of theic ſolke did the dell they could, now be⸗ 
feze, new bchinde, and pet might ncuer the Achapang 
ton found and put backe their aduetſaties, how beit they 
uu ere alwap ſcurc againſt one: ardthe Iconians were in 
creat number, and they Fad alwapficſhpceple end new. 
In this mantt the two puiſſaunces ſci ght tcgether moze 
then feure heurts. Loue wzought ſeze there, in Hercules 
ar d in Achelcue, both two wade their ſwerdes lo flou- 
riſh couered with blend. They met elt times and mote 
cc other , tut neuer durſt Achclevs alice teſc:t the 
ſwoꝛde ef Hercules, foz the hozible fir ckes that het ſaw 
Herculcs giue, but he put hum in the pzraſe aſone as he 
had ſin itl en him, oꝛ had angred him. 

Jn this battaile Her cules did wonders and matuailes. 
Dentus teke a great plcaſt;re to beyzolds him , and the 
Achayans had therein diſpleaſute, fozthey that ſaw. him, 
were no moze aſſured to eſcape the death, thin bee that ſæ⸗ 
leth the l wod ia his necke in the hand ofa tyzant, There 
reteiued no manne a ſtroke of him, but hee abode in the 
platꝛ:h nde ſo 3teat a l aagiter, that no man can well 
wute it. In the ende, king Oeneus with all his Calcedo- 
nia1s tame to the battaile: in his comming the Ack ap 
ans teceincd loſſe vpon loſſe and perill vpon petill. The 
king O-nevus made many of his ent mies to die. Hercules 
ſhewedhis puiſlance moꝛe and moze: by his well doing 
t eput the £chayans all cut ot at ar, end aſtet vnto flight, 
and the lee ofthe ficld furncd greatly vnto the damage 


of king Achelous ; log Hercules chaſed him ſhameſully 
inta 
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into his Hippes, and made him fo loſe twelue thouſand 
Achaxans, ꝛc. 


CHAP, XVI. 


How Hereules put to the worſt the king Achelous, and 
how he eſpouſed Deyanira, 


PIT; Fterthis vicozy, when Hercules ſalve 
| 5 that the King Achelous ſaucd himſelfe by 
the (ea, he called the king Ocnevs, 8 ſayd 
to hin, that he would purſue his enemie, 
e that he would deltuer the w62'd of him: 
and aſter toke an hundzed of his choſen 
men, andtooke leaue ofthe ing Ocneus,and went toſea, 
following after Achelous,recommending him ko Gorge, g 
to Deianira. In this night Oeneus after the departing of 
Hercules returned into Calcedonie, and told his wife x his 
daughters the high pzoweſe that Hercules had done in the 
battell,and how he had chaſed his enemies, and how he was 
gone after with two hundzed men. The ladies Gorge and 
Deianara were right itoyons of the bictozp, but it grieucd 
them ſoze that Hercules with ſo little a company purſued 
Achelous: and aboue all other Deyanira was greatly ver - 
& and grieued at the enterp2iſe of Hercules, ſo (032 that ſhe 
went into her chamber, and was conſtrained to we pe, and 
not to haus joy in hart vntili the returne of Hercules. F02 
to teturne vnto the purpoſe fouching Hercules, when bee 
was put to the purſvit of 4chelous,as is ſaid,he entted in⸗ 
to his realme,and followed him ſo nigh, that hee was cons 
ſttained to withdzaw himſelſe in a ſtrong Calle ſtanding 
by the ſea. He. cules beſieged Achelcus in thiscaflle.UWhen 
Achelous ſaw that Herculcs puriucd him with ſo little a 
company,as with two hund:ed men onelp, heecalled his 
ſriendes and his Leaders of menne, and among other 
thinges tolde them, that it was a ſhame ſoz them to ſuffer 
Aaz them 
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themſelues to be befieged with ſo little a number of pea- 
ple. They anſweced, that he had ſayd trueth: and conclu⸗ 
ded, that the ſame houre they would iſſue out, and raiſe 
and bzeake the ſiege, & loꝛthwith they ſounded to armes 
with ſhoꝛt counſell. It was not long after that they iſſu- 
ed out ol the caſtle, but Hercules eſpied them, and knew 
that they came to the battell: he ſet his men in aray, after 
he went alone befoze vnto his enemies, as he that doub- 
ted ol nothing. When Achelous faw him come, he began 
to make a great ſigh, and cryed vntohis people, vponhim: 
ſaying that if was he with theclubbe that had chaſedhim 
out of Caltedonie, and pꝛomiſtd great giſtes vnto them 
that beſt belaboured him with; ſtrokes. But when his 
folke knew that it was Hercules, they mane cartefio ech 
to other lo to go befoze, and trembling as the leafe on the 
tre, they durſt not abide the weight of theclubbe : but 
without ſinituig of any ſtroke turned their backs, and fled 
vato the caſtle. 

Achelous ſeing the behauio2 o his folke, andthe dzead 
and fearethat they had of Hercules, wened that he ſhauld 
haue died fo; ſozrow : ſo he went and entred againe with 
them ints the caſtle. And Hercules returned with his 
people, laughing at the poze dealing of his enemies, 
Hercules beganne then to thinke on Deianira, and As 
chelous beganne to in ugine how ze might annoy the 
Calcedeniars : he had there one of his captaines that 
ſayde vnto him: Sir, ye know wellthat pour trength, 
map not compare vnto the ſtrength oſyour enemies: we 
be tenne againſt one, but that may nothing helpe v#: fo, 
al enely the clubbe of the mighty giant that is with them, 
is enough oz to bury vs all, and alſo foz to beſtrop p out 
realmc.Conſider pe then, ſince it is ſo, that open puiſſante 
and plaine ſtrength map not be vſed at this time, it is 
£xpedicnt to imagine ſome ſubtiltie , foz to greue the 
Talccdonians : and it is mineaduice that there ſhall be 
made agreat flair.ing light in the (ea, ſuch as I ſhall gu 

deuiſe, 
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deviſe, ſo at b that m:carics tHcy thet haus beſieged vs, 
max be decctued lightly. This flaming light muſt be by 
night, and it (hail be great and feztible: we will make it 
ſcocetly : aſſone as cut ener. ies ſhall ſit it, they will le ape 
out ol theit tent is, ard will gcetnto the ſca ſez to ſa the 
matueile, petaduintite without any armes, foz they dꝛead 
nos ſꝭ axe vs not, and then we will ſet on them, and ſhall 
linde them vnſurniſhed and vapurueyed.oftheir armes, and 
conſcquently it may enſue, that of them all we ſhall make 
a not able riddance. 

When Achelous head this ceunſell, it ſa med to him 
good, and her would that it were put in effec in ſuch wiſe 
as he had deuiſed. The dauſet did make an hund2ed tozs 
ches, which were finiſhed in fiftane dayes. During theſe 
fiſteene dapes. Hercules aſſailed many times the caſtle, 
where Achelous was in, but he might neuer do any thing 
thereto, fo2 the foztrefſe ſtd vpon theſea, and in a ſtrong 
countrep, and might not bee gotten by aſſault, and Ache- 
leus mighthaveno ſuccours fromno part: foz, betv»ane 
this caſte and Achaye was a great countrey. When tho 
fiſteenedayes were paſſed, and the tozchcs were made, 
on a night when it was peaccable from winde and to2ms, 
they that carried the to2ches , yep ont of the caſtle, fours 
of them unte the hauen, where was left but one little 
boate which was on ground, and had net in long time afo;e 
beneputtotheſea, And il ye demand wherethe ſhippes 
were bereme that Aehelous bzought to this pozt, J ſay to 

Hercules had cauſed to take them, and ſent them 
into theſea, to the intent that Achelous Gould not eſcaps 
him, noz take away the ſhippes by night, The Achayans 
then came to this little boat lying on the ground, and plied 
them that they bzought it aflote on the Mea as ſecretly as 
they could, and entred therein, with all that to them was 
neceCary, And the King Achelous put hunſelfe in am⸗ 
buchment with a ſhouſande of his men, in a place nigh 
whereas him (@med that the 11 would? — 
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out fo2 to ſ& the light that ould bee made. That when 
they that were in the ſea, knew that it was time ta light 
tycir toꝛches, they let them a fire, and put them round a- 
bout the maſt, wherein were made as many holes as was 
tozches. And ſo as they had imagined, they did. Anon the 
Knights that kept the watch of the hoſt of ti ercules {aws 
it, and ſoꝛe matuelling at this light, awoke H ercules and 
his fellowes, and ſhewed them the light. 

Agoone as Hercules (aw the bztghtneCe of the tozches 
he would know what it was: and then he app2oached the 
bancke of the ſea, and his company with bim, and had not 
biene long there, when the ing Achelous did cauſe to 
light an hundꝛed tozchcs that hee had pꝛotuded, and aſter 
he iſſued out or his ambuſhment with his thouſand man, 
and ranac vpan Hercules, and aſſapled him and all his 
men fiercely. But when Hercules ſawe them diſcauer 
themſelues, he (et his people in oder in the beſt manner 
he might, by the light ofthe ſtarres, and recepued his ene- 
mies coutagioullp, where began a right dolourons battell ; 
fo:the one (mote on the other very felononſly, and there 
were many wounded and dead. The skirmiſh was grent 
Achelous thought to skirmich, but dee was skirmiſhed 
with himſelfe, vnto the etfuſien or his bloud: foz Her- 
cules among all other ſmote him on the helme, that bee 
foundzed, and gaue him a wonude on his head, that the 
blom guſhed out: and mo2eouer, he toke him, and deli⸗ 
nered him to twelus of his ments kepe. There Were 
great cries, and great aboundance of ſtrokes of [ wezdes. 
Zhen were the tozches quenched, and put out by the 
fo:co of the (miting of the Achayans, which deſired great- 
to reſcue their king : and ſo they abandoned their liues in 
the heate. But when their Toꝛches were quenched a little 
and a little, they bi gan to taole them, and withdzaw them 
fo; they ſaw nothing at al. When they were withdzawn 
Hercules aſſemhled his folke, and ſapde to them, that he 
would go trye and aſſap, ii he might take the Caſte in — 
trouble 
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trouble, and that they ſhould follow him hardily and fierce» 
ly ; and anon after,when he ſaw his enomies returnevnto 
thecaſtle, he ranne after and ſtayed them, and put himſelfe 
in the thickeſt of them, and fmiting with his club on the 
right ſide and on the left ſide, he made a right large place and 
war. And by this way he lead his people vnto the gate cf 
the taſtle, where he ente ted with them that fled, and there 
made ſo great a laughter ofhis enemies, that with little re- 
ſiFance, that ſame night he put to death twelue hundzed, 
and the other fled ints thecitie of Pafrace, from whence 
they were. In this battell, and in thebattellthat hadbane 
about a feure hundzed, which ſaned themſcluesby lip ing: 
foz eAchelous had taken all his men with him, his coun- 
trey and his citie Patrace was alldeffroyed. TWhen Hercu- 
les had taken the caſtle, afferward he went into the coun- 
trey and into the citie of Patrace : and entering into all 
places without any teſi ſtance, hee ſet ower this realm into 
the hande of king Oenens, and he abode not long after that 
he had ſubdued this realme, but he departed and refurnedins 
to Calcedonie as haſtily as hee might foꝛ to ſte Deiantra: 
and there he was receined with ſo great glozy, toy and tri- 
umph, that no man can rehearſe ne wzite. The Poets re- 
pozt and wꝛite this conqueſt that Hercules made vpon At⸗ 
helous, ſaining that Achelous fonght firſt in guiſe ol a man, 
and that then he was vanqutſhed:after he changed himſelfe 
in agut' of a ſerpent. This is to be vnderſted, in ſubtil⸗ 
neſſe i in malice, as he did inaſailing Hercules by night. 
Co conclude, he fought in the guiſe ofa bull, and that Her- 
cules bzake his one huzne : that is to be vnderſtod, that at 
the la Achelous was flerce as a bull, foz he died well 
nigh fe2 p2ide and ſoꝛtow thathe was taken:and that Her- 
cules bzake his hozne,thatis tobe vnderſtod that he bzake 
his realime and deftroyed it. 


Chap, 
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CHAP XVII. 
How Neſſus tooke Deianita from Hercules when hee 
paſſed with her ouer the riuer:and how Hercules flew 


Ne ſſus with an arrow, 
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Tf . cules had atehieued vpon king Ache- 
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RJ lous : Foz he doubted him paſſing ſoze, 
WA Hercules at his comming pꝛeſented to 
* 4 him Achelous and his reaime, and ſayy 
to him that he ſhould ha ue it without a- 

ny teme. The king Ocncus ſent king Achelous into ex⸗ 
ile, and held hümſelle greatly bounden and beholden to 
Hercules whom he honoured marueilouſly, The Hercules 
fooke to his heart agains right amozous conceits i aud als 
ſo in like maner did Detanira, h had ſoueraigne top to 
ſe Hercules, and deſired none other thing but ſoz to ſe him, 
What ſhall J make long pzoceſſe? when Hercules 
bad bene there a ſpace , he required king Oene us that he 
wouldgiue him his daughter to wiſe. Oeneus with 
right good will agreed, and accoꝛded to him, and Deiani⸗ 
raconſented with better will The wedding was ſolem⸗ 
nized poinpouſly andſolemnely , and they went to bedde, 
and lay together. And loons atter when Hercules ſaw 
that his father in law had his realme in peace, hes fooke 
leaue of the king Oeneus, and departed from Calcedonis 
with Deianira and his people, ſoz to goe by land into his 
realae of Iconit. Hercules had alway in his icurney Mei- 
anita by him :he loved her excadingly, 2nd had great ſolace 
in her beauty: and if he had not Eudted with Atblas, beg 
ceuld not haue abfteined him from beholping her beavty, 
In paſſing netin pleaſantly in the waner that fi le dog 
that bencw marie d. Hercules ioui ntyed fo farre, that hee 
came te a quatter of The faly , where the riner of Pebe/ 
nus 
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nus runneth, and arriued on this riner, which was derpe 
and bzoad running impetaoſly, and had neither bzidge 
no2 plancke to paſſe oucr , but there was a Tentaure na” 
med Neſſus , that ſpent there his life , by the meanes ofa 
little boate, in the which hee carried the people ouer the ti⸗ 
uer, et. 

When Hercules had found this paſſenger Neſſus, he 
came to him, and demaunded of him how he and his folke 
might paſſe the riner ? Neſſus that knew Hercules ſinc i 
the time that hee had vanquiſhed his fellowes at the wed⸗ 
ding ol Phyrothus, aunſwered to him, that ha might not 
paſſs the but by his little bete. And if he woulde 
paſſe, hes would with a good will doe him the pleaſure to 
ſet him auer. Hercules thanked Neſſus : and fozaſmuch 
as heſaw that Þ Boate was but little i that the time was 
diſpoſed to raine, he would that Depantra and her Dam 
ſets ſhould paſſe firſt. Deyanira and her Maydens en- 
tred into the boate. When they were therem, Neſſus 
rowed, andin therowing , ho beheld Depanira, and hee 
looked on h er ſs much that her boanty rautſhed him. Foꝛ 
as ſwne as hee was come ouzr on the other ſide, hee tooke 
Deianira, and ſaid that ſhe ſhauld be his wiſe, and the cat- 
ching holde on her, he tooke her on his ſhoulders and bare 
her away: wherefoze ZDeianira and her da:mſelles made 
great cries. And Hercules ſeting that the olds giant, bare 
away Deiantra, which he would refit to his power, bent 
his bow, and Hotte an arrowe vpon the giant, with ſo 
great might aud cunning, that hee ſmote him on the right 
fide vnto the hearf, and gaue him the deaths wound, The 
bowe of Hercules was ſo great and ſtrong that no man 
could bend it but hiznſelfe, Neflus, when as by bis wound 
that Hercules gaue him, he began to fle þ appzeching of 
d:ath,and to ſuff;r ſhatpe angutth alway, he ranne a great 
while a ter vato a Ulallep, where hee fell downe, and conſt» 
dering th it his life had no recouery , hee employe the ende 
of his lite to Imagine hows hee might dos diſpleaſure to 
Ver⸗ 
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Hercules, aud talling to remembꝛaunte that he had a moſt 
terrible and moztall poyſon about him, ſaid to Deyaoira by 
great malice, Faire Ladie, the loue ofyou hath cauſed me 
to reecyue the death, which mee diſpleaſeth not — — as 
doth that cruell Hercules ſhall eniop peu, 
to haue a woꝛthy man. Hercules is no true —— 
the vntrueſt to his Wife that tuet was. And uch 
as haue ſingulaypitty of you, and that your Beauty con- 
ſtraincth ms toto you pleaſure, J will giue peu here a p2e- 
cisus thing, and hauing ſuch vertus that if xe boyle it with 
one ol the ſhyꝛts of Hercules, with the blond that tunneth 
— of my weund, and if that pe giue the ſhyzt to Hercu. 
les, and that he weare it. he thall ncuer aſter loue any other 
woman ne Ladie but peu. 

And withtheſe words, the Gyant toke the Popſon, and 
ten pered it with his bloud and wound it in a linnen cloth, 
and gaue it to Dryanir?, The feoliſh Dey anita giuing 
credence to the Gyanſt, toe the poyſon. The Giant char⸗ 
ged her that no man ſheuld touch it bare, ſaying that then 
it would loſe dis vettue aſter the touching: and with that 
he gaue vp his Ghoſt andtyedpittioufly ,and ſo Deyanira 
eſcaped Tafely from his hands: purpoſing that ſhee would 
keape that Poyſon ſecretly at all aduenture, (o2 to helpe her 
ſel'e it it were nad. In the meanc while that theſe things 
befill betu tene Deyanirs and the Grant, Hercules was 
not at bis heatts· tale ſoꝛ Deyanira : fozhe luas in great ti 
fireſce,when he ſaw Neſſus bearea wap his Wlile. Aſone 
es he hed (mitten him on the right ſide with his arrow (as is 
ſai», he vncloathed himſelfe, ond caſt his Gowne, his Vat⸗ 
nete, and Clubbe, euer the water, by his great ſtren th, and 
aſter he ſtarted into the water, end ſwamme overvnto the 
other ide, and then as he put on his rayment, Dey anita (a- 
gain? accompanyed with her Damzells that followed het, 
came tothe Riuer, ſurniſhed with that venemous Poyſo n. 
When Hercules ſaw Deyanira returne, hee imagined a» 
naue that he had flayne the Gyant, and went againſt her, 

any 
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and demaunded where the Traytoz was. Deianica aufi⸗ 
ſwerednot at the ficſt ts this demaund, but ſayd vnte bim 
Alas, my Loꝛd, in wat perill haue Ibane: what opp)eſ- 
ſion ? what deſpay2e oftoy hath oppꝛeſſed mine heat? The 
trachen of mine armen where yet ig lane the pꝛint of the 
hands ofthe giant, ſhew iu what di pleaſure A haut ben: 
The curſed glatten Giant bare me vnto the deptþ of a dap 
valley, where death appzoaching by the ſtroke ofyour ar- 
rob, tbat made him to fall downe, and be would neuer let 
me tot untul the laſt igt of death. Certes, I have ſuffered 
agteat iteꝝ ard, hut thankes bets the gods, ſinte 4 baus 
found you agame, And know von vetihy that 3 am auen; 
ged ol mine evemy, whom I hau ſen die miſerably, wher⸗ 
of A am all retoyced and glad againe. 


CHAP. XVIII. 


How: Mercules fonght againſt the Serpent of the moore 
+ Lerna,and ew bim, & c. 


r \Ercules and Deianira kiſſed tach other 
** by right great leue. After Hercules 
15 260 — went into the place where the Giant 
ws lar dead, t fozaſmuch as hee found him 
b vj dep2tued of life, he let him lie there to 

5 8 boek, and birds,and fene his a. 
"2" 6 9% — that lay hy him. And this was the 
arrow that Achilles was ſlain withaſter in the Teinple of 
of Phebug in Troy,foz the loue of Polix ene. Then Hercu- 
les and Deianiracame again ta theriuer,and Percule s ſet 
ouer his men,x went from that place into the City of Lec⸗ 
na. The ning of this City did great honour to Yorcules, x 
receyuedhim aghono2ably as hecould. Among diners talk 
Þercules demanded him of tidings. The king anſwered 1 
he knew none other, but j in a great pallace there dwelled 
t obodea monſter, halt a ma, s halſe a ſerpent,that killed ail 
his 
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his M ealme by common mmder, Foz he ſaid, that all the 
men, women and chilvzen that thus monſter can finte, hes 
flapeth them with his taple that is inucnemed, with his 
clawes armed he deudureth, and deſtroyeth them with his 
teeth and thers eſcapcth nons, And ſo it will cometo paſſe 
that this Countcey be deſaxt: ſoʒ the Labourers noz mar - 
chants date not goe by the Tountrey with lee cowpany 
then two hundzed men: ant it they be leſſe, the monſter 
aayleth them, like as he hath done wany other,qc. 
Hercules was paſſingglad and toyous of theſe tidings, 
and ſayds to the King! Sir, J haus laboured yet hitherto 
foz the common weale of many realmes , and pet haut IJ 
the will to perſeuer, and ts do the wozkes of vertue.Know 
ye then, ſince that J amhers arriued, I will dee ſomwhat 
fo; the weale ofthis Country, like as I baue done foz ma- 
ny other. And J hane intention fo2 fo put mee in deuoy;8 
to mozrow on the way toward the monſter, andſoz to as 
bids the aduenture, to vanquiſh him, oz te bevanquiſhcd 
of him. This monſter was called Bydze,fozaſmuch as bs 
dwelled in the waters. When Deysnira heard the enter- 
p2ife of Hercules, that he wculd goe alone, and abandon 
bimſelfe in ſo great perill , the began fo weepe, and make 
fo great ſorrow, that no man might apps aſe her, no make 
het ſtint her weeping, Hercules comfozted her the beit 
wice he could, Athlas and Philores comfozted her in like 
manner, and ſhewed to her the right high x glozicus v&ds 
of Hercules ,foz ts gine het hope in this aduenture. Al that 
might not helpc noz auayle, ſhe loued Hercules withual her 
heart, with all her might and putſſance, She required him 
with her eres charged full of teares,that ha would abſtain 
him from ſo high an enterpziſe, ſaping, that it was no wil⸗ 
dome {oz a man to expoſe himlſelfe to ſo euident daungers, 
and that the Gods had ſent the Ponfter into the country, 
foz to coren and chaſtiſe the people, + Notwithitan- 
ding that Hercules was very ardontly in loue with her: 
res 
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yet her teares that ſhe wept, ne2 her Pꝛaxers,noꝛ hex tra · 
ſons, tan cauſe Yercutes to bzeak his purpoſe, foz fo ent ex 
pꝛiſs this Adnentute. But on the Sone early he cloathed 
him,anddeparted from E erne,aud toke his wap towards 
the Haze, whereas was the Manſter. 

This Þ@;e was long, andthze miles in compaſs , as 
the Chꝛonicles of Spainerchearſe, and all enjuroned with 
Fountains that ſpꝛang out ofthe high Mountains. In the 
middeſt of thts Plaine was a great Lake oz Pond, wher⸗ 
in dwelled the Hydza on de Land. Then then Þercu- + 
les was come vato this place, the Yydza that neuer ſept 
with both eyes, and that had alwayes the neck outſtreiched 
on high, and the cares open, had anon eſpyed him, and ſud- 
dainly came againſt him running with great fozce. Her- 
cules abods when he eſpyed the maruellons Penſter, and 
had great pleaſure to ſ& him: He was tenne fot of heigth, 
and had as long a tayle: he was fowle , and coucred with 
haire: he bad his body Armed, and in his right handheld a 
naked ſwosd, and in his left hand he bare a ſhield. 

Hercules thus beholding him, ſuffered him to come to 
him. Then the Ponttet ſpake to him and ſaid : Poze Gi- 
ant, whether goeft thou : Behold this @wozd, ſharply on 
both ſides cutting: pet was there neuer man that heaide 
mo ſpeake, but he dyed by the poynt of this ſwoꝛd. Foz as 
much as J am the moſt wiſeft Creature that euer Nature 
made, and that J am accuſtomed to make a Queſtion ta 
ſuch men as I finde, and then to deſtrop thein if they can- 
not anſwere thereto. And foz as much as J finds not in my 
Realms any but people as beaſts, and without vnderſtan⸗ 
ding, Jhaue therfoꝛe deſtroyed their bloud,and ſo will J do 
thine,if thou canſt not aſſoyle a Sophiſme that I ſhal make 
vnto ther. O thou man- Serpentine(ſaid Hercules) thine 
Cloquence,thy Pꝛudenct, thy cruell Swoꝛd, foule, and pol⸗ 
luted with infinite hointc:id2s, makes me nothing abaſhed, 
ne diſcourage me: Jſakoeths, and am tome hether ſo2 to 
deſtroy thes. And J will not onely aſſople one of = — 
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pyiſmes,vut as many as thou canft thinke: and will that 
thou well knowe, that if by fozce of uy wit, J aſſeple thy 
Sophiſines,and failacious Arguments, J willdo vato thee 
te as thou wouldeſt doe to me: and if it happen that thy 
ſcience may not ouercome mee, yet will I ſhat thou defend 
ther wilh Armes, and that thou kepe thy life as well ag 
thou canſt, ic. 

With theſe wozds , the (Gonffer made vnte Hercules 
ſeuen Sophiſmcs one after another, all fallacious and ſub⸗ 
till: Then when Hercules had giuen ſolution to one, the 
Monſter replecd by ſeuen Arguments. Yet Hercules that 
was full of Phyloſophie, and expert in all Science, made 
annſwereſo ſubſtantially to all his fallacious Arguments, 
that he ſet him at a Hon plus. And fo2 this cauſe the Po- 
ets fayne that this Hydꝛa had ſcuen heads, as it appeareth 
inthe firſt Tragedy of Seneca, and ſap that when Hercu- 
les hadde ſmitten of one of bis heads, that ſeauen other 
heads tame againe in the ſame place. In the ende then, 
fo: topurſneſhis matter,when Hercules had ſo diſputed a- 
gainſt the Serpent that he y eelded him to Hercules, in ſuch 
wiſe as he wiſt not what to ſay. Hercules ſaid vnto him: 
Serpent inhumaine, we haue kought long enough with the 
Tongue. Dake thy Swozde, J mayno lenger with⸗ 
holds my hand from ſmpting vppon the , and aſſay if thou 
be as ſubfill in Armes,as thou art ſubtill in thy Language. 
Poze Fele,ſaide the Serpent (which was full of pꝛide,) 
Ano weſt not thou, that by np part @erpentme J haue in⸗ 
fected all this Countrep 4 and J will this day deinke thy 
bleud, and deucure thy bodie : wherefo28 make god watch, 
and kepe thæ well. 

Without mo woꝛds Hercules enhaunſed his © wo2d fe; 
to haue ſmitten dis aduerſary, but he could net ſoſwne haſts 
him, but the ſerpt᷑t gaue him firſt two ſtrokes, one with his 
ſwe2d,and the other with his taple, wherewith hee had al- 
moſt ſmitten him dewne tothe greund. [Bet Hercules a- 


bode ſtanding, and with his S woꝛd that hee had lifted * 
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he ſmotethe Monſter vppon the Helme with ſuch ſtrength 
that he all to fruſhed the Helme, and made hum a wound in 
the head. At this ſtroke that the Serpent felt, he was full 
of farie, and with his © worde ſmote Hercules the ſtcond 
time byp n the Helme, with ſo great might that the ſparc⸗ 
kles andthe fire flew out, and the Helms was bzoken ,4c- 

Hercules that neuer befoze hat de rceeynied ſo great a 
ſtroake, pꝛomiſed him that he weuld teuenge it, and ſmote 
him tight angerly. Their ſtroakes were great and deadip, 
they ſmote each at other long, and they were beth two of 
great courage. But when Fo2tans had. enough checiched 
them both, ſhez turned againſt the Serpent ſo ent lle, 
that after many ſtrokes Hercules ſinote his ſharpe ©woz3 
within the Helme into his head, and bare dim dolone dea 
bato the Earth, 

Hercules had great icy when he ſaw the Penſler put 
fo the foyle, and he went fo2 to fetch the king of Leraa,with 
Deyanira,and his folke,xbzenght theinfoz lo ſee the £Bon- 
ſter. Then hehadde ſhewed them the Monſter, he made 
a great Fire andburned if, and made Decrifice vntothe 
goddes. And by the Fire he conſumed ide Bonfter Yyd2e, 
TWherefoze there were giuen bnfo him great and tight high 
pꝛayſes and thankes. And he was bzought to the Cittic 
of Lerna,with great glozie of Ladyes and of Gentle - wo- 
men, which conueped him vnto the kings P<llace ſinging 
melodtovfly. Deyanira then ieped geatly in the Triums 
phanf victozie of her Noble huſband. When Hercules had 
abidden there a while, he depaifed thence, and went to A- 
thens, where Theſe teceiuid kim alozioufly. Then Her- 
cules and Athlzs helde Schale in Athens, (92 as much as 
they of Athens were quick of capacity and of wit, ard gaue 
lhemſelues all fo lcarne Sciences : and there they were a 
great tot ile, introt ting and enſeming them cf Alt ens in 
Philoſophie and in Aconomy, And eſpecially in Actro⸗ 
nomp, Achlas p2ofitediir ſuch wiſe,that the Cudents.there 


ſaid, that hee ſuſtained and bare the Peauens en his ſhov!- 
dais, 
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ders. O noble vertuous man. When Hercules had ſpent 
ſome time there, and ſtudied ſo long that his doctrine had gi⸗ 
uen light vnto the Athenians, de depar ted from thence with 
great bemoning, and bzought his wiſe vnto the Cities of 
Licte, And then he loss ſogreatly renowned, that from al 
the Realmes of Crece,there tame dayſy to him nobte men 
and other, foꝛ top2oftte in vettue, in nobleneſſe, in honoꝛ, in 
armes, in philoſophy,in Allronomie, and in all otherperfec- 


tion, gc. 
CH AP. XIX. 


How Hercules went into Spaine, and how he fought in 
the ſea againſt K. Getion, and vanquiſhed him, & how 
he tooke the Citty of Megidda,and entred therein. 


—— 1 Ve time that Hercules fleutiſhed in verfug 
and tbat his name was bozn from realms 

18 Mea to tealme by glozious renown,as the chꝛo⸗ 
£69 AEM ices of Spain rehearſe, therewagaking 
* ol the Citty of Megidda that dt andeth vp- 

— pon the riner of Gaud ian which began to 
make his name to haue a great repozt by many badde mils 
derdes and tyxinnies, that no man could tell the thirds 
part, Lhis tyꝛant had to name Gerion, hee was Ning cf 
Andaloſie and Deftremabure, and alſo dt the mountaines 
of Galicta and of Poztigale. The Poets fatne ofthis Ty- 
tant, that he had the ſeades, fozaſmuch as hee had two 
bꝛethꝛen great giants, the which were allofone nature, 
and of one tom plexion, and they were ſo vnited together, 
that all that the one would; the other would:and they were 
neutt in diſcoꝛd. Genion was the wozſtofthemall. Mee 
did cauſe to bo made a Temple in the Cittie'vf Megidda, 
and oꝛdayntd that allthop that were noble-ſhoulve there 
haue their image and ſ pulture: and that men choalde 
make there theranembzances ol all the men ol name 
[ 


* — 
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be houldflea, to the end that there ſhould be a memozy of 
them in time comming. What ſhall J (ay of his dædes: 
he and his bzethzea ty2annized not al onely vpon the ſtran⸗ 
gers, but alſo vpon his neighbours, and had pittie on no 
man, in ſuch wiſe that hes gat him an euill name, and that 
the Atkrieanes, whom they perſecuted moze then any 6- 
ther, went ſoꝛ to complaine to Hercules, by the comman- 
dement of Aker, as to ſhe ſongraigns. deſtroyer of Ty- 
rantes and of onſtets, and pzayed and required him 
—_— hee would deliner them out of this Zribula- 


When Hercules dnderffood the complaint of the Af 
fricanes, and was aduertiſed of the tyzanny that Gerion 
and his bzethzen vſed: He enterpziſed foz to goe into Yeſ- 
perte, and pꝛomiſed to the A es, that they ſhoulde 
haue right thoztly tidings of him. And affer ashed them of 
the ſtate of King Afer, And when they had tolde all that 
they knew, they returned with great top into their Coun · 
trey. Hercules from thencefozth , diſpoſed him fo2 to goe 
into : wherefozehis wife Deianira made greats 
ſozrow, Therenowne of this voyage was anonne ſpzevde 
inallthe » Jn ſhozttime there came moze men 
of Armes into Licie foz to ſerns Hercules then hee ſent foz, 
he was ſo good,bountifull and wiſe, aud alſo valiant and 
lo free, that he gaue away all his ſpoples, wherefoze every 
man would follow him, and goed cauſe why: foz no 
man followed htm noz ſerned him, but that hee rewarded 
and enriched him in all wealth and happinefſe., Mhen 
then his army was ready, hes toche leaus of his Wife 
deparfed out ofthe roalme of Licie. Manie 
a teare was ſhed at his departing, as well of Deanira, as 
of his ſchollers that learned ot him. Theſeus and ViÞan, 
Athlas,and Philotes were with him. During this Uoy- 
age, ho ſtudyed oft times with Athlas,and was ncuer idle; 
witheut dooing ſomewhat that ought to beeremembzed , 


ves arriney in Affricke, where he found Afer, which re- 
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ceived him wozſhipfully. From Atfricke Hercules paſ- 
ſed by the trait of Gibzalter, and went info the Gades, 
that now we call Galicia, and peopled the Countrey,' foz- 
aſmuch as hee found there good land, and deliuerad this 
people fog to gouerne vnto a neble man named Phyli- 
ſtines. This Pbiliſtines,es Boccace rchearſeth in the ge- 
nealogie of goddes, was ſon of Phenis, king ol Phenycia, 
And this Phinis was ſonne ol uing Agenor, ſcnof king 
Belus. Philiſtine then raigned in Galicia, and was aſter 
named the Pꝛieſt of Hercules, fozaſmnch, as when Her- 
cules had vanquiſhed the tyzants of Heſpetie, hee founded 
there a Temple which he held after in great reuerence,Al- 
way as Hercules peopled and inhabited this land, hee 

did cauſe to bee made pillars 02 columnes high and mar- 

uellous great, aud ſet them vpon the ſea; and vpon enery 

pillar, oꝛ columne he did make an image ol hard ſtoue in 

the ſemblance and likeneſſe ofa knight, like vats Hercules 

all clad with the skin of a Lyon. And there was one ofthe 

images that helde a Table wherein was wzitten with 
letters of gold, Paſſe no further for to ſeeke land, ne goe 
for to comquere further any realms in the Weſt, ſor fon 


. ſhaltEndeno moreland,&c, 


The noble Hercules went then info the Countrey , 
whereas ſtandeth now the Cittie of Siuil, which was not 
then ſeunded, and found by his ſcieuce, that there ſheulde 
be butlded a Citie of great renowne: wherefozein memo- 
rie therecf,he ſet vp in that place a pillar ofharde ones, 
and thereupon ſet an Image holding in his hand wzitten 
that ſayde, hat there ſhould bee made one of the grea- 
teſt Cities in the world, This land of Galicia appertained 
to Gerion, But then when Hercules bad made this pil- 
lat aboue-ſaid,and ſet if whereas now Ntandeth S iuill:he 
had a great will ſo2to begin to build the Citie, ſo2 tha ceũ⸗ 
trey was paſſing god ecommedious. But e-frhlas by the 
ſcience of Aſtronomy, counſelled him cortrary, chewing 
him by cti taine ſignes, that it was deftinie, that another 
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ſhould make the Cittie. And therefoze nigh the Pillar, he 
did inake a columne of white Marble, vpon which Nod the 
Image of Hercules, great g tich, that held one hand againſt 
the Cas, wherin was wiitten : Here hath bene Hercules, 
And with the other hand ye ſhewed ths wziting that the o⸗ 
ther Jmage held. 

Theſe things accompliſhed , Hercules departed from 
thence, andleft to Juhabite and kept the Countrey eight 
hund ed men of his, ot᷑ the Countrey of Scythia, that were 
ffrong and expert in Armes, and with god will they abovs 
there, b the Countrep was plentifull. Then went 
Hercules bp the banks of the ea. into the laſt and further- 
molt part of Europe, and ſapled ſo farre that ha entred in⸗ 
tothe Riner of Gus dias, where as the Tyzant Gerion 
dwelled,and abode in the Cittie of Megidda. The ſame 
time that Hercules entred tntothe Riner, Gerion went vp 
to the top of an high Tower, where hee might ſe all about 
the Countrey,foz to eſpis if any perſon came,vpon whom 
he might exerciſe his Tyzannie? Mee had not bene long 
there, when he beheld the River,and ſaw the Army of Her- 
cules: And ſ&ing this Armie hee had great iop, ſoꝛ him ſe⸗ 
med well that in all the haſte hee · ſhould ſubdue and oner- 
comethem. Mittzout other delay, he aſſembled his com · 
plices, and ſounded to Aries, Mithin a little while all 
his men that were ready and furniſhed with Armes, cams 
bnto him, ſoʒ to know what he would * When Gerion 
was all armed, and ready foztogoeandenter into the Bat; 
tell, he declared to his people his intention: After he entred 
into his galleys as haſtily as he might, and went from Me- 
gidda, appꝛoching toward the Greeks, Thus rowing fozth, 
it hapned him that he met alittle Boat: And from as farre 
as he ſaw it comming he went againſt it, and areſtedit.Jn 
this Boat were no mo then two mariners 4 Hiſpan, Geri- 
on then called Hiſpan, and demaunded of him whether hee 
went, what he was? Certes ſir,anſwered Hiſpan, J am 
a Greeka,q haue intention to goe to theKing Gerion, that 
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is now in his Cittie of Megidda, foz to diſpatch a meſſage 

that J am charged with, Pellenger (ſayd the ing) 
ſ&ke Gerion,yenade foz to goe no further fwzth : foz Jam 
her, whom pe ſpeake vnto. Sy;(anſwered Hiſpan,) fince 
that you bee hee to whom my Mellage appertaineth, I let 
you haue knowledge in the name of the Uertuons Hercu- 
les, that hie is an enemy to your Uices: and fo2torozrec 
pour great and abominable Treſpages and ſinnes , hee is 
tame into pour Dominion. Pellenger(anſwered Geri- 
on, how is Hercules (g pzeſumptuous as foz to come bpon 


me, to take vpon him to cozrect my Uices ? he wotes little 4 


with whomhe hath to doe: goe to him. and tell him, that 
ſhall not be let to finde mee, but it ſhall be to ſone fo; hi 
health, and that J will Feaſt him in fuch wiſe ere he eſcape 
me, as I haue bene accuſtomed to feaſt ſtrangers. 

Hiſpan departed with theſe wozdes, and returned vnte 
Hercules as haſtily as he might,x told him woꝛde foz wozd 
what Gerion had ſaide vnto him: and mozeoner he ſapd, 
how that he would mete with him right ſone,all pzeparey 
and ready foz to beginne the Battell. UWhen Hiſpav had 
finiſhed his meſſage, the Galleyes of King Gerion appea- 
red, and were ſene from farre. Hercules and the Greekes 
had great ioy, and beganne a tight lolo de ſhowting,in ſoun- 
ding Trum pets, Files, and Tabouts. Gerion and his 
folke ſeeing and hearing therꝛ Enemyes, they likewiſe be- 
ganne to ſhouts, and make a matuellous great noyſe. The 
Apꝛe was then filled with a right great and toyfull noyſe. 
In this vpꝛoꝛe and outragious noyſe, the two Yoaſts ap- 
pꝛoched each other. At thetrencountring was not ſpared 
Darts, noz round ſtones, nos Arrows, They of Helperia 
had grrat aboundance of ZDartcs, which they vſed, and caſt 
on the G2ekes as it had bene t aint. The crycs redoubled 
on the one ſide, and on the other: ſo that there were many 
lain and hurt. They were allmen of warre: each man bars 
him valiantly,and amongſt all other, Hercules hauing the 


Bow in 23 as manꝑ of his Enemics as he ſhot Ar- 
rowes

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rowes The ſhot dared long. When it ſayled they fought 
hand to hand. Then beganne the battell to be eagte and 
hard. Gerion ſhe wed himſelfe a man boyfterotis,and well 
expert in armes,and put to death many Grekes : but foz 
one that he flew, Hercules fl2w ten ofthe Heſpetiens gc. 

At the encounter that the Gallyes made, there were 
many hint, and ftrokes giuen. Hercules tooke his Clubbe 
and in fmiting ons ofthe Galleyes, that thought to haus 
grapled and bended his Callcy, bee ſtroke with ſo greats 
fozce, that he made it to cleaue a ſunder, and that the wa- 
ter cam in ſs ſuddenly that the moſt part of them that 
were in that galley wers d;zowned, and periſhed without 
firoke ſmiting. After this, Hercules came to another gal- 
ley,and there did he maruailes ofarmes: all they that het 
ranght with his club were dead 02 ſozo hurt. Some hes 
ſmots the bzaines ont of the head, and ol other he brake 
legs and armes. It (&med to thunder with him: hes did 
ſo beftirre him, that each man fled from hum, and there 
was no man that withfoode him, 02 durſt abide him: 
When hs aw t his, he put himſelfe fozth to exploit great 
affayzes. Yeoleapt from Galley to Galley, and made (0 
great laughters, thathis people by his good example a- 
bounded in valour of cout age and purCance, and the Heſs 
periens diminiche d and lefened: 4 alſo they had ſo much 
damage that all things went againſt them. And then 
Gerion conſidering that he might nat but loſe, and that fe3- 
tune Was an eneurp vnto him, ho did found a retreats, and 
lo loft the battell. ; 


CHAP XX. 

How Gerion aſſayled Hercules the ſecond time, before 
Megidda, and bow Hercules New bi: brethren, and vi - 
quiſhed in his bartels, and conftrained Gerion to flie. 

Ton Hercules ſaw his his enemies buſie to ywith- 

Date them, dee ſounved the retreate, and foza' 
much as it was , and alſo _ 
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ve had encloſed the Gallics of Gerion, in ſuch wiſe 
they might nat veturne into his -Citto without! 
by him. When the to Armies were withdzawn 
in the darkeſt of all the night, ſhippede went mtotheſea, 
and went into ſhe Citieof Walentia, whereof one of his 
bacthzen was king, andputt him there in lafety, in purpoſe 
to make the greateſt army that her toulvto come vppon 
Hercules. Hertules after th tett tat, aukettt his Ga lyes 
vpon the : tuer ol Gaudimia, and paſled there that niabt:on 
the mozrow when he ſala that Gerion and his folke were 
fled, and were not vpon the ſea within kenning, herowed 
vp inlo the Citi ot Megidda. There de tooke land and al 
ſaylcdfiercely the City. The al aut was caget and ſharps, 
aid the egidd ins vefended themſelues, but they were ſo 
diſfurniſhed ol men of warrs, that they might not holde it 
aut, but opened the tawn to the Greekes,anvdpeelved them 
all tg the-wiilof Hercules; Thus was Hercules load and 
maſter of tze pꝛincipall City that Gerion had, and hee en- 
tred into it, and the Greekos with him. Thers has they gov 
dapes : the Citty was well pzoutded with victuall, Since 
they departed aut of Greece, they feund no where ſo god 
loꝛtune. Mat ſhall A (ay?Hercules held him there a ſpacs 
of time, ſearching in what place hee might linde Gerion, 
During theſe things he went vato the teurple,foz to thank 
the Gods. In this temple were many ſepultures garniſhed 
with right faire maruellous hiſtozies, Among all other, 
there was one paſſing rich:foz thoremembzarce of Gerion 
was there, as ofa king of fine Gold, and ha wag equiconed 
with zo. kin gs, whoſe heads were ſmitten off. Hercules as 
bode af this ſepulture, and demaunded of the Citttzens 
wherefoze ſetutd the Statuegand ſorich. A Cit⸗ 
tizen ſarde to hun, that there were the S epultures of the 
Nobte men of their realme, and that king Gerion had 
bought vp that cuſtame to make theſe ſepultures, tohaye 
remembzance ofthem that were valiant in arms. Further 
woze ( ſaid that (ame man) as ſoone as in this countrey a 
man 
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man hath put a Noble man to death,then he doth to make a 
remembzance of that dead ian on his @epulture, And foz- 
aſmuch as king.Gerion in his time hat gain 30. Bings, ha 
hath cauſed this Seputure to be mate which pou ſa mea- 
ning fs boburisd here in the end of his dayes. When Her- 
cules heard this,that the Cilizen ſaid, he anſwered, that ho 
heldhimſelfs happie, that he had eſcapsd the word of ſuch 
a Cyꝛaut, that put ſo many Kings to death, and made bis 
Ouiſons and his P3zayers vnto the Gods : After this here- 
turned to the Pallace,and there came vnto him the meffen · 
ger of King,Gerian: who by the power ol his M aiſter,coms 
mandes hin to voyd the Cite, the Realme,ozelſe to make 
god watch. Hercules anſwered that he was entred info ths 
Nealm, and alſo into the Citie, with ſtrength of Arms, and 
that he would not go out therof,vatill the time that one has 
taken fromhim his d wozo ond Arms, by fozce of Arms, o: 
vntill the tine that he put the Counttey in obeyſance. 
The Peſſenger returned from Megidda, with this an- 
ſwere vatoGerion,andtobde him what Hercules had auns 
(wered him. Gerion was with his two Bzethzen : they 
toks of Hercules impatientiy, and ſware that 
thop would anengethem of him. To make ſhozt wozke, 
they went ta the Þea, with a great Army of men of Arms. 
Ther Noe and @ ayied with all the (trength they 
might-bntoMegidda : the Wiinde and Foztune ſuffered 
them in few dayes,fo come and axtius at the Poꝛt of Me- 
gidda: And Hercules was aduiſed of they; tomming, who 
ſuffereyd themts take Land, and let them te ſt᷑ that day that 
they cams there: thepwere fifty theuſand men. At that 
time when they came a Land, it was late, UWhen they 
ſaw that the Greekes made no veſonce at their Landing, 
they ſaid one to an other, that they durſt not comefo2th,and 
fight with them. And weng all to haue wonne auan - 
tage, they therevppon concluded, that on the moꝛrowe they 
weuld aſaile the Cittie,right early,4c. Now vppon this 
concluſion , Gerion and his Baeth2zen iparueyed tei of 
Bb 4 things 
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things appertayning to the Aſſault, and menaced greatly 
Hercules and his Greekes foz to lea them trecheroufiy and 
villainouſls, Hercules and his Greekes werethenin Me- 
gidda,thinking on their affaires: not onely in the intenti⸗ 
on foʒ to defend them from theyz Enempes, but ſoꝛ to iſſus 
out the next Day following, and fs; to aſſaile them by Bat - 
tell, alone as the Night were paſſed. Then a little defo20 
the Dun riſing. an the mozrow, Hercules made tuo Bat- 
tells. In the firſt,he put a thouſand fadting-men, aud en⸗ 
terp2iſed to candua them. — ———— 
ol his Acmy,aud made Theſcus Captains of them. Aftor 
this, when he hadright well trained his pesple,and fot them 
in a right god odr hee admoni{hed them to dos eli they: 
deudire, and had in minde ta ſay to thomcertain things, but 
he mught not finiſh bis ſpaech : Foz that fains time Gerion, 
and his B:ethzen, aud their folhe, mave their appzoches ta 
aſlaile ttza Citte, md made fo great a hurty-burly,and nopſe, 
that all about it redounded, c. 
lden Hercules heard this vpzoare,he dio pꝛepart opd 
the Gate,fe2 ta behold and ſee what mw things was ſhere, 
And at the iſſuing out, he ſaw his emennies that haſted them 
to tome to the Foita and Malles, with L adders and other 
Engins fit and neceſſary to mati an Afautt, Thon he be- 
ganne to laugh in himſtiie, and bed his men to fellow him: 
and he went ſtraightway fo2th das to beginnt theſkirnihh, 
And agons as the }Pozter had opened the Gates, Hei cules 
marched vato the Heſperiens, banging his Club with him. 
Whey Gerion ſaw Hercules comeſrom fatre, hes knew 
dum, by his ſuinne of ths Lyon, andbabcs Club,and ſhewed 
him to his B2cthzen,that maruelled oł hum, betauſt he cams 
alone vpon them. Lo here is our moztal aduerſary(ſatd Ce- 
tion) he is ſull of P2ide,and ſetteth little by vs: Let vs a" 
(arſe him all that, and de ſtroy him: it is time: all the golte 
of the Wloꝛld ſhall not ſaue his life, Hercules with theſe 
woꝛdes ca me ſonigh the thx Giants, that hee might well 
(eake vnto them, and cryed vnte * and ſald: ver cull 
; fyzants, 
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£Ly2ants, lay down your Engins fs Afault: 
It is now no tims to aaile the Citiie, but it behoueth you 
to di poſe you to enter into attell,, The Battell is ceavy, 
beginne at mer. and A at you, and ſet vs Fight togethertill 
moze come. Wlith fheſe won he lifted vp his Club, and 
charged the ſtroke fo ſoze bppon one of the tha Bzethgen, 
that he caſt his Shield befo2e the ſtroke and all aſtonted hs 
bart him to the Eacth. when Gerron and his other 1820, 
ther, awe their Bzother ſo bot de one and beaten, they 
ſmote with their (wozds vppon Hercules, with great farie, 
and ſo tinploted their ſtrength, that they bzake off part ot his 
Acmoz. With theſe two ſtrokes of their ſwoꝛds, Hercn . 
les teteiued moꝛt then an himb2ed Dartes vypon his body: 
howdett the & wezds noz the Darts wert notio hard tein · 
pered,that they could peacce,/enter, ne hurt the Armour of 
Hercules, nt Hercules left not to woe with his Clube: 
hut he lift it vp on high at that time, and traue it bpon the 
ſecond Bzother of Gerion, fo Iutfily, that downe fi om the 
top of the Helm, s all to craſhed and bed hin, and ſmote 
him downe to the ground, like as an hard and great Rocks 
had falten on dis head, c. | 
Gerion was all afraydefoz fof@ſo great a coke, and 
with a wonderfull angriv and eres heate; he layde vppon. 
Hereuſes, and gane him ſo great aftroke dppon the Helme 
with his S woꝛd that he made the Fire ſpzing out: but ths 
Helm was ſo herd, that the ſwoꝛd might not enter. Then 
was Hercules enupꝛonned with his Gnomy es, and was 
ſmitten in man a place vpon his body. The HMeſpertens 
deſired ſoze to ſa they Owoꝛds and glaiues dyed red with 
tee blod of Hercules, but Hercules put hi nſelſe in vefence, 
joyous foz that de might employ his ſtrength vypon them. 
And when he »zvurd him thus vppon one and other, and 
would ſuffer none come neret then dis Arme and Tiudbe 
might teach and that his Enemers moꝛe and moe came 
about him, Malion that was Nephew to Viyſſes, iſſued out 


al Megidda, with a thouſand men of the Acmpe of — 
cules, 
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cules, Lodſiting lo groat a company of people abent Her- 
n that he fought hee, br and his pers 


tothe ground and te ga fo the Battell. 
there grituous and harde : and there 
laine. Getion foz his part, beſlirred ) 
Bꝛether that was firſt beaten, aſtet 

ol the Field againe: and in 225 
ming / he made ageeat rome wnong the Greekes: 
ftrongend/putCant, and bars a tight heauy Guiſarme, the 
edge of which, was thꝛa great ſote long; he did matuells 
with this Suiſarm, ano beat do mn ſo mauꝝ ofths Greekes 
that the noris aroſe greatly about him. And this nopſe and 
Larum came to tis gates of Hercules.

Afſone as hs ſaw the 
giant, tgat dealt with the * hs was not 
well contented wikþ-that Guy d bp his 


his ſtrength in ſuch — 1 — ths ſive 
hee all to bzake,andbare him downe to the ground 3 fal- 
ly dead, hut in wozſe eſtate then dead: Foz he not te⸗ 
lieue himſelle, and mud nad dee bnd Ihe kate eltde men 
ol armes right miſecably. 

At this time The ſeus a¹¹ Hiſpan, with the reſidue of 
theG:eekes, camo vnto the B attellright toyfully,and fins 
ding their Enempes without array , and without any god 
Conduheyſkiarihed among tgem fiercely, and flew (9 
mante;that.all tbe place was covered. Hiſpano and Theſe- 
us cleſt the heads of many knights vnto the Tath : they 
were right expert in the foats of ar. nes. At their comming 


they 
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they made their enemies fo retire, and wanne bpon ſhem 
with lo god ſoztuns, that by theic meanes and well do- 

ing; loſt me;e the thirty thouſand men. In ſhoꝛte 

time thebattel! was ſuch about Hercules, that his tne⸗ 

mies wilk not where to ſane them. And Serion being 

aduertizedvt the death of the ſetend brother, turned his 

backe, int fled'bhito theſea,Hlowinghis hozne. When the 

Þeſpirions hearbthe heine, anon they endeaucured ſud · 
denly ts committhemſelucs to flight; and they that might 
ſaue fLemſelues;ſaued them without delay. Hercules, The- 
ſeus and Hiſpan with abeut twelnehundged Grexkes fel- 
lowed them ſwiſtiy: they entred info ſome of heit ſhips 
and purſued Getion, but they had not Partiners ſo teady, 
as the other had, whereloze they little {sffed-How 
beit, as far as they might ſ&@, Hercules putſued then! onety 
with his twelve handzed men. |

Agaiuſt this the 
Grekes too th; eit ſhieldes, and cougeed them, and put 
them in devoire ſog to juin thepozt. But thercafting of 
the Heſperians was ſomoztail, that it copſtrayned thei 
enemies to abibe,and not app;oach the Poꝛt. They had 
at this poztgreat abonndance pi tones. The Veſpuicus

Greekes could finde no way noz meanes foremedyit. At 
the end of thz@houres, Hercules right ſozrowfull to ſ# his 
men ſo much troubled, thought he would enter into a little 
Boats, and aduenture himſelſe alone to winne the Pozte. 
Chen he that doubted no ſtroke of any moztall man,entred 
ints the little Boate,and ſteared it himſelſe, with helpe of 
the Minde, which he had at his aduauntage, and hoyſed vp 
the ſaple,and putting all in aduenture,as faſt as he might, 
he b2ought the Boate vnto the Pozte, [whether he came by 
his hurdineCe, But this was at ſuch time as he receyyed 
moze then a thouſand ſtroakes with tones : and that his 
Saylethac ftod ouet end by fozce of the Minde, was ſinit- 
ten full of hoales,and the C 02ds bꝛoken, and the Haſte o⸗ 
uer-th2zowne, and the Beate well-nigh filled with ſfones. 
Not withſtanding all theſe things, Hercules ceaſed not 
at all from his Enterpziſe, but thzouxh he paſſed by all the 
ftroakes of his Enempyes. Yeelaboured ſo that he toke 
Land, and he thꝛuſt himſelfe amongſt the Heſperiens : and 
there he began to ſmite with his Clubbe, on the right fide, 
and on the loſt- de, endlong and ouer-thwart,with ſuch an 
aboundanceof valour and pꝛoweſſe, that all the places was 
red with their bload and with thetcbzaynes. Theſeus and 
Hiſpan, and fifty of the Greekes heſt armed, by the exam» 
ple of Hercules, toke alſo a light Boate, and aduentured 
themſelues to winne the Pozte, Hercules was tuen at 
the mouth of the Poꝛte: hoe ſaw Theſcus come, md foz to 
make him haue paſage,he ranne hither ans thither,and did 
ſo much hurt to the Heſpetiens, that without great danger, 
thep tone Land, and ſpzang out of theyz Boate. Then 
was the Aſaalte hots and furious. Gerion came to the 
Landing of Theſes, and at leaſt thz& hundzed of his men 
that followed him. All they mate, ans layde y_ ths 
Greekes,and of the fifty they ſlew ton. When Theſeus and 
Hiſpan ſaw that, theirhearts began to (well. They en- 
oouraged themſelues, and pierced the aſſembly of Gerion: 
and againſt one man that was ſlayne of they2s, they — 
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fifty of the Heſperians, and there they'vſcd they2 Pzowel, 
ſes, ſo that they did there the greateſt marnells of the wol 
by Armes. 

Gerion byed foz ſozrowe that he might not come to haus 
his will on theGreekes: Mer and his men wers eager as 
Tygres that had bene famiſhed, The Greekes were bert 


\ 


mightie , and ſtrong as Elephants: they? iroakes were 


great, they doubted neither Death noz Sword, but put all 
in aduenture. The Battell was ſurious, and the Greekes 
recepued man a wound: alwayes Hiſpan and T heſeus by 
their matuellous pzoweſſes ſaued them from the death, and 
made paſſage thzough a great pzcaſe where Hercules was. 

Hercules that leſt not to ſmite, was very glad when be 
faw Theſeus and/Hiſpan, and their.foztie Companyons. 
Cheir comming coſt Gerion the death of a thouſand men 
and moꝛt: foz Hercules fa2 to encourage his men, and foz 
ta be to them an eraple of well-daing, he added to his dads 
frength vpon ſtrength, and ÞÞzoweſſe vpon pzoweſſe,con-s 
founding tis Enemies ſo dzeadfully and terribly, dzawing 
them to ward the Sea, that they that ſaw him, wiſhed that 
they had bin in their Mothers wombs : and in flying they 
were in {ach haſte, and ſo diſtrelled, that they beat eache o⸗ 
ther ints the Sea, and ſo they flew each other themſelues. 
Then was Gerion ſmittt᷑ to the heart with great ire, med⸗ 
led with impacience: fo he put himſelte into the pꝛeaſe, and 
ſmote not onely vpen Hercules, but alſo bpon the compani⸗ 
aus of Theſeus : he ſmote the firſt man vpon the Helme, ſo 
that he cleft his head vnto the teeth. After he aſſailed ano- 
ther, and bare him to the Earth,ſo aſtonied that he wit not 
wherehe was. Conſequently hee made there a great maſ- 
ſacre ſuddenly on the Greekes, ſo that he dyed his © wo2ds 
with theirbloud,and that the Greekes were conſtrained to 
make a hugs great ctit, foꝛ to haue ſuccours, 

At this ſeaſon the Gteekes that were leſt with the galieys 
entredinto ſhe oꝛt, and tone and eaſily. When Hercu- 
ics and his folke heard t he crie that his men made, he ranne 

thither 
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thither to the Aaulte, and made about them a new noyſe 
great and pittious. Gerion knew anone, that the noyſe 
camebecauſe of Hercules: Foz he ſaw him come andſuute 
in the thicks ol thep2eaſc,foz to ſaue himſelfe : then he tal 
led to his Folke, and ch@rcd them in encouraging, and had 
there ſo grrat miſhap, that fo; one ſtroke that Hercules gaue 
him with his Club by chance, he was confrayned to depart 
from the pzeaſe,and to witheꝛaw hum apart with thein that 
were weary,and fo to take his bzeath. Gerion afterward 
fouxbt to his extremitie, and caſting fo his Cyes vppon the 
ſkirmiſh and fighting, he ſaw the Greekes vpon the Pozte, 
and pꝛouiding them vnto Battell. After he ſawhow they 
put many ot his men to the weꝛſt, and that he might not ce- 
Cift it: all his loſſes came befoze his pes, and then ha be- 
gan to ſigh, and ſaid with a dolozous heart : Alas, what 1s 
the mntabilitie of Foztune? Flattering foztune, what hait 
thou thought : All the honoꝛ that thou haſt giuen me here 
fofozegredeund now to my ſhame, ſince thou haſt ſent and 
parted to meſo many gods, wherefoꝛe haſt thou ſent to nie 
Hercules? This is the enemy of all iy glo new quen- 
ched. De from a ſhining hath bꝛought menow vnto a name 
all full ofdarknes, At leaſt, if thou haſt giuen him ſuffici- 
ent: Let him not come after me with his hozrible dades. 
All my veines be repleniſhed with Furtes , my heart mut · 
murethit ſelſe bopling with ire. © what great miſhap is 
this: ſinte it muſt neds be that J ſhall be vnfoztunate, 4 
will verilp die of the Club that I haue ſan my Bzother die 
with: 02 J will take vengeance. Gerion all out of his wit, 
with theſs wozds put hin in the pꝛeaſe, crying: Geriou, 
; Gerion,foz to make his men to courage themſelues. Thus 
trying andſsking Herculet, he put to death many Greeks: 
he was all furious,ſo as his ſwozd was died with the blod 
ofhis Enemies. In the end he came vnto Hercules, q with 
his ſwo2d ſo died, he ſmote him ſoze. Hercules was weary, 
fo2 without ceaſing, he abode fighting by the ſpace of fours 


heures, and had recepued vpon his armes ſo many ſtrokes, 
that 
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that no man could number them. This notwithſtanding 
hs fledde not at all from Gerion: but came to him ioyſul⸗ 
lp, and fought againf him with ſo great fozce , that all they 
that ſaw it maruelled ; and after many ſtroakes ſmitten of 
Gerion and Hercules, Hercules ſmote him one ſtroake ſo 
great, that he all to bzuſed Gerion,and beate out the bzains 
of his head, and mots the Helme vppon his ſhaulders, ſo 
that he lell downe dead among ths dead men, in ſuch wiſe 
mangled, that he abode there dead.

PI / A) allteft ther: armes. Au they bewailed 
ſozrow the death of Gerion, and fell all in deſpayze : 
Do that till to be ſlaine, others fled by Deſarts, 
by Mountaines, be the banckes of the Sta, and turned all 
backe in diſcomſiture. When Hercules had oſpyed them 
ſo diſmayed,he thanked the Gods, and began foz to purſue 
his Cnemyes. The purſuite dured vnto the Euen. Tho 
Greekes filled the Fielda, the Pountaines,and the wayes 
by the Dea, with thebloud of them that fled, UWhen ths 
Night was come, Hereules and the Greekes withdzews 
them into the Galleys,and div tate and dzinke ſuch as they 
had, and made topfull chte. The hurt men were remem- 
bꝛed andcomfazted with the victozp and ſpoyle. The weas 
ry men foꝛgot the laboz and toyle that they has done. They 
reſted then after their trauell, anvpaſed the Night ouer. 
When it was day on the mozow Hercules ifued — — 
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galley: And beholding the pozte, him ſermed that a Cittie 
ſhould ffand well and faid, that he would make one 
(hero,and concluded to beginne it. Ve (ent vnto allplaces, 
where he wilt that any people wers thereabouts,and gaus 
to each man in knowledge, that h was minded to make 
a Cittie there, and that the fir perſon that would come to 
put hand thereto, ſhould the gouernemont therof:this 
thing was knowne in all Galtris. Man came thither, but 
a woman named Cozogne was the firſk that came. And 
therelo je Hercules gaue vnto het the ruling * 
made to beg the Eitis, and named it c 
b:ance ol the victozy that he had there. Upon/

Yee haus called mee 
an open Tyrant, and alſo pet haue compared. me vnt o the 
tyꝛant Cacus, J anſmert you to this article, that J am 
no ty2ant: hut a deſtroper ofty2ants : and thereſo2s vt 
ſhall tetut at againe unte Cacus , and ſignifie to him, 
that A have intention fo2 to hem what hats J haue vato

Udhen Cacus had heard alt this: hes 
was ahaſhed, notwithtanding, that hes was a ftrong 
Gyant,and a puiſſant, and that ha has never found a man 
ſtronger they de was himſeiſe : feztherenowne of H excu., 
les was then ſo great though the vniuexſai Molt a, that. 
the maſt frong, and the mo ſt aſſures in Armes; and the 
molt foztunate donbten him, and trembled, hearing hi 
ſpeake of hisdeedes. Yowbeit Cacus toute eeurage in 
himſelie, and in paſſing ouer abaſhment, in ths p;eſence. 
o his Nobles he ſapde: Steſfed be theſa next haſty vapes 3 
nature and foꝛtunt ſh ali bʒing to vs,fog to maks the pzoſe 
at aut fozce an ſh 8agth. Now it behaueth that Caſtile | 
and Dicille ſhew the fozceoftheir armes, ſoꝛ ta defend the:

The Greekes come vpan Caftle without any 
quarrsll, let vs gee againlt them and fight ſo) cur Toun- 
trep': theburves ſight ont againſt the ot het ſoꝛ i eit neſtes 
ant thodumbe beaſtes\c2 their canes, Mature leadithj the 
ſo foz to doe, If we haue the ſame natute, the time is come 
that. we ought to thew it, ꝛc. 

When the Caſtiliens and the Aragormoys that were 
fhore, beard Cacus ſo ſpeake,they pzapſed greatly his cou 
ragt, and anſwerrd all with one vopce, that they were ready 
to alſapletheir enemies. Mith this aunſwere the King 
did dilopge his hoaſt that he had therein the Fieldes: and 
went foozth againſt Hercules, the ſtraiteſt way that hee 
could. The king Ca cus then went on the wap , deſiring 
foto finde Hercules, Hercules on the other ſide tame then 
againft Cacus, They went ſo long the one againſt tho 
other, that ſoone after they ſaw each other, nigh a plate 
where Hercules fouridedaftera Citie, which was named 
Letracene, As (one as thep ſaw each other, they beganne 
to make great toy, and to maks ſhoutes and cries. -After 
they trained them in oꝛder ol battell, and marched the ons 
again the other ſo hotely and ſharpely, that they filled the 
aue in ſhoat ſpace with ſhot of arrowes , caſting of tones, 
and of dartes. At the beginning of this battell, the Caſti- 
liens bare them baltantly, and there were many of they: 
part flaine;mo2e by hardineſe then fez dzeade, Foz they 
put themielues tos farre fozth. And they doubtednot the 
ſhoſte of the Greetes, that ſhotte on them ſo ſoʒe, and ſo 
thicke, that all the ground was redde with their bloude, 
And the Caſtiliens which were ſo farre gonne, and ſoꝛe 
chafed, were dziuen to reſozte backe againe to their Fel- 
lowes. -Wihen King Cacns ſaw his folke ſo ſoze beſtcad, 
aud! heard that they re tuled from the ſhotte of the Gra ks: 
hee bad very great ſozrow in his heart, and wiſt not 
what to dos fo: to enfertaine and holde his Battaple: 


Some fiedve, nn and went backs; _ 
| other 
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other felldowne to the earth dead 22 ſoze hurt, The Bats 
tell dured long in this point, al maves to the ſazcow of King 
Cacus. But in the end the ſhot of the Gretłk es failed, n 
the Caſtilians with Cacus recourcred new ſtrength, in ſach 
ſoꝛt, that they came to cloſe Fight, hand tohand, with therr 
D wo2des, and that they ſhed and ſpꝛed largely the bloud of 
them ol Tyre, and of Ancoue, which were inthe fir&ftont 
of the 15attell of Hercules, 
Lhe noyſe aropſo great there: thore were many ſhielos 
b:okan,and ſkinnes of Lyons tut mpteces. There as Ca- 
cus app2oched,it (&med that the Tempeſt was: Ye was 
great; rong, and fierce, and autr agious in feuting : each of 
his ſrokes was the death of a Greeke, In the end, he did 
ſomuch,thatthe cryes of them that were about him moun- 
ted vppelo high into the Ayze,that the Caſtiliens had well 
w2eny to haue wonne all, and kegamre to make tops foz 
their good Fogtune, in chaſim the Greekes to the death: 
but tuen in like wiſe as a right clare Day is other whiles 
troubled by avarks hlacke Cloud: ſo by ths alone comming 
of Hercules, who came then to ſkirmiſh, all their ioy was 
troublev,and turned into mot ali loſſes. Foꝛ the deavly 
arme of Hercules layds about him then ſo tecribly, that bee 
beat down the Caſtilians, like as a Powyer with a Suhe 
cutteth downe the graſſe in a gran medow: Uhen Cacus 
ſaw Hercules ſo founder and beate downe his men, all the 
bloud in him changed. Then his bloud ſomoned,as a cou⸗ 
ragious man, he pʒꝛeſented himſcite befoze the front of Her- 
cules, and ſinofe him with dis word ſoſoze and hard,that 
he cleft his Shielde intwoparts. The Calliliens laing 
the ſhield of Hercules flit by pieces, thought anon that Ca- 
cus had lapne, and put to death Hercules ; and then they 
made a ſhowte foz top, but itdurednot long: foz Herculcs 
lift vp his armes with his Club, and ſinote Cacns vpon the 
top of his Helme, with ſuch ſtrength, that it ſamed to Ca- 
cus, that hee ſaw an hund2cdthau'and Candles, o2 that he 
had bene ſmitten downs with the greateſt Neck of Spaine, 
Ct 3 This 
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This not withſtanding Cacus abode ſtanding in his place, 
and challenged Hercules to death, ( ſmote him with alt his 
might. At this aſſapling,the Caſtiliens hoping in the Foz 
tunes of Cacus,all they aſſapled Hercules, Hercules wag 
gone lo farre among his Enemies, (hat he was alone from 
all his company. When he heards that Cacus thaeatnes 
him to death, and ſaw that the Caftiliens aſſaylen him, and 
tame to him from all dd es, hee had his heart all filli d with 
ſolace: and abandoned the thickneſſs and hardneſs of his 
ſkinne ofthe Lyon to the @wozds of them all without re- 
uenging him, laue only againſt Cacus, Thus beganne the 
Battellbetwe@ne Hercules and Cacus : the ſtroakes wert 
great and fearfull without meaſurs. Cacus fought in the 
ſpirit of a Ty2ant chafed,and deſired ſo28 fo overcome Her. 
cules,foz to Tyꝛannige and ttiumph ouer him. Hercules 
fought in a vertuous heart, founded and nouriſhed in Uer- 
tus, and as an enemy of Uice,he aſſayled this vitious King. 
Both two were great,fierce,and ſtrong, and of great cou- 
rage, But certes, when they had both taſted enough each 
other, at length the ſtroakes of Hercules wereſo great and 
ſo foʒtible, that the ſhoulders of Cacus, no2 his head might 

not beare,noz had the might to ſuſkainethom. So the end 
was ſuch, that after they: Battell had dured two houres, 
. Cacusleft him: foz'he might no moꝛe ſufferhim, but flev, 
and went his way,4e. 

When Hercules ſaw that Tacns fied, hee meant not fo 
fallow aſter. This notwithſtanding,foz to haue the vic- 
tozy in this Battell, he beganns tohew cn the Caſt ilians, 
Arragonnoys,and ſuch others as he might find? :fo2 he left 
no man altae befs2e him, youngnoz olde, feeble noz ſtrong. 
Hi\pan,and the other of his ſide, ade they; fcats of Arms 
to flonrifh and ſhine, The Battell was ſharp : foʒ then the 
Gteekes daubled 8 redgubled their ſtrokes, and ſlem many 
of thepʒ enemies. In the ende when Cacus had taken his 
bzeath, he put him againe into the middle at one (ide, where 


bis folke fled, and made 3 to tarę, ſmiting e IG the 
rec 
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Greekes moꝛe tertibi then he had done befezo, wherof the 
cries aroſe ſo high there, that Hercules then fighting on an- 
other ſide, hearde thecrye, and then ho ranne thither at all 
aduenture. And anone as he eſpyed Cacus, he went beſoze 
him. and bzake the pzeaſe,and ſmotedowneſoſoze that Ca- 
cus knew Hercules, but he dur nat abide him, but fledde a- 
way againe with euill happe. And then the Greekes made 
a ſhowfe,and a toyfull nov ſe, ſo that all the Caſtilians fled, 
ſomeheere , and ſome there, to the great hurte and loſe of 
Cacus + Foz ot all his people there was left no moze but 
zo. which ſaned themſelues vpon the mount of Monchayo, 
which tad thereby. But that was with great effuſion of 
blond of them of Caſtilia, that thought to haue mounted vp 
with the other,ſo that it ſ@med that there had bene a great 
ſpzing of bloud,that the Caues in the Ualley wers repleni- 
ſhed with bloud : howdeit Cacus foz to fits well,ſaued him- 
ſelfe and fifty of his men vppon the Wountaines , as the 
Ch2onicles of Spayne teheatſe. When he was aboue,and 
in ſure peace,hereturned andloked downe' to the fot of the 
Hill, any heeſaw there ſo many Caftilians, that without 
number were dead, 02 in daunger foz to die: he had greaf 
ſozrowe then at his heart, not foz pittie, but fo2 deſpite , 
and foz the daungors that he ſaw ready, whereby hee muſt 
paſſe, Anon after he ſaw from farre in the Champaigne, 
and each quarter andplace there, all couered with them of 
bis part,and of their bloud. Alſo hes ſaw them that fledve, 
taken, and bzought to the hands of the other. Theſe things 
conſidered,the deſolation ofhis Dominion, and the puniſh⸗ 
ment of his tiranny was te him tuident: he thought then 
that Hercules would ſone conquer all the Countrey : Foz 
they obeysd him foz bis Tyꝛannte, and nat fo; natural lous. 
This not withſtanding, hee diſpayꝛed not, albert that he 
ſa we all the puiſſance of his men deffroyed by the Clubbe 
of Hercules, and knewe that he might no moze Reigne in 
that Countrep,becauſe they were all Haine in the Battell, 


and then hee returned bnto his Scyence, And thus as 
C 4 ſo;rows 
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ſozrowfull as he was, he entre inte a houſe that da had 
there. But firft appointed twelue ofhis men to kept the 
paſſage of this mount, which was ſo ſtraite and narrowe, 
that there might go vp but one man at once. 

When then Hercules and his men had put to death all 
theic enemies, Hercules began to aſſaple therocke,and to 
mount, and to goe vpon the degrers 02 tayzes: but then 
ſodainſy they that kept the paſe, caſt vppon him greate 
ſtones, in ſo great aboundancethat of fozce het was con⸗ 
trained to deſcend, When Hercules ſaws that hee mult 
withvzaw him, hee obeyed Foztune, but notwithſtanding, 
he made there a vow, that he would nener depart from the 
ſote ofthe rocke vnto the time that he had conftrained Ca- 
cus to deſcend and come downe by famine oz otherwiſe: 
This bow made, Hercules came vnto the fate ofthe Will, 
where bat tell and flanghter hadbene, and mode the placs 
to be made tie ant, and purged ot the dead bodies, and of 
the bloud of them that lay there dead. After he did make 
his Tent ol bowes and leaues and his bed offrethgrafſe, 
and commannved that each man ſhould lodge there. At 
that time the night came, and the day ſayled, the Gtexkes 

wert Wearyfu; that they had all dap laboured in arms,and 
woulofapne hanereſt, and made goodchoars with that 
they had. Andaſterthat thephad odapned and ſet. they; 
Matth, A wel to to hape the Coat, as foz to kap the 
. recke, that Cacus ſhould not coms downe, they latte 
them downe vpen the grafir,, in ſuch wiſe as they were 
n in Marre, and fo ep! t yaſled 
On the mozrow Hercules partedthehoaft in twains, 

- and ſent li ſpan with one ol them into Arragon and Na- 
1arce, and he abode there with the other. Niſpas in the 
name of Hercules was iayſulſy receyred of the Nanae- 
roys, and of the Arragonops. And they made to him all o- 
beyſance, acknowledging Hercules to be their Lm, and 
the moſt vertueus Pziace that was in the Wrkt, —— 
Hiſpan 
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Hiſpan had all ſcbdued as is ſayd, he returned vnto Hercu- 
les. Hercules lay pet till befozs Monchaio, and there helde 
Cacus in ſuch ſabiection, that hee might not iſue. Cacus 
and his folke wert then in great want of vicuall, and they 
wiſt not what te tate nog to vainke. They deferred as 
long as they might, hoping that Hercules would be weary 
tobe thers ſo lang. But in the end when their Wicuall 
ſolues to tome downe. Cacus by his ſcience made certains 
ſecret things togoe vowne into their ffomacks, and aſter 
put thereto the fire, and taught all the other to doe ſo: and 
then ſodente as they felt the fire iCue out of their mouths 
and the ſume and ſmoake in ſuch aboundance, that it (a- 
med all on a light fire, then by thecounſell of Cacus, they 
aduentured themſclues to viſcendbownein running, and 
caſting fire and ftune ſs impetaonſly, that Mercules and 
the Graues thonght chat it had bens a Tempeſt of light- 

ning of the Veauen, and had burnt tho mountaines: 

ſo they mads him place, fo2 it was a thing foz to make 
men ſoꝛs abaſhod: and thus they eſcapedthe daunger ot 
Hereules at that time. Sen uming all that day the tocke 
was full of (moake and fums that Cacas had made, and the 
ſmoake was fo matoriali,thatit ſa med dacknes. 

When Cacus and his folks werothus eſcaped, and paſs 
led the Hot ofHerculcs and of the Greekes, Hercules 
was then the moTwile Clark that was in tho wozld: and 
all his paſtumes hoo employed in ftudy: be tooko his 
booites,and beganne ts maſs how and by what reaſon he 
was veſcenned fromthe rocke; hes read and turned manis 
leauss,but all thinges well cunũ det ta, hee ſqund not that 
this fumecame ofuaturait thingts:wherooſhe had greate 
matuall. Then he ſont foz Athlas, that alway was lodged 
dehinde the hofts,fo2 to beſglitawy. When Athlas was 
come, ha the ſmoke any fume that vet duxed: 
hen he toto of thulightning j was paſſed by the Meat, 


and demaunds ol him dis opinion. Athlas knew — 
en 
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tinent the ſume, and anſwered to Hercules. Certes, wp 
ſonne, thou art moze ſharps in ſcience then J, foz mine 
age may not attaine to ſo high things as thy youth. Hows 
beit,fozaſmuch as J know the growing of this thing long 
time paſt: J will tell thee (that J ſhall ſay, thou ſhalt find 
frue as I ſuppoſe). Zhou ſhalt vaverſtand that this fume 
is a thing artificiall, and made by the craft of Vulcan that 
was father of Cacus, which was an excellent Paiſter in 
this ſcience, and was the iuuenter therrol: he mave certain 
mountaines in Cicilie to burne, and ſhall alway continu- 
ally burne vnto the end ol the wozld. Cacus, which could 
the art and craft ofhis Father, hath inavs this fume, and 
fo2 ts eſcape from thy hanves, he is deſcended with his 
Company in the fozme of Lightning oz tempeſt, and thus 
thy ſtrength is deeeiued by his ſcience, © 
When Hercules vnderftede this that e-ftblas had ſaid 
ta him, her greatly maruelled of the Science of Cacus, 
and might not belicut it. Then foz to know the truth, 
he toe his clubbe, and went vp through the (moake oz 
fume, vato the top of therocke, ſiæł ing Cacus: but he 
found there neyther beaft noz man: then hee returned vn- 
ts Athlas, and laughing, confeſſed fo him that be had ſayd 
truth, and ſayde that he would make no purſuits aſtet him, 
fozſomuch as he was ſo Gentle · man · lke eſcaped, This 
day they paſſed ouer in ſpeaking and tommuning of Ca cus 
and ofhis Father Vulcan. The day following, when the 
ſmoke and fuine was gone and vaniſhed away , Hercules 
beganne to beheld the Countrey,and ſaw that it was com- 
modious and fertile, and to the env that there ſhould ener 
be remembꝛance and momozy ofhim, hes founded there a 
Citty,which he named Terracont, fozaſmuch as h gans 
this Countrey to the Sonne sf the King of Ancone, and 
there her made him dwell with his perple, and with them of 
Tyꝛe. Hercules afterthis foundation, went tothe City 
of Salamanque, and ſoaſmuch as it was well whabited 
and 
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and peopled, he would make there aſolemne ſtudy, and did 
make there in the earth a great round hole in manner of a 
ffudy, and heſet therein the ſeuen ſciences liberall with 
many other books. 

After hee made them ofthe Countrep to come thither 
foz to ſtudy, but they were ſo rude and dull, that their wits 
could not compꝛiſe any cunning of ſcience. And then fozaſ- 
much as Hercules would depart on his voy age, and would 
alſo that this ludy were maintained, he did make an J- 
mage cz ſtatue of golde unto his ſemblanco and likenege. 
Which he did ſet vp on high in the middeſt of his ſtudie vp - 
pon 4 Pillar: and made ſo by his ccaft and art, that all 
they that camebefozo this Image foz to haue declaration 
dan ſcience, fo all purpoſes, and of all Sciences the J- 


mage aunfwered, inſtructed, and taught the Schollers with 


Studens, in ſuch wile as it had bens Hercules in his pꝛo⸗ 
per perſon. The renowme of this ſtudy was great in all 
the Country. And this Studie dured aſter the tims that 
Saint James conuerted Spains vnto the Chziſtian faith: 
From @alamanque Hercules departed and went into 
Catalogne, and founded there the Cittie of Barſelotgne, 
which is a right god Citie. And finally, when hee had acs 
compliſhed all theſe things, he ſent Athlas home agains 
into his Countrey, but he held by him all his Wziters, foz 
bx loued bokes aboue all the riches ofthe Moꝛld. Altec he 
would giue leaue vato Philores ſoz ts returns bnto his 
Countrep. But Philores refuſed his -congie and leaue , 
and ſaid to him, that hee would ſerus him all his life, and 
that hee reputed his felicity inoze great te ba in his Ser- 
uice, then fo; to gouerne the Countrep that Foztune had 
put into his hand. Hercules after this, cala Hiſpan , 
and ſayde to hin: Hiſpan, J know thy wilte and thy 
baliance. I haue found thce al wayes wiſg and frux. Thon 
art a man of anthozitie , and very well kaowne in theſe 
Coaſtes, I doenow make and conſtitute thee to be Bing 


auer all this Countrey: and J doe giue vnto thee 
none 


— ——y—i — — 
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none other chargs but to loue voxtus, and fo enſue hanour 
and wozfhip, When Hiſpan heard the gilt that Hercules 
made to him, he follvowwne at his ſa te and thanked him, 
and after excuſed him ofſo great wozſhip. Eut Hercules 
(ayde to him, that he would that it ſyould be ſo, anddeliue- 
red lo him acertaine number af people af his company fo; 
fo ſerus him. After hee-mads him ts deparf, with great. 
ſighes andſozrow. And Hi ſpan went then by allthe-coun-- 
tries that Hercules han conquered there fram Gerion and. 
Cacus. Andftom thencefo2th on, the Conntrey was na / 
med Spaigne, after his name: Thersfoze J will now 
ceaſe talking of this conqueſt of Dpaigne, ana will come 
to ſpeaks ofthevcedgof armes that Hercules diꝭ in an 
bardy, and ofthe death of Cacus. 


CHAP XXIIIL 


How Hercules fought againſt the eleuen Giants of Cres 
mon, aad how he vanquiſhed them. 


— — , — 
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make many conqueſts: but they attribute 
them vnto their ingular pzofit. They ceſemble not Hercu- 
les that nener fought but foz the common weale of the 
wo2ld.D noble Hercules. Foz tofollow-epurſue wy mater 
When he made Hiſpan king ol all the region of Beſpei ie, y 
now is named paigne, hee ſent foz/ his Oxen, his kine 4 
calues, and after departed from Baxſelone, and the his 
way into Lombardie, he went ſo long ou his iournep that 
he came nigh to the City ol Cremona, which is but a dayes 
toʒut ſtõ M illane. There were thẽ in this city xi. Giants, 

great 
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great ouf of mea urs. Theſe elcuen Giants wers all bꝛe⸗ 
tyꝛen, and ſonnes of Neleo, the ſonne of Saturne. And they 
catled themſelues all kings of this aty. They held all eſtate 
royal, howbeit their cenowms were but ſmall and litle, and 
that becauſe they were thaues,and robbed their netghbs;s, 
and made them alwayes warre, Mhen then they knew 
that Hercules app3oched theit Cittie , anon they aſſembled 
their t ountell together, and demar:nded ths one the other, if 
they ſhould ſuffer Hercules foz fo enter into they Cittie: 
All were ol one opinion, that they ſhoulo not reteyue him, 
and that they would ſend vnto him one of thein, which was 
named Neſtor,that he ſhouls not᷑ enter into Cremona, vn- 
leſſe he firſt had vanquithed in Battell the eleuen bzethzen, 
Neſtor at thecommandement of the giants, departed ſrom 
Cremona, and went to Hercules, whom he found with his 
little Armie,lytagibut thet miles diſtant from Cremona, 
Then ſpake has to Hercules, and ſaidvato him. Sp2,J 
haue ten Bꝛethꝛen Kings of Cremona;,that haue ſent me 
vnto ther, fezaſmuch asthty be aduertiſed that thou entrelt 
into they; Dominion, and they charge the by ine, that they 
will gius vato thee no Paſſage into Cremona,bnleſſs thou 
fritovercome them, one after another in Battcll : and 
therefoze choſe whether thou wilt haue the Battell, 63 elſe 
fo teturns againe, and leaus off this Aopage. I aduertiſe 
ther that they be all Giants, moze great and moꝛe puiſſant 
then J am. ©p2 Knight(anſwered Hercules) now that I 
bane taken ny way foztopaſſe by Cremona, let the giants 
know that Hercules hath an intention to ſpeake vnto them 
mo2enearer,,as he that dzcadeth not, noꝛ feareth theyz ac- 
tuſtomed Tiranni is, which I muſt deliuer the woꝛld of, by 
feats of Arms. And fozaſmuch as to the end that they pꝛe⸗ 
ſume not that J have any doubt 03 decade of them in any 
manner, ve ſhalt (ay vnto them that J will not fight with 
them ten, one after another, but all at encs together, and 
you with them, if you will accompany them: and fog to do 
ſo, they (hall finde me ready to oro cariy, by day light. 


Her culcs 
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Hercules · with theſe woꝛds, wade his people to ablde, 
and reft there foz that Night. And Neflor) returned to his 
Bzethzen,and ſatd vato them: Þy E zettaen A haue pa- 
ken vnto Hercules, and haue tolde hum pour tcommaunda⸗ 
ment: Na hath anſwered vato me with a right high and 
plaine ccurage,that he will fight with vs tounozrow ; not 
ene after an other, but with vs all at once. And lo to 
ſpeake plainly of him, he hath the ſemblance of a man to bs 
valoz0usin Armes, and farniſhed with Pzoweſſs : he is, 
a P2tuce very modeſt, and of great courage, Diſpoſe you 
weft, it behoueth to furniſh wellthe Battell. Certes the 
Battell will be perillous,fo2 he is mightily meme d, and 
as great as one of vs, but me thinketh that he ma not com⸗ 
pate, noꝛ pꝛeuaile againſt vs elenen,and that he may not ef- 
cape from our ſoꝛces, but that we ſhall pierce him with aur 
\wo!d3z,whatſogner loꝛce oꝛ ſtrengthis in him. 

The Siants ſo hearing him to pzaiſe Hercules, had 
great maruellofhim,and might not bel ue Neſtor,of that, 
that hee hadrcpozted, that he would fight with them all ta⸗ 
gether at once: Foz there was none of them all, but ges 
thought humſelſe ftrong enough foz Hercules, Then they 
aſted againe of Neftor,anddemaunded of him if hee were 
ſare ts haue well underſtob what, Hercules had ſatde vato 
him that he would fight againſt them all at once? Nettor 
aunſwersd, yea : and that he had hearde him ſay it in his 

p2oper perſon.  Whth this anſwer they concluded, that on 
the mozrow they ſhould arme them all, and that they wouls 
goe to the, Field ſoꝛ to fight againſt Hercules, if he cane a⸗ 
gaialtthem. One ok the Giants ſaid then vato his Bꝛe⸗ 
thʒt᷑: To moꝛtow ſhalbe the day of cur glozy and wozſhip, 
Wee ſhall vanquiſh the van quiſher of the Monſters: Let 
vs make god chere, 132other (aunſwered Neftoc)there- 
in is no doubt, but that we ſhall ouettome, and hung to the 
fople him that va ſpeake of, hut ſo much ſhall our glo2ic be 
the leſſe, that we (hall be eleven againfl one. IA ell, ais 
the other, if in fighting againſt vs eleven, wee ſhall 2 
the 
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thelelſs honeur, let ds euery man fight fo2 himſelfe. 4330- 
ther, anſweren NeRor,ifpee had ſeens and heard him as J 
haue, yee would not be ſo hardy as yer ſhew ſemblance of: 
he is another manner of man then you weene. Ueepe pou 
at the offer that hee hat h made, It is better to haue tho 
molt p2ofike and leſſe he nc ur in ſuch acaſs. In theſe confe- 
rencis they paſſed all that day, afterward they went to 
reſt, When thehoure was come, on the mozrowe carely 
they aroſe and made fhemſclues roady in the beſt wiſe 
they could. After they ſent one oftheir men vnto Hercules 
foz to knobu it he would ſay any thing: but as ſone as 
the meſſenger iſſued out of the Gate, the firft thing he ſaw 
was a Gyant armed maruellouſly : the Þeſſenger abods 
then, and aduiſed him a little. After ha had aduiſed him / 
ſelle, he went vnto the Gyant atmed, and asked him what 
he was. Jam Hercules ſaid the Giant, What wil you ſay 
o2 haue, ſapd the Meſſenger. J will ſay, ſapde Hercules, 
that that the giants of Cremona haue ns cauſe foz to let me 
the paſſage oftheir Citie. Andfozaſmuch as they let me to 
vuverffandyeſtorday, (hat it 3 would haue paſſage, it be- 
honed me to vanquiſh them one after another in the field 
by battell: J am come hither in hope to winne the vices 
ris, and demarnd no other thing but fo; toſe them in 
armesfo; to fight with them altogether at on, to the end 
to haue the ſwner done. Wherefoze J p2apypou to goe ta 
1 them my comming, and that they 
The meſſenger with theſe wozves returned vnto the 
Gtants,and told them all what hs had ſound, Ulhen the 
Giants knew that Hercules was already come into the 
fielve, they all ftooke their wo2ds and their furniture of 
Warre, and doparted from the Cittu, advzeſſing 
themſelngs again Hercules. Hercules was then alons 
in theplace. The men and women of Cremona went vp- 
x the Malles and towers foz to ſ@ the battell. And Ph. 
otes with other noble men ofthe Gretkes were vppon — 
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Hill farre enough from the place where Hercules was abi⸗ 
ding the s. Certes,it was a faire fight ts beholdthe 
commit eleven Giants. They were all well ap⸗ 
pointea t well furniſhed with Helmets inriched with gold 
aud tones- They were great and ſtrang, all of one mea- 
ſure,thcy wers bearded,and had fierce countenances : they 
came on and marched ſtoutiy, and with a great courage. 
Whenthey came nigh to Hercules, within halfe a Wow 
ſhot, they menaced him all to death, and made acrieſogreat 
that the Malls of their Cilty redounded. Aſtet they ranne 
againſt the aſſared d ince, like as they had bene Lyons: 
Hercules heatringtheſe ctyes, and ſcœing their courſe on ot, 
he ſtayed foꝛ them, liſting vppe his Clubbe ouer his head. 
When it came to meting,it foemed well that the Giants 
would haue all to bꝛuiſed him with theyz Swozds,foz they 
ſmete vppon him ſo vamealurably,that the pieces of they 
Swoꝛds flew into the Apze. Their ſtrokes were great. 
Hercules ſuffexed them, and beheld what power they had: 
but when they had made their aſſayes vppon him, Hercu- 
les mad2 his aſſay vppon them, and with his Clybbe ſyiots 
one of the Giants vpon his Helme, ſo that he zuiſed 
not onely his Helme. but alſo his head, fþat hee ſell downe 
ſuddenly dead. TUlhen tha other tenne Giants ſawe that 
their Bꝛother was ſo dead of ons ſtrake, they has great ſaʒ⸗ 
tow, aud they? bloud was inachmoueds Nature willed 
thom to take ſharpe vengeance.They did that in them was, 
and aſapled Hercules eagerly on all ſides. And thus be- 
ganne the Zattell betwene Hercules and theſe Giants. 
Hercules dzeabed net any ſfrokeof s, of Dpeargg 
ne Pollar: his ſkinne ofthe [yan was hard and ſtrong : his 
ſtrength was ſtable, and his Clubbe bare all, and ſa it was 
nede: great were the ſtroakes that they gaue eache other, 
The Giants did they2 beſt endengurs,and gaue rokes 8- 
nough to Hercules, but they could neuer pierce the ſkinne 
of the Lyon, it was ſo hard: but pet was bis Clubbe moze 
harder. The Giants maruelled of the conſtance _— 
ance 
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their bzethzen,amd foz to haus wozlhippe of the Battell. 

And they ſapde, that they were inſaꝛtunate, (aing they 

might nat oucrequne ane man atone, neg match hun. In 

fightang, they holped and comfozted eache other, and had all 

ged courage. But what p2ofited them the greatnwmnber 
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cules ee e eee 
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ſtrength and might of a man. Vis 

r man, but of an Elephant : his skin 
ol tze Lion lame that it had beene tempered with quicks 
and hard ſickle; his bedpſamed maze conſtant agamtt the 
cutting wo of all his ill willers, then is an anuill a- 
gainſt ths ftrokes of nany-hamers 03 great C6dges: there 
was no ſtroke of his enemie that gritued him: hee toke 
great plealure in the baitell, (wing himſeiſe among ſo ma- 
ny Giants. Bee ſtill greatly reed; , and there —_— 
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he ſaw that he muſt tellhis miſhappe and then folde him » 
and recounted from the beginning to the end, how Hercu- 
les had taken frombimhis Realmcs, and hcw be had 
ban beſteged, and how he was 6.caped. And fozaſmuch 
(ſapdehe) as A date not abids in mine ane ccuntrey, A 
am come hither vnto yeu ſoʒ reſuge, and to tell and count 
my ſoꝛtowes. And A baue intention to holde mee on the 
mount Auentin in aC aue, that is there vntill that time 
mine enemy Hercules thall depart from mine Meritage: 
and A willk&pe me there (0 ſectet, that no man inp woꝛld 
ſhall have knowledge thereof, to the ende that Hercules 
know it not,fozaſmuch as he hath mo in great hate, and he 
hath moze greater hap and foztunein armesthen J haue: 
And il he knew that A were in any place, J am certain that 
he would come thither \o2 to detroy me. This conſidered, 
I baue choſen (this Caue {03 to hide me, as J haue ſayd:but 
koꝛſomuch as J haue moze ſozrow in ſaling, then my taſte 
requireth ; it is ſo that the eyes of ami being in great trou - 
ble, retoyce in the viſage and ſight of a woman, ſoꝛ a loc- 
man is a gladnes andcomfozt of a man, Wherefoze I re- 
quireyou,and pzay you that y will giue me to wife one of 
your daughters. And ifit pleaſeyouſo to doe, cettes ys ſhall 
doe to me great pleaſure, and the moſt friendfhippe that I 
may haus foz this pzeſent time. The king Pricus anſwered 
and ſayd : Cacus,yebe come i deſcended of high gentlenes, 
and haue great lozdſhip and ſeigniozy in Poſperie. If F02- 
tune were againſt you this day, your Pighneſſe ought not 
therfoze the wozſe to be eſteemed. At this day I haue fours 
daughters, ot whom, the one is named Yolc. Take whom 
it pleaſeth you, except Vole, foz I will not pet marry her. 
And ify& haue any will to make any army againſt Hercu- 
les,tellmeplainely, and J willſuccor:ryon as a true and 
faithfull friend. Cacus was right wel cantent with the an- 
ſwere of the king, and thanked him,ſaying that hee would 
make no axmie fo2 this W would paſſe his time in 
d 3 ths 
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the caut like as he had purpoſed andconcluded. Then the 
th:& daughters of King Pricys wereſent foz, and Cacus 
choſe one of them, which he wedded, vnd after lay with 
her, and abode there two dapes. At the end of two daics 
he would de part, and toke leaue af the uing. Che King 
would haue de liuer ed vnto him kenne nights and tenne 
Squies, foz to haue bzought him on his way, but he teln · 
ſed them, and would none. Then her would haue deliue⸗ 
red to him cettaine Ladies and Damoſels, but of all the, 
her tokenone ſaue the two Silters of his Wife, which 
would by fozce goe with him. Thus then her departed fre:n 
Calidonp, accompanied with thꝛee Siſters. He was alt ay 
ſoꝛrowfull and penſiue, and from that time fozth,thus bee- 
ing in impatience ſoꝛ dia miſhap. and caſting out of his 
royaltie, he beganne to runne ouf, and bathed his Are in 
the bloud ofthe men, women and childzen that he met and 
put them all to death. 

Caousbeganneteererciſe the det des of ſuxie and of ty · 
rannp, as he was going vnto the mount Auem iat. Anone 

as he was come, he entred into the cave, the beſt wiſe hee 
could with his wiues, and the moſt ſreretly. And of this 

place he made a yeTof theft, and a pit of ſinnes. Foz the 

firſt night that he ladged tus Uliues, het went inte the 
village thot ſtove there faſt by, and beheld the faire heuſe, 
Whereints he entred by a window that was open, and few 

all them that were therein: and after lake al ho.

How Cacus ſtole away the oxen and kine, belonging to 
Hercules, and how Hercules fought with him thetfote 
and flew him, 


the mozning Cacus found a right 
2 great tone of matble, which he tocke x 
b bare vato his caue, and made ther with 
AC his doze, The moſt part of that time 
Ca cus held hum in his cane, and went 

; * neuer out but when he would do hat me 
d tuil. Then he went into the field as 

in Dr he ew all them that he met. Hee robbed euety 
man, he de ſlouted women, he burnt houſes and townes, 
and ſho2tly ſpoyled,and did ſo much hatine in Italy, that 
they that paſed in the Countrey, ſuppoſed it to be deſtroy- 
ed by the gods, and could nat know Wwhereof, noz from 
whence came theſe perſecutions that. Ce<us made vpon 
them. Foz to tetuxu then to aut talkeof Hercules, he came 
vnto the Citie of, Euander, inthe time that Cacus be- 
dewed Italy with bloud of men, filled his cane with ſtol- 
len goods. After the comming ol Hercules and of his men 
ofarmes, his bafegs o2oren wars bʒought into the Citie , 
becauſe king Evander ſhouldſre them. The king tooke 
great pleaſuce to behold and (ee them, ſda they were high 4 
paſſing fayze. After that the kinghavſeenethem,Hercules 
demanded of him whither he might ſend fo: to paſteʒ them, 
fo; that riight £ In truth S, ſarde king Euender if yee 
will follow my aduiſe and counſell, yee ſhall let them abide 
in this Cite, ond not (end them into the feldes. Nhere⸗ 
foze replyed Hereulesg Euander aunſwered and ſayde, 
fozaſmuch as when w te ſend out our beaſtes, wee know 
not where they besen They haue beene ſtollen, and 
daiuen away, and wet camotknow who bee the Kob⸗ 
Dd4 bers 
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bers, our ſeruants bene murdered, the houſes ber burnt, 
the pec ple that ſhould labour in the fielde, bee Naine, the 
women and maydens be violated, and put to ſhame : and 
we tannot remedie it. Foz we cannot haue knowledge of 
the antho2s o2 doers theres. Wherefozo ſome men ſap, x 
will auonch it, that they bee the Gods that thus punich vs 
fo2 our ſinnes. Wherefoze J pzay you let pour beaſtes as 
bide in this Cttie, to the end that they be not ſtollen. Sir, 
ſayde Hercules, perecount and tell to me a great maruel: 
A beleeue well that thoſe things that pee ſap, be very true: 
bu? this notwithſtanding, ſince that the gods haue ſaned 
them vnto this day, they will keepe them pet if it pleaſe 
them: fog ifthey will haue them, euen as well they will 
take them ia the City, as in the fields. And if there bee a 
robber 92 thtele in the countrey, that will take them away, 
I ſuppoſe I ſhall finde him, and ſhall make Italy quite of 
him. With theſe wozds, Hercules ſent higbeaſes into 
the paſture, andthers left them without any Keepers: the 
The day paſſed ouex, the night came. Jn this night Cacus | 
Nucd out ofhis-caue, and went into the Countrey, foz to 
pill and rob if he might finde any booty. Thus as he that 
is vnhappp ſeeketh euill, and iu the end bets paid at oncs 
fo2 his treſpaſſes, the vahappy aduenture bought him into 
the medow, whereas paſtured ths oxen and kiae of Her- 
cules : it was nigh the mozning,he had with him histhzeo 
wiues. As ſoonc agheſaw thebeafts by the light of the 
moone that ſhone cleare, heknew them. Anon he was al 
abaſhed, and his bloud changed in his viſage,and not with- 
out cauſe: ſoꝛ ſoon after his ſozrowes beganne to grows 
on him, and came to thequicknes ofthe heart, that bee 
could not ſpeaks, Nis Wines when they (awe that hee 
ſpake no wozd, and that he beheld the beaſts, all amaſed 
and aſtonied, came to him, and demaunded of him what 
hee apled : Alas, aunſwertd Cacus, fince it is ſo, that pet 
mult needes know: J tell pou fo: certainetie, that all the 


foz:0w.-of the wozlp ariſeth in my ſomacke, and onni- 
ronecy 


of Troy. Lib. M. 37 


ronneth mine heart: F02 J hareſa the Oren of the ta 
umphof mine Enemie Hercules, and in beholding them 

A remember the great loſſes that I haue had by him, and the 
Hongoars and wozſhips that hee hath made me foz to loſe, 
and alſo the Realmes that heehath taken away fcom me. 
and the ertream miſery that Jam now in. Ve muſt needs 
be hers by in ſomeplace. Curſed bee his com ning, foz I 
wote not what to dot: but in ſigne of vengeance, J will 
lea his Oren and his Ayne. 

When the th:# Siſters had heardthat Cacus ſo ſoꝛtow⸗ 
ed, they councelled him, that he ſhould net flea the Beaſts : 
ſaping,that if hee lue them, Hercules ſhauld laſe nothing, 
ſoꝛ he ſhoulo tate them. It were better((aid his wite) thac 
ye takt and lead away as many as ye may, and bʒingthem 
into our Caue : Foz if ve dot ſo, Hercules ſhall haue loſte 
and diſpleaſurs,and ye ſhall haue pleaſure and pꝛofite. 

Cacus beliened what his wife ſaid to him, et he loked in 
the meddow all aboats,if any man had bene there to keepe 
them, but he found no man no2 woman: And then hecame 
to the Beaſts,and toke tight of the beſt that he coulo chu e, 
foure fat Dren,and foure Kine : After he bound them fo- 
gither with a coꝛd by the tayles,and put the code about his 
necke,and dzuethem ſo in that manner vnto his Caue, al - 
beit the Beaſtes teſiſted ſtrongiꝑ to goe backwards in that 
manner. Cacus bzought in this manner reculing and go⸗ 
ing backwards all thoſe Beaftes that hee ſtale, to the ende 
that no man ſhauld follow him, by the traches of the fate of 
the beaſts. 

When hee had put in his Caue the Beaſts of Hercules, 
(as ſaid is he ſhutte the doze ſo well, that a man ſhould ne- 
uerhaue knowne no2 percepued that thers hadde bene any 
doze. Thea weaning that hee had bene ſure, he laped him 
downe and lept. Anon after,the Sunne riſing, and that 
it was Day, Hercules that deſired much to heate tydings 
of his Beaſts,aroſe vppe, and did ſo vie the matter, that the 
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Dren and Kyne were. When they were come into the 
Meow, Hercules found that he lacked feure Oxen, and ag 
many Kyne : Wlhereat hee was (oze troubled, and ſozto 
know if the Goddes had taken them, oʒ any Thieues hay 
ſto!len them, he commaunded that they ſhould ſ@ke all a- 
bout the Pedowes, and ſæ if the traches oz the pzintes of 
the Beaſtes might be ſeene 02 found. At this commann- 
dement, the one and the other began toſake. Some thers 
were that lohed towards the Pount Auentin, and found 
the ſteps and foting of the Oxen, but they thought by that 
ſoting that the Beaſts were deſcended from the Þount,fo; 
to come into the Bedow. When all they had ſought long, 
and ſawe that they found nothing, they made thep2 repozt 
vnto Hercules, and ſa(devnto him, that they could not per- 
celine on no ſide where thoſe Orou were iſſued out, and that 
on no fide they could fiade any ſignes ne tokens of Beaſts 
going out of the Paſtures. But right now (ſaide one) I 
haue found the ſteppes and fate of certain Oxen and Kpne, 
that be deſcended from the Pountaine into the Peddowe. 
When Hercules heatd, that from the mountain were come 
Oren into the medow, bac called Euander, and demaunded 
him what people bwelled on the (Pountain, Evander ſaid 
to him, that thereon dwelled neyther man noz beaſt: and 
that the Pountai e was not Inhabited. Hercules would 
ge to ſa the ſoting: and went thithet, and he thought well 
that thhither might haue paſſed cyght great Beaſts in that 
night, lo the traces of the fete were great and new. Then 
he would wete where they were become: but he feund well 
that the loting of the Bealts toke they2 ende there as they 
paſttired, Yee was then right ſoze amarueliedfozaſmuch 
as there wereno range Beaſtes, and beganne to muſe. 
Now when he had alittle pauſed, hee beheld the Mount, 
aud ſaide: It muſt nades be that the Gods haue ramſhcd 
mine Oren, oꝛ els that there is a Therfe in this mountain, 
that is toint and hath ellen them, and hath iebbdethein as 
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ſuſpilion of the Gods, then of the Thiele, I will neuer de - 
parte fcom hence, vatill the time that I haue ſcarchcd this 
Mountaine from one ſide to another, ſo: my heart iudgeth, 
that the Beats vs here, gc. 

With this concluſion Hercule: did cauſe fo take di⸗ 
ners Calues that were there, and made them to fad till 
None, During this whilehee ſent fo: his Yarneys and 
Armes by Philores, and Armed, and made him ready to 
fight. Anone after middap, as the Calues beganne to ccie 
and bleate foz hunger . hee cauſed them then to be bzought 
about the Pountaine. Thus as they paſſed by the place 
where the Caue was, ind ccyed : it happened that the Uyne 
that were in the Caus hearde them, and anſwered : crying 
ſo lowde, that the ſound paſſed by the holes ofthe Cane, and 
came to the cares of the Calues, and alſo of Hercules, and 
of others Whihen Hercules heard the crye of his Ay ne, he 
abode thers : his Calues began tocrie agatue, but his kyne 
cryed no inoze,ſoz Cacus by the fozce of they: ctyes, was a- 
waked: and as he that alwayes doubted foz to be diſcoue- 
red,roſe vp, and cut the thzoats ofthe kyne. The Calucs 
then natur ally knowing theyz Dammes, cried very lowde, 
and bleated, as they that deſired theic nulke, fo2 to live by. 
Vowbeit they couldnot ſo lowd ccye, that they: Dammes 
aunſwered them: Yeersof maruelled mach klercules. 
Then he app2oached the Mount, and went vnto the place 
where hin ſ@med that hee hadde hearde the B yne, and was 
there full tha houres, ſaking if h could finde any hoale, 
02 Caue,oz way to paſſe by. But howbeit that he paged 
man times by the entrie of the Canue,hze could ncuer pers 
teyue it. Some ſaid,that the noyſe and bleating that they 
had heard of the kyne,was come by Wluſtor, The other 
ſaide, that Hercules loft his labour and trauell, and pꝛaycd 
hintoleaue off taſake any moze,fo; they thought themnot 
recouerable, In the end when Hercules had heard one and 
other, and ſaw that ho might not come to the ende of his Be- 


lire, in a great anger het toke in both Armes a great Tre 
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5 
gat grelve there by, and ſhoke it thzo times with ſo great 
fo:ce,that at the third time he onerth2:w it tote and all, in 
ſuch wiſe that the Rote that came out of the Caith made a 
very great large hole, lo da pe that the bottome ol the Caue 
was ſ&neplainely. 

When Hercules ſaw the great hole that the rote of the 
Cra had made, het was right topfull and gladde , and laid: 
Truly it is heere that thegreat Thiele dwelleth. A muſt 
ſ& if hee be heete, and what Parchantes Inhabite in this 
place. In ſaying theſe woꝛds, Hercules howed downe his 
head, and beheld on the one ſide of the Cane, where he ſaws 
Cacus. Afſſone as he ſaw the Thiele, he knew him anon, 
wherefhe was moꝛe topous then he was befoze, and called 
to him, Cacus J ſa tha: thou haſt befoze this time trou⸗ 
bledthe Realms of Heſperia, with innumerable DTreſpaſ- 
ſes and great ſinnes, that thou diddeſt commit openly and 
manifeſtly, This was the cauſe of the deſtruction of thy 
Seignszy. Now thou tronbleſt the Italians with Tyzan- 
nies ſecret-andbnknowne, I know thy life. Thou mapeſt 
not denye it, noz gaineſay it. It behoucth that thou dyt 
therefoze , and that J makethe Jtalians francke and fre, 
from thine hozrible and odicus thefts. Oh curſed man, if 
thy Crownes,thy Dyademes,thy Scepters,thy tene tons, 
thy Nopall men, might not maintaine th: Why then, 
and whereſoze art theu w2apped heece till in ſinnes, and 
amendeſt not, foz all thy puniſhments that thou haſt ſuf- 
fered ? But yet ſtill in the ſted and place that thou ſhoul- 
deſt t iſpoſe thee to that, which appertayneth to a King and 
a Pzince,thouhaft bin a Thieſe. Jn ſted fo doe Juffice, 
thou haſt bene a Purderer, and a putter in ofFire,to burne 
villages and houſes. And where thou chouldeſt haue kept 
and laued womer,thcubaſt veflgured them, and dont them 
billanie. O Caxtife King, witheut Coniuting oz pining of 
thee. Certainely, I (& well, that thou art hee that the 
Italiens knowenot, and that thou haſt perſecutcd them. 
Zhy malice hath beene great and thy ſubtiltie, (@ing - 

n⸗ 
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this Day thau wert neuer bew2zayed, and haſt done great 
miſchtefe. : But thy Cunning is not ſo great no haſt not 
thou ſo hidden tha, but thou att right nigh petill, foʒ thou 
ſhalt yeeld to me againe my Oren. And to conclude, thou 
ſhalt put mes to death, 02 thbu ſhalt dye by iny hand, and 
thou ſhalt not elcaps by running away,no; pet by thy ſubtill 


| zUhen Cacus vnderſtod this ſentence, he was crce- 
dingly aſraid , nevertholede, hs lifted vp his head: and ſ&- 
ing that hee was found by Hercules, the onely man of the 
wozlvfhat be maſt hated. he ſaid vnto him: Alas Hercules, 
«a man all coztupted with touetouſneiſe: what curſed F02- 
tune hath made thee to mat out the Tree wherof the pꝛo- 
found and deepeRaotes hath couered the ſecrote abode of 
King Cacus, late Raigning, but now depꝛeued fcom reig- 
ning, and baniſhedfrom'all mozldly p2oſperitie ec @uffi- 
feth it not to thes, that Jmayphauethe vie of my natur all 
koꝛtes to line by, when thou haſt taken all away from me? 
and that I am fozced to line of KRobbory andſpoyls, wheres 
ol the blame and fault oaght to redound vpon thee : Why 
ſuFereſtthurrnotme to liue, and dzaws fo2th the reſidue of 
my pape life, among the Þtarres, among the Rockes, and 
among the woames of the Earth: Conſider what 
thou haſt dons fo this King,and ſa&ks him no Thou 
haſt hurte and grieusd him enough. Hercul tred 
Cacus : Ja ths wiepelt of thy dopths of wzetchednefſe and 
miſerpes , thy demerites will accuſe thee : and J am right 
ſoꝛry and griened, to ſet a King in ſo woofull and ſhamefull 
eſtate: but ſeeing thoucan(t not beautiſis thy Daxes paſ- 
fod ez piiſent, with ont onely gad desde, what remevie ? 
thou haſt dayly exerciſed Tyꝛannis, as welin pꝛoſpetitte, 
as in abnerfitie. J wote well that thou art the newe per- 
ſecater of the lealians, and that thy hand is all fowle with 
they: bloud. I ſ@kethee not,noz the Italians tan ſay no# 
thing ol thes. And foz as much as they complayne not of 
thee, (hauing cauſe to they pꝛeiudic s.) this Trex ge 
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nen lo thi, and ty his. Kateshee hath diſceiiered thing 
Ambach.  @obrhwoeth it dat then take th cb eyte tue ⸗ 
ther thou tl tome, aud night wilh inte hate inthe appe at 
large, 02 elſe that I comt and aſſaile the there within, Foz 
if it be to me poſſible, I will — wozto _— Ty- 
rannies, ce. 0 966) 1 

By this anſwer, WOE — that there! was no re: 
ſpike [02 his life; '” Then he intendto to ſave himſelle, as he 
had doue afozetume: and made by his craſt ſo great a ſincke 
and darke ſumc,that it ſa mti to tome out at Ide hole that 
the Tra had made us it hadde ban aveey — — 
this biacke . umt wis ming muithtlames butrung, as it 
was marueltl. Foz all this famy Hercules left not Catus, 
but leapt into the C aue, into te midalt ot the ſtames any 
fume, as hee that was maiſter olthe Craſt, and was quicks 
ip purucytꝭ ot rem dytis chat chm pertamed, and 
he went intuftily;audbaſayice. OC, tes) imfurth wile an het

of thixftroake, let tt ume vdiſgoage- out of his

to delen elſe with. Hercule: luſeted him to take vp 
his Axt. Cacus note vppan him lo the Caue as not 
urge. and (hep fought long therrin. Untote rcſkewd

As long as I (hall liue, his name ſhallremaine wzitten in 
my mentozy, and his beauty ſhall not be fozgotten, but re.

Sideat were then the praiſes that Facus vttcred of 
Hercules:ſhee fozgate anon the King Fanus , and put him 
all in neglect fo2 the out of Hercules. She was there a 
certaine ſpace of thne;am alwayes thought on Hercules, 
Hercules that thought nothing ot der, made vnto hir no 
ſemblance 802 Ngne of loue: howbeit heetalked oft kimes 
with her, and with the wife of the King Euander, named 
Tarmenta. The moze heconferred with them, the moze 
was h cua in greatpaine by theinflaming of loue: ſome 
tine \yetolt her colour ant counten ante, but certainly ſhe 
toueted it᷑, and hid it ſo well, that no man tone have of it, 
Then when ſhe had bene there eight dayes, bearing ſuch 
gricuous paine, ſhe ſaw that Hercules could not perceiue 
thelone that ſhee had to him: fo2 ts come to the end of her 
deſire, he came on a daye to Hercules, and humbly tequi · 
red him that hee would coms and taks the paines to come 
to her houſe, ſo to paſſe the time, whiles the king Euan- 
der there finiſhed his temple. Hercules acco2ded, and a- 
greed vatohir requeſt; whereatſhie had bery great ſoy in 
her ſeife. They then diſpoſed chemſelus s foz to gos buto 
Laurencia, aud foke ltauc-of the king Euander, and ot 
the quctne, and ſo foke their way; Thus then geing, 
Hercules was alway by the fide af Facus , who reaſoney 
ol man things by the way: and alway Facus had her a- 
moꝛous eyes fired or the view bf Hercules, that at laſt 
Hercules began to take hecd, and ſayd fo her ſoftly thus: 
Lapp, vou dee me great wozſhippe to bzing me into pour 


baile. Alas dr, anſwered Facua, J 3

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trouble vou: fo2 J haue not the power to feat you and 
make pou cheere as J faine would.

Dung ther thinga, whileſt that Herrules and Facua 
had this gad oypegtunity in Laurentia ; tydings came that 
0" nr: Fa: — 
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fi: to io in the Lous of Hercules, was paſſing ſozry and 
h2a1y, when ſhe heard theſe tydings, ſoꝛ ſhe had fizmly fixed 
herhea:t on Hercules, @uddainly the teares allblubbered 
her eyes, And ſo weping,h? came into a chainber whers 
as Hercules was : theu ſhe toke him apart, and ſaid to him. 
Alas my Leue, I ſhall dye foz ſozvow. Lady, ſaid Hercu- 
les, whereſoze* Fozſomuch (ſaid the,) as my Yuſband the 
King Fanus commeth home: It is full fourepcares fince 
I heard ofhim, I hadde ſuppoſed he had bin dead;but he is 
not. His Harbingers and-Fourrierstecome befoze. And 
ſay, that he will ſuppe here this day. Alas, what cuill aduen- 
ture is this? we muſt neds now depart, and our commu⸗ 
nication ſhall faile. With theſe wozds, the L aby embza- 
ced Hercules, and fell down in a ſwound in his Her. 
cules toke her vp, and comfoztedher the veſt wiſe he cauld, 
a id ſatd vnto her, that ſtace it is ſo that ſhe was marrizd,it 
was reaſon that the abode ſtill with her Yuſband.' UWhat- 
ſoeuer Hercules ſaid vnto the Lady, e could not kepe her 
from wepingno2 bewaling her Lone, and her bewattings 
were great. In the end ſhe went into her Chamber, and 
dꝛyed het eyes, and bzake off her dolozous wa ping aſmuch 
as ſhe could, Atraping and apparelling her in ſuch wiſe, as 
if ſhe had bene very topous and glad of the comming of her 
Huſband, who came ſ@ne after, andentced into his Citty, 
with great Triumph. r rn ed 
Hercules and the Quten Facus went to mate the King 
Fanns, When the King Fanus ſaw Hercules, he did to him 
as much honoz and moꝛſhip as he cauld dw: Fozaſmuch as 
he had he ard ſap, and was .aduertiſed of the dæds of atmes, 
that be haddc done againſt the Giants of Cremona, and a- 
gainſt Cacus: and tixbly thanked him, fozfomuch as hs 
was come into his City. Foz concluſion , Hercules abode 
there foure dayes after that Fanus was come home: and on 
the :th dap hee conſidered, that he might not longer enioy 
dis Leue, and that he did nefhing thert but {ole his time: 
ſu he take his leane of the king Fanus, and of the Quene 
Facua, , 
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Facua, and returned vnto the P allate ofthe King Euanders 
where he held him, and above vnto the time that his Tem 
ple was buylt and accompliſhed. About the conſummalſi· 
on ofthis Temple, an Merauld of Calidonie, came to lier- 
cules, and ſtonificd bnto him, that the king Pricus came - 
gainſt him, with a great puiſſance of wen of Armes, ſoꝛ to 
reaenge the bloud of Cacus his Couen: and that he char 
ged Hercules, that he hadde without a cauſe( and molt cru- 
elly put to death one ſo noble a king as Cacus was) and ſaid 
to him mozrouer,that if he would maintains the contrary, 
ou the mezrow early he ſhould finde the king Pricus in the 
ſame place place where the bloud of king Cacus was ſhed: 
and that there, by moztall Battell,by paiſſance againT puiſ- 
ſance,hs would p2oue it true that he ſaid, 
When Hercules had well hearv,what the king Pricus 
had ſigniffed vnto bim: he had his heart all ſull of 40p, and 
aunſwered to the Herauld, that the voath that he had made 
Cacus to dye, was a wozkeof Juftice: and that vppon the 
NQuarvell,he would furniſh by Battell the king P: ycus , af 
the houre and place that he had named. Alter this aunſwer 
thus made; Hercules gane vnto the Yerauldhis Gown that 
he ware him, and did him to be Feaffev right well, 
ſaping, that he had b2ought him tidings of pleaſaunce. 
When the Verauld had had god chere, and well feaſted, 
as Hercules hadcommaunded : He returned vnto the king 
Pricus, and told him what Hercules had aunſwered tohim, 
and that he ſhould haue on the mozrow the Battell. Tho 
King Prycus, that ſuppoſed to haue wonne all by aduaun- 
tage ol his multitude,(foz ha had in his Yoaſt mo then thic⸗ 
ty thouſand men)thanked the Gods of theſe tydings : and 
tame ſoꝛ ward, ond lodged him the ſame night, igh vnto the 
Mount Auentin, vppon the mer ol Tyber. He made hun 
ready then foz to fight this Batt ell. And likewiſe Hercu- 
les: each man on his own part, thought on his wozk. Thus 
the Night paſſed euer, and on the mozrow as ſone as it he- 
gan to dawn, the king Pricus and Hercules began to ſound 
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their great CTabours, and with that lound, theyz men put 
thein in Armes to baxeady, and after trapned in Eattell 
oder. And ſo they came both partycs,as well the one as 
the other, into the ſame place where the bloud of king Ce cu:

When Hercule: the Calidontens withy;zew 
themſilues, het madt in lite wiſt his Gretio to withyzaw 
them: not foz any need they had, but fo; to ſhews their ene⸗ 
mies, that they would well that they ſhould reit them. 
In this wiſeths battell ceaſed, Hercules ſuppoſing that 
the Calideniens wonld aſtemble on the mozrowe-when 
they had teſtet them': but they with ewe thenifelues, 
ſome hare and ſome therr. The Day paſſed, the night 
tame on: then the Ring Pricus aſſembled His folke, and 
thew ed to them their lofſe , and the ſkrength and might 
of ths Gres, and in efpertall of Hercules. Altet ha 
ſaid to them, that they cpuld neuer Conquer them, and 
that they coulde no wiſelyervoe then to wilddꝛawe them, 
and to teturne into their countrey, The Calidoniens that 
dꝛeaded Hercules moze then the death , 83 Tempeſt oz 
Thunder of the heaven ; hav great toy, when they vn- 
perſtod the Will of King Pricus : and & all with 
oneaccozde , that they were ready to gos tozth on the wap. 
With this anſwer they concided, that they ſhouldleane 
theirtentes, their cartes and armours , fo2 togoelightly 
and moze ſeeretly. After this they toke their war acce3- 
ding to theit concluſion; and faire and ſoſtiy they went their 
way witheat making iyzre e t did ttauell ſo much 
this night, that on y monow the? were far from Hercules, 


Aſter this, on the meꝛcow when Hercules eſpled that they 
were 


were fled, hes and his men purcſaed aſter ſwiftly, howbei? 
they could not ouertake them Fa, to ſpade tho matter, 
the King Pricus cetarned into Calidente. Hercules pars 
ſedhim.into bis cittie, which was Kitcitg with walles 
and beſteged him. During this tege, there was neuer a 
Calidonien that durſt come gut. Hercules, oft tunes al- 
ſaulted the cittie, but he loft his labour. At length, when he 
ſaw that hee could not get noꝝ lain bpen his enemits, he 
called his Gzoxkes, and ſayd to them: that man that ven- 
tarethnot winaeth nothing. ſoioutne hers without 
doing any thing wo2zthy of aneiyozy.

When Theſeus and Eyander bnderſtde well what 


Hercules would do, they auaſwered, that they wert ready 
toobey all his commandements, and that they would aC- 
ſaalt the ciftie, aſter his ſariag. Then Hercules arrayed 
himſelfe like as be hav bene an embaadour, and Theſe. 
us and the Graks diſpoſed themſeluts to make the aſſault. 
When all was ready, Hercules departed and came and 
knocked at the gate of Calidonic: the pozters loked cut at 
à little window, to ſ@ who knecked there,and cing that 
there was bu tone man in along gotone, they opened to 
him the gate, and aſu ed him what he weuld heut? Hercules 
anſwered, that he ſought the King. And what weuld ye 
with him, faid/one of the poꝛtets: Hercules ſayd, J weuld 
faine ſpeake vato his Perſon ; and ſapiug theſe ys

Mis Gowinio was chen 'atwhe rent 
eff. In bicketing he retryued mata 
he defended himlelte, without viſplayinng ol vis puer und 
ol his gteat as he that awarted ia che tydings of 
the aſſault that was nig. The affray was-great in the 
Mall, and in the Citty on all parts, the Calidorians tanne 
to the Pallacs,foz to alfaile Hercules: made 
him tt ady and tamt with other vnte this ay. 
Hercules aſſapled flextety: but this aut was ute to the 
king: fo2 to his welcom — 6; 
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that od bppon foure great Barres of pꝛon : whereof he 
toe the one and beate downe the Tabernacle. Aﬀter, he 
liffed bp his arme with the Barre, ind ſmote the King Pri- 
cus, ſo vnmeaſurablę vppon the toppe of his Helmet, that 
notwithſtanding his ſtrong Harneſke and Armours, he all 
to beat him downeto the Catth, and ſmote him ſo ſaze bꝛo⸗ 
ken and bzutſed, that he feflyowne dead, betwene his te 
Poꝛtets. 

At this time, the crye aroſe great among the Calidoni. 
ans:net only there,but as well in the Citte aiſo,(fo2 he that 
kept the watch ſounded to Arms, foꝛaſmuch as ie CGreekes 
aſſuyled haſtily to clime th: Walls.) Calidonie was then 
terribly frotibled, and the Calidonians wiſt not where to 
turne them: whether to Acreules, oz to the aſſault? All 
was full of heads armed, as well in the Kings Pallace, as 
bpon the Walles. After this that Hercules had ſlaine the 
king Pricus, he beganne to ſmite ſoundly vppon his Ene- 
myes, and his ſtrokes were great, at each ſtreke he ewe 
two 02 thzer;fo as ſhoztly he bare himſelſe there ſo knightly, 
that in little while he couered all the pauement of the Pal- 
lace with deadbodyes of the Calidoniens, lying one vppon 
mother, without that any man might dammage his Ar- 
moz. The Calidonians were of great courage, ę had great 
ſhame fo2 that they might not ouercome Hercules, that as 
lone had done vpon them ſo great an explopt. They aſſai⸗ 
led him with great courage, and cat vppon him Darts and 
ſharps Jauelins. Vis arms and his ſhoulders bare all, and 
he did ſo great things with his Batre, and gaiie ſuch great 
ſtrokes, that none of them might ceſift his ſtrength. The 
poe Calidonians came thither with great courage, and de⸗ 
ſirefo2 to rtuenge the death of theyz King. Hercules put 
ſo many to death, that he wiſt not where to ſet his fate,but 
if muſt be vpon Calidoniens, Befoze the gate of the Pal- 
lace was moſt pittiſultneyſs of wepings,and of crycs,that 
Women and Childzen made. In the end, when the Cali- 
donians knewe and perceyued the vertue and the —_ 
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ſayle hum. and ed . c ulos [+] 
Pallace, with his barre allconeredwith bloud. Alone as 
the Calidonians ſaw him,they (st von bim paſſing fuxiouſ⸗ 
lp, and aſſayled him anew -! they caſt Cones and darts vp- 
pon him, they Hotte Arrawes at dim abcundantly,as they 
that wers purueyed,8nd away ted foz his paCage, In this 
aſſault Hercules had much to ſaffer : yet aſter receyuing 
moe ſtrokes then could be numbzrd:<epaſſedthe Match, 
who awayted to haue ſlaine him, and reſted neuer vutill he 
came tothe Gate. ' 

The Calidonians ranne then after him, as men with 
out dꝛead of death, and mightily ſ wollen with pꝛide and ire, 
beganne on a neh to ſuuts pppon his ſhoulders, and unn 
bis bache. When Hercules ſaw that, het turned his facs 
vpon his eutl· willers, and mote vpon them with his barre, 
on the right ſide, and on the left ide, ſo luſtx, (hat he dyrd 
his barre with new bloud : and maugre his Snemyes, hs 
beate them downe,and all to bzviſed them bee hum. Ys 
made dhem then to recute, and goe backwards, waze then 
fourty paces : and aſſex cam to the Gate, Ans then the 
Calidonians purſucd him agains: but ors theꝝ came vpou 
him, het all to bzake,andbaniſed, and to nuſhed the N ocks, 
and the wickets,and dozes of ths Gate : and tha tec ke 
aCapled then with all theyz polp#r,and ſhep beat down the 
D22we-Bzwge. Alter vecallod theaCeplants ,aud they 

came vnta tim, and with little refitance they evtred 
the City, which was full af that times with great 
laughter of the Col1donians , who would 
not ald themſelues,noz pul them- 
ſelues to uucxty, vntill the tum 
that they ſaw their ſtreets 
and houſes ſull of 
de ad bodies, tc. 
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CHAP, XXVIII. 


Hun lers was enomout ed on Tote, the Daugh - 
terof King ie, and how hee required hes of 
Laue, and how ſh ee accorded vnto him,

. tze laughter, whe the Calidonicas had 
IJ humbled theſeluos, Her cue: and The- 
a7 ſeus went vntothe Pallaces, and they 
came thither ſo n, that they found the 
E & Daughtirs of nung Pricus, with they; 
Ladies and Gentle women, ſ@k ing the{iiagamong the 
dead bodpes . Theco were ſo many deadbodyes, that they 
could net finde nos kum im that they ſought. Hercules 
at his comming began to bezols ons and other, but eſpettal 
ly among all other, he caſt his exe vpon Vole, the Daughter 
of the King : fozaſmuch as ſhe was excellently guſteꝛing in 
beauty, that in all the wozld was none like vnto her. When 
he had alittle beheld her, by a ſecretcommandiment of louc, 
he dzewohim vnto her, werning fo; to havecomfoztey her. 
Anon as the right defolate Gentle woman ſawe tlercules 
aypꝛoaching vnto her, ſthe tremblod foʒ dꝛead, and fledve vn⸗ 
to her Chamber, the Ladits and the gentu women follou d 


der and among them ſo dib N 


by her. She thought to daue riſen, ſoꝛ to haus gone out of 
the way but he held her by her cloathes, and (aid vnto her: 
Lady e map not flie my tom panie. Yole ſpate then, nd 
fatde t Oh mſſerable Dyzant, what ſekeſt thou me now. 
fo; to trouble me m0ze? Thou haſt ſlaine my Father, let 
that ſuuttiſe ther. Madame (auuſwered Hercules, ) Uthe 
Bing Pycus be deade, it is teaſon that he be not much be⸗ 
waxlcd noꝛ: wept : Foz hee thinking to auenge the death, 
6 
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of the trꝛant Cacus, came not long ſincefoz to aſſaile me 
in Italy , ſaying : that J had virrightfully and withont 
cauſe ſlaine him. In maintaining the contrary, J fought 
with htm vppon this quartell: tho batfatls was 
noꝛ pat to vtteranct at that time, foz hee withdzew him- 
ſelle with his people, and cams into this citis. And A haue 
purſued him haſtily , albeit A coulde not ouettake him. 

And when bes ſaiv that, J lawemy ſlegs about this 
citte: hee would not coms to fight the battaile during n 
ſiege , wheretoze J haus this day willes to haus an end. 
Foztune haue ben ou wy ſide, and hath put youn my 
power, Certes, it inult nods be, that without remedy 
pe be my Lady and my Leue: fo2 in ſaing your fingular 
beauty, loue bath conſtrained mo to bes yours. Then J 
pay vou as affectucuſly as J may os can, that x coaſs 
your ſozrow , and that ps recetus me as pour friend ena 
loue. The moe pe weep the leſle yo get aud winne, con- 
ltnual teares aꝛ weepings,noz long laſting ſighs may ne⸗ 
uer raiſe ypurfather againe, 

The fagze Yole with theſs wozdes was ſe20 
with hote and contrary imaginations, that hir heart failed 
bir. It was a pitecus thing to be holde haw het friend 
Hercules would haus taken her bp and ſuſteined her be⸗ 
twerue his armes. Bat a wile lady that had alway go- 
uerued her, came to him andſaid (9 him kneeling en her 
knees: Sir « Ipzay you in the name of all the Gods, 
that pee wit teste ta (peake to this pa daunſeli ſoz this 
tune. Ohe hach (his dar loſt hex Father, it muſt uada be 
that neture acquite bir. e may do with hir your owne 
pleaſure, ie let her a little abite in her melancholie: all 
ſhailbe well il it pleaſe the Gods, as well fozroy as foz 
her. At the rtqueſt ofthe Lady, Hercules wag centant 
to let her ges ſoʒ that time: het recommended Vole unte 
the Gods, and went unte Theſeus foz to paſſe his time 
with him: but to tte end that Yole Choulds not goe away 
no ticapt, het oꝛd aimed twelve Greekes to keepe her, and 
commanded 
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cominmndes vppen paine of death that they ſhould ſuffer 
no Woman fo ifte'onf of ſhe Chambrt, without witting 
whither ſhsWonld. In this Night Hercules did canife the 
dead bodyes to be had out of thePallace,andall the place to 
be made cleane. And alſo he e2datned that the body of the 
King Prycus ſhould be put in the Sepulture. When theſe 
things were Hercule andFheſeus with their 
menof made good chere, With ſuch as they ſound 
theren g Yole was neuer out ot theremembzance of Her- 
cules, Vole certainly at thin imo was ſoze diſtomſoꝛt td, 
that it cannot b recounted. The Lady that had her in gu? 
vernaunce; traveled very much foz to comfozt and chetiſh 
ber. Then when Hercules had leff her in the Chamber, 
as ſais is, he had many wozdstoher: and a:rong all othec 
the ſand to het! y Danghter, yd wepe to much. Ya Pay

Vith theſs wozds, the farʒe Yolc had her ſtomacki ſuc- 
pꝛiſed withſundzy Imaginat ions. he roſe then vp from 
that part, and went into her Guard robe, wheras was the 
tupꝛeſentation of the Goddeſſe Dyana, Mhen ſhce was 
come thither, ſhes kneled downe in great humilitie, befoze 
the Jmage: and in abounding of ſighes, and woping as 
ſoze as ſhe had done at any time of the day beſo2s, the ſaid ; 
Goddeſſes of Uirgins, what ſhall thy right imple Seruant 
and HÞand-maydendso ?

What chall J mozeſap e Pole companied then with Her · 
cules as his: EUiſe, and theplap togither : and they grews 
acquainted each with other.

will. Hereules fezget — — 
ol · her Father and was ſo mach enam outet on Hercules, 
that Ty that the muſt by always 
with O maruetious thing / the rancon and thohats 
thatPale had peſtervay bnto fiercules, is now (nddenly twry 
ned into Leue infallible. Foz ts ſpad this matter :during 
yet — ef the loue of Hercules and Vole, nt the 
pꝛayet of Nele Hercules gaue het @ifters in Parriage,to 
tertaine Knights of the Greekes, and left them there to gu- 
uernethe Countrey, and the Realms of Calidonie, After 
hee departed from thonce, and bzonght his Oren and his 
Kyne with him, and ſent againe the King Euander into his 
dominion, thanking him of his company, and ofthe honour 
that he bad done ts him. 

Euander Wouldgladly haue accompanyed Hercules tn 
fo Greece: Nut. Hercules would in no wile that he honkd 
haue the Traueil, At laſt then Euandes (with greatthan- 
kings of Hercules, and of his Army) departed: and Hercu- 
les, with his um went vato the ea, and heeſozgat not 


behinde him the kayꝛeſt Yole , but hee [oued hermoſt ſous 
as 


raignle, All day he was with her, and ſhe gjeaſedhim 

much as che might, d aubtiug nioꝛe to loſe his Loue, then ſts 
was-ſszryfo3 thedeath of het Father. Then as they thos 
ſapled on the maine Dea, maintaining to theya power the 
Amozous life, Herculcs encountered on a dar, nigh by an 
Bauen and a god Cittp, a Galley of Parchants., Hercules 
made the Galloy totarrp,and after calledthe —— 
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aſkedhim of what Countrey ho wes, and ſrem whence he 
came t Certes ®yz(anſwered the $aiſter ofthe Galley) 
Adeparted late [romthe Poztoof I brace, that is here by: 
I ſ&@ well that ye be a ſraunger,\and (hat ye knc w net the 
perill that ye be in: wherefoze J have pittic cf you, and of 
pour company: and doo aduettiſe cu, and wiſh you, that 
af the next Nauen ye ſhall findo,'in no wi e pe tarry there, 
fo2 nothing that in ax belall yon: foz all ſq trut iy as te be 
here, ir xe got thither,ye ſhall fake harme enough: foz there 
is a King, a Tirant the moſt cinell that is in all the wezld, 
named Dyomedes , that mainfaineth vndet him ten thou- 
ſand Thleues, and ha maketh warte againſt all them that 
he may finde, and hath a cuſtcan that he putteth men to pay 
ranſome,ſuch as it pleaſeth him: and if they that hee put. 
teth to ſuch miſery,pay thcyz Renſome, heletteththem go 
quietly,and with that ꝙ oni and ſubſtance, he nouriſheth 
his Thieves, and his Heis. And i? they cannot furniſh 
they Ranſome. Mes hinſelfs ſmitcth them to mozſels, 
and giucth them vnto bis Yozſes,foz to cate and denoure. 
But thers is one good thing ſoz you,fo2 this mozning he is 
gon tothe Chaſe,foz to hunt abeut a\Fozreft, which is ſoins 
foure mils from Ihrac e, aud with him there be an hundzed 
ofthe ſtrongeſt Thituis that he hath. And this knowe I 
of a trueth ,fe2 J haus ſet ne them dcpat not paſſing this 
hourcs agoe, ic. 


CHAP. XXIX. 
q How Heresle: fought againſt Dyomeder in the For- 
reſt of Thrace: ind how he made his borſes to eat lum. 


ERCVLES hearing theſe wo2vs that 

I the maiſter of the Galley had ſaidvnts 
to him, and rehearſing the life of Dyo- 
>| medes,was paſſing iopous in his heart 
moze then he had bin Ince the death of 
| the Thiele Cacus. He had in him that 
Kft 3 valog 
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valo;, that where he might konto a montter oz tyzant te 
be, 03 any men mole ſting the weale, thither het went, and 
ſuch tyzants hee deſtroyed : and to the end that amen ſhould 
not ſay, that hes did ſuch wozkes fe ccuetiſe, heewenly 
neuer hold, noz retaine to his pzopcr vie nothing of their 
goods, but all that hee Conquered in ſuch wiſs he gaue 
it veito noble men, and pzaiſed no; ſought nothing but 
vertue, Ys would not maks his fcignozie to gro no; 
be inlarged andtaketo humſelle realm e vppon traline. 
He was content with thaf, that nature had giuen him. 
And alway he would labour fo: the commen weale. Oh 
noble heart? © right: well diſpoſed courage? © molt ver- 
tuous Paynim, there was none like to him, of all th eim 
that were alozs him, noz: after him. o to hold on and 
go fozwary with mp matter, when the maſter had as 
uertiſed him, as a foze is ſaits, that the tyꝛant Diomedes 
was gone on hunting into the fozreft , with his hundzed 
theeues, he euquiredſo much that the maiſter ſhe wer him 
the tuation ot the ſazeff, and h what way and manet he 
might ſooneſt come thither. Aſter this, he gaueleaue to 
the maiſter to go his way. Chat done, he called his mati 
ners and mad them fs ſeekethe place. Aſter, hes. aſian 
bled the Gra ko, and told them, that h@ would chat they 
chould abe him there, and that he hinſletfe with aut, ve . 
tay would go infs the Fozreſt, that the maifter had owed 
him, to ſeke Diomedes : ſaying, that he would neuer re: 
turne into Greece/vintul the time that hee had delinered 
thecountrey ofthis tyzant.. Yole began che en werpe, 
when ſhoheard the enterpoiſe of Her eulcoandpzated him, 
fendecty weeping, that he would leaue and depart fron tho 
hazardof ſogreat peritl. Hercules take no tagaruna hu 
to her p2aters. - Ve: delineredto Phylores his bew and 
his Club, aud entred inte alittle Galley/finely made and 
light. Which hee guided by the helpe ofPhylores ,. right 
nigh the place where hee would be: and tovke landtws 
dom lhofteof7,. frometys foreſt, * 
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land, he heard the cry and noiſe ofthe hunting. andhadds 
thereof great iop, and ſaid that he was — 
would be. He toke then his club, and leſt his bowe with 
Phyloces, After he entered into tho fozreſt , and had not 
far rangedin the foreſt, when he found Dyomedes and 
bis hund ed thaves. Dyomedes was the firſt that from 
far eſpied Hercules,aud knew that he was a ſtranger and 
called fo him and ſaid. Giant, what is it that thou ſ&keft 
in this foxreft; Hercules anſwered, what art thou? Dio- 
medcs ſaide, A ain tho King of Thace: thou art enfred 
into my Dominioan without my leaue: it diſpleaſeth me, 
and thou muſt bemę pꝛiſoner, Wherefo:e pl the vnto 
ms. Hercules (aid then: King fince thou art Diomedes 
the King of Thꝛate. thor art vndoubtediy the ty2ant that 
Jſ&ke. And therefeze Þ am not of ts yelde mes 
without ftroks ſmiting, any to an cuil theefe. 
How thou, that F will deſend me with this club, with 
which J haue been accuſtomed fodeftroy monſtets, and 
am in hops this day, to maks thy Yozſes eate and dtuout 
thy bovye, like as thou haſt caught and vied them to eats 
thy paiſoners: 
When Diomedes hraty the anfwere of Hercules, het 
tons a great Axe, that one of is theenes bare aftsr him, 
and he lifted it vp, th:eatning Hercules vnts the death, 
und diſcharges ſo hard, that it Hercules had not turned 
of the greatnofſe and ſtaturs of Hercules, and 
| of ftrength and puiſance. Whon Her- 
the ſtroue, he uſted vp his club, and fai⸗ 
led not to Diomedes, faz he gaus him ſich a ſfroks 
vpox the domake, and ſo henupth at hee turned him vpſivs 
down fromhis hozfe, and laid him all atonied iu the field, 
Then his hunden theenes boſtirr.1d them, and aſſailed, 
Hercules on all fives.

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impaired nothing of the Arms of Hercules. His Halbard 
and his helmet were of fine ſtele,fazged and teme hard. 
Ve ſtood there among them like a Pountaine. When he 
hay ſuſtained the firſt ſkirmiſh and Aſſault of the Thicues, 
(03 to ſhew vnto them with whom they fonght,he (et vpon 
them and ſmote downeright on all ſides, wity ſuch vatour, 
that ſuddenly he made the pieces of them lie into the wed, 
and (mote them downe fcom off they hozſes, Dyomedes 
was at that time riſen vp, and with great fury and tiſcon⸗ 
tentedneſſe, with many mo ofhis co es, cams vato the 
reſkew of his Thieues, whoth Hercules vſed as he would, 
And whiles that ſome of them aCayled m befoze, he cams 
behinds, and (mote him with his Are bppon his Helme, che 
ſtroke whereof was ſo great, that the fire ſpzang out. Dyo- 
medes had well thought to haus murthered Het cules : pet 
Hercules mooued not fo; the ftroake,but alittls bowed his 
head. Aſterthis,then he lift vp his Tlobbs, and (mote a- 
mong the Thieues: and mange them all, in leſſe then an 
eure, he had ſa laboured his v on aþout they; hacks, that of 
the hundzed he flew ſixtis, ani the others heall to batfered, 
and fruthed,and put to flight with Dyomedes, But Her. 
cules, running-moze ſwiſtiy then an hozſs, amongtt all o- 
thers he purſued Dyomedes ſo nigh,that he caught him by 
the Legg9,andpulled him downe from his hozſe,and thzow 
him down againſt a Tri vntothe earth. After he tooks 
him about the body,andby main fozce,he bare him nta the. 
place wherethe Battell had bene. CThete 
him, and vnarmed hin, with littlo reſiſtance, 
medes was then all too lzuiſed, and might not 
ſelfe,and when he had gotten him thus at his will, he bound 
him fat by the late and by the hands. After this, he aſſem- 
bled togither twenty hozſes of the Thieues, that ranne dil⸗ 
perſed in the Nod, and cams to Dyomedes, and (aid vnto 
bim. O thou molt cuiſed many, that haſt employed al thy 
tune in tirannp, and diddeſt neuer one goed dEd,but all thy,

And thus when Hercules had put the Tyzant 
to death, he foke his Arms,in ſigns of vid op, and tetutned 
bato Phylotes that abode tim. 

Philotes had great iop, when he ſaw Hercules returne, 
be enquy2ed of him how he had done,andhow bs had bozne 
him. And Hercules would neyther hide nog conceale any 
thing fcom him. What ſhall I ſays with great ioy and 
gladnes they refurned backe againe vnfo the Greekes, and 
did cauſeto dif-anckoz they Shippes, and ſaxled fo fo at- 
rius at the Poꝛt 03 Nauen of Theace.. Thea would Her. 
cules make to be known and publiſhed in Thrace, the death 
of king Dyome de:. Whereat was a great vp}oate. This 
notwithtanding, Hercules tooke fs Philotes the atmes of 
Dyomedes, and ſent hum into the Cittie foz ta ſummon it, 
and them that gouerned it and ſoq to g eld it inta his hands. 
Philotes went inte the Pallace of Thrace, and made to bo 
aſſembled them that then were tho pzincipalls inthe Citty. 
When they were aCembled , Philoces did then lay open to 
them his charge and meſſage, andſununoned the Thraciaus 
that they ould veltuer they Citty into the hands of Her- 
cules Ding, that Hercules was he that had put to 
death the king Dyome des, ſe his quill Luing, and fo2 the 
loue of the Common- weale: the Citty could dos 
no better but to teteyue him at his comming (foz he would 
not Pillage it) but he would onsly bzing it to god pollics. 
When hs had dons this Summons, to the ends that they 
would boi{eue him, h: diſcoucred,and ſhrwed vnto them the 
Arms ot Dyome des. 


hen the Thracians heazye Philotes, and ſaw thoſe

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Armes of Diomedes, ſome of the complices and compani- 
ons of Diomedes and thieues, mers ſull of great rage, and 
would haus taken the Armes from Phylotes.

But this King ſeeing that King Priamus wag 
in deadly ſtrife againſt the Greekee, and alſo being moued 
with couetouſnes, lem Polydorus, and buried him in 
an Idle of the Sea. The other ſonne was named Gani- 
medes, whom lupiter ffoleaway,aud made him dis bottle 
carrier, in the ſteade of Hebe the daughter of luno, home

all his Nobte Peres aſſembled and gathered befoze him, he 
begaune to ſpeake: ſaying in this manner. O men, and 
my true Friendes,that be partners of my great iniuryes to 
me done by the Greekes, 103 little a cauſe 0 Treſpaſe: 
Pe know how the Greekes by theyz Pꝛide haue come into 
this Tountrey, and hane cruelly layns pour * and 
ds, 
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Friends , as woll as mine. And alſo how they haue ta- 
ken and ledde away Captiue, and hold in ſeruitude Exione 
my Sitter, which is ſo faire and Noble : and pet they hold 
her as a common woman. Ye know right well, how they 
haue battered down,and veltroyed this famous Cilty,ouer- 
thzowne the Malls, the Pallaces and Houſes, vnto the te- 
ry Foundations: and haue bone away the great Riches, 
whoroof the City was full. And 702 theſe things, I thinke 
it houldbereaſon that by the helpe of the Gods, who reſiſt 
thoſe that be inſolent and p;owd, we all togetherby acom- 
mon acco2d ſhould take vengeance of thoſe iniuries. Ve 
know what a Citie wee hane, and how it is peopled with 
god men of Arms,and Fighters : and garniſhed with all 
manner of gods and riches. 

And likewiſeyeknow the Allpances that we haue with 
many right great Lozds 2 with god will 
will adi and hetys vs if nerd Wherfo:ome ſometh, 
that if ſhould be good fo2 bs, foreuenge vs of this ſhame. 
But pet foz as much as the Avnentures of the Warres be 
right doubtfull and daungerous, and that no man knoweth 
what max come thereof: (albeit that the iniury be great. 
and that they hold my Siſter in lo great diſhonour)pet will 
I not beginne the Marre: But firſk,4f pee thinke god, 1 
will fend of the moſt Sago and Pzudent men that J haue, 
fo pzay anvrequyze them, that they render and pteld againe 
my SifterExione: and I will be content to pardon all the 
other inturtes, ec. 

When the King had thus iſhed his ſperches befoze 
them: all allowed and pꝛaiſed his adviſe, and it ſa med vn- 
to them god. And then the ging Pryamus immediately 
called one of his Þ;inces,named Anthenor, and moſt car · 
neſtiy deſtred him, and vſed courtedus and gentle perſwaſi- 
ons, that he would enterpꝛiſe this Cmbagage fozthiwith m- 
to Greece. And Anthenor withall humility annſwered 
him, that he was alwayes ready to doo his good pleaſure. 
Chen was there a ſhip made ready, and allneceſſartes = 
114 e- 
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velongeth, aw was tonuenient foz to bzing Anthenor into 

Greece, Ye entred into the S hippe, and his men, and 
ſaplad ſo long that they arryuedat the Pozte of Theſlalie, 
whereas was then by aduenture,the King Peleus, who re- 
ceined right iopfully enough the Pzince Anthenor : and de⸗ 
maunded of him, wherefozc he was coins into thoſe parts? 
Anthenor madt anſwer vnto-him in this manner: rs, 
(ſaid he) J am a meſſenger ot the King Pryamns, that hath 
ſent mer to vou, and hath commaunded me to ſay vato you 
and other that he is well temembꝛed of the great infuryss 
that ye and other haue done to him, that · faz ſo little cauſe 
o2 occaſion,haue llaine his Father: deſtroyed his Cittie, and 
his pꝛcple, ſome da ad, and ſoms in ſetkitude. And yet that 
is woe, to holde his Sifer foully as a concubine, and yet 
at leaſt he ought to haue wedded her. And fozaſmuch as 
y& be a man of great wit and diſcetien, the ning um L020 
wigheth you, and warneth you, that from hencetocathj ru 
ceaſe , the tage and the great launders that mae come foz 
tis cauſe, that all gad men ought to elchew to their power, 
and that his Siſter beſafely deliuertd again vntohim: and 
he will pardon thereſidue,and will holds it as a thing that 
neuer had happened, gc | 

Wlhen the King Pelevs had heard the P3zince Anchenor 
ſo peake,be chafed with him anon in great anger and ire, 
and beganne to blame the King Pryamus, and ſaid, that his, 
wit was light. And after, menaced Anthenor, and cou- 
maunded him,that he ſhould go anon out of his Land: foz 
if be tarryed long thece,hee would lea him, with great toz- 
ments. 

Anthenor tarryednot long after, but againecntred info 
bis Shippe, withcut taking leaue of King Peleus. and ſays 
led ſo farre by the Sea, that he arrived at Sala mine, whers 
the ing Thelamon ſoigurned. Then Anthenor went 
vnto him, aud declared vnto him the cauſs of his comming 
in tois manner. Sp2(ſaidehce)the King Pryamus reque- 
&tþ ccleauouſi our Nobloneſſe, that his Sitter Exione,

whom ve holde in your ſexuice fo foully, yes would xi ſto;8 
vnto him. Foz it is not fitting noz ſetmely vnto your glo- 
ry oz renowme, £0 vſe ſo the daughter and Siſtet of a 
King, and that is iſſaed oſ a mode noble Linage then you 
be. And in caſs that yee will reſtoze fohim his Siſter, hee 
will hald all things as not done, as well the dammages, as 
the diſhonours that by you and othet haue been done vnto 
F * 1 5 — 


When the King Thelamon hadde heard Anthenor ſo 
ſpeake, zee beganne to ware paſſing angry, and aun- 
ſweted tohimright fiercely My krniead (ſard hee) 
whatſoeuer thou be, J haneſ much mar usil of the greate 
umpleneſis ofthy Ring, to whome I beate none amitis, 
neyther he ta me. AndtherefozeJ ought not to hearken 
vnto his p2ater no2 requeſt. Thy King ought to know that 
J and other haue beene there ſo; toreuenge an iniurie, that 
dis Father Laome don did late to ſome ofour frieads. And 
fozalmach as J then entered fit into the City of Troy 
with great trauell and much effaſton of my bloud, Exione 
of whome thou ſpeakeff, whith is right fayze, was giuen 
r ol my vida, ſo to doe with hir 
my 0 
And fozſom uch as ſhe is ſo well to my pleaſure as ſhe 
that is of great beanty,and repleniſhed with all @ciences: 
it is not to ma ſo light a thing to render and to doliner a- 
gaine a thing that is ſo fap2e and velightfull, which J 
heut conquered with ſo great paint and danger. But theu 
ſhalt (ay to thy King, that he may neuer recouer her, but 
by by the point ofthe ſwoꝛd: but as fa me, J repute thee 
fozaivole, that ever wouldeft enterpziſe this meſſage, 
wherein lyeth thy great perill: ſoz thou art come among 
peeple, that vehemently hate thee and thy like: thereſo26 
got thy way haſtily dut ofthis Tountry, Fo; iſ then abide 
— 8 I will make thee dye by cruell and hate full 

Ac. 
When Anchetor heard Thelamon ſo ſpeake, hes en- 
teres 
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tered tight haſtily into his (hip, and ſayled ſe larre, that b& 
artiued in Thegaly, where the King Caſtor and the king 
Pollux his bꝛothet ſotoanod. Ye went a thozeſpedily from 

tis ſhippe, and declared higmeſſage, like as hs bad done to 
the other, And thoKing aunſwered to him in great pe, 4 
ſayds to him thus. Friend (what that thou art) I ill that 
thou know, that we thinkenot to hane intured King Pria- 
mus without cauſe : to it is ſo that King Laomedon his 
Father then begann e the folly, wheresf he was flaine. Foz 
he wꝛonged firſt certame of the Robles of Greece, t ther- 
foe we deſire moe the euill will of thy King Priamus,then 
his god loue gx peace» Aud certes it ſamoth well that hee 
had not ther in any n reckoning when he ſent th hither 
to doe this meſſage in this Countrey : wherefo2e'J wiſh 
ther, ſee well that thou abide not here long, foz i then goo 
not incontinent, thou halt die viltanonfly. Then Anthe- 
nor departed without . 
ſayled till hee came to Pilon, where the Duke N 
iourned, with a great company of Noble men. Anthenor 
went tahim and (aide, that ye was Þeſſenger of the king 
Priarnus,and tolde and counten to him his h elage in fuch 
wiſe as he had ſaid to the other befoze. 

And il the other were angry, this Neftor chafedin him 
ſelfe ingze againſt Anthenor,and ſapd vnte htm, Da, 
vile varlet, who made thee ſo hardy fag fo ſay ſuch thing 
be foe m: Certes, if it were not, that my Noblenefes 
refcameth me, J would anon catife thy tongue to bet piuc⸗ 
ked ont of thy head, and in deſpitu of thy King, J woulde 
by fozce of hoꝛſo caiſet o dʒaw thy members one from an 
other; - Goe thy wayhaſtily out of my "ſight: oz by my 
inen tenden 5 enen lay d, 


5 was allabathed,at the bzrible tuo 
of Duke Neſtor, and doubting the furie ot his Tpzanuy , 
returned bnto the Sea, and lelte him on his returno td 
Trop - watd. Ind he had not beene long on the 5 
whe 
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when agreat tempeſt aroſe, and the ayze began fo ware 
darke, and to rains and to thunder right maruellouſfly, and 
there aroſe groat windes confrary, and wared thicke and 
hozrible nuſty, and his ſhippe was bozne on the Wlaues , 
one time high, and another time low, in great perill, and 
there was nor a man in the ſaid ſhippe, but ſuppoſed to die, 
and that made not ſpeciall p;zomiſ”s and vowes to thcy; 
Gods, and in theſe perſts were they thz& vayes, ond on 
the fourth day the tympeſ? ceaſed, and the ay;e waxed all 
cleare,and became peaceable,

2 up into Grace, fn; to 
the Greekes, Alas, ing Primus, fell mus 
nenture is this, that hath givcnto therſogreathartinett 
of courage, fez to caſt out thy ſeife cam thy wealth and te ſt: 
Wlhy mayeft not thou teſtaine the fi d mouings of thy 
courage? albeit that it was not in thy puiCance, yet then 
oughteſt to haue and take good counſelland aduiſe, and to 
haut in thy mind that men ſay commonly: S om man thin= 
keth to venenge his ſoꝛtow, and he increaſeth if. 

It had been a moze ſure thing to thee, to haus remem- 
bed the Þzouetbe that ſaptb, that he that ſitteth well, let 
him not moue. 2 elſe, he that is wellat his caſe, let him 
kepe therein. Allthings may be ſuſfered ſave wealth, a ma 
that goeth vpon plaine ground, hath nothing to ſtun ble at. 
In this manner the afo;eſaid King Priamus thought long, 
t aſtet he aCembled on a day all his noble men in his palacs 
of Illion, and ſaid bnto them. Ve know how bypour ceun⸗ 
ſell, Anthenor was ſent into Greece, ſoz torecouer Exione 
t that by fair means:pe very well knew alſo, how that he 
is returned and come backe, and alſo whac wzonges 
and 
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and 0pp2ob2 ies he hath found : And me ſeemeth that ty e 
G2xkes makelittle account of the iniuxies that they hau® 
don2 vnto vs, at the leaff, they by their l oꝛdes repent 
them not,vat yet they menace vs moze ffrongly then tuet 
they did. God fozbid, that ener it ſhould come vato vs» 
like as they menace bg, But Apa the Gods to giue vs 
power to auenge vs ter loſſe. And as foz me, me (ce - 
meth, that we be moꝛe puiſſant and ſtrong then they are, 
and alſo we hane the moſt ſureſt City, and the beſt ſurnl⸗ 
ſhed in the wozld: and alſo we haue of great Lozds very 
great plenty allyed to vs, fozto helpe and ayde vs at our 
nerd: and I thinke foz concluſion, that we haue well the 
puiſance foz to dammage and hurt our enemies in ma- 
ny manners, and valour to defend vs from them. And ſo 
ſhould it bee goo,fo; to beginne to ſhew to them what pu⸗ 
iſtance wohaue, to grieue them withall. If pe thinke it 
god, we will ſend our men ſecretly, that ſhall doe to them 
great dammage, ere that they ſhould be ready ſoꝛ to defend 
themſelues, And ko that ye ought euery one toemploy 
your ſelues to take vengeance of theſe iniaries, and that 
pa haue no doubt foz any thing, inaſmuch as they had the 
firſt victozie: fog it happeneth often times that the 
— bee vanquiſhed of them that were vanqut- 
dec. 

Then all they that were pꝛeſent, allowed the aduiſe 
of the King, and offered euere man by himſelfe, to employ 
themſelues to the ſame with all the power they could, 
whereat the King Priamus had great toy. And aſter that 
he had giuen them thankes, hes let euery man depart anv 
go home to theit owne houſes, excepting onely his ſons 
legitimate, and the Baſtards whom he maintained in his 
Pallace, and tolde to them his complaint ofthe G2zeekes , 
with weeping teares in this manner: Py Sonnes, you 
haue well in your inemozy the death of pour Gzandfather, 
the ſeruitude of peur Aunt Exione, that they holde by 
yourlifein the manner of acommon won m. And pon - 

0 
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ſo puiſſant, me ſeemeth thatreaſon ſhould inflruct vou, ſo⸗ 
to employ youc ſelle to revenge this great Iniu is and 
ſhame, And if this maue you not thoreto, pat ys ought 
to doe it, to ſatisfie my will andpleaſure: foz A um ready 
to die ſoʒ ſozrow and anguiſh, which per ought e be bound 
fc2 to ttmedis to your power, that hauscauſedyou ſo well 
fo be nouriſhed and bzought ſothj. And thou c dor, my 
tight deate ſanne, that art the eldeſt of thy Bꝛethen, the 
moſt wiſe andthe moſt ſtrong. I pꝛaꝝ thee firſt, that thou 
enterpꝛiſe to put in execution this wy Will, And that 
thou be Duke and Pzince ofthy Bꝛettzzen in this werbe, 

and all the other will obey gladly vato ther. And in ks 

manner ſhall all they doe of this Realme, fog the greats 

pꝛobotſſe that they know in thee. And know, that from 

this dap fozth A diichargeme of all this wozke, and put it 

vpon the that art the moſt rong and mighty to maint am 
battels : ſoz J am ancient and old , and may not from 
hencefooz thhelpe my ſelſe, ſo well as J was wont fag 
to do, c. 

To tbeſs woꝛzdes aunſwered Hector right ſoberty and 
(wately ſaying, mp father, anamy right deare and Souess 
raigns L 02d, thete is none of all ycur @onnes,but that it 
ſa@mcth to him a thing humans, to deſire bengeaunce of 
theſe injuries, and to vs. that be ot high PobleneCe,alitte 
iniurie cught to be great. As it is ſo, that the qualitie ot 
the perſon grolocth and diminiſheth, fo ovght the quali- 
tie of the unurie. And il we be deſirous and haus appetite 
to take vengeance of our injuries, we fozſake not, nog 
leaue therein the nature of men: fo; in like manner dos 
and vic theduwbebeaſtes to deo, and Nature it ſelſe 
teacheth and guideth them thereto. Þy right deare To 
and Father, there is none of all pour Þonnes that oughs 
moꝛe to deſire the vengeance of the inturte and death of 
our Lozd and Grand'ather, then J that am the eldeſt. 
But J will (it it pleaſe pon) that pte conſider in this ens 
texpꝛiſe, not onely the begin ning, but alſo the middle and 
the 
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the end, fo what pecill we may come hereafter: Fo2 other- 
while lu tie pzofits ſome things well begunne, that come to 
an eniul end. 

Then me thinketh , that it is much moze allowable fo; 
a mas to abtaone him foz to begume things whereof the 
ends be dangecous,amd whereof may come moze euill then 
good : Foz anythingisnot ſaideto be Foztunate oz hap - 
pie, vun the time that it come vnto a good end. IJ ſay not 
thriethings fo; any eaill meaning oz Cowardiſe : but one- 
ly to it eade that ya haginne not any thing, and ſpecially 
that thing that yes haut in your heart, to put in pꝛadiſe, but 
that firſt at be well cum ſelled, and with god aduiſement. 

He uno well that all 4ftricke and Europe be Subiecs 
vato theGreekes, Bow they be furniched with knights, 
wazthy, hardie, and rich right matuellous: Certes, at 
this day, the fozce and ſtcength of vs here, is not to becom- 
pared batothem in fozce,noz in valjance. Uherefoze, if 
we be inne the TWarres againſt them, wee might hightly 
tome to a wiſchieuons and ſhametti end. Me that be in 
ſo geeat reſt and eaſe amongſt dar ſelues, what thal we ſerk 
to trouble our pzoſperitie,and wel-fare? Exione is not of 
ſs high pale, that it behwoueth all vs to put vs in perill and 
daunget of peath foꝛ her: hes hath bene now long time 
there, whers ſhe is yet. It were better that ſhe ſpend fozth 
her ti ne, who I think hath but liftle time to liue, then we 
ould pat vs all mto ſuth peruls. And mækety beſeech 
yon, not to ſuppoſe in any wiſe, that I ſay theſe things fo; 
Cowaviſe : But J doubt the chaunces of Foztnne, and 
lea$ that vader the (hadow of this thing ſhe confound and 
deſtrop your great Seignozy : and leaſt that we ſhould be- 
ginnethings that worte ought to leaue, fo2 to oſchewe moze 
great miſchieſt, it. 

Win Hector had made an end ot his anſwere, Paris 
wu nothing well content thecewith: he Rood vppon his 
fate; and ſaide in this wiſe. My tight dart Loꝛd, I be» 
leech you, to heare mee ſay, to what ende pes may come, u 
yo 
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re beginne the warre againſt the Greekes, Yow, be not 

wee garniſhed with ſo mighty and Neble Chinalry as they 
be ? Ceites that be we, which in all the wozld is none that 
may diſcomfit : and therſoze beginne ye hardly that Enter- 
pꝛile that ye haue thought ol, and ſend ſome of your Ships, 
and of your people to tunne ino Greece, and to tone theyz 
people, and dammage the Countrey. And if it pleaſe you 
to ſend me, 3 will doit with aged will and heart, foz J am 
perſwaded, that if ye ſend ma, 3 ſhall deo gte at dammage 
vato the Greekes, and J will take away ſome Noble Lady 
of Greece, and bzing her with me into this Realme, and by 
commutation of her,ycu may recouer pour Sxſter Exione, 
And if pee will vnderſtand and knowe, bow J am perſwa- 
ded of this thing : I will ſay vnto pov, that the Gods haus 
pꝛomiſed it to ma. It happened ine of late (ſaid Pari) in 
the time that by ycurcommanndement J was in the leſſer 
India, at the beginning of the Summer, that vppon a Frt- 
dar, I went fo Vunt in a Fozreſt very early,and that mezy 
ning J found nothing that turned me to any pleaſure : and 
then after i day, J tourda great Part, that J put to the 
Ct aſe ſoſwiſtly.that I left all my compante behinde : and 
followed the Hatt cleſe, into the moſt Deſert place of all the 
Foxreft, which Fozreſt was named 14s, And ſo long I fols 
lowed hun, that I came vnto a place that was paſſing ob- 
cure and darke : and then A ſaw no moze the Þart that J 
chaſed. J+felt then my ſelle ſoze weary, and my Þozſe alſo, 
that might noſurther go. he ſweat ſo on all ſides. % I ligh- 
ted downe to the ground, and tped my Pozſeto a Tree, and 
layd me downe vpon the graſſe, and put vader my dead my 
Bows-bent,in ſtate of a Pillow, and anone I fell ala ps. 
Then tame to me in a dus on the god Mercuric,and in his 
companyth2& Goddeſſes: that is te witte, Venus, Pallas, 
and luno. Vm left the Goddeſſes a little from me, and af- 
ter he appꝛoched, and ſayd vnto me in this manner: Paris, 
3 haue bzought here theſe thze Goddefſes vnto the : fo2a 
great (trife, oz contcoucrſie, that is fallen betwene them. 
L hey 
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They haue all choſen tha to be Judge, and ts determine af. 
tex thy will, They conttouer ile oz ſtriſe is ſuch, that as 
they did eate the other day together in a place, uddeniy was 
caſte among them an Apple , of ſo matuclleus ſozime of 
faireyeTe andbeautie , that neuer was ſerne none ſuch n⸗ 
foze amongit them. And there was wzitten about this 
fozeſaid Apple in Greekiſh Language: Bee it giuen to the 
Fayreſt. And ſo anone each of them would haut it, fo2 any 
thing in the Wozld : ſaying each her ſelſe to be moſt fayze, 
and fapzer then the other, and ſo they might not agr. 
Wherofoze they haue put it to thy Judgement, and each of 
them pꝛomiſeth ther certainely a gift fo2 thy reward, that 
ou ſhalt haue without, ſaile , fo the J nt of the 
t. Ik thou judge that Iuno be the f , thee ſhall 
make the the moſt Noble man ia the wozlve , in Pagniſi⸗ 
cence, Ifthou iudge fo2 Pallar, ſhes ſhall make the the 
moſt wiſeſt man of all the wozld in all @ciences. Ifthou 
iudge that Venus be the ſairet , ſhee ſhall giue vnto tha 
themoſt QobleLady of Greece, When Jheard Mercu- 
rius thus ſpeaks to mt, J ſaid vntohim, that J could not 
giue true judgement, vnleſſe I ſaw them all naked befozs 
me, fo; to ſe the faſhions of thep; bodies the better, and (@ 
tog to giue a true judgement. And then incontinent Mer- 
curius did cauſe them to vncloathe themſelucs all Paked: 
and then I beheld them long, and me thought them all ths 
paſſing faire: but pet mee ſ@med that Venus excaved the 
beautieof the other: andtherfoze J indged that the Appls 
appertained ts her. And then Venus greatly teioycing at 
my iudgement, con med vnto me the pꝛomiſe that Mer- 
curie had made befoze in the fanour of her: andafter I as 
woke ſtraight- way. Ulene pe then (my tight dere Fa⸗ 
ther,) that the Gods faile of any thing that they pꝛomiſe e 
Nay verily. Bo then J ſaytoyou ſtill,it is bef that pes 
ſend me into Grecce, and that you may haue toy of that J 


ſhall doo there,qc. 
Alter Paris, then ſpake Deiphebus in this manner: By 
uk ught 
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Right dt are Loꝛde if in all the wozks that men ſhould be- 
ginne, they ſhould be aduiſed euer in the particularities and 
ſingular euants of things that might happen oz befail, they 
ſhould neuer enterpꝛiſe noz doo valiant ace by hardineſſe. 
If the laba2ers wonld leaue off to eare q ſowe the Land, fo 
the ſade which the Byꝛds picke vp and gather; they ſhon!d 
neuer Labour. Airdtherefoze (right deare Father,) let bg 
make ready fo2 to ſend into Greece of pour Shippes, Yee 
may not belieue better counſell, then that counſell which Ta. 
ris hath ginen vnto ou: Fo2 if he bzing any NobleLadie 
from thence,ye may eaſily,fo2 toyeld her backe agains, re- 
ccuer pour Siffer Exione,foz whom we all ſuffer ſhame e- 
nough. Aﬀteg this ſpake Helenus , the fourth Bonne of 
King Pri»mns, who ſaid thus: a, ha. right putCantking, 
and right ſoueraigne Dominat our ouer vs, your moſt hum⸗ 
ble ſubiects, and obedient Sonnes. Bewate that cone- 
touſneſſe of vengeaunce put not in yon ſuch daunger as ly- 
eth herein. Pee know very welb,how IJ vnderſtand and 
can the ſcience to know the things Future and to come, ag 
ye haue pꝛoued many times without finding fault: the gods 
fo2bidve, that it ener come to paſſe that Paris bee ſent into 
Greece, r, know pe fozcertaine, that if euer he got to 
make any aſſault vpon them, ve ſhall ſer this Noble and ho⸗ 
nozable Citty deftrFed by the Greekes,theTroyans ſlaine, 
and we all that be your Childꝛen. And therefoze diſſwade 
pvour ſelfe ſrom theſe things,wherof the end ſhall be ſozrew, 
and great deſolation, with right bitter death, the which you 
your ſelfe,andyour wife, and we, we that be pout Sonnes, 
map not eſcape, Fo truly, it Paris gee into Greece, all theſe 
euills ſhall come there of. 

When the King had heard Helenus thus ſpeake, he was 
all abaſhed, and beganne to counterpopſe,and bethinke him 
mo2e of tha matter, and helde his peace, andſpake not of a 
great while: and ſo did allthe other. Then aroſe vppe en 
bis fete Troylus , the poungeſt Bonne of King Pryamus, 
and beganne to ſpeake in this manner. © Novie-men and 
har⸗ 
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hardy,how be pee abaſhed fo2 the woꝛds of this Cowardly 
Pꝛieſt here? Is it not the cuſtome of Pꝛieſts foʒ to dzead 
the Battells by puſillanimitie: and fo2 to loue god cheare, 
aud pleaſures, and to fill they2 bellyes with god wines and 
with god meats ? Who is he that belieueti that any man 
may knew the things to come, vnleſſe the Gods dee ſhew it 
him by Neuelation : It is but folly ſos to tarty vpon this, 
02 to belicve ſuch things. If Flelenus be aſcayd, let him go 
into the Temple, and ſing tho Diaine Seruice, and let the 
other take renenge of they iniutious w3ongs by ſtrength 
and fozce of Armes, O right deare Father and Lo2dso, 
wherefoze art theu ſo troubled with theſs woꝛds ? ſend thy 
Shippes into Greece, and thy Knixhtes wiſe and hardie, 
that may makerequitall to the Greekes, ſo their iniuryes 
that they haue dons vnto vs. All they that heard Troylus 

thus ſpeake, allowed him,ſaying: that de hadde very well 
— And thus they finiſhed their Parlement, and went 

o dinner 


After Dinner the King Priamus called Paris, and Dei. 
phebus,and gaue them commaundement expꝛely, that they 
ſhould tine into the partyes of Pannonie, baftily to fetche 
and aCemble valiant Knights, wiſe, and hardy, foz to take 
with them into Greece. And then that ſame day Paris and 
Deiphebus departed from the Cittie ot Troye, foz to per- 
fozme{and accompliſh the will of theyz Father. The day 
following, the King aCembled to counſel! all the Citizens of 
the Cittie of Troy, andſaive vnto them after this manner: 
O mylouing Friends and trus Cittizens,yvR& all doe know 
notoztoufly,how the Greekes by they; ide and inſolencis 
haue don vnto vs great wꝛongs, and innumerable damma- 
ges, as it is very woll knowne in allthe whole wozly. And 
vs knowe alſo, how they holde Exione my Sifter in ſernt- 
fuve,/wherefoze I live in great ſozrow : and alſo pee be re- 


membzed, how IJ ſent Anthenor intoGreece, that hath 
nothing done: wherefoze my ſozrow is doubled. And 
fozaſmuch as by on bee cured the Wloundes inſonable. 

kk 2 I 
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A haue purpoſed to ſend Paris my Bonne, with men of 
Armes and puiſſance into Greece, foz to inuade and aſſaile 
eur Enimies by ffrength, and fo; to do thein great damma⸗ 
ges, and foz to aſſay if they might take any Noble Lady of 
Greece, and to ſend her into this Cittie: and that by tho 
commutation of her q might get againe my Siſter Exione, 
And foz\omuch as IX will not beginne this thing, but that it 
map come ta pour knowledge firſt, Jpzapyou, that you 
ſay to meycuraduiſement ; Fe2 without you, J will not 
p2ocad any further therein, fozaſmuch as it toucheth you all 
as well as me: Re | 
TUhen the Uing had thus finiſhed his ſperches, end that 
each man heide him ſilent a great while ; Thea toode vp 
a night named Pantheus, that was the ſcnne of Deu- 
phrobe the Phyloſopher, and ſaid: O right. Noble Ning, 
as I am pour true Setuant and Aaſſall, J will declare vn- 
to you um aduice in this matter alſo : Truely.os a Wafall 
and Subicc is bound lo counſell his Loꝛde. Yee haue had 
well in knowtedge Deuphrobe the great Phyloſopher my 
Father, who lived whole and ſounde moze then nine ſcoꝛt 
and teane peares,and was ſg wiſe in Phyloſophie,that ha 
knew the ſcience of things to come hereaſter ; he ſaide vn · 
to mee many tunes, and affirmed fo2 trueth, that if Paris 
pour Sonne went inte Greece, foz to take any Noble La- 
die by violence, that this famous Cittie ſhould be deſtroyed 
and burnt vnto Aſhes by the Greckes,.andthat pee and all 
. yours ſhould be Caine cruelly. And therfozerightſage and 
wiſe Ling pleaſeth if pour Nobleneſſe fohearemy we2s, 
and belieue what the Wiſe men have ſaide, and be per{wa- 
ded in that thing that ve may not lac by if rte leaue it and 
where oi great ſoꝛrowes may enſue, if pe petſtuert in t pini⸗ 
on, TWherefoze will pe ſcelxetointrap the good Ed atts of 
your re{,and put pour Zranquillitie vndet the daagerc as 
aduenturrs of Fozture? Leaus this, and did wade ycur 
ſelle if ii pleaſe pon, from this teopardy : and finiſh and end 
ycur life in Reſt happily, andſuffernat Paris togee inta 
Carcece 
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—.— Armes. And iſ pe will algate, ſend pe another 
then Paris, 

At theſe woꝛds ofPantheus grew and aroſe great mur; 
muring of the hearers. Some Lepzcoued the pꝛopheſies of 
Deuphrobe the Philoſopher, and ſome helde it foz mcc- 
kerie and a fable : and they were of the greateſt num ber, 
inſomurh that by the conſent of the me ſt part, | aris was 
appointed fo2 to gos into Greece with men of mes, and 
the Parliament finiſhed, , each man went heine into his 
houſe, and to his place. 

When this concluſton was known of Caſſandra gaughs 
ker ol King Priamus, ſhe began to make ſo great ſozrow,as 
il cha had bene fooliſh,o2 out of her right in ind, and began 
fo cry on high faying : Ma, ha, right noble City ot Troy, 
what Fayerie hath mocued thee to bee bought to ſuch pe⸗ 
rils,foz which thou ſhalt in ſhozt times be beaten downe , 
and thy high Towers be onerthzowne and deſtroyed vnto 
the ground? Ha, ba, Queen Hecuba, foz what lune haſt 
thou deſsrned the death of thy childzen, which ſhall be cruell 
and hozribls, whereſoze withholde&® not thou Parts from 
going into Greece? which ſhall be the cauſe of this enill 
aduentute : And when che had ſo cried, ſhe went vnto her 
Father the King, and with wa ping d:cwnedin teares , 
pꝛapes him that he would be fozfoleaus off his 
enterpziſeſaping, that ſhe wiſt by her ſcience thegreat e- 
nils andharmes that wers comming by this means. Tut 
neither foz the dil waſions of Hector, neyt hex admenition 

noz warning of Ca ſſandra, thoking would not 
change his purpoſe, u03 fo2 Helenus his 
ſonns, nos Pantheus, 
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CHAP, III. 


How Paris and Deyphebus, Eneas, Anthenor, and Po- 
lidamus,were ſent into Greece: and how they raui- 
ſhed Helene out ofthe Temple of Venus, with many 

priſoners and riches ,and brought them to Troy where 
Paris eſpouſed the ſaid Helene, 


T the entry ofthe month of Pay, whe 
3 the earth it attired and adozned with 

N diuers flowers, Paris and Deiphebus 
returned from Panonie, and bzought 
JAR with them thzee thouſand Knights, 
N A right hardy and wile, Then they made 
PISS ready two and twenty great ſhips, and 
charged and layd in them all that was 
convenient fo; them. Then the King Priamus called E- 
neas,Anthenor,and Polydamas, that was the Sonne of 
Aothenor, and pꝛayed them and commanded, that they 
ſhould goe into Gaeece with Paris and Deyphebus, and 
they offered theinſelues fo goe with a good will. And whe 
they were all ready, and aſſemt led ſoꝛ to goe in their ſhips, 
King Prismus ſpake vnto them in this manner. It nadeth 
not to vſe many words, ez pe know well enough, fo: what 
canſe I ſend yon into Greece, and how well that I bane 
cauſe fo; ts auenge mise of the w2ongcs that the Greekes 
haue done tnfo vs. But the pꝛincipall cauſe is, toxeco- 
uet my (lifter Exione, that liueth in ſo great thꝛaldem. And 
fe to do ſo, ye ought to en plop pou: whereſeze J pꝛay you 
and adincniſh rou, that pe bend all your endcucur and di⸗ 
genct that 3 map reconer my ſiſter. And be pecertaine 
if y haue want ol nade oz ſuctcur, I will ſucteut you 
with ſo great a ſtrength, that the Greekes hall net be able 
to brate. And I wi'lthat in this voyage pee hold Paris 
ry ſon, Duke aud condugoz ol this battcll of Encas and 
Anthenor. : Alter 
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After theſe wo2des, Paris and all the other fokeleaus 
ofthe King and entered into their ſhippes, and hoyſed vp 
Sayles, and recommended them to the guiding of Iupi- 
ter and Venus, and ſapled ſo farre by the deepe Sea, that 
they arriaing in the parts of Greece, in coaſting the Ceuns 
try, it hapned them ona day, that they met a ſhippe, in the 
which was one of the greateſt Kings of Greece, named 
Menelaus, that went vatothe City of Epyre, unto the 
Duke Neſtor that had ſent fo him. This Menelaus was 
bother of Agamemnon,and was married vnto the quan. 
Helene, that was the fayzeſt Lady in the wozld, that men 
knew of in her tims: and ſhe was ſifter ol ing Caſtor , 
and Pollux, that dwelled then together in the City of Sa- 
maſtare, and nouriſhing with them Hermione their Qæte, 
daughter ofthe ſayd Helene, Menelaus made a little croſſt 
his ſhip, and to turne out of the right way, and ſo the 
one did not knowthe other. 

And the Zroyans ſayled ſo farr, that they arrined at the 
Ile of Cithar in Greece, and there they ancred their ſhips 
and went aland. In this Ide was a Temple of Venus 
paſſing ancient, and oi great beauty, full of all tiches: foz 
the Inhabitants alſo ofthe Countrey had their deuotion 
ſpecially vnts Venus the Goddefſe and kept; and ſolemni- 
zedher Feaſt each yeare, and ſhe t olde and gaue to them 
aunſweres oftheir demaundes. 

Chen when the Tropans were arriued, they hallowed 
the molt pzincipall feaſt of Venus: aud foz this cauſe there 
were aſlembled men and women of the country there a- 
bout, that made great chare,4c. 

When Paris knew this feaſt, hee toake his beſt cloa- 
thes, and did them on, alſo the beſt farting and cleaneſt 
men that he hadde, and he went into the Temple, and en⸗ 
fered therein by fayze and pleaſaunt manner, and made 
his oblafion and offering of gold and luer with great li- 
berality* h 

Then was Paris much beholden on all ſides of then that 
ua k4 wers 
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were there,fo2 his beautie: foz hee was ons of the fay- 
reſt knights ofthe wozld, and was ſo richle and ſo queint- 
ly cloathed and decked, that it gaue great pleaſurs unte 
them that behelve him, and every man deſired to 
know what he was, and whence he came. And they de- 
maunded of the Troians that tolde them, that if was 
Paris, ſonnt of King Priamus of Froy, that was come in- 
to Greeec,by the commandement of his Father, foz to re- 
quite amiably that they would render and yelve againe 
'Exione his ſiſter, that they had ginen to king Thelamon. 
So karre went the tidings of the comming of theſs Tro- 
- pans, and ot their beauty and rich clothing, that the quæan 
Helene heard ſpeake thereof; and then after the cuſtome 
of women, ſhe had great deſire to know by experience, ifit 
were truth that ſhe heard ſpeake of: and diipoſed her to 
goe bnto the temple vnder the colour ofdeuotion,foz to ac- 
complich her deſire. © how great folly is it, vato Yoa- 
neſt women, to will go oftentimes bato the Feaſts any 
ſpoztes of poung peeple, that little oz nothing dae there, 
but muſe and oeniſe how they may come to their deſire , 
and care not what miſchiefe may follow in body, and in 
ſoule? The ſhippe would neuer periſh, it if abode alway 
—4 Pozte, aud were not (ent out into perills of the 
ea. 

It is agood thing and a pzecious Jewell, fo haue a 
god woman, that holdeth yer honeſty in her houfe.D how 
great dammage came vnts the Greekes and to the Trop⸗ 
aus of this Tity,that Helen went ſo lightly to ſee the 
Trova is: that ought not ſo to dee, and ſpeciallyp in the 
abſence of her husband? But as it is the cuſtome of wo- 
men to be wilfull, to bzing theit deſire to the end. Helene 
inc ontinent did tauſe te make read hozſe, and al that was 
conuenient, oz to gee vnto the Temple: and ſhe did them 
to vnderſtand, that (he went ſoz deuotion: foz this ren 
ple was not very farce from the place whece ſh dwelled, 
en all was ready, and ſhe clothed in habite _— 

[ 
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ſherods with her company vnto the Ile of Cythar, and en* 
foced info a veellthat bought hor nigh to the Temple, 
where ſha was receyued with great woꝛchippe ofthein of 
tye Countrę, as theic Lady. She entred into the Temple 
right ſtately, and made there het deuotions and oblations, 
with right great liberality. 

When Paris knew that the Quane Helene, that was 
Nie of the King Menelaus, ont ei the molt noble kings 
of Greece, wu come vnto this Temple, hee arrayed him 
in the moſt Gentlemanlieſt wiſe that ha could (and his 
company) and went into the Temple, ſo he had long time 
beſos heatꝭ ſpeake of her great bzauery. And then, as ha 
was come, and ſaw her,he was greatly ſurpꝛiſes with ber 
loue, beganne earneſtly to beholve her, and to veſire to ſc 
the faſhion of her body, that was ſo fapze and well ſha- 
pen in all things, and in (ach wiſe, that it ſeæmes pꝛoper⸗ 
lo to them that ſaw her, that nature had made her to bee 
bcholven and ſane: foz in her was nothing, but that it 
ſerued to maniteſt all the be aut that might be founde in a 
Moman. 

Whereſoze Pa is might not fozbeare to behold her, ſay⸗ 
ing in himſelfe,that he had neuer ſeene, noz heard tell of any 
ſo fayze,and ſo well ſoꝛmed Aud as he beheld her, in ltke- 
wiſe ſhe beheld him, as inany times and oſt, and her ſeeined 
that he vas moze fay2er a great deale then had ban tepoʒ⸗ 
ted to her : and (lull (hee ſayde in her ſelfe, that ſhee neuer 
ſaw man of ſo great beauty, noz that pleaſed her ſo well to 
bebold:andſo ſhe left all her deuotion and all other thoghts 
and gaue no heede,ns2 reſpec ts any thing, ſaue onelp foz 
tobebo'd Paris, 

When Paris knew and ſaw this, he had greate toy , 
and beheld her (weetely moꝛze and imoze, and ſhe him. By 
which ſight they ſhewed enough of their deſires, the one 
to the other: and thonght diuers times, by what occaſion 
they mig at ſpeake together. And ſo long they beheld each 
other, that by all likchhoav, Helene made a token oz 

ſigne 
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figne to Paris, that he app2cachedfo her, and anon Paris 
ſatedowne beſides her, whiles that the people played in 
the Temple, and ſpake vnto her with a ſoft voyce right 
ſwatiy,and the to him, and declared each to other how they 
were ſurpꝛiſed with the loue of the one, aud of the other , 
and reaſoned how they might com to the end ol their dente. 
And when they had ſpoken enough of their hote laue, Pa- 
ris toe leaue of het, and ifſucd out ot the Temple, he and 
his company : and Heleue ſent after him her eyes as farr 
az ſhe might. . 

Uhen Paris was come fo his ſhippe, h called to him 
the moſt noble and greateſt ofhis Companp, and ſayde to 
them in this manner. My friends, ye know well where - 
foʒe the King my Father hath ſent vs vnto Greece, hat is 
to wit, foz to recousr Exione his Siſter: and if-wo may 
not recouer her, that we ſhould do damage vnts theGreeks 
Wle may not recouer Exione, fo2 ſhe is in ouer firong an 
hand: and alſo it ſhould be to our great daunger and dam⸗ 
mage, ſince it is ſo that the King Thelamon, that holdeth 
her, and loucth her heartily,is moze puiiſant then we, and 
is in his own p3opor Metitage. Uee be nothing ſo puiſ⸗ 
ſant ſoꝝ to take in Greece any noble City, rhe Country is 
ſo full of people, and of many valiant folke. 

Then me ſeemeth gocd, that the fayze gift and not a⸗ 
ble that the Gods haue ſent vnto vs, wo teſuſe not. Tie 
ſee in this Jle come to that feaſt the moſt greateſt Citti⸗ 
zens, and the Temple repleniſhed with the moſt noble 
women of this Pꝛeuince, and alſo the Queen Helene that 
is Lady ofthis Country,and Wife ol . Menclaus, This 
Temple is alſo full of all riches : if wee might take them 
altue that be in the Temple, and bzing them Pziſoners 
with vs, and take the Gods that there be af gold and of 
ſiluer, We ſhall haue conquered a great gaine, and ſo 
— get other riches that we max go fetch in ſome other 
places. 


Ifye thinke god, J am of the opinion, that now — 
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night we will enter into the Temple all armed, and wee 
will take men and women and all that we ſhall findand 
baing into ont ſhips, and pzincipally Helene: ſoꝛ il loe may 
baing her into Troy, the king Priamus may lightly enough 
haue againe his ſiſter Exione ſoʒ het: therefoze aduiſe von 
ſpedily what is beſt to be done, whiles the matter is hote, 
and befoze that they eſcape vs. Dome of them blamcd 
this thing, and ſome allywedit: and finally they conciu- 
ded after many councels, that they would doe as Paris had 
deuiſed. 

Nou it hapned that when the night was come, and the 
Poone was nigh gone downe, the Troy aas armed them 
in the molt ſecret wiſe that they could, and left ſome of 
them foz to keepe their ſhippes, and the other went paiui⸗ 
ly vnto the Temple, and cntred therein, ſo armed as they 
were, and with little defence: tooke all them that they 
f ennd in the Temple, and all theriches that were there« 
in. And Paris with his owne hand toke Helene, and the 
of her company, and bzought into their fhippes all the beſt 
and put them in (ure guard, and alter returned to the Las 
tie. Chen beganne the noyſe pallung great within the 
Temple, of the pꝛiſonets, and of ſome that had rather ſul 
fer to bee Nayne, then foz tobe taken Pziſoners, 

The neyſe was heard ſacre, in ſuch wile that they cf 
the Caſtle that ſtood thereby, heard it: and incontinent, 
they atoſe and armed them, and came to; aſaple the Zr o- 
vans, as valiant as they were. Then began the gkirmiſh 
tight fierce and moztall: but the Troyans (that were 
foure againſt one,flew many of the m, and the other ficdd 
and retited into theic Caſile : and then the Tropans toke 
as much as they could finde of goods, and bare it vnto 
their ſhippes,and entre) into them, and hoyſed vp ther; 
Sayles, and ſayled ſo long, that on the 7. day they came, 
arriued at tic pozt of Trop their ſhips ful o! god pziſoncrs 
and of god viches,and ey vbode at the Pot of fene don, 


that was z. mile fro:n Troy;and there were teceiued with 
er. 
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ey. And then Paris ſent a pzcper meTenger unte his 
father the king Priamus to let um have knowicdge ot his 
comming, and of all that te had dons in Greece, Of 
theſe ti ings the King was greatly teioiced, and conemans 
ded in all the City to make a ſraſt ſolemnely ſoz theſe ty- 


Whiles that Helene was with the other paiſoners in 
the <ippe of Paris, the made great (0zr0w,andceaſed not 
to w«pe,ne; to be wayle with great ſighes der hugband , 
der bzethzen, her daughter, her countrep and her friendes, 
and was in ſo great ſozrow, that the left to oats and drink. 
And Paris comfoztedher the met ſwately that he cculd: 
bat ſhe might not ſuffer to fozbears weeping, and then Pa- 
ris ſayde to her in this manner. How Lady : Wherefozs 
makeye thisſozrow day and night without tet? What 
man oz woman is it, that might long endurs and ſuffer this 
Know not ye that this ſozrow hurteth your health? Pes 
verily Lady, y& make foo much thereof: Wherfozefrom 
henceſozth,J pꝛaꝝ you to leaue and take reit, foz in this 
Realme pe ſhall lacke nothing, and ns mozo ſhall thois 
Pꝛiſeners that xa will haus recommended : and pee wall 

bos the mot renowmed L ady ol this Realme, and the moll 
rich, andyour meany that be bers ſhall want nothing. To 
theſe woes avniwered Helene to Paris in this manner : 
I know well (ſaid we) that will J,oz willy not, J mut 
ntedes doe as rte will, ſince that Jam ycut Pziſoner: and 
if any good bee done to me, and to the Paiſoners, J hops 
the Gods ſhall thanks, and tt ward them thatſs doe. Ha, 
ha,ſayde Paris,doubt you not foz me, J will det to you and 
them all that ſhall pleaſe you to commaund, 

And then hes tookd her by the hand, and tought her in 
fo a moꝛe ſecret place and ſaid vnte het: m, think ye, 
fozaſmuch as it hath pleaſtd iht Gods foz to ſuffer you ts 
be bat ught by ms into this pzevince and kingdom, that yo 
be loſt, and vndone,and that ye ſhall not bee mozerich and 
moze 
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mo2e honoured then pe haut biene, and that the Realm of 
Troy is not moze rich then the Realme of Achay ? yes ve⸗ 
rily that it is. Thinke pc that J will maintaine peu dif- 
honeſktle: certes,nay, but will take peu ts my wiſe, and 
ſo ſhall ye b moe honoured then ye haue been with your 
buſband, and 1n92e pꝛayſed: ſe your husdand is not iſſued 
out offo noble a houſe as J ain, no ſo valiant: nozhelo- 
ved you never ſo well as J will doe. Thereſeze ceaſe pee 
from hencefqzth to make ſuch ſozrow, and belieue int e of 
this that Jhaue ſarde to you, Ya,ha, ſayde ſhe who tan 
abſtaineherfrom making of ſozrow, being in the Nate 
that Jamint alas, this caſe happened mer neuer befo2o, 
but ſince it muſt be none otherwiſe, ſoze veredand grie- 
ued, J will doe that thing which yer requtceoſine, foza(- 

much as Jhauens ability to teũiſt iti. Thus was Helene 

recoinozteq a little: and Paris din plea's her tothe bitter 

moſ}, of his po et. 

When the moro came, betiine he did cauſe fo clothe 
her, and att ap her themoſt honoucably that hee might, and 
made her to ſit vpon a Paltcep tichlp arrayed and decked: 
and ſo did hee other Paiſon ers, each aſter his degree: and 
alter he went to hozſrbackehunſelte, and Deyphebus his 
bother, Encas; Ant henor, and Polydamas, with a greafe 
company of Noble men, and accompanicd the Queen? 
Helene, and departed from Tenedon and went to Troys 
ward. And there came againlt them without the Towne 
the king Priamas with a great companyof noble min, end 
teteiued his childʒen and his f: tends with great top : and 
alter came to Helene,and balwed right ſweetly to her and 
did to her great io and woꝛſhip. And when they cane nie 
the Citie,they ound great (toze ofpzople glad of their £6- 
ming, with man ſots of Jntraments at muſick: and in 
ſuch toy came vato the pallace of x. Piamus:and he himſelf 
lighted do ton and holpe Helene pawn fram her palfczy,uad 
led her by the hand dato the hall, and there they made cight 
great 
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great iop, all thenight, thzoughout all the City, foz then 
tidings. And then when it came vato the mozrow, Poris 
by the agreement and conſent of his ſother, tooke Helene 
to his wiſe, and wedded her in the Temple ofPallacetand 
lherefoze the Feaſt was lengthned thzoughout all the Ci- 
ty, and there was ioy that endured pet after tight dayes 


When Cſland:a knew foz truth that Paris her baothet 
had wedded Helene, ſys began to make great ſszrow, to 
cry and bzay as a woman out of her wit, and ſaid thus: 

O vnhappy Troyans, whereloze reioyce ye of the 
wedding of P aris, whereof ſo man enils ſhall come and 
follow: And wherefoze ſæ nat pe the death ofpeurſelues, 
and ol pour ſonnes that ſhall bee flaine befoze your eyes, 
and their husbands befoze thcir wines wih great ſo;row? 
Ha, ha, Noble City of Troy,how ſhalt thou be deſtroyed 
and put to nought ? Ya,ha, vnhappy mothers, what ſaz- 
row ſhall va (, when pee ſhail (@ pourlittts childzen ta · 
ken and diſmen . bꝛed befoze you? Ma, ha, He cuba, caitiſe, 
and vnhappy, where ſhalt thou take the water that thou 
thalt wepe ſo; the death ofthy Childzen. ba, prople 
blinde and ſooliſh, v hy ſend ye not ent Helene 
home againe, and ve lde her vnto ter right husband, beloꝛt 
that the ſwoꝛdes of your enemies come, and lea pou with 
great ſoz0w? Wen you that this Prince,the husband of 
Helene, will dwell at home without grieneus vengeance 
Certes, that ſhall bee your dolourons deſtruction and end, 
Va, ba, vnhappy Hclene, thou ſhalt to vs much ſozrow . 
As Caſſandra ſpake andcryed thus with high voice, and 
with great ſozrow, the king Ptiamus knew it, and did ber 
to be taken p2iſoner, and ſent to her, and did pzay her, that 
ſhe would ceaſe, but ſhe would not. And then hee com 
maunded that ſhe ſhould befaſt ſhut in pziſon, and put in 
pꝛons -/ where we was kept many dapes. © what pit- 
ty was it that the Tropans belcued not this warning 
and admonitten? Foz, if they had helaued it, they hav 

eſchews 
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iſche wed the right great euils that came after vnto them, 
which ſhall be tolde in tables, and made plaine and mani⸗ 
— them that will heare them vnto the end of the 


CHAP. III. 


How Menelaus was fore troubled for the rauiſhing of 
Helene his wife. And how Caſtor and Pollux brethren 
ofher, purſued Paris in the Sea: and of their death: 
andofthe condition and manner of the Lords, aſwell 
Greekes as Troians, 


21D theſe things were done, as is ſayde , 
Menelaus (that ſotourned at Epire with 
tze Duke Neſtor) heard the tructh tolde 
ok the pꝛize aud taking of his wife, and of 
his people, whereat hee was ſoze angry, 
and much abaſher, and was ſc grizued 
andſozrowtull, that he fell to the ground in a ſound. And 
then when he was come to himſelfe againe: hee beganne 
ſoze focomplaine him, and made the great eſt ſozrow of = 
the Molo. And aboue al! other thinges he was moſt ſo}- 
ry foz his Wife,avd bewayled her beauty, and her ſclace, 
and might no way be comfo2ted. | 

When the Duke Neſtor had ſay therof,he came fo him 
hallilp, and comfozted him the moſt beſt wiſe ha cculd, fo; 
he loued him with great lone. But Menelaus could not 
leave his ſozrow : but toe his way into his Country,and 
the D. Neſtor bzonght him on his way with a great com- 
pany of noble men. | 

Peſent onto the king Agamemnon his bzother, that 

ſhould come and ſpeake with him. And alſo he ſent vato 
Caſtor and Pollux the bzothers of Helene, that they ſhouid 
come alſo to him. And anon, as they hay heard the mel- 


ſage, theysamevntohim, Uhen Agamemnon ſaw his 
bzotYer

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bꝛother make ſuch ſoꝛtow and heauineſſe, hee ſayd to him 
Ah mp bꝛother, whereloz e haſt thou ſuch ſozro lu? ſuppoſs 
that the cauſc be inſt, yet a wiſe man ought not to ſhewe 
ſuch ſemblance out ward: it tauſeth his ſriendes fo he ſea⸗ 
rowfull , and his enemies to bet iorous. And therefoze 
faine thy ſozrow, and allay thy rage, and make ſemblancs 
as though thou regardeſt nothing this that is befallen: foz 
by weeping, noꝛ by vſing ofſozrow, thou maxeſt neuer 
come to honour no2 vengeance, but onelp by the fozce of 
the naked ſwoꝛd: theu ſhalt therefoze awake thy courage, 
and ſo ſhalt thon take renenge ofthe harmes that bee 
dont to thee. Thou knoweſt what puiſſance we haue, and 
what helpers and ayders we ſhall finde fo; fo avenge vs: 
foz this iniutie toucheth all the Kinges and Pzinces ol 
G1cecc,and as ſone as we ſhall require them of help, there 
ſhall not be one but he will helpe vs with all his power, 
and then we will goe with great puiſſancs befoze Troy, ant 
will Nea aut enemies, and doe what weliff, and de- 
ſtroy the Citty. And it it happen that we may take Paris 
that is aco2 of theſe hurts and il, we will hang him, and 
make him die an euill death. Ceaſe then thy ſozrow,and let 
vs make to be known to all the Kings and Pzinces of 
Greece this iniury, and require them that they will foz to 
take vengeance. 

Then was Menelaus recomfozted with the wozdes of 
his Bꝛother, and anon they ſent their Letters vnto all ths 
barons ef Greece, aud at theit ſending they came all, firſt 
Achilles, Patroclus. Diomedes, and many other. And as 
ſone as ther knew whereſoze they were ſcnt fo2,they (aid, 
tgat they would go to Trop with all their ſtrength, fo2 ts 
auenge thy ſhaine,and recoucr Helene. Mo they choſe them 
Agamemnon chief and Pzince of theirhcft, as he that was 

e and pꝛudent. and of god counſell, 

Nam it happened that the King Caſtor, and the king 
Pollux that wetebzethzan of the Quene Helene, as ſcones 
as they heard (ay, that their ſiſter was rauiſhed, they 
ente- 
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enfred into their Ships, and went on after the Troyans, 
with a great companyof men of Armes, foz to txte ifthey 
might reconer her «gains. On the third day that they wert 
on the Sea,there aroſeſo great a Tempeſt onthe Mea, and 
therewith came fo great a raine and thunder, that theit 
ſhips were caſt by tho wauos, one herre, ani 1 * 
all 

oktdem. 


And the Paynims ſay, that theſe two bʒethen were tran⸗ 


periſhed and dʒotoned lo that neuer was nom 


ſlated with the gods, into the Yeavenſoz Zodiaque, and 
returned into the figne of twa Beaſks, ſoʒ aſ much as they

were Bzethzen getmatues. And thus ended their lines, 
the occafton of the taking of thetr witer. Dome Poet 
kaine, that theſs Bzethzen be tranflated inta thy Rarres , 
(that is )the karte. and the South-Rarre,which be 
named zem Caſtor and Pollux. 
In thisplace veclareth Dares, in dia Bake, the faſhlons 
of the Greeks that were befoze Troy, t ſome the moſt Mo- 
ble and notable of them, as bee that ſaw them and beheld 
them many times during the truce , that was oftentimes 
betweene both parties , during the legs befoze the Citie. 
And he began to ſpeake of Helene, ann laith, that ſhe was ſg 
faire, that in the wozldno man could finde no fairer Mo⸗ 
man,no2 better fozmen of all members, Agamemnon was 
long, and white of body, ſtrong of members, and well foz- 
med, louing labour, diſcrete, hardy, and paſſing well beſpo- 
ken. Menchus was of meane ſtature, hardy in Atmes and 
cooragions. Achilles was of right great beautis. blonks 
bayzes,and criſpe,gray eyes q great,of amiabis fight, largs 
bzeafts, and bzoad ſhaulders, great armes, his Reynes 
bigh enough. an high man, of great Eatnre,and had none e- 
quail,noz line vnto htm among all the Greeks, neflrous to 
fight large in gifts, and eutr agious in (pending. Tantalus 
was great of dis body and tight ſtrong faithſull, bumble, 
flying quarrels, if they were not iuſt and trus. Aiax was 
ofa bigge ſtatute, nnn gteat 
aunes, 
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atmes and alway was well cloathed, and very tichlxt and 
was ol no great Enterpzils,and ſpaks very quichs. Thela- 
mon Aiax, was a matuellous faire knight, he bad blacks 
bayzes and he had great pleaſure in Mucks. and be ſung 
dimſelte very well: be was of great Pzoweſſe, and a bali 
ant man of warte, and without pompe. Vliſſes was the 
mo? faireſt man amongſt all the Greekes, but yet hs was 
very deteitfull and ſubtill. and delinered his ſpaches io x 
fully: de was a very great Lyar,and was ſo wel beſpoken, 
that he had no fellow, noz any like vnto him. Dyomedes 
was great, and had a bzoad bzeaff, and maruelious ſtrong, 
of fierce regard, and ſight, falſe in his pzomiſes, wo;zthy in 
Armes.deſirons of victozy,dzead andrevoubted-foz he was 
greatly iniuttous to dis ſeruants, and luxurious, wheres 
loꝛs he ſaffered many paines. The Duke Neſtor was of 
great members, and long, and well beſpoken, diſcrete, and 
very thziftte, and gane always godcounſell, quickly and 
ſaddenly he would be very angry, and ſtcaightway pleaſed 
againe: bee was the molk tcueſt Friend in the wozld, 
Prothefilaus wos fatre,andof a godly ature,right o- 
ble, and actine in Armes, Neoptolemus was great, be had 
Hacke haires, and great eyes, but (oyous and well cheered, 
bis eys-bzowes ſmothe, ammeting in bis wozds, but de 
was wiſe in the Tawe. Palamedes, the Donne of King 
Naulus, was of tight faire ſhape and le aue, ſtout and amy- 
able, a god man, and liberal. Polydarius, was paſling 
great, fat, and wollen, hardie, high-minded , and pzoud 
without trueth, Mathaon was of means ſtature , pzoub 
and hardy, and one that little Nept by night. Briſayda, the 
Daughter of Calchas, was paſſing faire, of meane ſtature, 
white and medled with red; and well made, ſweets, and 
pittifoll; and whom many men loued foz ber beauty: Foz 
the lone ofhercame the King of Perſia, iuto the ade of the 
Greekes, bnto the iege beo Troy. 
Now of them that were within Troy, the ſame Dares 
ſaitd,firff of King Pryamus: that he was 1 
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fap2e, and had a loude voice, right hardie, and that hee did 
gladly eateearoly in the mozning, a man without dead, 
and that bated flatterie: be was vp3ight, and a good Joaſti- 
cer, and had great delight to beare inging and ſounds of 
mulicke,and earneflly loud his ſernants, and much i nti- 
ched them. Of all his ſonnes, there was none ſo hai dis as 
was Hector, the eldeſt ſonme of King Priamus, This was 
he that paſed in dis time all other Knights in puſſance, 
and uttered a little: dee was great, and had hard mem- 
bers, and cond endure much pains, and was much hap2ie, 
cutled, and liſped: thert nener iCaed out of Trop ſe ſtrong 
a man, noz fo wozthy : noz neaer came therea villanons 
wozd out of his mouth: he was very weary of fighting in 
battell : thers was neuer Knight better beloved of dis peo- 
ple,then he was, Paris as paſſing fairs Knight, ans 
fkrong, ſoft hayzed, and true, ſwift and it ot ſpeech, tut⸗ 
monthed, well dzawing a Bow, wiſs and hardle in battell, 
very reſolnte, and couetous of Deiphebus and 
— were both paſſing like of faſhion , in ſuch wiſe 
that a man could not very well know the one from the os 
ther, and alſo (hey reſembled paſſing well the King Pria- 
mus their Father 
Deiphebus was very wiſe and hardie in Armes. And 
He'cnus was a marvellons wiſe Clethe. Troylus was 
great and ſtout of ccarage, well mannered, and well belo⸗ 
ved of pong @aidens : in firength and merrineffe, bee 
teſembled, and was mach like vnto Hector, and was the 
ſecond afterhim in pzoweſſe : and there was not in all the 
whole Realme a moze ſtrong, noz moze bardie young 
maa, Eneas had a great body: he was marnellons viſcrect 
in his wezkes, well beſpoken, and very conrteons in bis 
wozds full of good counſell, and of (kflfull cunning, Here 
"bad bis viſage ioo, and the eyes clears and gray, and 
was the richeſt man of Troy, next the King Priamus, 
in Townes and Caſtles. Anthenor was long and 
leane , and ſpake mach, but hee was diſcreet, and of — 
„ 2 ndn-

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iavuſtry, and one whom the ſing Priamus loued greatly, 
and that gladly plated among his company,and was aright 
wiſe man. Polydamas his ſonne was a godly vong man 
and a fapze, hardy, andof good manners, long and leane 
like his Father, bzowne, and was ſtrong in puiſſante of 
at mes, and of god and courteons wozds. The King Me- 
non was great, and a godly Knight,be bad large ſhoulders 
and great armes,he was hard in the bꝛeſt, and of great cone 
rage and ans that bzought many Knights vnto Iroy.The 
Qu Hecuba was a ſtrong big woman, and (@med bet · 
tor a man then a woman: ſhe was a noble woman paſſing 
and boneſt, and loning the wozkes of cha- 

paſſing faire 


wiſe,courteous 

ritie. Andromache the wife of Hector was a 
woman and white,and that has faire eyes and faire haite: 
the was among all other women right boneſt and cinill in 
ber wozkes. Calandra was of a fayze Raturs'and cleore, 
round mouthed, wile, of ſhining eres, ſhe loved virgiuitie, 
and knew mach of things to come, by Aſtconomie and u- 
ther ſciences, Polixena was a very faire daughter and ten- 
der and was the very ray of beautie in whom nature failed 
nothing,ſane onely that ſhe mads her moztall, and ſhe was 

the faireſt Malde that was in her tims,and the beſt foz-

How the Kings, Dukes, Earles and Barons of Greece, af- 
ſembled all with their Nauie before the Citie of Athens, 
for to come to Troy: and how many Ships each man 

; brought vnto the helpe of King Menelaus. 


en it came to the end of Febzuarie, that the 
Wy "SY Winter was palled, the Kings and Pzinces 
U tee Poninces of Greece, allembled 
dem together at the Pozt of Athens fo to 

— toy. It is nat in the remembzance 
of any man ſince the beginning of ths wo2ld, that ſo many 
Ships and Knights wert aſſembled, as there wert at that 
time. Fozfirſt Agamemnon, that waschiefe and Pzincs 
of all the hoaſt of the Greekes, bzought from bis Realme 
of Michmas , an dundze Ships full of armed Knights. 
Lhe King Menclaus his bzother bzought from his Realme 
of pat ta, fozty Ships. Archelaus and Prothenor from 
the Realme of Boecie fifty Ships. The Duke Aſcalapus, 
andthe Earle ticlmius, from the Pzonince of Dzconemie, 


thirtie hips. 

The King Epiſtrophus, and the King Sedius, from the 
Realms of Focide, tdutis Ships : and in his Company, 
wers the Dake of Theuter, Dake Amphimacus,the Earle 
Polixene, and the Carle Thebus, and many other Noblg 


wen. 

Tho ancient Duke Neſtor foz his Þ2onince of Pilon, 
fifty Þhips. The King T hoas of Tholy fifty Ships. The 
King Doxunios, fifty Ships. The King Thelamon Thy- 
leus, xe andthirtie @bips, Polyberes and Amphimacus 
from bis Pzonince of Callbonie , two and thirtis Ships. 
The King Idumcus and the King Mcreon of Crete, foure- 
ſcoʒe and two Ships, The King Vlides of Thzace two

How the Greekes ſent Achilles vnto Delphos, to the 
God Apollo far toknow the end of their warre, and 
how hee found Calchas ſent from the Troyans, that 
went with himto Athens, 


Pen the King and the Pzinces were thus 
afſemblod at the Pozt of Athens, the 
King Agamemnon, that was chiefs of all 
the hoaſt, and tanght alwoy to ccavrnt 
| _—_— bis haſt ozverlp], afembled ume the 
counſell un a plaine without the Citis all the Noble men 
of their hoaſt, And when they were all aſembied about 
bim in ſeates that bee had made, bre (atd to them in this 
manner. O yee noble mea, that by one will and minde be 
dere afſembled in this hoaſt with ſo great puiſſance, pet 
know very well, that it is not in the remembzonce of any 
man, that be raw ener ſo many noble mea afſembled, fo to 
atchiene any wozke,noz ſo many yong Knights, and eau 
in Armes,foz to aſaile their enemies. Is not be then out of 
bis minde, that pz: ſameth to raiſe bimſelfe againſt vs, and 
to begin warte ? verily, J zovbt not but one of an hundzed, 
that is in this company, is ſaffictent enough to baing this 
wozke to an end,foz which we be all afſembled. At is well 
knowne to tach ot vou, the great imiuries and the great da⸗ 
mages that the Troyans haue done to vs, wherefoze we 
haue tuft cauſs to take vengeance by fozce of Atmes to the 
end that from henceſozth they,noz any other enterpziſe ne · 
uer againſt vs in any manver : fog if we ſhould ſuffer ſuch 
injuries by-diſlnulation, they might yet grieue vs moze 
then they bane done. And it is not the cuſlome of the H- 


ble men ot Grete to let paſſe ſuc wzongs in diſſtmulatton, 
and therefoze it ould be ts vs great ſhame, that beſo ma- 
ny, and haue aſſembled (9 grout ſtrength, to — 

4 this 
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this quarrell, and (yet that moge (s )there is no nation in 
the Wozld, but that dzcaveth our paiſſance, ſave onely 
theſe foliſh people of T top, that by t uiſl counſell haue mo · 
ned them ag ainſt vs, and alſo haue enterpzlled warte vp- 
on bs: Asfirft the ing Laomedon, that inturied ſome 
of our people foz little occaſion : wherefoze bee-receiued 
death foz dis reward, and bis City was deſtroyed, and his 
pecple flaine, and ſoone bzought in lexuitude, where they 
be pet. Certes, it is not ſo vifficile and hard to vs that bs 
moze puifſant, to fake bengeanceon the Mrolans , as it 
was to fours Pzinces of lefſe puiCance, that camo to get 
the better of them. Fozſomach then , as the Tropans 
know verily that wee be aſſembled foz to goe vpon them, 
and that they bee ſtrongly furniſhed with men of Armes 
agaimſt out comming, and of all ſnch things as bebooneth 
them toz to defend them with: it ſeemgth mee god, if that 
it pleaſe you that ere we depart from this Pozt here, wee 
fend into the Ille of Delphos our ſpeciali , fog 
to haue anſwere of ous Ged Apollo, of this that wes will 
doe and enterpꝛiſe. 

Tien was there none but be allowed and appzooned the 
woꝛds ot Agamemunon, and choſe incontinent Achilles and 
Pattoclus (oz to goe into this Ille, to heare the anſwert of 
Apollo : and anone they departed and went and came 
ſoane thitb(r: fo2 the lait i lle is as it were inthe mid deſt 
of the Iſles of Ciclides, where Loc. no, Enfanta, Apollo, 
and Diana be And tete was arich Temple in the which 
the God ofthe Panims was wozſhipped and gaue anſwer 
to the prople of ſuch things as thep demannded of bim. 
{his zu: was firſt called Delos, that is as much to ſap in 
Greeke, as manifeftation : foz aſmnch as in ibis Ide the 
PPanims ſaw firſt the @onne and the Moone after the de- 
luge : and therefoze they ſuppoſed that they had been bozne 
there of their Pother : foz Apollo is the un, and Diana 
the Moone, in theit language. 


Some 
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Dome cal! this Ide Oztigie : fozaſmuch as the Buds 
that men call Oztiges in Englich they bee Quailes, wire 
firſt ſ:ene there. The Pantms gane to Apollo diurrs 
names after the divers operations of the @unne, In this 
Memple was a great Jmage.compoſed ant made all of fie 
gold in the wozthip of God Apollo. And albeit that the J. 
mage was deafe and dumbe, yet enery where Jdolatrie 
raigned in ſach wiſe at that time in the wozld, that the Di⸗ 
nell put him inthe Image, and gans anſwere to the Pa⸗ 
nims af the things that they demanded of bim. And this 
did the Diuell; foz to abaſs the fooliſh people, that ai that 
time beleeued that this Jinage was very God, ee, 

Upon this part ths Authoz declareth, from whence 
came firſt Jdolatrie, Mes finde in Hiſtoria Eccleſiaſtica 
that when Herod was deteined by the tbzee Kings that 
teturned not againe to bim, but wozſhipped ant Lozb Je- 
ſus Chaiſt, as is contained in the Goſpell and afterwards 
departedby another way. gc. that Herodes purpoſed to 
dane latne the child Jeſus,and therefoze tbe glo2ious Un- 
gin our Ly ©. Mary dis Mother, and 1oſ.-ph berc bim 
to Egypt. And as ſoone as our Lady entred into Caypt, 
all ths Yools of @gypt fell vowne tothe earth, al ta bee 
bzoken and b2aiſed, accozding to ide Pzopheſle of Eſav, 
that ſa(d thus, A ſcendet Dominus in nubem leuem, & 
eagredietur Egyptum, & mouebuntur ſimulachra Epyp- 
ti, Shewing that at the comming of our Sautcur Ielus 
Cb2i0, all Idolatry hogld bane an end. And amonoTt the 
Jewes, !\macl was the firſt that mada an 3dell, and that 
was of earth, 

And Prometheus made the firſt among the Panims, 
and taught other the manner how to make them but the 
right beginning of 4dolatry tame ot Belus King of Ad8y- 
lie. that was fathcr of King Ninus, the which ling Belus 
when bee was dead, bis ſonne Ninus did burie dim in a 


lich Sepaltare, and did make an Jmege of fine Going, - 
6 
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tbe ſemblance and the like ne lis of his Father, fez fo haus 
conſolation and memozy of him , and wozſhipped bim as 
bis God, ant cowpeiled his foiks to wozſhip tun: and as 
none an eaull ſpirit entred within the Amage, and gave un⸗ 
to the people anſ wet · 8s of their ſundzy demands. And thus 
by the cxawple of bun, the mp Paynims made ot het, in 
the wozthip af their Frvends, and wozſhipped them: and 
thus pzocceded thep in Jdolatuie, andthere were none but 
that toe y had their particular Gods, that gave bnto them 
their enſweres of theu demands, by the denice of the Ene- 
mie, that ſo dicetaed them, and bzought them vato damna- 
tion, by the great Ennis that he dad, and vet yath again 
the lignage of men, which God made, to fulfil the places 
of Paratiſe,from whence he was caſt out foz hie pzide,tnto 
this hozroz and Darkneſſe: and after the day of Judgement 
to abide in Hell foz evermoze, in the company of the dam- 


nid men, 

When Achilles and Patroclus were arriued in the Idle 
of Delphos, they went on with great denotion into the 
Cempie ot Apollo : andthere they made their Oblations 
with great libetalitie, and denianded of him anſwere con- 
cerning thetr affaires and wozkes, Then anſwered A- 
pollo, with alowde voice. Achilles, returne backe againe 
vntothe Greekes that haus ſent thee hither : and ſay vnto 
them, that it is fo tome, and (hall happen foz certainty, that 
ther ſhall goe (afely to Troy, and there they (hall make ma- 
ny Battels. But in the tenth pete they ſhall haue vicozy, 
and deſtroy the Citie,and they ſhal lay the King Priamus, 
bis Wife,and his Chtlyzen.and the moſt great ofthe coun- 
trey. And there ſhall none eſcape , ſane they onely whom 
they will laue. | 

Ol this afozeſaid Anſwers was Achilles paſſing glad 
and toyous : and it chanced that whileſt they were pet in 
this Temple, a great learned Biſhop of Troy named Cal- 
chas, Donne of a man named Thiſtram, which was a paſ- 
ſing tviſe man,eatred (nts this Temple: I * 
alſo 
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alfo from the King Pryamus, 03 to haus anſwere of Apol- 
lo, foz them of I roy. 

As der tden had made his Dblations, and Demanrds 
foz (bem of Troy, Aprvlio anſwered vato hum, ſaxing: Cal 
chas, Calchas, beu ate that thou retarne not backe againe 
fo Troy : but gos thou with Achilles, vnto the Greekes, 
and depart never from them,/02 the Grecke s ſhall haue vic- 
togis ofthe T royans, by the agreement of the Geds , and 
thou ſhalt be to them right neceffary in counſel}, nt in dec; 
trine. Auen as Chalchas knew Achilles, that wos in the 
Temple, de appꝛoched vato him, nd made acquaintance to 
dim, and accompanied togither, by Faith and & ath : they 
told tach to other what the Jdol had ſain to them. Where- 
of Achilles had great ioy. and maderight great cheate and 
countenance to Calchas, and tooke him avoozde with htm, 
and ſapled ſolong,that they arrtaed at the Pozt of Achens 
ſafely - and when they (Naed ont of their @bipe, Achi es 
tooks Calchas by the hand, and pzeſented him to tbe King 
Agamemnon, and to others,and told vato them the truth 
ofthe anſwere of Apollo: Bow they hoald ane v'nozy of 
the Troyans, and hot Apollo bade dim tvat de ſhould not 
refarne againe to Troy, bot hole him with the Creekes, 
during the warts. Of thoſe tungs were the Greekes 

very iopfull, and made u ſolemne Feaff, and 
receiued C alchss into their company, 

by Faith andby Dath,and they 
pzomiſed him, to reward 
dum wel, and to dog 
dim god (c.

afſembled ſoz vengeance of the great iniuries to you dont 
by tde Troyans: wherefoze tarry you now here,after the 
gods baus ginen their anſwer? Weene ye not that the king 
Priamus hath his Spies among you, and that whiles ye ſo- 
tonrne, he furniſheth not his Conntrey and Citis with vit- 
faile, with Bozſes, and with other neceſſaries.? Js not a 


by pour negligence they change not thetr — — 
contrarte. Therefoze tarry ye no longet hut Embarke 
and your Yozſe,and gos pe to the Dea, and ceaſe not — 
the time that the pzamiſes ofthe Goddeſſe be accompliſhed. 
And when Calchas had thus ſpoken, each man ſaid, that 
be had well ſaid and ſpoken. And then the King Agamem- 
non ſent vnto all the Boſt,and gave commandement with 
the ſound of a Trampet, that every man ſhould make him 
ready to remoue, And anon they entred into their Ships, 
and diſ-anckred,and hoiſted vp their Halles, and went all 
vnto the ea: « they had no ion g lalled not palling a mile 
eee 
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fayze,began to ware troublous and thicks,and there began 
a cight great tempeſt in the ca, of winde, of taine and of 
thunder; inſamuch that the re was none (o hatdy but bes 
had feare, and thought to haue dyed : (oz ther ſhips were 
call by the (ea, the one hoers,and the other thers, and they 
ſuppoſed nous at her fo2 certaine, but to g; aus beene daom⸗ 
ned. Then (aid Calchas to them that were with him, that 
the canſe of the fompeſt was fozalmuch as Diana their 


memnon (acrifics to hex with his was band, Ipnigioic his 
daughter a young Wirgin,andtender of ags.and {hat othet · 
wiſe the tempeſt ſhould nauer ceaſe. Aud fog to (peed this 
ſacrifice de cnnie llos to turne the and to apply it 
tothe Ide.of Andil, where the 
Diana was. 


When the Aing Agamemnon thing. be 
was all griened and hau fozrewfull in bis minde, fo; 
dae laued his Daughter Iphiginie with great loue : and 
on the other lde, bee was pzayedand required af ali the 
other Kings and Pzinces of Greece, that be would make 
no delay to this that was ſo great ameatter,oz to withand 
the ſacrifice : wherefoze was banquilhed by the (aid Pin- 
ces, andfoz the loae of bis Countrey, bee tooke his ſatd 
Daughter Iphigenie, and in the pzeſence of great Kings 
and Pzinces , (acrificed her unte the Goddeſſe Diana, 
and anon the Tempe ceaſed, and the apze became 
neate and cleane , and the ta well quieted, and in ttan- 
quilttie and peace. Andthen hs went againe into bis ſhip, 
and all the other in liks manner, daew vp thier Þayles, 
and ſayled befoze the minds, ſo farts that they arriued at 
a po2t ofthe Realme of Troy, nigh vato a Callle ca'led 
Sacebana. Darcs putteth not downe determinately, 
what was the cauſe wherefoze the King Agamemnon 
made dis (uccificc vate Diana, But Ouid in on

booke of Petamozphoſs,) ſaith that it was Iphigenic his 
darghter,as abone is (ed. And whe they of the Caſtle ſaw 
the great Manie at their pozt, they armed them, and came 
4bn(o the pozt, weening to defend their land againf the 
Grekes,4 aſſailed them that then were come a land, that 
were pet weary of the tranell of the Dea: But the Gras 
{Nued anone out of their (hips in very great plenty all 
armed, and ſlew them, and chaſed them vato their Caſtle, 
and killed them with lying , and entered into the Caſtle 
with them, and there put them all vnto death, and tooks 
ide booties, and aſter beate downe the Calls vnto the 
earth,and then reentred into their ſhips againe, and ſailed 
ſofarre, that they arrined at the Pozt of Tonedon , and 
there they ancrod their ſhips, ec. 

At this Pozt was apaſſing ſtrong Calls, well 
and full of great riches, and was ta miles from . 


ſbips all armed, and great plenty, and tooke all that they 
could finde. Thus began the battell betweene them right 
fierce and moztall, and there were enough flaine and dead 
of both parties: and many moze of the Greekes then of the 
Tropans. But as ſoone as the great flrength of the 
Greckes wore lande d, the Tropans might no longer ſuf- 
fer noz abide , but put (hem to flight, ſome to the Caſtle, 
and the other fled vnto Troy, Then the Greekes be ſlirted 
them, and laive the Caſtle ronad about, and aſſailed it on 
both des, and they within defended it paſſing well vpon 
the walles , and flew many by ſhot and by CTagines, 
bat the Greekes d2elled their Engines all about the Caſtle, 
and ſet their Ladders vato the walles, and went vpon all 
fides,and they within defended them vallantly, and made 
' them fall downe in their ditches, ſome dead, and ſome 
burt, But the Greekes that were fo great — 
1 
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ſent alwaies new folke fo the aſſanlt, whereof they within 
were growen ſo weary, that thep retired, and went backs 
from their defences : and then the Gre: kes entred by foto 
into the Caſtle , and there flewe all thom that they found, 
without ſparing of any man 03 woman, and toke, and pilla- 
ged all that they found that was good, and after beat down 
both the Calle. and the houſes vato the Carth,and put in 
the fire, and burnt all vp. And after they teentted inta

| Hen the Greekes haddeffroyed and 

beaten down thus the Caſtile g ed 
ces of Tenadon, g of Sarrabana, 
6 ond that mins 


| p oy Boaſt, eto conduct it well as a god 

ö | Coptaine ought to do, commended 
that all the Bate and gaine Gjä—Uůä 
bzought fozth. And ſo it was done anone, as be had com- 
manded: and be as a wile King diſtributed the gaine, vato 
each man after his deſett anvqualitte. And aſter did cauſe 
* tocry in all the Hoaſt, that all the Noble men of the Hat 
ſhonldaCemble them on the plain of Tenadon, befoze the 
King Agamemnon : and when they wett all come, the 
King Agamemaon ſpake, and ſaid in this manner. Þy 
friends and fillows, that be hers now aſſembled, foz ſo tut 
a cauſe as each of pou knoweth, and in ſo great puiſſance, 
that thers is and ſhall be tidings therof in ail the —_— 
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and in eſpetial in this wozke here nom, and die the righteft 
rr noz 

Pe know well, that we be come thus farre, og fo take 
bengeance of the infuries and the wzongs that the King 
Pryamus hath done to vs: and we have done to him now 
great hurt and dammagse. Ye may well know foz trueth, 
that they haue aſſembled in the Citis of Troy great power, 
fo; to defend them againſt vs: and alſo the Citis is paſſing 
great and ſtrong: and pe know well, that they bee vpon 
thetr own pꝛoper Heritage, that is a thing which troubleth 
their fozco and ſkrength. Foz ye may take of the 
Crowe, that otherwhiles defendoth well her againf 
the Faulcon. J ſay not theſe things, foz any doubt that A 
baue but that we ſhall haue Winozie, and that we ſhall de⸗ 
ſtro this famous Citie, albeit that it be ſtrong : bat onely 
foz eur wozſhip , to the end that wes be recommended to 
bane conducted this wozke by great diſcretion, end twithout 


to a miſchteuous end. Yee know tvell, that [it is long ago 
that the King Pryamus did fix require vs, by bis ſpectail 
meſſengers,that we ſhould reader vnto him bis ©ilterExi-. 
one, and that by our banttneſſe and pzide,ws would not des 
liner her againe : and if ws had then delivered and ſent ber 
home againe, theſe enils had never happened in the Ile of 
Cythar, as they now ba. And the Qaene Helene (who 
is of the moſt nobleſt of Greece, had nener bens ra'uthhed, 
noz led away : and alſo we had not enterpaiſed tHe patns 
noz the labour, where we now be tn. And there is none of 
vs —— 
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and therofoze il xis ſamt god, that wee might refurne into 
our Countrey, without ſuffering of moze paine , with 
our hononr and wozſhippe, wer will ſend vnto the King 
Priamus our ſpeciall meengers, and bidde him to ſends 
and deliner againeto vs Helene ſruiy, and that hes reftoze 
buts bs the damages that Paris hath done in the Idle 
o{CTythare : fo; it he will ſo doe, our returns ſhall be honou- 


table, and we may no m asks at um by right. And if 
he refulethis, wee Hall baue two things that thall fight 


to vg the laudand p2ayſe:and wet ſhati ba excriſan of all ths 
damages that we thall dae to them, after theſs offers. 
ä what thing ye 


— — this 
counſell , and ſome allowed it: and finally, they conclu- 
ded to des ſo as Agamemnen hay ſayd. Then they choſe fo; 
their melCengers, Diomedes and Vlifies, fes to geg to 
Trop, and make their legation, which twke their Yozſes 
and wentincontinently thither, and came to Troy about 
midday, and they went ſtraight fo the Pallace of King 
Priamus, and take their hoſes to kepe at the Gate, and 
after went vp into the Hall, and in going vp, they maruel- 
ledgreatly of the rich wo2zkes that they ſaw in all the Pal- 
lace, and aſpetiall of a fre that they ſaw in aplaine, the 
which was made by Arts Pathematicke, maruolloufly 
camps ſed, and of great beautis,fos the tronchon oa ſtoche 
beneath, was no greater but ofthogreatnes of a ſpeare, 
any was paſſing long and bigh, and about had bzanches 
ofgolde and of aar, and leanes that ſp2ead ouer the i al 
lace,andſanea little, it coneredall: and the ſcuite of the 
lame trie, mas of diners pꝛetisus ſtanes, that gaue greats 
light and bzightnes, aud alſo vid much pleaſe and delight 
them that beheld it. They wont ſo karte ſwzth, that they 
m 
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tame into the great hall where the King Prismus was, 
attoi panied with noble men. And then without ſalnting 
tho King-no2 the other, Vliſſes ſayde vnto him in this ma. 
ner. 

KingPciamvs,. maraeile nothing,. that wee haus not 
ſalated the,fozaſmuch as thou art out mot moꝛ tall enemy. 
ſhe ging Agimemnon (ſrom whom we be mefſengers) 
ſenveth and eommandeth thee by vs, that then deliver and 
ſend vnto him the Quene Helen, Whome then halt cauſed 
moſt vilclie ta bet rauiſhed and taken from ber husband, 
and that thou make ſatigs{adtion foz all the dammages that 
Paris thy ſonne hath dens in Orac : and ifthouſo doe, J 
ſuppoſe thou ſhalt ſhew thy ſelte a wiſe man: but if thou 
dee not, behold what tuiis ma come vato the and thine : 
fa thou ſhalt die an ml l deal h, andallthy men, and this 
noble and ſamous Citis ſhall be deffrope®. 

Then tho King Pcianws heard Vhiſſes thus ſpeake , 
be anſwered incontinnetiy (witheut demanding oz asking 
any counſell: )'J maruell greatly of theſe thy wo2vs, that 
requtreft of me that thing that a man alceady vanquiſhed 4 
onercoine, any onelhat might not defend himſeiſs no moze 
with great paine mould zccozd to thee” I beliaue not that 
the Grerkes haue ſuch puiſſanceto doe that thing which 
thou haſt ſayde vnto mi: they require of moamends, and 
J ought fobemannd the like of them. 

Pane not they il ine my Father and my bzethzen,and 
trad away my fiſter in ſeruitude, whom they daigns not to 
marry honcurably, but to helde her and bie hat as a com⸗ 
mon woman? And ſoz to haue her againe, I haue ſent to 
them Anthenor, and mould haue pardoned them the ſur- 
las: but ye know the villantes and menaces that they 
did vie towards my meſſenger : and thorſoze J ought net 
to beare any thing that pee ſay vnt o me, but had rather dis 
val:antlp, then to agree to pour requeſt. And let Agame m- 
non know, that I defire neuer to haut peace no2 lous with 
the Grerkes, that haue done to mee ſa many diſpleaſurts. 


And 
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And ifif were not that y be meſſengetrs, I &crild matie 
reu die an enilldeath. Ther ſoꝛs go cut way ancn, fo; I 
mex not behalve peu without diſpicaſuic in nine hatte. 
Chen beganne Diomedes ts laugh ſoz deſpight. and (a3 be 
thus : Da king, it without diſplea urt then mar eſt net ſa 
vs, that be but twaine, then wilt not thou be withaut dil⸗ 
pleaſute all the dayes of thy liſe:ſo thou ſhait ſw from hent 
ſw2th befoze thine eyes great armics of Crakes,the which 
ſhall come be oe the Citte, and ſhall not ceaſc fog to aNaile 
it continuallp, againſt whem thcu mayeft not long defexve 
tha, but that thou andthine finally Call xcceiue bitter 
death, Zherofoze thou ſheuldeſt take better ceunſell in thy 
doings if thou wert well aduiſed. 

Then were there many Trop ans that would hare 
runne the Greekes, and v2zew their ſwozdes foz fo 
baut them. But the King Priamus ſozbad them , 
and ſayde bato them, that thay ſhould let two ſeles vtter 
ſheir folly, and to a Wits man to ſuffer if. Va,ha,ſir, ſayd 
Eneas, What is that, 1hat r ſay? men muſt chem to a 
fole his ſoliſhnee : ard truely, if it wero not in your 
pzoſence,this icio thafhath ſpoken ſo fwliſhly befoze you 
ſhould receive his drath by mine owne hand. It appertat- 
neth not vnto him to ſay vnto you ſuch vile and venemcus 
wens ns; menaces: and therefoze J aduiſe him, that da 
goe his way quickly,valefſe h craſe to ſpeake ſo abfurd and 


Diome des, that of nothing was abaſhed,an(wered to 
Eneas an ſayd: EWhatſoeurr thou be, thou ſheweſt well 
by thy wos, hat thou art right ill aduiſed, mo hote in thy 
wozdes: and J wiſh and deſire, that I may once finds 
then in a platt convenient , that F may rewaide thee 
fo; the woda that theu haſt ſpoken of me. 

I ſ&@ well that the King is foztunate and happy to haue 
fuch a Counſellour as (hon att, that gineth him caunſell 


to do billanie Then Vliſſes bzaks the wozps of Diomedes 
m right 


———  — 
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right wiſely, and pzayed him to holde his peace, and after 
ſayde to King Priamus,we haus vuderſtode all that theu 
haſt ſayde,and will gos and repozt it td ant Pzinses. Aub 
incontinent they went, and tos ke their holes, and retur · 
ned vnto their hoſt, where they found many alſembled be- 
toʒe the King A gamemnon, and telde to them the anſwers 
ol ing Priamus : whereof they had great maruell, and 
conferredlong together, foz the well ozdaring of they; 
affay2es, fince they were acertained of the matte of the 
Troyans, 


CHAP, IX, 


How Agzmemnon aſſembled to counſel! the Greekes , 
for to haue victuals : And how they ſent Achilles and 
Telephus voto the realme of Meſle,where they flewe 
the king Theutran in battell: Aud how Telephus 
was made king: And of the kings that came in the 
ayde and helpe of king Priamus, 


Fer theſe things, Agamemnos called his 
ſoltes tocounſell in the plaine of Tonedõ 
Nad (aide vnts them among all other 
things. It behoueth vs necogarily to ba 
aduiſed, how that during the ſiege betoge 
. Crop, out hoſt ſhall be ſuttaured with bic· 
tuall. and thereſoꝛe it pee thinks god, we will (0nd unte the 
realneaſ Melle, to haus trom thenc e viauals continuaiy, 
loz it is a Country right fertile and commodiaus: and they 
that ſhall gee thither, ſhall take ſuxstie of them of the 
countrep, that they faple not toſend viauali to the hofie , 
ſotong as we [hall be in this Countzey- This conyſe!l 
pleaſcd much the Grakes, and incontinent thep choſe A- 
chilles, and Telephus the ſonne of Hercules, to futniſh 
this meſſage , and to, gpe thither with 8 
0 


and pad ſlaine hi, 
iich pat hunſeile bo twænne them, ard pzaped Achilles 
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of men of ams. In that pzovince raigned a King that had 
fo name Theucram,and had lot inpeace, fo; his 
Country was peopled with good andherdy knights: whe x 
Achilles and Telephus, with thzeethouſand fanights ficrcs 
and hardy were arriued in the Ile of Poſſe,they iſusd ont 
of their ſhippes,and went on land. Then came againtt the 
the king Theutran with agreat coinpany of men of ſ@t,and 
on hogſebache. 

Then began the battell right fiercely, and at the skic- 
mich there were many Knights nine on both ſides. And 
albeit that the Groekes were lefſe in number then the 0- 
ther were, they defended themſolnes well: but their ve- 
fencs had not auapledthemn, had it not been {oz the greate 
p2owent of Achilles, that uin great miracles with bis bo- 
dx. as de that was the muſt ſtrant and moſt valiant of the 
Greekes: ſoʒ whoſorner he ſmate hes dyed therefoze, and 
there might no mon endurebefoze him. When then A 
chilles had-ofpped the King Theutram in the midde ſt of his

hambly that he would not lay him, nog doe him any ino 
darme then he had : and the King himſelſe cryed to Achil« 
les faz mercy. Then (apy Achilles ts Telephus, what mas 
neth ther to pit ourenemie mat all. chat is come to a ail 
us with ſo greatfurie : It is reaſon that he fall into the pitt 
thathe madeready o vs. Wa, ha, fir, ſarde Telephus, 
the uing was very familiar with my Father Hercules, 
andalſsdid to moon a tine, great honour in this Land, 
and thorefozs J may not ſuffer to ſ him flaine beefoze 


mine eyes. Mell then, ſaxd Achilles, tas him, and dot 
— mz with 


— —y—— 
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loithhim what thou witf. Then was theyz Battellfini- 
ſhed,and the Grekes retyzed,and the King Theutram was 
carrped into his Pallacs.as a dtad man: foz Achylles had 
ſoꝛe bzuyſed him, and all to fruſhed bim. And the King 
p2ayed Achylles and Thelephus, that) they would goe with 
dim: the which went, and were receyued with great top 
and honour. 

It was not long after, that this King Theucram, that 
was ſo woundedfo the doath, by the wounds that Achyl- 
tes had giuen him, ſent fe Achylles and Thelephus, and 
then ſaid vnto them: Py Feiendss, A may not long lius: 
and a tet ſaid to Thelephus ; y friend, Jmay no longer 
tive, and J haue no lawſull herats of my bodie, to whoms 
J may leane this N ealme, which I haus gotten with greaf 
tabour,and had loſt long ſince, had it not bene ſoʒ the moſt 
wozthy of all we thyes, thy Fat her Hercules, which wars 
ranted, and was a Shiclde vnto ma, againſt all them that 
woulde haus taken it from m& : and bee did olten fight 
with them that would haue taken it. Wo thy Father , by 
his great P2oweſſe, ewe them and chaſed them out: and 
unte that time, q haue kept it peaceably, not b my metitt, 
but by the vertus of thy Father. And inet it in ſo, that thy 
Father hath Conquer this & calme foz ma, that haut no 
hep20s,it is god tight and teaſon, that thou be Bee of thy 
Father : and fos : much as this is my laſt wozd, J leans 
vnto the this Kealme,andall mins other geds, wherſocugr 
they ber, and make tha mine Pep2e,and pzay tha that thou 
do burie me hongurably,as it appertaineth to a King. And 
as ſoons as bee had finiſhed theſe woꝛds he dyed, and then 
Thelephus and the Robles of that Ceuntrey did bury him 
honourably and layde him in a very rich @epulture, wheres 
bppon was written this Epitaph: Heere lyeth the King 
Theuttam, u home Achylles flewe : the which left his 
Realme co Thelephus, + 8:49 

Now this Thelephus, that beſoze was but Duke, was 
made King of Meſſe |, and all the Robles of the Countrey 
dla 
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did him homage , and all the people pꝛomiſed vnto him, 
faith and ſeruice, Then Achilles did ſurnich his ſhippes 
with vicuall, and 02vapned that Telephus ſhould abide 
in his new Realine (which he did ba ing ſoze grieued) and 
he pzaped him, and alſs commaunded in the nams ofthe 
Sr>kes, that he ſhouladoe his diligence, to ſend vato 
the Yolte of the Greekes oftentimes viquals: ard hee 
pꝛomiſed him that he ſo would dot without any deſaultf, 
And then Achilles tooke leaue of him, and returned into 
bis ſhippes,and ſayledf@2th ſo long that her and his compa- 
ny arriucdaf ths ot of Telicvon ſafely, where they found 
the hatte yot ſoigurning: aud anon as he was landed, he 
went ſtrait vato the Ment of King Agamemnon, where 
all tho Pzinces and kings were aſembled: and there bee 
— any eres great ioye, as he that all the Poſt lo 
ued much, foz his great and pzoweſe. Then 
Achilles told ts them, how he had arriusd at Mete, and of 
the hatte ll, and how that Telephus was made Ring, and 
= hes had pzomiled to furniſh the Poſts with Bieta - 


Dfthels tidings the Grekes had great io. and allow 
ed and pzayſed mach the valiancy of Achilles: and afterthe 
each man went vnto his Pamlion. Then 
was — — great iop ol his Pirmidones, 


that much loued 

In this plate here, the Author namsth what Kinges 
and Pzinces did come to the helpe and axde of Bing Pria- 
mus fs Troy): not oſ all, but ofthemof notable, Firſt, 
cams bnto their ayde, the King Pandorus, the King Ga- 
lior, and the King Adraſtus with tha thouſand Knights 


From the Pꝛouince of Tholsſon came fonte Kinges 
with five thouſand{Knights armed, the king Carras, ths 
king Amaſtus, the king Neſtor, that was a bery migh - 
tx frongman, and the king Amphimacus. From the 


Roalms of Licie cams the king Glaucon , with tha 
* m4 > thouſany 
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thouſand knights, and his Henne Sarpedon, that was 
oneofthe ſtrongeſt Knights ofthe wozld', and Cos ſin ta 
King Priamus: From the Realme ofLicaon, came the 
King Enſ:mus, with thz@thouſand Knights, right expert 
in arms. From the Realine of Lariſſa, came two Kings 
with fiftoenchanvzed Knights, the King Miſtor that was 
a very great man, and the King Capidus, From therealms 
of Thabozy came the King Remus with th; thauſand er- 
pert knights,and in his company came foure Dukes, and 
ſeuen Carles,that were in league with King Priamus:they 
bare in their armes the colour of azuro without other ſigns, 
and thereby was the king Remus and his people knotuns 
in the battell, From therealm of Theacie, came the king 
Pile x, and the Duke Achamas, with ri. hund ze knights, 
From the Realmeof Panonie tame the king Peſſemus, 
andthe D. Stuper his caſin, with thz@thouſandknights , 
riaht expert to toufk and ſhout with tho bow, | 
This ts a maruettons wilde country of Fozreſtes- an 
Mountaines, and whers is bnt littie peopis, and enengh 
of wildebtaſts and ofbirdes. From tho Pzoninco of Byy 
ecte, camt thze Dukes, with twolne hundzed knights, the 
Duke Anſcrimns, the Duke Fortunus, and the Dirke 
Sammus. From the realne of Burtin,wherenggrow good

— in their company many a Duke and a an 
e. 
d atſo there was with them, Simegen, the enn 
of king Thiction, Fronthe realms of @heres; camothe 
Ling 
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King Theſcus and Archilogus his ſanne that was 7 the 
affinitieof King Priamus, and bzought a theuſand knights. 
Ftom tus Alia uf Ar guſt tame te uings, ol whom à haut 
not the names, with telus hundzed knights. 
From the caigne of Cliane, that is beyond-the realms 
al Ama on, cams an auntient king right wiſs and diſcreet, 
nuntd Epiſtropus, and baought a thouſand Knights, and a 
maruellons hea that wag called Dagutary, that behinde 
the midyeſt was an hozſs, andjbefozs a man, this beaſt 
wash. ie, he an hozſo, an had his eyes ted ag a coale, 
and ſwot tight well wich a bows: and this beaſt made the 
Oriekes ſoze afcaid, and lol wany of them with his bow. 
Thus werein number all the Knights that cams in ayds 
of King Priawus, twa and thirty thouſony,beſides them of 
nn — leſſer. And it is not found by w21-

This Palamides was holden in great wozthip amongit 
the Greekes, and was the ſecond next king Agamemnon 
puiſlant and diſcreet in amis, and very uich, And at his 
comming, ve was anon choſen to be counſello; ofthe hott, 
And thts were the Stakes many a day and night at ths 
J90zt of Tenedon, oſtentimes aſſembled to counſell,foz ts 
adutſothemin the bet maner to beſiegothe City of Troy, 
And at length, aſter many opinions, they held them to 
the Counſell of Diomedes, that was this. 

Now ſayds he, all ves Kings, Pzinces, and Barons, 
that be here aſſombled, wee ought to haus great ſhame any 
diſlike, ſeeing it is a years agon ſince ws landed hets in this 
tounttey, and haut not yot benobefo:s Troy. Uerily, in 
this we haus ginon to our enemies groat aduantags: fo; it 
is ſo, that this time during, they be parueted of great aids, 
and all their City ſtrongiy foztified and fenced with walles 
and bulwarkes, that they haus gad leyſuts to make: any 
verily thoy thinks that we bs not ſo hardy as to come vuto 
them, and therefaze the mo2e that wedelay ts goe thither, 
the moꝛs encreaſeth aut ſhame and daumage : and I trow 
if ws had gane thither when we came fir into the Coun- 
troy, we ſhould haue moꝛs eaſily gone aſhozs, and taken 
land, then we ſhall doe now: ſoz they bee better furniſhed 
new then they were at that time, of all ſuchthings as them 
behoued,fo2 to deferd them with: And therefoze, J coun- 
cell you, that to mozrow betimos we put vs in the way in 


god 03der,andlet vs lay the ſiege firmoly, and as haſtily as 
we may. Ae ought toknow,that woſhall not ſo do with- 
gat great battoll-UUherein it behousth each man ts employ 
bimſelfe,end to put behind all feare and d2ead.

Tho counſell of Diomedes pleaſed all the Barons 
of the Poſts, and on the mozrow earely they teontred ins 
to theis ſhippes, and ſapled firaits vato the Pozte of

In the firſt front they put an hundzed ſh ps right well 
fucniſhed with knights and banners, that waued in tho 
wind, and alter them they put an other hundzed; and after 
all ths other by onder, and they had nat ſarrs ſapled, but 
that chey ſaw the Noble Citie of Troy, and appzoachsd 
thersfo as haſtily as they might. When the Zrozans 
law the Greekes appzoach the City, they ranus to ame a 
and mounted vpon their hozſos all armed, and went ſoozth 
without o2der vato the Pozte. Then when the Grakes 
ſaw the Troy ans come in ſo great number, foz redefende 
their Pozte, there was none ſo hardy but ha was aftaide. 
2 as they could not goe on land, but by fe:ce

hund2od ſhippes, was chieſe and Captaine 
* King — — of Philard, that eudeuoured with 
great paint and diligencs to bing his chippes within tho 
;Pozt:but tho wind that was ſtrong, ble them into the 
Ponte, ſo rongly agaiult the ſhoze,. that many of then 
bzaks andbzuiſed, and manꝝ Grakes were dzowned and 
they that might take land tagks it, and wers anon Cain by 
the Troyans with great tozmnenſs,andin ſo great number, 
that the ground was made ted with their bloud. It is not 
in the remombzance of anz inan, that euer any Nauy wan 
land with ſo great pamagz as did the Rauy of the Grakes, 

After this firſt hund od ſhippss,the ather came and arriued 
that followed them: and they that were within, were wel 
p:ouiped of great Arbaleſters, where with they did hoote,

And then with all ſpad kale the Grakes land, 2

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ſuct oured the firſt that fonght at great veadly $azzarde: 
Then beganne there a battell. The bing Prortbeſilava 
that was landed with thefirft, did great maruailes with 
bis body, and ſlew that day of the Troxyans without num⸗ 
ber. And il he alone had not bene, all the Greeesthaf 
were getten a land, had beene flaine, But what might 
his defence helpe, when ſenen theuſand Greekes fought a- 
gainft an hundzedthouſand Tropans : And Jſay to you, 
that fo2 the great daunger wherein they felt themſelues, 
thep lelde thelr lines deare, abiding theſuccours of king Ar- 
chelaus, and the king Vrochenor that anon arrived, and 
would the Zropans 82 not, they went aſhoare,toketand, 
and ſuccouredthetr peyple, valiantty, and Tegan agane 
crueltbattell, - 

After that arrinedthe Duke Neſior as his folke, dat 
thzuſted in among their enemies right figrcely. There 
was many a ſpeare bꝛoen, and many an arrow chette: 
knights fell vowne dead on both des, and the trie was 
ſo great, that it was matuellous to heute. Thets wet 
flaine many Zropans by Ar chelaus an Prothenor. After 
arrived the king &ſcalus, andthe king Apglaus with they; 
ſhippes, and went 8land, and aſſaytey with 
great fierceneffe, and by foꝛcs ade them to retire and to 
gorbecke: and theneameto he batlell great plentio of 
new Troyans, Then beganne thebattell to bee greater , 
then tt had beene all the day befpze, infomuch that the 
G:eokes were reculed by fete vnto their ſhippes, and 
then attiurd Vliſſes with of knightes, of 
Which thzonged anone into the battell: andfhe 'Greekes 
recouered Land at their comming, and affayled on the 
Treyans. © There made Vliſſes greateufton of blonde 
on his cnemtes, and immediately his Cnſigue was made 
knowne among them. mg Philomenos ſatng that V. 
liſſes et ſo theirpeople, ha avdzrfſevhi o him 


and beat him oF his hozſe alittle wounded. Vlyffes fy ots 
him againeſo hard, that hee wormded hin in his th;oats, 
and 
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and cut aſunder his oziginall veine, and ſmots him as halſe 
dead. And the Trop ans tanne and tot him ſram ths 
Greekes,aad hate hum vyon his ſhielde into the City, and 
had nat this dum ture of this Ming vane, the Oterkes 
had beane diſcum ted. But the Tropans laboured much 
to ſaus him. Then arriued ths King Thoas, and the 
King Agamemnooo , the king Menclaus, and the Bing 
Thelamon Aiax, with all theic power, and went a lond 
und fought.a batt ell. very valiantly, e bzake (heir ſpeares 
bponths {Creyans, and beats downe manp, ſome ſlaine, 
and fome hurt. At this skicmich were mony Tropans. 

' Whentho king Prothe ſilaus departed from the Bat- 
tel, where hes had herne ſince the beginning, foz to take 
death, and when he came te the pot, heſound all his men 
nigh dead, fo whom he wept fo2 pittie, and take againt 
his courage, to auengethe death of his men, and went a- 
gaine vnto the battell, and in his great yze flews manie 
Troyans,and wownwen them, and ſmote downe manis 
ol them off theirhozſes, Then cams to the battell of the 
party of the Troyane, the King Perſes, with agreatcom- 
pany of knights: at the comming of the Cthiopians be- 
ganae the batten to bee moztall, aud there were inane 
Sre@kesQaine, and by maine ſo2ce they made them gee 
backe, anvhad without fapleviſcoinfited them, had not 
the math Palamedes fonegone a land, fo2 at his comes 
ming the Gees wererecomfozted. And allo Palame- 
des did great matuailes with his hand, and advzeed him 
agalnt'Sagamon theb2otherof king Memnon, and Ne- 
phew of ths ing of Perſe, that ſoꝛe grieued the Gzekes , 
and he fmotehim ſo ſoze with his @peare, that hee piers 
ted him thꝛough theboby , and ſmote hun dead downe to 
the earth: aſterwa cs heibꝛenged into the great pꝛeaſe, e 
beate done all that ge mette, and each man that knewe 
hm, madehim way. And then aroſe a crys vponthe Tro- 
paris, i that te might not beare the ſtrength of Pala- 


medes, ho were weulch by fo2ce,and had bern all 2 
ted 
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fited.Sut the moll wozthirft of al weathies, Hector, when 
he heard the cry vpon his people,bciCued cut of the Cittte, 
with a great company of Nnigytr, and entitainto the bats 
tel, armtd in tich armes and bare in his ſhield of Golde, a 
Lyon of c ules. His ſtrength was anon knowneameng 
the Steckes: he encountred and met in his comming ths 
King Protheſilaus, that had not all day ceaſed to Lea Tro⸗ 
rans: and hee ſmote him with his (wozd, with ſogreat 
might vpon his holint, that he cleft him ta the nauell, not- 
withſtanding his armcur, whercofhe ſell de wont vato the 
ground. And alter, HeRor thauſted into the greateft 

2eaſe, and as manpy-Greks as hes raught with his ſ wo 
he ſie w. Then each man fled from hun, making him way, 
and then demanded the Ctecks one of another, what wes 
he tt at ſo griened them, and traight thep knew, that it was 
He ctot the moſt ſttong man ot the wozld, and then was 
there none ſo hatdie, that dutſt abide his ſtroke, 

Then it hapned, that Hector went out a little ſo2 te s · 
freſh him, whercvpta the Greckes take courage again 9, 
gaiaũ the Tropans : and this hapned that day,cight oz ten 
times, It was about the heute of Euenſong what time 
H<ctor yepartod from tho battell. andreentredinto the Ci 
ty: foz the Grekes were withall diſcomfited,and4hen ar- 
riued the right ſtrong Achilles with bis maimed ones, and 
enfred anon into the battell with thzee thouſand app2oued 
Knights that were with him: and then were the Tropang 
on all ſides besten down and Nlaine, fo; againſt Achilles 
endured ng man but he was beaten down to the earth, and 
ſs2ehurt, 

Then \vere axtiurd all the Nauy of the Greekes, and 
the knights gen aland, and gkirmiſhed with the other in 
the battell : wherefoze the Troyans had much to ſuffer, ſo 
that thep muſt necds flie into their City, and Achilles and 
the ether ew them flying: there was a great crieof the 
hurt men, and there was Achilles all dyes with the blond 
ofthe Tropans that he had daine, and there on greaf 
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thers theirch(lazen ne befgze their eyes: and the mut⸗ 
ther and the ſlanghlet had beene moze great, if Troylus, 
Paris, and Deiphebus had net comme with a great company 
fierce and na, he tame and iſſ d out of the City, reſi» 
ſiedthe Greekos aud made the laugyter to teaſe, aud fo; 
that the night was nigh, cach man withdzew him ints his

bis Hinſen, that is to wit, to Glaucon the forme'of the 
King ofLicie, and to Aſiamolor his b;othvr;/ and 
aſſignedtothem the king 7heſus of Thzace, and Archils- 
gus his b2other that was wiſe ans valiant, and made them 
toiſſacont ofthe gate named Darden, that ſtood againft 
the hoſte of the Greekes : in the ſecondbattell he put th 
thouſand god Knights and ffrong, whom he tobe fo con» 
dutt fothe King Exampicus of Frigie,anv to the King Al- 
canus that were knights of great ftrength,anvrecommon-s 
ded them to the guard of tho gods, and made them iſſue out 
after the other in god od t. wes 
The third battell hybotwks to Troilus his b;other, foz 

to conduct with thz& thouſand Anightes, wiſe and har- 
die, and ſayde to them at the departing. My right dears 
bꝛother, my heart putteth mein donbfof thy great hardi- 
neſſe: whereſs2e J pzay thes that thou gouerns the wiſe- 
ly tathebattell, in ſach wile that thou enterp3iſe not ſuch 
things as thou mayeft not atchieus, and that thou put not 
thy body inte daunger of death, by onermuch wening , 


whereby thou migpteſt gine toy ts thins enemies, and 
ours 
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ours. Goe thy way in the name of the gots, who conduct 
and kepe the from perillgencumbzance. Ma ha, ſir bzo- 
ther,aunſwered Troylus, it nadeth pon not to doubt of 
mee, ſo2 J will do that in me is right, as you haue com- 
maunded : and then he went fozth with his company aſter 
the other, and bare in his ſhield thz# Lyons of golde. 
Hectorputinthe fourth battell thzes thouſand nights 
and ſeuen hundzed, whowe hee tocke to conduct the king 
Huppon of Lariſſa. This king Huppon was moſt ſtrong 
of all he Troyans next Hector, and had in his company 
a valiant knight, a baſtard bzother of Hector, wile g har⸗ 
dy, named Diamaicus. The fifth battell Hector deliue- 
red to conduct to the King of Ciſaine, with allhis lelke, 
that were marnellous ftrong and great as Gyants, and 
the ſame King bare in his ſhield all azure withcut any dif- 
ference, And Hector put in commiſſion in this battell 
Polydamas his baſtard b;ather with this king, andiKued 
after the other. T1e ſirt hatt ell lead tho King Preneſtus, 
that had his people well inftruced to ſhoote and dꝛaw the 
bow, and went without armes to battell, mounted vpon 
god light hozſes : and Hector commiſed Deyphebus his 
bother to conduct them, and they iſſued aſtet the other. 
UWlith this battell iopned Hector all the Chiualtie of the 
tealme of Agreſte vnder the conduc of King Eldras, and 
ol aing Philon, This king Philon haddea matuellous 
chapze, all of Juozic, ofgolde,and of ſiluer,and of pzecicus 
ſtones. This chayze was dzawne by two ſtrong knights, 
With theſe two kinges, Hectot put Epitagoren his ba- 
ſtard bother, and they iCued after the other. The leuenth 
battell lead Eneas,anda noble Admirall named Euftene, 
and they went after the other. The eight battell lead the 
king of Perſe named Perſcs, and Paris was chieſe and 
captains, and Hector pꝛayed Paris his bzather, that hce 
lvouldnot aſſemble vnto the Grekes, vnto the time that 
hee came himſelfe , and that he would follow hun ancn. 
The ninth battell and the laſt lead Hector him ſelie, — 
An en 
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tenne of his baſtard bꝛethꝛen after him, and all the beit 
Unights ofthe Citie choſen, were in this bat tell, to the 
namber of finethouſand, 

Then when Hector was richly arrayed, and armed 
with aocd harneſſe and ſure, hee mounted vpon his hozſe 
named Galathe, that was one of the moſt great and ſron- 
geſt hozſe of the wozld. And ſo (armed and mounted,) hee 
rode vnto the Ring his father, and ſayde unto him: Right 
dears Father, tetaine with you a thouſand and fine hun - 
dꝛed knights, and all the men offoote ofthis Citie, and 
holde you without befoze the ſight of the Greekes,+moue 
pen not, but if J ſend peu wozy,to the end, ii oe haue ne- 
tellitie, that re be of our refuge, And J wil ſend pou alway 

among my meſſengers, that ſhall tell to you the ſtate of 
the battell: and take pee good herd, and ker pe gaod guard 
that our enemies take not our City by policie oz treaſon 
And the Aing aunſwered him: My ſonne, J will do all as 
thou haſt ſapde vnto me: foz next after the ande and helpe 
of the gods, thou art all my hope and truſt, and J haue no 
confidence but in the vectue of thine armes, and in the 
great diſccetion ofthy wit. And J pzay to the gods right 
humbly, that they will kee pe thee whole and ſound, and 
pꝛeſetue thee from incombgance. 

After theſe woꝛds, Hector went fo2th aſter the other, 
This H-cror was very couragicrts, ſtrong and v.coziong 
in battell, and a tight wiſeconpucto2 of men of Armes. His 
ſhield was all of golde, and in the middle a lyon of Gules, 
And albeit that he was the laſt that iſſued out of his houſe, 
o2 of the Citp,vet paſſed he alway all the battels, and came 
and put himſelſe beſozetin the firſt battell; the women that 
were in the City, and all the other went vpon the wals fo2 
to behold the battels: there were the daughters ofthe king 
with the Q. Helene, that had great donbt, and diners ima⸗ 
ginalions in ber ſelſe. 

Whiles that Hector had ozpayned his battels, the king 
Agamemnon was net idle, but ozdapned 1ight carely of 
his 
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his people, ſire and twenty battelo. Ye put in the ii 
battell Patroclus with his people, and with them the lolk 
ied of Achilles; which was not that day in the battcll,fo; his 
e wounds that hs had, and did ftay to heale th in in his tent. 
IN” Thus Patroclus was a noble Duke and rich, and loved (a

and on the other, and thers was nothing to do but to met 
then aduanced him Hector all the firſt, and Patroclus 
came againſt him, as faſt as his ho2zſe might runne, and 
ſmote him lo ſtrongly with his ſpeace on his ſhielde, that 
he pearſed it thozow out, but moze harme did it not. 
Then Hector aſſapled Patroclus with his ſwozd, and 
gaue him ſo great a ſtroake vpon his head, that he cleft it 
in two pieces: and Patroclus fell downs dead vnto the 
ground. Nlhen Hector ſaw him dead, he coneted his 
armes,fo2they were right trumme and rich, and lighted 
downe offh1s hoſe foz to take them, but the King Menon 
came vpon him with thꝛer thouſany good knights, fo2 to 
defend the king Patroclus againft Hector, and ſaid to him 
thus. a,ha,woolfe rauiſhing and inſatiable, Certes, it 
behocueth to ſeeke thy pzep in ſome other place, foz here 
getteſt thou none. And then they afſayled on all des, and 
would haue taken from him Galathee his hozſe, But 
Hector by his pzoweſe remounted ( would they oz not) and 
meant to haue auenged him on king Menon, but the king 
Glancion and the king Theſus and Archilogus his ſonne, 
came with thze thouſand fighting men: And then Hec. 
tor layed on, and beat downe all afoze him: and the 
fi: that hee mette hee gaue ſo great a ſtroke. that bee 
flew him, and after him many moze he beate downe, and 
flew, 

Thus beganne the battell on both ſid's, and Hector 
came againe te the body of Patroclus, foz to haus his 
armes, but the King Idumeus of Crete, came againſt 
hin withtwo thouſand fighting men, and the King Me- 
non (that had alwayes his eyes to Hector) letted him, 
and was ſo in the way, that Hector might not haue his 
armes that he ſo moſt earneſtly deſired, and ſuffered great 
paine foꝛaſmuch as he was on foot, but he enfozced him 
with all his courage, and beganne to lay man and hozſe , 
and to ſimite cff heades, legges,feete a nd armer, and few 

nk 
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fiſtene of the frongefi that aſſapledhim. Jn this means 
while, the King Mcnon tooks lhebebp of Patroclus be- 
fo;ohim,andbare-it vatohis Tent,  Asths Greekes con- 
tended to grione Hector, and to take away his Boz, 
there was among them a ſtrong Knight, named Creon de 
la Pierre,that gricued him moſt : then one of the ſervants 
of Heccor-addzeCedhimagainit this Crean, and gaue him 
{9 great a firogke with his Þpeare, that hee iniote hi:n 
downedead te the Earth, and aſtet he (mote -downe anc 
ther, and cryed.to the Troy ans right lawde,that they ſhould 
come and ſucconr Hector, 

With this crys firſt came Securabor,onc of the baſtatd 
bzethzen of Hector, and thauſtedintothe greateſt pzeaſe,'a 
fiercely,that hee cam vppen them that meſft grieved Hec- 
tor, whohadde flaine mo2e then thirty of them, and did ſo 
much beyarghim,that by ſaace ha mads the Greckes tore? 
culs: and then was Hector tmounted vppon his Bozſe, 
and thzuſted in among them by great fierceneſſe, and ſlt woe 
great plenty of them, ſoꝛ diſpleaſare that he might not haus 
the Armes of Patsoclus; Then bo net with none but he 
dew dium ap beate bim down hutt, and each man made hum 
wax and dzeaded him, 

Then came bats the Watte biene the Duke ol 
Athens, and came and joyned him to that battell whereas 
Troylus was, who perfumed marnells in armes, and had 
with him the ging Sampheus, the King Mochaon,.and the 
King Alcanus. Then began fleece battalls, Meneſteus ads 
d;efſed him againſt Troyius, and there ſought againf him 
with ſo great ſa2ce,that he beats himdowne off his ho2ſe,in 
the great p2aals of the folks: and Me aeſteus labenzed with 
all his ſtreugth, nſomuch that has to o hun, ant ltode him 
towards their Centas, with agteat company ot nigbtg. 
Then Miſeres-of Trey cryed to the Troyans, that Troy- 
- 8 that they ſhould be diſhono2ed il they 

41A p to be ledde away; Then ttze Ling Alcanus 
4. peare har wee right ſtrong, and addzelled him 
Anz vnto 
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vntothem that helde Troylus, and ſmofe the firff downs 
to the earth, and ſmote another, and ſ0ze wotnded him 
end did ſs much by the ayde ol his men, that-Froylus wad 
reſteweod,and (ct againe vpon his hozſs, and alſs, by the 
helpe of King Sampitus that came on with all his people, 
he gaue ſo great a e to Meneſteus ouerthwait, that 
il he had not bene well armed, he had bane flaine. * And 
then cryed Meneſteus to his pedylt, and ſo beganne among 
them a moztall batfell, and there were many llains on the 
one ũde and the other. 

Among theſe things, Meneſteus, that was ſozry that 
he had loft his JPziſoner, met Miſercs;by whom he had loſt 
im, and beate him downe,andthe ſame timeſmote downe 
another night. Then came to the battell Hupon, aud 
Hitipiſus with two thouſand fighters, and againſt them 
tame Menelaus and Prothenot with their lolke, and there 
began a moꝛtall eturmich, cc. 125,05 3! wh 2 $1413 
Anon after came Polydamas the ſonne of Anthenot 
with a great company , and thauſted in on the other ſido 
among his enemies. Aftercame the King Rewus frog 
Lroy with tha th and fighters, and againſt them 
came Menelaus with all his people: Th ſaxde Menciim 
dd2effed him againſt ems, 4 they (uſted together, 
ard ſmott tach ofþerts the ground. Then addꝛeſſed him 
Polydanius, Remus againſt the Nephew of Helene, u 
young man twentie voate did, and Remus gane him (6 
great a ſtroakt with his Sptare, that ha (mote him dolunt 
to the Sacth, whereof Menelaus had great ſozrow. fo; hy 
lourdhim much, and in his great yze, hes gaue ſogreat a 
ttroketg Remus with his ſwozd,thathee ſmott him votyn 
as dead, And when the aing Remus was ſo beaten down 
his inen had weende that he had berne dead, and weulde 
baue fledds, hadit not bens foz Polydamus that retayned 
them with great paine, and did ſo much that they fooke 
their King ſo hart as hes was, and bare him home in 
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ſaſcfy, Then the king Celidus, that was the moſt ſavre 
King ofthe wozld,addzeſedhim ſo Poly dammas, and ſin ate 
him with dis ſpe are, but he could not teme us him. Poly- 
damas gaus him ſo great a ſtroke with his ſwoꝛd, that ha 
ſmote him downe to the carth. Among all theſe thinges 
Hector went and came beat ing downe and laying his e 
uemies, and made way belozs him in flaying of nightes, 
and beating downe, ſo tarre that hee came vpon them of 
Salamins that the King Thelamonconduded, who ſie we 
many of tie Tropans, and þeate dolvne by his pꝛewelle, 
Then the King Thevter gaue ſo great a ſtroke with his 
ſpeare to Hector, that bee made tim a depe Wound: and 
Hectot in his great ire encountered an Admirall of the 
Greekes, and ftew him cruelly-with his wozd. Then 
was Hector cloſed with his enemies on all partes: there 
was oi the Gretkes the Ring Theſus, and hee ſpake to 
Hector, and warned him that he ſhould goe out of the bat 
fell, and ſopde, that it were dammage fo2 all the wozld fo 
looſe ſuch a knight: and thankedhim right welland cur- 


darmas; and Thelamon that advzeſſed him firft, note him 
with his Speare, amd aſter gane many ſtrokes, inſominch 
that they bzake the lace of his helme, and tooke him, and 
had lead him away had nat Hector bene, which was not 


farts off, who ſmoto among them that helde him, and ſlew 


and hurt many ol them, and div ſe much by bis valiaunce 
that he few thirty of them: and the other fledde, and leff 
Polydamas with them. Then thers put them together, 
the Kirtg Menelaus, and the ding Thelamon, with all their 
people, and ſmote in among the Tropans by ſa great 
flerteneſſe, that they made them gos backs maugre them , 
notwithſtanding the great pꝛoweſſe ol Ie cor that was 
with the other that vid maruels, in his perſcy. 

And then was his fiercs and gallant warlike hozſe Gala- 
thee flapns vnder him, and then hee defended „ — 
2104 v0 


Inthis while Menelaus and Thelamon afayledPoly — 
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foote ſo maruellouſfly, there was no man ſo hardy of the 
C cekes that durft appzoach him. 

Al den his 1Bzethzen knew the right great daunger that 
be was in, they ranne all to that part, Then was Thela- 
mon ſoze hurt, and Dynadorous(one of the Baſtard-bze- 
thꝛen of Hector, gaue ſo great a ſtroke to Polixenns,a Nos 
ble mon, that he fl: w him, and beate him donne, from off a 
great and a ſtrong hoꝛſe, hecvppon he ſatte. and take the 
Stade vate Hector, who fooxthwith mounted bppon him. 
There were maruells of Arms done by the baſtards. Then 
tame on Deiphebus, with all his Poaſt, wherein he hadde 
great ſto2e of Archers;that hurt and llewe great ſto2e of the 
Greekes, And Deiphebus made andgauets king T heu- 
tet agreat wound in the viſage. Then beganne the Bat- 
tell as moztall as it had bene all the day. There was The · 
ſus aſſayled by . , one of the Bastard bzsthzen 
of Hect ot, and of King Modetus and was taken, and lean 
away ; but Hector delinered him all quite, da the courteſis 
that he had dont to him a little booze. 

Then came to — attell of the Greekes,the king Tho- 
27, Widthe tas f hut the king Thozsadbzeſſed 
him agairift Ca 1 0 „ens of the Baſtard bzethzen of 
Hector, ind dun hint ſo groat a ſtroake,that hte New him 
down? to the Garth, ſaing Hector, which then ſmote (0 
angerty amtongt theGreekes, that he flew.many of them, 

them alk! Then came to th Batteiꝭ Ne- 
ohlend Vnightes : andthe King Eſdras, 
Philon that did great matuells of Arms,came 


afembly there were many Knights Laine, and 
beaten downe, of the one part. and of the other; Che kung 
Phylon, that did great maruells in Armes, was encloſed 
round with the Greekes"s7 all üdes, and had bene ſlaine, 
if lecomas and the King Eſdras his Father had not dell 
nered him fron theic han'ss, n and bis Wpother dad 
| nat / 
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maruells, with Polydamas, and h ad put all the Greckes ty 
the flight, but that Menclaus and Thelain »n reſiſted them 
ſtrongly. 

Thea came Eneas lo ths Gattcll with all his Yoaſte, 
and put him in with Hector and the other, and by fozce put 
the Gteekes to plaine flizht, wheteaf Aiax had vaty much 
ſozrowe : and alſo as he beheld behinde Him, he ſaw the 
Banners that came to the Battell, which had not pet bene 
there, and there was all the chisfe floure of the Chiualcy of 
Greec?, Then pzayed he them that flud, that they weuld 
abide,and recommence and beginne anew Battell. Alex 
and Xness encountred hardly, nat they ſell both down to 
the earth. And then came Phylotes with thz& thouſand 
Lnights,and made the Troyans goe backe, and mote Hec- 
tor with his @peare,but he eight not remooue him: and 
Hectot gaue him ſs great a ſtroke with his ſwoꝛd, that hs 
beate andſozely hurt him. Chen cams tothe Bat ell ths 
King Humerus, and bzought with him the king Viy les, 
with all they2 people in god oder, and they hadde in they: | 
Hoalt tenne thouſand Knights, the which did the Trayans i 
much ſozcxows that were very weary. To their ſuttouis 
came Paris vnto tha E attell, and in his comming (mote ſo 
hard the ing of Frygic, who was couſin to Viyſſes, tha he 1 
flew him, ond beats him down, wherof the Greekes hadds | 
much ſozrow : and Vlyſſes ſuppoſed ts haus (mitien Paris 0 N 
with his ſpeare, but he [mote his Poaſeand llewe him, av 
N Paris fell tothe earth, Then Troylus gaue to Viylſcs ſo 
| great a ftroake,that he waunded him in the face, und mads 
the bloud ſpzing aut as the wineruaneth out of a tunne, ic. 
and Vlyſſes hurt him agains, Audtinely the Troyans had 
then fled,had it not bene foz the great pzoweſe of Hector, 
and ol his Bzethzean ;_ ſoz Hector ceaſſednet to put hum- 
ſelſein the greateſt p2eaſe, hare and there, and eache man 
that knew him made im way : 

Hen he (al that dis people u net fy Fer the great 
lcength o the Greekes,he withazowethoin on a ide and 
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koldc them what iniuries the Grakes had done fo them, 
and what they will dot if they come to their Conqueſt,and 
then admentfhed and warned them to dee well, and after 
bzought them by a valley on the right ſide, fog to afayle 
their enemies. There was great laughter ofthe Greekes : 
there was the King Thoas aſſayled of the baſtard bzethzen 
of :icctor, foz to anenge the death of Caſſibelanus they; 
bꝛolher, that he had ſlaine: they beate him downe cf his 
bozſe, and raſed off his helme from his head, and had ſlaine 
him incontinent, if the Duke of Athens had not come on, 
that th:uſted in among them, and gaus ſo great a ſtroke to 
one of the Baſtarves of Quintilinus, that he ſell downs 
to the ground ſozs hurt: and Paris (mote the Dake with an 
arrows in the ſide, and made him a great wound: but 
the Puke that was ſoꝛe hurt, ſet not thereby, but manare 
them all, hee dclinered the king Thos from their handes. 
Then Hector bid endeuonur to put the Greekes unte 
flight, and then the ing Humerus ſhotte an arrow vnto 
le ctot, and hurt him in the feee, and Hector ranne vpon 
him by ſo great yze, that hee (mote him ſoꝛs bpon the head, 
and cleft it vnte the teeth, and hee fell downs head, | 

Then, with blowing of an hozne; came moze then 
ſenen thouſand Greeks foz to aſſayle Hector that deſended 
bim againſt them maruelloufly. After this,hee went alit- 
tle off to his father, and tooke thte thouſand Knights ſreſh 
and fierce, and bzought them tothe batfell, and at their 
comming hee made very great laughter offhe Erakes, 


Ic. 

Aiax and Hector iouſted together, and fought each 
with other. Menelaus flew at this ioyning an Admrall of 
Troy. Celidonus flew Moles of Dzeb, the Nephely of 
Ring Thoss. Mandon (mote out an ers of King S$cdo- 
nius. Sadellus flew an Adm irall of the Greekes, Thela- 
mon beate Margareton, and (028 worded hiur, Famvel 
beate the king Prothenor to the earth, The king of Gaul 
icuſfed againſt Meneſteus, but Meneſtevs hurt him on 
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the noſe withhisſwozd, Then Dianor ſeeing his bzothec 
hurt, addzeſſed him to Meneſteus, and ſmote him downe to 
thecarth: and then fell vpon him the three bzethzen that 
would haue ſlaine him, o taken him, but he defended him 
baliantly,and anon he was ſuccoured by the king Theucer, 

But Hector then aſſayled them both, and without ſaute 
they had not oſcaped, had not Aiax the ſtrong and valiant 
knight haue come to the reskue with a thou'and kaights 
that hehad in his company. Then came on the king of 
Perſe with ue thouſand knights, that Matis lead: aud ſo 
did all the other Tropans, and made the Greekes fetale, 
and goe backe by fozce. Dates waiteth in bis Booke,how 

= Hector flew a thouſand KGuights, onely in this a- 

aulk. 

Among all other thinges Hector encomtred the hing 
Menonbeſeea Tent, and ſayos to him: ha, cuill trait oz; 
the heure is come that thou ſhalt rect iue thy reward, ſoz 
that thou letteſt me to take the armes of Patrockus: and 
then he ſniote him ſo great aſtroke that hae fell dolune to 
the ground. Ind after HeQor alight ed do one, and (mote 
offhis head, and would haut taken his Armes from him: 
but Mneſteus letted him, and ſmote vpon Hector cuer- 
thwart, by ſuch fozce that he gaue him a great wound, and 
went then his way without moe farrying, doubt ing the 
fut o Hector. Then flector wont out of the thꝛong, and 
vid bind vp his wound that it bled no moꝛe, and after went 
in againe into the pꝛeaſe, and flew in his comming mante 
Grekes. And Dares ſayth, that aſter he had hound vppo 
his wound he few the ſame dap a thouſand unigbts, and 
ters was none had courage to auenge him againſt him, 02 
delend himſelſe,but he put them all to light the Tropans 
entered into their Tents, and pilled and robbed them, and 
tooke all the beſt that they ceuld finde gc. 

On tts dar had the Troyans had viets2y ofthe Orks, 
il loʒtune had conſented: foz they might haue flain them all, 


and elehewed great euils that aſtet came to them. Certes at 
is 
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is net wiſidome; when any man findeth his Cuemie in 
great petill and Fo2tune, to offcr his power to delincx him 
thercof : loʒ it happeneth oftentimes,that he ſhall neuer re- 
couec to haue his Enemy in ihs ſame caſe,but that Foztune 
will turne ber backe. 

Clus it happened this day to the vuhappy He go, that 
had the better of his Enemyes,and might haus flaine them 
all if be hadde weuld, ſoz they ſought nothing but ſoz to flea, 
When by great uiſatuenturs there came atoze him in an 
encounter Thelamon- Aiax, that was ſonne of King The. 
lamon,and Exione, that was Coſins-germaine of Hextor, 
and of his Bzetheren, which was wiſe and valtannthe ad- 
dzeſled him againſt Hector, anddelinered to him a furious 
afault,and Hector to him, as they that were both moſt va- 
tiant Knights: : and es they wers fighting,they ſpaks and 
talked togither,and thereby Hector knew that by was His 
coſin Germaine,ſcnne of his Aunte: and then Hector fo 
ceurteſie , embzaced him in his armes, and mass great 
cherte, and offered to him to dos allhts pleaſare, if hes del 
red any thing of hi, and pꝛaytd him that hae wenle com 
to Troy with him,foz to ſe his L inago of his mothers ſive: 
but the ſaid Thelamon, that intended to nothing but to his 
beft aduauntage, ſaide that he wouldnotgoe at this time. 
But he pzaped Hector, requeſting that if h&lcued him (0 
much as hee ſaid, that hee would los his ſake, and at his in · 
ſtance,ceaſſe the Battell foz that day, and that the Troy an 
ſhould leaue the Greekes in peace. The vnhappy Hec- 
ror- accozved vnto him his requeſt, and blew a Pozne, and 
made uli haus peepta to withdzaws:into the Cittis, Then 
hadde the Troyans begrmne to put the firs inthe Gippes of 
the Greekes,andhadde all burnt them, Had not Hector te. 
called theia froin theuce: Wherfoze the Troyans Were ſo⸗ 
ry of they tepeale. 

dis was the cauſe wherefoze the Troyms mifled to 
haue the vicozy, vnto tha which they might neusr after at- 
taint, natome: foz Foztuye was te them contrary 3 —

thereloꝛs Virgil! ſarth: Non eſt miſericordia in bello, that 
is to ſay, that there is no imrccy in battell. Aman ought 
not to be too mercifull, bu! take the vido ne when he map

CHAP, X11, 


Ofthe firſt truce of two monethes demanded by the 
Greekes, and of the three bartels betweene them, ia 
the which Hector dear Achilles to the ground twice, 
and after ſlew the king Prothenor, and {mote himwith 
one ſtroke in two parts, 


: WOE Ven it was come to the mozow betimces

the Tropans armed them fozto go and 
aſaxle the Grekes:but the Greks went 
betimes to Bing Priamus, ind demanded 
truce foz two moneths : and he agred to 

- A them the ſay de truce, And then were the 
dead bodyes gathered, as well ofthe one part as ofthe 0- 
the, and ſome wers buried , and ſome burnt. Achilles ws 
then ſo ſozrowrull fo; the death of Pattoc lus that bee could 
in no wiſebe comſozted : hs made his bodie to be buried 
in a lapꝛs rich Sepulture, and ſo did they ofthe other, as 
of the king Protheſilaus, and other Kings and P:tnces 
that were flaine: and they that were hurt and wounded 
they did cauſe to be healed, during the truce, Priamus the 
King did bury his baftard ſonne Caſſibelanus right ho- 
nourably, in the Temple of Venus, and ſhewed greate 
ſozrow fo; his death, and ſo did all the other that were 


there, 

When Caſſandra heard the grieſe and ſozrow that the 
Tropans made fo; the death of their friends, ſha cryed 
and ſapd : O vngracious Tropans,make ſorcow fo; your 
ſelues,fo2 in likewiſe ſhall it happen and come to pou, as it 


is to your fcrendes, that is the death: alas, why ſake — 
no 
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not peace of the Ora kes, beſoꝛe thoſe tuils come ts you, 
and ere this noble Citie be deſtroyed? alas,why peld you 
not againe Helene, that the Ring wy Father did cauſeto 
rauiſh by fozce, wherefoze y> ſhall all be deſtroyted: Among 
ali theſc things, Palamides mutn ured greatly at the ſeig⸗ 
no:ic ef Agamemnon, ſaying that he was not wozthy to 
haue ſo great domination aboue all the ether, and that he 
himſelle was mo2c wozthy ts haue the Seignozy of the 
boſt, ſhen Agamemnon: and that hee had not the good 
will and conſent of the P2inres, but onely of tha 0: 
foure; and then at that time there was nothing further 
pꝛotceeded. 

Then ths truce fayled, the king Agamemnon that had 
the charge of all the hoſte, o2vered right earely bis batels, 
and caue the firſt to Achilles, and the ſecond to Diome- 
des, the third to Menelans, the fourth to Mcenefieus the 
Dune of Athens, and ever all the otherhe ozdayned good 

_ Captaines and Condugozs, Hector o2dered his batfels 
in likewi'e, and ſet in the firſt Troylus, and in all the o- 
ther he ſet good Captaines and hardy, and made all ths 
battailes to iſſue out: and he ſet himſelſe in the front be⸗ 
foze, And when Achilles ſaw him, hee range again 
him, ſo that theo ſinote each other to the earth right ſoze 3 
Hector remounted firſt, and left Achilles lying on the. 
earth, and (mote in among the other, in the areateff 
pꝛeaſe, and he taught no knight but he flew him, 02 beats 
him dow ne, and went thzoughout the battell all made 
red with the bloud of them that he had lane. Ulhen A- 
chilles \vas remeunted, he thuſted in among the Troy⸗ 
aas in the great pꝛeaſe, and flew many: and hee went (a 
farre, that hee encountred Hector againe, and he ranne to 
him, and Hector to him, but Achilles was bone downe 
to the ground: and Hector would haue taken his Pozſe, 
but he might not, ſoz the great ſucce s that Achilles had. 
Ten he was remounted, heaſayled Hector with his 
\wozd, and gaue fo great ſtrokes to Heetor, that nighbe 
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had beaten him: but Hector gaue to him ſo great a ſtroke 
vpon the helme, that he cuerthzew him, and made the 
bloud ſpzing out of his head. Thus was the battell moꝛ⸗ 
fallofthe two Knights, and il they had not bane parted 
the one from the other, they had beene ſlaine:but their peo- 
ple put aſunder them. Then came Diomedes tothe bat 
tell, and Troylus on the other ſide, which ſinoteeach o⸗ 
thertotheearth. But Diomedes remounted firſt, and 
aſſayled Troylus, that was on foot, anddeſeaded him 
ſelle naliantly, and ew the hozſe of Diomedes : bat ther a 
men remounted them both, by fozce, and then they be⸗ 
ganne agatneto skirmiſh. And Diome des had taken and 
load away Troylus, it the Troyans had not put them in 
perill ot death, fo2 torcokew him:and many of them were 
flaine. Then came to the battaile Menelaus of the Greets 
ſide, and Paris on the o'hcr ide; and thus going any 
comming, Hector ceaſſed not to flea, and to beatevowne 
knights. Then there was anew Knight named Briets, 
that aſſapled him fiercely, but Hector by right qreat y20 
imote him vpon the Helme, ſo great a ſtroke, that he clelt 
his head ynto the nauill, and hee fell downe dend: but 
Archilogus his coofin ſcing that Hector would haue ta- 
ken his hozfe, Archilogus defended him, aſmuch as ha 
might: and then Hector tanne vpon him, and (mote him 
ſo hard, that he ſmote his body in two paces notwithſtan⸗ 
ding his Harneis. The king Prothenot addzefſedhim fo 
Hector that than tone no regard no hed, and [mots him 
do lone ko the earth. 

And Hector temeunted anon vpon his hoꝛſe, and gaue 
to king Prothenor {a great a ſtroke with all his might 
that he cleſthis body in two halfes: Achilles that was 
his parent oz coſta ſœing that, had ſo great ſozrow, that 
hee and the King Archelous contended to reuenge his 
death. 

But the Croyans did come bpon bim with ſuch ccu⸗ 
rage and warlike ſtrength, that the Grakes fainted — 
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mult needes flie , and the Tropans ſollowed them vnte 
th tit tents, and then the night came on, that made them 
lo depart, and the Zroyans: returned backe into their 
Citie. | 


CHAP, XIII. 


How the Greekes held parliament how they might les 
the worthie Hector, and how they returned to the 
fourth battell, in the which Paris and Menelaus en- 
countred, andihe kin g Thoas was brought priſoner to 


tome all the kings, pꝛinces and barons 
2] ofthe Grokes aſſen bis at the Tent of 
AN king Agamemnon,and there held they 
* ten Parliament how they might lea 
A * 5 Hector, And thep ſayd, that as long as 
he \were aliue, ę came to batt ell agair. X 
— they might neuer vnanquiſh the Tropans : but hee 
ſhould to tht do great damage. And foz to bzing this thin 
lo the end they requeſted Achilles that he wonldtake it vs 
pon hum as well toz his fkrength. as fozhis wiſedome. And 
Actulics enterpꝛiled it gladly, as he that wiſt that Hector 
deſired moꝛe his death, then the death of any other t and al⸗ 
ſo Hector was he, by whom hee might ſaneft loſe his life. 
Atter this counſell they went to teſt, fill on the mozowe 
betinethep armed them. And Hector was then iſſued 
cut of the Citte with his battailes well and diligently oz⸗ 
tered,and was him ſelle befoze all other in the firſt battell, 
And alter him came Eneas and then Parts, and then 
Deyphebus and aſtet hm Mroplog,andafter him the other 
lollowing each in his oꝛder. Then ioyned all the Troy⸗ 
ans together, and were moze then an hundzed thouſand 
ſtahting men. Then beganne the battcll to bee hozrt- 
Me and moztall. Paris with them of Peiſe, that were 
geod 
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ha. good | 
offend and qtitue me, know thou foz truth, that if thou 
come oft into theſe battels,and that J may meet with the 
(hou ſhalt not eſcape without death. | 

Among theſe things, Hecto2 Achilles, and gaue 


all ayled 
te himſo many ſtrokes, that he all to fruſhed and bzake 
his helme, and weaned to yanetaken him: bat the ſanns 
of Guideusranne bpon eds, and gaue him ſo greate a 
ſtroke with his ſwo2d, that hee did hurt dim very (028. 
And PeRo2 in Diomedes, ndgauetun 
ſo great a iroks, that ge 


tes to ade them:

And the Baſtards of ning Priamus did naruells, and 
flew many Greeks,and huit many Uings. Lhe king The- 
lamon,anathe King Sar pe don toufted (0 ſoze, the ons a- 
gainſt the other, that they fell both ſoze hurt, and all aſto⸗ 
nted ofthe angutſh that they had. The King Thoas and 
Achilles that were couſins,afayled Hector, and gaue hum 
many ſtrokes, and dae w off his helme from his head, ant 
hurt him in many places: and Hector gane to him ſg 
_ firoake with his (wozd, that hee cut off halle his 
noſe. 

To the reſcue of He ctot rame his baftard bzethzen, that 
flew many ofthe Grekes,and tooks the King Thoas, and 
wounded and beat the ing Agamemnon, in ſuch wiſe 
that he was bozne to his Tent as deav, and the n. Thoas 
was lead Pziſonerto Troy. Menelaus indevoured to 
grieue Paris, and Paris ſhot at him an arrow enuenomed, 
and wounded hum in ſuch wiſe. that be was bozne into his 
Cent, and as ſoon as Menelaus had bound bp his wounds 
de came ag aint to the battell ſo to af ayle Paris if hee had 
foundhim : and he ſound him, and aſſayled hun, but Eneat 
put himſelfe bet wien them bott, fozaſmuch as Paris was 
vnarmed, and not able to pzeuent him: and ſo Eneas ledds 
him into the Citis, to the end that Menelaus ſhould net 
flay dim. Zhen Hector aſſayled Menelaus, and weney 
to haut taken him: but there came to the reſcue great 
plenty of Chinalry of the Greeks,wherfoze Hector might 
not come to his intent. And then hethzuſt in, any (mote 
among the other,and did ſo much, with helpe ol his folke, 


that the Greekes fled. And 
made the battell to ceaſe, —— 
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CHAP, XIII. 


How Priamus would that the king Thoas that was pri- 
ſencr,ſhould haue been hanged, and how they tetur- 
ned to the fift battell, in the which Hectot flew with 
his hands three kings ; and how Diomedes flew the 
Sagittary. 


Ben it came on the mozrow betimes,ths 
7X1 K-Priamus would not that they ſhould 
D/ZF | fight that day, but ſent foz his connſell , 
that is ts wit, Hector, Paris, Troylus, & 
Deypbebus, Eneas, Anthenor, and Po- 
2.2) lydamas,and ſayd vnto them: Ye know 
we hold pziſoner the n. Thoas, that without any euill that 
we haut deſerued, is come ſoʒ to deſttoꝝ vs: andtherefo} 8 
me thinketh good, that we make him dis an euill death . 
Nhat ſay ye thereto ? 9a ſir,ſapd Eneas,the gods fozbidds 
that your Nobles ſhould do ſuch a villanie, ſince it is ſo, 
that the N. Thoas is out of the moſt noble kings of Greece 
foz that it might happen that the Greekes might take ang 
of ours, to whom they might do in ſemblable wiſe, where- 
ol pes might take the greateſt artefe and ſozrow in the 
wozld. So then it is better, as me thinksth,that ya kapa 
right well and ſafethe K. Thoas, without miſdoing vnto 
him, that if by foztune ont of ours wers taken, we might 
make an erchaunge, and take the one foz the other. This 
counſell ſeemed good and pleaſing to Hector, hut the king 
Priamus ſayd vnto them: Pet, if ys doe this, it ſhal ſeems

ftroke, that he fiew him, and afterward ſayde vnto him,

8 
very great ſozrow, and in his ice he few the Bing De 
me and the Ring Doreus, and thus by the puiſſance of He. 
Sor, the Troyans reconered the fielde, and flew many 
Greekes,cc. 
Then iſſued out of Troy the Kiug Epiſiropus with 
thꝛte thouſand Knightes, and they bzakerankes, and 
thauſted among the Grekes, that reculed in they2 com- 
ming, fozaſnyuch as he bzought with hun a @agittary,the 
ſame that afoze is made mention of. This S@agittary 
was not armed, but he bare a ſtrong bow and a Quiuer, 
that was full ofarrowes, and ſhot ffrongly. Uhen the 
nights ofthe Grakes (aw this maruellous beat, they 
had no will to goefozth, and they that were afoze began to 
withdzaw them, and went backe. Among theſe things, 
Hectot flew Polixenes, the noble Dune that fought (028 
againſt him, ſoꝛ by the ſtrength of the Troians and the hoz- 
rgz of the Dagittary,the Stats were dzinen back to their 
tentes. It happened that Diomedes befoze ons of the 
was aſſayed of the Þagittary, and had this Btaſt 
bel and the Troyans on his backe. ſothat it be- 
ed him there to ſhew his puiſlante. The Dagittarts 
ad then ſhot an arrow ts him, and Diomedes that was 
not well aCured, apuanced him nigh vnto him, and gaus 
him ſo great a ſtrokewith his/wozd, who was not ar- 
med, that he flew him, and that time it was pa midday, 
and then the Grekes recouered the flelde, and made ths 
Troyans to fl. And then encountred Hector and A- 
chilles, and with lozte of theyz @peares they fought both 
two, and fell both to the earth : And as Achilles was fir 
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r: but Hector cryedfohis folke, thet 
good enger him to leave him away. Then they 
then 19974 -xe5, and did ſo much, that they reconered 
* ei ne tendꝛed him to Hector, that was right glad 
Galor this skirmiſh was Aathenor taken, and ſent to 
%% Ants, netwithCanving, that Poly damas his ſenne 
ther arncies of atmes foz to reſcue him, but da might 
net: and thus they fought to great damage of the one par» 
ty and of the othcr,vntull the night parted them. 


CHAP. XV, 


Of che truce that were berweene them, after the which 
began battell againe from morne to even, With great 
damage of that one partie, and of that othet: but the 
Troyans loſt more then the Greekes,

Diomedes and Vliſſes vnto the Bing 

' Priamus ſaz to have truce fo mo- 

neths, The king Priamus bled 

„ bis covnſell vpon this thing, and cach 

man agrirde ſaue Hector, that ſaid that 

5 > £the Stakes fainedthat they woulde 
bury their dead bedycs, by cautel, and they lacked viOuall , 
and thereſoze required they truce, to the end that during 
this time they puruey them of vigual',and we dayly waſte 
ours, whereof we map ſane haus ſcarſitie: howbeit he 
would not abide onely by his intent againſt the opinion 
ol ſomany wile men. but agrerde with the other, and the 
fkruce was accorded fo thaet moneths. This truce during, 
the king Thoas was deligered in the Head of Aathenor, 
ttzat they held pziſoner, whom they ſent to the Tropans, 
Calcas that by thecommandement of Apollo had left the 
rc ans, had a paſſing faire daughter, and wile, — 
riſey- 
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Briſeyda, Chaucer in his bakt that he made of Troylus 
named her Creſida, faz which daughter be pꝛayted to Riig 
Agamemnon and ts the other pꝛinces, that they woulo ce 
quite the King Priamus to ſend Briſcyda tu hum. They 
pꝛapes inough to king Priamus at the inſtance of Calc as , 
but the Cropans blamed ſeze Calcas, and called him cal 
and falſe Traptoꝛ, and woꝛth to dic, that had leſt his ow; 
land andhisnaturall Lead, fozfogoe into the company of 
his moztall enemies: yet at tho'petition and earneſt te- 
ſireofthe Grakes, the King Priamus ſent Briſeyda to her 
Father, 

The truce during, Hector went ena d vnto the tents 
ofthe Grakes, and Achilles beheld hin gladly, ſoꝛalmuch 
as he had nener ſesne him vnarmed. And at therequeſt 
of Achilles, Hector want into his Tent, and as they 
ſpake together of many things, Achilles ſayde to Hectot, 
Ihane great pleaſurstoſ@ thee vnarmed, fozaſmuch as 
JIhane neuer ſeene theebefoze. But yet I ſhall haue moze 
pleaſure, when the day ſhall come that thou ſhalt dye of 
my hand, which thing J moſt deſire. Foz J know thee 
to be very ſtrong, and haue oftentimes pꝛocued it, even 
vnto the effuſion of my blond, whereof I haue great an- 
get: and pet haut much moze great ſozrow, fozaſmnch as 
thou leweſt Patroc lus, him that J loved moſt of the wold 
maxeſt belieus fo2 certaine, that befoze this 
pears be paſt , his death ſhall ba auenged vpen thee, by 
inp hand, and J alſo wot well, that thou deũreſt to ſica 


mee. 

Hector aunſwered and ſayde, Achilles, if J dere 
thy death, matuell thou nothing thereof: fazaſmuch as 
thou deſorucft to bes mine ennomie moztall: thou art 
tomt into our Land fo2 to deffrop mee and mine, 4 will 
that thou know, that thy wozdes ſears mss nothing at 
all: but yet Jhaus hops that within fs yeare, if J 
ime and continue in health, ans my ſwo2pe faple ms 


uot, thou ſhalt dis by the ſozce and valout ofmy zandes, 
O 04 not 
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nat thou alonely, but all the moſt greateſt of the Grakes : 
foz amongyonye haus enterpziſed a great folly, and it 
may none otherwiſecome to you thereby but voath ; and 
JI am aſured that thou ſhalt die of my hand, ere J ſhall 
dye by thine. And ifthon thinke that thou bee ſo trong, 
that thou mayeſt defend ther againſt me, make it ſo that 
all the Barons of thine hoſte pzomiſe and actoꝛd, that we 
fight body againſt body, and if it hapen that thou uanquiſh 
we, that my friends and I ſhall be baniſhed ont of this 
Realme,and we ſhall leaue it vnto the Grakes, and there- 
of I chall giue good pledge. And herein thou mayeft 
pꝛofite to many other, that may runne in great daunger, 
il they haunt the battell: and if it happen that J vanguiſh 
the, make that all they ofthy Voaſt depart hence, and 
fafſer vs to liue in peate. Achilles chated ſoze with theſe 
wo2des, and offered him to fight this battell, and gaueto 
Hectot his gage, which Hector took and tecexued verie 
gladly. *

When Agamemnon knew of this otter and batgaine 


be went haſtily vato the Tent cf Achilles, with a great 
coinpany of Noble men, which would in no wiſe acco2ve, 
no2 agree to this battell, ſaping, that they would not ſub⸗ 
mit them, ſo many noble men vader the rength of one 
man: andthe Tropans ſayde in like manner,ſave only the 
N. Priamus that would glavly agree, ſoʒ the great trongth 
that he ſound in his ſon Hector. Thus was the fight bz0- 
ken, and Hector departed and went againe to Troy from 
the Ereckes. 

When Troylus knew certainely that Briſey da ſhould 
be ſent to her ſather, hee madegreat{ozrow,fo; chet was 
his Scncraigne Lady oflous, and in ſemblable wiſe Bri- 
Jeyda loued earneſtly Troytus, and ſhet made alſo the 
greateſt ſozrow of the wozld, foz to leaue her Soueraigns 
Loꝛd in leue. There was never ſan lo much ſozrow made 
bitwerne two Loners at their departing. Who that lift 
fo hears all their loue, let him reade the bockt of Troy- 
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lus that Chaucer made, wherein hee ſhall find the &ozy 
whole, which were tes long to wzite heere : but finally 
Briſeyda was led vnto the Greekes, whom they receyued 
ponouravly. 

Among them was Diomedes that anon was enfla- 
med with the loue of Briſeyda, when he ſaw her ſo fay;s 
andin riding by her dde he ſhewed to her all his minde , 
and made to her many pꝛomiſes, and eſpectally defired her 
loue: and then when ſhe knew the mind of Diomedes,the 
excuſes het ſaying, that ſhee would not agres to him, no3 
refuſe him at that time, foz her heart was not diſpoſed at 
that time to anſwere otherwiſe. Of this aunſwere Dio- 
medeshad great toy, fezaſmnch as he was not refuſed vt- 
ferly, and he accompanied her vnto the Tent of her Fa⸗ 
ther, and did helpe her downe ol her ho2ſe, ane tooke from 
her one ofhergloties, which ſher helde in her hands, any 
thee ſuffered him ſweetly, Calcas recepued her with ve- 
ry great top, and when they were in pꝛiuity belwan them 
both, Briſcyda ſayde to her Father theſe and ſembloble 
wo2des. 

Va, ba, my father, how is thy wit ſapled that were wont 
ta beſo wiſe,and the noſt honoured and beloned in the ci⸗ 
ty ot Trop, and gouttnedſt all that was within,and hadſt 
ſo many riches and poſſeſſions, and new haſt been trai- 
tour, thou that oughteſt to haue kept thyuiches, and de⸗ 
fended thy Countreꝝ vnto the death? but thon loueſt bet⸗ 
fer to live in pouett and in exile among the moztall cnc- 
mics of thy countrey. O how ſhall this turne to thy great 
ſhame? Certcs thou ſhalt neuer got ſo much honour, as 
thou hait gotten repzoach : and thou ſhalt not onely bee 
blamed in thy liſe, but thou ſhalt alſs be ill ſpokea of aſtet 
thy death, and be damned in hell. And me ſeemeth pet, it 
had bin better to haue dwelled out from the people bpon 
ſome ile ofthe Sea, then to dwell here in this diſhongur 
and opp2obzy : weeneſt thou that the Greekes hold thes 


foz true and faith ull, theu art openly falie t viitruz to thy 
people? 
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ptople ? Certgit was net only the Gd Apollo, that thug 
abuſcd thee, but it war atompanꝑ of devils: And as hee 
(bus ſpake to dert father, ſhe wept gricueuſty (oz the diſple⸗ 
ſure that ſhe had. 

Ha, ha, iny daughter, ſayd Calcas, thinkeTthcu that it 
is a fit thing to deſpiſe the aunſwere ot the gods, and ſpe⸗ 
cially in that thing that toucheth my health : I know cer⸗ 
tainely by their aunſweres that this warre hall not dure 
long, that this City ſhall be deftroped, and the nobles alſo 
and the burge les and thereſs2e it is the better foz vs to be 
bcre ſaſe, then to be layne with them: and then finiſhed 
they their talke. 

The comming of Briſcida pleaſed much ks all the 
Greekes, and they came thil her and feaſted her, and de- 
maunded of her tidings of Trox, and ofthe King Priamus 
and ofthem that were within, and ſhe ſayd bnto them as 
much as fhe knew courteauſly.Then all the greateſt that 
were there, pzomifcd her to keep her, and hold her, as dear 
as their daughter: and then each man went into his own 
Tent, and there was none of them, but gaue to her a iew- 
ell at the departing : and it pleaſed her well to abive and 
dipell with the Greekes: and ſhe ſozgat anon the Noble 
City of Crop, and theloue of noble Troylus. O how ſon 
is the purpoſe ofa woman changed and turned: Cortes, 

inozeſconerthen a man can ſay o2 thinke, now late 

had Briſeyda blamed her Father of the vice of 
treaſon, which the her lolfs exerciſed in 
koꝛgetting ot her Countrey and 
frue friend Troylus. 
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How the Greekes and Troyans began the ſixt battell, 
that dured by the ſpace of thirty dayes,in which were 
many kings and Princes dead, ofthe one fide,and of 
the other, and how Diomedes ſmote downe Troylus 
of his horſe,and ſent it to Itiſeyda his loue, that tecti- 


ued it gladly.

| p20uided them to battell, And when 
Hector had 02dered all his battels, be 
26 $2 { (Cued cut firſt, and toke With him ff. 
3 temethonſand fighting men, 4 Troy- 
Jus followed him with ten theuſand knights: after bim 
came Paris with thꝛes thouſand fighting men ol good Ar. 
chers, and well hoꝛſed. After tame Dcyphebus with thzee 
thouſand fighters:aſtet him came Encas, and the other all 
in oꝛder, ſo many, that there were this day ofthe party of 
the Tropans,mozs then an hunvzedthouſand ged fighting 
men and hardy. 

Ok the party of the Greckes came there firft Mene- 
aus withſeuen thouſand Knights, and aſtet him Diome. 
des with as many, and then Achilles that lend elſa cleuen 
thouſand, the king Pampitus with a great multitude of 
Knights, and the other aſter, like as they were appointed 
The King Philes aduaunced him the firff, and Hectot 
came again# bim, ſo ſtrongly that hee New him with bis 
Speare, Chen there aroſe a great crit ot his death; among 
theGreekes, and the murther and laughter beganne ſo 
great, that it was an hoziible ſight to ſce, as wel efthe ene 
lde, as ofthe other, aing Pampytus flew many Trerens, 
foz to auenge the death ol his vncle, 4 aſayled Hector, but 


Hector gane him ſo ſound a ftroke that pee cw * 
03 


Fter tho th2oe moreths of fruce paſſed 
on the mozrow bettmcs the Trorang 
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ſoz to auenge his death, the Greekes leis mam of the 
Lropans. Achilles flew many noble men, among the 
which he ew the Duke Byraon,andEutorbe, that was 
a great noble man. Hectot was this day ſoze hurt in the 
face, and bled great plenty ofbloud,and wiſt not who had 
done it, and therofoze the Zroyans reculed vnto the walls. 
And when Hector apparantly ſaw vppen the Walles, 
the Qutene Hecuba his mother, and his ters, he hap 
ſhame, and by great ire aſſayled the King Menon coſin of 
Achilles, and gaue him ſo many ſtrokes with his (wozde 
bpon his helme, that he New him in the ſight of Achilles, 
that was like fo2 to haue beene madde, and fooke a ſtrong 
ſpeare,and ranne againſt HcRor, andbzakehis Spears 
bpon him, but he could not remone him: and Hector gauge 
him with his \wo2d ſo great a ſtroke, that hee made him 
to tumble vnder his hozſe, and ſayde to him: Achilles, 4 
chilles, thou contende ſt to appzoch to me,know that thou 
appꝛoacheſt thy death. And as Achilles wenld haue aun- 
ſwered to Hector, Troylus came betweene them with a 
great number of knights, and put them in the middeſt of 
the. And there were ſlaine mozs8 then fine hundzed knights 
of Greece, and were put backe by fozces and Menclaus 
came to the reskue with thzes thonſand fighting men. 
And of the party of the Mropans, cams the king Ademon 
that iouſted againſt Menelaus, andſmotebim, and hurt 
him in the face: and hee and Troylus tooke him and had 
lead him away,if Diome des had not coms the ſooner with 
a great company of knights, and feught with Troylus at 
tis comming,and ſmote hum downe, and tooke his hozſe , 
and ſent it to Briſeyda, and did cauſe to ſay ts her by his 
ſeruant,that it was Troylus hozſe,her loue, and that he had 
conquered him by his pzowefſr,and pzayed her from thencs 
fozth that fye would hold him fa2 her lout. | 
Friſcyda had great iop oftheſetidinges,and ſayd to the 
ſtruaunt, that he ſhould ſay vnto his Lo2d, that ſhee might 
not hate him that with ſo good heart loucd her. 1. 
1ome : 
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Diomedes knew the anſwere, hes was right ioyous, £ 
thauſted in among his enemies: but the Tropans that 
were ſtronger then they, made the Greekes to go backe, x 
recule vata their Tents, and had laynt them all if the 
Ring Agamemoon had not ſuccoured them with right 
great ſtrength. Then beganne the Battell hozrible and 
m82tall, and the Greekesrecotered the field, and chaſed, + 
put the iZropans backe vnfo their difches. Then came 
Polidamas to tit reſcue, with a great number and multi⸗ 
tune ol Knights,and did goodiy exploites of warte, aud 
Diomedes addzefſed him to him, but h was be atrn of 
Polydamas that tooke thehozſe of Diomedes,and deliue · 
red it to Troylus that fought on foo: e, and by mounttd a 
Then came Achilles againſt Troylus, whom Troyſus 
recepued gladly, and beat downe Achilles, whichremoun- + 
ted lightly, audaſCayled Troylus with his\wozd,and Tro- 
ylus deſended him tight vatiantly. Then tame on Hectot 
and had at this time ſlaine moꝛt then a thonſand Knights : 
but the Oterkes defended Achilles, that were ſo ſoze op- 
p2eſCed, that hardly they might defend hun any moz0, and 
he had beene ſlaine oʒ taken, tfthe king Thelamon. and ths 
Duke ol Athens had uot ſaccoured him. And they ſet him 
againe on his hozſe with great paine, and then the night 
came on, that parted them. They fought thus thirty dates 
continually, to the great dammage of both partits: and 
there were ain ſire of the baſtard ſounes of 3, Priemp⸗ 
and Hector was hurt in the face, and therefaze the Bing 
Priamus dtmaunded truce ofthe Greekes foz ſig moneths, 
and they agreed and aco2dcd to him.

CHAR. XVII. 


How the Greekes and the Troyans beganne the ſeuentk 
battel l, that dured twelue dayes,and after begann the 
eight battell much damageous to the Troyans, for 
Hector was {laine by Achilles, and they were driven 
backe into their City by force, to their great damage. 


Aring the fire moneths ofthe truce afoze- 
1 ſayde, Hector ſought to be healed of his 

wounds, and played in the noble Pall of 
Jon, that was (as thehiffozte ſaith)the 
moſt ropall hall and fapze that was in the 
wozld. Thus ducing the truce, the King

Pꝛiamus did bury his fire baſtard ſonnes each in a Sepul- 


ture by himſelfs right honourably. Among all other 
things, Diomenes ſuffered great griefe oz the lons of 
BB2yſeyda,and might not eat noz reſt foz thinking on her 
and required ber many times of herloue, and ſhe ann\we- 
red him right wiſely, giuiag him hope without certaintis 
ofany point: by the which Diomedes was enflamed on al 
parts with her loue. When tho fire moneths were paſ- 
led, they beganne to fight by the ſpace of twelue dayes con- 
tinually from the mozning vnto the evening, and there 
— flaine al the one ſids and of the other. And 

came a great moztalitie among the Gra kes in the 
hoſte, by the great beate that then was: and therefoze the 
King Agamen mon required truce, which was agrerd and 
accozded to him, c. 

When the truce was paſſed, the night beſoꝛe, Aadro- 
me da the wife of Hedi that has two ſapas ſonnes by him 
whereofthe one had to name Laomedon , and the other 
Aſtramates, this Aad;zomedaſaw that night a maru- 
lous viſhon, and her ſeemedif Vectoz went that dap fol- 
lowing tothe battell, he ſheuld bee flaine.

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had great feare and dzoad of her husband, weeping ſayde 
to him, pꝛaxing him that hee would not goe to the battell 
that day: whereof Hector blamed his wiſe, ſay ing, that the 
thoald nat beleene,no2 gine faith to dꝛeams, and would not 
abive, noz tarry therefoze, Ven it was in the Poz⸗ 
ning, Andromeda went to the King Priamus, and to 
the Qnene, and tolve to them the veritie ofher viſion: 
and p2ayed them with all her heart that they would dog 
ſo much at her requeſt, as to dir ade Hector, that ha 
theulo not in any wiſs that day goe to the Battaile, 


gc. 

It happened, that day was fay2e and cleare, and tho 
Tropans armed them, and Troylus ined fir@& into the 
battaile, after him Eneas, after Paris, Deyphebus, Poly. 
damas, and the ing Sarpedon, the ing Epiſtropus, the 
King Eroys,and the King Philomenus, and after all, the 
Painces that were come in the apde of the Cropans, each 
man in gooyozder. And the ning Priamus ſent to He- 
ctor that he ſhould k@pe him well that dax from going to 
battell, Wherefoze Hector was angry, and ſayde to his 
wire many repzochfull wozds, as he that knew well that 
this commandement cams by her requeſt, yet notwithſtã- 
ding the fozbidding, hs armevhim: And when Aadrome. 
daſaw him armes, ſyet toołs her little childzen, and tt ll 
downe at the fete of her husband, and pꝛayed him humbly 
that he would take off his armes: but hes would not doe 
if, And then ſheſayd to him, at the laat il v will not haus 
morty on me, yet haue pitty on yourlittle childzon, that 1 
and they dye not a bitter and grieuous death, 02 that h 1 
=p and bondage into ſtrange coun- 


At this inſtant came the Queene Hecuba, and the Q. 
Helene, and the ſiſters of Yectoz, and they humbled 
themſelues and kneled downe pꝛelentiy befozehis feete, 
and pzayed and deſired him with weping teates, that hee 
would do off his harneis, and vnarme him, and — 
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with them into the hall: but neuer wouly hee dot it, fo; 
their pzayers, but deſcended from the Pallace thus armey 
as he was, and tone his hozſe, and would haut gone to 
battell, But, at the requeſt of Andromeda the King Pri- 
2mus tame running anon, and tooke him by the bzidle,and 
ſax de to him ſo many things of ons and other, that he mats 
im to returne, but in no wiſe hee would be made to vn- 
arme him. ä 

Among all theſe things ths hatt all was mozfall of tha 
Grerkes and of the Troyans. Diomedes and Troy lus 
iouſted together, and at the aſſembly they grieucd each 
other, and without fayle each or them had Llatne other, if 
Mcoclaus had nut come andparted then. Thea the king 
Miſeres of tigt beat Menclaus, aud hadde taken him 
when Eaeat came,and ttoubled them, and would haut 
llaine him, but the (ayd Troylus dcliueted them, and New 
many Orenkes. 

Thea cams the R. Thelamon with thzee thouſand figh- 
tiag men, and tonſted in dis comming againſt Poly damas 
and put him to the wozit,andvahozſcy him. But Troylus 
ſuctoured him, and made him toremount his hozſe: aftec 
came Paris and Achilles on the other fide, that ſinote a- 
mong the Lroyans by lo great fozce,with the helpe of his 
peopls,that he put them tothe flight vato the Gity,and in 
thts chaſe Achilles flew Margarcion one of the Baſtarts 

of. P. iamus. 
Mien Hector knew that Achilles had ſlaine Marga - 
reton, ht had great ſozrow,and did anon lace on his bebe, 
and went to the battell, that his Father knew not of,and 
in his comming, hee flew two noble Dukes Greeks,and 
Duke Corrip hut, and the Duke Baſtidus, and he thzuſted 
into the greateſt pꝛeaſe of the Greekes,and lew as many 
as he could reach, and the Grexkes fletde tefoze him, that 
there was none lo hardy that durſt abios his ſttokes: and 
thus th? Troy ans returned and flew the Greekes an a'l 
ſides. Then the Greekes toe Polydamas, and had _ 
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him away, had not Hector beene, which delivered bim, 
and ſlew many Ereekes, Then en Atmiirall of Greece, 
— Leocades,affapicd ede, and Preto; flew him as 


104 den Achilles law that Penn flew thus the Pebles 
of Oreeca, and ſs many other, that it was matuaile to be- 
hold, he thought that if Pecioz wert not ſlain, t he Greeks 
ſhoutd neuet haue vicozie. And fozaſinuch as he had Nlaing 
many Kigs and Pꝛinces, he tanne vpen himmarneticu- 
lle, and a Noble Duke of Greece with named Poly- 
792 of Achilles, the which 

uthlully pzomiſed to giue ts hum bis fſter in mami ⸗ 
age. But Hects2 let the lame Duke anon in the ſight 
of Achilles, Then Achilles weenimg to auenge the death of 
Policeus, afaplod Yectoz by great ite: but Hectoz cat 
r in his thigh : 
4 iſſued gut ofthe battell, and did binde 
wound, and tooke a great Þpeare in purpoſe to flay 
2 Among all thels thinges 
Hectoz had taken a very noble Baron of Greece,that was 
queiatly and richly arined, and foz to lead him out of 
hoſe at his eaſe, and dad caſt his ſhield behind him at 
back e, and hadleft his haaaſt diſcoucred :- and as bee was 
in this point, and take nons heede of Achilles, hes cams 
yziutly vato hint, and thzuſt his Spears within his bovy , 
and Hectaz fell domus dead to th ground. When the n. 
Menon ſaw Hectoz dead, hoaſſapled Achilles by great 
fozce, and beat him downe to the ground, and hurt him 
grienguſly, and his men bart him into his Tent vypon 
their hield. Thea (oz the death of Þectoz,wers al the Tri- 
yans diſcomfited, and rtentces into their Citie, bearing 
the body of Hectoz with great ſozrow andlamentatton.

Of the rich ſepulture of Hector, and of the great lamen» 
tations and weepings that tbe Troyans made for his 
death: nd how Palamedes was choſen duke and go- 
uetnout of the hoſt of the Greeke?, 


Ector being dead, and his body bon 
— — tongus that 


griets and ſozrow. The noble kings and pꝛintes bare tho 
body vnts the pallace of Jlpon. Then when R. Priamus 
ſaw him, ys ſell down in aſwown vpon the body, and was 
as dead (02 ſoztob, that vuneth they could take him away 
by fozce. There vemeaned great ſozrow all his bzethzen, 
What might men ſay of the ſozrow, that his mother the 
Quane made, and afterward his differ! O what ſozowe 
made his ile cortes,therecan no man exp2eſſe all the las 
mentations that were made. And foꝛaſmuch as the bovis 
might not long endurt without cozruption, the N. ria mus 
toke counſel oſ many wiſe Paſters, how they might k&p 
the body of Hector without rozruption and without e- 
pultute: and then he did cauſe ts be made by their aduics 4 
counſell a rich ſepultore vpon foure pillars of gold, tift vp on 
height,vpen the which was mad# a marnellous rich taber- 
nacle of gold and pzecious tones : and on the fours cozners 
of the Tabernacle, wers four images of gold, that hadde 
ſemblance of angels: and abone the tabernacle there was a 
wendecriull great Amage of gold, that was A— 

tm; 
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ſemblance of Hector, and had the biſage farned fowarves 
the Gra hes, and held a naked \w ed that hes menaced the 
—— and thero was in the nidde& of the Taber · 
nacle a place vayds, where the maſters ſate,and pat the bo- 
dy of Hector fleſhand bones clayur his be garments and 
robes,and tooderight vp on his late, and mtght endure a 
langtimein that wiſe without coprnptien,by a certain d- 
nice that the PayToers had ſetts on the ſommet oz fopps 
of the head of Hector: that is to witte,a bell that had an 
hole in the bottome, which veſſel! was all full of very fins 
balme,andthat diſtriled and dzopped into a place about on 
his head, and ſa ſpꝛaad downeinto all the members of the 
body,aſwell within,as without, and they filled oftentimes 
tho veCell with balme . And thus the body might not im- 
pay2e fu the great vertne of this balme. 

And all ths peopls that w aus ſm Hector, they ſaw him 
verily in like manner as he had bens alins. To this Se- 
pultute, the ſame M aſtetrs madoa Lampe of fine golde, 
burning continvally without going out oz quenching, and 
aſtexwary they made a cloſure, fo the end that no man 
ſhould app2oach noz goe bats this Tabernacls without 
liconce 02 leaue. And in this Temples the Ring Prismus 
oꝛdayned, and ſat great plenty of]P2zieſtsfo2 to pzay vnto 
—— Ones and gaus to 
Amoug thoſs things the King Agamemnen aſſembley 
allthe Kings and moſt Nobles of his hoſte, and ſaide vita 
them in this manner: My ſiendes all, ya kings, pzin- 
tes, and Barons, we ought to renver eg 
ts the gods humbly and with denoat heart, that out right 
hard enne mis Hector hath ſuffered fo be Rain by the hand 
of Achilles, Foz as long as he was aliue, wa had neuer 
airy hope to haue come to the better hand of our enemies. 
What may the Troy ans from hencefo2th hope o2 truſt fo; 
but onely ſoʒ cheit owne onerthzow? and we may hope in 
ſhozt timefoz the —_ and fo2 as

much as Achilles is griensuly hurt, and may not got fo 
battell, if ye thinke good, Whites that yer map be healed, 
audthe other allo that be hurt (of whome we haus many, 
and alſo foz ts bury the dead bodyes) we will ſend to the 
King Priamus fe2 ta haue truce ſoʒ tm moneths, The 
counſell ſened god to them, and they tent anon to the 
King Priamus fu; trace, and ha acco2ded it to them fo; 2.

Du ing this Truce, Palamedes murmured azaine at 
the (eignozie of Agamemnon, and as they were en a day 
all together, and Pala me des ſpake of this matter, the king 
Agamemaon anſwired to dim, as ſage, in the pzeſence 
of all the other, and ſayde vnte him; Palamedes, wanett 
thou that haue great iet ofthe Þcignozis that was gt- 
uen vnto me at the beginning, and haue occupyed vnto this 
pꝛe ent time ? fo2 that it was not at wy requeſt, neyther 
haue I none auayle noz pꝛo ſit thereby, but Jhauegreaſe 
charge, and bzeake many Capes therefoge,to the ende, that 
by my negligence our hoſts got not to decline na: diſwoʒ⸗ 
hip: and certes, it had well ſutticed me to haue bene vn · 
der the gouernment of another :and I fears no man that 
tay accuſe me, that fo2 any eullc2 negligence J haue 
fapled in any things And if thou gaueſt not thy content 
vato mins election, thou nedeſt not to diſmay thereof: 
loʒ thou wereſt net as pet at that time come with the v- 
ther, but it wastwa parts aſter ere than cameſt. And 
therefoze if we ſheuld haus abidden thy comning, wee had 
ban at the Pozt of Athens. And fozaſmuch as thou ſhalt 
not thinke that J hayetoy oz pleaſute of this office, and 
am veficous to hauethis Poncur, Jam content that 
another be choſen, and am ready to giue conſent with the 
moſt yoyces. When Agamemuon had thus ſpoken, thers 
was no further pzocabing that day in this matter. And 
then Agamemnon at even did make it te be cryed in all the 
hoſt,tyat each man Yould be on the mozrow betimes be- 
loge his tent at lhe Parliament.

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When it came to the mezning that they were all agem-

bled, 4 gamemnon ſaid vato them. Þy dere Bzethzen and

© paft,the King Pryamus deſiring to auengs 
— => the death of his Sonne Hector, ozdayned 
wich his owne perſon his batt ells: and ſet 


iin each battell god condudoꝛs, and he him- 
Pp 3 ſclfe 
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ſelle went and ledde with him flue and twenty thouſand of 
good Knightes ſelcued and chaſtu ef the beF, And Dares 
ſaith in his Beoke, that thete iſluto out of Troy that day en 
hundzed and fifty-thouſand men. Deypbebus was the 
fozemeft, and then Paris 2: and after dim came the King 
Pryamus, and Troylus, Egeas, Menon, and Polydamas, 
they went vnto the Tentes of the Greekes, Palamedes 
had e2dains? his batalions. Then beganne the Pattell 
furious and mal all. Che king Pryamus ſmote Bowne 

Paiameces in his tomm ing, and after ſmote vnto the grea- 

teſt pꝛraſſe of the Greekes, and flewe many of them,and 

beat them downe, any did ſo much in arms in that dap, that 

any with great paine would belieue that a man ſo Ancient 

and ſs olde ag-he was, might vw that he dis that dar. Tho 

king Serpedon of Troy affayledking Neoptolemus, who 

was a paſſing tron xz Knight, and king Scrpedon was ſon 

boꝛnt de wne to the earth, who defended him ba iantlx, and 

gaue (ogreat a ſtroke vnto king Neoptolemus, that mads 

him a great waund in his Thigh. Then came fo the bat- 
tell the King of Perſe, that remountedagaine the king Fer- 
pe don, with the apde ol his ſolke, Menclaus andthe Duke 
of Athens aſſailed the king of Perſe, aus incleſed him and 
bis prople amengſt them, and flewe the king of Perſe, and 
mate the Troyans to recule backe by maine fozce: and thers 
did the king Serpedon great and wondereus matters of 
Armes. 

Che king Pryamus and his Baſtats @onnes that then 
followed him, ceaſed not to lea the Greekes : and there 
was nans that dap, that did ſo much ia Arms,as du the n: 
Pryamus, faz bis ſocowe and his ire made his ffrengthts 
growe. Then the Greekes avutſed them to tale the wary, 
by which the Troyans ſhould returne vntoth! ir Citte ; and 
ther went thither in great nun bir. Aud when the Troy- 
ans reculed ſoz to gos into that place,they ſound themſelncs 

in the middle of their Caemyes, Then beganne moztall 
Batiell, and there came bppon them the king Pryamus, 
with 
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with a great number of fighting nun, by a Wing: and Pa- 
ris camecroſing them with a great plontis of good Figh- 
ters, and hee had great ſloꝛs of Archers,that flewe many of 
the Greekes, and hacted (hem: and they dis ſo well bellute 
them, that of ſazceths Greekes wert d;tuen to recule to 
tiers Teats, And the Troyans reentred into they: Cit- 
tie , and the king Pryamus had the loſſe and wrt of this 
bal tell. Ne ſent vato the Greekes to demaund Truce, and 
thep agrecdand accoꝛded to him. But we finde not yow 
long this Truce endured, tc. . 

Among theſe things the king Pryamus did cauſe to be 
carryed by Land, the body of the king of Perſe,foz to be bu- 
tysd in his Countrey, Then was the w#piug andſozvaw 
great in Troy, and in eſpcriall of Paris, who loucdhim cx» 
cadingly. Now during this Trace the annincrſary of He + 
&or aypꝛoched, when men ſhould mont ne fifteenedapes in 
great ſozrow,and aſter ſhould hallow the groat Feaſt of tho 
Fuanerall,as then it was at that tima the guiſe andcuſtome 
faz Kings and Jzinces, then during ths Trace, the 
Greekes went and came info the Cittieſafsly : and ſodid 
the Troyans vnto the tents of the Greekes, Then Achyl- 
les had deſire to goe to Troy, to ſ@ the Cittis,and the Fealt 
of the auniuerſary of Hector whom he had flain : and ſo he 
went all vaarmed vato the temple of Apollo, wheras was 
the ſepulture of HeAor,and he ſound there-great plenty of 
men and women that were Reble, and wept,q made great 
ſoztow bela the ſepulturs ; which Hector a man might (@ 
on all ſides all whole, in bike manner as he was firſt, by ths 
vertue of that Balme. There was the Auene Hecuba, 
and Polyxcna her Daughter, that was paſſing fayze, with 
a great companie of Noble-Ladyes,that had all their hayze 
difpoarſed, and hanging about they ſhoulvers, and made 
right maruellousſozzxow. Andalbeit that Polyxena mads 
fo great ſozrow,vet (he loſt nothing of her Beautie, but ſe@- 
med, and ſhewed her ſells ſo faire in all her members, that 
FHatare fozmed neuernons moze fayzer then ſs, ec. 
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When Achylles had well aduiſed and ſ@ne Polyxena, 
he ſaid in himſelſe, that be had neuer lane fo tomly and faire 
a woman,noz better fozmed noz made: and with that ſhe 
was one of the moſt Nobleſt women of the wozld. Then 
was Achylles ſhot with the arte of Loue, that ſtroke him 
to the heart ſo maruellouſly that bs could not ceale to behole 
her: and tz moge he behelde her, ths ckaze he deſired her. 
Pee was ſo beſotted on her, that hee thought on no other 
thing, but abode in the Temple vnto the Euening. as long 
as the Quene was there: and when ſha went out,hecons 
u6ped bis exe vpon Polyzena, as latte as ue might ia hex: 
and this was the cauſe, and the beginning ol his uudappe. 
In this ſozrows «chylles returned voto his Tent, and 
when he was layde lo ape that Night there camemany 
things in his winde and in his thoughts : and hee ku 
then the danger that Polyxen2 had pat him in, aud thought 


might healehim,ſsue ſhe. 
Thea he yd: my p2aper. my ſkrongth,no2 my Riches 
may nothing moon her to haus pittie on m: J wot ne- 
uer what Diuell hathput mee in this daunger', to Leue her 
fhathateth me (oſ028, with ſuchmeztalt hate, and by right. 
good cauſe: foz A am come hether fo; to ea her Kirme, and 
c@ſins, andnow lats haueflain heznoble Bꝛother Hector: 
Textes I (& no temedie, ſince ſhee is the n oſt Noble and 
faireſt of the woꝛd . And then her tutned hum to the wall, 
and fell in wæping. and v2owned bimſelſtin tearts,

mats the Greece kes to tatſe theirflege , and gos againe into 
tem Tomntreyhaſtily, and thatÞ eace (hold bs made be · 
twrnethem. Thus as ha thbught in the nigbt, he put in 
exrtutton, aud ſo ſant his truemeCengor vatothe Dune, 
foz taxiquici het Daughtet, and ſais vnto hor the pzomiſes 
that his Kon hcammanded him. Wihen the Queen had 
vnnerſtamthe wozds of the Meſſunger, ſhe aunſweced hin 
vilereetly : notwithſtanding he Hated Achylles moze then 
any man ofthe w 321d,\aping: Friend, as much as in mais, 
Jam ready fo; ta do that tquig that thy Maiſtet requireth 
ol mit: bat ſo fap vnto im, that J may not dothis thing 
alone by my ſełr, hut J will ÞcaketoinyLozy, and to Pa- 
ru mp unt, and thou fhalt cone to ine the thud Day as 
game, and J wil fap to tha thine aunſwer. 
Aden the Mellenger hearde the Quant ſo ſyeane, hes 
taturn ea unto his Lo:d, and ſave to him all that he hadde 
tound: and thus beganne chylles to haus hope to tome (o 
bis intent. Zhe Duane Hecuba went anon buto tde ling 


Fryamus har Buſband, wheroas Natis was, and folde — 
them 
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the Queene of Ttoy, ſor tortqueſt her ſayre Daughter 
— of the anſwere: ant hols for 4 — 


Gteekes, & eounſelled them to depart and have peace: 
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thein all that Achilles had ſent ti her: and hen the King 
banged downe his head, and was ic 4 leng while witßeut 
ſaptng of any one wo:d,and alter he ſaid vnto his Tis : © 
bow is it (es mee {hinketh;a hard thingtoreceine into tius 
f:12ndſhip and amitie. him ttat bath dont to mt ſo great of- 
ſence ,. ) that hath taken gwap the light ot mint Eyes, in 
laping mp deare Senne Hectot, and bath therein giuen 
hope to the Greekes to obtaine the did e © ut pet foz 
to eſchew the moꝛe great perils that may hereafter euſue, to 


on. 7 Paris agreed to this thing readily, 
pꝛomiſes of Achylles was nothing ſpoken

ſoze her, ſhe ſaid to him: I haus ſpoken unte my Yuſband, 
alſo to in Sonne Paris of the Requeſt, and likewiſe of the 
muſe of thy Lozd: andthey be content that this hisre- 
qut ſt be agreed to him: ſo as, that be daa firſt that thing 
tþat hee hath pzomiſed : andſo thou mapeft ſay vato hun, 
that he map tome to the chiofe and ende of his deſite, it that 
be conduc wiltl and ſccteti this thing as much as in him 
tyeth, The Þegenger togke his leausof the Iꝛuene, and 
tame anone to his Paiſter,andcounted to him all that the 
Quent had ſaid ts him. Chen beganus Achylles great- 
ir fo bethinke him how he might perfozime this that he had 
pꝛemiled tothe Bing Pryamus,and that it was a grit nous 
thing fs; him to de, and that it was not all in bis power. 
But it is a pzoper vice vnto the (@liſh Leners, to pzonuls 
things tzat ace hard to bꝛing about aud difficile, ſoʒ to come 
to the effect of their Lauts. And like wile glozified him A- 
chylles, that fo2 his merites,02 ſoz gining bis axde vuto the 
Greekes,he would mals them to leaue-theyz Siege. And 
then 
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then Achylles by the counfell of Palamedes, afſtemblcy ail 
the kings and Hobi men of the wot in Parlament, and 
ſaid vats them in this manner. 

Py Krtendee, that be heere aſembled, fo2ts bzing this 
Warreto the ende, thinks pee not othcrwhites on yerr 
ſelnes, how by great caſhnele, lizhtnene, and folly , and 
foz to ttcouet the TWIfe of king Menelaus, we haue lett our 
Conutreyes and Lands, our Wiues,and out Childzen,and 
be tome into this ſo ſtrange Land, where w# haus diſpen⸗ 
ded the pꝛetieus houres and times ſwliſhly,andput aut bo- 
dycsin daunger of death, and in great infinite labours: and 
lines we haue dens come hither,there be right many Kings 
und P2inces dead, and I my ſelle haue chedde inuch of my 
deareſt bleud, that neusr chould haue happened if wee had 
not begun this folly. Helene is nothing of ſo great pꝛice 
that thers behaoueth to bye fo2 her ſo many Noblemen : 
there bs encugh in the world ofas Nobls and as faire wes 
men as cha is, ot whom Menelaus might hane one o2 two, 
if hee would. And it is not alight thing to ouercome the 
Troyans, as they that dans a ſtrong Cittie, and well ſurni- 
ſhed with good fighters,on Yozſebacks and a fote: end it 
anght to ſuAiſe vs, that wee have now lain Ile ctor, and 
many other of they; Nobles,by the which wee might now 
returns with our Honour and wozſhip : and if wee leave 
Helene, haut wenot Exione : to whom Helene may net 
compars in Nobleneſſe ? 

Thenaroſs the Datre of Athens, andthe Ring Thoas, 
and cantraryed trongly the words of Achylles : and ſo did 
all the others: And ſayd,that he ſpake neither rea'en,ns; 
well, Wherat Achyllez had gteat (020w,and te mmanded 
his Myrmedones, that they ſheuld not Arie themſelucs 
au in029 againſt the Troyans, and that they ſhould gius 
no Counſell no; ardt vnto the Greekes, Among theſe 
things, Uigaailles beganne to fayle among the Greekes, 
and they had great Famias. Then aſſembled Palamedes 
all ide moſt Robles of ths Hoaſte to ceunſell, and by thep; 


couns 
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covnſell was the King Agamemnen ſent vnte the Cities of 
Me ſſe to the King Thelephus, that charged and laded his 
Shippes with Uictuailles, and came ſafely againe into the 
Yoaſt of the Greekes, where hee was tecerurd withgreat 
toy, Among theſe things Palamedes didcauſs their Navy 
and ſhipping to be repayzed, to the ende that they might bs 
mozoready if they hadn@de,ec.

WIS beate the King Crefſus dead downe to 
the ground, whereat the Greekes wett 
 fezefroubled,andput them to flight. Bat Palamedes and 
Dyomedes came with fiue aud twenty thouſand fighting 
men, that reſiſted the Troyans ; with them was the Noble 
king Thelamon- Ayax, that advzefſed him againftEutroni- 
us, ene of the Baſtard-ſonnes of the K.Pryamus,aud ſmoti 
bim ſo hard that he beato him done dead fo the ground, in 
ſight of Deiphebus, that in his great ſerie ran vpon Thela. 
mon, and beat him, ę ſoꝛe hurt him. When Palamedes ſao 
the ſtroke, he tee a great (peare,andadd2efſed him to Dei. 
phe bus, and ſmote hüm ſo hald in the bzeff, that the Þpeare 
enttet into his body, and 43 
ods 
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bode in the body of Deyphebus. When Paris ſawe bis 
bꝛother ſo hutt to the death, he tote hun and lead him vn · 
to the gate of the City, and toe him to his men folepe 
And as opened his cpes and ſaw Patis bis 
bzother, he ſayde to him: Bzother, wilt thou let ina deſ⸗ 
tend into hell withoat anenging of my death: A pzay tha 
as earneftly as { may, that ere this truncyeon be taken ont 
ol my body, then dos ſo much by thy hand, that thou flap 
him that bath ain? me. Paris pz9:niſedhim, that hee 
Wwoul* doe his beſt: and returned into the battell right au; 
gry fo2 his bother, and ſayd in himſelſe, that he deũrcd n 
longer to live, but vntill ye had avenged the death of his 
bꝛother: and ſonght D alamedes all about s and ſcund him 
that he fonght againſt the King Batpedon, that had aſſal⸗ 
ed fo2 to flay bim, and Palameves defendcd bunſclle bali⸗ 
antly, and in bis great ſurygaue ſo great a dicke with 
his ſweꝛds to the Bing @arpevon, tyat bo. cut off bis 
ſhoulder from bis body, and anon King @atpedoufeldown 
dead. | | 

Paris ſing the great dammage that Palamedes did 
fo them, and how with his po wells he had put the Tre- 
v aus fo flight, and ceaizdnot to lay and ſmite downe al- 
Wap: ha bent his ſtrongb om, and apmed wellat Pala - 
medes at leaſure, and ſhotts to him an arrow ennenomed , 
and ſmote him in the thagat, and cutt in two the maſter 
baine,and Palamedes'ſellvawne dead (o the earth: fo; 
Whoſe death the Grakes made much ſozrow, and leſt the 
battell,ano loent vato their Tents,and thers held a patle 
ag ainſt the Tropans,anddefendedthem crongly. Then 
deſcended the Troyaus a ſ@te, and entted iuto ſome of 
their tents, and tote all that they found that god was : 
Then Paris and Lroplus went by de way vats the 
Po2k, ond did put fire into theio ſhips, and burnt fo great 
plenty, that men might ſe th flame farce, To the reſcue 
of the ſhips came the King Thelamsn, with agtcat com- 


pany of fighting. inen, and beganne the battell hozrible, fo 
that 
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that there was great killing and laughter on both ayes, 
and berily,the ſhips had bene all buruf, had it not bang 
fo; thepzoweſſe of King Thelamon, that did marueiles 
with his body,and foz whatſoever he did, there were mozs 
then ſlus hundzed ſhips burnt. There was great laughter 
of the Greeks, and many were ſozr hurt, There was bes 
the ſon ofthe King of Zrace ſoze hurt with a ſpeare, and 
bare the truncheon in dis body, and in that point her went 
to the Cent of Achilles, wherehs reſted him that day, and 

had temiſed to goe to the battell, foz the loue that hes had 

to Polixene,Ebes repzoched greatly Achilles, that he ſuf- 

fered ſo to deffroy the people ofhis countrey, and to die vil. 

lanouſty, and ſaying that he might well helps them, ifhee 

would, And as ſon as he had finiſhed his wozds, one toke 

thetruncheon out of his body, and anon des {ell downe 

dead in the pzeſeuce of Achilles. 

Anon affer, came fromthe battell ane of the Warlefs 
oʒ ſeruants of Achilles and Achilles demaunded of him 
tidings ofthe hoſt. Ya ſir, ſayde he, it is this day miſhap- 
pedto our fotke, fo the great multitude of Tropans that 
be come vpon them, and they haue flain all that they could 
meets with, and J trow ther t is not oneleft at home ofthe 
men of Trop, but that euery man is come to the bat 
tell, and therefoze, ifit pleaſeyou now , whiles the Troy- 
ans be weary, to come to the battell, xet ſhallgette to you 
perpetualt memozy of wozthip and ol glozy. Foz by your 
p20weſſe you ſhallin little ſpace haue all vanquiſhed them 4 
ond they ſhall not dare to defend themſeluss againſt you , 
they be ſo wearie. Never would Achilles foz the wozds of 
bis varlet, noz fo; the death of Ebes change his courage, 
but diſſembled all that he had ſeen and heard, ſoz the greats 
lous he had to Polixenie, 

During theſe things, the battell was right ſharpe, and 
endured vnto the night, to the great damage of the Greeks 
and the night parted them, yet was nat Deyphe bus dead, 


but hedzew towardeshis end: and when * and 
roy * 
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Troylns ſaw him in that ſozrow, they began fo cry and 
make great ſozrow. And Deyphebus opencd o litle 
bis eres, and demaunded of Paris with afeeble voyce, if 
de were dead that had ſlaine him e And Paris ſayd to him 
rea, Then Deyphebus did cauſe to dzaw out the heave of 
the ſpeare with p truncheon, and anon dyed. Wherfozs the 
CTroyans made great ſozrow. It is no need to hold long 
talks ofthe ſozrow that ning Priamus his father made, no 
bis Mile and his fifter: fo2it was tw much, and alſo fo; 
the death ol the King Sarpedon. Df the other party ide 
Greekes made great ſozrow foz the death of Palamedes , 
and made his body to be buryed wozſhipſully, And as 
they that might net be long without an head a2gourrnsz, 
by the grane counſell ofthe Duke Neftor, and of other, 
1 was ſette againein his dignitie as he was 


Che day following, tde Troyans earelyin themo;ning 
iſued out of the City, in gad oadet: and the Greeks came 
againſt them. Then began the battellto be moztall, x there 
was great laughter on both ſides: but it rainedſo much 
that day, that the Greekes withvzew them totheir tents, 
and the Tropans followed after them: but the raine was 
ſo great, that they muſt needes leaue the battsll, and to 
teturne ko their Cite. Dnthemozrow betimes, they be- 
gaune to fight, andflew that day many Barons of the 
fought till the euening: and ſo they fought the

During this trute the King Agamemnon (ent the duke

When they were tome vnto him, he recepued them —

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great ie. And then Woes vuto him: Sir Achilles, 
ws it not by pour and alſo cars, l this Hoſt 
to leaue om Country? and now ye are come whning vy- 
en King P2iamus, and haus deſtroped him, and his, by 
loꝛct of armes, and do beat down his city: fte whence 
canureth this courage afterſo many hurts and damages 
as wehanereceynedin this land by the Troy ans that haus 
flaineſo many kings and P3ztncos, pillcd and robbed gur 
tente, and burnt our ſhippes,and wee were now in hope 
to haue vanquifhed them,aſter that ye by pour ſozce and 
No Erevan - that was the krus deſender of 
the Trepans: am new Deyphebus is dead, the 
CTropans be buder let, aud after ſhis dare 
when pe haue gotten with great traueil to great woʒchip, 
—— teno tone, wil ye now loſe all at ence, andſufs 
our people to be flaine cruelly, that yt haue ſo long de⸗ 
1 d with the ettunon ol your blaup? Pleaſe it yott from 
hencefozth to entextaine and k&pepour gad tene ton, ans 
defend ycur that without pou may not long diſend 
them againſt ycur enemies, to the end, that we ma come

Day following, tho fonrtenth Battell beganne, hard and 
tharpe, There did Dyomedes marnuells of Armes,and he 
ew many Troyans, and hurt them, and avd;efſed himſciſe 
ggrinſt Treylus one time, that (mote him ſo harde, that he 
beate him downe to the ground and ſozrly hurt him, and te · 

pꝛoacded him of the Loue of Bryſeida, Then the Greeke 
ta me with great ſtrength, andfooke Dyomedes Was 
bare him bpon his Shield inte his Tent. Menelaus that 
faw Dyomedes (9 beaten,add2efſed himſelf againft Troy- 
lus, bat Troylus that had pot his Þprare whole, fmote him 
ſo harde,that het beate him downs te the Earth ſoze hurte, 
and he was ide wiſe boꝛne into his Tent by bis men vpon 
bis ſhield. Then Agamemnon aſſembled all his ffrength, 
and thzult in amongft the Troyans, and fiewe mante, but 
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Troylus came againft him, and (mote him downe off ſrom 
28 but hes was anons remounted by the helpe of 
e. 

Thus finiched the Battell that dap, and Agamemnon 
ſent foztohane truce 03 ixemoncths : which were agreed 
and acco2ded by the King Pryamus. Yowbeit,it (@med 10 
ſome of his connſell a thing vnũtting, and that be ſhould not 
graunt them foz ſo long. Among theſe things, Briſeyda a- 
283 of her Father, went ſoz to ſa Dycmeces, 

lay det hurt in his tent, and ſho knew well that Troy- 
lus that was her loue,had ſohurt him. Then returned into 
her minde many purpoſes, and in the ende ſhe ſaw that ſha 
might neuer tecouet Troylut: andtherfo;e agſone as Dy o- 
medes were whele,the would gine to him her loue, without

the King Agamemnon franſpezted 


Among thels things 
dem vato the Tent of Achylles, inthe companie of Puke 
Neſtor,and Achylles recepued them with great iop, and A- 
gamemaon him that he would comes fo2th to the baf- 
tell, and ſafer no moze theyz tus to be llaine. But 
Achilles would neut ſtyata vp his tourag: lo his wo2ves: 
pet fon alunich as he laued Agamemnon, he agreed and con · 
lented that his men Could go to battell without him: wher- 
2 4 Neſtor gaue him great thanks, and attet 
cher had thanked him, he ceturned into they; Tents. | 
Wlhon the Truce wert paſſed, Agamermon ezdained 
his people to Battell, and Achylles ſent to hum his Myrmi- 
dones,clad and marked with a cid figne, fs; to be kue wt. 
When began the Battell to be ſharps andcruell,to thegreat 
daminage of both parts. Thers ſroylus beate downe the 
Duke of Athens, and le we many of the Myrmidones, and 
hurt, and fought thus vatill the Right parted them. On the 
mo2row betiues, beg anne the Batteil ſharpe 
theuing Phylomenus and Polydamas , tooks the King 
Thoas, and had leddehim away, bad not the Myrmidones 
reſkewed him. Then —_ ſmote — ”

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gew many and hurts of them, but they delinered fo him a 
great Aſſault, and lewe his Yvaſe, and would haus taken 
dim. Then Paris and his Baſtard bzethzen ſmote in a. 
mont them, and bzoke they2 Kancks,and fette Troylus a- 
gaine on his Pozſe ; then was there a flerte fight : There 
ew the Myrmedones Bmargeron, one of thy Baſtuxts af 
the King Pryamus of Troy, whereof Troylus had great ſoz- 
cow,and by the apy ol his people,(metein among them, and 
flew and hurt manp, but they defonded themſfelnes valiant. 
lp, and held together,and Troylos teaſed not to grieue them, 
and to enter in among them often times. And then cams

dethought hun on the beanty of Poly ena, and thought 
if hue went,zet outs leaſe her Lone fo3 ener, and that 
King Pryamm and his wiſe weuld hold him fo) a decepuer,

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ſoʒ he had pzomiſed them, that he would helpe no meze the 
Greekes, and when be ſayd in himſelfe, that he had (cnt 
his men vnto their apde, and in this thought Achilles had 
beene many dayss and that the day came that the ſtauen - 
feenth battell beganne being very much hozrible, that du; 
red lenen dayes continually, wherein were many Greckes 
flaine, Agamemnon required truce: but the Tropans 
agreed no longer the truce, but till they had buried they; 
dead bodyes, and when thoſe dayes were paſt, the eigh- 
teenth Battell beganne right aſpze and fierce, Menelaus 
and Paris touſtcd together, and beate well each other. Poli- 
damos and Vliſſes feught together a great while, and Me- 

neſteus beat dene Encas with touſting. The King Phy- 

lomenus beat Agamemnon, and had ſozehuct him, it The- 


lamon had not come on that ſmote to ground Philomenus 


ſoze wounded. | 
Archilogus the ſanne of Duke Neſtor, aſſayled one of 
the baſtards ofKing Priamus named Brum,and ſmote him 
ſo hard with his Hpeare, that het bare him downe to the 
groumy.and flew him. EWhereof the Tropans had greate 
ſozrow, and abone all other Troylus was angry, that 
ſmote in among the Grakes,and had put them to flight 
had not the irmidones haue bene that reſiſted him. 
And therefozs Troylus ſmote in among them, and ew 
ſo many, and beate downe,and did ſo much, that her made 
the Grekts to gos backe into their Tents, and alighten 
on foot, and entered into the Tents, and flew them on all 
ſides: and there was ſo great acrie, that the ſound came 
to Achilles that reſted him in his Tent, and demaunded 
of ane of his ſervants that was there, what it was and he 
ſaydetohim,thatthe Tropang had vanquifhedthe Greets, 
and dew them within their Tents, which were no moe 
able to defend them: and thinke ye to bee (ure here ſayde 
be ? Nay,y@ ſhall ſ@ anon moꝛe then fozty thouſand Tro- 
yans that ſhall lea you vnarmed:ſoʒ at this time they haus 
llayne the moſt part of your Þirmidones, and they craſe 
Nqz N t 
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not to ſlea them, and there ſhall not abide one alius, but if 
they be ſuccoured. 

At theſe wozdes Achilles did quake faz y2e, and ſet be- 
Hind him the loue of Polixene,and did arme him haſtily, e 
mounted on his hozſe, and ranne all out enraged as a 
von, and {mot in among the Zroyans,and ſpopled them, 
Nsw and hint them in ſuch wiſe, that anon his @Wo2bs 
was knowne,and his bleudranns in the ficld, all abaut as 
be went, When Troylus knew that Achilles fought 
with his \wozd, he addzeſled him to him, and gaue him 
ſo great a ſtroke, that he made him a great wound, and a 
da pe, that he muſt na des cea many dayes ofcommingts 
battatle. Troylus was hurt alſs hy the hand ot Achilles, 
but nothing ſs ſoꝛe, and both felldowne to the ground, and 
the battell dured vntill the night: and on themozrow they 
beganne againe, and endured vnto the Cuen, And thug 
thev fought ſixe dapes continnally: Uhereſo;ze there were 
man i une on er ther part, Ts king Priamus had gteat 
ſoʒrow of this that Achilles againſt his pꝛomiſe was come 
into the baltaile, and theught that he had giuen him te vn⸗ 
derſtand a thing that was not: but rather that he meant 
ſo; to deteiue him then otherwiſe , and rep2eched his wiſe 
to belcene ſo lightly him: and Polixene ſozrowed then e. 
neugh. ſoz ſhe was contentedthcnto haue had Achilles to 
ber huſband. 

Achilles among ether thinges , did heale his woundes, 
buring ſire monethes of truce that they had gotten, which 
woundes Troylus had ginen him, and he purpoſedto a- 
vence hun, and that Troylus would die hamefully by 
his hand. After theſe things the nineteenth battell began 
with great daughter, and afo;e that Achilles entered into 
the battaile, het aCembled his Mirmidones , and pzaied 
them that they would intend to none other thing, but to 
taclcſeTroylus, and ts hould him without fiping till bes 
came, and that hee would not be farre from them. And 
tz er p;omtleb him thai they fo would, And hee thaonged 

| inks 


into the baffell. And of the other ide tame Troylur, that 
beganne to flea and beats downe all them that he teught, 
and didſs much, that about mid-day he put the Caches to 
flight : then the $irmidones (that were two thouſand 
fighting men, and had not fozgot the commaundement cf 
their Load) thzuſted in among the Treyans, and teteue⸗ 
red the field. And as they hold them together, and ſcught 
no man but Troylus , they found him, that bee funcht 
ſtrongly, and was incloſed on all parts, but hee eto and 
weunded many. And as ha was all alone among them, 
and had no man to ſucceut him, they ew bis ho2ſe, and 
hurt him in many places, and plucked off his head, bis 
helme, and his coyfeof yzon , and hee defended bim in the 
beſt manner hee could. Then came en Achilles, when 

beſaw Troylus all naked, and ranne vpon him in a rage, 

and ſmote off his head, and caſt it vnder the fate of bis 

bozſe, and tone the body and bound it to the taille of bis 

hozſey andſo dzew it atter him thzoughout the hoſt, Oh 

what villanie was it to dzaweſo the ſonne of ſo Noble a 

King, that was ſo woꝛthie and ſo hardie 2 Certes, if any 

noblenee had benein Achilles, ha would not haue done 

this villanie. 

When Paris knew that Achilles had thus villainonſy 
llaine Troylus, be had greztſozrow, and ſo had Encas 
and Polidamas, and laboured to recouer his body, but 
they might not, ſoz the great multitude of G2eckes that 
reſiſted them. On the other part, the King Menon died 
ofſozrow foz tha death of Troylus, and aſſailed Achilles, 
and ſaid vnto him in rep2och: Ma, ha, euill traitcuc, what 
cruelty hath moned ther to binds to the taile of thy hozſe, 
the ſfonne of ſo noble a Pzinee as the King Priamus is, 
and to dꝛawe him as hee were the moſt villeine of the 
wezla? Cortes thou halt abite it, and ranne opon him, 
and (mote him ſa hard with his ſpeare in his bꝛeaſt, that 
hee gaue him a great wound, and after gaue him ſa mas 
nie rokes with his (wozove , that ha beat him de tone 
Nq 4 ta 
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to the ground, and then was the bodie of Troy lus recoue- 
red with great paine. Che folke of Achilles telieued their 
L o2d,and ſet him againe on hishozſe : and as (ons as 
bis ſtrength came to him againe, het came againe into the 
pzeaſe, and enccuntted the King Menon, and aſſaples him 
ſtoutly, and the Eing Mcnon deſended him valiantly, and 
did hurt Achilles in many places: but there cams ſo 
much people on the ene ſide, and on the other, that they 
were parted, then tame the night on, that parted them, and 
made theintoceaſe, and they ſought thus the ſpace ol ſe⸗ 
uen dapes. 

At the ſeuenth day, when Achilles was bealcd of his 
woundes, dekring to auenge him of ing Menon, he ſayd 
to his folke, that if they might encounter him, they ſhould 
bold him in cloſe, like as they did Troylus. Then begaune 
the battellright aſpze, Acbyltes and Mcnon fought toge⸗ 
ther, and by their great rage beatengwne tach other atat. 
Then the Þirmidones encloſed him, and teke him by 
fozcs, that had no man fo ſuccout him. Then Achylles 
ſeing the King Menon in this daunger, he ranne vppon 
him, and llew him with great tozment : but Mcnon gaus 
him befoze many great wounds, wh ereof he lap long after 
Among theſe thinges, Menelaus any Meneſteus with a 
groat company of Kings and Painces, and many fighting 
men, thauſted into the thꝛong, and put many Tropans to 
flight, the which entred into their Citie with voing greate 
miſchiele, fozaſiruch as the Gretkes chaſed them ſo nigh, 
that they flew and hurt many ol them. 
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CHAP, XXIII. 


How Paris by the perſwaſis of Hecuba his mother,ſlew 
Achilles in the temple of Apollo, and the fon of Duke 
Neſtor, aud how Paris and Aiax ſle each other in the 
datiaile, 


= ©; the death of Troylus, the King Pria- 
mus his wile and his childzen, and al the 
inhabitants of the Citie made great (03- 


ante they had loſt Þecto;, Deyphebus , 
© and Croyhis, they had from thencefozth 
nao moese hops of their life, then of their 
death. The King Priamus demaunded truce,and it was c⸗ 
gende and accoaded by the Gra kes: during the which they 
did bitte honourably the body of Tre lus and the body of 
King Menon. The Nucenc might not bee appeaſed no; 
comfozted fo the death ofherchildzon, and thaught in ma · 
hy manner wayes how ſhre might be auenged on Achil- 
tes that thus had daineherſonnes by cruell tyꝛanny. And 
finallp,the called Paris ſoze weeping,and ſayde to him (e- 
ereflie the's wozves, Right derte ſonne, theo knc weſt 
how this traptoz Achilles hath ſlaine by treaſon thy bze- 
theen me childzen, that were with the, the ſolace of my 
life, And fogaſm uch as he bath ſo laine them by freaſen : 
me ſ@meth god, and alſo iuſt andright, that hee bee Caine 
by treaſou, and I will teil the how it ſhall be done. Che 
bnhappy man hath many times cequited me to haue to 
his Wife Polixene, and J haue giuen to him a good hope 
thereof. I haue purpoſed to ſend to him my aper of 
me Signet, and bid him come to (peaks with ine in the tt⸗ 
ple of Apollo, and J will right deate Sonne, that thou be 
thete in waite with a good company of Knights, and then 


when he ſhall be come, that pe tunnt vpon him x flea pi, 
tha 
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that he eſcape not with his lie. Paris made anſwere, chat 
her would dos this thing, in ſuch wiſe as ſhe had deviſed, 
and therevpon hee aſſembled twenty gsod Knights , in 
whom her aMted him much, and went fozth into the Tom- 
pie of Apollo. 

Aſconeas Achylles heard ths meſſenger ſpeake, that 
tame com the Qu&ne Hecuba, the Fosle being euill coun- 
ſelled, fooke with him the ſonne of Puke Neſtor, and they 
went both bato the Temple of Apollo, and aſſoon as they 
were come, Paris and his Knights ran vpon Him, and Pa- 
ris caſt at him tha Darts , wherewith her hurt him (oe. 
Achylles dzew out his Swozpp,that had no maze Armour, 
aud wꝛapped his arme with his Pantell, and ſmote in a- 
mong thoſe Knights right fiercely,andflew ſeuen of them. 
But in the ende the Donne of Duke Neſtor, Archylogus 
and Achylles, were both flayne within the Temple: and 
fo;thwith Paris commaunded, that his bovie ſhould be caſt 
vnto the hounds,and to the byꝛds: but at the requeſt of He- 
lenus, they were put in a place befoze the Temple, fo2 tobe 
kept. And the Tr6yans had then great toy, and (ade, they 
had us care of theGreckes,ne'ſet naught by them; When 
Agamemnon knewethercof, he ſent vnto the King Prya- 
mus, ſoz to haue the bovyes, fo2 to burie them. Toe King 
Pryamus mavetyem to be delinered, and they were bozng 
downe to their Cents: then aroſe & great ſozrow among 
the Greekes, and ſalde, that they had all loſt. The Duke 
Neſtor might not becomfozted ſoʒ the death of his Bonne, 
and they made ſoꝛ Achylles a noble ſepulture, which by the 
conſent of Ring Pryamus was layde within the Cittie, at 
the entrie of the gate of Tymbre. 

{fer theſe things the Ning alſembled fo bis ccunſell all 
the moſt Nobles of the Hoaſt, and hewes vnto them, how 
fo: the death of Achilles, the moſt part ofthem were diſcom⸗ 
foꝛlid and diſtouraged from the warre,and therfo2e denign- 
bed of them if it were good fo leaue the Warra,c2 to enter⸗ 
tale and holde it. Then was there among them diuerſe 
op! 
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opinions, ſome allowed ſhe warre, and ihe other blamed 
le, and at laſt they conciuded all tagethec with one acc ozd to 
maintaine ths warre, ſaying, If Achilles wers faller, vc 1 
fo; that ſh oui not faile the pꝛomiſtes of the Gods. Thel 

ffed by Ayax among them, and ſaid, It Achilles be dead, 
let vs ſend fo his ſorme whom the king Nicome des his 
Gzaund-firenourtſheth and teacheth the ſeates of Axmes: 
fo: Itrowe that without hum we may haue no vicozir o? 
the Tropans. is counſell ſeemed god, and by the agree» 
ment and will ofeuery man, Menel»us was choſen to goe 
fetch Neoptolomus, ſonnt of Achilles , that was named 
ofherwiſePirchus; * 

Among theſe thinge, wen that truce werefailed, the 18. 
day of Zuns, when the dales bs at the longeſt of all the 
yeare, the Troyans began the twentith battell again the 
G2&kes, that'was right ſharpe and hard: this day went 
Ayax by great fellp, ts battatle without Atmet, and bare 
nothing but ks ſwo d. 

The Tropans that had loſt their beſt deſenters, were 
not then ſo dacdy as they were wont to be, but ſoz to ſau? 
their liues they fought mightily ; Paris with all the people 
of Perſe, that were the beſt Archers, flew many G2zxkes, 
and the king Philomenos fourht ſtrongly , and they of 
Popblagony came on, that flew many G2akes, and by 
fozce made them to recule, Meneſteus iouſted agatuſt 
Polidamas, and beate him right fiercely, andranne vaeu 
him with his ſwozd, and had taken oz daine bim, had 
not the king Philomenus dellutxe d him from his hands. 
Ayax did this day marnels of armes, thus vnarmed 2s 
hes was, and flew many Tropans, and was net pe: 
hurt. In the end hee ſmele in among them of Perſe that 
Paris lead, andflews many of them, and made them to 
turne to flight. Iten Paris ſaw his people thus lane, 
bee ſhotte to Ayax an arrow omuenomed, and taught him 
betwene the backe and the ſides , and Ayax anon ſeit that 
de was hurt tothe death, and hee thought that hee would 
no! 
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not die, till he had anenged him on him that had ain him, 
and did lo much that ho found Paris, and ſayde vnte him, 
thou haft flaine mee with thine arrow : but befeze that J 
die, J will flea thee. And alſo by thee, and (82 thy cauſe, 
bee many noble men faine. Andthen her gave him ſo great 
a ſtroake, that he cut a to hisfacs ſo ut, that he fell 
downe dead to the earth: end Ayaxfulldewneaſter him. 
Che Tropans teoke the body of Paris with weeping 
teares, and bare it vnto the Citie, and they wers followed 
vnto the gates. The next night following agamemnen 
made ths hofte to a ppzoach neare the Citia, and there pight 
theirtents. And the Troyans kept their Walles days 
and night. Then had the Troyans nomoze hope of their 
liues,when they ſaw that all the ſonnes ol u ing Pztamug 
were dead: and there is no tongue that can txpꝛeſſe the 
lamentations that the A ing Pztamus made, and his wife 
aͤnd daughters, and the Qu@ne Helene, fog the death of 
Patis: and aboneall other, Helene made the moſt grea- 
teſtſozrow, The dutie Paris in a right richs 
Stpullure, and let it in the templs o Iunohonaurably, tc. 


CHAP, XXIII. 


How the Queen Penthaſilea came from Amazonne with 
athouſand Maydens, to the ſuccour of Troy, and ſlew 
many Greekes,and after vvas ſhre ſlaine by Pyrrhus 
the ſonne of Achilles. 


7 Ven {wo moneths during whole, thegatts 
5 of Troy were not opened, andthe Zrops 
FJ Mat ans did uothing but go in the Citie, and 
> ROE} lanentedantſozrowed: and the King A-

_ a mus that he ſhould ſend his men to battel: 
But the King Pciamus fearing andgreatly deubting —

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Deũtrudion would not doe it: fozaſamnch as he abode the 
ſuccours of the Querne of Annzone, that was then on the 
way,foz to com vnto the ſuccours of the laing Pryamus, 
Amazonne is a Þ;ouince, where dwelled then none but 
women without men, and they were bzonght vp to warte, 
and to fight. They hadnigh they: Countrey an Ille where 
the Pra diwalled, and they were accuſtomed tha times a 
years ls ges thithar : in April.

They 
fought thus many times afferwards, and ſo long that Me- 
nefteus returned from the king Nycomedes, and bzought

mas in his comming, ond hadde fare hun with the great 
ſtrokes of his ſwozdthat he gane to him. but that King P'y- 
lomenus came and deſiuec ed him: and then Pyrrhus ſir ote 
from off his hoꝛle Fhylomenus, and had led him away, had 
not they of Paphlagonie geſkewed hun with great trauell.

be Troyans had very great ſozrow,when

Ancbhyſes with his 
ſonge Encas,y Anthenor with his ſonne Polidamas, went

Tt en they contlun:d that they ſhould ſpeake vnto hing 

Pryamus, and giue him counſell to take a Peace,and aps 
popxatment with the Greekes, in reftozing of Auers fle- 
lene to her Wuſbaand, and the damage that Paris tid in the 
Ille of Cichatis. Oh, il the KingPryamus had beene ſo 
happy to haus donethis,and had pleaſed the Greekes at ths 
begmuing, he had laut his 0wnelife,and his wifes life, any 
the lite of allbrs\Chilvzen, and had ſaued all the Ctttie,and 
the Cittizens, and had eſchewedall thoſe miſchiefs that be- 
tell vato them afterwards. Therefoze ſay men in a P30- 
nerbe, that the Concoꝛd o Wente ſans taken is gov; ſo; 
it is an hard thing to reappeaſe ſuch mannet dammages to 
him that hath aduanlags of the Warre, Foz with great

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Then ſpake Anthenor, ſaying : King you nidy not dil 
ſemble, but that you and years becowpaſſed with your ene · 
mies, who bens heers by your Cittie,defiting pour death 
and deſttucion and ye max not iſſue aut: there arc i» 022 
then fiſty Kings (hat deũte nothing but to deſtroy this Cit- 
tio, and pon, and all then that dwell therein: pte may no 
longer reſilt them, neither dare yo guy moꝛe ſet open peu: 
Gates: ond thus we let vs then betnclofed herein, ela 
ought of two cuill things chocs the leſſe euill ; and theres 
lee, ſop to haue Peace with the Greekes,if pe ſame good.

At theſe woꝛds aroſe vp Amphimacus, ons of the Ba⸗ 
ſtard- ſon nes of the King Prya mus, and repzocued ceagetly 
the wozps of Anthenor, and ſaid unto him: What truſt 02 
hope may my Lone my Father, and wee haus in the, ſince 
that thon oughte& to haus firme good will vato hun, and 
to this Cittie, and we (& that thus Kecreant,thou oughteſf 
to lius and dye with vs: and thou counſelleſt vs now fo; to 
maks Peace with the Greekes, to our great diſhonour and 
ſhame e Traely,befozs the King ſhall vs this thing,there 
ſhall des twenty thouſandmen: the thing that thou coun» 
ſelleftthe King, commeth of Treaſon, 

Manx other ininrious wozbs ſaid Amphimacus to An- 
thensr: andEncas beganne ts interrupt him,ſaping, Yee 
know well that we may notfrombenceſ@zth gos to 15at- 
toll againſt the Greekes, and ua dars no moze open our 
Gates,wherefozs it behoueth vs to finds meanes to haue 
with them. Then the King Pryamus with great 
ſaid to Anthenor and te Encas+: hans vt not ſhame 
your ſolues to ſpaaks ſo to ma? Y make me dye with

And now after this, that 
they haus ſlains all my Child en and done me ſo much dams 
mags and hutt, no ye counſel ma ag ainſt hene) te make 
peace with the Greekes,that haus fo cruelly de ſtroy ed mae 
Certes, your Councell finiſheth my life with great ſozrow 
and diſhonour. 

Of theſe woes was Encas exc@ingly angtie and 
wꝛoth, and anſwered the King with wo2ds ſHarpe and pꝛic⸗ 
king enangh,and departed he and Anthenot from the ing. 
tuill content. And when they were gone, the img began 
to weepe,as hes that vzeaded that they would deliuer the cit⸗ 
tie into the hands of the Greek es, which would lay him in- 
continent, Then he bethought hem that de would make 
them dye fir, and calley tu him Amphimacus, and faidvn=- 
to him: Right de are Sonne, J am thy Father,we onght fo 
ſuppo?t each other, vats the death. J know tertainlp, that 
Anthenor and Eneas intens tos to flea vs by the Greekes, 
and to deltuer them this Cutie: and therefo2ert hond not 
be ul dene to make them tall into the itte, (hat they haus 
made ready , beſoze ere they doo anpſarh evill; ans J will 
tell che ia what manner. To mozrew af Enenthey will 
come to take C aunſell, then thou ſhalt be Ambeſhevbere 
within , and thou ſhalt haue withthe god Knights, aud 
when they (hall be come in, thon ſhall curns dppon them, 
and flay them. Amphimacus mads anſwere vato him, 
and ſayds , that hes ond ſo doo with a very good will, 
and albett there were no moze aſembled at this Counſell 

but 
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but the king and his ſonne : yet there is nothing ſo ſecret 
bat otherwhile it is knowne, Enes: knew well the truth 
of this thing, and it was not knowne by whom hee knew 
it: and anon hee and Aothenor and ſome other of their 
complices,ſpakefozth of the treaſon of the Citie, and there 
they ſwoze tach to other: and then they (aid, if they went 
mozetocounliaile to the king, that they would goe with 
great company of men of armes : foz Encas was of the 
moſt noble of Troy, andmoſtrichnort to the king, and 
beſt of linage , and inight well compare to the hing. And 
Anthenor was alſorich and puiCant of friends in the Ci 
tis, and their treaſon was ſuch, that they would haue deli⸗ 
ueredthe Citieinthe hands oftheir enemies: Do as they 
and all they of their linage ſhould haue their lines and their 
gods (aued , and thereof they tooke good ſuretis of the 


G2xkes. 

Among theſe things the king Priamus ſent foz An- 
thenor and Encas to coms ts counſell, fog te perfozme 
that thing that hee had parpoſed , bat they came with a 
great company of men of armes: andtherefoze the king 
ſent Amphymacus that hes ſhould leaus off this enter - 
pꝛiſs. The day following,tho king (ent fo; all the Troyans. 
to conncell , and when they wers aſſembled befo2e him, 
Eneas ſtoode bp and willed all them to makepeace with 
the Gzorkes : fo wham all the other accozyed ſane the 
king, amv then ſaw to him Encas, Sir king, where- 
foze conſenteft not thou with the other, ſoz will thon oz 
willthyu not, we willtreats fozthe peace, and will make 
it maugre the, When the king ſawe that bis contra- 
diction might nothing anaile, hee had leaner conſent with 
the other, then fo; tobe the cauſe of his deſtruction , and 
then (aid hee to Encas, Let it be made as ye ſhall thinks 
that it may bs moſt erpevient to the peace, and J will 
thinke well of it. Then by the counſell of them all, An- 
thenor was cheſen foz to gos to the G2zeckes, and treat foz 
the peace; and the Trepans toke bzanches of ym in 
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ligne of peace, and went vpon the walles ofthe Citie, and 
ſhewed the ſique vnto the Gzxkes , the which ſhewed 
well that they would entend to the peace. And then was 
Anthenor tetyzed from the walles and let downe, and 
was p2eſented to the king Agamemnon, And the king 
Agamemnon tommiſed all the wozketo the king oſ Crete, 
Diemedes, and Vlyſſes, aud that all thoſe thinges that 
theſe thze Kings ſhould decree with Anthenor , all the 

2xkcsp2omiſed to hold it agræ able, and (ware it vpon 
their law, ac. 

When they were all fonre aCembled , Anthenor re- 
pleniſhed with furte, pꝛomiſed to them to deliner the Ci⸗ 
tie by treaſon , foz to doe with it their will and pleaſurs, 
ſo that they would ſans him and Encas, and all their kinſs 
men andparentage, and all them that they would choſe, 
andthat Eneas ſhould haue all his peCſeſſions without auy 
loſſe. fTheſethz& Kings af Greece most to Anthenor 
that thus they would doe, and held: then ſaidone to the 
other that this thing mutt be ſeccet , vnts the time it bes 
b:ought about, and to the end to keps this treaſon ma 
ſecret, Anthenot pzayed to the Gakes, that they wouly 
deliver ts him the king Caſsilius that was a very auncient 
man, fo2 ts gee with him to Troy, to the intent that bes 
might be the better beleeued, and fo2 that he knew the will 
of the Troyans,that is to wat, if they would haus peacs 
with the Gzexkes, and alſs foz fo ſay ts them the will and 
deſire of the Gꝛakes, and then domaunded Antbenor 
; of Pentheſilia, which the Gzmrkes agrad ta them 

p. 

Alter theſe thinges Anthenor and the king Caſeilius 
sntred into the Cities, and did tobe knowne to the king 
theircomming. Dn the mozrow betimes, the king Pria- 
mus aCombled all the Troyans, fog to heate the anſwers 
of Anthenor: the which ſaideto the king otherwiſe then 
hee found , making a long ſermon, foz to couer his bad 


doing. 
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here hes ſpake long of (he puiſſantt ofthe Cꝛchta, and 
of their truth in their pꝛomiſts, and how they had helden 
the truce that they made, lying befoze the Citie, and had 
beene faithfully gowerned Without bzeaking of them, and 
after ſpake het of the feebleneſſo ofthe Tropane, and of the 
dangers that they were in: and in this time concluded,that 
fozthwith it were pzofitable fo ſcekepeacs, and that they 
were come thereto: and ſaid, it could not bs vnloſſe they 
aus a great quantity t gold and ſiluer vnto the G2eckes, 
foz tu reſtoze to them the great damages that they had in 
the warte. And aſter they adniſed the king and the other, 
tach in himſelfe , ſoz to employ him in this thing withent 
any ſparing- And fozaſmuch (ſaid Anthenor) as J cannot 
know at this time all their will, J would that vet wenld 
lat Eneas got with mee unte them, ſoz to knowe better 
their will, and to the end that they beletue vs the better. 
Cuery man allowed the wo2ds of Ancthenor : and then 
went hee and Eacas fg the Gzeckes , and with them the 
king Caſsilius. 

When the counſell was finiſhed, and all agne, the king 
Priamus entred into his chamber , and began to weepe 
right groenonſly,as he that perceined well th treaſon, and 
playned (028 the death ofhis ſonnes, and the great damage 
that hes bars, and that wozſeis, beemnfbuy his peace of 
them that had done to him all this hutt, and to giue them all 
the treaſute that he had in long time gathered tagether, and 
to become pe in his lde daies, and pet he is not ſure ot 
his life, but muſt needes doe the will of them that ſhall be- 
fray him. On the other five Helene knew that An- 
thenor ſhould got to the Gzeckes, hee pꝛayed him right cf- 
fecuouſly, that hee would make her peace with Menelaus 
her huſband, and that he would take pitie on her: and hee 
pꝛomiſed to her, that he would doe to his power. 

When Eneas and Anthenor wett come inte the Yoaſt 
of the G2eckes,, they treated of their treaſon, with the 
thzos Kings that the Gzeekes hadds commiſed 5 — 
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there they made the peace foz Helen, and toe guad ſurety, 
After their communication , the Ozakes o2dained that 
Diomedes and Vlyſſes ſhould goe with them to Troy, 
and they went with them. There was great toy when 
they beard of their cemming inte their Citie , waning 
to the Trop ans to haue had the peace they had ſo mich 
deſired. On the mozrow earely, by thecommaundement 
of the king Priamus, all the Tropans were aſſemble 
at bis Mallate, then ſpake Vlyfles, ſaping vnto them, that 
the Oꝛakts demaunded two thinges, that is to wate, 
reſtitution of their damages, and great quantitie of gold 
and ſiluer : and alſo they demaunded that Ampbymacus 
ſhould be baniſhed foz euer out of the Citis of Troy, wich» 
out any tcuſt euet to tome in againe , (this purchaſed An. 
thenor foz Amphymacus, fozaſmuch as brebadcontre” + 

him afoze.) © how great perill it is ts ſpeaks lightly wi 
time ofpecturbation and (edition, 

Then as they were all aſſembied in Parliament, they 
he ard ſedaintly a metuailous crie: at that Diomedes and 
Viyſles wer» in great feare that the would haus 
Caine them: then the other (aid that they would take thoſe 
two kings in the ſtead of Amphymacus, ta the inteat that 
bee ſhould not be baniſhed: and pet there could no man 
know no2 watefrom whence this noiſe camo, naa where» 
f22e, thercloz8 they departed,andeuery man went into his 

lace t. 
: Then Anthenor dzew apart Diomedes and Viyſſes 
fo2 toipeaks of their euill pzaniſes. Then ſaide vnto him 
VIyſſes, Thercfoze tatrieſt thou ſo long, and delayeſt to 
doe that thou haſt pzomiſed? Aothenor anſwered and ſaid: 
The Gods doe know that Eneas and J attend to none o⸗ 
ther thing, but to doe that wee haue pꝛomiſed to von, but 
thereis ameruatlous thing that hindereth vs, and J wol 
ſay to peu what it is. Certainely, when the king hon 
founded firſt the Pallace of 11ion in this Citie, hee eſtabli⸗ 
ſhed in the nams of Pallas a great tewple in this Citie, 
and 
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aud when it was all ready and made, ſauing the Tower, a 
matuellous thing deſcended fromthe Peaucns , and that 
ffacke in the wall of the Temple, within the great Altar, 
and it hath bens there vntill this time, and none may beate 
it away, ſave they that kepe it: the matter is of Tra 02 
of Tod, but thets is no man that knowethof what wad, 
noz how it ia ſo made: but the Goddeſs Pallas, that ſent 
it thither , gave vuto this thing a great vertue, and that is 
this ; that as long as this ſaide thing ſhall bee within the 
Temple, oz within the Cittie, within the Walles, the 
Troyans may not looſe they: Cittie,noz the Kings,no2 the 
Veyzes, and this is the thing that yoldeth the Troyans in 
ſecuritie, and therefoze they may the better keeps it. And 
this thing hathtoname Palladium, fozaſmuch us the God- 
delle Pallas hath ſent it. Then ſaid Dyomedes: It this 
thing bee of ſuch vertue as thou ſpeakeſt, we dor but looſe 
ourlabonr, | © 

Chen faid Anthenor that they ought nothing to diſmay 
them,foz he any nens attended fozto fulfill the pzomile, 
taz Jhaue e ſpoken to the P3ielt that kapeth it, to 
the ende that di may deltuer it by ſtealth : and J haue ſure 
truſt that hee ſhall deliuer it m fo; a great ſummme of golds 
that J hauep;omiſed him: and aſſoonc as J ſhall haus it, 
I will ſend it vato you out of the Cittie : and then wee 
ſhall pet foms that thing wer haue pꝛomiſed to you : and 
ers vu goe hence, foz to coner and hyde our wozke, I will 
go bats the King Pryamus, and will let him to vaderſtand, 

that I dane ſpoke longtoyou, to know what quan- 

titie of Gold pee demaund : a'1d it was ſo 
effeded , as Anthenor had 

determined. 
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Hou the Traytour Anthenor bought of the Prieſt the 
Palladium, and gaue it to Vlyſſes : and of the Horſe 
of Braſſe, that was by the Greekes brought to the 
Temple of Pallas, being full of men of armes: and how 
the Cittie of Troy was taken, and burnt, and the King 
Pryamus ſlayne, & c.

uer, and alſo an hundꝛed thouſand quarters of wheate: and 

this muſt be made ready within a certaine tims: and then 

when they haut this, they ſhall giue ſurety toholdthe peace 
without any fraud oz ſubtiltie, 

There it was oʒdained how this ſumme ſhould be lea- 
uycd: and whiles they were buſie thereabouts, Anthenor 
went vatothe Pzicft that kept the Palladium, the Which 
Pꝛieſt had to name Thoant, and bare ts him a great quan- 
titie of Golde, and there were they two at counſell, An- 
thenot ſaid to him, that he ſhould take this ſumine of Golde, 
whcrewith hee ould be rich all his life,andthat her ſheuld 
giue to him the Palladium, amb that no man ſhould knews 
thereof: foz I haue(faidha)great feare,and as much dzead 
as theu, that any men ſhould know thereof. And J will 
ſendit to Viyſles, and he ſhall beare the blame vpen him, 
and cuetp man ſhall ſay that Viyſſes ſhall haus ffollen if, 
and we ſhall be quit thereof both two, ec.

Thoant the Puleſt reſiſted long theſe woꝛds of Anciie» 
ner : but in the ende, ſoz couetouſneſſe of the great (ii; 
or Golde that Anthenor gaue vnto him, he conſented that 
hes Could take the Palladium, and beate it awap. Then 
Anthenor take it anons and ſent it vnto Vly ſſes the ame 
night, and after the vopce ranne among the people, that V- 
lyſes by his ſubtiltis had taken and bozns away the Pall 2. 
dium out of Troy, O what treaſon was this ofa Pueſi: 
that loved better fo2 ceuetouſnes to betray his Titp,then tg 
leauethe gold that was giue him? Cextes it is a fow!e vice 
in a ꝛioſt the ſinne of couetouſneſſs ; But ſew haue bene 
befe2ethis time, and ſe in be pet, but they be attainted thcte⸗ 
with, whereof it is great pittie, ſince it is ſo, that Auatice 1s 
the mother of all vices, 

Whilſt that the Troyans gathered together their golde 
and ſiluet, c bzonght it into the temple of Minerua, to kape 
unto the time that it was all collected, it pleaſed them to ot 
for and make Sactiſice vnts they God Apollo: and when 
they had lapne many Beaſts foz their ſolemne Sacrifice, 
and had put them vppon the Altar, and had ſet fice vato 
them {oz to burns them, it happened that thers came to 
very ſtraungs maruslls. 
Ihe ficſt was, that the fire would not kindle no2 burne, 
foz they beganae to make their fire mozs then tenne times, 
andalwayes it quenched, and might neurt burne the Sa⸗ 
crifice, The ſecond my2adle 82 marucll was, when they 
had appointed ths entrailles of the Beaſts (83 their Dacrt. 
fice,agreat Tagle deſcended from the Apze, crying greatly, 
and take with his clawes the ſaid entrailles,and bare them 
into the ſhippes of the Greekes, 
Of theletwo things were the Troyans wondzouſly a⸗ 
baſhed and diſmayed,and ſayde that the Gods were w3oth 
— Then demaunded they of Caſſandra, what 
theſe things ſignified? and ſhe ſaid vnto them, that the god 
Apollo was wzoth with them,foz the cffuſion of the blond 
of Achylles that was ſhedde, wherewithall his Temple 
as 
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was dofileed and violated : This was the fir ſt, and ye muſt 
goe fetch fire at the Sepulture of Achilles, and light pour 
Sacrifice therewith,ther will it quench no moze: andthey 
did ſo, and the Sacrifice burnt tleate: and (02 the ſecond 
mpzacle,ſhe ſaid vato them, that fo2 certaine,Treaſon was 
made of the Cittie with the Greekes, When the Greekes 
heard of theſe my;acles,they demaunded of Calcas what it 
might ſignifle? and hee made anſwere,that the pa lding of 
the Cittie ſhould come ſhoztly, 

Amongſt thefe things, Calcas and Criſis the Pzieff coum · 
ſelled the Greekes, that they ſhould make a great Þozſe of 
Bꝛaſſe, and that muſt be ſo great as might hold within it x 
thouſand Knights armed: and they ſaid vnto them, that it 
was the pleaſure of the Gods. This Yozſe was made by 
a paſſing wiſe aiſter, as Appius was, whoſs name was 
Sinon, and he made it ſo ſubtilly, that no man might per- 
ceyue no ſe& neyther entrie no iſſue: but within it was 
taſie vato them that were cloſed therein foz to (Mie when 
they would, Ic 

When the gceat Yozſe was fally made, and the thouſand 
Kntghts therein, by the counſell of Crifts , they pzayed the 
King Pryamus,that he wonld ſuffer this Vos to enter in- 
to the Cittie, and that it might be ſet intheTompie of Pal. 
las, ſoaſmuch as they ſaide, that they hav mate it in the ho; 
nour of Pallas foz a Howe that they had made, ſog roftitu- 
tion of the Palladium, which they had cauſed te be taken 
out of the ſams Temple, tt. | 

Among theſs things, the Pꝛintes that wert yet with- 
in Troy, when they ſaw that the King had ſo willy and 
ſo ſhamefully treated with the Greekes, thry went «way 
gut of Troy, and fooke theyʒ men with them, and the Ring 
Phylomenus led us moꝛs but two hundꝛed ani tie men, 
and tæſcoʒe Paydens of Amanonne; that wert left of a 
thouſand that camethther with the Aumne Penchaſilea, 
and carried the body of her with them, and fravelfed ſo long 
till that in the ende they came vato they? owne Countrey, 


Then 
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Then came the day that the Gees ſhouldſweare ths 
peace fainedly vpon the plaine ſtetd vpon the @anguaries. 
King Priamus iſſued out of thee Citie and his people, and 
ſwars there each partic to holde the peace firmely from 
thence fazth on : and Diomedes (woze firſt to the 
Ozakes: after, whon they had bꝛoken the peace that they 
had treated with Anthenor of that thing that they conclu- 
ded affer, and therefoze they maurtainev, that they were 
notfozſ\wozne bythat colour, as the P2ouerbeſayth, Ye 
that (weareth by a cantele oz maliciouſly , ber by malice 
fo:\weareth himſelfe.* After that Diomedes (ware like⸗ 
wiſe allthe Kings and Pzinces of Greece, and then the 
king Friamu» and the Lropans ſwoꝛe in god faith, as they 
that knew nothing of the great treaſon: and after their 
Dathes thus made, king Priamus deliuered Helene to 
Menelaus her huſband, and pꝛaped him and other Kings 
and P2inces of Greece, that they would pardon Helen, 
without ſnfFering to be done fo her any iniuxie oz hurt: and 
they pꝛomiſed him fainedly, that they would doe to het no 
w2ong. 

Chen pꝛayed the G2akes, that they might ſet the hozſc 
of bzafſe within the Temple of Pallas, foz the teſtitution 
of Palladium, to the end that the Goddeſſe Pallas might be 
to them friendly, in their refurne, And as the king Pria- 
mus anſwerey not therefko , Encas any Anchenor ſaid o 
him, that it ſhould be well done, and that it chould be ho- 
nour to the Citte. Yowbeit the king Priamus accozded 
it with aui will. Then the Ozerkes recetued the golde 
and ſiluer, and the wheafethat was pꝛomiſed them, and 
ſent it, and put ints their hippes. 

Atter thee things they went all in maner of Pꝛeceſſion, 
and in deuctton with their Pzieſts , and beganne with 
ſtrength ofcozves, to dzaw the hozſe of bzae vato befozs 
the gate of the Citie and fezaſinuch as by the gate it might 
not enterinto the Citie, it was ſo great: thereſoze they 
bake the wall ofthe Citie in length and height, in ſuch wiſe 
83 
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as it cutred within the Towne, aud the Tropansreceined 
it withgrcat toy, but the cuſtome of Feztune is ſuch, that 
great lot endeth in heauincCe, aud in ſotew. The Zrope 
ans made iep of this hozſe, wherein was encloſed their 
veath, and they knew nothing of it. In this hozſe was a 
ſubtile man named Sinon, that bare the keyes ef the bo2ſe, 
foz to open it. When the Troxans were a [#pe, andte⸗ 
ſted them in the night, fozthwith they iNued out of the 
bozſe, and gau a token of firs to them that were in the 
ſtelds, to the end that they ſhould come inte the Titio,foz to 
put it all to deſttucion. 

The ſane dar the Gzetkes fained fo goe buko Tene- 
don, and ſaid , that they would receins Helene, and ſet 
het in [afette,becauſe that the people ſhould not runns pen 
ber , foʒ the great euiis and hurts that were fallen fes her, 
and thus they departed om the Pozt of Troy with their 
ſailes dzawne vp, and came befs2zo tho Dunne going 
bowas to Tenedon, Chen had the Tropans great top 
when they ſaw the Gzakes depart, and they ſupped that 
ruening with great gladneſſe : and the Gꝛakes ſo ſone ag 
they wers come to Tenedoo , they armed them in the 
evening,and went flilly and pinie toward Troy. When 
the Tiopans had well ſapped , they went to bed fog to 
floepe. Then Linen opened ibe bezle, and went out and 
lighted this fire, and ſhewedit to them that were without, 
and anon without delar, they that were in a. waite, en- 
tered into the Citie by the gate that was b:oken foz to 
bzing in the hozſe of bzaCe. And the thouſand Knights 
iTyed out, and where they found the Tropans, they flew 
them in thet;houſes, whers they lopt as the that thought 
xething, 

Thus entred the Gzxkes into the Citie, and New men, 
women andchildzen, without ſparing of any, and take all 
that they found in theit houſes, and flew ſo many ers it was 
dap, that they pad flaine moze then twentis theuſanp. 
They pilled and rebbcd the Temples, and thecris aroſe to 
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behoxible of them that they leu. When the Ring Pria- 
mus heard the ci is (hee knew anon that Eneas and Anthe- 
nor had betraped him :) bs aroſe then haſtily and went in; 
to his templeof Apollo, that was within his Pallace, as 
hee that had no moꝛe truſt noz hope of his life, and knelcy 
befo2e the high Altar. Caſſandra fled en the other ſide, as 
one that had bans out of her wit, into the temple cf Mi. 
nerue, weptig and demeaning great ſoꝛrewe: and the 
other Noble women abods till in the JDallace,in werpings 
and in feares. 

Aden it came to the mozrow , the Cees (by the 
conduc of Eneas and of Anthenor that were open trays 
fours vnto their Citie , and alſo to their Bing and Loꝛd) 
tame and entered info the Pallace of [lien, where they 
found no vefence, and put to death all them that they ſound. 
Then Pyrrhus entered into the temple cf Apollo, and 
found therethe King Friamus abiding his death: then hee 
tanne vpon him with a naked ſwoꝛs (in ſight of Eneas and 
Authenor that guided him) hee flew there the Ring Priz- 
mus befoze the high Altar, which was all be-bled with 
hisbloud. The Qumne Hecuba and Polixene fled, and 
wilt not whityer fo goo: and it happened that ſhce met 
with Encas, and then ſaid Hecuba to him in u great ſutie, 
Da, a, 'fellon trayt out, from whente is come to the ſa 
great craeltte, that theu haſt bzonaht with ther them that 
haue llaine tho King Priamus , that hath done to thee (a 
much good,andhath ſet thee in maguiſiet nce, and alſo haſt 
betrapsd the Ceunttey Where thou wert bome, and the 
Citis that thou quabteſt to keeps: at the leaſt ſet it ſuffice 
thee, and refraine thee now ofthine intent, and haue pilio 
ofthis vnhappy Polixene : to the end that among ſo ma⸗ 
nis evils as thou hat done, thau mapeſt haus grace to 
haue done ene good deede, as fo2 to ſaue her from death, 
befozs the Oꝛeekes flea her. Eness (mud with Pitie) 
recetued Pol ene in his gnatd, and comtaped her into a 
ſettet plase. 


Among 
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Among theſo things king Thelamon ſet in the Temple 
of Minerue in keping Andromada , the wife of Hector 
and Caſſandra, when be found thre in Ilion, and ſet the 
Citit on fte in all places, and bzent all the noble Citie, 
cxcipt onely tie houſes of the Mraprozs, which were kept 
and reſerued. hen the Citie of Troy was all bzent, 
king Agamemnon aſſembled allthe mot noble of Greece 
in the Temple of Mincrue : and when they were all al⸗ 
ſembled, hee required them of two things : one was, that 
they ſhould hold their faith and trueth to the Traytours: 
the — that they ſhould take god aduiſe to part the pꝛeꝝ 
ofthe Citie. 

The anſwere of the GzEkes was ſuch,that they would 
hold their faith to the Traytouts as foz the firſt point: and 
as to the ſecond, every man ſhould wing all the pzey in 
common, and there to part to each man after his merit and 
deſert, Then (pake Thelamon and (aid, they ſhould burns 
Helen, foz whom ſo much hurt and euill was come, and 
that ſo many wazthie Kings and Pzinces had died foz. 
And there was a great murmute hereupon, that with great 
paine Agamemnon, Vlyſſes, and Menclaus might ſaus her, 
But Vlyſſes with his ſaireſpech ſaid to them ſo nuch of di- 
uers things, that they were content that Helene ſhouly 
haue no harme. And then Agamemaon did ſo much to all 
the other, that foz his reward , the daughter of king Pria- 
mus Caſſandra was delivered unte him. While@ that 
the Gꝛtekes held pot their Parliament,there cametothem 
Eneas and Anthenor, and aduertiſed them hom Helenus 
had alway blamed the Tropans of ths enterpꝛiſe that they 
made againſt the Gzxkes, and counſelled thom to put 
the body of Achilles in Sepulture , which they would 
haue ginen tothe Younds , and befought them therefoze 
that they would ſaue his life, and it was agran and ac- 
coded to them. And then Avdromada and Helenus in⸗ 
treated fo2 the two ſonnes of He&or , which were (aued, 
albcit that Pirrhus was there againſt , and vebates it 

alittle, 
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After this vp;oare, they aꝛdaincd, that all the Noble 
women that were eſcaped from death, ſhould goe whit her 
they would ae, oz dwell there fill , if it pleaſed them. 
And after theſe things dene, they purpoſed to depart ſro 
Troy: but a great tempeſt began fo ariſe that tune that 
endured a moneth whols befoze they might gos to the (ca. 
Then damaunded the G2akes of Calcas the cauſe ofthis 
troub la that endured ſo long: and he aunſwered, that the 
puiſſancos Infernals were not yet appealed fo2 the effu- 
ſion of the bloud of Achilles, that was ſhed in the Temple 
of Apollo, foz the laue of Polixene : and foz to appeaſe 
the Gods , it behaved to (ſacrifice Polixene , faz whom 
Achilles vied 


Then Pyrchus enquired diligently where Polixene 
was become, that was cane of the death of his Father, 
fo there was no fydings whither ſhee was alius 02 dead: 
Agamemoon demanded of Anthenot: which ſaid to him, 
that he knew not where ſhe was, whereof he lied not: and 
pet ſoz to maks an end of all his enils , hee enquired (0 
much that Polixenc was found in pꝛiſon in an olde aun- 
cient Tower, whereas ſhes was put in, and then hee went 
thither and dzew her out by ſaac by her Armes, _ 
ſented her vnts the king Agamemnon, which anon ſent 
her to Pyrrhus , the which ſent her to the Sepulture of 
Achilles fog ts be Claine : and as they led ber,there was no 
King ue ines but that he had great ſozrow, fo2to fee ſo 
faire a figure ofa woman to be loft, and without that ſhe 
had deſecued it, and they had delinered her from the hand 
of Pyrrhus, if Calcas had not bane, that ſaid alway, that 
the tempsT ſhould not ceaſe vnto the time that ſhee were 
dead. 


When the fairs Polixene was befo2othe Depulturs of 
Achilles , Gee ercuſed her very humbly of the death of 
Achilles, — 9 2223 
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his death, and that the Kings and Pzinces of Greece ſuffe- 
red her to die ag ainſt inſtice, nd without fault oz treſpaſſe: 
yet that hee had leauer haue the death, then fo line with 
them that had taken away and flaine all her friends. And 
when ſhe had finiſhed her woꝛds, Pyrrhus ſmote der with 
bis\wo2d (in ths ſight of the Nacene her mother) and flew 
her cruelly, and cut her all in pieces, and caſt them all about 
the Sepulture of his father. When Hecuba the Quene 
ſaw thus her fairs daughter flaine, ſhes fell downs in a 
ſwound, and alter went out of her wit, and became mad, 
and began to tunne as a vaccabond, and all enraged, and 
aſai'ed with her teeth and with her nailes all that ſhee 
might come by, and caſted ſtones , and hart many of ths 
Gze#kes. Then they toke her by fozce, and lead het info 
an Ile, and there they ſtoned her to death. And thus the 
Qutene Hecuba ended , ond finiſhed her life , and the 
Ones made foz her a noble Þepulture, and pat her body 
therein: and her Sepulture appeaceth yet in the ſame Alo 
vnto this dap, ec. 


CHAP, XXV11, 


i Of the diſſention that was moued becauſe ofthe Pal. 
ladium, betweene Thelamon and Viyſſes : and how 
Eneas and Anthenor were exiled out of Troy : and 
how the Greckes returned, and of their aduentures, 


Viles that the Gz&kes ſoiourned yet 

at Troy, and might not depart foz the 

great tempeſt, aſter that thep had de⸗ 

[| ftroped all the Citit and taken all that 

2 they ſound that was god : the King 

- 6 | Tos Thelamon mare his quarrell beſoze 
de king Agamemnon fog the Palla- 
dium that Viyfles had, ſaying, that hee had nat ſo well de» 
fkerucdit as he had done, that had ſo many times _—_— 
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the Yoaſt with vicua'l , and alſo had deſended it by bis 
great pzoweſſe: whercas the Voaſt of the G2zxkes had 
banein danger te haue bene loſt, had not hee beene, and 
ſaid, that hee had Caine the King Polimneſtor, to whom 
the ing Priamus had put Polidorus his ſenne, and aftcr 
had Qaine the ſame Polidorus , and had bzeught a great 
Treaſour he found, vnto the Peaſt of the Gzeekes. And 
alſo he had Caine the King of Frigic, andb;cught bis gots 
into the HGoafk, and alledged then, that hee had cotten ma⸗ 
me & ealmes to the cignozie ol Greece, and oſhet manp 
valiances that det had de ne tothe honour ofthe Vzeekes ; 
and ſat mozeouer, that v ſſes bad in bim no paawelle 
no2 valiance, but onely ſubtilty , and fairs ſpeaking (oz to 
deceine men, and by him haue wee gotten to vs great 
ſhame, that where wee night heue vanquiſhed the Troy⸗ 
ans by Armes, now we haue vanquiſhed thein by deceits 
and falſhed. 
To thoſe wo2ds anſwered Viyſſes , and (aide, that by 
his baliance and by bis wit the Troyans were vanqui- 
ches: and u dee had not berne, the Tropans had beeno 
in ſtate and in glozy in the Citie. And alter ſais to 
lamon : certes the Palladium was neuer conque- 
red by your pzowege, but by my wit: andthe Gzeekes 
Wit not what it was, noz of what vertue it is, vntill I 
did them toknow thereof firſt , by the diligencs that I did 
vſe therofo : and when J knew that the Citie of Troy 
might not bs taken as long as it was in the ſame, J went 
ſecretly into the Citie , and did ſo much that it was de- 
liuered vato moe, and aft et wee takt the Cifie. To this 
anſwered Thelamon inturiouſly , and Vlyſſes to him in 
like manner, inſomuch that they became moztall ene- 
mies each to other : and Thelamen menaced Viyſſes to 
the death openly, And pet after that this matter was 
well diſcuſſed, Agamemnon and Menelaus iudged 
that the Palladium ſhould abide and tarris with Viy'- 
ſes : (and ſome ſayde, ns iſs 1 — 
2 # 
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u dgement, fozaſmnch as Vlyſſes by his faire ſpeaking had 
ſau ed from death Helene, that Thelamon and other would 
haue had dead.) And with this iudgement they might not 
be content,foz the moſt greateſt part of the Hoaſt ſaid, that 
Th<!amor. ought better to haut the Palladium then Viy(- 
{es : andthereſoze Thelamon ſpake to Agamemnon and 
Menclaos in many iniutious wozds, and ſaid vnto them, 
that he would bc their moztall enemisfrom thencefozth on. 
Foz this cauſe Agamemnon, Menelaus, and Viyfles hely 
theinſelues all thaa nett together, and had alway aſter 
with them a very great number and metuailous multitude 
of moſt valiant knights. Then it came to paſſe, that on 
the mozrow aſter, earely in the mozning, that Thelamon 
was ſound flaine in his bed, and had wounds in many 
places of his body , whereof roſea very great crie inthe 
Hoaft, and they made great ſozrotwe , and gave all the 
blame vnto the ings befoze rehearſed, 

Pyrrhus that loues exceædingiy the king T helamon, ſaid 
many iniuxious wo2ds ko Viyfies, and ta the other. Then 
Vyſſes doubted, and the next night following hes and his 
men entered into their ſhips ſecretly, and went to the Þea, 
foz to returne hameward , and left with Diomedes his 
friend the Palladium. Pyrrhus did cauſe ta burns the bo⸗ 
die of Tnelamon, and put the aſhes in a rich veſſell at gala, 
foʒ to beate with him into his Countrep, to burie it honou⸗ 
rably. The hats was great betwans Pyrrhus and the 
king Agamemaon, and his bzother : but Aothenor mane 
the peace, and alter on a day gaue a dinner bats all tho 
Nebles of Greece, and didſerus them with many meates, 
and gaue to them faire gifts,qc. 

Among theſe things, the Gzekes rep;oached Encas, 
that he had falũ ſted his oztb, in that that hee had hid Poli- 
ene: and foz this canſs they baniſhed him out of Troy 
loʒ ener. And when Eneas ſaw that hee might net abide 
there , hee pzayed them tarneſtiy that they wonld ac- 
toad and agree that hee might haue the two and twentre 
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thippes chat Paris had with him into Greece, and they 
graunted fo him his requeſt, and gaue vnto him foure mo- 
neths ſpace fo2 to repaire them, and furniſh them of all ſuch 
neceſſaries that they lacked. Anthbenor departed aſter 
from Troy with his god will, and led with bim a great 
number of Trop ans: but the Hiſtozie telleth not whither 
be would gos. Encas greatly hated Anthenor, ſogſom uch 
as by him he was baniſhed out of Troy : and wes in great 
ſet ew, becanſe Anthenor was not as well baniſhed as he. 
And foz this cauſe Eneas aCembled all the Troyans , and 
ſaids fo them: Þy friends, and my bꝛethzen, unce that 
Foztuns hath put vs in the tats wherein webe, we may 
not line without a Pead and Gouernour : and if ye will 
dot by counſell , ye ſhall chaſe Anthenor, and make him 
your King, tas h is wiſe enough to gouerneyou. This 
Counſell (amed god to the Troyans , and they ſent aſter 
Anthenor that returned anone vnto them: and as ſ@us 
as he was come, Encas aembled a great number of people 
los torunne bpon him, as hes that was moſt mighty in 
Troy. Then the Troyans pzayed him that hee would 
ceaſe, fince that the warte was finiſhed, and that hes 
woulp not beginnt it againe. Vow (ſaids Encas) ſheuld 
wee ſpare one ſo haynous a Traytour , that by his great 
billanis bath cauſed Polixene the faire daughter of King 
Priamus to die, and by him J am baniſhed out of Troy, 
that ould haue counſelled and holpen you : and new J 
mult nedes leans you 4 Eneas ſaid ſo much to the Trop⸗ 
ans, that they baniſhed Anthenor fog ener out of Troy, 
and conftrayned him anone to goe his way out of the 
Towne, c. | 

Anthenor entred into the ſea with a great companie 
of Troyans , and ſailedſo farte that hee fell among men 
of warte and \Iirates ofthe ſea, who ranne vpon hun and 
flew many of his men, and hurt, and robbed, and pilled 
or his Ships : and in the end Anthenor eſcaped from them, 
and ſailed ſo farrs that hes arriued in a Pzonince named 
of 3 Gerbandy 
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Gerbandy, whereof the King Terides was Lozd and 
King, a iuſt man and a courteous. In this land arrmed 
Anthenor with a few ſhippes, and refted on the ſide of the 
greater Jie, that was nigh vnto the Pozt. Vee ſaw ths 
Ceuntrey fatre and full of wavs and of land, and of fcun- 
taines, and there he builded a Citie to him and to his peo- 
ple, and foztified it with walles and god Towers. And 
when the Troyans une w thereof, many went thither and 
dwelled thers with Anthenor, and the Citie grew apace, 
and was full of people, and Anthepor geuerned him (a 
wilely in this land, that dee was well in the grace of the 
King Tetides, and was the ſecond after the ing in his 
Realine : and named his CitieCortiremetralum. 
Caſſandra that was left at Troy, had great ſozrow fo; 
the great miſchicfes that were fallen fs her frrends : and 
ceaſed not to wepe and wale: and when ſhee had den. ca⸗ 
ned long her ſozrow : the Gz>kes deaaunded her ol their 
ellate in theirreturning home: of which ſhs ſaid to them, 
that they ſhould ſuffer many paines and great perils erg 
they were tome into their Countrep : and after ſye (aivto 
Agamemnon, that they of his owne hou's ould flea him. 
Soit happened to him after, and to all the other, like as 
Caſſandra had deuiſes to them, and ſaiv. Of the King 
Thelamon were left two ſonnes, of two Quenes, the 
eldeſt was named Hermicides of the Quane Glauſta : 
and the other of the Duane Thymfia , had to name Aa- 
chiſatus : theſe two cyilvzen nouriſhed the King Theuter 
till they were great ta bears armes. 
Among theſe things Agamemnon and Menelaus de- 
maunded leaue fozto tceturne info thtit lands: and the moſt 
gieat ofthe Hoaſt gene them leaue, being ſoze vered, log 
as much as thep had bene taken as ſuſpetꝭ of the death of 
Thelamon, with Viyſſes which was ſtollen away like a 
lhiefe, wherciozebe ſye lord well, that hee was culpable of 
the death. Thus theſe two bzethzen put them to the ſea 
fo; to retutne home, and in the entry of the Minter, whea 
tho 
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the lea is moft dangerous, anon after the other G:z@kes 
entered into the Sea, as ſ@ics and evill adviſcd foz the 
donbts ofthe Sea, and has their ſhippes allcharged and la- 
den with theriches, whereof they had ſpoiled the rich Citie 
and Realms of Troy: and fo2 the great deſite that they 
bad ſoz to be at homs in their Ceuntrey, they began to te · 
turne thus in the widdes of the Winter , and ſet apart all 
dangers and pcrils, which fell vnto them. About the haute 
ol none, came a great cempeſt, and ſurp2iſcd them ſot ain- 
lp, with great thunder and raine, with winde and with 
great wanes of the (ra that caſted their ſhippes hers and 
there in the (ea: and bzake their maſſes, and all to rent 
their ſailes. And when ths night came, which was long 
and dache, tho ſhippes left each other in ſapling beſoze the 
winds, ſome in one place, and ſome in another, and many 
wers burnt with Lightning and Thunder that fell vpon 
them, and many wers dzowned and ſunkeiato the Dea! 
and they that were therein were dead and d2zowned, and 
the great riches of Troy loft. Oyleus Aiax that had xxii. 
ſhippes in this company, had all his ſhippes burnt andpe- 
riſhed, and he himſelfs by the ſozce of his armes and legges 
allnakedſwimming came and arrined a land, all ſwellen 
with tho waterthat be had dzunken, andlay a great whits 
vpon the gtauell, mozs loking fo2 death then life: and anon 
aftercamse other in likewiſs,that were ſo ſaned with ſwim- 
ming, which were dilcomfozted in theit miſhap and vn⸗ 
This miſchiefe came to this Aiax, fozaſmuch 
as heb Caſſandra out of the temple of Minerue, 

And it happeneth oft time, that many 
be puniſhed fo2 the u and 

troſpaſſe of ous 
man, tc. 
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CHAP, XXVIII. 


C How the king Naulus and Cetus his ſonne did ſpoile 
on the ſea many ſhippes of the Greekes,in their return 
for the death of his ſonne Palamedes,and ofthe death 
of the king Agamemnon, and of the exile ef Diome- 
des, and of his calling backe by Egee his wife, ge. 


N this time theres was a King in 

| Greece named Naulus that was very 

rich and puiſſant, and his Realme ſtode 

bpon the ſide ofthe Seaof Greece tos 

ward the South. In the which Sea 

were great rockes and high, and many 

2 mountaines and hilles of ſand which 
were right perillons. Tho King was father of Palamades, 
that was flaine befoze Troy, and had yet a ſonue named 
Cerus : thers was none in Greece ſo tich, noz ſo puiſſant 

a King. | 

Now were thers ſome ouill people there that could 
not bs in eaſs without græting and annoying of other, 
which made the ſaid King Naulus to vnderſtand, and his 
foune King Cecus, that Palamedes was not flaine in bat- 
tails, ſo asthe voyce ranne, but hee was flaine couertly. 
by Vlyſſes and Diomedes. Agamemnon and Menelaus 
had made and contrived a falls letter, wherein was con- 
tained that Palamedes would haus befrayed the Hoaft of 
the G2>kes, whiles he was ©mpergur ofthe Yoalt , foz 
A great quantitis o? gold: and they made this letter to bs 
put by the ſide of a Knight that was flains. And then 
Vlyſſes treated in (ſuch wiſe with one of the Secretaries 
ofPalamades , fo2 a great ſumms of money, ſuch as ths 
Letters contayned : and this Secretaries by the induc- 
tion of Viyſſes, amy "> 
amecges 
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Palamades whiles bh flept. And as ſane as the Scecreta- 
rie had ſaid to Vlyſſes that he had done: then Vyſſes cw 
this Seccetarie pziuily,and ſenth with did ſo much that this 
Letter came into the hands of the Greekes,that read it. and 
wire all abaſhed when they ſawe in waiting the Treaſon, 
and the ſumme contained in the ſaine,layye vader his head. 
They wont then into his Tent, and found the truth of this 
thing, and pzeſeatly they won d haue runne bpon Paiame- 
des: but that he offered himſelfe to defendit agaiuſt whom 
ſozuer would pzooue it : and ſo there was none ſo hat dis 
that durlt fight again dim. Then Vlyſſes did ſo much 
by his fairs Language, that this thing was appeaſed: and 
it ſcezned that it was belt that Palamedes ſhould (till abide 
in his dignitie. 

Now after this thing thus appeaſed,Vlyſſes and Dyo- 
raedes on a day did Palamedes to vnderſtand, that they 
knew a pitte whorein was much Treaſure, and that they 
would that he ſhould haus his part : and that he ſhould go 
the next Night following. When the night was come, 
went all tha alone, without moze company, and there of- 
fered Palamedes foztogoosdowne into the Pitts firſt, and 
and they ſaide, that they would follow : and aſſoone as hee 
was within,the other (wo caſt ſtones vppon him, ſo many, 
that they ewe him, and aſter returned to they: Tents pꝛi⸗ 

„ LWhis thing ſaide, theſe men charged King Naulus 
and Cetus of the death of Palamedes : and all was falſr. 
Chen the King and his Sonne beganne earneſtly fo: to be- 
thinke them, how they might auenge them of the Greekes. 
Cher knew well that the Greekes were vppon returne in 
fhe heart of the Wiintor : and that they muſt paſſe along by 
dis Kingdoms. And then the King Naulus vid crye in all 
his Realme, that men ſhould make great fires every night 
vppon the Pountaiaes that ood by the Bea ſide. And 
this did he to the end, that when the Greekes ſhould ſ@ the 
Fires by Night, they ſhould come thither,wening to finde 


lame good Men: and if ther came, ther ſhould 9 — 
ocks 
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NRochs and Mounteints of ſand. And ſo they ſtould not 
eſcape without death. It was thus done as Naulus had 
deuiſed, ſoz there wert nieh iwo tuntzeth bippes of the 
Greekes ſplit and bꝛeken againf{the Rocks: and all that 
wete therein were dzowned, When the other Sbippes 
that follewed them, beard the noyſe of the ſhippes that were 
bꝛektu, and the crye of them that were dzowneo, they tur- 
ned cn the other boo2d, and made to Sta wards,and ſened 

themſclues. Ol them that eſcaped , were Agamemaon, 

Menelaus, and Dyomedes, and ſome others, that ſhall be 

named hereaſter. 

Cetus that otherwiſe was called Pellus, had great ſu2- 
row, when ha vnderſtood that Agamemnon was eſcapcd: 
and then hee thought long, how he might auenge hümlelte. 
Uiben hee was cone home, and was artiued in his owne 
Land he wiete aLetter to Clitemucſtra, the wife of Aga. 
memnon : and this Letter contained, that fog cettaine A- 
gamemnon her Vuſband, had eſpouſed ons of the Daugh⸗ 
ters of King 'ryamus , and that he loved her greatly , and 
bzonght her with him into his Countrey, foz to make her 
Quenc, and ts put out Clytemneſtra, oz lay her: and 
therefoze Cetus aduettiſed het, to the onde that ſhe might in 
time pꝛouide foz hetſelle. Clytemneſtta anons belicued 
theſe Letters, and thanked Cetus enaugh, and thought that 
tha would auenge her of her Puſband, This Clytemne- 

tra, in the abſence of her Hulband, loued a man named E- 
giſſus, by whom he had a Daughter named Erigona : ſhes 
loued moꝛe het Leue Egiſtus, then euer ſhe did herBuſband 
though he was come of lowe bhloud. But it is the cuſtoms 
of a W{ioman that doth amiſſe, to take vnto pet one of leſſe 
value then her Yuſband is. Sj@ had treated with Egi- 
ius, that the firſt night that Agamemaoon ſyould come and 
lye with her, her ſhould runne vpon him, and flea him. This 
thing was dane in like manner as ſhe had purpoſed : and 
K. Agamemmonduas ſlaine, and layte in the Catth: and 
in ſhozt tune alter, Clitemneſtia te toYuſband her 1 
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Egiſtus King of Michmas, 
Agamemnon thus Caine, had a ſonne cf this Clytem- 
neftra that was named Hore(tes, a young childe, which 
Calſibus his coſine had in k&ping , and toke him from 
his mother, to the end that ſhe Mouls got lea hum: and 
alter ſent hun to the King of Creete ldumeus that was 
his Uncle. And he had great toy of him: andſo had bis 
wife Tharafis alſs, that loned him as much as Clytem- 
nc(tra her daughter, that had no moze childzen but her, 
and ſhe was a fairs young maide. Thus as Cerus had 
waitten to Clytemneſtra the wife of Agamemnon , iu 
like manner hee wzote to the wife of Diomedes named 
Egee, who was daughter of the Bing Polimices of Ar- 
ſimens , and ſfifter of Aſſandeus , that returned fron 
Troy with Diomedes his bzother in lawe. @oit happe- 
ned in their refurning , that they went into the land of 
King Thelephus, which was euill content, and went 
again them with a great company ofmen of Armes, ant 
aſſailed them: and they deſended them ſtrongly, Ind Al- 
ſandrus flew many of the knights of Thelephus, wheres 
of heehadgreat ſozrow and was angry, and toke a great 
ſpeare, and advzeſſed him againſt Aſlandrus with ſo great 
fozce, that hee ſinote him to the carth, and flew him. Do- 
medes, tg auenge the death of his bꝛothet in law, ſlewe 
many Knights of Thelephus , and reccuered the body of 
Aſſandrus with great trouble and paine, and bare it into 
his lhippe. 

Thus died Aſſandrus, but it was not ſo repo2ted ta 
Egee his ſiſter: but it was tolde her, that Diome des her 
huſband had Maine him, to haus all the Seignozie of Ar- 
chimens, whereof Aſſandtus had the one hal'e againſt his 
liſter Egee. Of theſes tybings, and of them that Cetus had 
uten, Egee was angry with Diomedes her huſband, 
and w3ought ſo with het people, that they pꝛomiſed het they 
would no moze receins Diemedes foz their £020. Thus 
When Diomedes returner, his wiſe ne jus fatks wou'd ce · 

ctiue 
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receyut him, but baniſhed him out of the Counttep of Ar- 
chimens foz cuer. Then happened he foarrine in Sala- 
mine, where King Theuter the Bzother of King Thela- 
mon was. Lhis King heard ſay, that Dyomedes was 
culpable of the death of his Bzother, with Vlyſles : where- 
vpon he gaue commaundement that Dyomedes ſhould be 
taken. But Dyomedes hearing thereof, fledds thence. 
ing Demophon and King Atkamas being arrined in their 
owne Lands, were baniſhed in ſemblable manner. And 
then arriued they in the Land of Duke Neſtor, which re- 
ctiued them with great toy. Theſe two Kings purpoſed 
to goe into they; Lands with men ol Armes,and to take 
vengeancs on their people. But Duke Neftor blamed 
them thereof ; and counſelled them, that they ſhould firſt 
ſend vato them, to admonich them to receine them foz their 
Loꝛds, and pꝛomiſs vnta them great Franchiſes and Libers 
ties. Thus did they as Neſtor had counſelled them: and 
it wasnot long after, but that they; people receyued them, 
as afozeſaid, ic. 

Whiles Eneas abods in Troy fo repaire his Shippes, 
he endured many Aſaults of his Neighbours , that 
would haue taken as a ey all the remnant of the Troy- 
ans, And fozaſmuch as he might not abids thers longer 
then his terme aſſigned bnts him by the Greekes, h aſ- 
ſembled the Troyans,and counſelled them, that they Chonly 
ſend and ſerks ſoꝛ Dyomedes to betheir King,and ſaid vn- 
to them, her would come willingly, fozaſmuch as ze was 
d2tucn out of his Countrey : and he was both wiſe and 
valiant. So they ſont foz to ſake Dyomedes, and found 
him: who cams fozthwith, andfoundthe Troyans beſie- 
ged by their Acighbour- Nations, Eneas then pzepared 
to the Battell : in which Dyomedes bare himſelſs ſo va- 
li2ntfly, that hee tooke away Paiſoners, and hanged many 
as Thieues. In the fifth Battell, hee behaved himſelf 
ſo, that he got the vpper-hand altogither of his Enemies, 
and Corquered them all: ſs as thers was none of his 


netgh- 
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Neighbours that durſt aCayle the Troyans. 

During theſe things the Name of Encas was made tra- 
die, wherevpon he tooke Shipping with Auchiſes his Fas 
ther : and being at ta, they teſolued to goe and ſale an 
habitation where the Oods and Fo2tune woud ads. 
During theyz Aduentures at Sea, many petills bappencd, 
and Rouingat tandem this way and that way,they ſayled 
by Helleſpont, and thence paſſing artyued at Tuskane in 
Italie. From whence ſayling they came to Carthege, and 
thence againe to Italie. The Stozie whereof wholiſt to 
pervſe,let himreade Virgil. 

When Egeathe Wife of Dyomedes knewe that the 
Troyans had entertained Dyomedes, and that he had dil 
comũted their enemyes,ſhe doubted that Diomedes weuld 
allo take bengeancs on her. Then ſhee counſelled with 
pt ople, and by their aduiſement ſhe ſent ſo; him tocome 
nto her: who came with a good will, and had good enter- 
tainment. In like manner did ſundzy L o2ds that had bene 
eriled,returne againe ts they2 Wliucs and Youſes,and en- 
toped their old Seiguszies,as many as had eſcaped the dan · 
ger of the Sea.

¶ How Horeftes ſonne of King Agamemnon, cruelly a- 
uenged himſelſe of the death of his Father. And how 
King Viyſlcs after ſundry perillous aduentures, reture 
ned to his Countrey and kingdome. 


N Ven Horeſtes the Donne ol king A- 
> SB gamemnon, who was about twentts 
1 and foure yeares of Age, and had dane 

”] bought bp under King |dumevs, was 

br the ſaide 1dumeus made Knight, at 
ele Kuighting was great Feaſting 
and ſpozte, Then Horeſtes pzayed him that — 
. Ye'pE 
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hclps him with dis people, to be anenged of the death of his 
Father, and to reconer his Lands againe. Whereuppon 
Idumeus daliueti d vnto him a thouſan Armed-mer, wiſe, 
and hardie. And Horeſtes gatheted ont of otherplaces, an 
ci her thouſand : ſo paſſing toward Michmas, hee went by 
Traſim, where Forer(is was Tod and Gonernoz,of whom 
be gat an hundzed @oulviers : this dis Forenſis foz the has 
tred that he bareto Egiſtus, fozaſmuch as the ſaid Egiſtus 
hauing eſpouſcd his Daughter, fozwkeher fo2 the Leue of 
Clicemneftra, Ds he iopned with Hareftes fo make warte 
againſt Egiſtus, This Crpedition was taken in hand at 
the beginning of the moneth of Pay. When they came 
befoze Michmas,thoſe that kept the Cittie would not yeld 
it by, Ve then boſiegod it round: foz Hoteſtes had aun- 
wer from the Gods, that her ſhould be anenged of his Mo⸗ 
ther, with his owne hands, albeit that ſhe was faft cloſed 
within that foztified Cittis. Egiſtus wasnot af this time? 
within that Cittie, but was gone to pzocure ayds andſucs 
cours of men of Marte from other places,againft the come 
ming of Horeftes his Enemie , by the inftigation of his 
Wie Clitemneſtra, 

Ulhen Horcſtes vaderſtood thereof, hee ſecretly laped a 
great Ambuſh of Armed men, to ſurpziſe Egiſtus in his tu 
turne, and therewith alſo gaue freſh and hote Agaults daily 
ta the Cittis : which being not well foztified, was by Ho- 
reſtes taken after fiſteene dayes ſiege : who appeinting his 
men to kepe due watch and warde, that none ſhould got 
ont ne2 in at the Gates, went himſelfsto the Pallace Roy- 
all,where he tos his Pother, committingher to ſafe Pꝛi⸗ 
ſon, and cauſed them to bs appzehended that were any way 
guiltte of the death of his Father, and that had rebelled a- 
gainft him. The ſame dar returned Egiſſus, withhis new 


apdes,tainking to haus gone vato the reſcue of the Cittis: 
but by the way hee was taken by the Ambutſh of Horeſtes, 
who flewe all his men, and carryed him to Horeſtes, with 
bis hands bound behinde him. 


On 
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On the moxowe after, Horeftes cauſed his Bother 
Cliremaeſtra to be bought befoze him ſtatcke naked, with 
both her hands bound, whom as ſoone as cuet hte ſawe, he 
ranne at her with his naked Swo2d, and firſt he cutte off 
der two Pappes, and after ewe het, and then he tauſed her 
body to be dꝛatwone into the Fisldes,and thereto be leſt fo: 
the Dogge, and the By2ds of the ue to deuoute. Zhen 
be made Egiſtus to be taken and ſtripped, and to be dʒaawus 
naked though the Cittie, and afterwards to bee hanged. 
Ant in like manner dealt he with all thoſe that wore found 
to haue beene culpable ofhis Fathers death. This ven- 
geancs tooke Horeſtes, faz the death of good Ring Aga- 
memnon his Father. 

Menelaus after hauing endured ſund2y great perills by 
Sea, atlength arrived in Crete, having with him Helene 
his Wife : who hearing of the death of his Bother, and 
how cruelly Horeſtes had put his owns Bother to death, 
was ſo:ediſpleaſed with his Nephew. At that ſame tune 
came bntg Menelaus all thegreateft Lozds and Nobles of 
Greece : to ſ& her fo2 whoſe ſake all the Greekes had ſaf- 
fered ſo much trouble and bexution. From Crete Mene- 
laus @apled to Michmas, and told Horeſtes that hee was 
not wozthie fo bs neyther King noz Gouernour there, fo; 
that hee had ſo cruelly put to death his o other, ic. 
Wherevpen Menelaus afſembled at Athens all the chiefe 
Noblessof Greece, anely tothe end foz to bepzine Hore(tes 
of his Raigne and Gonernement, fe2 the tyzannons mur; 
thering of dis Pother. Hoteſtes excuſed himſelſe thereof, 
— the Gods had appopnted him to do that which 

e. 


At this the Duke of Athens roſe vp, and offeredto be 
Champion, inmaintaining Horeſtes his cauſe againſt any 
that would withſtand it, by C embat oz otherwiſe : which 
Challenge of bis being by go man acceptcd, Horeſſes was 
judged as guiltteſſs, and ſo was ſuffered ſtill to ente his 
Ktngdome, But vppon this quatrell Horcſtes * 
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ſuch mozta'l hatred againſt Menelaus his Ankle, that he 
aſterwards bare great euill will ta dum. 
king Idurveus cams within a while to Michmas, and fs 
reconciled them each to other,that Horeſtcs toke to Mile 
Hermione the daughter of king Menclaus and of Helene. 
Whereat Erigone the daughter of Egifius andofClitems 
neſtra hadſo great foro w, une ſelfe, being 
grieued that Horeftes peſpered ſo well. 
During theſe affaires, Viyſles came info Crete with 
two $archan(s-ſhippes,foz de has loſt all his owne ſhip- 
ping, and the chitie of his goods by Rovers oz Py2ates, on 
the Dea, After which loes, heearryued( by mifhappe) 
within the Countrey of King Thelawon, where bes loſt 
the ceſidne of his goods, and thep of thatCountrey would 
had if notbene, that by bis itte and 
theyz hands. Aſtor that he acrined in 
ountrey Manlus, whohated him fo2 the veath 
of his ſonne Palamedes : pet there h ſo hanvied the mat- 
ter by his wit and induftrie,thathe got out of thoir hands 
alſo, In tze ende, comming againe into Crete, hee was 
friendly entertained by King Idumeus, who wondoredto 
ſe him in ſo paze a caſe domannding him of all his auen 
— dat bis —— — Troy. 
To all which Viyſſes manx, and how 
— — — 
men and gods, that — — King 
Idumeus had pitie on him,when he heard theſethings,and 
gaus him honourable and bountifull enterfainment, fo2 as 
long as he would ſtay with him. When be would nodes 
depart, to retutue into his owne Countrep, Idumeus gaus 
him two Shippes , ſurniſhed with all things neceſſary fo; 
his vop age, and Riches with hun great plentis , requeſting 
him that hee would take his way home ward by the Copn- 
frey of King Alcinous, vnts whom her ſhould be very wel- 
come, ec. 


Thus Vlyſſes departing ſrom Crete, cams vuto w_ 
Cl. 
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Alcinous, who receined him ioꝝ ſully, aud was much delighs 
ted with his communitation. There was Vlyſles tolde of 
Penelope his wife, how many Kobls men had requeſted 
ber lous, yet none con'd abt aine it, but thee fill abodecon- 
ftant in chaſtitie: and how cerfaine ofhis lands and gods 
were vninſtly detained ſrom his wife during his abſence: 
the trueth of which things, his ſonns Viyſſes Thelamonius 
comming thither aſcertained him of. Whereupon My ſſes 
payed Alcinons that her would accompany him to his 
Realme wilt a great company ofarmed men, fo2 fs helps 
to teſtoꝛe him againe to his right. To which thing Alci- 
nous agrav. they ſailed by ſta, and on a 
artiued within his Couutrey, and comming to the 
ofhis enemies, dem them all. On the mozrow affer Vlyſ- 
ſes came fo his 
ment ofallſozts of {but eſperiatly Pen his wiſe 
made great toy fo; his comming, which the had ſe long wi⸗ 
ſhed and deſired, Vis people then of all offates came from 
all places with many and rich pzeſents, to welcome him 
home. Ozeat wagtheioy , and moft honourable the en- 
tertainement that Viyfſes hav at his returne ſhewed him. 
Then he ſa dealt with King Alcinous, that hee gane fo his 
ſonne Thelamonius, Nauſica his daughter fo wife, And. 
the wedding being celebzated with great poinps and 
ſolemuitte, Alcinous departed home agalns |, 
into his owne Conntrey, leaning. 
VIlyfes quietly poſſefſed 
of his Realme.

¶ Of the dealings of pytthus, after his returne from 
Troy: and how Horeſtes the Sonne of Agamem- 
non ſlue him at Delphos, for that hee had goten a- 
way Hermione his wife, 


AIR wes || Yrrbus the Benne of Ach Iles, and of 
JD By Diadzmis, Daughter of — Q 
wich Lycomedes was @onne to Acz- 
Aus, an olde King, was greatly hated of 
— Acaſtus his Graund-father by the Mo⸗ 
bers. ſide. It is not tecoded dow, 02 

| wherelo2e this hatred grewe. But this 
Acaſtus hauing daiut᷑ and baniſhed Peleuso ut of his kings 
dome ot Theſſalje, layed wayteby many Dpyes ſo; to haus 
Nlapnc Pyrrhus in his returne ſtoin Troy. 

Pyrrhus paging thacugh many perills at Sta, was d21- 
nen byfowle-weather, to caſt the moſt parte of his Riches 
and Jewells that he bzought from Troy inte the Sta: and 
arriving at Moloſſe, het going 'aſhozr,was ginen to under⸗ 
tand, that King Pelcus his Grand-father, by the Fathers 
fide, was exiled his Kingdoms by Aπcaſlus, and that many 
Spyes wershy;edtolye in wayts fo2 to flea himſelſe alſo : 
whereat he was very ſozic and angris. King Peleus then 
knew not how to ſans himſeife,becanſe Philiftines any Me- 
nalippus the fwo ſonnes of Acaſtus, were there, and ſought 
by all meanes to flea him. In the end Pcleus remembzcy 
him of an old Building, that tecd halfe a mile from the tit 
tie of Theſſalie, betwene the Sta and the Cittie: This 
plate was encon:paſſis about with Rockes and Walles, 
havtag great Cellars vader-ground, into which by a little 
hole growne oucr with Buſhes, a man might gee. 

Into: theſe Naultes uing Pelcus gote him, and there 
abode he vntill the returne of his Nephew Pyrtrhus from * 
Troy, by whoſe god hs!pe, he truſted to auenge himſelſe - 
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his E nempes. Fes whoſo comming hee often ij ent to 
looke on the Sea. coaſt. Uhen Pyrrbus with his ſhippes 
were Landed, hee adde fcb hiniſelfe to The ſſalte, agamſt 
King Acalius ! andthe beitet to atchieue his purpole, hee 
ſent his two Secretaryes,the one called Criſpus, and the o⸗ 
ther Adtaſtus, to ane Aſſandtus a man of great hanenr and 
eſtimation in Theflalie : ( which A ſſandrus was a great 
Friend both to him, and to Pelcus) to to haue ts ccunſell 
and beipe. The Peer gers having bene with aſandrus, 
returned vnto Pyrrhus, aſſuting bim cf his friendly axde. 
Wherevppon Pyrrhus hoyſcd@aple againe, and making 
towards Theſlalic,they were by a ludden Tempef d2tnen 
in at the Pozts Sep: liadim, halfe a milefrom Abcſlalie, 
neare about whereas Peleus kept in the UWaultes o; Cel- 
lars. Then Pyrrhus went aſhoze toreſthimſelfe,and take 
freſh aire,and by chance de went trait walking to the C aue 
whers Peleus was hidden: and paſſing alang the buſhes, ht 
(ell into the hole, where was the deſcent into the Caue as 
afo;e is ſaide, where hes found Peleus his Gzaund-father. 
Peleus knowing hun by his conntenance,fozaſmuch as he 
ceſembled much his Father Achylles, embzaced him iop- 
fully,and made knowne vato him all his miſſoztunes, and 
the w2zongs that he had ſaſtained by the mcancs cf Acaſtus 
and his ſonnes. Tidings hereof came ts Philiftines any 
Menalippus the ſonnes of Acaſtus, who were on hunting 
in a Fezreff thereby, Then Pyrrhus elled himſelis 
in tozne beggarly apparell, and leauing bis Graund-fathcr, 
and company with bis Ships,went alone with his \wo;d 
into the Fozreft,whereho met with Philiſtines and Mena- 
lippus, who demannÞed ofhim, what he was,and whither 
he would Pycrhus ſaid, he was a Geecian, that retarning 
from Troy, in company with 500. moe, had eſcaped with 
bis life from Ship-w2acke, and had loft all that hee had in 
the Sta, being now dziuen to begge fo2 his ſuſtenance from 
dwze to doe: wherefozs he did beſceche them, if they had 
b;ought any Uiauaills into the Foes that they wou 
p gius 
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gius him ſomewhat to gate. The two Bzetheren aids 
fo:thwith, that he ſhould abide with them: Which thing 
he graunted,4c. 

Upon this Parle& a great Hact came running by them, 
at the ſight whereof Menalippus put ſpurres ts his hoſe, 
and followed on the Thaſe ; and immediately Philiſtines 
alighting from off his hozſe,to reſt himſelfe, Pyrrhus ranne 
him quite thozongh with his (wozp and ewe him: and Me- 
nalippus afterwards returning againe, was alſo aſſayled 
and flayne by Pyrthus. Thus Pyrrhus flew his two Unc- 
kles, the bzethzen of Thetis, the Bother of Achylles his 
Father. Paſſing from thence, he mette with Chinaras, 
one ol the houſhold of Acaſtus,of whom demanding whers 
the King Acaſtus was : and buderffanding that hee was 
neare thereby, he flew Chinaras, and going in halte to his 
ſhippes,he arayed him ſtraightway in pzetious rabes, and 
ſo adozned, he came backe againe to the Fozreft : and m&- 
ting anone with King Ace ſtus, the King aſked him who hs 
was? Jam(ſaidbe) ons of the ſonnes of King Pryamus 
of Troy, who now am P2iſoner fo Pyrrbus. Where is 
Pyrrhus(ſaid the King? ) We pointed him toward the ſea. 
And as hee was loking towards the Þea-coaft , Pyrrhus 
delve out his ſwoꝛd and would haue layne him, hav not 
Thecis bene, who knewe Pyrrhus, and cryed out, ſaping : 
Ah dtare NPephetve, what wilt thau doo e Milt thou kill 
my Father, as thou haſt killed mp two Bzethzen,fhine vnc- 
kies ? and thus ſaying, thee caught him faſt by the Arms 
that he was about fo ſtrike with, Then Pyrrbus replyed, 
ſaying : the laing Acaſtvs thy Father,hath wzongfully exi- 
led King Peleus thy Huſband : Let him reſtoze him vnto 
bis right, and I will laue his life, King Acaſtus was well 
content therewith ; then a peace was concluded betweng 
them all thꝛe, and they loued well together. Aﬀer this, A- 
caſtus (aide to Peleus, F am alde,andcannolonger nows 
well gouerne this Kealme : and thoſe are gone that ſhould 
paue ſuccaded mee in this iingdome. Row therefozc, 

if 
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if it pleaſe the, let Pyrrhus ny right deare Nepheſy take en 
him the geuernment. Peleus herecf was well contentes : 
and then was commandement giuen to all the Batons o! 
Theflaly , that they ſheuld doe homage to Pyrrhus os to 
their King and Soueraigne: whereto the Barons with 
great toy and liking accozded. Thus was Pyrrhus crews 
ned Ring of Theſlaly , and eftemed tho moſt redeubted 
Ring in all Greece. Idumeus the ning of Crete dicd ſhoꝛt⸗ 
ly after, leaning behind him two ſonnes Merian t Loarca, 
Loarcs died thoztly aſter his father: and Merion tnioytd 
the Lingdome. Thelamonius the ſonne of Vlyſſes had a 

ſonne by his wife Nauſica, xamed Deiphebus. 
After all theſe things accompliſhed , Acaſtus went and 
buried his two ſonnes in Theſſaly, by the conſent of Pyr- 
thus: and it happened that when Pycrhus was pzomoted 
to this ropall dignitie, he became enamonred of Hermione 
daughter of Helene, and wife to Horeftes, Vet he ſo cour- 
ted, and alluredby many enticements,that he got her away 
from her ul band into Theſſaly, and toe her to his wife, 
Horeſtes was ſoze grieued af this inturte offered : yet hee 
durſt not aſails him with battell in his owne Realme, 
but ſaidthat he would ere long bs avenged of this indignt- 
fie, aſſams as time and plate would ſerus It came topaſſe 
ſhoatly after that Pyrrhus went to Delphos , foz to giue 
thanks vato his God Apollo, foz the god ſucceſſe hee had 
obtained in Theflaly, in renmenging his fathers death, and 
getting the Kingdoms : and loauing in his Pallace behinde 
him Andromache, ſometims the wife of Hector, and 
Lamedon her young ſenne, in his abſence it was found, 
that the ſaid Andromache was with childs by Pyithus, 
whereat Hermione take diſpleaſure, ſo that ſhe ſent wo2d 
to Menelaus her father, how Pyrrhus foz the lone of An- 
dromache had fozſaken her, requeſting him, that durmg 
the abode of Pyrrhus at Delphos, hee would come aud kill 
Andremache and Laomedon her ſonne. At her requeſt 
Menelaus came, and with naked ſwoꝛd ranns at Andro- 
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mache, who canght in her armes Laomedon her young 
ſonne,and ranne into the C itie crying foz ayde. 

Upon ſight hereol the Citis toĩe in armes, foʒ to defend 
Andtomache and her yer:ng ſonne from the outrage and 
Canghter : whereupon Me. laus was fozced toretire into 
his Corntry without atchicuing his purpoſe. Then Ho. 
reſtes alſo vnderſtod of Pyrrbus his being at Delphos, het 
went with all ſpade thither, and mating him, flew bim 
with bis owe hands, and cauſed him to be buried. Shoztly 
aſter this, did Horeſtes reconer againe his wife, and cars 
tied her into his owne Realme. When Pyrthus was dead, 
Peleus and Thetis take Andromache that was with chus 
by Pyrchus, with het littls ſonne Laomedon,and ſent them 
into the Citie of Moloſſa, where Andromache was deli⸗ 
uered of a faite godly ſonne,which ſhe named Achilleides. 
This Achilleides when hee was growne to prares, holpe 
his bzother Laomedon to be Ring ef Theſlaly,and willed, 
that fo2 his ſake all the Troyans ſhould be ſet free. Pere 
the Stoꝛis ſaith, that the iter of King Menon (which Mc- 
non Achilles flew befoze Troy, and whomKing Priamus 


buried by his ſonne Troylus) came in very coſtly apparell 
to Troy, and opening her bzothers Wepulchze, toke cut 
his bones: which ſo ſone as ſhe had, ſhes with them vani⸗ 
ſhod ſodainly, no man knew whither, oz which way. 
Andit is ſaid, that either ſhe was a Gods 
deſſe, o2 the daughter of a 
| Goddefſs, 


CHAP, XXXI. 


Ofa Viſion that Vlyſſes had in his ſleepe : and how The. 
lagonus the ſonne of Vlyſſes by Queene Circe, came 
to ſeeke Viyſles, and flew him, not knowing wio 
he was,

Lyſſes ſlæping on his bed, had a mer⸗ 
uailous ſtrange viſion, in which there 
ſ@med to appeare befo2e him, a wen⸗ 
2 dertull faire creature, the inoſt beautt- 


full that ener he ſaw, which her would 
| faine have fonched and imbꝛaced, but 
of the Image would not (affer him. And 
he going after it, the Image aſked him, what hee would 
haus: he anſwered, that hes was deſirous to ioyne with it 
in carnall copulation. Then ſaid the Image: Ob, a wos 
— will this be, ſoꝛ thertupon one of vs muſt 
die. M oztouer, dim ſæmed, that the Image held a ſpeare, 
about the head ol which was a penſill cunningly wꝛeught 
all euer with fiſhes. And him ſermed, that the Image de⸗ 
parted away and ſaid: This fight betokencth deſtruction 
that ſhall happen ts vs two. When Viyſles awaked, hee 
was treubled ts thinke oi his dzeame, and wondzed being 
defirons to know what it night agnide: wherefoze hes 
ſent vato the cunning men and ſothſayers of his Neale, 
to enquirs what this viſion might pzeſage : who having 
confidered thereof, ſaid, that bis owne ſonne ſhould ſlay 
him, Upon this, he fearing his ſonne, cauſed him to be ap- 


pzchended, x ſurely kept. Aſtetward he got him to dwellin 


a ſtrong Caftle,that fwd alone facre from company, where 
with atew ofhis moſt trulky friends and ſeruants,heſpent 
the time: and this Caſtle none might come vnto but thoſe 
few ofhis own retinue:aad they alſo not to paſſe oʒ repaſſe 
but at cexte in times, by a dzawbzidge xa wicket, the Caſtle

being watred round about, and well ſoztificd. Now it 
had ſo fallen out befoze, that mi his returne from Troy, 
Viyſicy had arriued in an $le where Circe was Nuane 
and Otuerncur, which was the cunningell woman in the 
woꝛld in inchantment, 

This Circe by her witchcraft made VIyſſes (tay with 
her a time at his returne, and conceiucd by him a ſonne, 
whom thee named Thelagonus. And about the time of 
Vlyſſes his dwelling in his Caſtle, agisafozeſaid. Thela- 
gonus being growne to ripe yeares , and being a ſtout 
young man, would nedes know ol his mother, who was 
bis father. After many pzayers and impoꝛtunate demands, 
ſhe told him, who was his father, and where he did dwell. 

Thelagonus very gladhereof, vefiring greatly to ſe his 
father, trauelled fozthwith to Achaia, und heating where 
Vlyſſes dwelled he went thither,and comming on a Pun⸗ 
day mozn'ng,$e requeſted thoſs that kept the bꝛidge, that 
they would let them goe in to ſpeake with Vlyſſes. The 
Pozters would by no meanes vteld thereto, but thzuſt him 
backe chutliſhlp: whereat he taking diſpleaſurs, ſtroke one 
on the necke with his fiſt, and beat him downe dead, and 
ſetting vpon the other,caſt them all off the Bzidge, where- 
vpon they made a great crie ; inſomuch that the people of 
the Caſtle armed themſelues, and came and aſſailed The- 
lagonus very fiercely, Ve ſaing that, ſtepped to one, and 
w2ung his ſwoꝛd out of his hand, wherewith hes fiew fif- 
tene in ho2tſpace, and was himſelfe hart in many places. 
YVereupon the vpzoare grew moze and moze : and VIyſ- 
ſes doubting that it had beene Thelamonius his ſonne, 
who had bꝛoken out of pꝛiſen, came running fozth with a 
datt in his hand, which bee flang at Thelagonus, and hit 
dim, not knowing who hee was, and hurt Thelagonus 
alittle. 

Thelagonus faling himſelſe hurt with the dark, toke 
it, and lang it againe at Viyſles (not knowing who bee 
was) with ſuch vehement fozce , that Hitting * be⸗ 

wan 
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tweene the ſides, hee gaue him his deaths wound, ſo as he 
fell downe fo the Carth. Then Vlyſles beeing in great 
paine and anguilh, (remembzing himſelfe of his foze- ſaive 
WUſton,) demaunded of him what he was? Me anſwe- 
red, Jam Vlyſſes. Thelagonus heating this,ſell to great 
lamentation and wailing,and ſayde. Alas wzetch that 
am, J came hither to (@ my Father, and to lius topfully 
with him, and now J hauoflame him. Thus ſaping, he 
fell do wne in a ſ wound: and when her was tome againe 
to his vnderſtanding, hee tare his cloathes, beate himſelſe 
about the Face with his fiſtes, and went vnto his Father, 
and fell downe weping befoze him, and ſaid: J am The- 
lagonus thy vnhappie Donne, whom thou begotteſt on 
Quane Circe : Jpzay the Godsthat they will ſuffer ce 
to dye with the. 

When Vlyſles vnderſtood this, he ſent foz Thelamo- 
nius, his lawfull begotten Sonne, who pzeſently comming 
would haue flaine Thelagonus,fogz forenenge his Fathers 
death. But Vlyſles ſaide: Not ſo, foz h is thy B20- 
ther: be y&ceconciled toget hex, and live and loue as 152e- 
thaen. Then was Viyſles carryed into Achaia : where 
within th2& dayes he dyed,and was by his Donne honou- 
rably buried. After whoſs death Thelamonius his ſonne 
ſucc&ded in that Kingdoms, who kept with him Thelago- 
nus his Bother, fo; the ſpace of a ear and a halſe, ma⸗ 
king him night, and honouring bin greatly, At length, 
after he had bene oll entimes (ent foꝛ, by Circe his Mother, 
he returned ta her into the Ile Aulides, haning recopucy 
many rich Pꝛeſents and Jewells at the hands of his B20 · 
ther. And Circe dying ſhoztly after, Thelagonus enioyed 
her uingdome, andraigned in the ſaiy Ile in great p2oſpe- 
ritie thzoe-ſco28 peares, Thelamonius was foure-ſcoze 
and thirteene peares old at the death of Viyſſes his Father, 
and Neigned aſterwards, much increaſing his Deignozte, 
the ſcoꝛe and fenne yeares, 

Jn this wiſe Dares finiſhed his Boke of the ago of 

roy, 
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Troy, and ſpeaketh not of they; further Aduentures: and 
as much as is contained in the Byftc;ie befeze wiitten,is 
alſo found to * ue bene tetoꝛded by Dictes the Greeke: and 
in moſt things both (hey2 Beokes age. 

Dares in the ende of his Yoke wziteth thus, that the 
Siege of Troy endures fo2 the ſpace of tenne yeares, tenne 
moneths, and twelnte dayes- : and that the nun bet of the 
Greekes there llaine, was eight hundzed and ſire theuſand 
ſighting men: and the number of the Troyans, flayne in 
delencs of themſelues and of their Countrep, was fire hun- 
dzed fiftie and fire thouſand fighting- men. Ve faith moze- 
oner, that when Eneas departed from Troy into Exile, hes 
carried with him two hundzcd ſhippes : and that Anthenor 
had with him away fius hundzed Souldiers, and all the re- 
ſidue that were eſcaped, went with Eneas, 

The lade Dares furthermoze repozteth in the latter 
ende of his Becke, by whome the mot Noble Kings and 

2inces of the one patt, and of the other were flains: and 
he ſayeth that Hector the moft Famous Pzince of Chinals 
rie in the Wo;lv,flewe with his cwne hands in good and 
!opall fight, cightene Kings : not with treacherie oz ſub⸗ 
tile peuiſes, bat by his merte P2owede and Ualout : the 
names of which Kings dos here follow ; That is, King 
Archilogus, ing Protheſilaus, King Patroc'vus, king Me- 
non, King Prothenor, king Archimenus, king Polemon, 
king Epiſtropus, king Ecedius, king Doccius, king Polixe- 
nus, king Phybus, king Anthypus, king Cenurus, king 
Polybetes, king Humerus, king Fumus, and the king Ex- 
ampitus. And Paris heflew Palamedes , who was Em- 
perour of all the Greekiſh-Yoaft, King Achylles, and at 
lat, King Aizx : and therewithall Aiax dee hun alſo. 
Eneas flew King Amphimacus,and king Nercus, Achyl- 
les lee king Cupemus , king Yponeus, king Plebens, 
King Auſtcrus, king Cimonius, king Menon, and king 
Neeptolemus, 


Alla he ewe Hector bnawares, and Troylus, whom 
be 
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de cauſed his Myrmidones fo beſet round about. Pyrrhus 
the Senne el the ſaids Achylles, News the Quang Pen- 
theſilea in fight : he flolvs alſo truellę and ty2zannovfy, 
the Peble Ring Pryamus, Yeflewe mozecuer Polixena, 
the uioſt ſaiceſt and belt manuered Paide in the ZW 021d, 
Dyomedes flew King Antypus, king Eſcocius, king Pro- 
thenor, and king Obtincus. 

Now thus J am come tothe finiſhing of this pꝛeſent 
Booke, which J haue Lranſlated (though rudely,) ont of 
French into Engliſh,at the tcommaundement and requeſt 
of ny Right grations and tedoubſed Ladieand Piſreſſe, 
the Ladie Margaret, DutcheTo of Bourgonie, Lotherike, 
and of Brabant, gc. Andfo2 aſmuch as Jam weary of te- 
dious wꝛiting, and wozne in yeares,being not able to weite 
out ſeuerall Bockes ſoꝛ all Gentlemen, and ſuch others ag 
are deſirous of the ſame, J haue tauſed this Booke to bes 
Patated : that ſo beiag publiſhed the moze plenteengy, 
mens turnes may the moꝛe eaſily bs ſetutd. And as lo: the 
ſunday Authours that haue wzitten of this matter, name- 
ly, Homer, Dictes, and Dares, all-beit theyz wattings in 
many circumſtances doo diſagree, yet in deſcribing the De-

When Theſeus 
and Firochus had eſpied this enemy Cerberus come bnta 
them all armed, making the wheele in marching pꝛoudip 
bnto them, P:rothus ſaid to Theſcus. y bother, be» 
holde what enemy this is, he that putteth him in ſuch pe- 
xils fe the leue of Ladies, ſstteth but little by his liſe.

Ant to the end that vr may not 
thinkobut that J haprather die then to hanerep2och, I will 
bes the firſt that ſhall beginne the battell, The ſeus had 
no ſpace noz leaſure to aunſwere, foz Cerberus came tg 
them, and called to them, ſaying : What ſake theſe fel- 
lowesin hell We come-(ſayd Theſcus)foz to ſeche Pro- 
ſcrpina, whom Pluto hath taken away from the Queen:

When ſaw his lello we ſmitten, he tooke his 
ſwooꝛd, and fmote Cerberus on the one ſide. The ſeus {mots 
bim on the other ſide, and they gaus dim to tight great 
ſtroices, ſo great that they made Cerberus to be chafed ſq 
ſoze, that he began the battaile ſo vameaſurably, that he all 
to frufhed and bzake their ſhields, and their harneſſe, and 
alſo made his ſwo2d to be dted with thetr noble bloud,as he 
bad befozs ſaid, The battell was hard and moztall = 
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beginning. The ſeus and Pirothus receiued many wounds 
by eager ſtrokes, their armes were all to hewen and bo- 
ken, Che battaile endured long, and Nirothus did right wel 
behane himſelfs : but Cerberus (mote open him ſo vnmea- 
ſarably, that after many wounds giuen to him, hes all to 
bzake his helme, and cleaued his bead in two paces vata 
the ſtomake, gc. 

When Theſeus ſaw his fellow die, hee froke with his 
ſwoꝛd in great anger, and ſmote Cerberus ſo fierely that 
he made him ftagger, and gor backetwopaces. Cerberus 
would haue aucuged bim of this ſtroke, and mts vpon 
Theſeus a ftvoke, by ſo great fozce, that ifthe noble knight 
had nat turned backs, Cerberus had bozne and ſmitten him 
vnto the death. This ftroke of Cerberus fel upon the earth, 
and entred therein, and T heſeus ſinatt againe vpon his s- 
ne mie, which hadthe heart ſo great. that he began to roz9 
us an olve Lyon, and (mote Theſcus ſo fircely with his 
(won, that hee all to bʒake his ſha@lp, and all to fruſhed his 
be was all aKonyed at the ſtroke. But alway 
Theſeus abede in his placy : andthen Cerberus would haus 
bzought him into deſtruction, following the euill aduenture 
of Pirothus, if that foztune had not bought thither Hercu- 
les, which came ſo fitly to reſkew, that Theſeus know not 
ciſe how to ſaut him. 

At this point when that Theſeus was ſo aſtoniſhed, 
Hercules that was departed ſcoan the ſea ( as is ſaid) cams 
to the ſtaites that werecut and made in the Kocke, and be- 
holding Theſeus allcouered with bloud,and Pirophus dead, 
he beganne to deſcend downe, crying to Theſeus that hes 
ſhould not be afcardnoz take no dzeav. Uihen Cerberus 
ſaw and hend Hercules, hee began tocry againe androze, 
and aſſailey eagerly, foz to bee quit oſ him. Theſcus might 
no moꝛe, hovobeit that he was recomfozted with the voycs 
of Hercules, but began torunne now here and no thers 
beſoze Cerberus, 
So much then bhaſted Hercules ſoz to gos dolwne the

And after demande him how hee would a- 
nenge em vpon the friends of Hercules ? and thereupon 
they were long thinking. In the end when they had long 
taken mmice, Andromeda concluded, that he wonlo goe a- 
ſafe the Cifie of Thebes, and if hee might gette it by af 
fanlt, hee would ftea the King Creon and all of them ol his 
blond. 

Uith this concluſion came thither all the galkes of Aa- 
dromeda which followed, in which he had eight thouſand 
firhtingmen. Andromeda made them to returne-towary 
Thebes, and as haſtily as hee might hoo entrev into the 
Realme, wa ting and deckcoying the countcey by fire, and 
by ſwoꝛd fo terribly that the tidings came bnto the king 
Creon,” When the king Creon knewe the comming of 
the king fs drome, and that without defiance, he made 
him warre, hoe ſounded to armes, and aſſembled a great 
company , and knowing that Andromeda was tome into 
acertaine place, heeiffued ont of Thebes all armed, and 
bought hes people vpon dis enemies; that had great iop 
of thetr comming. And then they ſeffe them in aer a- 
gainſt them, in ſuch wiſe, that they came to ſmiting of 
ffrokes. Lhe crte and noyfo was great on both ſfives, 
ſpearrs, ſwoꝛos, darts, qaiſarmes, arrotues any polares, 
were put foot und et awozite, ap Robles werd 
beaten dotone and dend. Lincus nd Anlromeds fought 
moztatty * the Ring Creon and Amphitrion fayled 
not, thero was blond abouudate ſhedde on the ono five 
and on the other. And the battale was fo enell umd 
Warpe then, that in litie while aſter Audromeda and 
his people gatte and wains vppon them of Thebes, and 
tonſtrained them to retire and fo; to goo backe: w_— 
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the king Cceon dad right great ſozvow, and wening fo; 
to haue put his men againe in array, put himſolfs in the 
greateſt pꝛeaſe ofthe battaile where hee fought maztally, 
and made ſo great a laughter and beating downe of his 
enemies, that Lincus and Andromeda heard of the ſkir- 
milh, and then they cams together. And as Lin cus (awe 
the King Creon doe maruailes of armes, hes gane him 
ths ſtrokes oneafter another, and with the foucth ſtroke, 
de all to bzake his helmo from his bead, and dew hun, 
whereof they of The bes wereſsze afraid, and viſpaired ſo, 
that they were put to diſcomfifure, and fled : which flying 
Acaphitrion might not remedie, albeit that he was ſcrong 
and of great courage. 

Ok this euill avucature Thebes was right haſtily ad- 
uertiſed. Megara was gone vp vpon ane ofthe high towers 
ofthe pallace, and ſawe and behelo the battaile ; and from 
that place (he ſaw them of Thebes flaint withont reme- 
dy, and alſo turns their backs. The fight of the beating 
downe of the King her Father, and the viewe of the 
laughter of ather made her tocrye out and ſaid. Foztune, 
Fo2tune,what milchieſe is hett? whereis Hercules ? A. 
las where haſt thou bzought him : Alas that he is not here 
ko defend the countrey of his natiuitie, and foz to keepe his 
wife fgcrofrom annoy, and fo2 to put his hands and ſhoul- 
e ans and derdes of this bat- 

. 


When ſhee had ſaive this, thee fell in à ſweune, and 
(olay a great while. the King Audro- 
mech and Lincus, wed fo haſtily-them of Thebes, 
that they entred the Citis with them. And foz as much 
as the Thebans were withaut head, and put out of array, 
and that Ampbicrion had ſo many wounds bpon him, that 
alkthe members fapled at this wozke, the unhapyy Lincus 
and Andromeda tooks the Citic, and ſe in all them that 
might begre, armes except Awphittion, whom they found 
not in the beate. After they went bp into * 
an 
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and there they formd Megara and Amphitrion in great de⸗ 
ſolation, with many ladies and gentlewomen, 

As ſonethen as Lincus had eſpied Megara ( the was 
ſo faire and pleaſant) that he betame amoꝛous ofher , and 
came to her and ſayd. Ladie weepe no meze: Hercules the 
baſtard ſonne of lupiter, is gone into hell, and there he is 
dead. Yt haus bene wife of a man gotten in adulterie, from 
hencefozth pe ſhal be fellow and wife of a man legitimate, 
and bozne in law full mariage, ſoꝛ J will wed yen, and will 
do you moꝛe good und pleaſure then euet pe had. Megara 
anſwered: falſe traytour, weenelſt thou y J be ſo fooliſh as 
to giuefaith and credit to the wozrs of the homieidt of my 
father, and to the enemie of my lazy Hercules: know 
thou that J am his wiſe, and that J will neuer haut other 
duſband but him: her is no baſtard, but ſonne of my Lo 
Acph trion, and the moſt noble man that is in all th: 
wozld. Ladis (aunſwered Lincus)J am king of this Citie, 
ye be now at my commaundement,willye,o2 wilxe not, 4 
ſhalldo my will with you, but J will put it in reſpite, and 
in my ſafferance till to mozrow. After .theſe wozdes Lin 
cus ſent Megata into a Tower , and made her tobe kept 
there, Alter he ſent Philotes into a low pꝛiſon, and fin- 
ding there in bondage and miſerie Pꝛiamus the ſonne of 
kingLaomedon, he had pitis of him, i ſent him againe to 
Crop, where hes was after receyued with great ioꝝ ofths 
Troyans,tc 
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CHAP, VIIT, 
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How Hercules entered into Thebes in vuknowne habit: 
and how he put to death the Giant Lincus, ind his com- 
plices, and his wife Megata, &c. 


8 y the ſwoꝛd of Lincus then and ol An- 
A dromeda, Thebes was troubled dolo- 


j / a roufly. Lincus exeiciſed there many 
44 9 tyꝛannies and wickedneſes. An this 
80 LY 7 miſtoꝛtune Andromeda departed , and 
EO went to ds his buſineſſe, leauing there 

S268 Lincus with foure hundzed men of 
| warte, foz to kape thecitie, and to hold 
it in his obeyſance. Thus was taken dongeance of iᷣ Cen- 
taures. Jn the time of this ceuenge, the Quene luno came 
into Thebes, and had great joy wzen the found it in daſo- 
lation , and full of wos and ozphelins, and in the 
enemtes danden of Hetcules: then were great the tearcs 
and lamentations of Megata. Amphitrion wasnigh her, 
who vnder td all her grafes, and comfozted her. Lincus 
came many times vuto her into the pzilon , and requeſted 
horſwerthy to haneherioas,aud that in the laxaeſt manert be 
could. Pet his fete and fay2o wozdes auayled not, fo; 
be found her conſtant and firme , and alway ka ping ins 
vislable het chaſtitie, and gaue him many vertuous aun⸗ 
ſweres, whereof foloweth one, which was the laſt, and this 
Lincus , thou haf now thy hand ſtrong, and haſt conque- 
res Thebes. Foztune and ill hap hath giuen unte thee the 
tyzanny, whereby thouhalt enricyed thy ſelfe with vices. 
Thou hatt furthermoze the power foz to commit on mee 
murther: but thy power,noz thy unnes be not ſo ſtrong, noz 
orlach night, foz to make my vertue to bow in two ſolde. 
Megata alway bewailed Hercules; ſhe lamented ſo much 
on a day, that ſhee became all raniſhed, „

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And that ſame day Hercules that was depaited from The- 
ſalonica a god while bofoze, mane ſo his icurney, that ho 
entredinto the realme of Thebes accompanied with many 
noble men. Andentring into-theſe coaſts, he ſound the 
tountrey all deftroyco, Ind ge had not gone latte, when it 
was tolde him. how Lincus was Lozd of I heves:and how 
he had ſlaine in baltaus the king Creon, and had un pꝛilo⸗ 
ned Megar sc. | 
When Hercules had receyved theſe tydings, he was 
repleniſhed with great anger, and ſayd, that he wou'd as 
uenge bim il he might. Then he cladhim aboue his acmio2s 
with a mantle, and diſguiſed amſelſe as much as he uught: 
when he had ſo done, de left there his fellowes, and entred 
himſelfe into Thebes vaknowne , and paſſed thzough the 
gate, and bare him ſo weil, that the Pozters let him paſſe 
fozth: andia kkewiſe entred into the At the en- 
try of the Pallace, a ſouldiovr came to Hercules, and de- 
maunded ol him what hes ſonght there? Hercules caſt a 
way his mantel a farre, and toke his ſwoꝛd » was ſtrong, 
and without any wozde hee gaue ſo great a ſtroke to the 
ſouldious that Was not armed, that ho cleſt his head fro the 
higheſt part downs to the ground. any other ſculdiouts 
that were there, ſ@ing the ſtroke, cried, and being afrated, 
ran ts theirares and clubs, and ſome were of them that put 
fo:th thanſelues fo2 to fake Hercules hut Hercules (mote 
off their head s, and beat them dane: ane then began to a; 
riſe a great vp202e, and fo great a noyſe, that Lincos heard 
it. And thinking it had bene his pozters that quarrelled, he 
came running downealtvdarmed , fo2 tomakepeace 4s 
fone as Hercules perctpued, and ſam him comming out of 
the hall he dow vntohim with his \wozd reavie dzawne in 
his hand, crying, Hercules, Hercules, and ſmete him ſo that 
he cut off the right arme, and with tt e ſtroke he feildowne 
to the ground. And after he ſwote vpon one and other,that 
hadnohelmes en their heads, noz habergions an, their 


backes, and then they knew that it was Hercules 0 
0 
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few them ſo thicke, that with the bloud that ranne downe, 
was made a right great tuſheng, 2s if it had baue a 

Among theſethings tho gentlewomen of Megara icy 
out of the pallacs , and went intothe ta tes crying with 
high and clerte vote, that Hercules was come againe, any 
that he had ſlaine Lincus, With theſs cryes all the Cittia 
was mounted, the god men olde and pong, the witowes, 
wines and inaives tanne vnto armes with great ceurage, 
and aſayled all abant the men of Lincus, There was a 
terrible battaile,and many pecple gathered togither, men t 
women againf their enemies. In alittle while all the ci- 
fie was troublied. When Hrcules had put to death ail them 
that he feund in the cloſe of his pallace , excepting Lincus 
whom he put in the guard and keeping of the Qunene Iv- 
no, and of many Gonllewamen that cams buto him: 
then ha ſp2ang into the ftrates, and ſhewed his ſwozd,and 
ſmott downe right on all ſides in ſkirmiſhing ſo meztally 
with the men ef Lincus, all about where he might finde 
them that by the helpe of them of Thebes he mane them all 
to paſſe the charpeneſſe and cutting ai his ſw od. And then 
was Thebes au glad: and Hercules returned into the pal- 
{ace, bnto the place whers the ladies kept Lincus, Then 
Hercules ſent foz to bzrake vppe the det of the chamber 
where Megara was in, foz as much as they eould not finde 
the keyes, loʒ they that kept her wert dead. Megara then 
full ofglavneſe came vnto herlozd. Hercules roſc vp to her, 
and would haue embzacedher, and kiſt her. But Lincus, 
that thought on nethingbut ſoz to doeuil,by the ſecret per · 
ſwalion of luno, turned him fram it, ſaying: Herevles, let 
de my concubine, I have taken my flefhly defires with her: 
ſhe is of mine acquaintance, and the maſt lurarious ladie 
that euer I was acquainted withall. 

When Megara heard the right great inumis and weng 
that the trattoʒ charged hir with. ſhe fel back ward fo; au get 
being furters, without ſaxing of any wozp. Hereuies by 
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fall of anger, and hote an full of great ire, ning that 
Lincus ha ſam crath,ſs he ſmats off the head of Lincus, ant 
with the ſame twozd that he had lame the trattoꝛ with he 
pat to death Megata, who was with childe. Bowbeit the 
Cranicles of Spaine tell, that Hercules flew not his wiſe, 
but that he put her into areligious houſs, that he 03dai- 
ned in Thebes in the temple of Diana, rengouncing her 
companie : and thereitis ſaide, that this was the firſt re. 

ligion that ever was in Thebes, Theſethings accompli- 
ſhed in the one manner and in the other, Hereules went 
ſoꝛthwith x toks out of pziſon Ampbitrion and Philotes, 
and from thence al angrie and (oze grecued:ſo that 

at that time and long after he ſpałs not:and went his wap 

at all adnentuce, accompanied with The ſeus and Philotes, 

with the great bewailing of them of Thebes, which then 

after his depatting crowned ouer them Layus the ſonns of 

King Agenoz of Adirie, foz as much as be had wedvedthe 

daughter of the king Creon named Jocafta,

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And if foztums would be with him, he would e duenture to 
bꝛing his enterpziſe vnto an end. Nhat ſhall make long 
pocetic? laſon und Hercules made teadie right gad ſhip, 
and went to the ſea, and renewed not their vicnuall till 
they came to the Pozt of Troy, And then they renewey 

not them at the pozt, fo: the king Laomedon was then in 

Lroy, which had foztified marumilouſly the Cittie a- 

gaine : and knowing that there was landing at his Pozt 

a ſhippe full of Grekes, hee ſent downe a man that com; 
manded them rudely, that they ſhould departe thence, 
and that he was enemte to the Stakes. Iaſon( as Cap- 
taine ot the armie) anſwered courteonfly the mefengec 
or Ning Laomedon , and pꝛaxed him that hee might haue 
victnals foz his money, The meſſenger anſwered him, 
that hre ſhould haue none there, vnleſe they gat it with 
the ſwo2D. Then Hercules might no longer tarie, but 

ſwaretothe Tropan , that ifhee might returne from the 
vopage that her had enterp2iſed , that hee would pet ence 
againe deſtrop Trop, and that hee would not leaue one 
ſtone vppon another. With this concluſion Hercules and 

Iaſon departed from Trop, t by foztune they were bꝛought 
to the pozt of Lemnos, whereof was a woman Laie and 

Quene, named Yypſyphyle, which waxed aino;ous of la- 
ſon,as it N the hiſtoꝛte ol laſon. In this poꝛt 

ofLemngg Hetcules was aduertiſed, that thereby was a 

king n Phyneus, which ſukered himſelle to be gauer- 

ned by an auaririons woman. Phyneus had bene ina⸗ 

ried ta another woman befoze, and had by her two fonnes. 


+ Theſekwoſennes were vnrightfblly by their ſtepmather 


put fo exile, ti to ſay the very truth, bis ſecond wiſe 
was le cotupted with ankrice', that thee toke from the 
King his riches and held greater ſtatothen he. When Her. 
cules had knowledge thereof , he went and ſpake to king 
Pnyncus, and to the Quene, and ſdewed to them there vi P 
tes in ſo god uianer and fathten that thet wo chien were 


called backt fi5 their trile, and that the kuug held his — 
ropall, 
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ropall. Then returned Hercules into Lemnos, and tooks 
the ſea with laſon, and went into the ple of CTolces, where 
Iaſonby the learning, and induſtry of Medea, c 

the ſhepe with the flacce ofgold, which he bare with hun in⸗ 
to Gzece. Then Hercules recommendedgreatly laſon a- 
mong his parents and friends, and told them of the right 
great vakindneſſe of the u ing al K aomedon, and how that 
de had ſwozne fo; to deſtroy Troy fo; the rigoz that the 
King Laomedon had done vatothem. They ſwoze all to- 
gether with Hercules the deſtruction of Trop, andconclu- 
ded the day of their departure, and after made ready their 
hipcs, and all that was neceſſary fo: them. And then Hers 
cules held ſo wellbisconenant in their army, that at the 
day cancluded among them they entredinto the ſea, and did 
ſo much trauell that they landed at the pozt of Troy, with 
—— fozbid them the 

ozt. 

Jaſon was at that time in 8 carte ſtrange countrey, Her- 
cules had twith hum many noble men, And among all other | 
there were with bim the king Thelamon, Aiar, the Duke 
Netlto;,Coftoz, Pallur and 1nany kings 4 dukes 
ag af this pot, Which was of ſtrong entrie, 
Vercules chat nothing doubted his enemies, mas to (ound 
aud blow vp trumpets and tabours, and made ſo great a 
noyſe and ftirre, that the walles of Crop, and of the Pal- 
lace, redoundettbereof, 4that Laomedon ſaing(out of one 
ofhis wundowes) the-hoſte of his enemies, was a right 
great while in a thought whetherhe might goe to battaile 
againft them,ozno. It happeuedfo him, that as he was 
thus penſiue,he veheldetoward the market place, and ſaw 
there moꝛe then thirtie thouſandarmed mon: which enflas 
med his Heart in ſuch wiſe that he went and did arme him, 
and (all his thoughts and penũneneſſe put a part) came to 
bis people, whom he warned and deſired to doe their part 
and deuop;. Andafter, himſeife, truſting in fo:tune, iNued 
out into the ficld in ozder ofbattaile with geod condud: and 

— although 
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although her ſuppoſed that Hercules was in the a. my lars 
ded at che Poꝛt, whom he doubted, de marched vnts his ene⸗ 
mies which toyrd at his comming. Aud then beganne the 
Croians and the Greckesa right hote skirmich, with ſq 
great marther and manſlarghter, that at the ioyning there, 
was many a man hurt, Hercules fapled not toſmite and 
trouble his enemies, hee caſt his cyes on bigh, and ſam 
the banner royall of Crop: fought and (mote downe on the 
rixht ſide, and on the left ide, and with his clubbe he ſmote 
downe vameaſurably, that he came to the banner, and fin- 
ding there Laomedon that did matuailes of armes vppon 
the Groekes, he ſmotshim with his clubbe oftentimes vp- 
on bis helme, in ſuch wile as he might not ſaue himſelſe, and 
that her pearced his club within his head and bzaine, any 
with one ſtroke ha flew him among pleatie of Greekes , 
— on the (ca (and, ending there his miſcrabls 


neee them that bare the Banner, and 
rent the banner, and then were the Croians ak diſcemfo2- 
ted and cryed: Let vs flis, let vs fie. And with this crie 
that was impetngus, they beganne to retire andgoe backe 
unto the City, werning to ſaue themſelnes.. But the 
Greakes [papled them with the pointes of their [wozdes , 
and cuttings of their ſharpe glames ſo moztally, that in 
feaing and killing, the moſt part fell dead like as the tem 
peſt had runne among them. They tokeths Citie, ſo 
troubled with the death ofthe King Laomedon, that there 
was none, oz right little defence among them. In en⸗ 
tring into the gate a Trop. Tholamon was the firſt 
man, um Hercules was the ſccond, and then Hercules 
founde well that he did right bigh chiualxtes. Friamus 
was not at that time in Trop, but het was gone into the 
Catt by thecommaundement of King Laomedon, aftcr 
his returne fcom Thebes. Uhat ſhall I ſays ſoztune ha- 
wang caſt dawne the King Zaomedon (as is ſayde) — 
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the ffrong hand of Hercules. Ader that, he put ino Troy 
Hercules and his people, which b2:uaht them all to the 
dewing of their woods. They entret into Illion, and pilled 
it, and after did trie hauocke bpon all the treaſurs of Trey. 
In like ſoꝛt they toe Exiona the daughter of the Ling, 
whom Hercules gaue vnto Thelamon, requiring him to 
fake her,fozaſmuch as he was the firſt that entred the City. 
And when they had taken all that they found good in 
Troy, foz a finallvengeance. Hercules beatedowne the 
Lowers and buildings, and put the fire therein: in ſuch 
wiſe, that there abode not a tone vppon an other ic. 


CHAP. X. 


How Hercules and Aſſer aſſayled by battell the Ciant 
Antheon,and how they vanquiſhed him in battell the 
firſt time. * 


Fter this generall deſtruction of Trop , 
wen che Greckes departed, and Her- 
Ds cules had leſt them, the Grakes returs 
ned into Grace with great glozte, and 
"NY Hercules went by the Sea, ſaking 
; bis aduentures, accompanied with 
AER Theſcus and Philotes: and it happened 
him, that as her arriaed at the Poꝛte of 

Alexnnadzta, hee feund in this Pozt a great army. Ulhen 
the Captaine of the ax mie ſaw him come to aucre, he knew 
by the enſignes of Hercules, that it was h: and fo; that 
hee had heatd hun recoinmendtd abou? a men, 
mhatloeuer they were: then ha came unte bt all full 
of top, aud ſaꝝ de to hun, Lo2d ofnobleneſſe and treaſure of 
vertue, among the people, moſt mighty, aud among the 
kings moſt teſylendant m all glozious bettue, I (alule you 
and cequelt you, that I map dee yeur ſeruant ond f iende. 
L 3 And 
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And thus ſaying,he was on his knees befoze Hercules,any 
in ſigne ofhumility, he kifſed the carth. When He: cules 
ſaw the ſalutation and the mauer of the doing ol this man, 
her toke him by the hand, and (lifting him vp from the 
ground) ſaluted him, and after demanded of him his name, 
and to whom that army belonged that he (gw there 2 Pes 
anſwered him, that be was Affer, ſonne of Madiave, the 
ſonne of Abraham, and that in that army was none other 
captaine no2chigfe but hunſclfe, and that the Egyptians 
bad o2daived him Duke andleader of this hofte, foz tu got 
into Libie,fozfo the countrey in vengeans of the 
euill and harmes that e tyꝛant Buſyre, that was of Ly- 
bie hadde done to them, in ſuch wiſe as hee well 
knew. 

When Hercules had bnderffood the name and the af- 
faires of Affer, he tooke him fo2 hisfriend : and ſaid to him. 
that he would accompany hun ta conquer Libie. After bee 
thanked him, and b t him into a tight rich ſhip, where

Afﬀer, the wiſe and allo thedaughter of This daugh- 
ter had to name Echec : the was the moſt faite gentlewo- 
man of all the wozld, and young and freſh. By the daylie 
fight ol her, Porcules became amozous of her, and required 
her to bes his wife. Echee anſwered, that of her ſeifs ſhes 
might not accoꝛd to his demaund: but ſhsſaid, if Foztune 
giue mee ſo a grate that J may bite va wife, 1 
thouly o2e cauſe to thanke the gods then any wife 
living. Percules was right well content with the 
Damoſell : ag $46 perſwaſton, called Afﬀfer, and 
required him 
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doucheſaſe to demannd his daughe er: he that was the moſt 
excellent of nobles : and ſaid to him, that hee ſhculd tate 
her and dos with her his will and pleaſure, Hercules e- 
ſpouſed and wedded Echee, Ly the conſent of A#cr, and 
they lap togither, paying the due debte ol martiage in ſuch 
wiſe that Echee conceiued of the ſadt of Hercules. That 
hail Jmake long pꝛoteſſe / Yercules and Aer, ſaylcd ſo 
long that they found the pozte of Lybye, where now ſtan⸗ 
deth Carthage, and there they axtiued, and tooke land, in a 
night which was cle ate, and after they entti d haſtilpy into 
the countrey,and befieged the City ofLybie, without reſi- 
tances;gaineſaying. 

In this Citie was then a great gyant named Aotheon , 
great about meaſure aboue other gyants,the moſt ſtreng : 
the moſt conquering that was in all the partes of Eurepe 
and Libie, Cirene, Crypolr, ꝙ ountaines, and all the Iſirs 
inhabited in theſe countries vato the Iles foztunato, This 
King then aduertiſed ofthe comming ofthe Cayptiis,was 
paſſing angry, and im re, that neuer none of them ſhould 
returne againe into Egypt. 

Aſcoone then as yee might he did cauſe his men to arme 
them, and iſſued out ofths Citie with a great company of 
Librans, and had ſo great haſt to run vpon the Egyptians, 
that he let no ozder among his people, whereof he tone 
great harme : foz when he came tothe battell,h« found that 
Hercules had trapned his people, and; ſet them in two 
battels ,of which hes led and tunducted the firſt battcll, It 
happened fo, that thep of the ſau companp of Hercules, by 
fo:ce of hot bare themſelues ſo valiantly, and with ſtrok«s, 
that they bzought ta death moze then fiftenc hundꝛed LTG 
ons» UWihen the ſhatte fayled, Antheon ſpzang inte ths 
greateſt pzeaſe;as themoſt valiant, and ſuppoſed well to 
haue ſuicmiched with his enemies hut andas Hercules ſaw

and in his way hee conered the earth and the way that hee 
held all with dead CZ:biaos. The fir ſkirmiſh was ſtrong 
and damageable to Antheon: foz again ons Egppttan 
that de lem with his ſwozy, Hercules maus die with his 
club ten Libians, About Herculcs was nothing but bloud, 
Hercules made the Muntanus redound with cries, the 
to ſxembie,the Librang to fiys and gos backe, 
and wan little gains. What ſhall Iſay moze ? as long as 
the day endured he held the battatis in vigo;,and abont the 
onening, when Affer and Theſevecameto the fight, he be- 
Kicrsd himſelfe in ſuch faſhion again& intheon, that hee 
made bim fie, all charged with hozions and ſtrokes, and 
then in lik t wiſe fied after tho Libiavs.

offering to them foz to ſend them daytx 
ofcattell; and a right great quantitio 
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thing grieuiag him, but the declining of the Day, which be- 
ganne to fails. 

At this hoare, when the Dunne withheld hor rayes, and 
turned into the Wieſt, Hercules would make an ende, and 
ſpadhis Battell. The Giants began to'ceaſe fo; to ſmite, 
fo from the Moꝛning vnto the Euening, they hadfought 
without ceaſing. : and Hercules behaued himſells in ſuch 
wile, ſmiting vppon one and other, being about him hat de 

and ſharpty,that it befell ſo, that of ſome de ouerth;ew and 
bꝛate helmets and heads, and oſothecs,he bzake arms and 
ſides matuellouſlp, and g aue ſo many great ſtrokes, that fi- 
nally,he beat downe,and to bzwiſed thein Neſtor, 
which fled away when he ſaw the diſcomfiture. there» 
in his he wiſety,f62 all his Bzethzen were there lains by the 
band of Hercules, gt. 

When they of Cremona ſaw their Los dead, they had 
lone cnough made an ende of and ſozrow, 
fo2 they das bene vnſathemhatd and troubleſome. At the 
end of this Battell they aCombled toConncell, when they 
ſaw that Hercules had Wome the Tiinozp , and concluded 
together, that they would pald themſeluegto Hercules, and 
ſubmit themſelues to his moxcie. With this Conclalſon 
thep ilmed out of the Gates in a great numbet, and carts 
vnto Hercules, which was the conquero; of his Ci mic: 
fic, they kneled befg2e him do one to the ground: ſecond 
ix, they pꝛared and requiredof him mercie : and thirdly,they 
ſurrendzed vnto him their Cittie and their gods nd ſuid to 
him, that they would hold hiu fo2 their E od during theyn 
lunes. Then Hercules, who was pittifull and gentle vn⸗ 
ts then that were merke, and humbled ſhemſelacs, reccys 
ued the Cremonians into his grace, and made them to riſe 
and ſtand vy, and aſter ſent fo; them of his Hoaſt. hen 
they werecome,he bꝛeught them all into Cremona , where 
great toy was made vatothem : Fo: they were glad of the 
death ofthe Giants. Andtherewas no man, noz woman, 


no; childe that thanked not the geds. — — 
2 
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By this maner was Hercules Ring of Cremona, and in- 
riched with a new title of bictozy, The firſt night that hee 
entrditotheCity , de teited him and bis people: und then 
were they well teneſhed and tight well teaſtt d and ſerved 
with vitalle. On the mozrow he did cauſs to bʒing into the 
citie the bodies of the giants that wers dead, and did bury 
them wozthipfully. And after he ſeunded dyen them a ve- 
rygreat tower and hig, and vpen the tower he ſet ri. ima; 
ges 02 ſlatues of met ail, after the faſhion oſ the giants that 
de had ſlaine, tnremembzance of his victozie. 

After the edification of this tewer , Hercules leſt in 


Cremona, folke foz to gonerne them, and departed thenes 


faz to got further fozth into the country. Vee ſtudied all- 
way, and was ncuer idle: he ſludied ſo much, that he could 
make the fire artifictall, aiwell ap Cacus: and found the 
remedies againſt the ſame, Ulhat by armes and by bis 
ſcience, he gate avery great glozy and pzaiſing in Italy, 
Va went unto many places, and ouer all where he came oz 
went, men did himbenour and treuertuce. What ſhall J 
mak long p;oceſſe 7 with great god adventure, hee went 
lo fatre, that de came to a Cittte ſtanding nigh the Mount 


Auentin, whete raighed a King named Evander, which te⸗ 


t ſolemnly, It is to be noted, that when Cacus 
fled from Monchzyo(as is ſaid)bnfo this unt, he came 
into Tralie,all tte haue loft is @eignozle. Then 
" brgaudleanef rogn hem to all bis ſernants,and all 
alone, he went t q ide Eponnt Auedtin in an Eue-

ms King, where J was wont by my name to make K

bnbapp?.as J: I anſoinfdztunate and vnhappy, that A 
dare not be ſene no; knowne. With theſe wozdes bee 
lapde him downe pon the bare ground, and laped a ons 
under his head, and with great paine and griefe fell a- 
flaps , which durtd nat long , fe; his vennes were ſtrong⸗ 
ly ſtitred his heart was nat quitt, and his body was right 
tuill ſuſtained. Anon after heawoke,and went ont of the 
Cane,foz to los it. it werenigh Day : fo2 the Night trou⸗ 
bled hun, and was to him ta long. But when he was come 
into the Ap2e,he ſaw no dax appeate, no ud moye 
ſhine, but he found it all varke,clowdy,and thicke, aud ſaw 
all the region of the Ap2e coueted withclowds, whoreat he 
was greatly vered and grieved. Then he went into the 
Caue againe,not iato the deepeſt,but at the mouth thereof, 
aud there ({ozro wtulland peuſine)abode without any moze 
ceping till it was bay, 

When the Day appeared, Cacus went out of thaCaue, 
and wen vype unto the top of the Hill, and beganne to be-

he ſaw that he muſt teil his n iſhappe and then folde him 
and tecounted from the beginning to the end, how Hercu- 
les had taken from him his Kealmcs, and bcw ba hay 
been beſieged, and how he was eſcaped. Andſozalmuch 
(ſapdehe) as A date not abide in mine owne ccuntrey, x 
am come hither bnto yeu ſoz refuge, and to tell and count 
my ſozrowes. And A haue intention to holde mee on the 
nicunt Anentinin aCaue, that is there vntill that tune 
mine enemp Hercules ſhall depart from wine Yeritage : 
and I willk&pe me there ſo ſecret, that no man in y wozld 
ſhall haue knowledge thereof, to the ende that Hercules 
know it not,fozaſmuch as he hath ma in great hate, and ha 
bath moze arcater hap and fo;tunewn armesthen haut: 
And ifhe knew that J were in any place, J am certain that 
he would come thither fo; to deftrop me. This conſidered, 
I baue choſen (his Caue (0; to hide me, as Jhaue ſayd:bat 
fozfomuch as J haue moze ſozrow in ſaling, then my taſte 
rcquireth; it is ſo that the eyes of ama being in great troi'- 
ble, retoyce in the viſage and ſight of a woman, foz a we- 
man is agladnes andcomfozt of a man. Wherefoze I re- 
quite pou, and pzay you that ye will giue m to wile one of 
your daughters. And il it pleaſe you ſo to doe,certes ys ſhalt 
doe fo me groat pleaſure, and the moſt friendfhippe that I 
may haus foz this pꝛeſent time. Th king Pricus anſwered 
and ſayd: Cacus,yebe come t deſcended of high geutienes, 
and haus great lozdihip aud ſeianiay in Yeſperie, If Fos 
tune were again you this day, v Vighneſſe ought not 
therfoze the wozſe td be eſtemed. At this day Jhaue fours 
daughters, ot whom, the one is named Volc. Take whom 
it pleaſeth vou, extept Vole, foz J will not yet marry her. 
And il ve haue any will to make any army againſt Hercu- 
let, tell me plainely, and J will ſuccor:r yeu as a ttue and 
faithlull friend. Cacus was right wel content with the an- 
ſwere ol the king, and thanked hum, ſaying that hee would 
make no ar mie fo2 this 1 would paſſe his time in 
d 3 ths 
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the caue like as he hadpurpoſed and concluded, Then ths 
th:& daughters of King Pricus wereſent fo, and Cacus 
choſe ons ofthem,which de wedded, und after lap with 
her, and above there two dayes. At the end ol two vaics 
he would de part, and toke leaue of the King, The King 
would haue deliuered vnto him tenne Knights and tenne 
Squires, foz to haue bzought him en his way, but herefu- 
ſed them, and would none. Then her would haue dehne- 
red te him certaine Ladies and Damoſels, but of all the, 
be toke none ſaue the two Siflers of his Wife, Which 
would by ſozcs goewithhim. Thus then her departed from 
Calidony,accompanied with th;ee Siffkers,Ve u as alway 
ſozrowfull andpenſtue,and from that time fo2th,thus bee- 
ing in unpatiente foz his niſhap, and caſting out of his 

toyaltie, hebeganne to runne out, and bathed his Are in 

the bloud ofthe men, women and thildzen that ho met and 

put them all to death. 

Cacus beganns to ererciſe tho decdes of ſurie and of ty / 
ranny,as he was going vato the mount Auentine, Anone 
as he was come,heentred into tho cane, the beſt wiſe hee 
conld with his wines,anvthe molt ſectetiy. And of this 
place he mad a meſt᷑ of theft, and a pit of finnes. Foz the 
firſt night that de lobged his Wines, hes went info the 
village that ſtove there faſt by, and beheld the fatreſt houfe , 
Whereinfohe entredby a window that was open, and 

all them that wore therein: and afiee the alt the 
gods as much as he might boars bpon his Ho 
ders,and bate them into the taue, wher⸗ 
dt wore e Whues, 0 
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CHAP. XXV. 


How Cacus ſtole away the oxen and kine, belonging to 
Hercules, and how Hercules fought with him therfore 
and flew him, 


the mozning Cacus found a right 
4 great tone of marble, which he tooke : 

: 0 bare vnto his caue, and made thei with 
* ne! bis deze. The moſt part of that time 
Ce cus held him in his caue, and went 

7 never out but when he would do hat me 
Des euil. When he went into the field as 
it is ſayd, ho flew all them that he met. Mes robbed cuery 
man, hedefloured women, he burnt houſes and townes, 
and ſhoztly (poyled,and did ſo much harins in Italy, that 
they that paſſed in the Countrey, ſuppoſed it to be deſtroy- 
ed by the gods, and could not know Whereof, noz from 
whence came theſe perſecutions that Cacus made vpon 
them. Foz to teturn then to ous fatke of Hercules, he came 
vnts the Citie ol . Euander, inthe time that Cacus be- 
dowed Ataly with bloud of men + filled his cans with ſtol- 
lengoods. After the comming of Hercules and of his men 
ofarmes, his baſes oz axen were bought into the Citie, 
becauſe king Evander ſhould ſve them. The king tooke 
great pleaſure to behold and fee them, fo2 they were bigh 4 
paſſing fayze. Afterthat the king had ſeene them, Hercules 
demanded of him whither he might ſend fo: topaſto; them, 
fo; that night : In truth yz, ſarde king Evanderif pee 
will follow my amuſe andcounſell, pee ſhall let them abide 
in this City, ond not lend them into the feldes. Uhere- 
foze replyed Hercules: Euander aunſwered and ſayde, 
fozaſmach as when wie ſend out our beaſtes, wee know 
not where they became. They haue beene ſtollen, and 
vzuen away , and wee os TA who bee the — 
84 ers 
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bers, our ſeruants b&ne murdered, the houſcs be burnt, 
the pzcple that ſhoutblabonr in the flelde, bee Naine, tho 
women and maydens be violated, and put to ſhame : and 
we cannot remedie it. Foꝛ we tannot haue kmowledge of 
the authoꝛs oʒ dotts thereof. Wherefozo ſome men ſap, x 
will auouch it, that they bee the Gods that thus puniſh vs 
fo2 our ſinnts. YWherefoze J pꝛaꝑ you let pour beaſtes as 
bide iu thrs Cttie, to the end that thoy.benot tollen. Sir, 
ſayd2 Hercules, perecount and tell to me a great maruel; 
I beleene well that thoſe things that per ſay, be very true: 
bn? this not withitending, unc e that the gods haue laued 
them vn to thiß day, they will keepe them pet if it pleaſs 
them: fo2 ik they will haue them, euen as well they will 
take them in the City, as in the fields, And if there bee a 
robber 92 thieſe in the countrey, that will take thetn away, 
I ſuppoſe J ſhall finde him, and ſhall make Italy quite of 
him, With theſe wozvs; Hercules ſent hisbeaſtes into 
the paſture, and thers loſt them without any Keepers: the 
The day p8&ed ouer, the night came. In this night Cacus 
taed out of his taue, and wont into the Counttep, foz to 
pM and rob il he might finde any booty . Thus as he that 
ts vnhappꝰ ſeekieth enill ano ia the end bets ones 
fo2 his treſpaſſes, the unhappy aduentare bought him into 
the u1zedow, whereas paſtured the oren andkine of Her- 
cules: it was nigh the mozning,he had with him his thꝛes 
wines. As ſoons as he ſaw the dbeaſts by the light of the 
moone that ſhone cleare, he neu them. Anon he was al 
abated; and his bloud changed in his viſage,and net with- 
out eauſe: lo: ſoon after his ſoacowes beg anne to grows 
could not ſpeaks. Mis hen they (awe that hee 
ſpake no wozd, and that heberhcid thebeats, all amaſed 
andaſtonted,cameto him, any demaunded of him what 
beeayled e Alas,aunſwered Cacus, fince if is ſo, that yes 
muſt needes kues: I tell vou fo2-certatnette, that all the 
ſoto of the mond ariſeth in ivy ſcomacke, ——_ 
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ronneth mint heart: Foz J hereſ@ the Oren of the tr 
unzFof mine Cacmie Hercules, and in beholding them 
Iremembzerthe great loTes that I haue had by him, and the 
Honoars and wozſhips that hee hath made me fo2 to loſe, 
and allo the Realmes that hee hath taken away from me. 
and theertreain miſery that Jam now in. Y2 matt n&ds 
de here by in ſome plate. Curſedberthiscomming, fo2 4 
wofe not what to doe: but in ſigne of vengeance, J wil 
llea his Oren and his Kyne, 

Then the the Siſters had heard that Cacus ſo ſozrows 
rd, they councelled dim, that he ſhouldnet flea the Beaſts : 
ſaying, that if hee ſlue them. Hercules ſhoulo leſe nothing, 
fo he ſhoulo tats them. It were better (ſaid his wife) thac 
ye take and lead away as many as ye map, and bzing them 
info out Caue: F02 if ve doe ſo, Hercules ſhall hauelofle 
and diſpleaſurs, and pe (hall haue pleaſure and pꝛoſite. 

C cus belieued what his wifeſaid to him et he loked in 
the moddow all aboats,if any man had bene there to kape 
them, but he found no man no2 woman: And then hecame 
to the Beaſts,and tokecight of the beſt that he coulo chuce, 
foure fat Dren,and foure uine: Alter de bound them to- 
gither wich acoꝛd by the tayles, and put the co2de about his 
necke,and dznethem (o in that manner vnts his Caue, al 
be it the Beaſtes reſiſted ſtrongip to goe backwards in that 
manner. Ca cus bought in this mannerreculing and go⸗ 
ing backwards all · thoſe Beaſtes that het ſtale, to the ende 
that no man ſhould follow him, b the traches of the late of 
the beaſts. 

hen hee had put in his C aue the Beaſts of Hercules, 
(as ſaid is he chutte the doe ſo weil, that a man ſhouls n2- 
uerhanoknowns no2 petceyued that thers hadde bene any 

doze. Then waning that ger had bene ſure, he layed him 
downe and dept. Anon after, the Sunne riſing, and that 
it was Day, Hercules that deſired wich to heate tydings 
of his 1Seaſts,aroſe vppe, and did ſo vie the watter, that the 


King Evander bzought him vnto the place, whereas his 
Orten 
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Oren and Kyne were, When they were come info the 
Medou, Hercules ſcund that he lacked foure Oxen, and as 
many Urne: Whereat hee was ſoze froubled, and fozto 
know if theGoddes had taken them, oz any Thienes hay 
ſfollen them, he commaunded that they Gould ſer ke all a- 
bout the Pedowes, and ſe i the traches 82 the pzintes of 
the Beaſtes might be ſ@ne 02 found, At thiscommaun- 
dement, the one ant the other began toſake. Some thers 
wers that lohed towards the Wount Aventin, and found 
the ſteps «nd foting of the Oxen, but they thought by that 
foting that the Beaſts were deſcended from the Punt, ſo: 
to come into the Bevow. When all they had ſought long, 
and ſawe that they foundnothing, they made thep2 repozt 
vnto Hercules, and ſaide vnto him, that they could not per- 
ceiue on no ſide where thoſs Drou were ifſued out, and that 
on no ſide they could finde any ſignes noz tokens of Beaſts 
going out of the Paſtures. But right now (ſaide one) J 
haue found the ſteppes and fete ofcertain Oren and Kpne, 
that be deſcended from the Pountaine into the Peddowe. 
When Hercules heard,that fim the mountain were come 
Dren into the medow,tee called Evander,and demaunded 
him what people dwelled on the Pountain. Evander (aid 
to him, that thereon dwelled neyther man nozbeaſt : and 
that the Bountatne was not Inhabited, Hercules would 
gde to ſa the ſoting: and went thither,and he thaught well 
that thither wight haue paſſed exght great Beaſts in that 
night,foz the traces of the feete were great and new. Then 
he would wete where they were become: but heſound well 
that the foting of the Beaſts toke they; onde thers as they 
paſtured. Hee was then tight ſoze amarnelled,fazaſmuch 
as there were no ſtrange Beaſtes,and beganne to mule. 
Now when he had alittle pauſed, hee beheld the Mount, 
and ſaide: It muſt nerdes be that the Gods haue rauiſhed 
mine Oren, oz els that there is a Theefe in this mountain, 
that is come and hath ſtollen them, and hath ledds them a⸗ 
wap, xeculing backwards. But fozaſmuch as J 2 
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ſaſpition of the Gods, then of the Thiefe, A will neuer de- 
partefcom hence, vntill the tims that J haue ſtarched this 
Mountaint from one ſide to another,ſoz iny heart wpgeth, 
that the Beats be here, t. 

With this concluſion Hercules did canſe to take di- 
ners Calues that were there, and made them to faZ till 
None. During this while hee ſent fo; his Barneys and 
Armes by Ehiloces, and Armed, and made him ready to 
fight. Arne alter middap, as the Calues beganne to crio 
and bleate foz hunger hee cauſed them then to be bzought 
about the Pountaine. Thus as they paſſed by the place 
where the Caus was, ind ccyed: it happened that the Uyne 
that wert in the Caue hearde them, and anſwered: crying 
ſo lowde,that the ſound paſſed by the holes ofthe Caue, and 
cams ts the cares of the Calues, and alſo of Hercules, and 
of others When Hereules heard the crye of his kyne, he 
abodethers : his Calues began toccie againe, but his Kyne 
cryedno moze,ſo; Cacus by the fazce of they; cryes, was a- 
waked: and as he that al\vayesdonbted (oz to be diſcoue · 
red,roſe vp, and tut thethzoats ol the arne. The Calucs 
then natut ally knowing theyz Dammes, cried very lowde, 
andbleated, as they that deſirev their milke, fo; to liue by. 
Howbeit they could not ſo lowd ccye,that they: Dammes 
aunſwered them: Voersof marnelled much Hercules. 
Then he appzoachod the Pount, and went vato the place 
where him ſ@med that hee hawde hearde the Kyne, and was 
thers full th2e hoares, ſaking if he could finde any hoale, 
02 Cane, os way to paſſe by. Bat howbeit that he paſſed 
mau times by the entrie of the Cane, hee coulo neuer pec⸗ 
ceptie if, Some ſaid, that the noyſe and bleating that they 
hadheard of the Kyne,was come by Illuſfo#. The other 
ſaide, that Hercules {off his labdut and ttauell, and pꝛaycd 
him to leauc off to ſake any moꝛe, ſoʒ they thought themnot 
reconerable. In the end when Hercules had heard one and 
otder, and ſaw that he might not come to the ende of bis de- 


fire, in a great anger hee toke in both Arines a * 
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hat grewe there by, and ſhoke it th: times with ſo great 
ſozce,that at the thud time he ouerth cw it tote and all, in 
ſuch wiſe that the Note that came out of the Earth made a 
very groat large hole, ſo dape that the bottome of the Caue 
was leneplamely. 

Wlihea Hercules ſaw the great hole that the rats of the 
Cr had made, hee was right topſull and gladde . and (aid; 
Leuly it is heere that the great Thiele dwelleth, A muſt 
ſæ if he be heete, and what Parchantes Anhaete in this 
place. In ſaying theſe woꝛds, Hercules ho wet downe his 
head, aud beheld on the one ſive of the Caue, where he ſawe 
Cacus, Afſone as he ſaw the Zhieſe,he knew hum anon, 
wherofhe was moꝛe ieyous then he was befoze, and called 
to him, Cacus J ſa the : thou haſt betoze this time treu⸗ 
bled the Realms of Heſperia, with innumerable 
ſes and great ſinnes, that thou diddeſt commit openty and 
manti'eſtly, This was the cauſe of the deſtrucion vf thy 
Scignszp. Now thou troubleft the lcalians with Tyraan - 
nies ſecret andvaknowne, JI know thy life, Thou maye ſt 
not denye it, pz gaineſay it. It behausth that thou bye 
thereſc2e, and that J make the Jtalzans ſrancke and free, 
from thine hozrible and 6dioustheſts. Oh curſed man, if 
thy Crownes,thy Dyademss,thy Sccpters,thyrenowns, 
thy Royall men, might not maint aine ttt: Why then, 
and wherefozs art thou wzapped heere ill in nnen, and 
amendeſt not, foz all th puniGments that theu haſt ſuf- 
fered ? But vet ſtill inthe ſlad and place that thon ſhoul- 
deft di poſe ther to that, which appertaxueth to a King and 
a Pzince,theuhaſt bin a Thiefe, In ſtad to dot Juftice, 
theu haſt beue a Sutdeter, and a putter in of Fire,toburne 
villages and haufes. And where theu ſhouldeſt haue kept 
and ſaued women, then haſt defleuted them, and done thein 
villanie, © Captiſe Bing, witheut Conturing o2 pining of 
the, Certaincly, I ſa well, that thou art hee that the 
Laſiens knewe net, and that (heu halt perſecutcd them. 
Thy malite bath becnt great and thy ſubtiltie, nde 
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vnde this Day thau wert neuer bewzayed, and haſt done great 


miſchieſe. But thy Cunning is not ſo great no haſt not 
thou ſo hidden tha, but thou art right nigh perill, fo2 thou 
ſhalt yeeld tome againemy Oren. And to conclude, thon 
ſhalt put mee to death, oz thou ſhalt dye by my hand, and 
thou ſhalt not eſcapes by running away ,noz yet by thy ſubtill 


Nahen Cacus vaderſfod this ſentence, he was erci- 
dingly afraid, neaertheleCe, he lifted vp his head : and ſer⸗ 
ing that hee was ſound by Hercules, the onely man of the 
woꝛlo that he moſt hated,he ſaid vnta him: Alas Hercules, 
a man all ich couetouſneTe : what curſed F oʒ⸗ 
tune hath made thee to ma out the Tree wherof the p20- 
found and deepe Roofes hath couersd the ſecrets abode of 
King Cacus, late Keigning, but now dep2pued from — | 
ning, and baniſhed from all wozlbly pzoſperitie © Hufft. 
ſeth it not to thee, that I may haue the vis of my naturall 
fozces to liue by, when thou hat taken all away from me:? 
and that Jam fozced to liue of Robbery andſpoyle, where» 
- of the blame and fault onght to redound bpon thee: Why 
ſuCeuelt thou not me fo luue, and dzawefozth the reſidue of 
my pays life, among the tones, among the Rockes, and 
among ſhs wozmes of the Earth : Conſider nowe, what 
thon haſt done to this King, and ſake him no moe. Theu 
bait hurte and grieued him enough. Hercules aunſwered 
Cacus : In the dapeſt of thy depths of wzetchadneCe and 
miſerpes , thy demerites will accuſe thee : and J am right 
ſozry and grieued, to ſcea King in ſo woefull and ſhamefull 
eſtate: but ſeting theu tanſt not beantifis thy Dapes paſ- 
ſed 92 pzeſent, with one onely god heade, what remevie 7

Ey this anſwer, Cacus knewe that there was no te- 
ſpite fo2 his lite. Thenhs intended to ſane bimſelfe as be 
had done afczetime: and wade by his craſt ſo great a \moke 
and darke fume,that it ſa med to come cut cf the hole that 
the Tre had made es it hadde bin a pitte of Hell. And 
this blacke Fume wag mingled w flames burning, as it 
was marucll. F02 all this fame Hercules left not Cacus, 
but leapt into the Caue, into the middle of the flames and 
fun: t, as hee that was maiffer of the Craft, and wes quick- 
lp purueyed of remevyrs that tdertumto appertainev, and 
he went in luſtity,andatfſoyled Cacvs, in fuch wile as heo 
felt no fumene2lit : und then he gauchim ſo great a ſtroks 
bpon the Velme with his Clubbe, that he made him to yitte 
his head ageinlt the walley of the Cane. - Cacus, with tho 
tete ung of this ſtroake, let the ume difgo2ge out of his 
ſtomachs, ſ&ing that by that meanes hee could not eſcape, 
andbetoke him to his huge great Axe, that Un byhim,fo; 
to delend hincſolfe with. Hercules ſuffered him to take vp 
his Axe. Cacus ſmote vppon him, foz the Cane was not 
large; and (hey fought long therein, Unto tho reſkews 
t Cacus, came the thzre Sifters,who made great ſozrowe, 
and did caſt ftones vppon Hercules in great N 


and wept birterly. 

The thz& Damſels loved very wellCacus, Hercules 
and Cacus fovght moze then a long boure, without cea(- 
ung. And atthe end? of thehoure, they were both ſo ſ020 
cha*ed,that they muſt ne ds rcft tdem. Then Cacus toke 
in a greatpzide, foz hte was ftrong of bodie, and 
when he had teſttv, that Hercules was not (# 
afoze-times, ans that e 
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ntuex danquiſh him, fozaſmuch as he had not cuercome at 
the beginning. By this pzeſumption he demanded of Her- 
rcules, if het would finiſh the Battell withuut the Caue: 
Hercules anſwered,that be was content. Ulith this aun» 
ſwere Cacus toke away the tons that ſhut the Caue, and 
went out, and in going out after him, Hercules eſpyed bis 
Ayne that were dead in a cozner, and his Oren that were 
bounden by the inuſſels vato a Pillar Be was ſozy when 
be ſawhis Kyne in that caſe. Nenerthelie, hee paſſed 
fo:tz,and pmſaed Cacus, that reached aut his armes, and 
made him ready, and ſaid vato him: Zhoncurſed Lhicte, 
thou haſt done to ine greatdiſpleaſure,ſo fo haue daine my 
Arne. Yea(curſed Thiele, thou thy (cife) anſwered Cacus : 
pet haſt thou done to mee moze diſplraſutes, to haue Naing 
u men, and taken away my Realmes. Thou art onelp 
—— of 3 euills that J baue done, 1 7 baths of 
Kyne, mann peppers at three ps 
well in iy mercie, as I had them bee thou ſure that thou 
Gouldeſt nener take away Realm ſiom nd man: and now 
let vs dilpatch our Battell. At theſe woꝛda, Hercules and 
Cacus ſmete againſt eache athet tight ſoꝛe, and with great 
ſurte, ſu as their ſtrokes cleaued tu their Marneis, and made 
a great neyſe. At this nopſe, the King Fuander and the 
Greekes came to the Battell, fo; to behold it, which they 
made befoze the entry of the Caue, whereas were the the 
iſkers paſſing deſolate. Cacus enfe2ced him with all his 
putſſanto: Foz be (aw it was time, then oz neuer fo ſhewe 
and put fou t all the fo ce that he might. Vee handled his 
Axt right mightily, and well was him uade ſo to dee. U 
das hard and boyftrous ; he gaue man a ſtroke to ercu- 
tes, Ans him ſamtd athei hiles that he ſhould confourd 
um vntathe derpe pit of the @arth.. But Hercules owhis 
fide faitednot ;thongh he had a Erong party againtt him: He 
wag alſo ſtrong at the Combat, and moss ſttong then was 
good ſoʒ the Czeus,: Me neuer ſhnote Cacus , but

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ale on the one ſide o2 the other,o2 to gat backe ſhame⸗ 


the Night appꝛ oached, he had great ſhame in him(vife, that 
he hab held ſo long Battell, Then de began to lar on Ca- 
cus ſo hard, and redovbled his froakes with ſuch foce vp- 
pon Cacus fo fterrely that at laſt he barehim downe to the 
ground all aſtonie,and mass him to loſe his Are, and then 
toke off his Helme.

3 pꝛomiſe to the in teme in · 
bzancs of this labour, to build a ſolemne Temple in ivy Ci- 
tis, wherothou ſhalt haue an Altar, and vppon the Al tat 
Mall be thy repzeſentation of fine Golde, and the tepꝛeſen ; 
tation of this Tyzaunt, in ſhewing how thou hat var qui- 
ſhedhim, to the ende that cur heyzes and ſucceſſozs in time 
comming, may haue therof knowledge. 

During theſe wozzs Cacus has refreſhed him, who was 
aſtonyed of the ſtroke that he had roceyued, and thought to 
hane fleddo : but Hercules ranne after, and caught hold of 
him, and embꝛat ed im in his at mas, ſo hald that hec cculd 
not fty2rs from him, and bought him againe, and bare hun 
vuto a depe pit that was in the Caue, where he hat de caſt 
in all ozdureand filth. Hercules tame vnto this fowle pit, 
that the Greekes had found, and thzuſt Cacus therein, his 
head downwards from on high vato ths ozdurs beneath. 
Then the Italisns came about the pit, and caſt ſo many 
ffones vpon him, that he dyed there miſerably. Such was 
the end of the pos king Cacus : he died in an hole full of 0;- 
dure and of ſtincking filth, When the King Evander ſaw 
that he was dead: bythe cenſent of Hercules, he made him 
to be dꝛawns out of the pit, and cauſed hun to be bozne in- 
to his Cittie, whereas Hercules (was receyued ſo trium- 
phantly, that no man can rehearſe. The Feaſt was great 
that night in (he Palace of King Euandet, and paſſed with 
great io. On the mozrow the king Euander canſed tobe 
ſet fozth the body in the common view and ſight of all the 
people,and afterwards ozdeined cerfaine folke thereto fitte 
and merte, to carry this wiſerable cozps 02 body thzough all 
the Citties where hee had doxs harme,and foz to count and 
rehearſe to them his lite. That ſhall J make long rehear- 
(alle When the bodis was 9 in the Cillie of 1 — 
| uss 
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Euander, th ey that had the gouernance thereof, hate it info 
divers place s, and alway thty pꝛaiſed Hercules, 
Jacemembzance of the nouelty of this Wiozp,theking 
Furnder made to beginne the Temple that he had pꝛonu⸗ 
ſed to Hercules, and requiced Hercules that hewould abide 
there in that Countrey , vntill the ume that his Temple 
ſhonld be fully made and finiſhey. Hercules behtlde how 
the king Euander did labour abeatbulding tis Temple, 
with all diligence, and agreedfohiszequeſt, fozalmuch as 
him ſa med that the Temple weuld bethoztly made. And 
ſome Bokes ſap, that long time befoze, the god Mars had 
p:0intied to Hercules, that there ſhanlobea Temple made 
vnto him : andfo; that cauſe tze was cume into Italie, fo; 
to wit if his Deſtiny ſhouts happen ozno? Ant when the 
Ital:ans hearde recount the byzth of tercules,they believed 
better;that he was the ſonne of god lupiter, then of Amphi 


tron, 0 
CHAP. XXV. 
How the Qurene of Laurens became enamoured of 
Hermles ; and ho the king Prem came into /rahe 
with a geat Hoalt, and ſent to deſie Hercules. 


Pe gloꝛtens derdes of Hercules were 
4 greatly recommended in 1calic,alwell 
© 24 | {2zthathohap vanquithes the Giants 
aa | ls, | of Cremona,as fes the death of Cao, 
Ja \ I De great was his renown, that dung 
PR i! be buididg of his Tem pie: all marncr 
— people tame thither,foz to ſa him, and 
did to dim diuine heneuts: nam ing dim the Senne ol ged 
Jupiter, The Kings and the L os came to him, os to gius 
him gifts, aud rich Pꝛeſents. Among all other, the Qua ne 
of Laarenris came taither , from her Cittie, with mani 
Chacets and Chanots,flled and laden with Jewells, and 

- pzeſented them to Hercules. Hercules recoined tnto his 


Ir ace this Quan aud der pꝛeſents, and thanked hergroat! 
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ly, This queens had tg name Facu2 , amt wes wiſe of the 
laing Fans, ſonne of the King Pricos, the lenne of Sa- 
turne : the was feng, tech, tender, and full ofluincCe. 
She had not ſane Ling Fanus, hir tuſband in foure rere, 
fo: hoe was gone into aſarre countrey , ant was not in ail 
this time come againe. Soit happened that aſter ſhe fir 
began to take head of and behold Hercules, andtowaike 
him well, ſhe beganne to deſire his company and acquam- 
tance : and ſheloued hime ſo ſoze and creavinaly : that ther 
could not turne hit ei es noz hit thoughts vppor: nene cther 
thing but Upon Hercules, In ttze beheteng and (ang 
hum, the ſayd in hit heart that hc was the moſt well fauou- 
red man, and pꝛopet without compariſon , that cuer thee 
ſaw, end that ofright wen {hould gtur him laud and pꝛauſe, 
ſaying ma2couer,that the ſæn ev that hit heart was int an⸗; 
gled with the fire of his loue: that many cegitations and 
thoughts tan in hit unnde, Howe was ſher a waked and 
quickned with a toyous ſpitit, and eftſonc all penſiue. She 
— ſo the flit day that Chee came in this manent with 
ercules, When ſhe was gon away foz to teſt, he layd hec 
downs on a bed all clothed, and there che began to thinke 
on the beautie of Hercules with ſs achent deſite, that ſhee 
could not abſteiut from wepivgandſoze wiſhed after bun: 
whereof the end was ſuch, that after many imaginations, 
about ths gray mozning, ſhes began toſay vuto hit ſelfe: 
O faztune , what man, what pzince, what King bait thou 
b;oughtinto thiscountrey? This is not a hing line other. 
Tdis is an Image fingular,and kke as tf the gods had 
made him by nature to exceede and triwnph about all hit 
other ſubtill wozkes and labours. All glezy ſhinetij in him 
not oneſꝑ h his valiant pzoweCe,but-by his ſimple 4 ſacred 
perfection of bodie, to which may be made no compatiſon. 
O chen image among the Nobles, who is (hee (&- 
ting his evcs, that with one only ſight will not haus 
hir heart thzowly pearſed. Tho is thee (hat will 
1 deſire higgcace? The moſt A 
Ce 2 appy 
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bappfe,and well foztirred ſhall ſhe bolhat may get his god 
will: hee is humble, faire, pleaſant, and laughing: hee is a 
treaſure. © deare treaſhre: like as the golde paſſeth all o- 
ther manec mettals, in like (ozt he paſſeth all other wozks 
ol nature in all pꝛoſpetities: how then ſhall I not loue him: 
As long as I ſhall liue, his name hall temaine witten in 
my memo2y, and his beauty ſhall not be ſozgotten, but re. 
maine fo a memoztall efcrnall. 
zeat were then the pꝛaiſes that Facua vttered of 
Hercules; (hee fozgate anon the King Fanus , and put him 
all ia neglect foz the loue of Hercules, She was there a 
certaine ſpace of time, and alwaycs thought on Hercules, 
Hercules that thought nothing of der, made vnte hir no 
ſemblance no; flgne of loue : howbeit hee talked oft times 
with her, and with the wife of the King Euander, named 
Carmenta. Themeze htconferred with them, the moze 
was Facua in great paine by theinflaming of loue : ſome 
time ſhe loſt her colour andeauntenance , but certainly ſhe 
coueredif, and hid it ſo well, that no man take herde of it. 
Then when ſhe had bens there eight dayes, bearing ſuch 
grieuous paine , ſhe ſaw that Hercules could not perceiue 
the lone that ſhee had to him: ſo fo come to the ond of her 
deſire, ſhecame on a daye to Hercules, and humbly tequi ; 
red him that hee would come and take the paines to tome 
to her houſe, fo2 to paſſe the time, whiles the king Evan« 
der there finiſhed his temple. Hercules acco2ded, and a- 
greed vnto hir requeſt , whereat ſhee had very great toy in 
her ſelle. They then diſpoſed themſelues fo; to ges vato 
Laurencia , aud take leaue of the king Evander, andof 
the quene , and ſo toke their way. Thus then going, 
Hercules was alway by the fide of Facua , who reaſoney 
of many things by the way: and alway Facus had her a- 
mo2ous eres fired on the view of Hercules, that at laſt 
Hercules began to take heed, and ſayd to her ſoftly thus: 
Lady, vou doe me groat wozſhippe to bʒing me into your 


bouſe, Alas fir,anſwcred Fa cus. J de —— 
rcubls 
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trouble you : foz J haue not the power to feaſt you and 
make pou cheers as J faine would. Lady (ſaid Hercules) 
the god cheers that you boſtow en me, is to me acceptable, 
ſs that from hencefozth pe binde mine heart fo: to Lee wil- 
ling ts fulfill peut will in ſuch wiſe that there is nothing 
that ys deſire, but J will accompliſh it at your commanuy- 
dement, after my power, as fo anie the moſt beſt accom 
plihed Lady that is in the Weſt part. Facua with theſc 
woas began to ſwile, and anſwered. rz, Jhaneno- 
thing done fozyou;andye ate nat ſo beholding to met as 
ye ſay. Vowbeit I thanke pou foz your god woꝛde. And 
thereot J holy me right foztunate aud happy, ſo that the 
moſt wo2thy man of all man dapneth teaccompany one ſo 
pooze a laby as Jam. Lady (anſwered Hercules) I 
taks nat that ta he attcibuted rightly to me, to ſay, that 
IJ am the moſt woztby of men: fo2 there haut ban wany 
better then J am. But certes the moge v ſpeake. ihe 
moze ye make ma your ſubiact. And ũnc you doe to met 
lo great honows, I requeſt ycu as much as A may, that 
I may be your night , and that ys take power cuer mee 
to commaund me ta doe your will and pleaſure. Sir laid 
Facua, wille that it bee (0? Lady (aunſwertd Hercules) 
alas yea. A will not conunaund ven (ſaive Facua,) but 3 
will gun you ouer me aſmuch Sexgno2y and L o2dlhip as it 
hall pleaſe peu to take, Hercules with the ſame wozd, 
would faine haue kiſſed the L ae, and das done it, hadit not 
bene (02 the wazthip of her, aach he would kepe. They 
had enough of other conferences. From that dap foozth, 
Hercules intended te pleaſe the Lady moze then he had don 
befo2e, And tho2!ly bs acquainted himſeiſe ſo with her, and 
wwe with him, that they lay together ſecretly. Ind he begat 
gn her a Sonne, that was named Latine, which was alt ec 
ward of great geuernment. 
During theſe thinga, whileſt that Hereuics and Facua 
had this gam oppeztunity in Laurentis , tydings came that 
the King Fanus was comming. Facuzs, that then __ 
Ce 3 
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fi toioy in the Lone of Hercules, was piſſing ſozry and 
heau?,when ſhe heard thiſe tydings,fo; {h2 had firmly fixey 
her heart on Hercules, Duddainly the teares aliblubberen 
her eyes. And ſo weping,ſhe caine into a chamber whero 
as Hercules was : then the take him apart, and ſaid to him. 
Alas my Lone, I ſhall dye foz ſozrow. Lady, ſaid Hercu- 
les, whereſo:e * Fozſomuch (ſaid ſhe,) as my Huſband the 
King Fanus commeth dome: It is full foure peares ſince 
I heard ofhim, I hadde ſuppoſed ho had bin dead, but he is 
not. Mis Harbingers and Fourners bs come befoze. And 
ſay,that he will ſuppe hers this day. Alas, what euill abuen- 
ture is this? we muſt nadsnow depart, and our commu- 
nication ſhall faile.*. Mith theſe woꝛds, the L ady embꝛa⸗ 
ced Hercules, and felldown in a ſwound in his lappe. er. 
cules toke her vp, and comfozted her the beſt wiſe he could, 
and ſaid bats her, that ſince it is ſo that ſhe was marriev,it 
was reaſon that ſhe abode ſtill with her Puſband. Mhat⸗ 
ſoeuer Hercules ſaid vnto the Lady, he could nor kept her 
from weping,no2 bewaling her Lone, and her bewailuigs 
were great. In the end ſhe went into her Chamber, and 
dzyed het eyes, and bzake off her dolozous weping aſmuch 
as ſhe could, Arraying and apparelling her in ſuch wiſe, as 
if. ſhe had bent very iopous and glad of the comming of her 
Huſband, who came ſone after, and entred into his Cittę, 


with groat Triumph. 

wr ee andthe Quten Fa cua went fo mate the King 
Fanus, When the King Fanus ſaw Hercules, he did to him 
as much hono2 and wozſhip as he could dw: Foꝛaſmuch as 
be had heard ſay, and was aduertiſed of the deeds of armes, 
that he hadde done againſt the Giants of Cremona, and a- 
gainſt Cacus : and liable thanked him, fozfomuchas he 
was came into his City. Foz concluſion , Hercules abods 
there foure dayes after that Fanus was come home: and on 
the th day hes conſidered, that he might not longer enioy 
his Leue, and that he did nothing there but laſe his time: 
fo he tat his leane ofthe king Fanus, and of the Quan: 


Facua, 
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Fa cus, and returned vnto the Pallace ofthe E ing Euander, 
where he held him, and abode vnto the time that his Ten 
ple was buplt and actompliſhed. Abcut the conſummati- 
on of this ZCeniple,an Yerauld of Calidonie, came to Her- 
cules,and figniftcd vnto him, that the king Pricus came a- 
gainſt him, with a ger at puiCance of men of Armes, ſoz to 
teuenge the blond of Cacus his Couzen : and that he char- 
ged Hercules, that he hadde without a cauſe(and moſt cru⸗ 
elly put to death oneſanoble a king as Cacus was) and ſaid 
to him mozrouer,that if he would maintaine the contrary, 
ou the mgzrow early he ſhould finde the king Pricus in the 
ſameplace place where the blond of king Cacus was ſhed: 
and that there,by moztall Battell, by puiCance againſt puil- 
ſance, hs would p;zaue it true thathe ſaid, 
When Hercules had well heard, what the king Pricus 
had ſignified vnto him: he had his heart all full of toy, and 
ann(wered to the Yerauld, that the doath that be had made 
Cacus to dye, was a wozkeof Juſtice: and that vppon the 
NQuarrell,he would furniſhby Battell the king Piycus, af 
the houre and place that he had named. After this aunſwer 
thus made, Her cules gaue vnto the BerauldhisGown that 
he ware vppon him, and did him to be Feaſted right well, 
ſaping,that he had bzought hun tidings of pleaſaunce. 
When the Heranld had had god chæte, ind well feaſted, 
as Hercules had commaunded: Me returned vnto the king 
Pricus, and told him what Hercules had aunſwered tohun, 
and that he ſhould haue on the mozrow the Battell. The 
King Prycus, that ſuppoſed to haue wonne all by aduaun- 
tage ofhis multitude, (ſoʒ he had in his Yoaſt mo then thic⸗ 
ty thouſand men, thanked the Gods of theſe tydings: and 
came ſoʒ ward, ond lodged him the (ame night, nigh vuto the 
Mount Auentin, vppon the Niuer of ly ber. Me made hun 
ready tien foz to fight this 3Satfel!, And likewiſe Hercu- 
les: each man on his own part,thought on his wozk Thus 
the Night paſſed cuer, and on the mo2row as ſone as it be- 
gan to dawn, the king Vicus and Hercules began to ſound 
Ee 4 they3 
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their great Tabouts, and with that ſound, theyz men put 
them in Armes to boready, and after trayned in Lattell 
oder. And lo they came bath pariycs,as well the one as 
the other, into the ſame place where the bloud of king Cacus 
had bene ſhed, ec.

© Ira DI! elith this cris all the Colidonians be- 
2 * Pg \ A ganneſo runne again Hereules, and 
111609 ſo great a noiſe,that it ſæmed that 
there was not people enough in all the 
woꝛdd lor them: But certainly liks as a (mall Raine aba- 
reth v3 laveth bowne a great winde, in likewiſe Hercules 
alone laydt dotons thetr our great boaſting and vp2oare. 
Foz as ſwne as he ſaw his Enemies come running againſt 
dim, about a quattet ot a mile off, het departed ſrom his 
main Battel that was well iet in gov over: and afterthat 
he had commanded his folk that they ſhouldnot make haſte 
foz nothing, de beganne to tunne againft the Calidonians 
ſwiftly : not like an Yozſe, but like an Hark, that no man 
nught ouertake, The King Evander was all abaſhed, 
ſoz to f@ in Hercules ſo great nimbleneſſe and ſweftneCe. 
Prycus atm thy Calidonians, when they ſawe him maue 
fcom the Hoaſt, they ſuppoſed that it had bin a Pozſs 02 o- 
ther Beaſt. In the end when Hercules was come ntah to 
them, within the (pace of a Bows-ſhot, they knew that it 
was Hercules: wherFoppon they wore ſoze abaſhed at his 
comming ; Prycus 6— * 
ry 
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Thep ſhotte Arrowss,am) they caſt Dartes and S peares 
bppon Hercules, againſt all the parts of his body: wears 
theleCe,they could neuer pieret no enter into the ſkinue of 
the Lyon, and hee neuer reſt d, till he had accompliſhed his 
tsurſe, ch ulling humſelfe fozwards among bis Enemies fo 
migheup, chat over thꝛe wing all befoze him, ike as it hadde 
bent a Tempeſt a: Thunder, ge went into the nud> of the 
Hoaſt, wheceas there wasthechiefe Banner of the Uing 
Prycus. 

Hercules abode and qed there, but beganne to ſmite 
and lay on, dppon the one ſive and the other, and to dee his 
S\v63d with the blend of the Calidonians, Mis Sucꝛd 
was  heauy that ne man wmixrht endure it it all to bauiſed 
all that it uit. It made the place redde, whereas the 
blond of Cacus was ſhedde, with blond vppon bloud, and 
with dead men vpon dead. Then was not the ſhame and 
death ol King Cacus anenged , but angmented, vppon the 
perſons of his Friends, in aboundance of (laughter, and of 
murther. The trie aroſe greatly about Hercules: he bzake 
and all to rent the Banners and the Kecogniſances of the 
Calidonians, and of thepz Conpducozs : there was none 
ſo hardy, but ho dzane him away : and there was none ſo 
reſfuluts;buthe was aft aide and trembled. All the beſt and 
hardyeſt fleddedeſozehimm, Then he made what ſpoylehe 
would with his Cnemyes. Theſcus,Enander,and others 
came then unte the Battell. At this Conflict there was 
many a Sptare bꝛoen nan a halbard,and many a Helm 
broken, and many a Knight ſmitten m pieces. The C- 
li doniats were in great number, and there were manic of 
themboth trong and mightie. This Battell was right 
ſharps, and mightia, and furious. Lhe King Peicus ſet 
ſozemoſt befoze bppon theGreekes, mv labeuitd with his 
havd right Cheaalreuſlp. And Hercules and Iheſeus did 
wozthily,amd deſerning memoz7 : they rannte from rancke 
torancke,and bzake the rancks of they: Cnenies. They 


coinſozted and encouraged their men, and ſhe wed to _ 
0

haw they honld dor. Their feates and dudes wereſs 
gceat, that it ia unpoMble to recount end tell: tos in littls 
time they put their enemies in diſpaire. What ſhall J 
ſap ? allthedifcomfiture was in the Calidonians, ea by 
fozce of armes they abode vpon the fielde ſoz the moſt part, 
And then when the King Pricus ſaw, that his people 
could no mo2s fight, and that he loſt on all ſides, and that 
foztune was againſt him in all points, after hes had 
laboured, and that he had nd&de of tet, he withdzew him 
out of thepzeaſs,and ſounded a retrait,and with the ſound, 
the Calidoniens turned back, and fled aſter KingPricus, 
When Hercules (aw that the Calldoniens withdzew 
themſt lues, het made in like wiſe his Greeks fo withdzaw 
them: not fo any n&d they has, but foz to ſhowe their exe- 
mies, that they would well that they ſhould ref them. 
In this wiſe the batfell ceaſed, Hercules ſuppoſing that 
the Calidsntens would aemble on the mszrowe when 
they had reſted them: but they withvzews themſclues, 
ſome here and ſome there. The Day paſſed, the night 
came on: then the King Pricus aſſembled his ſelke, and 
thewed to them their loſe , and tho ſtrength and might 
ofthe Greekes , and in eſpeciall of Hercules, Altet ha 
ſaid to them, that they could neuer Conquer them, and 
that they coulde no wiſelyer doe then to withdzawe them, 
and to teturne into their countrey, The Calidoniens that 
dzeaded Hercules moze then the death , % Tempeſt 0; 
Thunder of the heauen : bad great top , when they un- 
derſtodthe will of Kiug-Pricus: and anſwered all with 
one accoꝛde, that they werereavy to gos fozth on the wap. 
With this anſwer they conclded, that they ſhould leaus 
their tentes, their cartes and armorrs , 02 te got lightly 
and moꝛs ſecretly. Aſter this they toke their way accez- 
ding to theit concluſſon,and faire and ſoſtiy they went thetx 
war witheut making ty2re oz noiſe, t dio tte ueil ſo much 
this night, that on v n:0:row ther were far ſtom Hercules. 


After this, on the mozrow when Hercules eſpicd that they 
were 
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were fled, hee and his men pucſued after ſwiftly, howbeif 
they could nat overtake them. Fe, to ſpade tho matter, 
the King Pricus tetucned into Calide nie. Hercules pars 
ſtedyim into bis cittie, which was ftrong with walles 
and beizgedhim. Daring this lege, there was neuer a 
Calidonien that durſt come ont. Hercules oft tings af 
ſaulted the cittte, but he loſt his labour. At length,when he 
ſaw ghat hee could not get noz win bpon his enemies, ha 
c his Gznkes, and ſayd to them: that man that ven- 
fureth net winneth nothing. Wie ſotourne hers without 
doing any thing wozthy of memozy. Our enemies will 
not come ag ainſt vs, vnleſſe we fetch them, and thus we 
ſhall hausno end: (ho:tly we mult all win 02 loſe. Aer ⸗ 

ſoze I thinke it beſt that J diſguiſe me, and ges into the 

tate, and let the pol ers vndet il and that J haue an errand 

unte the Ling : and herreupon, if J may enter, J willgoe 

bnto the kiag, and ſo deale, iſ it be poſſible, that he ſhall ne- 

uet aſſault ms any moze in batte. And if it happen that J 

may ſo doe, as J have tolde you, J will that pe aſaile the 

cittie aſone as J ſhall be withis, tothe end that the Calt- 

denians map haue to de with you aſwell as with me, and 
that J daus tem not all at once vpon me. 

When Tyrſeus and Evander vnderſtode frell what 
Hercules would do, they aunſwered, that they were ready 
fo obey all his commandements , and that they would aſ- 
ſault the cittie, aſterhis ſaxiag. Then Hercules arrayed 
himſelfe like as he had bene an embaCadour, and Theſe- 
us andthe Greeks diſpoſed themſelues to wake the aſcault. 
When all was ready, Hercules departed and came and 
knocked at the gate of Calidonie: the pozters led cut at 
a little windcw, to fa who knecked there,and ering that 
there was bu tone man in alo g gowre, they cpencd to 
bim the gate, and aſu ed him what he wenld haut : te! cules 
anſwered, that he ſought the Bing. And what would y 
with him, ſaid one of the poꝛtets: Hercules ſapd, I weuld 
fains ſpeaks vato his Perion; and ſaying theſe _—_— 
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the Poꝛters lalv that Hercules was thus Arined vnder the 
Gowne ; and then at fews wo2ds they eryed, vppon hum, 
ant layde at him befoze and behinde: (oytng that ha was a 
Traytoꝛ, and that he was come to eſpys the Citty. When 
Hercules ſaw that he was (8 ſet typen by the Pozters, be 
was there as he would be, and had great ier: which he co⸗ 
uered vader his ſimple countenarce,and made at the begin- 
ning ſeinblanet that he would haue fied away and eſcaped: 
bet he employed ſo little of his flrength, that the Pozters 
bought dim vn to the King Prycus, which (ate in the Yall, 
with his daughters and hls Pzinces,and pzelentod him vit- 
to him, ſaping: Oy, los here is a Traytour,that is entred 
into your Citty, foz ts o'py pour power, W yang taken 
him: he ſaid that he would ſpeake vnto your perſon, and he 
is armed vnder his mantel as ye may ſe : If is a right tuill 
token: foz a man deſn ing ts ſpeake to a Hing, ui in no 
wiſe be armed p2tnlty nos couertly, 

Then the King vnderſtad this 2ecaſatian of the Pos 
ters, whiteſt they (pake, hoebeheld Hercules, and he knew 
bim: whereat he was ſa (828 afftrighted, that he wift not 
what tofay. Hercules then bef&pared himlſelfe,and ung 
bimſclſc out of the holding of the Pozters, thzowingthem 
town vpon the ground, ſo hard, and ſo grienoufly, that fhey 
neutt aſter might relicue themſelues. When the Cabdo- 
yians that were in the Ha ſam hun ſu exzll intraatothey3 
Pozters,they th:eatned Hercules vuts the death, and aCſai- 
led him en all üdes. Vis Gowne was than angnerent 
ock. In bickering he receyued many a ſtroke, and alwayes 
he defended hiinſelfe, without diſplaying of dis power and 
of his great ſtrengthj, as he that ama ted fo2 the tydings of 
the aNault that was nigh. @ZTheaffray was great in the 
Vall, nd in the Citty on all parts, the Calidonians ranng 
fothe Pallace,ſo2 to aſſaile Hercules : King Prycus made 
him reaty and tame with other unte this fray, Chen was 
Hercules agayled frereely: but this aſſault was dar to the 
King: fa; to his welcom Hercules came — 

that 
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that ſod bypon faure great Berres of pon: Wwhereoſ he 
tote tho one and beate downe the Tabernacle, Alter, he 
lifted vy his arme with the Barre, nd (mote the king Pri- 
cus, ſo vnmeaſurably vppon the toppe of his Helmet, that 
notwithſtanding his ſtrong Harneſſe and alcuours, he all 
fo beat him downe to the Earth, and ſmote him ſo ſaze bꝛo⸗ 
ken and bzuiſed, that he (ell do wut dead, bet want his twa 
Poztfers. 

At this time, the crye aroſe great among the Calidoni- 
ans:not only there,but as well in the Citie alſe,(fo2 he that 
kept the watch ſounded to Arme fozaſmuch as the CGreekes 
aſſayled haſtily to clime the Walls.) Calidonic was then 
tertibly troubled, and the Calidonians wiſt not where to 
furne them: whether to Heteules, oz to the aſſault All 
was full of heads armed, as well in the Kings Pallace, as 
bpon the Walles. After this that Hercules had ſlaine the 
king Pricus, hebeganne to [mite ſgundly vppen dus Cne⸗ 
myes, and his ftrokes were great, at each treke he News 
two oz tha, ſo as ſhoztly he bare himſelſe there ſo knightly, 
that in little while he covered all the pauement of the Nal⸗ 
lace with deadbodyes of the Calidonians, lying one vppon 
another , without that any man might dammage his Ar- 
mo. The Calidonians wers of great courage, e had great 
tame foz that they might not ouercome Hereules, that as 
lone had dene vpon them ſo great an erplopt. They aſſai⸗ 
led hin with great courage,and caſt vppoy him Darts and 
ſharps Jauelins. His arms and his ſhoulders bare all, and 
he did ſo great things with his Barre, and gaus ſuch great 
ſtrokes, that nens of them might refit his ſtrength. The 
pe Calidonians came thither with great courage, and de- 
lire ſo; fo renengs the death of they King, Hercules put 
ſo many to deatt, that he wiſt not where to ſet his fate but 
it muſt be vpn Calidoniens, Befazo the gate of the Pal- 
lace was moſt pittifullnoyſs of wepings,and of cryes,that 
Women ans Childzen made. Jn the end, when the Cali- 
donians kmewe and perceyuedthe vertue and the frength 

0 
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of Hercules, and ſhey lab outen in daine, they teaſſed to ac 
ſayle im, and fled away. When Hercules iſſued out of tho 
Pallate, with his barre all conered with vioud. Aſſone 28 
the Calidoriians ſaw dim, thex ſrt vpon him paſſing furicul- 
Ip, and aſſayted him anew : they caſt tene s and darts vp- 
pon dim, they ſhotte Atte wes at hum abcundantly,as they 
that were prrueyed, and awayted tea his paſſage, In this 
aſſault Hercules had much to ſuffer : pet aftcr roceywing 
moe ffrokes then tould be numbzcd:Hhepaſſed the Watch, 
who awayted to haue flaine him, and reſted neuer vntill be 
came to the Gate. 

The Calidonizns ranne then after him, as men with 
out dꝛead of death and mightily ſwollen with pꝛide and ire, 
beg anne on anew to ſunts vppon his ſhoalvers, and vpon 
his bache. When Hercules ſaw that, het turned his facs 
vpon his rut. willers, and (mote vpon them with his barre, 
on the right fibe, and on the left ſive,ſo luftity, (hat he vyed 
his barre wtth new blond: and maugre bis Enempts, he 
brate then downe,and all fo bzuiſed them beſozehim. He 
made them then to recule, and got backwards, moze then 
fourty parts: and after tame to the Gate, Ans then the 
Calidbnians purſued him agatno-: but ore they tame vyon 
dim, hex all to brake, and bꝛuiſed, and to nuſhed the Locks, 
and the wickets,and dozes of the Gate: andthe Greekes 
ale them with all they po wer, and they beatvown the 
©O:awe-Bztdge. Alter s talird the adlayiantꝝ, and they 

came vnto him, and with littte reſiſtance they entred 
the Citp,which was (ll at that time withgreat 
flanghter of ſhe Cali donians , who would 
not geld themſelucs, nos put them; 
ſeleretz to merey ,vatill the tome 
that they ſaw thor ftreets 
und bouſes full of - 
dead bodies, ic. | 
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CHAP, XX VIII. 


¶ How Hiruli was ens moute . on Tole,the Dangh- 
ter of King ru, and how hee required het of 
Loue, and how (bee accorded vnte him, 


this manner was king Pricus Natnr, 
and bis Citie taken bp Hercules, Alte; 
the laughter, wh the Talidoniens had 
humbled the(elucs, Hercules and I he- 
1 eus ent unto the Palace“, and they 

tame thither ſo ſitip, that they ſound the 
Daughters of Kung Pricus, with they; 
le women, ſaking toe Uing among he 
deadbodyes, There were ſo many dead bedpes, that they 
caulo not flude ad know him that they (gught. Hercules 
at bes commog beam tobeholo ons aud othet, but eſpecial 
ly among all other, he caſt his eye ypen Yole,the Daughter 
of the king : fozaſmuch as He was excellently guſtermng in 
beauty, hat in all the wozlo was none like vato her. "Ub 
he bad alittle beheld her by a ſecret commandment of lowe, 
be dzewe hun unto ber, waning (oz to haue coinfogted her, 
Anone as the right deſolats Gentlewoman ſawe t!crcevles 
app2oaching bnto her,ſhe trembled foz die ad, and fledve vn 
to her Chamber, the Ladits and the gentlewomen follou| d 
der, ind among them ſo dip Hercules, UThat ſhall I ſap ? 
Vente tato (he Chainber Where ſhe was, and ſat down 
by het. thought to haue tiſen, fo2 te haue gone out of 
the way, but he held her by het cloathes, and aid vnto het: 
Lore may not flie my campante, Yolec (pake then, ud 
ſads;: Dh wlerable Tyzant, what ſakeſt thou me now, 
foz/to ftouble me moe: Thou haſt date my Father, let 
that:-fuffiſe the. Madame ( aunfwered Hercules, )1i the 
bing Pr cus be dea2s, it ts reaſon that ha be not much bc - 


waplcd no wept: Foz hee thinking to auenge the death, 
＋ 
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ol the tyzant Cacus, came not long fincefozto aſſaile me 
in Italy , ſaping : that J had varightfully and without 
cauſe laine him. In maintaining the contrary, I fonght 
with him this quarrell : the battaile was not ended, 
no2 put to vt oat that time, foz hee withdzew him- 
ſelf withhis people, and camo into this citie, And J haue 
purſued him haſtily , albeit J coulde not overtake him. 

And when des (aw that, J laide my ſlege about this 
titte: hee would wot como to fight the battaile during my 
ſiege , wherefoze J haus this day willed ta haue an end. 
Foztune haue ben on my ſide, and hath put pou in my 
power, Cerfes, it nut nads de, that without remedy 
pe be my Lady and my Loue: fo; in (@ing your ſingular 
beauty, loue hath conſtrained ms to bes yours, Then J 
pꝛay you as affectucuſly as J may os can , that va create 
pour ſo row, and that ys recetue mi as pour friend eng 
lone. Themo:eye weep the leſſe vs get amd winne, con- 
ttnual teares 02 werpings, noz long laſting fighs may ne- 
uet raiſe your father againe. 

The faire Yole with theſs wozdes was ſc2e opp2elſed 
with hots and contrary imaginations, that hir heart failed 
bir. It was a piteous thing to be holde how her friend 
Hercules would have taken her bp and ſuſtteined her be- 
twerne his armes. But a wile lady that had alway go- 
nerned her, came to him and ſaid to him kneekng en her 
knees: Sir, J p2ay you in the name of all de Gods, 
that pc will ceaſe to ſpeake to this p dautrſell foz this 
tine. She bath (his day loſt her Father, it miſtnevs be 
that netare ecquite hir. Yet map do with hir vont owne 
pleaſure, ifyolet het a little abide in het melancholic : all 
Wall be well il it pleaſe the Gods , as well fog peu as ſoz 
her. At therequeſt ofthe Lady, Hercules was content 
to let her goe fo; that time: hee recommended Yole vnto 
the Gods, and went vnto Theſeus ſoz to paiſt his time 
with him: but to the end that Yole ſhoulde not gie away 
no; eſcape, hee oꝛdained ti tlue Greekes ts keepeher, and 
commanded

commaunded rppoen paine of death that they ſheuld ſuffer 
no Woman to iũue out of the Chamber, without witting 
whither ſhe would. Inthis Night Hercules did cauſe the 

dead bedyes to be had out of the Pallace,and all the place to 
be made cleane, And alſohe odained that the body ef the 
Liang Prycus ſhould be put in the Sepulture. Then the'e 
things were accompliſhed, Hercules and] he ſeus with their 
men of Aries made good cherte, with ſuch as they four 
therej: 4 Yole was neucr out of theremembzance of Her- 
cules, Yolecertainly at this time was ſoꝛt diſcomnfoztey, 
that it cannot be tecounted. The Lady that had her in go⸗ 
uernaunce, frauclled very much loz to comfozt and cheriſh 
her. Then when Mercules had leſt her in the Chamber, 
as ſaid is, ſhe had many woꝛds to her: and a:nong all ether 
ſhe (aid to her: My Davghter, you wa pe to much. Ha Ma⸗ 
dame(ſaive Yols)how may J leſſe do: when ſhall I haue 
cauſe to weepe and fo waile i I have it not nowe My Fa- 
ther is dead: I haue loft hun that moſt loued me of all the 
wozld. J may loſeno moze,ne no greater thing. Ought 
not then my heart to be angry and ſozrowtfull 2 p daugh- 
ter(ſaid the Lady) J know well that ye haus the moſt appa- 
rant occaſion of great ſozrow that any woman may haue: 
but ſince it muſt na ds be that youpaſſe by this Inkoztune , 
what can pꝛoſit you your grieuous wepings e There may 
nothing pꝛoced of them but augmentation of melanchely: 
and hurting and appay2ing of your pꝛaiſed Beautie, Ve bs 
now fallen into the hands of this Pzince. This is a man 
wozthy and noble aboue all other, he loueth you: pe ought 
fo thanke the Gods, and to giue chem pꝛayſe to; thig-grace. 
Foz this is to vou a gov Fozfune,and an hap in pour iil- 
dap. Ifyou will be tuled by me, ve ſhall take all this in god 
part. Better it is to ſucfer ans quill then two. Me thinketh 
ye onghtto confideryour eſtate. And if ye conſider it well, 
ye hall indenour pou to fozget if. Badaine(ſapde Pele) As 
las, and how may that be, that J ſhould haue Loue o atti⸗ 
ninity, o: Familiarity with * hath done vnto me ſo 


much 
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much harme. Oe hath not onely taken ſcon mea Knight, 
an Unckle,102 aCeuzine, but mine onely pꝛoper Father. 
Let none ſpeake to me thereof, Ye 19, and ſhall be, my 
moꝛzlall enemp, as long as liue : and as long as he ſhall 
liue, he all haue no moe of we,foz pzayer,pzomile,noz foz 
menace, 

My Daughter laid the Lady) make not yourſelſe bond, 
whereas pon be fra: the eFecs and de ds of Lous be ſubtill 
and ſudaen. Leue is alway in his ſecett Zhzone,that can 
doo none other thing, but humiliate and mak en the harveſt 
hearted , and bow the tronacit, Do hards no: ſo trong 
a heart is not amongſt the humaine Creatures, but that it 
is tight ſone humbled aud made merke, when that it is his 
pleaſuce. There is no Tober ſo hi3, but that it may ſong 
be the wne dawn by ſubtill vader-mpaing. NRerther is no 
winde ſo great, noz ſo boyſterous, but it may be temptted. 
There isnoNight ſo darke,but that it is ſurmounted wilh 
the Day. Per hate Hercule: now,but if yon haus a while 
kept tompanis with him, and haue had cõ mu ication with 
him, peradututure port will lous him better then cuer pou 
loued pour Father, your Mother, oz any other of pour Li» 
nage. And that I maypzooue by my ſelfs: Foz J had nz 
Huſbany in ſo great hate icſt ere we loued togither,that I 
would faine haue ſene him dye a Chamscſull doath. ©hozt - 
iy after, when we begunne to be acquainted one with ans- 
ther, I loucd him ſo ſtedlaſtly, that it he had not bens with 
me both day and night, A had thought J ſhould have dye 
ſ\o2 ſozrow and grieſe. By Daughter, ſuch bs the chaunces 
pf Louegthat oſtentimes I (ay, aſter great hate commeth 
great Lone. Che glozy of Hercules is (0 clears, that your 
heart ought to bedelighttdtherwith: the Conqueſt that hs 
hath made in this Citty,ſhall bs fo; you a ſingular pzcpara- 
tion to all good. Would pou attainevatoa nioze greater 
height of weale, then ſo; to beſellow e Leue ofhim that is 
the ſubdner of bings: the moſt beſt well-faring man, and 


the moſt triumphant in Armes t ſoz to him is nothing vn⸗ 
ps Tible 
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poſſible : her hath Conquered tho moſt part of the vniuer- 
ſall Wiozly, O my Daughter, retoxce reu in Foztune : 
ſhut not the d2ze to pzoſperitie that commeth to vou: it is 
fo bebelizucd, that the deſolatton of this Citty, bath bens 
deuiſed and o2dained by the Parlement of the Gods,in fa- 
nos efpou,that are the Paragon: and neue like vnto pon, 
of all the Daughters of the Kings,foz to giueycu in Mar⸗ 
riage vnta this man. 

With theſs wozds,the fare Vole had her ſomacks ſar- 
pꝛiſed with ſundzy Imaginations. She roſe then vpfrom 
thatipart,and went into her Guard robe, wheras was the 
rep:eſentatton of the Bopdefſs Dyana, Uhen thee was 
tome thither, hes knerled downe in great pumilitie, befoze 
the Image: and in abounding of ſighes, and wa ping as 
ſoze as ſhe had done at any time of the day beloꝛe, ſhe ſaid : 
Goddeſſe of Uixgias, what ſhall thy right ſimple Sctuant 
and Pand-mayden doo ? Alas, lighten mins hope, behetd 
mine affection, weigh my miſhapps. Wend thine eyts into 
the ſecret a mine heart and ſa the ſoʒtow that I beate, and 
in the fauonr ol Uirgines kapt my bodie, and pzcſerue we 
from ths hand of him that would that J ſhould be his wile, 
Dincetbat hee had cauſed in m therote of moztall hate, 
which is not poCible to be rooted out, as Nature iudgeth in 
me: (Foz it is not poſſible that J may lone mine Enemy) 
I am thereſozeperſwaded and it is of trueth, that the hate 

—— I haue againſt this Zyzant Hercules, ſhall bet euer 
ng 


 Intheſe Pꝛarers and Lamentations 7ole abode, vn- 
till the dead time of the Niaht, curſing Hercules: ſaying, 
that ſhe had rather dye, then to Lone, o like him. Thus di(- 
daintng the loue of Hercules, witheut meate oz dzinke, ſhe 
paſſed that whole Night. The Day next following, Her- 
cules refurned vnto her: and on anelwv he pꝛaped her, that 
ſhe would be his Mile: &@aying, without ceſpite,that ſhe 
munedes agree thervnto. She was right (022 viſpleaſant 
at this his teque l, aud excuſes herſelie in many faſhizns, 
Ff 3 ſhag 
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that were foo long to rehearſe at this time. Tut pet at the 
end of the pzayers and requeſts of Hercules, Leue infpired 
in ſuch wiſe this faire Gentle. woman, that ſhe vnderſiod 
well that Hercules was ſpzung of the twtof a uodle Father 
and Mother; whereſoze ſhe acco2ded to doe his pleaſute. 
What ſhall I ino2eſay 2 Pole companity then with Her- 
cules as his Mir, and thep lay trgither + and they grews 
acquainted each with other. Loue then inrotev into they?

will. Hereules fozgot Deyanirs,and Pele fozget the death 
of-her Father and was ſo much enametired on Hercules, 
that ſhe might reſt in no plate, but that the mut be always 
with him. © niarnellons fhing / the rantonr and the hate 
thatYole had peſterdap vnto Hercules, is now ſud eu tur» 
ned into Lene infallible. Foz to ſperd this mattet: duting 
pet the firſt day tes of the lone of Hercules and Pole, at the 
pꝛaper ef Pole Hercules gaut het Siſters in Sparriage,to 
certaine Knights of the Greekes, and left them there to go ; 
uerne the Countrep,and the Realms ofCalidonice, After 
hee departed from thence, and bzongtTt his Oren and his 
Kyne with him, and ſent againe the King Evander into his 
dominion, thanking him of his company,and ofthe honour 
that he dad dene te him. 

Euander would glatiy haue act om pauyed Her cules in- 
to Greece : ut Hercules would in no mit that he ſhould 
haue the Zranell, At laũl then Euandeti with great than⸗ 
kings of Hercules, and of his Armp) departed: and Hercu- 
les, with his Army went vate the Sea, and her fozgat not 
behinde him the larzeſt Pole , but hee loued her moſt (eue- 

taiguly. All day he was with her, and ſhe pleaſed him as 
much as che might, doubting moꝛe to loſe his Loue, then ſts 
was ſeꝛty fo; it death of her Father. Then as they thus 
ſapled on the maine Sea, maintaining to they: pe wer the 
Amozeus life, Hercules encountered on a dap, nighj by an 

Vauen and a god Citty. a Galley of Parchants, Hercules 

made the Oalteꝑ to tattp.end allet called the aſter, and 


aſked 
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aſkedhim of what Ceuntrey he wes, ar dſre m where he 
tame t Ceites Sy2(anſweredthe ꝙ uſter cfthe Galley) 
I departed late (rom the Pozte of 1 hrace, that is hete by: 
I (& well that pa be a ſtraunger, and lhat ye knew net the 
periilthat ya be in: wherefoze I haute pittie of ycu, and ef 
your company : and doo aduett iſe ycu, and wich pen, that 
at the next Hauen yc (hall finde, in no wi e re ftarry there, 
fo2 nothing that may teſall cu: ſoz all ſo truc ly es te be 
here, i pe goe thii her, ye ſyall take harme eneugh: foz thers 
is a King, a Tiront the meſttiucll that is in all the wozld, 
named Dyeme des, that maintaineth vndet him ten theu- 
ſand Thicues, and he maketi warte againſt all them that 
he may finde, and hath a cuſtom that he putteth men to pay 
ranſome,ſuch as it pleaſcth him: and if they that hee put- 
teth to ſuch wiſcry,pay theyz Ranſeme, he letteth them go 
quictly,and with that Poney and ſubſtance, he nouriſheth 
bis Thicuee, and his Vozſes. And i? they cannot ſurniſh 
theyz Kanſome, Vee hunſelſe ſnuteth them to mozſels, 
and giueth them vnto his Vozſrg,/0; to tate aud deuoure. 

But thers is one good thing lo you, ſoꝛ this mozning he is 
gon to the Chaſe, ſe to hunt abeut a Fozreſt, which is ſeine 
foure miles from Ihrace, and with him there be an hundzed 
of the trongeft Thicucs that he hath. And this knewe A 
of a trueth ,foz J haue ſe ne them de patt not paſſing, this

Now Hercales fought againſt Dyemedet in the For- 
reſt of Thrace: and how he made his horſes to cat him. 


© ERCVLES hearing theſe wozds that 
& the maiſter of the Galley had ſaid vnto 
to him, and rehearſing tze life of D yo. 
medes, Was paſſingioyous in highcart 
moe then he had bin fnce th2 death of 

the T hicls Cacus. t had in him that 


413 valos 
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valaz, that where he might konw a montter 03 tyzant te 
be, o2 any mea moleſting the woale, thitherhes went, any 
ſuch tyzants bee deſtroyed : and tothe ond that men ſhould 
not ſay, that de did ſuch wozkes fes cenctiſe, hee would 
ntuet hold, noz retains to bis pzeprr Vſenothing of their 
goods, but all that dee Tonquered in ſuch wile he gans 
it vnto neble men, and pꝛaiſcd noz ſought nothing but 
vertur. Ye would not make his ſcignone te grew ne: 
be inlarged and take to hinelierealn's vppon tealme. 

Ve was content with that, that nature had ginen him. 
And atway he would ladou: fo; the commen weale. Dh 
nobleheart? © right well diſpoſed courege? © moſt vers 
tuous Paynim, there was none like to bim, of all them 
that were afo:zehim, noz after him. Foz fo holy on and 
go fozwary with mp matter, when the mater had avs 
uertiſed dim, as a foze is ſaids, that the tpzant Diomedes 
was gone on hunting into the fozreſt , with his hund zend 
thecues, be enquiredſo mach that the maiſtec ſhewed him 
the ſifuation of the fozeſt, and by what way and mantt he 
night ſooneſt come thather. Aſter this, he gane leave to 
the maiſter to go his way. What done, hs called his mart- 
ners and mad them to ſeoke the place. Aster, hee aft m- 
bled the Gratks, and told them , that h@ would that they 
Gould abide him there, and that he himſelfe without de⸗ 
lay would go inte the Fozreſt, that the maiſtet had ſhewed 
him, to ſeke Diomedes : ſaying, that he would neuer te 

turns into Greece bntill the time that her had deliuered 
theconntrey of this tpzant, Vole began then to weepe, 
when ſhe heat d the enterpziſe of Hercules, and pzated him, 
tendecly weeping, that he would le aue and depart om the 
bazard of ſo great perill. Hercules toke no tegard no; had 
to her pzaters. Ye deliuered to Phylores his bowe and 
his Club, and ertced into alittle Galley fincly m ade and 
light, Which hee guided by the helpe ofPhylores , right 
nigh the place where hee would be: and tocke land two 
bow ſhatte off , from the fozreſt, and ſo in ſetting foot on 
land 
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land, he heard the cry and noiſe ofthe hunting. ant hade 
thereof great iop, and ſaid that he wes well and where be 
weuld be. Me (@oks then his club, end leſt his bowe with 
Phylotes, After he entered into the fozreſt , ond t ad not 
far ranged in the fozreſt, when ba found Dyomedes and 
bis hundzed thanes. Dyomedes was the firſt that ſrem 
far eſpied Hercule, aud knew that be was afranger ard 
called to him and ſaid. Giant , what is it that then ſeck e ſt 
in this fozreſt; Hercules anſwered, what art thon? D:o- 
medes {aide, J am the King of Thiocc: thou art entre 
into mp Demmioen without my leaue: it diſpleaſcth mic, 
ant thou muſt be my pziſoner, wherefoze pad thee unte 
me. Hercules ſaid then: king fince thou art Diomedes 
the King of Thzace. thou att vndsubtediy the tyzant that 
I ſocke, Andtherefozs J'am not of purpoſe to yeeloe met 
without froks (miling , and eſpecially to an tuil theefe. 
Kow thou , that A will beferid me with this ctub, with 
which I hane been accuſtomed to detto monſters, and 
am in hops this day, to make thy Yozſes eate and deuout 
thy dedye, une as then hatt taught and vio them to cate 
thy p2iſoners. 
When Diomedes heatd the anſwere of Hercules, het 
tek a great Axe, chat one of his therncs bars aftor him, 
and he lifted it vp, thzeatuing Hercules vauts the death, 
and diſcharged ſo hard, that if Hercules had net turned 
the troke with his Club, be had been in great perill, Dio- 
medes was of the greatnofſe and ſtaturt of Hercules, and 
hay a boundancs of frength and puiſſance. When Her- 
cules had rocetued the ftroke, ho iffed vp his club, and ſai⸗ 
led not to ſmite Dromedes, fo; de gam him ſich a ftroks 
vpon the Tomake, and ſo ham that het turned him vyllde 
down from his hoe, and lat him all aſtc.utedta the field, 
Then his hund2ed theenes befirred them, and afſatled, 
Hercules on all ſides. Meme et them thers were that re- 
couered Dome des, and {et im on his hozſe, the other hot 
at Hercules; (omg bzake their wegus one him. All this 
414 impact ed 
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{mpaiced nothing of the arms of Hercules, His Valbary 
and his helmet were of fine teele,fozged and tempꝛed hard. 
He ſtood there among them like a Pountaine. Ulhen he 
bad ſuſtained the firſt ſkirmiſh and Aſſault of the Thicues, 
{03 to ſhew vnto them with whom they fought,he ſet vpon 
them and (note downe right on all ſides, with ſuch valour, 
that ſuddealp he made the pieces cf them tlie into the wed, 
and (mote them downe from off they2 hazies, Dyomedes 
was at that time riſen vp, and with great fury and diſton⸗ 
tentedneſſe, with many mo ofhis complices,came vnto the 
reſkew of his Thieuss, whoth Hercules vſed as he would. 
And whiles that ſome of them aſſayled him befoze, he came 
behinde,and ſmote him with his Are vppon his Helme,the 
ſtroke whereof was ſo great, that the fireſpzang out. Dyo- 
medes had well thought to haus murthered Hei cules : pet 
Hercules mooued not fo2 the ſtroake, but alittle bowed his 
head. Alter this, then ho lift vp his Clubbs, and ſmote as 
mona the Thicues: and maugrethem all, in leſſe then an 
houre, he had ſo laboured his von about they backs,that of 
the hundzed he lie w lixtie, and the others he all tobattered, 
and fruthed,and put to flight with Dyomedes. But Her- 
cules, running moꝛe (wiſtly then an hoꝛſe, amongſt all 0- 
thers he purſued Dyome des ſo nig, that he caught him by 
the Legge, and pulled him downe from his hozſe, and theo 
him down againſt a Tce vnto the earth. After he tooke 
bim about the bady,audby main fogce,he bare him vato the 
place where the Battell had bene. There hee diſ-heluied 
him, and vnarmed hive, with little reſiſtance, Foz that Dyo- 
medes was then all too bʒuiſed, and might not helpe hiun- 
ſelle, and when he had gotten him thus at his will, he bound 
him laſt by the late and by the hands · After this, he allem · 
bled togither twenty hozſes ol the Thicues that ranne d1(s 
perſed in the Nad, and cams to Dyomedes, and {aid vnto 
him. O thou moſt curſed enen, that haſt employed al thy 
tuns in tirangy,and diddeſt never one goed dad. but all thy 
dares haſt liued in multiplłx iug of Canes and vices, — 
a 
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hal troubled the people by theits 4 p2eyes irceparableg, and 
that haſt nouriſhed thy hozſes with mans fleſh; and by this 
crasltp hadſt ſuppoſed to haue made me to die: Certes x 
will do Juſtice von the, and will doe to thine evill perſor, 
like as thou wouldeſt haue done to mine. Then Hercules 
lapd the Tyꝛant in th: middeſt of the Yo2'es, Which hadde 
great hungec, and they anon devonred him, fo2 they lou. d 
mans fleſh. And thus when Hercules had put the Zrzant 
to death, he foke his Atme, in ſigns of vico;y, and returned 
bato Phylotes that abode him. 

Philotes had great toy, when he ſaw Hercules teturne, 
he cnquy2ed of him hob he had done, and how be had bozne 
him. And Hercules would neyther $13e no2 conceale any 
thing from him. That ſhall I ſay? with great tov and 
gladnos they returned backe againe vnto the Greekes, and 
did cauſeto dif-anckoz theyz @hippes, and ſayled fo2 to ar- 
riuo at the Mot oꝛ Hauen of Thrace.. Then would Her- 
cules make to be known and publiſhed inThrace,tye death 
of king Dyomedes. Nhertat wes a great vpꝛoatt. This 

notwithtanding, Hercules togke to Philores the armes ct 
Byomedes,andſent him into the Cutie foz to ſummen it, 
and them that gouerned it and fo to p eeld it into his hands. 
Philotes went info the Pallace of Thrace, and made to be 
amembled them that then were the pzincipalls in the Citty. 
ehen they were allen bled, Philores didthen lay cpen to 
them his charge and meſſage, and ſummened the Thracians 
that they ſhould deliuer they Citty into the hands of Heer 
cules : Saping , that Hercules was hee that had put to 
death the king Dyomedes , fog his euill lining, and fo2 the 
loue of the Commion-weale: and that the Titty could doe 
nobetterbut to teceyue him athiscomming (tas he would 
not Pillage it) but he would onely bzing it to god pollice. 
When he had done this Dummons, to the ende that they 
ſhould balieuz him. he diſtouered, and ſhewed unto them the 
Arnis of Dyomedes, 


When the Thracians heave Philotes, and ſaw thoſe 
arms 
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Armes of Diomedes, ſome of the complices and compani- 
ons of Diome de, and thicucs, were ſull of great rage, and 
weuld haut taken the Zrmos from Phylotes. The other 
that were wiſe and notable men and that wany yeares had 
deſired tho end of thetr ing (eng his Aris) might know 
aſaredly that Dy omedes was drad, and full of lup anſwe⸗ 
ſwered to Philotes, Fozaſmuch as Hercvies was a king 
of great renowike and wiſedome, and that hee had dene & 
wozke of great metite in the death of Dyomedes, they 
would receyue him with gad heart into theyz Cutę. 

Tithout long dilcencſes, the Thracians went vato tho 
Gate, and eptned it. Pbylotes returned then vuts Hercu- 
les, and tclvevnto kim theſe tybings, Hercules and the 
Greckes went out of their Galleys,and entredintoT brace 
in ſpace of time. The Thracians bzonght them vuto the 
P allace where were pet many Thieues. Hercules put all 
the Chieues to death, not in the ſame abt, but during the 
ſpace of tenne dayes,that he ſoiautned there. 

H ſet the Cittio in gad nature of pollicie. Ms delige- 
red it from the enitl hiencs ; Ve made Judges by elcgion, 
at the pleaſure at tha people. And then when he had dons 
and fintſhey all theſs things he departed from 1 brace with 
great thankes, as well · ot the Dive as of the Bonng. He 
in duntes vypen the Dea, and after by ſnccoMton of time, 
without any Avaontvre to'ſpeake of, h did ſo much that 
de came vato his Realme of Ly cis, into hid Pallace, where 
he was recepued with great ioy of ths Inhabitants there, 

an d alſs of the Neighboucs. And there hs abods 
with the tate Vole, whom he (oned about 
all Zempozall gabs , ec.

He ſeus then, aſtex the returne of Ar- 
cules: Oding that ha weuld cbide 
there, and that there wagno mention, 
that in all the wozld was any Pen⸗ 
| ter no Tyzant,toke lecus of tis (cl 
I low Hercules, of Yole , of Phyloces, 

and of ether, and went to Athens, and 
to Thebes. Likewiſe the Greeks take 
* and euery man returned inte his Countrey, and to 
his houſe,recounting and telling in al the places uhite they 
went the great aduentures, and the gloztors woꝛks of Her- 
cules, Then therengwine that runneth e fieth by Realu's 
and Empy2cs as ſwiftly as the winde, ſo [wiitly came vnt o 
Iconie, whereas Deyanira ſcioutned, and it was ſatde to 
Deyanira,that Hercules was returned from Spayne , with 
great glozy and Zryumpbh, and that be was deſcended into 
Lycis. Dame Deyanira foz thisrenowma, was glad, and 
All rauiched with a great and ſingular pleaſure, and cenclu- 
ded that ſhe would goe viito him. Pet ſhe was abaſhed, fe2 
that het had not Cignifaed to het his coming, and that he bad 
not ſent fo; her,ſoze penſiue, and doubting that ſhe ſhculd be 
fallf out of the grace of Hercules, Oha made reavy her com 
panp, t in tight noble eſtate, he departed from Iconie, on a 
day, ſoꝝ to go into Ly cia. In eceſſe oſ time, hs came ni 
bato Lycia. Then ſhe tarryed there,fo2 to attire and array 
her inthe beſt t the moſt fatreft wiſe che could oz might, and 
called her @q2738 named Lycas,and commanded him that 
dee ſhould goe inte Lycia,and ſigniſie vato Hercules of her 
comming. At the commaundement of Deyanira, Lycas 
went fozth-with vato the Cittye, ant that happened — 
tight 
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not peace cf the Gta kes, beſoꝛe theſe tuils cometoren, 
and ere this noble Citie be deſttoped: ales, why perld pou 
not againe Helene, that the Bing wp Father did cauſeto 
rz uich by fs2ce, wherefoze re (hall all be deCreped? Among 
all theſe things, Palamides nim ured greatly at the ſeig⸗ 
10:10 of Agamemnon, ſaping that ke wes not wozthy to 
haue ſo great domination aboue all the ether, and that he 
binſciſe was moe worthy ts baue the Seignozp of the 
be(t, {then Agamemnon ; and that het had not the goed 
will and conicnt of the P2inres, but onely of th; oz 
ſcure: and theu at that tinte there was nothing further 
pꝛeteded. 

77 then ths truce ſapled, the king Agamemnon that had 
tic charge oſalltpehoſte, ozdered tight carely Lisbatels , 
and gaue the firſt to Achilles, and the ſecond to Diome- 
des , the third to Menelans, the fourth to Meneſteus the 
Duc ok Athens, and cuer all the other he ozdapned good 
Captaincs and Cendudoꝛe. Hector ozdtted his battels 
in ukewiſe, aud let in the firſt Troylus, and in all the o- 
ther he (ct goed Captaintes and hardy, and made all the 
battailes to iſiue cut: and he (ct hunſelfe in the frent bes 
ſoze. And when Achilles ſ(awhim, bee ranne again 
bim, ſo that the ſmote tach other to the earth right ſoze: 
lector temcunted firſt, and lelt Achilles lying on the 
carth, and ſmote in among the other, in the greateit 
p2ea'c, and he taught no knight but he lle w him, og beate 
Mm dewne, and went thzcughout the battell all made 
red with the bloud al them that he had lane. Alben A⸗ 
chilles was remounted, be thzuſted in among the Trop- 
aas in the great pꝛeaſe, and flew many: and hee went ſo 
farre, that hee encountred Hector againe, and he ranne to 
hin, and Hector to him, but Achilles was bone downe 
to the ground: and Hector would haut taken his Pozſe, 
but he might not, foz the great ſucce as that Achilles had. 
ben he was remounted, beaCayled Hecror with his 
(wozd, and gaus ſo great trokes to Heetor, that nighbe 
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had beaten him: but Hector gaue to hiai ſo great a dtcalie 
bpon the helme, that he cuerthzewe hutt, ond made the 
bloud ſpzing out of his head. Thus was the battell ma: 
faliofthetwo nights, and ifthey had net bane partcy 
the one from the other, they had berne ſlaine: but theit ron, 
ple put atunder them. Then came Diomedes to the bat⸗ 
tell, and Troylus on the other ſide, Which note each 9: 
thertotheeacth. But Diomedes rewounted firſt, and 
aſayled Troylus, that was on foot, andveſeiided hüm⸗ 
ſelfe valiantly,and ew the hoe of Diomedes ; but ther 
men remounted them both, by tozce, and then they be⸗ 
ganne againetosktrunch und Diomedes had taken and 
lead away Troylus, ikthe Trerans had not ant them in 
perill ot death, fo2 to teshe w him and many ofthem were 
aint. Then came to the battatle Menclaus of the Ora! 
ſide, and Paris on the o her ſide: and thus going hy 
comming, Hector ceaſſed not to ſlea, and to beate downe 
knights. Then there was anew Gnight named Briers, 
that aaxled hun fiercely, but Hector by richt creat we 
{mote him vpon the Helme, ſo great a firoke, that he cleft 
his head vnto the nauiil, andbeeſcll downe denn: but 
Archilogus his cooſin ixing that Hector would haue {27 
ken his hozſe, Archilogus detended dim, aſmucg ag h 
might: and then Hector tanne bpen him, and ſinotc hin 
ſo hard, that he ſmote his body in tis paces notivithſ{ans 
ding his Yarneis. The king Prothenor addzeſſed him ta 
Hectot that than tone no regard no he d, and ſmeta him 
downeto the carth. 

And Hector temeuntu ans! vpon his hozſe,and gaue 
to king Prothenot {g great a ſtroke with all his night 
that he cleſt his body in two halles: Achilles that was 
his parent oz coſin ſæing that, bad ſo great ſozrow, that 
hee and the King Archclous contended to reucnge is 
death. 

But the Troyans did tome vpon him with ſoch ceu- 


rage and watlike (trength, that the Gratkes fainted an - 
mu 
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muft ncedes fiie , and the Tropans ſolle wed theinivnfo 
th tit tents, and then the night came on, that made them 
to depart, and the Troyans: returned backe into their 
Citie.

Fler this battell, when the night was 
| come, all the kings, pzinces and barons 
ofthe Gra kes aſſembly at the Tent of 
| king Agamemnon,and there held they 
* their Parliament how they might flea 
N JG Hector, And they ſayd, that as long as 
HS he were alive, came to battell againſt 
them, they might neuer vnanquith the Tropans : but hee 
ſhould to thi do great damage. And foz to bzing this th ind 
| lo the end they requeſted Achilles that he would take it vs 
| pon him, as well ſo; his ſtrength, as fo2 his wiſedome. And 
Achilies enterpziſed it gladly, as he that wiſt that Hecror 
defired moze his death, then the death of any other: and al- 
o Hector was he, hy whom hee might ſaneft laſe his life. | 
After this counſell they went to reſt, till on the mozowe 
betiuethep arm cd them. And Heeror was then iſſut d 
out of the Citie with his battailes well and diligently oz⸗ 
dered, and was himſclfe be ſoze all other in the firſt battell, 
And after him came Eneas and then Paris, and then 
| Deyphebus and affcc hm Troylug,andaftcr hun the other 
| ſellowing each in his oꝛder. Then ioyned all the Trop- 
| ans fogether, and were mozethen an hundzed thouſand 
| ſighting men. Then beganne the battell to bee hozrt- 
| ble and n:oztall, Paris with them of Perſe, that were 
: gcop 
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good Knights, d eto with ſhot many Cxteks, and hurted 
them. Hector enconntred the king Agamenmon,q beat 
him, and weunded him foze. And then Kehilles afayied 
Hectoz,and gane him ſo many ſtrokes, that he bake his 
helme. Then Eneas and Troylus came to the roſcus of 
Hectoz,and Diomedes came vpon that, who add2efſed him 
to Cneas, and beat him, and ſayd to him in mackerie: ha 
ha, good Counſellour, that gaueſt counſell to thy King to 
offend and grteue mi, know thou fo; truth, that if thou 
come oſt᷑ into theſebattels,and that J may meet with the 
thou ſhalt not eſcape without death. | 
Amongtheſe things, 3202 aſayled Achilles, and gaue 
te himſo man Rrokes, that he all to fruſhed and bzake 
bis helme, and wened ta haue taken him: but the ſonng 
ol Gaideusranne bpon edo, and gaue him ſo greate a 
ſtroke with his ſwozd, that hee did hurt him very ſoze. 
And Heao} in his ire excountred Diomedes,andgauehim 
ſo great a ſtroke, that he beate him downe to the ground: 
When @roylus alighted and doſccnved downe foz to fight 
with Diomedes on foot: but Diomedes defended himſelf 
ſs valiantly, that was maruell, And beſids them fought 
kegether Yecto2 and Achilles. Then cams to the ghiruuſh 
all the Kinges and Pzinces of Greece, with a great compa- 
ny of men of Acms: Md from thepartie of the Trop ans: 
came all the Barons that were come foz to apde them : 
Chere beg anns maruellouſty the battell, The King As 
bamemnon andthe King Þandolous fought together, the 
king Senzlaus encountred Parts, and they knew each) 
other well, and Menelaus ſmots him ſs hard with bis 
Dpca:e, that hee gaue Him a great wound, and ſmote 
bin downs, whereof Paris was all aſhamed. liches 
beatthoking Araſteus, and toks his hozſe that was 
very god, and ſont it ta his Tent, Polimites aſay16d 
Vuppon ths ancient, and flew him. Neoptolemus and 
Lang Accoilogus fonght together. Polidamas beate Pa- 
lamedes, and „ ſoze, and ater _ 
0 im 
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him by repzoch. The king Selenus and the king Carras 
encountred together, and Carras was ſoze beaten any 
wounded. Philomenus beat Anthenor, Philoteas and 
the King Remus fought toge ger. The King Theſus and 
the King Evrialusfought together, and both were ſoze 
hurt. And the Baſtards ol ing Priamus did inaruells, and 
le w many Greeks,and hurt many Kings. The king The- 
1amon,and the King Sarpedon jonfted ſo ſoze, the ons a- 
gainſt the other, that they fell both ſoze hurt, and all aſto- 
nied ofthe anguiſh that they had. The King Thoas and 
Achilles that were couſins, aſſayled Hector, andgane him 
many ſtrokes, anddzew off his helme tom his head, and 
bart him in many places: and Hector gaue to him ſo 
great a ſtroake with his (wozd, that hee cut off halle his 
noſe, 

Co the reſcue of Heftor tame his baftard bzethzen, that 
flew many ofthe Grekes,and tooks the King Thoas, and 
Wounded and beat the King Agamemnon, in ſuch wiſe 

that he was bozne to his Tent as dead, and the B. Thoas 
was lead Pziſonerto Troy. Menelaus indenoured tg 
grieue Paris, and Paris ſhot at him an arrow enuenomed, 
and wounded him in uch wiſe, that he was bozne into his 
Tent, and as ſoon as Menelaus had bound vp his wounds 
be came ag aint to the battell foz to u ale Paris il hee had 
found him: and he ſound him, and aſſayled him, but Encas 
put himleife bet wenne themboth, fozaſmuch as Paris was 
bnarmed,andnot able to pzeuent him: andſo Eneas ledds 
him into the Citie, to the end that Menelaus ſhould net 
flay him. Then Hector aſſapled Menelaus, and weaned 
to haue taken him: but there came to the reſcne great 
plenty of Chiualry of the Oteths, wherſee Hector might 
not come to his intent. And then he thzuſt in, and ſmote 
among the other, and did ſo much, with helpe of bis folke, 
that the Grekes fled. And then the night came on, that 
mans the battell to ceaſe,

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How Prizamus would that the king Thoas that wat pri- 
ſener,ſhould haue been hanged, and how they retur. 
ned to the fift battell, in the which Hector flew with 
his hands three kings: and how Diomedes flew the

K.Priamus would not that they ſhould 
d//4 | fight that day, but ſent lan his counſell , 
A | {TV is to wit, Hector, Paris, Troylus, & 
Deypbebus, Eneas, Anthenot, and Po- 
| | lydamas,and ſayd vnto them: Be know 
we hold pꝛiſonet the . Thoas,that without any euill that 
we haut deſerued,is come foz todeſtroy vs: andtherefo; g 
me thinketh good, that we make him dis an euill death. 
Ehat ſay ye thereto ? Ha ſir,ſapd Eneas, the gods fozbiddg 
that your Nobles ſhould do ſucha villanie, ſinceitis ſo, 
that the N. Thoas is ove of themoſt noble kings of Grace 
foz that it might happen that the Greekes might take ang 
ofours,to whom they might do in ſemblable wiſe, wyere- 
ol pes might take the greafeft griefe and ſozrow in the 
wozld. So then it is better, as me thinkei h, that pa ka pa 
right well and ſafe the iz. Thoas, without iniſdsing vnto 
him, that if by fo:tune ons ot ours wers taken, we might 
make an erchaunge, and take the one foz the other. This 
counſell ſeemed good and pleaſing to Hector, but the king 
Priamus ſayd bnto them: Pet, if po doe this, it (hal ſeems 
tothe Greekes that we doubt them, and that we dace not 
pat their folke to death: notwithſtanding, I will doe by 
pour counſel. This counſell finiſhed, Encas tooke Troy- 
lus and Anthenor, and went to ſæ Helene, whome they 
found in the great hall of Jlion, with the Duane Hecu · 
ba, and many other Noble . ſhe made = 
9 2 03s 
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ſozrow and they ſuppoſed then to hauecomſozted her and 
ſo didthe Quant Hecuba, that ſayd to het, that ſhe ſhould 
take no thought noz ſozrow, and that they of the Citis 
ſhoitld well detend them. 

Among thcſe tiings the Grickes complapned very (028 
of the drcath of their friends, that the Tropans ſlew thug, 
and held themſelaes very childzen that they had put theni⸗ 
ſelucs in ſuch danger, where from they had well paſſed, and 
bene delluered il they had had god counſell : and pet if haps 

end that ſame night, that there came ſo great a wind, and 

o great araine, that their Tents were all turned vpſive 

downe to the earth, and it ſaæmed that ſhe wozld ſheulde 
haue ended by the great ſtoꝛme, eto het (020w was 
doubled MN hen it came to the moning, that the Tempeſt 
was paſſed, they armed theinſclues allth;zowout the Hot, 
and went againlt the Tropans, and then wers iſſucd to 
bat teil. Achilles avvdzeCed himſelfe firſt to Hupon, that 
Was as great as a Ov ant, and was Kingo! Taiga, and 
he ſimott him ſo ſoꝛt witha @peare in the bꝛeaſt, that ha 
kilo him, and bare him downetothe earth. Hector eius 
iu his tom panꝑ the King Aothonevs, Diome des flew the 
King Antipus, Then the king Epiſtropus, and the king 
Ce dus aſſeyled Hector, and Epiſttopus touft ed againit 
Hector, and babe his Speaxt vpon him, and ſayds vuto 
him many dillanous wo des, wert at Hector was won ; 
derfull angry, and in his exceeding great ire gaue him ſuch a 
firoke, that he flew him, and afterward ſayde vnto him, 
that he ould gos and ſay his villanous wozdes to them 
that were read, (ach as he was wont to ſay ts liuing men, 
Then waz Cedus paſſing ſozrowfull fo; the death of his 

bꝛother, and admoniſhed a thouſand knights,that he ment 

fozco lap Hector : and they aCayled hun anon, and beate 

dim ett his hozſe,and they cryedfo A. Cc dus fo; to flay He- 

ctor, And when Hector perceyued that, he gaue him ſuch 

a ſtroke,that he cut off his arm,wherwith he fol lo — an 

gui ſh that 
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that he felt: and anon Hector ſieth him. Encas ewe 
in this okirmiſh the King Amphymacus, and then went 
fogether all the moſt puiſſant of Greeks, and aſſayled the 
Ttopans, and flew many ol t zem, and the went with 
ſo great fozce that they put the Tropans in achale, in tue 
which Achilles lew the king Philes, whereof Hectot han 

very great ſozrow, and in his ice he New the King Dalp- 

me and the King Doreus, and thus by the puiance of tc. 

ctor, the Tropans recouered ths figlde, and flew many 

Otekes, ec. 

Then iNued out of Troy the Kiug Epiſtropus with 
the thouſand Knightes, and they bzakerankes, and 
thauſted among the Grekes, that reculed in they? com- 
ming, fozaſmuch as he b;zought with hun a @agittary,the 
ſame that afoze is made mention of, This @agittary 
was not armed, but he bare a ſtrong bow and a Quiuer, 
that was full ofarrowes, and ſhot ſtrongly. Uhen the 
Kaights ofthe Grekes (aw this maruelilous beat, they 
had no will to goefozth, and they that were afoze began tg 
withdzaw them, and went backe. Among theſe things, 
Hector flew Polixenes, the noble Duke that fought (028 
againſthim,foz by the ſtrength ofthe Mroians and the hoz- 
roz ofthe Sagittary,the Graks were dzinen back to their 
tentes. It happened that Diomedes befoze ons of the 
tentes was aſſapled of the @agittary, and had this Beaſt 
beſozehim, and the Tropans on his backt. ſo that it be- 
booued him thers to ſhew his putCance. The Sagittarie 
had then ſhot an arrow to him, and Diomedes that was 
not well aſured, aduanced him nigh vnto him, and gans 
um ſo great a ſtroke with bis\wozd, who was not ar- 
med, that he lew him, and that time it was paſt midday, 
and then the Grakes recouered the flelde, and mave ths 
Troyans fo fla. And then encountred Hector and A- 
chilles, and with fonte of they @peares they fought both 
two and fell both to the earth : And as Achilles was firs 


temounted, they ſuppoſed to haut lead away Galathe the 
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good hozſe of Hector: but Hector cryed to his folke, that 
they fyould not lu tler him to leave himaway. Then they 
ran vpon Achilles, and did ſo much, chat they recouerey 
Galathe, and rendzed him to Hector, that was right glas 
ofbim. At this gkirmiſh was Anthenor taken, and ſent to 
their tents, notwithftanding, that Polydamas his ſonng 
pid iarnailes of armes fo2 ts reſcue hum, but ha might 
not: andthus they foughtto great damage ofthe one par- 
ty, and of the other,vntill the night parted them. 


CHAP, XV. 


Of the truce that were betweenethem, after the which 
began bartell againe from morne to even, with great 
damage of that one partie, and of that other; but the 
Troyans loft more then the Greekes, 


”— 22 G) N the mozrotw befime, the Greaks ſont 
Diomedes and Vliſſes bnto the King 
Priamus ſoz to have truce foz tha mo- 
neths. The king Priamus aſembley 
his counſoll vpon this thing, and each 
man agreede ſans Heetor,that ſaid that 
the Grakes fained that they weulde 
bury their dead bodyes, by cautsl, and they lacked vicuall , 
and thorefoze required they truce, to the end that during 
this tine they purusy them of viamall, and we dayly waſte 
ours, whrreef we may (ons haue ſcarſitie: howbeit ha 
would not abide onely by his intent againſt the opinion 
of ſo many wile men, but agrave with the other, and the 
fruce was accorded ſoꝝ tha moneths. This truce during, 
the king Thos was delivered in the feed of Aathenor, 
tzatthey held pziſoner, whom they ſent to the Tropart* 
Calcas thet by thecommandement of Apollo had let ths 
Trog ans, has apaſing fairs daughter, and wi game 
er- 
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Briſeyda. Chaucer in his hae that he made of Troyius 
named her Creſida, foz which daughter he pꝛayed to King 
Agamemnon and ts the othet pꝛinces, that they would re 
quite the King Priamus to ſend Briſeyda to hum. Ther 
pzaycedinough to king Priamus at the inſtance of Calcas , 
but the Lropans blamed ſa;e Calcas, and called him eni!l 
and falſe Traytoz,and wozthy to die, that had leſt his c 
land andhisnaturall Lozd, foztogocinto the company of 
his moztall enemies : pet at the petition and earneſt de- 
fire ol the Orakts, the Bing Priamus ſcant Briſeyda to het 
Father. 

The truce during, Hector went on a day vnto the tents 
ofthe Greckes, and Achilles beheld him gladly,fozaſmuch 
as he had neuer ſcens him vnatmed. And at the tequeſt 
of Achilles, Hector want into his Tent, and as they 
ſpake together of many things, Achilles ſayde to Hector, 
Ibaue great pleaſure to ſ& thes vnarmed, fozaſmuch as 
Jhaue never ſeenotheebefs;e. But pet I ſhallbanemoze 
pleaſure, when the day ſhall come that thou ſhalt dye of 
my hand, which thing J moſt veſire. Foz J know thee 
fo be very ſtrong, and haue oftentimes p2ooucd it, even 
bato the effuſion of my bloud, whereof I haue great an- 
ger: and pet haus much moze great ſozrow, foꝛaſmuch as 
thou feweſt Patroclus,hin that I loned moft of the wozld 
Then thou mapeſt belient fo; certaine, that befoze this 
poare boo patt , his death ſhall ba auenged vpon thee, by 
my hand, and IJ allo wot well, that thou vefireft to flex 


mes. 

Hector aunſwered and ſayde, Achilles, if J dellre 
thy death, maruell thou nothing thereof: fazaſmuch as 
thou doſorucft to bee mine ennomie moztall: thou art 
tou inta aux Land fs; to deſtroꝝ mee and mins, A will 
that thou know, that thy woꝛdes fears mes notzulg at 
all; but yet Ahaus hope that within two yeare, if J 
lun and continue in health, and my ſwezde faylo ms 


| wot, then ſhalt dia by the fozce and valour of wy bandes, 
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not thou alonely, but all the moſt greateff of the Grakes : 
fo; among vou ys hans enterpziſed a great folly, and it 
may none otherwiſe come ts yon thereby but doath: and 
J am afured that thou ſhalt die of my hand, ere J ſhall 
dys by thine. And ifthon thinks that thou bee (s ſtrong, 
that thou may eſt deſend thee againſt me, make it ſothat 
all the Barons of thine hoſte pzomils and act od, that wer 
fight body againT body, and if it hapen that thou uanquiſh 
we, that my friends and I ſhall be bantſhed out of this 
Ntalme, and we ſhall leaut it vnto the Grakes,and there- 
of Jchall giue good pledge. And herein thou mayeft 
pꝛoſite to many other, that may tunne in great daunger, 
il they haunt the battell : and il it happen that J vanquiſh 
ther, make that all they of thy Moaſt depart hence, any 
kifſer vs to liue in peace, Achilles chated ſoze with theſe 
wo2des, and offered him to fight this battell, and gaut to 
Hector his gage, which Hector tooke and tecexued veris 
gladly. 

when Agamemnon knety of this offer andbargaine, 
be went haſtily vato the Tent of Achilles, with a great 
company of Noble men, which would in no wiſe acco2pe, 
ne2 agree to this battell,ſaying, that they would not ſub- 
mit them, ſo many neble men vader the trength of one 
man: and the Tropans ſay de in uke manner, ſaue only the 
B. Ptiamus that would glavly agree,fo2 the great ſtrength 
that he ſound in his ſon Hector. Thus was the fight bꝛa⸗ 
ken, and Hector departed and went againe to Troy from 
the Creckes. 

When Troylus knew tertaineh that Briſeyda ſheuld 
be ſent to her ſather, hee made greatſozrow,fo;z hee was 
his Seneraigne Lady oflous, and in ſemblable wiſe Bri- 
ſcyda ſoued earneftly Troylus, and ſhee made alſo the 
greateſt fozrow of the wozld, fo; to leaut her @oucraigns 
od in lone. There was neuer ſan ſo much ſozrow made 
betweene two Loners at their departing. UWho that litt 
to hears all their loue, let him reave the books of Troy- 
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las that Chaucer made, wherein hee Hall and the toy 
whole, which were too long to wzite heere : but finally 
Briſeyda was led vnts the Greekes, whom they receyued 
ponouravly. 

Among them was Diomedes that anon wes eng 
med with the lous of Briſeyda, when he ſaw her ſo ſapze 
and in riding by hec de he hewed to her all bis minde 
and made to her many pzomiſes, and clpectally deſired her 
loue: and then when ſhe knew the n ind of Diome des, ſhe 
excuſes het ſaying, that hee would not agres to him, noz 
reuſe him at that time, fo; her heart was not diſpoſed at 
that time to an were otherwiſe. Of this aunſwere Dio- 
me des had great iop, ſoꝛal much as he was uot refuſey vt. 
terly, and he actompanicd her vnto the Tent of her Fa- 
ther, ans did helpe her downe ol het hozſe, ane tooke from 
her one ol her gloues, which ſhee helde in her hands, and 
Hee ſuffered him ſwertly. Calces receyued her with ve⸗ 
ry great top, and when they were in p2zimty betwan them 
both, Briſeyda ſayde to her Father theſe and (emmblable 
wo2des. 

Va, ha, my father, bow is thy wit fayled that were went 
fo bs lo wilt, and the moſt honoured and helene d inthe ci⸗ 
ty ot Trop, and gouetnedſt all that was within,and havdft 
ſs many riches and poſſeſſions, and ne w halt been trat⸗ 
four, thouthat oughteſt to haue kept the riches, and de- 
fended thy Countrey vnto the death: but thou loueſt bets 
fer to liue in pouerty and in exile among the moztalt enc- 
mics of thy countrey. O how ſhall this tutne to thy great 
ſame? Certcs thou alt neuer get ſg wivch honour, as 
thou haſt gotten rep;oach : and thou (halt not onely bes 
blamed in thy life, but thou ſhalt alſs be ill (pokea of after 
thy veath,and be damned in hell. And me ſeemeth pet, it 
had bin better to haue dwelled ont fcom the people xpon 
ſomt ile ofthe Sea, then to dwell here in this diſhongur 
and opp2obzy : weeneſt thou that the Greekss holdthes 


fo; true and faithſull, thou art openly falls i vnttue to thy 
peoplee 
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pcople : Cetts it was not only the Gov Apollo, that thug 
abuſcd thee, but it was acompany of devils: And as ſhe e 
thus ſpake to her father, ſhe wept grienouſty ſoz the diſple- 
ſure that ſhe had, 

Ba, ba, my daughter, ſard Calcas, thinkeZthou that it 
is a fit thing to deſpiſe the aunſw ite of the gods, and ſpe- 
tially in that thing that foucheth my health : J know cer- 
tainely by their aunſweres that this warte ſhall not dure 
leng, that this City ſhall be deffroyed, and the nobles alſs 
and the burgefſes,and thereſs2e it is the better foz vs to be 
bere ſaſe,thents be llapne with them: and then finiſhed 
they their talkc. 

The comming of Briſcida pleaſed much to all the 
Greekes, and they came thither and ſeaſtedher, and de- 
maunded of her tivings of Troy, and ofthe King Priamns 
and olthem that were within, and ſhe ſapd bnto them as 
much as he knew courteauſly. Then all the greateſt that 
were there, pꝛomiſed her to keep hor, and hold her, as dear 
as theit daughter ; and then each man went inte his own 
Went, and there wasnone of them, but gaue to het a tew- 
ell at the departing : and it pleaſed het well to abive and 
dwell with the Greekes: and ſhe ſozgat anon the Noble 
City of Trop, and the lous of noble Troylus. O how ſan 
is the purpoſe of a woman changed and turned: Cortes , 

moze ſooner then a man can ſay an thinke, now lats 

dad Briſeyda blamed her Father of the viceof 
treaſon, which ſhe her (elfs exerciſed in 
fozgetting of her Conntrey and 
trus friend Troylus.

CAHP,XVT, 


How the Greekes and Troyans began the xt battell, 
that dured by the ſpace of thirty dayes,in which were 
many kings and Princes dead, ofthe one fide,and of 
the other, and how Diomedes {mote downe Troylus 
of his horſe,and ſent it to Briſeyda his loue,thatrece;- 
ued it gladly. 
Fter the these moreths of truct paſey 
on the mozrow betimes the Trorang 
IP! p:0uidedthemto battell. And when 
YJ Hector had ozdered all his battels, bs 
„ idued out firſt, and toks with him ff. 
J-<- i tene thouſand fighting men, 4 Troy- 
lus followed him with ten thouſand knights: after him 
cams Paris with thzos thouſand fighting men sf good Ar. 
chers,and well hozſed, After came Deyphebus with thzes 
thouſand fighters:afterhim came Encas, and the other all 
in aer, ſo many, that there were this day ofthe party of 
the Troyans, moꝛs then an hundzed thouſand god fighting 
men and hardy. 

Df the party of the Greekes came there firſt Mene - 
laus withſeuen thouſand Knights, and after him Diome- 
des with as many, and then Achilles that lead alſo elcuen 
thouſand, the king Pampitus with a great multitude of 
Knights, and the other after,like as they were appointed 
Theo King Philes apuaunced him the firſt, and Hecter 
came againft him, ſo ffrongly that hee Lew him with his 
Speare, Then thero aroſe a great crie a his vrath among 
theGrookes, and the murther and laughter beganne (2 
great,that it was an hozribls fight to ſet, as wel ofthe ons 
fide,as ofthe other, xing Pampyrus flew many Ereyers, 
foz to anenge the death ofhis vncle, aCayled Hector, but 


Hector gaus him ſo ſound a Croke that hee ev A 
; 


. 
Xs 
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fo: to auenge his death, the Greekes feld ma of the 
Tropans. Achilles flew many noble men, among the 
which he flew the Puke Byraon,andEuforbe, that was 
agreat noble man. HeRor was this day ſozr hurt in the 
face, and bled great plenty of bloud,and wiſt not wbo had 
dont it, and theroſoze the Troyans reculed vnts the walls. 
And when Heor apparantly ſaw vppen the Walles, 
the Queens Hecuba his mother, and his ſiſters, be had 
ſhame, and by great ire aſſayled the King Mcnon coſin of 
Achilles, and gaue him ſo many ſtrokes with his ſwo2de 
bpon his helme, that he New him in the fight of Achilles, 
that was like lo to haue beene madbe,and tooke a ſtrong 
ſpeare,and ranne againſt Hector, and bzake his Spears 
bpon him, but he could not remone him: and Hector gaus 
him with his ſweꝛd ſo great a troke, that hee made him 
to tumble vnder his hozſe, and ſaydsto him: Achilles, 4. 
chilles, than contendeſt to appꝛoch ts me, na that thou 
appꝛoacheſt thy death. And as Achilles wenld haue aun⸗ 
ſwered to Hector, Troylus came befweene them with a 
great number of knights, and put them in the middeſt of 
the. And there were flaine moz8 then fine hundzed knights 
of Greece, and were put backe by ſozcet and Menclaus 
came to the regkae with thꝛes thonſand fighting men. 
And of the party of the Tropans, cams the king Ade mon 
that iouſted againſt Menelavs, and ſmote him, and hurt 
him in the face: and hes and Troylus fooke him and hay 
lead him a war, i Dome des had not cums the ſooner with 
a great company of knights, and fenght with Troylus at 
bis comming and ſmote him downe, and tooke his hozſe, 
and ſent it to Briſcyda, and did cauſe to ſay to her by his 
ſeruant,that it was Troylus hozſe,her loue, and that he had. 
conquered him by his pꝛob c ſſe, and pꝛaytd her from thoncs 
loꝛth that ſhe would hold him foz her loue. 

Briſcyda has great ioy of theſe tis inges and ſapd fo the 
ſeruaunt,that be ſhoulp ſcp vnte his Lo2d, that het might 
not hate Zim that with ſo good heart loued her. — 

iome- 
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Diomedes knew the anſwere, hee was ri4ht ioyoug, + 
thzufid in among bis enemies: but the Tropayg that 
were ſttonger then they, made the te kes to go backs, + 
recule vato their Tents, and had flapae them all it the 
king Agamemnon had not ſucconted them with right 
great ftrength. Then beganne the Baftfcil hoztiblo and 
moꝛtall, and the Grekegrecouered the field, and chaſed, ; 
put the Tropans backs vnto their pitches, Then came 
Polidamas to the teſtut, with a great number and woltt- 
fude of Anights, and din goediy expleites of warte, and 
Diome des addzefſed him to bim, but her was be aten of 
Poly damas that tooke tte hoꝛſe of Diomedes, and dehue · 
red it to Troylus that fought on foote, and bs mounted q- 
non therevpon. i 
Then came Achilles againſt Troylus, whom Troylus 
recepued gladiy, and beat downe Achilles, uhich temeua + 
ted lightly, and aſayled Troylus with his ſwoꝛd and Tro- 
ylus dciended him right valiantly. Then came on Hectot 
and had at this time flaine moꝛs then a thouſand Knights : 
but the Gratkes defended Achilles, that were ſo ſoze ops 
p2eſſed, that hardly they might defend him any moꝛe, and 
he had beenc llaine oz taken, it the king Thelamon and the 
Puke of Athens had not ſuccoured him. And they ſet him 
againe on his hozſe with great paine, and then the night 
came on, that parttdthem. Theyptought thus Chirty dates 
contineally, to the great dammage of both parties: and 
there were aine fire of the baſtard ſonnes of B.Priemus 
and Hector was hurt in the face, and thecefo;e the Bing 
Priamus demaunded truce ofthe Grekes ſoꝛ ſix moneths, 
and they agreed and acoꝛded to hun. 
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CHAR, XVII. 


How the Greekes and the Troyans beganne the ſeuenth 
battel l, that dured twelue dayes, and after begann the 
eight battell much damageous to the Troyans, for 
Hector was flaine by Achilles, and they were driven 
backe into their City by fotce, to their great damage, 


Aring the fixe moneths ofthe truce afoze- 
ſayde, Hector ſought to be healed of his 
wounds, and played in the noble Mall of 
I won, that wes (as the hiſtozie ſaith)the 
1 moſt ropall hall and fayze that was inthe 

wo2ld. Thus ducing the truce, the King 
Panuis did bury his fire baſtard ſonnes each in a Hepuls 
ture by himſelfe right honourably. Among all other 
things, Diomedes ſuffered great grieſe ſoz the lone of 
45 zpſepda,and might not eat noz reſt fo2 thinking on her 
ano required her many times ol herloue, and the auniwe- 
red him right wiſely, giuing him hope without certaintis 
of any point: by the which Diomedes was enflamed on al 
parts with her loue. When the flxe moneths were pal- 
led, they beg anne to fight by the (pace of twelue dayes con- 
ttnually from the mozning vato the evening, and there 
were many flaine of the one five and of the other. And 
then came a great moztalitie among the Greekes in the 
bofte,by the great beate that then was: and thereſoze the 
King Agameninon required truce, which was agreed and 
acco2ded to him, ic. 

When the truce was paſed, the night befoze, Andro- 
me da the wife of Yeaoz that has two fay2e ſonnes by him 
whereofthe one had to name Laomedon , and the other 


— Aftcomates, this Andzomedaſaw that night a maruel- 


lous viſion, and her ſeemedif Yectoz went that day fg!- 


lowing tothe battell, her ould bee flaine. And ſh# that 
had 
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bad great feare and dꝛead of her husband, weeping ſayde 
to him, pzaying him that hee would nat goeto the battell 
that day: whereof Hectot blamed his wiſe,ſaying,that the 
thould not beleue,no2 giue faith to daeams, and would not 
abide, noz tarry therefoze, Vlden it was in the Pez⸗ 
ning, Andromeda went to the ing Priamus, and to 
the Quene, and tolde to them the veritie ot het viſion: 
and pꝛaped them with all her heart that they would dog 
ſo much at her requeſt, as to diCwade Hector, that ha 
thould not in any wiſe that day goe to the Battaile,

It happened, that day was fayze and cleare, and the 
Troyans armed them, and Troy lus iſſued fir into the 
battaile, after him Eneas, after Paris, Deyphebus, Poly- 
damas, and the King Sarpedon, the king Epiftropus, the 
King Croys, and the King Philomenus, and after all, the 
Painces that were tome in the ayde of the Tropans,each 
man in good oder. And the King Priamus ſent to He- 
ctor that he ſhould kepe him well that day from going to 
battell. Wherefoze Hector was angry, and ſayde to his 
wife many repzochfull wozds, as he that knew well that 
this commandement came by her requeſt, yet notwithta+ 
ding the fozbidding, he armed him: And when Androme. 
daſaw him armed,ſheetooke her little childaen, and fcll 
downe at the ſte of her husband and pꝛaped him humbly 
that he would take off his armes: but hes would not doe 
if. And then ſhe ſayd to him, at the leaſt il v will not haus 
mercy on me, yet haue pitty on your little child: en, that 4 
and they dye not a bitter and grituous death, 02 that h 1 
ber not lead into ſetuitude and bondage into ſtrange coun · 
krieg. 
At this inſtant came the Queene Hecuba, and the Z. 
Helene, and the fiſters of Yecoz, and they humbled . 
themſelves and knelcd downe pꝛeſentiy befozchis feete, 
and pꝛayed and deſired him with weping teaccs, that bes 
would do off his harneis, and vnarme hun, and _ 
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with them into the hall: but neuer would hes doe it, foz 
thtit pꝛaytts, but deſcended from the Pallacd thus atmed 
as he was, and tobe his hozſe, and would haue Cone to 
battell, But, at the requeſt of Andromeda the King Pri- 
mus came tunning anon, and tooke Him by the baldle, and 
ſaxde to him ſo many things ol ons and other, thal he made 
bim to teturne, but in no wiſe hee would he made to vn- 
arme him. 

Among all theſe things ths battell was meztall ofthz 
Ereckes and of the Troyans. Diomedes and Troylus 
jouſted together, and at the aſſembly theo grieued cach 
other, and without fayle cach ofthem bad Caine other, if 
Men:laus had not coine and parted them. Zhen the king 
Miſeres of tigte beat Menelaus, and hadde taken him 
when Enezs came, and troubled idem, and would baue 
llaine him, but the ſaxd Troy lus deliucteo them, and ew 
many Grek?es. 

Thea came the K.Thelamon with thzcetheuſaiid figh- 
ting men, ans touſted in his comming againft YPolydamas 
and put him to the woꝛzſt, and vnhozſed him, But Troylus 
ſuccoured kim, and made hun to remount his hozſe: aſter 
came Paris and Achilles on the other de, that note a- 
mong the Tropans by ſo great fozce,with the helpe of his 
people, that be put them to the flight vnto the Site, and in 
this chaſe Achilles few Margareton ane of the Baſtarts 
oſki.Piiamus. 

Ihen Hector knew that Achilles had ſlaine Merga- 
xeton, he had great ſozrow,and did anon lace on his helme, 
and went to the battell, that his Father knew not o, and 
in his comming, bee Arw two noble Dukes Greets,and 
Due Corriphur,and the Duke Baſh dus, and he th2uſted 
into the greateſt pꝛeaſe of the Greekes,and flew as manę 
as he could teach, aud the Greckes fledde tefe2e him, that 
there was nene ſo hardy that durſt abive his ſtrokes : and 
thus th? Troy aus returned and le the Greekes an all 
ſides. Then the Greekes toke Poly damas, and pad 2 

m 
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tim away, had not Hector brene, which delinered him, 
and few many Ereckes. Then en Atwirell of Grecce , 
named Leocaues,oeflsxicd V ide, and Pee ſu w him a- 
non. 

When Achilles {at that Heco few thus the £chleg 
of Greeea,and ſo many other, that it was matuaile to bes 
Gold, be thought that if Vertoz were not aim, t be Greeks 
ſhould never haue vicozie. And fozaſizuch es he had ſlaine 
many Kings ard Pꝛinces, he tarueTpen kim mwaruelten- 
le, and a Nobls Duke of Greece with him, named Poly- 
ceus, that was come ſo theloue of Achilles, the which 
bad faichiully pzomiſcd to gine to hum bis ifler in marti⸗ 
age. But Veets; lew the ſame Puke anon in the ſight 
of Achilles. Then Achilles woening to auenge the death of 
Policens, aſayled Hectoz by great ire: but Þectoz caſt 
to hin a datt fiercely, and made him a wound in his thigh : 
and then Achilles iſſues out ofthe battell, and div bids 
vp his wound, and tockt a great Dpeare iy purpoſe to flay 
Hects2, if he might moeots him. Among all thefs thinges 
Pectoz had taken a very noble Baron of Greece,that was 
queintly and richly armed,andfoz to leabehim ont of the 
hofte at his eaſe, and had caſt his ſhield behind him at dis 
back e, and had left his b2ealt viſcouersd : and as hee was 
in this point, and take none heeve of Achilles, hee came 
pziutly vnto him, andtþzuT his Speate within his body , 
and Hectoz fell downs dead totheground. When the R. 
Menon ſaw Hectoz dead, heaapled Achilles by greats 
fo:ce, and beat him downeto the ground, and hurt him 
grienoufly, and his men bart him into his Tent vppou 
their ſhield Thea (02 the death of Þectoz,were al the Zros 
yang diſcomfited, andreentred into them Citie, beacing 
the body of Þectoz with great ſozrow andlamentattan.

Of the rich ſepulture of Hector, and of the great lamen.- 
rations and weepings that the Troyans made for his 
death: nd bow Palamedes was choſen duke and go- 
uetuout of the hoſt of the Greekes, 


LL a" 1 Ector being dead, and his body bout 
e- City, there is ns tongue that

could expzeſſe the ſazcow that was 
CE I's 2 made in the City generally of men and 
7 4 ö p women : and thete was none, but 
"_ 218 bo had rather haue loſt his own ſonne 
> thenhim : and they farde cuery one , 
that (rom thencefo;th they had loſt all their hope and rruft 
ofdefonce:and thus they demeaned right long therr ecfream 
griefs and ſozrow. The noble kings and pꝛinces bate tho 
body vnto the pallace of Jlyon. Then when B. Priamus 
ſaw bim, he fell down in aſwown vpon the body, nd was 
as dead (02 ſozreow,that vaneth they could fake hun away 
by fozco. There demeaned great ſo;row all his baethen. 
What might men ſay ot the ſozrow, that his mother the 
Ducme made, and afterward his Sifter? O what ſozowe 
made his wife! certes,there can no man exp2efſe all the las 
mentations that were made. And fo; much as thr bed!s 
might not long endure without cozrnption, the B. Priamus 
tot counſell of many wiſe Paſte:s, bow they might kæp 
the body of Hector without cozruption and without t 
pulture : and then he div cauſe to be wade by theit aduics ( 
counſell a rich ſepultute vpon foure pillars of gold, lift vp on 
height, vpon the which was made a maruc{lous rich taber- 
nacle of gold and pꝛetious tones : and on the foure cozners 
. of the Tabernacle, were fours images of gold, that hadve 
ſencblance of angels: and about the tabernacle there was a 
* Wcnderſnll great Image of gold, that was made aſter the 
lem ⸗; 


ſemblance of Hector, and had the biſage turned towardes 


the Gre kes, and held a naked \wo2d that hes menaced the 


Greeks with: and thero was in the middeſt of the Taber- 


natle o place vox de,whers the maſters late, and pat tho bo- 


dy of Hector fleſh and bones clay in his be garments and 
tobes, and ſtoode tight vp on his fate, and might endure a 
lang time in that wiſe without coruption, by a certain da 
nice that the ÞayZoers had ſette on the ſommet o2 topps 
of the head of Hector: that is to witte,a veſſell that had an 
hole in the bottome, which veſſell was all full of very fine 
balme,andthat diſtilled and dzopped into a place about on 


bis head, and ſo ſpꝛe ad do one into all the members of the 


body, aſwell within, as without, and they filled oftentimes 
the veCell with balme. And thus the body might not im⸗ 
pay2e fo; the great vertue of thigbalme. | 

And all the people that woulo ſe Hector, they ſaw him 
verily in like manner as he had bane alins. To this St 
pulture, the ſame Maſters mada a Lampe of fine golde, 
burning continyally without going out oz quenching, and 
aſterwardthey made acloſure, to the end thatno man 
ſhould appzoach no2 goe vnto this Tabernacle without 
licence 0: leaue. And in this Temple the King Priamus 
92dayned,andſst great plenty at Pꝛieſts fo; to pzay vnto 
the gods without ceaſing fo2 his ſon Hector, and gaus ta 
them goed rents, 

Amang thoſe things the King Agamemnen afſembieo 
all the Kings and moſt Nobles of his hoſe, and ſaide vyto 
them in this manner: My ſtiendes all, pa Rings pzin» 
ces, and Barons, we onght to tender and pelide thanks 
to the gods humbly and with devout heart, that out right 
hard ennemie Hector hath ſuffered to be ſlain by the hand 
of Achilles, Fog as long as he was aliue, wa had never 
an hope to haue come to the better hand of our enemies. 
Wlhat may the Troyans from henceſozth haps os truſt fo; 
but onely foz theic own onerthzow ? and we may hope in 
thozt timeſo the UiRozie ouer them and theirs: and — 
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much as Achilles is grienonflp hurt, and may net got te 
battell, if ye thinke good, Whiles that ra mapbebeales , 
andthe other alſo that be hurt (of when we haus many, 
and alſo foz ts bury the dead bodyes) we will ſend to the 
King Priamus fe2 to haut truce ſoʒ two moneths, Che 
counſell ſæmed god to tem, and they ſenkanon to the 
Ring Pris mus fo2 truce, and het acco;dcd it to them ſoz 2. 
mouetts. 

Daring this Truct, Palamedes murmured azaine at 
the ſeignozic of Agamemnon, and as they were on a bay 
all together, and lame des ſpake of this matter, the king 
Agamemaon an( wired to tim, as ſage, in tho p2eſence 
of all the other, and ſayde vato him: Palamedes, wanetz 
thou that I bane great icy ofthe Stignezie that was gt- 
ven vnto me at the beginning, and haue occupyed vnto this 
pꝛe ent time : feʒ that it was not at my requeſt, neyther 
haue J none auaple no p2ofit thereby, but J haue greaſe 
charge, and bꝛeake many depes theteſoze, to the ende, that 
by my negligence out hoſte got not to decline no2 diſw 02- 
chip: and certes,it had well (nfficed me to have bene vn- 
der the gonernment of another: and J fearo no man that 
may accuſs me, that foz any euill e: negligence 3 baue 
ſayled in any thing, And if thou gaueſt not thy conſent 
vnto mine election, thou naveſtnet to diſmap thereof: 
fo: thou wereſt nat as pct at that time come with the 0- 
ther, but it wastwo yercs aſter ere then cameſt. And 
thereſoze it we ſheuld haus abirden thy com:ring,wee bad 
ban at the Pozt of Athens. And fozaſinuch as thou ſhalt 
not thinke that JI haus toy c2 pleaſure of this cFice, and 
am deſitous to hauethis Vonour, Jam content that 
nanather be cheſen, and am ready to giue conſent with the 
mot voyces. When Agamewnen had thus ſpoken, thers 
was no ſurther pꝛocæ ding that wy in this matter. Ind 
then Agamen non at txen did make it te be creed in all the 
holt, that each man thovld be on the tnozrow betimes be · 

fazs his tent at IS PMUinent. 
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Then it came to the mozning that they wert all ae» 
bled, a gamemnon ſaid vnto them. $Þy tate uten and 
friends, 3 haue hed tuts this time the charge cf this wez! e 
with great tranell,foz fo conduc it well: in (ach wiſe that 
by the ſufferancs of the Gods, I haue bzovght it-with hes 
nour vntill tdis time. Aud fozaſmuch as it is not law(ull 
that an Untuerfity be ruledalway by ene Maiſter tut tu at 
every man employ t im tothe beſt, to his power: and tc2- 
ſomuch as 3 haue conducted this Yoaſt a long tune, I will 
that we do makechoyce of another, that may likewiſe cou · 
dud it diſcreetly, hen Agamemnon had ſo fimioed bis 
words, tis ſax ing pleaſed ta every man, and they choſt Pala 
me des to be theit Puke and Gouernoz: and then ho went 
unto his Tent. 

Achylles that lay ſicke of his weundes, was angtp at 
thedepoſing of Agamemnon,and faide boſo;e all them that 
would heare it, that Yalamedes was nothing like vnto A- 
gamemnon in wilte and diſcreticn, and that they ought 
not to chaungs him ſoz Palamedes : but fozaſunrch as the 
people hadconſented,he abode thercby alſo,qc. 


CHAP, XIX. 


© Howe the King Pryawus iſſued out to Battell, for te 
auenge vpon the Greekes the death of bis Sonde Hec 
tor: and of the proweſſes that he did: and of the a0- 
niuerſary of the ſaide Hector, in which Achylles was 
ſurprized with * of Polyxena, the Daughter of 
K. Pryamus, in wiſe that he might endure no 10ſt 
bo Ven the two moneths of the Tauce were 
: & paſt,the King Pryamus deſi ung to aurnge 
a = the death of his Senne Hector, eztayntd 
| A T with his owne perſon his battells; and ſet 
nin each battell god conductaꝛs, and he him · 
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ſelſe went aud leddo with hem flue and twenly thouſand of 
geod Kiiightes Hertey and edoſrn of the beff, And Dares 
ſaith in his 3Saoke,that thete iſſued ont of Troy that day an 
hund ed and ſiſty· thouſand men. Deyphebus was the 
fozemeft, and then Paris : and after tim came the King 
Pryamus, andTcoytus, Fneas, Menon, end Polydemas, 
they went vnto the Tentes of the Greckes, Palamedes 
had 02dains? his batalions. Then beganne the Battell 
furious and moztail. @Tye King Pryamus ſnote Bowne 
Pa\amedes in his comming,and after ſmote vnto the grea · 

teſt pꝛeaſſe of the Greekes, aud fiewe many of them, and 

beat them dowue, and did ſo much in arms in that day, that 

any with great pains would belieue that a man ſo Ancient 

and (8 olde as /e was, might do that he did that day. The 

king Serpedon of Troy aſſayled king Neoprolemus,wha 

was 1 paſſing ſtrong Knight, and king Scrpedon was ſan 
boznevowne to the earth, who deſended him valiantiy, and 
gaue ſo great a ſtroke vato king Neoptolemus, that made 
him a great wound in his Thigh. Then came to the bat- 
tell the King of Perſe, that remounted againe the king Fer- 
pedon, with the apde oſ his folke, Menclavs andthe Puke 
of Athens afailed the king of Perſe , aud intloſtd hun and 
bis people amongRt them, and fiewe the king of Perſe, and 
made the Troyans fo tttule backe by maine fozce: and thers 
did the king Serpedon great and wendercus malters of 
Armes. 

The king Pryamus and his Baſtard Sonnes that then 
followed hien, coafed not to flea the Greekes : and there 
was non: that dap, that did ſo much ia ums, as did ide B: 
Pryamus, foz bis ſozrowe and his ice made his rengthtg 
grote. Then the Greekes aduiſed them ts take the war, 
ty which the Troyans Gould tetumne vatoth- ix Citie: and 
they went thither in great nun ber. Aud when the Troy- 
ans reculid ſo2 to got inte that place, they found themſelurs 
in the middle of their Cnempes. Then beganne moztall 
Battell, and theres tant Vppon them the bing Prya mus, 

with 
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with a great num bet of fighting nien, by a Wing: and Pa- 
cx camo crofſing them with a great plentie of good Figh- 
tets, and hes had great toze of Atchcrs4that fle we many of 
theGreekes,and hactedthem : and they dis ſo well beſlute 
them, that of fezce the Greekes were dzinen to recule to 
theyz Tents. And tho Trovans reentred into theyz Cit - 
tie, and the king Pryatmus had the lefſe and woꝛſt of this 
baltell. Ye ſent vato ths Greekes to demaund Truce, and 
thep agieedand acco2ved fo him. But ws finde net how 
leng this Truce enduted gt. 

Among theſe things the king Pryamus did t auſe to ba 
carryed by Land, ie body ofthe king of Perſe,ſo2 to be bu» 
rptdia his Tounteey, Then was the w#piug and ſoz re 
great in Troy, and in eſpeciall of Paris, wholoued him ex» 
c@diagly. Now during this Truce the anniaerſery of He · 
cot appzocyed, when men ſhould mourne fiſtenedayes in 
great (0zrow,and after ſhoulp hallo w the great Feaſt of the 
Funerall, as then it was at that tims the guiſe and cufteme 
ſoz Kings and Pzinces, And ttzen during the Trace, ths 
Greekes went and came into the Cittu ſafely : and ſo did 
the Troyans vnts the tents ot th Greekes, Then Achyl- 
les had deſire to gae to Troy, fo ſﬆ the Cittie, and the Fealt 
of the auniuerſary of Hector whom he had lain : and ſo bs 
went all vaarmed vnto the temple of Apollo, wheras was 
the ſepulture of Hector, and he ſound there · great plenty of 
men and women that were Neble,and wept, t made great 
ſazrow betet the ſepultuts: which Hector a man might ſox 
en all fides all whole, in bke manner as he was firtt, by the 
vertae of that Balme. There was the Qaane Hecuba, 
and Polyx ena her Daughter, that was paſſing farze, with 
a great companie of Noble-Lavdyes,that had all theit har ac 
diſpearſed, and bangung about they; ſhouloers, and innads 
uight marnellougſozzow. Andalboit that Polyxena mane 
ſo great ſozrow,yet (helo@ nothing of her Beautie but ſa⸗ 
med, and ſhewed her (elfe ſo faire in all her members, that 
Aaturt ſoz med neuet nons moꝛt fapzer then che tec. 
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
